LAMBETH, a paiisb, forniing, with 
Southwark, oiiu of iho most extensive suburbs 
of London, situated in the eastern division of 
the hundred of Brixton, co. of Surrey. It lies 
on the banks of tho Thnim^s, opposite to WesU 
iiiinster, and covers an area 10 m. in ciiruin- 
ference. It is bounded by the parishes of 
Newington, Butts, Camberwell, Stratham, 
Olaphani, Croydon, Christ-church, and St 
George, and by the river Thames; and is di- 
vided into four libeities, cuiilaijiing tiie BishopN, 
Prince's, Vauxhall, Keiuiiiigtoii, Lainbetli- 
marsh, Lambeth-wall, Stockweil, and Lani- 
beth-dean precincts. It is crossed by tho great 
road from London to Poilsiiiuuth, and by the 
new line of road from Wateiioo-bridge to New- 
ington. It was formerly famous for a mineral 
well, which has fallen into disuse ; but Cuper’s 
gardens, and especially Vauxhall, still retain 
their popularity. This parish also contains the 
Coburg theatre and Astley*s amphitheatre; 
the former in tho Waterloo road, the latter not 
far from Westniinster-bridge. Hero are two 
extensive water-works for supplying the inhab- 
itants with water drawn from tho Thames. 
The river is hero crossed by the Waterloo, 
^Westminster, and Vauxhall bridges. — By 
3® William IV. Lambeth, with tho parish of 
|St Mary Ne^vington, and the parish of St 
Giles Camberwell, except the manor and ham- 
let of Dulwich, returns two members to parlia- 
ment. The number of electors is above ]G,400. 
The returning officer is to be appointed annu- 
ally by the sheriff of Surrey. — In the reign of 
King John, a weekly market and a fair for 15 
days were granted, but they have been allowed 
to fall into disuse. The parish is included 
within the bills of mortality of tho metropolis, 
and within the limits of the new police estab- 
lishment. It is subject to tho jurisdiction of a 
court of pleas, held at Southwark, for the re- 
covery of debts under £5. The streets are in 
general paved, and lighted with gas. The in- 
habitants are employed in various branches of 


manufactures. The most important manufac- 
tories are iron foundries, distilleries, breweries, 
potteries, patent shot factories, engine factories, 
chemical works, and glass works ; many others 
of less importance arc too numerous to be men 
tioned. Coal, lime, and timber, are landed 
at numerous wharfs on tho Thames. 

The Palace ,'] — The chief building in the parish 
is Lambeth palace, tho residence of tho arch- 
bishops of Canterbury. Tho manor originally 
belonged to the see of Rochestur, having been 
conferred on it by the sister of Edward the 
Confessor. In the palucu of the bishops of 
Rochester, many metropolitan councils were 
held, in particular, that which Archbishop 
Anselm convoked in 1100, to consider the pro- 
priety of the marriage of Henry I. with Maud, 
daughter of the king of Scotland, who had 
taken the veil, but had not yet taken tho vows 
of a nun. There is reason to believe that the 
archbishops of Canterbury hud a dwelling here 
at that period. About the year 1160, Bald- 
win, archbishoj) of Canterbury, obtained the 
manor and palace from the bishop of lloches-' 
ter ill exchange for other lands, at which time 
the biiiliiings appear to have been old and 
inouji. The ancient possession of Lambeth by 
the see of Uuchester is still commemorated by 
tho payment to Ihe latter, in two half-yearly 
sums of five marks uf silver, in coiisiderutioii 
of the lodging, fire-wood, forage, and other ac- 
commodations which the bishops of Rochester 
had been accustomed to receive when they 
visited London. Bishop Tanner says : ** Bald- 
win, archbishop of Canterbury, being obliged 
to desist Imilding a college for secular canons at 
Hakyiiton near Canterbury, thought he might 
pursue a design of that nature at 40 or 50 
miles' distance, and aecordiiigly began, about 
1191, to found a fine chapel here, which ho 
intended to make collegiate, and t9 endow for 
the inaintenaneo of several canons or preben- 
daries, to tho honour of St Tiioinus the Mar- 
tyr. This his successor Archbishop Hubert 
carried on; but when it was just finished, 
A.D. 1199, ho was furceil to pull it down by 
the papal bulls, which had been obtained at 
the strung instance of the monks 6f Chrlst- 
chiiri;h, Canterbury, who were jealous of this 
new foundation of seculars so near the archi- 
episcopal palace. This caused great dili'ercniro 
between the archbishop and those monks; 
which, being put to reference, the arhitratoi's 
awarded that the andibishop might, here at 
Lambeth, or anywhere but on the foundation of 
the former chapel, found an ordinary church, 
and place therein not less than thirteen or moro 
than twenty Premonstraleiisian canons, and 
endow the same with J;100 per annum.

In 1830, Charles Francis, Esip, 
founded the Eldon school, in commemoration 
of the chuiicelior Eldon. The licensed victual- 
lers have a well-supported establishment for the 
maintenance and endowment of chihlreii in 
distressed circumstances connected with their 
body. Here is also an asylum for female or- 
phans, in which children of that class receive 
iiiaintenance, clothing and education, and are, 
after a certain time, apprenticed, or sent to 
service. It is incorporated by charter, granted 
in 1800. St John's school was recently estab- 
lished at an expense of £2,200. Here are 
also tho general lying-in hospital; tlie royal 
iiiiiversul infirmary for children under 14ycai's; 
Betlilem hospital for lunatics; and tho Bene- 
volent society of 8t Patrick for the relief of 
' distressed Irish, and education of their chil- 
^‘ Sf reii. There are some almshouses ; some of 
^hich, for poor widows, were founded in 1G26

LAMBLEY, a parish in the wapentake of 
Thurgarton, co. of Nottingham. Living, a 
rectory in the archd. of Nottingham and dio. 
of York, rated at £10 IGs. 3d., and, in 1829, 
in the patronage of R. D. Flumstcad, Esq. 
Church ded. to the Holy Trinity. Distance 
from Nottingham, 5 m. N. E. Pop., in 1801, 
467; in J83I. 824. A. P., £2,814. 

LAMBLEY-UPON-THE-TYNE, a 
parish in the western division of the ward of 
1 indale, re. of Northiimbeiiand. It includes 


the townships of Ash- Holm and Lambley. 
Living, a donative or extra-parochial vicarage 
in the patronage of Robert Lancelot Algood, 
Esq. Coal is found here in abundance, and ol 
superior quality. Here w'as formerly a fortress, 
tho site of which, on the Castle-hill, Is marked 
! by a deep moat. ** An abbey of Benedictine 
nuns was founded here by King John, or 
Adam do Tiiidale. Its tutelar saint was St 
Patrick. It had six religious women at the 
time of tho dissolution, when its yearly reven- 
ues were accounted worth £5 1.5s. 8d. This 
house was granted, 7" Edward VI., to John, 
duke of Northumberland," — Tanner's Not. 
Mon. The Scuts burned this monastery, and 
laid waste the country around it, in 1296. Tlio 
parish is bounded on tho east by the South 
Tyne. Near the river some ancient cuflins of 
oak havo been found as black ns ebony. Dis- 
Uince from llaltwhistle, GJ m. S.W. by S. 
Pop., in 1801, 209; in 1831, 252. A. P.,

LAMBOURN, a hundred in Berks, sitii- 
ate<l in the south-western part of tho co., bor- 
dering on Wilts. Pop., in 1831, .3,085. 

LA AI BO URN, a parish in the hundred 
of Lambourn, county of Berks. It comprises 
the inurkct-tuw’ii of Chipping- Lambourn and 
the townships of Upper Lambourn, Bhigruve 
with Hadley, and Easlbury with Bockhamp. 
ton. The town stands in an agreeable situa- 
tion near the small river Lambourn, which has 
the curious property of being dry during tho 
winter. Thu town is far from being elegant, 
but contains some good houses, and is well 
supplied with water. Hero is an ancient stone- 
cross, consisting of a pillar raised on steps, and 
surmounted by an object now so much defaced, 
that it is scarcely possible to conjecture what 
it has been. Friday is marJvct-(|^y. Fairs 
fur cattle, horses, young foals, boots and shoes, 
are held on May 12th, October 2d, and Dec. 
4th. Living, a vicarage in the archd. of Berks 
and din. of Salisbury, with the chupelry of 
Eustbury annexed, rated at £10 lls. lO^d., 
returned at £112 IGs., and in the patronage of 
the dean of St Paul’s. (3iurch ^ed. to St 
Michael. This is an ancient cruciform build- 
ing, in the early stylo of English architecture, 
containing two chantry chapels. Tho Wesley- 
an Methodists have a place of w'orship here. 
'* All hospital on the north side of the church 
was founded by John Isbury, Esq., A.D. 
1502, for ten poor men, six nominated by the 
warden of New college in Oxford, and four 
by the family of liippesley in Lambourn. It 
is yet in being, and the ten ])our in on therein 
receive 22s. weekly, three loads of wood, and 
a certain quantity of wheat and malt yearly, 
with a share of tho fine paid every seventh 
>ear for renewing of tho lease.” — Tanner's 
Not. Mon. The inmates of this hospital as- 
semble every morning in one of the chantry 
chapels in the church, and pray, kneeling 
round the grave of a forefather of Mr Isbury. 
Here is a Sunday school, to which is annexed 
a small foundation for teaching eight boys to 
read and write. Here is also a school for 25 
children, endowed with £11 per annum, by 
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John Sergetit. in 1792. Horse-races are hold 
annually on the neighbouring downs. In the 
Ticfnity is Ashdon-park^ the residence of Eari 
Craven. Not far from this is the vale of the 
White Horse, mentioned in our desc;ription of 
the county of Berks. Distance from London, 
68 m. AV. Pop. of the town, in 1801, 964; in 
1831, 1166: of the parish, in 1831, 2386. A.

L A MB O URN (The), a small river 
wliich rises in the vicinity of the above mar- 
ket-town, and falls into the Kennet near 
Hatcham.

LAMBOURNE, a parish in the hundred 
of Ongar, co. of Essex. Living, a rectory in 
the archil, of Essex and dio. of London, rated 
at .£14, and in the patronage of Corpus Christi 
college, Cambridge. The church is detl. to 
St Mary and All Saints, and contains a inon- 
uinent to Winniif, bishop of Lincoln. Here 
was the residence of Spencer, bishop of Nor- 
wich, the situ of which is marked by a deep 
moat. Distance from Epping, 6 in. S. by E.

LAMBRIGG, a township in the parish 
of Kirkby-in-Kendal, ward of Kendal, co. of 
Westmoreland.

LA MBRO OK (East), a parish in the 
casern division of the hundred of Kingsbury, 
CO. of Somerset. Living, a discharged rectory 
in the archil, of Taunton and dio. of Bath and 
Wells, rntciJ at .£6 6s. 8d., returned at from 
£60 to £70, and in tlie patronage of the dean 
and chapter of Wells. Church ded. to St 
James. The Independents have a chapel here. 
The landholders have an unlimited right of 
common in West Moor. Distance from Lang- 
port, 5 m. S. by E, Pop. returned wiSi 
King.sbury-Episcopi. 

LAMBROOK (West), a tything in the 
juirish of Khigsbury-Episcopi, eastern division 
of the hundred of Kingsbury, co. of Somerset. 
Distance from Langport, 4 m. S. by E. 

LAMBSTON, or Lammerton, a parish 
in I ho hundred of Rhus, co. of Pembroke, S. W. 
It i.s situated on the high road from Haverford 
to St David’s, and near tho shore of St Bride’s 
bay. Living, a perpetual curacy in the archd. 
and dio. of St David’s, not in charge, rated at 
£6, returned at £108 9a, and in the patron- 
age of Pembroke college, Oxford. The area 
«t this parish is 1480 acres. Distance from 
Haverford- West, 3 ni. AV. by N, Pop., in 
J831. 286. A. P., £734. 

L AMBTON, a township in the parish of 
Chester- le- Street, northern division of the ward 
ol Lasiiigtoii, co.-palatiiie of Durham. Salt 
IS mode hero from brine springs, which issue 
from the bottom of coal pits. Here is Lamb- 
ton castle, situated in a beautiful and extensive 


park, well- wooded, watered by the river Wear, 
and commanding extensive and varied pi-os- 
pects. Here were anciently Uarraton hall, the 
seat of the D’Arcy family, and an ancient 
chapel, the site of which is yet visible witliin 
the entrance of the modern park. Here is 
Worm-hill, which tradition relates to have been 
infested by a formidable snake, which a mem- 
ber of the Lambton fami^ killed. Distance 
from Durham, 8 m. N.N.E. Pop., in 1801, 
266; in 1831,266. 

LAMER, a hamlet in the parish of AVheat- 
hanipsteud, hundred of Dacorum, co. of Hert- 
fonl, 3^ m. W. from Welwyn. 

liAMERTON, or Lambkrton, a parish 
which, though inclosed by the hundred of Ta- 
vistock, forms, with Sydeiiham-Dumerel, a 
division of the hundred of Lifton, co. of Devon. 
Living, a vicarage in the archd. of Totiiess and 
dio. of Pixeier, rated at £13 2s. Id., and, in 
1829, ill the patronage of the Rev. II. II. Tre- 
niayne. Church ded. to St Peter. It cun- 
tains the eHlgies of Andrew and Nicholas 
Trcinayiie, twin-children ef Thomas Trc- 
mayne, who resembled each other so closely 
that their parents could scarcely distiiigiiisli 
them, and were killed together at Newliaven 
in 166 k Near this is the Bront-Tor, a lofty 
mountain, wliich serves as a sea- murk to mari- 
ners ill the PSiigiish channel, from the top of 
which the ships in Plymouth luubour cun be 
distinctly seen. Hero is a charity school. Tlie 
church formerly belonged to the abbey of Ta- 
vistock. Distance from Tavistock, 2 tii. N.AV. 
by N. Pop., in 1801, 722; in 18.31, 1200. 
A. P., £7.698. 

LAMP^SLEY, a chapelry and towsliip in 
the parish of Chestcr-le-Street, middlo division 
of the ward of Chester, co. -palatine of Dur- 
ham. Living, a perpetual curacy in the aichil. 
and dio. of Durham, not in charge, returned at 
£90, and, in 1829, in the patronage of Loid 
Ravensw’oilh. Here is a free school, supported 
by Lord Ravensworth. Iron-stone is found 
here, but is not wrought. Here are several 
extensive coal-mines and quarries of grindstone. 
Distance from Gateshead, 3^ m. S. Pop., in 
1801, 1706; in 1831, 1910. A. P., £12,212. 

LAMMANA, a place in Coniwull, where 
was a cell to the abbey of Glastonbury. 

LAMMAS, or Lamers, a parish in the 
soullierii division of the hundred of Plrpinghanjy 
co. of Norfolk. Living, a discharged rector;)^ 
not in charge, in the aiThd. and dio. of Nu^ 
wich, endowed with £200 royal bounty aii^ 
£200 private benefaction, and annexed to the' 
rectory of Little Haulbois. The church is 
ded. to St Andrew, and contains some curious 
specimens of stained glass. Distance from 
Coltishall, 3 m. N.W. by N. Pop., with 
Little Hautbois, in 1801, 25 i ; in 1831, 303* 
A. P., £1,334. 

LAMONDBY, a township in the parish 
of Skelton, waid of Leath, co. of Cumberland.

LAMORRAN, or Lanmohran, a parish

LAMPLUGH, a parish in the ward of 
Ailerdale, above Derwent, co. of Cumberland.

£10 4s. 7d., and, in 1829, in the patronage of 
ll»e trustees of E. Copley, Esq. Church deil. 
to St Michael. Here Is a school endow'cd with 
part of a rent-charge, left for charitable pur- 
poses in 1747, by Richaitl Briscoe, Esq. 
Limestone is quarried here. On the eastern 
side of the parish are Lowes-water and Criim- 
inock-watcr. Here is also a mineral well. Dis- 
tance from Whitehaven, 7 m.

LAMPORT, a parish in the hundred of 
Orlingbury, co. of Northampton. It includes 
the hamlets of Lamport and Hanging-Hough- 
ton.

2s. 6d., and, in 1829, in the patronage of Sir 
Just. Isham, Bart. To this is annexed the 
curacy of Faxton. Chtin'h ded. to All Saints. 
Ill 1762, Sir Edmund Isham, Bart., gave 
£1,500 for the endowment of a school and 
other charitable purposes. Distance from Noith- 
ampton, 9 m. N. Pop., in 1801, 148; in 
1831, 260. A. P., £3,305. 

LAMPTON, a hamlet in the parish of 
Long- Aston, hundred of Hartcliflc with Bed- 
minster, CO. of Somerset. 

L AMY ATT, a parish in the hundred of 
Whitestone, co. of Somerset Living, a rec- 
tory ill the archd. of Wells and dio. of Bath 
:iiid Wells, rated at £12 4.s. 2d., and, in 1829, 
ill the patronage of Sir George Ridoiit 
(/hurcli ded. to St Mary and St John. Dis- 
tance from Bruton, 2^ m. W. by N. Pop., in 
1801, 206; ill 18:11, 204. A. P., £1,394. 

LANCASTER, 

A county-palatine of England, extending along 
the coast of tlio Irish sea, which bounds it on 
the west, from 53" 23^ to .j 4" 24' N. lat., and 
from 2" 18' to 3" 7' W. long. It is bounded 
on the north by the counties of Cumberland 
and Westmoreland; on the south by the co.- 
palatino of Chester; and on the east by the 
county of York. It may bo regarded as com- 
prising three great natural divisions, the first 
of which, on the north, is entirely detached 
from the rest, across the bay of Moreciimbe, 
and is comprehended between the river Dud- 
den, which separates it from Cumberland, and 
the Ken, which separates it from Westmore- 
land ; the second lies between the Ken and the 
Ribble ; and the third between the Ribblo and 
the Mersey, which last separates the county 
from that of Chester. The first is called Fur- 


ness, and conlaiic^ tlio division of tho hundred 
of Lonsdale, north of Lho Sands; the second 
comprises the liuiidreds of Lonsdale, south of 
the Sands, and Amouiiderness; and the third 
comprises the hundreds of Bluciiburii, Loyland, 
Salford, and We.st Derby. 'Phe extreme length 
of the coinily, including the district of Furness, 
is about 74 miles, the extreme breadth about 
|4o miles. Its superficial extent is 1831 stiuare 
miles, or 1,171,840 statute acres. 

Cicil Divisions, l*ojitihitiou, ^c.] — The coun- 
ty is divided into the six liiiiidreds of Amoiin- 
demess, Blackburn, Loyland, Lonsdalo, Sal- 
ford, and West Derby. It contains the boroughs 
of Lancaster, Liverpool, Preston, Wigan, 
Clitheroe, and Newton, for each of which twu 
mem hero are returned to parliament; and lho 
market-towns of Ashton-under- Lyno, Black- 
burn, Bolton, Burnley, Bury, Cartmel, Clior- 
ley, Colne, Dalton, Garstang, Haslingden, 
Hawkshead, Kirkham, Leigh, Manchester, 
Middleton, Oldham, Ormskirk, Poulton, Pres, 
cot, Rochdale, Saddleworth, Salford, 'Torinoii- 
den, Ulverstone, and Warrington. Of these, 
Lancaster, Liverpool, Poulton, and Ulverstone, 
are sea-ports. — Four members of parliament 
are now returned for this county : viz. two for 
tho northern division, including the whole of 
the several hundreds of Lonsdale, Amoiinder- 
ness, Leyland, and Blackburn, who are pulled 
at Lancaster; and two for the southern divi- 
sion, including the whole of tho respecrlivo 
hundreds of Salfoixl and West Derby, who are 
polled nt Newtmi. — Tho county is included in 
the northern cin'uii, and the assizes are held at 
Lancaster, where the coiinty.gaol stands. There 
are 100 acting magistrates, who hold the an- 
nual court of general session at Preston, on the 
first Thursday afli^r iliu feast of St John the 
Baptist, and following days. Courts of quar- 
ter-session are held at Lancaster^ Preston, 
Salford, and Kirkdulc, bugiiiriiiig after Epi- 
phany, Easter-Suialay, the festival of St 'Tho- 
mas a Bucket, and 0<’t. J 1th. At Manchester, 
Kirkdale, anrl Preston, are h.ouscs of concclioii. 
The duchy of Lancaster is dosci ihcd in a sep;i- 
rato article. — The population of Lancaster has 
increased in a rem.'tikahlo manner IIikmi the 
introduction of m ami fact ii res. The population 
ill 1700, was 160,200; in 17.^0, 297,400; in 
1801, 695, KH); in 1811, 828,.309 ; and in 
1831, 1,336,854. The number of families 
engaged in agriculture in 1821, was 22,743; 
those engaged in inaiiiifacturcs amounted to 
152,271. The propoilion of females exceeds 
that of males; thus, in 1811, there were 
334,004 males, and 434,205 females ; in 1821, 
the males were 512,746, and the females 
540,383; and in 1831, there were 686,465 
females, and 650,389 males. The scale ol 
mortality, on an average of ten years, has lieeii 
as I to 55 of the population. The rates raised 
in this county in 1803, amounted to £230,763; 
in 1815, to £433,409; and in 1827, to 
£545,737 3s. The total amount of assessed 
property in 1815, was £3,187,774. 

Ecclesiastical jljffairs.] — This county lies in 
the province of York, and contains part of the 
archdeaconries of Chester and- Richmond, iii 
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the diocese of Chester. That part which Is in 
the archdeaconry of Chester is subdivided into 
the deaneries of Blackburn, Leyland, Man> 
Chester, and Warringdon; that which belongs 
to the archdeaconry of Richmond, into those' 
of Amouiideriiess, Furness, Kendal, and Lons- 
dale. The number of parishes and parochial 
chapelries is 66 ; but chapcls-of- ease are very 
numerous; the rectories are 26, the vicarages 
27, and the remainder arc curacies. There 
arc some ancient churches, the most remark- 
able of which are that of Cartmel and the 
collegiate church of Manchester. Of ancient 
ecclesiastical edifices, the most important re- 
mains arc those of the abbeys of Furness, 
Cockersand, and Wlialley. 

Face of the County .'] — The surface of this 
county presents great varieties of aspect. A 
ridge of lofty hills separates it from Yorkshire, 
connocied with a grout ridge to which has been 
given the name of the htickltone of England. 
This part of the county, though occnsionally 
intersected by fertile valleys, is generally barren 
and heathy, the rocks being chiefly froo-stone. 
Furness is also mountainous, pailly moory, 
coiitaiiiiiig whin-stone rocks, often very lofty 
and precipitous. Conision>Fell, in this part of 
the hundred of Lonsdale, is the most lofty 
moutitain in the county, rising to the elevation 
of 2 j 77 feet above the level of the sea. Here 
is also the lake of Coniston, called Conistoii- 
mere. A part of Winandermere also extends 
into this division, and bounds tlio county for a 
considerable distance. Along the rivers Mer- 
sey, Kibble, Fylde, and Luiio, there are more 
or less extensive and fertile valleys. Extensive 
bugs and mosses occur in various parts of the 
county, the priiuu'pal of which aro the Chat- 
moss, near Woi:sley, and Filling-moss. In 
describing tlie sea-coast, we shall commence at 
the suutlfcrn extremity. The Mersey here 
empties itself into an estuary, contracted at the 
mouth, and crossed by a s^ind-bank, or bar, 
which greatly impedes the navigation, on which, 
at low water, there is not more than one or two 
feet of water, but tlie high tide rises from 21 to 
28 feet. The coast is very fiat, and has suffered 
inu(di from tlic encroachments of the sea. The 
coast sweeps in the form of a segment of a 
circle front the mouth of the Mersey to that of 
the llibhle, in the estuary of which are many 
sand-banks, dry at low water, but covered by 
the tide to a depth of six fathoms. Farther 
north, the great bay of Morccrambo divides tlio 
upper part of the hundred of Lonsdale from the 
iiiuin body of the county. This bay is in a 
great measure dry at low water, and though a 
dangerous rout, the sands aro often crossed by 
travellers to and from Funiess. The const of 
the promontory of Furness is very irregular, 
and terminates in the estuary of the Dudden. 
Oil' the extremity of this peninsula are several 
islands, the principal of which is Waliiey ; it is 
so low that it is frequently inundated. It would 
appear that these islands were formerly in one, 
and probably connected with the mainland. 
The waste lands of the county have been com- 
amount to 36,000 acres, of which 
20,000 are mo$s-land, and 16,000 marsh-land; 


but it Is impossfDle to estimate their extent with 
perfect ^accuracy, as many portions have been 
drained or otherwise improved, and are in pro- 
cess of being brought under cultivation. There 
are several districts called forests, but they 
conUin little wood ; and, indeed, the face of the 
country in general is bare of trees. In the 
hundreds of Ainounderness and Lonsdalo are 
the forests of Myerscough, Fulwood, Bleasdale, 
Wyersdale, and Quemmoor, which are the 
l^roperty of the king as duke of Lancaster. 
They have been in a great measure inclosed 
and partly brought under cultivation. In the 
central parts of the county are some woods, but 
of no great extent ; .artificial planting has been 
attempted, but not carried to a great extent. 

Lakee and Rivers ,] — The lakes of this 
county are situated in the northern part of it. 
Coniston lake, or Thurston water, extends 
from north to south through the district of 
Furness; its length is about 7 m., and its 
breadth varies from ^ m. to ^ in. Its depth 
docs not in any place exceed 40 fathoms. Jt 
coiilaiiis abundance of porch, trout, and char. 
Its banks are sinuous and well-wooded, and the 
scenery in its immediate vicinity is very pictur- 
esque. — Winandermere belongs paitly to Lan- 
caster and partly to Westmoreland. It is 15 
miles in length, and forms part of the line of 
boundaries of this county. The average breadth 
is about a mile, and the greatest depth is 20 L 
feet. It is famous for char. — The lake of 
Esthwaitc is about tw’o miles in length by half 
a mile in breadth. Its hanks arc picturesque, 
but nut bold and rugged, and it contains an 
island, which tradition relates to have once been 
floating. It contains pike, trout, eels, and 
perch, but though it communicates with Win- 
andermere, no char are found in it. It lies to 
the east of Hawkshend. Among the moun- 
tains are numerous small lakes called tarns, 
which do not deserve particular notice. Near 
Ormskirk is a sheet of water called Marten- 
mere, which in summer becomes nearly dry. 
— The principal rivers in Lancashire are tho 
Mersey, Kibble, and Lune; but the Irwell, 
Douglas, AVyre, Leveii, Crake, and Dudden, 
are considerable streams, and puitly navigable. 
— The Mersey rises in the counties of Chester 
and Derby, and flows for nearly 60 miles be- 
tween the counties of Lancaster and Chester. 
Its course along this boundary is exceedingly 
tortuous, but tends from cast to west. It be- 
comes navigable at the mouth of* tho river 
Irwell, which has also been deepened, so that 
small vessels can pass up to Manchester. At 
Warrington tlie rise of the tide is obstructed by 
a wear, and vessels aro obliged to pass by an 
artificial cut. At Runcorn the river opens 
into a wide estuary, the moutli of which con- 
tracts very much in diameter, and is crossed 
by a dangerous sand-bank. The navigable 
portion of the river, from Liverpool upwards, 
is 36 miles lung. Salmon, smelts, and other 
fish, are found in the Mersey.— The river 
Kibble, which rises in the county of York, 
comes in contact with this county near Down- 
ham, passes Clitheroe, forming a boundary 
between Yorkshire and Lancashire for a few 
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miles, till it is joined by the Hodder. It now 
runs ill a south-westerly direction across the 
county, passing Ribchester Walton, and 
Preston, and falling into an estuary which 
gradually expands into, the Irish sea. This 
estuary contains many sand-banks, which are 
covert to a considerable depth by the tide. It 
is navigable but for a very short distance, and 
the tide rises only to Preston. Salmon are re- 
markably abundant in this river, and the legal 
duration of the •fisheries is greater here than in 
other rivers. — The Lune rises in the fells, or 
mountainous parts of Westmoreland; it entera 
this county near Kirkby-Lonsdale, and being 
joined by several smaller streams, runs along 
the vale of Lonsdale in a south-westerly direc- 
tion. At Lancaster it becomes navigable, 
though not for ships of large burden ; and lower 
down it expands into an estuary of very irregu- 
lar form, which opens by a narrow mouth into 
the Irish sea at Suiiderlimd point. Salmon are 
C4iught in abundance in this river. — The Irwell 
rises in the mountainous ridge whicli separates 
this county from Yorkshire, not far from Tod- 
inorden, and after running for a short distance 
westward, passing Bury and Manchester, from 
which it turns to the south-west, falling into 
the Mersey below Flixton. It was made navi- 
gable as far as Manchester, pursuant to an act 
of parliament of the year 1720 ; vessels of from 
60 to 70 tons burden can sail on it. On its 
coui-so it receives the waters of the Roch, the 
Irk, and the Medlock. — The river Douglas 
rises near Bi Hinge, in the moors of Aiiglc- 
?arkc, from which it runs nearly S. S. West, 
passing Wigan, receiving the waters of several 
smaller streams, and falling into the estuary of 
the Ribble. This river was made navigable 
to Wigan in 1727, and has facilitated greatly 
the exportation of coal from the central dis- 
tricts. Near Jjatliam, the Leeds and Liver- 
pool canal crosses it, and passing to Wigan, has 
superseded in a great measure the navigation 
of the iiitermcdiulo portion of the river.— The 
river Wyre is formed by the junction of a 
number of small streams, rising in the iiioun. 
tainous district of Iho hundred of Amouiider- 
ness, running W. from Wyersdale to Poul- 
ton, from which it turns to the north, opens 
into a navigable estuary, and falls into the Irish 
sea. — The Leven is the channel through which 
the lake of Winandennere discharges itself, 
opening into the bay of Morecambe. — The 
Duddon rises not far from Ambleside in 
Westmoreland, and runs in a south-westerly 
direction, forming the boundary of this county 
and Cumberland, forming at length a largo 
estuary on the Irish sea. 

C/tmo/e.]— The county of Lancaster is re- 
markable for its humidity. Perhaps a greater 
quantity of rain falls here than in any other 
county in the kingdom, and the atmosphere, 
even when no rain fells, is often cold and 
dump. A register kept at Liverpool, between 
the years 1784 and 1792, indicated the small- 
est quantity of rain at 24^ inches, and the 
greatest at 544* During the same period, the 
m^ean temperature at Lancaster w’as 51 f*’. 
The humidity of the atmosphere is partly ow- 


ing to the vicinity of the sea, and the lofty 
range of hills in the easteni part of tb# county. 
The winds which prevail most are the south, 
south-west, and north-east. The west and 
north-east winds are often very cold, but there 
are seldom thick fogs. The temperature of 
the summer is generally low, and in many 
places the spring is very backward, especially 
in the northern and eastern parts. 

5at7.] — The county may be divided into 
three portions, each differing in respect of the 
nature of the soil. Thu district of Furneas, and 
the mountainous district bordering on York- 
shire, consist chiedy of peaty land, unfit for 
cultivation, except in the valleys, which present 
alluvial deposits of various depths, and more or 
less fertile. Blue clay and marl occasionally 
occur among the peat-earth. The valley land 
is known by the provincial name of holme* 
The next division is that which extends south- 
wards from the Lune to the Kibble, where the 
prevailing soil is clayey loam; tho lower part 
of which is tho richest corn land in the county. 
About two-thirds of this is dairy land, the rest 
arable. From the Kibble to the Mersey a 
sandy loam of considerable fertility prevails. 
A very small part of this is under cultivation ; 
tho greater part is laiil out in grass. Small 
portions of limestone land are scattered over tlie 
county, especially the northern parts of it. 

Ayricidtural Proiluce .^ — Aboutone-fourih part 
of tho county has been brought into cultivation. 
The immense demand for grass and hay for 
tho support of horses, cows, and sheep, has 
prevented the extension of tillage. Wheat, 
oats, barley, beans, and potatoes, are cultivated. 
Less extensive crops arc raised of rye, peas, 
tarts, turnips, carrots, luceriio, and cabbages. 
Thu average produce of outs per acre is 45 
bushels, of wheat 25, and of burley<4^. ** The 
rotation of crops followed, is by no means judi- 
cious or profitable. In many parts, outs are 
sown for years together; and even in the 
Fylde district, where agriculture is more ex- 
tensively the object of attention, the land is 
cropped in a very severe and unhusbandlike 
manner. The points of ngricullur^for which 
Lancashire is most noted, are tlie application of 
marl, the cultivation of oats and potatoes, and 
cattle. The climate, and, in general, the soil 
of the county uro favourable to the growth of 
oats; and this grain constitutes the principal 
food of the labouring classes even in the man- 
ufacturing districts; hence oats are cultivated 
to a great extent, and in general with consider- 
able attention and skill. Various kinds are 
grown, especially the tartariaii and potatoo oats. 
Wheat does not succeed well in this county, 
more from the coldness and moistness of the 
climate, than from the nature of the soil ; for 
in part of Furness, the low lands near the 
shore beyond Lancaster, the Fylde, and the 
south-west part of the county, there are. excel- 
lent wheat lands. There is still less barley 
grown, and scarcely any pease or lieans. For 
potatoes, Lancashire has long been famous; 
and indeed the cultivation of this root is here 
extremely well understood, and their cookery 
not less so. Lancashire is said to have been 
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the first county in wJiich they were grown. 
The best inode of cultivating them is on the 
swanl; they are always drilled, and well hoed 
while growiii/;. Great attention is paid to 
changing the seed, in order to prevent the curl. 
J'he produce, on a medium, is from 200 to 
350 bushels per acre. Early potatoes are much 
cultivated, and with very great care and skill, 
near tho largo towns. The goncral size of 
farms is al)0ut 50 acres ; very few exceed 200. 
Although agriculture has not adviuiced very 
rapidly in Lancashire, yet in respect to agri- 
cultural iiuiilenients, this county is not so far 
behind ns many other districts, tlie agriculture 
of which is more celebrated, 'i'lie ploughs in 
every purl of the county are light and well 
constructctl. There are no waggons, and single 
liorso carts are by no means inicommon.’*-— 
(lirewster’s ]']ncyclopa?dia.) Agriculture lias 
been much encouraged by seveial sotueties. 
The earliest of these arose in A'lanchester in 
1707, and extends its iiifiiiencc to a great dis- 
tanco around liiut town. There is a similar 
society in the hundred of West Derby, one at 
Wiialley fur the eastern part of the county, one 
at Lancaster, and a fifth at Ulverstone for 
North Lonsdale. Lancashire is also celebrated 
for horticulture, and meetings are frequently 
held, at wiiicii specimens of the finest fruits 
and fiowers are exhibited. Thu county is par- 
ticularly famous for gooseberries. Vegetables 
are cultivated to a great exbmt in tho vicinity 
of the largo towns; and fruit-trees arc iiiinier- 
ous iJi similar situations. Near Manchester 
there are upwards of 00 acres planted with 
apple-trees. In the neighbourhood of Liver- 
pool the market gardens are particularly exten- 
sive, from the great demand for the supply of 
tho shipping. A large portion of the county 
is under grllss, and there are many dairy farms, 
especially in the vicinity of tlio towns. Cheese 
and butter are also produced, and expoited to 
a considerable extent. The dairy farms arc 
most numerous on the north of tiie Kibble, in 
tho Fyldo, north of the Lune, and of Lancas- 
ter sands, and in the lower lands of Furness. 
“ The Fyldu is the principal district of this 
county, which keeps a surplus stock of poultry. 
Poulterers also collect the chief part of what is 
brought to the Ormskirk market, from the 
cottagors and farmers, and retiiil them out 
again at the Liverpool market On Martin 
mere, are turned a number of fiocks of geese, 
on a certain day, brought from various parts of 
the county. These flocks are so muiked as 
aigaiii to bo known. Upon this mere they 
coiilinue till aiboiit Michaelmas, where they 
find sufiicient food from the grass, insects, &c. 
The proprietor of the water claims half the 
stock that remains alive for their summer’s 
keep.*’ 

Cflff/c.] — The horses of Lancashire are gen- 
erally good, botla for tho teem and the saddle. 
1 he Lunensbire breed of horses w’ero used by 
Mr Kakewell, us the basis of his iiiiprovcineiits; 
but in the county itself, little attention is paid 
to improving or keeping up this breed ; they 
are universally preferred to oxen for the pur- 
poses of husbaiirlrv TK, ‘ 


quest are strong trace horses; stout, compart 
saddle horses; and n light middle-sized breed 
for mail-coach and post-horses. There is a 
breed of cattle peculiar to Lancashire, known 
by the name of the * Lninrashire long horses.* 
These are much mure in demand in the mid- 
land counties than in Lancashire itself ; they 
are bred, however, in almost all parts of the 
county, hut the prime stock is kept in the 
Fyldc. For feeding, this breed and the small 
Scotch are preferred. For the dairy, tho 
Hulderncss, Derbyshire improved, Yorkshire 
red, and Suffolk poll cows, are preferred, A 
considerable quantity of cheese is made in this 
county, chiefly,’ however, of inferior quality, 
except that of Leigh, wliich, though the land 
Is barren, is little inferior in mildness and 
richness to that of Dunlop in Ayrshire. Tho 
quantity yielded by a cow is about .‘itiU lbs fit 
for the market. A fine breed of sheep is pe- 
culiar to the inouiitainoiis districts .*iboui War- 
ton and Silverdale ; but the new Leicester and 
South Down breeds, as well as the blac‘k faced 
Scotch aiifl Welsh, are nunieruiis. They are 
kept chiefly In the northern parts of the county, 
being turned out to the hills in summer, and 
brought into enclosed pastures during the win- 
ter. Furness fells afford food for upwards of 
50,000 sheep during the summer. Hogs are 
fed to a considerable extent. 

Mineral Produelions .'\ — The most common 
substratum In the county is free-stone: of this 
there arc three varieties,— >010 yellow, white, 
and red. Limestone occurs in many places, 
«*ind is wrought both fur the purposes of build- 
ing and of ugrieulturc. It abounds in the north 
and north-east parts of the comity, but none is 
found in the south or western parts, except 
near Liverpool, where it is only found in small 
quantity, and at great depth ; and near Leigh 
and Manchester, where lime, peculiarly adapt- 
ed for terras, occurs. Marl is abundant in tho 
south and western parts of the county, and is 
much in demand for the purposes of agricul- 
ture. Chalk occurs no where. Coal is very 
abundant, especially in the hundreds of West 
Derby, Salford and Blackburn. A species 
which is found here in greater abiindance than 
any where else, is the cannel coal of Huigh, 
near Wigan, It is peculiarly adapted for tho 
gas-muker. Lend is found at Anglezark, near 
Churley, but is not very abundant. Copper is 
wrought in High Furness, in the mines of 
Coiiistoiie and Muckle-Gill. Iron is also 
wrought in the mines of Lindal-moor and 
(Jross- gates, in the liberty of Furness. At 
Holland, near Wigan, there are quarries of 
flap and grey slates, and large quantities of 
blue slate are procured from the hills near 
Hawkshead ; they form a lucrative branch of 
the export trade of the county. Scythe stones 
are obtained near Kainford. 

Mamifactures ,'] — The principal manufacture 
of Lancashire is that of cotton goods in all its 
branches. In this branch it stands before all 
other counties of England, and it can claim 
the honour of having been the first in which it 
was settled, and tho nursery of the greater 
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Those arc iiotfml in the nrlirles Manchester, 
lilackburii, Bolton, &c. The manufacture of 
cloth in steam-looms was first established at 
Manchester in 1806, and has extended since that 
period in a great degree. Calico printing and 
bleaching establishments of great extent have 
been opened at Manchester, Blackburn, Bol- 
ton, Bury, Acrington, &c. There are also 
con.siderable manufactories of fu.stinns, woollen 
goods, and huts, in these and other towns. 
Sail-cloth is made at Warrington, mahogany 
furniture and upholstery at Lancaster. There 
arc numerous manufactories of pins, glass, 
earthenware, paper, clioiiiic^d substances, &c.. 
Liverpool is celebrated for watches and watch- 
tools. Iron-works arc numerous in the iioith- 
ern part of lliu county. 

CVjwiwercf.] — Of the foreign commerco of 
Lancashire, Liverpool is the grand medium, 
and a more particular account will be found in 
our description of that town. The exports are 
chielly the manufactures of the caiintic.s of 
Lancaster, York, Warwick, and Staiford. The 
imports are chiefly colonial produce. The 
trade of the smaller ports of Lancaster, Ulver- 
sLoiic, and Preston, is chiefly coasting. 

Inland Navhjation '] — Lancashire was the 
first county in inodein times in which canals 
were funned. It is at present the riclie.st in 
artificial navigation. Taking Wigan as the 
centre of the .southern district, we may de- 
scribe three great branches: — the one passing 
northwards by Preston and Lancaster, and 
entering Westmoreland near Burton;-— the 
second sweeping in a iiurtli-weslcrly, and 
then in a southerly direction, joining the 
Mersey at Liverpool ; — and the third running 
fur a considerable distance parallel to the first, 
tuniiiig to the north-east, and passing near 
Oswal whistle, runs in a north-easterly direc- 
tion; ami entering Yorkshire near Foulridge, 
passes Manchester, crosses the JMersey, and | 
enters Cheshire near Stretford, (Connected | 
with this great line are niimcroiis side-cuts. 
A separate line of lijiwurds of 30 miles in 
length ciilei's from Cheshire near Eccles, 
passes to Manchester, and from thcnco runs 
ill a northerly direction, entering Yorkshire 
near Tudmordeii. Another of considerable 
length Joins the Mersey, and runs by a seini- 
ciivular sweep to the north-east, terminating 
near Prescot. The earliest attempt at the for- 
mation of a canal was the proposed deepening 
of the Saiikey brook, wliieli was begun in the 
middle of la^t century, but was soon changed 
into a proper canal, joining the Mersey, and 
extending about i 1 ^ miles into the county. On 
this there are several lucks, and the highest 
portion rises to the height of GO feet above the 
Mersey. The duke of Bridgewater’s canal 
was begun in 1758 at Wonsley. Under various 
acts of parliament it has been extended in both 
directions. It may be described as commen- 
cing at Leigh, from which it runs east to Wor- 
slcy, turning to the south-w'est, passes the Ir- 
well by a lofty aqueduct of three arches, turns 
due south, crosses the Mersey by an aqueduct 
near Stretford, makes a semicircular sweep 


through part of Cheshire, and joins the Mer- 
sey at Runcorn gap. Before crossing the 
Mersey, this canal gives olf a branch, which 
passes to Manchester, and joins tho great lino 
which runs noithwnrcl to join the Leeds and 
Liverpool canal. From Leigh, a navigable 
cut has lately been made, running in a north- 
west direction, and joining the Leeds and Liv- 
erpool canal tit Wigan. The Leeds and Liv- 
erpool canal was begun in 1770. It commences 
at Liverpool, and leaves tho county near Foul- 
ridge, the altitude of which, above the basin at 
Liverpool, is about 433 feet. It gives off u 
branch 7^ ni. in length to Wigan, thus cnni- 
iiiuiiicaliiig with the duke of Bridge wji I rr’s 
canal ; it gives off a small branch to iluiroid, 
and coniiniinicntcs with the Lancaster uxten- 
sive canals. Thu line which extends from 
Manchester to this canal lias been formed at 
different periods, and eonsi.sts of the Alanches- 
ter and Bury, and the llasliiigden exteiisivo 
cuts. Its length is 28 ni. 1 furlong, and it 
gives olf short cuts to Bolton and Bury. An- 
other lino of canal runs northward from Man- 
chester. This is called the Rochdale canal. 
At Manchester it coinniiiiiicates with that of 
the duke of Bridgewater, and runs north- 
ward, leaving the county near Todmorden, 
Joining tho (Wilder navigation at Sowerby 
bridge, near Halifax. From Manchester, a 
canal runs eastward, to Ashton-under- Line, 
where it joins the Huddersfield, which riin- 
iiing north-east, skirts the county for G m. Tho 
great notlheni line of navigation, which runs 
in a northerly direction through two-thirds of 
the county, is the Kendal and Lancaster can- 
als. It was begun subsequent to 1702, and 
extends from Kendal to West Houghton, a 
distance of 75.^ in. It enters the county near 
Burton, crosse.s the Luiio by ui^ aqiieiluct, 
passes Lancaster, crosses the Wyruat Garstung, 
passes Preston, crosses the Kibble, joins tlio 
Leeds and Liverpool canal, crosses tliu Dou- 
glas, and terminates at West Houghton. Its 
mid-level is at Berwick, and extends for 42 
m., from which it rises to Kendal G5 fU, and 
to West Houghton, 222 ft. It sends off short 
collateral cuts at Chorley, Berwick, and Glas- 
son. At Ulverstone is a short cut, communi- 
C4ttiiig with tho Leven. 

Ro(uh .'\ — The county is crossed by tho road 
from London to Carlisle ; from London to 
Manchester and Preston ; and from London 
to Manchester and Clithero. The provincial 
roads are numerous and well kept. It has 
been said that there is a greater length of 
roads in this county in proportion to its extent, 
than ill any other in tho kingdom. In the 
north and north-easteni parts they are made of 
limestone ; in the middle and southern parts 
they are chiefly paved with stones, principally 
brought from the Welsh and Scotch coasts. 
On the road between Manchester and Liver- 
pool, slag or copper scoria has been used with 
advantage. 

Railways .'] — In this point of view also, 
Lancashire is superior to any other county in 
England. From Bolton to Leigh, from Wi-

f{un to Nuwton and Warrington, and from St 
Helens to Kuiicorii gap, are railways, which 
require, however, in this place, no particular 
description. They increase, in a great degree, 
the facility of inland communication, and the 
exchange of the produce of different districts. 
Attached to many of the coal>works are more 
or less extended railways communicating with 
the canals, or with the greater lines of rail- 
way. The grandest work of the kind is the 
Liverpool and Manchester railway, which w'os 
opened on the 15th September, 1830. It 
extends from Wapping in Liverpool, to Wa- 
ter-street in Manchester, a distance of upwards 
of 31 miles; in the course of which it passes 
03 bridges, through two tunnels, the one 1980 
yards in length, the other and along 

several miles of artificial embankment. The 
expense of the whole exceeded .£800,000; 
the bridge over the valley of the Sankey cost 
£45,000, and the embankment crossing the 
Chat moss £27,719 11s. lOd. The opening 
of this railway will be memorable, from an ac- 
cident, by which the late Mr Huskisson lost 
his life. ^ ^ • 

Antuputies.] — There are numerous relics of 
the Homans in this county; these will bo found 
noticed in the articles Colm, Lancaster, Man- 
chester, Overborough, Kibchester and War- 
rington. Homan stations are believed to have 
existed at Lancaster, Overborough, Blaokrod 
or Hibchester, Colm, and Manchester. From 
the Manchester station, many roads are di- 
verged over the county. Modern castles are 
those of Clitheroe, Dalton, Gleaston, Greon. 
liaigh, Hornby, and Lancaster. The reli- 
gious houses will bo noticed in our accounts of 
the separate parishes. 

//w/ory.]— This county was inhabited under 
the lloniaas by the Setuntii, a tribe of the 
Hrigarites, and was included in the province of 
Maxima Caesariensis. This was the scene of 
various contiicts between the Britons and Sax- 
ons in the 6th century, and filially was conquer- 
ed by Lila, who incorporated it with his king- 
dom of Deira. In 1363, it was raised by 
Edward III. to the dignity of a co.-palatine. 
It was the scene of many of the operations 
during the civil wars in tho reign of Charles 
J., and a large party of the inhabitants took 
pari will\ the king. Manchester became, in 
1643, the head quarters of Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, having previously repelled several attempts 
which the royalists had made to get possession 
of it. Lancaster was alternately in the hands 
of both parties. A sanguinary battle was 
fought at Preston on the 17th of July, 1648, 
between the Scots, under the duke of Hamil- 
ton, and the parliamentary army under Crom- 
well, when the former were runted with great 
slaughter. On the 20th the armies again met 
at Weiiwick with the same result. At Wigan, ^ 
in 1661, the forces of the earl of Derby were 
routed by Colonel Lilbume, and the earl him- 
selt soon after was taken prisoner, and be- t 
headed at Bolton. Tho troops of the pretender, 
in 1715, took up their quarters at Preston ; but 
being too few to mako any resistance, they 
soon laid down their arms. The army of the ' 


young pretender, in 1745, traversed the county 
both on their advance and on their retreat. 

Duchy and Palatinate ,'] — Lancashire was 
originally designated an honour, and as such 
was bestowed at the Conquest on Roger de 
Poictou. This nobleman having forfeited it 
by rebellion, it came into the hands of Stephen, 
aherwards king of England. Henry III. 
made his youngest son earl of Lancaster, and 
conferred on him the honour and estates which 
had previously been for some time in the pos- 
session of the earl of Chester. By Edward 
IIL the title of duke was conferred on a de- 
scendant of the earl, and raised the county to a 
palatinate, in favour of his son, John of Gaunt, 
to whom the dukedom had been transferred on 
his marriage with the heiress of tho first duke. 
Through Henry of Bolingbroke, this duchy 
and the estates passed to the crown, and were 
held successively by him as Henry IV., by 
Henry V. and by Henry VI. By the latter 
they were lost, and by act of parliament were 
annexed to the crown, in the persons of Ed- 
ward IV. and his heirs for ever. Henry 
VIII. added many estates of dissolved monas- 
teries to tho duchy, the revenue of which, 
however, is curtailed by leases granted by suc- 
ceeding monarchs. The duchy of Lancaster 
includes both the county-palatino and many 
estates in other counties of England. Tho 
duchy has a court of chancery, held at West- 
minster, in which appeals may be heard from 
the chancery-court of the county-palatine, with 
a further right of appeal to the king in parlia- 
ment. The judges in the county-palatine hold 
their commissions from the duchy; the sherifis 
are appointed under the same authority. Tho 
duchy had a star-chamber till the dissolution 
of that couit in the reign of Charles I. The 
officers of the diichy-couit are the chancellor, 
attoniey-genernl, king's sergeant, king’s coun- 
cil, reix'iver-general, two auditors, clerk of the 
council and registrar, deputy-registrar and 
secretary, and two clerks in court. It has 
cognisance of all questions of equity, affecting 
the ducliy and county-palatine, and its pro- 
ceedings are dated before his majesty at his 
palace at Westminster. Tho court of chancery 
for the county-palatine was founded by Edward 
111., and is thus mentioned in the letters pa- 
tent: ** We have granted for ourselves and our 
heirs to our son (John), that he shall have, 
during life, within the county of Lancaster, his 
courts of chancery, and writs to be issued under 
his seal belonging to the office of chancellor ; 
his justices both for holding pleas of the crown 
and for all other pleas relating to common law, 
luid the cogiiixance thereof, and all executions 
by his w'rits and officers within the same.” 
All writs from the courts of Westminster must 
be addressed to the chancellor of the county- 
palatine, who issues the necessary mandate to 
the sheriff, and receives the answer. The 
officers of this court are the chancellor of the 
duchy, vice-chancellor, registrar, examiner, and 
chief clerk; with seal-keeper, clerks in court, 
messenger, attorney-general, and two king’s 
council. It sits twice a-year at Lancaster, and 
twice at Preston, and has concurrent jurisdic* 
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tion in matters of equity with the high court of 
chancery and the court of exchequer, except 
when the subject of the suits and the residences 
of the litigants are both within the county, 
when it has exclusive jurisdiction. The chief 
judge in the county is the vice-chancellor; the 
chancellor sits at Westminster. The county 
has a court of common pleas, with which, in 
most cases, the courts of king’s bench and of 
common pleas at Westminster have concurrent 
jurisdiction. This court saves the time and 
expense of sending to London for writs in cases 
of arrests. It is held at Lancaster every assize, 
and has jurisdiction over all feal actions for 
lands, in all actions against corporations witliin 
the county, and over all personal actions when 
the defendant resides in Lancashire. 

LANCASTER, 

A parish, partly in the hundred of Lonsdale, 
south of the Sands, and partly in that of 
Amoundeniess, county-palatine of Lancaster. 
It contains tlie borough, port, county and mar- 
ket-town of Lancaster, which has separate 
jurisdiction ; in the hundred of Lonsdale, the 
chapolries of • Caton, Gressitighain, Overton, 
PouUoii, and Over Wyersdale, and the town- 
ships of Aldcliile, Ashton with Stodday, Bare, 
Bulk, Heaton with Oxclifie, Middleton, Quem- 
moor, Scotforth, Skerton, Thurnham and 
Torrisliolme; and, in the hundred of Amoun- 
derness, tho townships of Fulwood, Myers- 
cough, and Preesall with Hackinsall, and the 
chapelries of Bleasdule, and Stalmiii with 
Stainall. Pop. of the parish, in 22,294. 

History.'] — The town of Lancaster has been 
supposed by some to have been anciently called 
Jjonyovicum, a station mentioned by Antoninus 
in his itinerary. But there is greater probabili- 
ty in the idea of Whitaker that it was tho sta- 
tion which ilichard of Cirencester denominates 
Ad Ahxunum, This indicates its situation by the 
river Lune, which was probably called Alau- 
nus by the Romans, and there is distinct 
evidence of its having been occupied by that 
people, in the multitude of utensils, sepulchral 
apparatus, altars, coins, and the like, which 
have from time to time been discovered here. 
The name is evidently a corruption of the 
Latin words castrum, a camp or station, and 
Alaunum, the name of the river; passing pro- 
bably from Castrum Alaunum to Alaun-caster, 
Luuiica>ter, and Lancaster. It has been de- 
rived in a similar manner from the Saxon 
words Lune, the name of the river, and Ceaslre, 
a word evidently derived from the Homan Cas- 
trum, The Saxons gave it the name of Lone- 
caster, or * the castle on the Lone.’ It became 
very early a place of importance, and tho capital 
of the county, and a fortress was built here by the 
Anglo-Saxons, which the Piets and Scots are 
said to have destroyed. At the conquest, in con- 
sequence of various invasions, it had declined 
very much, and is not mentioned as a town in 
the Norman survey; but being granted to Roger 
de Poictou, and chosen by him for his resi- 
dence, it began to revive. It is very doubtful 
^vhether at that time any part of the ancient 


castle was in a habitable state; many are of 
opinion that it was not, and that no part of the 
present structure is older than the conquest ; it 
is proper, however, to mention that tradition 
refers one portion of it to Adrian, in 124, and 
anotlier to the father of Constantine, in 305. 
However, Roger erected a castle, or part of a 
castle hero, to which John, earl of Lancaster 
and Morton added a beautiful gateway, and 
John of Gaunt a tower, which still goes by tho 
name of his seat. The remains of this struiv 
turc, with some recent additions, are now used 
as the county-gaol. The town was burnt by 
the Scots in 1322 and Li89; it suiTerod also 
duiing tho struggles of the houses of Voi k ami 
Lancaster, in the parliamentary war, and in 
the rebellion of 1745. 

General Description.] — The town stands on 
the southern bunk of the Lune, partly situated on 
a rising ground, on the summit of which stands 
tlie castle. The streets, which are generally 
narrow, are paved, watched, and lighted, and 
contain many handsome houses. These are 
chiefly constructed of free-stone, which abounds 
in the vicinity, and roofed with slate. Some 
of the more modern streets are spacious and 
handsome, and in the outskirts of the town 
elegant villas are scattered in great profusion. 
Over the river is a handsome stone-bridge of 
flvo arches, which was erected in pursuance of 
the terms of an act of parliament obtained in 
1784, at an expense of i; 14,090. Here are 
various literary societies and libraries, public 
baths, and a theatre, which is occasionally 
opened. Assemblies are held occasionally in 
a suite of rooms lately erected. A little lower 
than the present bridge are the ruins of a very 
ancient one. The population in 1801 was 
9030; in 1811, 9247, of whom 5010 were fe- 
males, and 4237 males; in 1821, l(Xi44; and 
in 1831, 12,613. A. P., £34,117. 

Fairs, Trade, ^rc,] — Wednesday and Satur- 
day are market-days. Fairs for cattle, clieese, 
wool, and pedlery, are held on May Ist, July 
5tli, August Ilth, and October iOth. There 
are few manufactures of any consequence. Sail- 
cloth, cordage, and cotton cloth, ary made to 
some extent, but tho chief manufacture is that 
of cabinet work and upholstery, which are ex- 
ported. Ship and boat-building are carried on 
to a considerable extent, but not so much so as 
formerly; vessels of 450 tons ha^e been 
launched here. The trade is much impedeil 
by the shoals in the Lune, wliich render it 
extremely dillicult for vessels of 250 tons to 
approacli the town. A dock has been formed 
at Glasson, about fl\e miles below the town, 
w'hich in some measure lessens the iiicoiivc- 
iiieiice, goods being brought up to the quay in 
lighters. The trade is partly coasting and 
partly foreign, and has been declining since the 
beginning of the century. The foreign trade 
is chiefly with America and the West Indies. 
In 1799, G2 vessels cleared outwards, with car- 
goes valued at upwards of £2,000,000; in 
1826, 28 ships entered inwards, and 12 cleared 
outwards, on foreign trade. In 1800, the regis- 
tered shipping of the port consisted of 140 
vessels^ whose tonnage was 19,094 ions; and in 
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1828, of ^1. nmounUng to 5763 tons. The 
iiii]jorb are I’ulonial produce of most kinds, and 
tlic exports are mahogany furniture, saddlery, 
shoes, cottons, ^voollons, soap, <raiidles, and pro> 
visions. lu tliu immediate vicinity of tlio town 
Ss an excellent salt<raui>h, extending over about 
50J statute acres, and belonging to 80 of the 
oldest burgesses or their widows. The inland 
trade is iniich facilitated by the Lancaster canal, 
which has been described in our account of the 
inland navigation of the county, but the dis- 
tance of the coal districts counterbalances the 
advantages which might otherwise accrue to the 
maniifaclures of tlie town from this source. 
This canal passes the Lune by an aqueduct, 
about a mile to tlio iiurtli-ciist of the town. 
Tills niagniticeiit structure consists of five cir- 
cular arches, the span of each of which is 70 
feet, and the height above the water 39. The 
whole has a handsome cornice, and the union 
of elegance with stability has been considered 
in every part of the design. The total height, 
from the surface of the river to that of the 
canal, is 51 feet, and barges of 60 tons pass 
over it It was erected under the siiperin- 
teiidcnce of Mr Kennie; the foundation cost 
.£15,000, and the whole undertaking not less 
than .£48,000. 

Govcrn?nc/U.] — The first charter of incorjM)- 
ralion was grniited to Lancaster by Kicbanl 1., 
and confirmed by Joliii and Edward III. This 
was renewed by Charles 1 1., but subsequently 
superseded by a now charter granted in 1819 . 
by (jeurge III. The corporation consists of a ' 
mayor, recorder, 7 aldermen, 2 bailiffs, 12 i 
capital burgesses, 12 cuminon-couiicilnien, with , 
a town-cleik, sergeants-at-maco, and subordU , 
iiute ofiicers. The freedom of tlie town is ob- ' 
tallied by birth or servitude ; the freemen have i 
a voice in the election of one of (ho bailiffs , 
other vncaYicies in the corpoiation arc lilleil up 
by the ineinbers themselves. The mayor is 
coroner for the borough, and justice of peace 
witJiiii the county; the uidermeii are justices of 
peace in the borough. They hold courts of 
ciuartcr-seL;.Jon for all ofiences not capital; a 
weekly court of pleas for the recovery of debts; 
and, (III the first Wednesday of every month, a 
court for the hundred of Lonsdale. The town- 
hall, which was erected in 1781, is u handsome 
building. Twice a-ycar the court of (romnioii 
pleas for the duchy is held here. The assizes 
and general county- sessions arc also held here. 
Tile borough has a small gaol, in which pri- 
soners are otrcasioiinlly detained lx*fore being 
sent to the castlo. Tlio latter contains the 
slnru-hall, the court-rooms, the nisi-prius court, 
the grand jury-room, with well-arranged divi- 
sions for tlic classification of prisoners, work- 
rooms, day. rooms, airing.courts, and two tread- 
mills. The Avhole stru(!lure includes within the 
walls an area of 380 by 350 feet. The walls 
of the ancient keep are of amazing thickness, 
and the apartments of uncommon dimensions. 
It received many important alterations, in con- 
sequence of the general act of parliament for 
improving prisons. It is now one of the most 
complete establishments of the kind in the 
kingdom, and is capable of containing nearly 


5000 men. On the west and south sides of the 
castle are raised terraces, which form a veiy 
agreeable promenade, commanding an exten- 
sivo prospect, including the windings of the 
Lune, the mountains of Cumberland, West- 
moreland, and Yorkshire, and the bay of 
Murecambe. Lancaster was made a burougJi 
in the 23d of Edward 1., but did not make 
regular returns till 1547. It returns two mem- 
bers to parliament. Tiio electors are 693 in 
number. The mayor is the returning oilieer. 

C/iurc/tc8 .] — The living is a vii'arage, in the 
archd. of Hichmond and dio. of (>huslcr, rated 
at X41, and in the patronage of Oliver Mar- 
tin, Esq. The chuirh — which is (led. to St 
Mary — is an ancient .structure, in the llurid 
style of English ai-ehilecture, consisting of a 
nave, aisles, and chancel. It cuiitains some 
curiously carved stalls and screens of oak. Tho 
present tower was erected in 1769. There are 
some fine nionurnents in the interior, and in 
the chill chyanl stands a fragment of a cross, 
covered with Runic characters, and believed to 
be of Danish origin. — Connected with the 
established church are two chapcls-of-ensc, the 
livings of both of which are perpetual curacies, 
ill the patronage of the vi('ar of Lancaster. 
St John's is endowed with £'400 royal bounty, 
£*4(K) private benefaction, and .£8(.K) parliamen- 
tary grant. The chapel was built by subscrip- 
tion ill 1755. — St Ann's is returned at £-104. 
The Rev. Robert Houseman erected tlie cha- 
pel ill 1796. — Tho Society of Friends, Pres- 
byterians, Independents, liaptists, Methodists, 
and Roman Catholics, have places of worship 
liero. 

iSV7i«o/.v, §r.] — Here is an ancient grammar 
school. The inaslers receive a salary from tho 
corporation, and m addition a small quarterly 
pajmeiit from each scholar. Hero is a national 
school for 120 girls; it was luimded by sub- 
sc.ripliuii ill 1820, and the scholars avo taught 
reailiiig, writing, and household woik. In the 
united iiluu-coat and iiiitional school for buys, 
340 children receive education, and some are 
clothed ; tho income is deriveci partly from tho 
original subscriptions in 1770 and 1817, and 
partly from £*2(X)0 navy 5 per cent, annuilius, 
given in 1817 by Mr Matliiew Pyper. Here 
are also a eburily school for 60 girls, a Roman 
Catholic school for 80 children, and various 
Sunday schools. Here are numerous well- 
endowed almshouses, some of them of great 
antiquity. Here is the county lunatic asylum, 
an extensive and well-arruiiged establishment, 
founded in 1816. It accommodates upwards 
of 280 patients, who arc properly classified. 
Here are also a house of recovery, a lying-in 
charity, and a dispensary. “ Earl Roger of 
Poictiers gave, A. D. 1094, the. church of St 
Mary, with some lands here, to the abbey of 
St Martin do Sagiu, or Sees, in Normandy; 
whereupon a prior and Reiiedictino monks 
from thence were placed here, who, with three 
priests, two clerks, and servants, made up a small 
monastery, subordinate to that foreign hous^ 
which was endowed with about £'80 per ann. 
After the dissolution of the alien priories, tins, 
with the lands thereunto belonging, was an- 
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iicxeil by Henry V., or liis feoflees, to the 
abbey of Syoii in Middlesex. Here \vcrc also 
a house of Black friars, a house of Grey fi'iar$^ 
and an hospital ded. to St Leonard.” — Taii- 
iior's Not. Mon. Distance iVum London, 240 
, 11 , N.N.W.; from Preston, 22 m. N.N. W. 

LANCASTKH., (Duchy of), a hundred 
in the noiih- western pait of the county of 
Gloucester. It contains 0 parishes, and the 
population in 18.31 was 2356. 

LANCAUT, a chapelry and township 
ill the parish of Tidenhani, hundred of AVest- 
bury, hut locally in tho hundred of Blidcsloe, 
CO. of Gloucester. Living, a perpetual curacy 
ill the archd. of Hereford and dio. of Glouces- 
ter, rated at ;£‘20, and annexed to the rei tory 
of Woolaston. Cliapcl ded. to St James. Di.s- 
taiiee from Chepstow, 2 m. N. Pop. returned 
with Tideiihain. 

LANCJIKSTEII, a parish, partly in the 
w'esterii tlivisioii of the ward of Cheftt;r, and 
paitly in the north- western division of the ward 
of Darlington, co.-palatine of Diirhain. It 
comprises tlie chapelries of Ehchesler, Esk, 
JVIcdomsley, and Satley, and the townships of 
lieiifiehl-side, Burnop with Hamstcels, (a» 1- 
lierly, Coinsay, Conside with Knitsley, Bil- 
liiigside, Grccncroft, Heel) field, Ilolnisuh?, 
Iveslone, Kyo, Lanchesler, ami Langby. The 
town of Lanchester o<rupies the site of a Ho- 
man station, the fortified pail of which stood 
on an eininen<*e in the vicinity. The rampart 
is ill a great measure perfect, and incloses an 
area of about eight acres, now under cultivation. 
This is now most generally supposed to have 
hcen the station called Epkicvin! but much 
doubt remains connected with the subject, 
Horsley considering it to be the GUimlnnUdf or 
Glanoventa; Camden, Gale, and Hunter, re- 
garding it as the Lorujovicum. The Watliiig- 
street piussed through it, and numerous relicji of 
the Roinuns have been found here. — Living, a 
perpetual curacy in tho archd. and dio. of Dur- 
ham, rated at i*14 8s. 4d., returned at £l%5, 
and in the patronage of tho bishop of Durham. 
The church is ded. to All Saints, and is an 
ancient building, in the early style of English 
architecture, and consisting of a nave, side 
aisles, and chancel, with a square embattled 
tower. The interior contains six carved oak 
seats, some ancient monuments and sculptures, 
and the windows present some antique speci- 
mens of stained glass. In this church ** a col- 
lege of a dean and seven prebendaries was 
founded by Anthony Beck, bishop of Durham, 
A. D. 1283. It was valued in tho Lincoln 
taxation at Jt’OO J3s. 4d., but, in the 26th of 
Henry VIII. at no more than ^49 3s. '4d., 
and was granted, 7th Edward VI., to bimon 
AVeldbury and Christopher Morelaiul.’*— laii- 
ner’s Not. Mon. Tho Wesloyan Methodists 
have a place of worship here. The^ petty ses. 
siuns are held here every alternate Friday, and 
a court for the recovery of debts under 40s, is 
held every six months. It is one of the poll- 
ing-places for the members of the northern 
division of the county. Hero is a free school 
with a small endowment. At Comsay are six 
endowed almshouses. Distance from Durham,

LANCING, or Launsing, a parish in tho 
hundred of Brightfonl, rape of Brainber, co.

vicarage in tho archd. and dio. of Chicdiester, 
rated at £6 9s.

E.N.E. Pop., ill 1801, 451; in 
1831,695. A. P., £3,330. 

LANDBEACil, a parish in the hundred 
of Northstow, CO. of Cambridge. Living, n 
rectory in tho archd. and ilio. of Ely, rated at

Cliri.stl college, Cninbridgo. Cliuri'li ded. to 
All Saints.

LAND CROSS, a parish in tho hundred 
of Sliebbeur, co. of Devon.

LANDGUARD, or LANr,F.R Four, in 
the parish of P'elixstow, hundred of Colrieis, 
CO. of Sulfolk. ** For the defence of the town 
of Harwich, and the excellent ports of Har- 
wich and Orwell, Landguard fort wa built. 
It stands upon a neck of land, now joined to 
Walton Coliicso in Suffolk ; but the common 
tradition is, that the river Stour passed On the 
north side of it, and discharged itself into the 
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Fcu about Hoascley bay. The remains of the : 
chaiiiH^l are to this day called fleets ; aii<l the 
ground, which the fort sUinds upon, juts out 
farther south than the town of Harwich.** — 
Mo rant’s Essex. It commands the sea from 
the eiitranco of Mariningtree water. The fort, 
which has been recently enlarge<l, is supplied 
with fresh water, brcnight in pipes from Wal- 
ton, about 3 m. distant.

LANDON, a township in the parish of 
Kirkiiowlon, western division of the ward of

LAN DRAKE, a parish in the southern 
division of the hundred of East, co. of Corn- 
wall. Living, a discharged vicarage, to which 
is annexed the curacy of St p]rney, in the 
ai'chd. of •Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, rated 
at £18 12s. 4d., and, in 1829, in the patron- 
age of the countess of Mount Pldgecombe. 
The church, which is ded. to St Peter, has a 
very lofiy lower. Fairs for cattle are hold on 
July 19ih find Aug. 24th. Here are several 
aiinsliouses, and a charity school endowed with 
£40 per niiiium, founded in 1703 by Sir Rob- 
ert JeHVey. The Lytiher river bounds this 
parish on the east. Distance from Saltash, 4

those of the parochial chapelry of St Eriiey. 

LAND-SHIPPING- QUAY, a town- 
ship ill the parish of Marlletwy, hundred of 
Nnrbcth, co. of Pembroke, Soutli Wales. It 
lies on Milford- Haven, near the mouth of the 
East Cleddau river. The name is derived 
irorn the quay at which coal is shipped. Dis- 
tance from Haverford- West, 6 m. S. E. Pop. 
returned with the parish. 

LANDULPH, or Landilpe, a parish in 
the southern division of the hundred of East, 
CO. of Cornwall. Living, a rectory in the 
archd. of Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, rated 
et £20 3s. C^d., and in the patronage of the 
prince of Wales. Church ded. to St Dilpe. 
It contains the remains of Theodore Palseolo- 
gus, a lineal descendant of the Greek, emperors 
of that name. The parish is bounded on the

LAND*S-END, a capo on the north-east 
coast of the islo of Slieppoy, co. of Kent. 
Distance from Sheerncss, about 4 m. 

LANEAST, a parish in the northern di- 
vision of the hundred of East, co. of Corn- 
wall. Living, a perpetual curacy in the archd. 
of Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, rated at £9 
5s. 4d., returned at £50, and, in 1829, in the 
patronage of W. T. Baron, FIsq. Church 
ded. to St Gnlwcl. Distance from Launces- 
ton, 6i m. W. Pop., in 1801, 179; in 1831, 
279. A. P., £831. 

L ANE-END, a chapelry and market-town 
in the parish of Stoko-upon- Trent, northern 
division of the hundred of Pirehill, co. of 
Stallbrd. It forms an extensive township in 
conjunction with Longton, and is situated on 
the road from Newcastle to Uttoxeter, in the 
southern part of the district called * the Pot- 
teries.* The inhabitants are extensively em- 
ployed in the various branches of tho manufniv 
lure of the finer kinds of earthenware and 
china. It is a flourishing and rapidly increas- 
ing place, and contained, in 18.31, 1488 inhabi- 
tants. Wednesday and Saturday are market- 
days, the latter in particular being well sup- 
plied with provisions. Fairs are held on Feb. 
14th, May 29th, July 22d, and Nov. 1st, for 
woollen cloth, hardware, and pedlery. Coal is 
abundant in the vicinity, as are also the mate- 
rials for the earthenware manufacture. Mills 
for grinding flints are tiinied by a small stream, 
and a cut has been made eommuiiicatiiig with 
the Trent and Mersey canal, thus opening an 
extensive lino of communication with other 
parts of tho kingdom. There are two well 
constructed market-houses. Living, a perpetual 
curacy in the archd. of Stafford and dio of 
Lichfield and Coventry, and in the patronage 
of Trustees. It was founded in 1764, is not 
in charge, and has endowments of £600 royal 
bounty, £1000 private benefaction, and £1500 
parliamentary grant, with land for a parsonage 
house. Tho chapel was erected in 1795, and 
enlarged in 1828. Many of the sittings are 
free. The chapelry is soon to be erected into 
a rectory, and a new church has been built. 
The Independents^ Methodists, Baptists, and 
Roman Catholics, have places of worship hereu 
Here are a national and an infant school. A 
charity school for 40 children was founded 
and endowed in 1760 by John Bourne, Esq.

Liv- 
ing, a perpetual curacy, rated at £14 5s., re- 
turned at £99, and, in 1829, in tho patron- 
age of the earl of Carlisle. Church ded. to 
St Mary Magdalene. In this parish is a sul- 
phurated chalybeate spring, called Gilsland 
Spn, which was anciently known by tho name 
of the Holy Well. It is now resoitcd to by 
numerous visitors during the summer season, 
for whose ntx'omniodation houses have been 
erecteil, and libraries, music-rooms, &c. found- 
ed. The scenery in the vicinity is remarkably 
beautiful. Tho name is derived from that of 
[ill abbey, the remains of which form an cx- 
Lensive and picturcsi^ue ruin. The nave of the

LANGBAURGH, a wapentake in the 
E. K. of the CO. of York. It is divided into 
tho cast and west liborlies, and extends along 
the northern cuast from AVhitby to Yarm.

" An house of friars preachers, near tho royal 
palace here, is said to have been first founded by 
Roger, son of Robert Hclle, an English baron, 
but certainly enlarged in buildings and in- 
creased in revenues by tho munifLcence of the 
1st, 2d, 3d, and 4th Edwards, so as to exceed 
all houses of this order in England, being 
valued, 26th Henry VIII., at £150 14s. 8d. 
Queen Mary restored this house to a prioress 
and nuns, who were dissolved, 1st PJlizabeth, 
and tho site was soon after granted to Edward 
Grimston.” — Tanner’s Not. Mon. Distance 
from Watford, 4^ m.

LANGLEY (Kirk), a parish in the hun- 
dred of Morlcstoii and Litcliurch, co. of Derby.

Id., and, in 1829, in tho patronage of God- 
froy Meyncll, Esq. The church is an old 
building, ded. to 8t Michael.

At a short distance is 
Ditton-park, the seat of Lord Beaulieu. The 
lord of this manor holds annual courts leet and 
baron. Tho parish contains a portion of the 
market- town of Colnbrook, which is 2 m.

LANGOE, a wapentake in the parts of 
Kestevcii, co. of Lincoln, containing 11 pa- 
rishes, and, in 1831, 7556 inhabitants.

LANGPORT-EAST-OVER, a mar- 
ket-town and parish, situated in the hundred of 
Pitney, CO. of Somerset, but having separate 
jurisdiction. This is an ancient town, and was 
a royal borough at the Conquest, being rated 
in the Norman survey as containing 34 resi- 
dent burgesses. It is situated on a rising 
ground, on tho bank of the river Parrel, which 
is navigable to Bridgewater. It consists chiefly 
of one long street, containing some good houses, 
and commanding extensive views from its ele- 
vated situation. Thu river is crossed by two 
bridges, one of which is of great antiquity, and 
consists of ten arches. There is a considernblo 
trnlUc on the river with London, Bristol, 
Bridgewater, and other places. Coal, iron, corn, 
timber, and salt, form the principal commodi- 
ties. Saturday is markct.day; and fairs for 
fat cattle, hogs, colts, and sheep, are held on 
the Monday before Lent, 2d Wednesday in 
August, 3d Monday in September, and last 
Monday in November. Pop., in 1801, 751*; 
ill 1831, 1245. A. P., X* 1,006. 

Tho corporalion of the town consists of a 
jioitreeve, justice, and recorder, who are justices 
of the peace, two bailiils, and a towii-clerk, with 
a sergeanl-at-macc, and other ofllcers. The 
portreeve, who is (coroner and clerk of the mar- 
ket, is, with the hailifl', elected annually, and 
on retiring from oflice, becomes justice for tho 
next year. A court of record, for picas not 
exceeding 40s., is held every Tuesday by the 
(corporation, at which the portreeve, rcccorder, 
ami bailiffs preside. I'ho charter of tho cor- 
poration is dated 1617, being a renewal of 
a more ancient one by James I. The town 
sent members to parliament in tho reign of 
Edward I. 

The living is a discharged vicarage, annexed 
to that of Huish-Episcopi, not in charge, and 
in the peculiar jurisdi('tioii of tho prebendary 
of Htiish cum Brent, in the cathedral of Wells. 
Church ded. to All Saints. It is an ancient 
structure, in the early style of English archi- 
tecture, the windows of wliich contain some 
fine stidned glass. Tho Independents have a 
place of worship here. Hero are a national 
and free grammar schools ; the endowment of 
the latter yields £70 per annum, and 30 .sccho- 
lars receive instruction. In tho register of 
Bisliop Drokensford, an hospitcal for lepers is 
stated (o have existed here before 1310. His- 
lanco from London, 128 m.

LA NT WIT (Majoa), or Llan-Illtyd, 
a parish in the hundred of Cowbridge, co. of 
Glamorgan, South Wales. Living, a vicarage

£14 13s. 9d., consolidated with the vicarages 
of Llys, Werni, and Penmarc; and in tho 
patronage of tho dean and chapter of Glouces- 
ter. There arc two parish churches. Tho old 
church, which is one of tho most ancient in 
Wales, contains some curious old monuments, 
and a gigantic flgurc of Prince Richard Hop- 
kins. Two ancient crosses stand in the ceme- 
tery. On an ancient stone on the church-wnll 
is an inscription, which is thus translated : ** In 
the name of the most high God, the cross of 
our Saviour begins, which tho king has orocted 
to the memory of Sampson tho abbot, and to 
Jiithathcl Artmarl, for the sake of their souls. 
May the cross protect me!” Attached to the 
church was a chapel to the Virgin, now much 
dilapitated. The now church is a liaiidsoino 
modern structure. The area of the parish is 
about 4516 acres. Tho town covers a largo 
space of ground, and wiis formerly of much 
coiiscquenco and very populous. Numerous 
ruins attest its ancient importance. At Col- 
hugh are the remains of a harbour and quay. 
Tho old town-hall yet remains, but the gaol has 
been demolished. Tins was the scat of a cele- 
brated college, which was at one time in such 
repute that there were 400 houses and 7 halls 
fur the use of tho students. It was founded in 
508 by St lltutus, with a church and monas- 
tery. Tho ruins of the buildings are yet visible. 
Ill this seminary w'ere educated Gildas the 
historian, Pauliiius, bishop of Loon, Sampson, 
archbishop of Dol in Brittany, Talhaim the 
bard, and Talicon. The monastery was sub- 
scqiiuiitly I'cmuvod to Tewksbury, and at the 
diasoliilioii its revenues were conferred by Hen- 
ry VIII. on the see of Gloucester. Friday is 
market-day, and a fair is held 23d June. Dis- 
tance from Cowbridge, 5 m.

LATERIDGE, a hamlet in the parish of 
Iron- A< ton, co. of Gloucester. 

LA TUB UR Y, a parish in the hundred of 
Newport, co. of Buckingham. Living, a cu- 
racy in the archd. of Buckingham and dio. of 
Lincoln, rated at £5 6s. 8d., and in the 
pati'oriage of Christ church, Oxford. Church 
ded. to All Saints. Hero was formerly a free 
grammar school, with exhibitions to Christ 
church, but the endowment was lost upwards of 
a century ago. The river Ouse bounds the 
parish on several sides. Piero was anciently a 
monastery, of which we find no account; the 
manor-house stands on its site.

LATllOM, a township in the parish of 
Orniskirk, hundred of West Derby, co.-palu- 
iiiie of Lancaster.

Another school 
has been founded, and is supported by Lord 
Skelmcrsdale. Here is a chapel, attached to 
Lathom-house. A market and fair, which 
have been discontinued, were granted by Ed- 
ward I. to Robert de Lathom. Here is a 
saline chalybeate spring. Lathom-house, the 
sent of Lord Skelmcrsdale, situated in the 
middle of an extensive park, was erected in the 
middle of last century, after designs by Leoni. 
It is a stately Grecian structure, 156 feet in 
length by 75 in breadth. The chapel and the 
almshouses stand In the park. On this site was 
the ancient mansion of the Lathom family, a 
strongly fortified crastle, surrounded by a moat 
24 feet broad and six deep, with an outer bar- 
rier of pc*illlsadoes. It was defended in 1644 
by the countess of Derby, with 300 men, 
against Sir Thomas Fairfax, with 2000 of the 
parliamentary troops. The siege continued for 
3 months, and was hiially raised by Prince 
Rupert ; but in the next year. General Eger- 
ton, with 4000 men took it, and at tho com- 
mand of tho parliament dismantled the fortifi- 
cations. It is said that the besiegeis lost not 
fewer than 2000 men, and the castle was finally 
taken only by tho failure of ammunition within 


its walls. The outer wall had nine towers, or 
each of which six pieces of artillery were 
mounted.

Here was 
a priory of Black canons, whose founder and 
time of foundation are not yet discovered ; but 
it must have been in being before 20tiL Edward 
I., because it is mentioned in the Lincoln tax- 
ation. It was ded. to St John the Baptist, and 
granted, 28th Henry VIII., to Sir Henry 
Parker.”

LATTON, a parish in the hundred of 
Highworth, Crickladc and Staple, co. of Wills.

Church 
ded. to St John the Baptist Here was found 
a tcsselated pavement Distance from Crick- 
lade, 1^ m.

LA UGHARNE, or Llaciiarn, a parish 
in the hundred of Derllys, co. of Carmarthen, 
South Wales. Living, a vii^irage in the dio. 

The prebend of 
Langluirne, which is impropriated by the see 
of Winchester, is rated at £45. Subordinate 
to the vicarage are the chapels of Cyfig and 
Marros, with the rectory of Llaii-Sadwrnen.

LAUGHARNE, a market-town and sea- 
port in the above parish. It is situated on an 
estuary, near the mouth of the rivers Tave and 
Cowen. The port has no trade of any value. 
The town is incorporated under an ancient 
charter, and is governed by a poitrceve, recor. 
der, aldermen, attorneys, four constables, and 
76 burgesses. In the reign of King John, Sir 
Guido de Brian the younger, granted lands and 
a share in commons to tho corpoiliUon, which 
they still possess. The pelty-sessions for tho 
district are held here. Friday is market-day ; 
and fairs are held on May 6lh and September 
28th. Here are many remains of anciciii 
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fortifications, and the ruins of the castle of 
Guido do Brian, built in the reign of Henry 
III. Not far off are the remains of Roche 
castlo, with respect to which history is silent.

LAUGHTON-EN-LE-MOIITHEN, 
a parish, partly in the liberty of St Peter of 
York, E. R., and partly in the wapentake of 
Strailorth and TickliiJI, W. 11., co. of York. 
It includes the chnpelry of Letwcll and the 
townships of Laughton, Gilden-wclls, Throap- 
hnm, and Woodsetts.

W. Buck, Esq. Church dcd. to St Andrew. 
Here w'as a cell to tho abbey of Hertland. The 
parish is crossed by tho Biide and Holsworlhy 
canal. Hero are small ulrnshoiises. Distance 
from Stratton, 1 m. E.S.PJ. Pop., in 1801, 
647; in 1831, 818. A. P., X3,920. 

LAUNCESTON, a borough, parish and 
market-town, in the hundred of East, co. of 
Cornwall, but having separate jurisdiction. It 
was anciently called Dunhevidf and some anti- 
quarians consider the present name to bo a cor- 
ruption of Han Stephan, or St Stephen's 
church, while others refer it to the w'ord Llan- 
ccster-ton, i. e. church-castle-town. The latter 
appears tho more probable. Before the con- 
quest this manor was tho property of the earls 
of Cornwall, whose jurisdietion extended over 
the honour of Launceston, including a large 
part of the county. “ There was a cullego of 
secular canons before the conquest, in the church 
of St Stephen, about half a mile from this 
town, w-hieh being given to the bishop and 
chureh of Exeter by King Henry I., was sup- 
pressed before A.D. 1126, by William War- 
lowast, bishop of Exeter, who, in lieu of it, 
founded in the west suburb under tho castle- 
hill, a priory for canons of tho order of St 
Austin, which was also ded. to St Stephen, to 
which he gave the best part of the college lands. 
Tho yearly revenues of this monastery were 
rated, 26® Henry VJII., at £392 lls. 2d.” — 
Taniicr's Not. Mon. Tho castlo was rebuilt 
about this time by Reginald, eati of Cornwall, 
and always conthiued annexed to tho earldom, 
and subsequently to the duchy. The castle was 
alternately in the hands of the parliament and 
of the royalists, during tho civil war, and from 
its situation was considered a post of consider- 
able importance. It belongs to the crown, or 
prince of Wales as duke of Cornwall, hut Is 
now In ruins, with tho exception of the keep, 
which is used as a prison. 

General I?esenp(ion .] — The town stands in 
an agreeable situiuiun uii tho side of a hilL near 
tho brook Atlery, which fulls into that Tamar. 
Tho hill is crowned by the remains of the 
castle. The streets are ill paved and narrow, 
but contain good houses, and the supply of 
water is gooc). Here are some literary and 
philosophical societies, book-clubs, and a 11- 
bmry; and assemblies, concerts, &c., are occa- 
sioiiaJly held. The borough is more extensive 
than the parish. The iiihaUitants were for- 
merly employed to a considerable extent in the 
manufacturu of sugar, but this has declined. 
A considerable number of females ar4 em- 
ployed in spinning wool. Thursday and Sa- 
turday are market-days ; the former for butch- 
er’s meat, the latter for corn and provisions in 
general. The fairs, chiefly for cattle of vari- 
ous descriptions, are held on Whit-Monday, 
July 5tb, November 17th, December 6th ; first 
Thursday in March, and third Thursday in 
April, free of toll; and on May 12tb, July 
31st, and September 25th, in the parish of St 
Stephen. The Bude canal sends a branch into 
Uie vicinity, which has been found to improve 
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the trade. The town was made aifree borough ' 
111 the reign of Henry III., by the earl of 
Cornwall, but tlie charter of incorporation ^ 
elutes no further buck than 1555, when tlie 
government was vested by Queen Mary in a ' 
mayor, eight aldermen, a recorder, and a few 
freemen, who elect each other, and fill up va- 
cancies in their own body without participation 
of the iiihabitunts in general. The mayor, 
late mayor, an alderman and recorder, or his 
deputy, are justices of the peace, and hold two 
sessions annually. The corporation is also en- 
titled to hold a weekly court of pleas, for the 
recovery of debts to any amount. The county 
magistrates meet here on the first Tuesday 
of every month, to hold petty sessions for 
the hundred of East. The assizes for the 
county are held alternately here and at Bod- 
min. The borough rctuiiied tw*o members to 
parliament from the reign of Edward I. until 
deprived of one by iho Reform act. The 
voters, formerly only 17, are now above 320 
in number. Lancaster Is one of the polling 
places for the members for the eastern division 
of the county. 

jLioiM//.]— Living, a perpetual curacy in the 
archd. of Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, not in 
charge, returned at ^112, and in the gift of the 
corporation.

1801, its population has increased sixteen and 
a half fold. Tho town stands In a fine coun- 
try, in an open vale sheltered by wooded hills, 
and consists of spacious, well-paved streets; 
lighted with c'oal-gas, and well-supplied with 
water. The houses are in general handsome, 
constructed of brick, and faced with Roman 
cement. Many families of distinction have 
erected houses and villas in the town and vi- 
cinity. There is a handsome stone- bridge over 
tho river Leain, and the Avon flows in the 
immediate vicinity. 

Baths t Public BuildinffSf §•«•]— The waters of 
Leamington arc of three kinds, sulphureous, sa- 
line, and chalybeate, of which the saline is the 
most celebrated, ami is composed of 5,760 parts 
of water, 7.83 sulphate of soda, 53.75 muriate 
of soda, 28.64 muriato of lime, 20.16 muriate 
of magnesia. The old well is saline, and has 
been known fur some centuries. It is described 
by Sir William Dugdale in his history of the 
county, and was analysed, but very imperfectly, 
80 early as 1688. It has been inclosed by 
Lord Aylesford, and a pipe carries a supply 
of water to the outside of tho building, for the 
use of tho poor. The Royal spa is contained 
in a handsome Doric building, situated on tho 
banks of the river, in the midst of elegant 
gardens. In tho interior are baths of various 
kinds, with a handsome pump-room. In which 
company promenade, and where a band of mu- 
sic attends at stated periods. This hall is 85 
feet long, by 36 wide. There is a supply both 
of saline and of sulphureous water. Besides 
these, there are other establishments of a simi- 
lar kind, in most instances well-arranged. We 
may name tho Imjicrial fount, Wise^s, Rob- 
bin s, and Smith's baths. Many persons visit 
Leamington for a short lime during the season, 
and, ill consequence, lodging houses and hotels 
are numerous, and adapted for visitors of every 
class. There are also superb houses which are 
let furnished at high rents. The first hotels are 
tho Regent's, and Royal, or Copp’s. Annexed 
to these are handsome lodgiiig-hj^uses, with 
every accommodation. In Bath-street is a 
handsome Grecian structure, containing read- 
ing-rooms, library, and assembly-rooms, with 
card and refreshment rooms, fitted up in a most 
elegant style. In the Union parade are the 
upper assembly rooms, with the usual appen- 
dages. The ball-room is 96 feet long, by 45 
wide. Assemblies and concerts aro held here 
regularly. Hero is also a small theatre, open 
three times a week during tho season. Other 
places of fashionable resort aro Bisset’s muse- 
um, Ranelagh gardens and the botanical gar- 
dens. The ladies of Leamington contribute 
£52 lOs. to the sweepstakes at Warwick races, 
and the gentlemen give a cup of the same va- 
lue to be run for. On Wednesday is held a 
customary market for provisions. Coal and 
other articles are brought on the Warwick and 
Kiiapton canal, which passes the town. The 
local polico is under the superintendence of 
commissioners, appointed under a recent act of 
parliament.

It has even been supposed to have been 
g Roman station, from the circumstance of 
some antiquities having been discovered in the 
neighbourhood ; among the rest, a subterranean 
structure with tesseiuted pavements, conjectured 
to have been part of a bath. The town con. 
sisits of a lung and spacious street, containing 
some good houses, and partially paved and 
lighted. It stands on the road from Cirences- 
ter to London, and on the margin of the river 
Thames, which is here crossed by a bridge, 
vrliich bounds the navigation of the river for 
vessels of 80 ions burden. The inhabitants 
derive considerable advantage from the situa- 
tion at the highest navigable point of the 
Thames, as the produce of the counties of 
Gloucester and Wilts is brought hither to be 
transmitted to the metropolis. The Thames 
and Severn canal, which terminates here in the 
Thames, brings the supply of coal. The mar- 
ket is held on Tuesday, but is falling into 
decay. Fairs for cheese, cattle, and toys, are 
held on August 5th and 12th, and September 
9th. The town is under the jurisdiction of the 
county-magistrates: the loi^ of the manor 
holds a triennial court-lect, at which he appoints 
a constable and tything-man. 

The living is a vicarage in the archd. and 
dio. of Gloucester, rated at j£12 ]3s. 4d., and« 
in 1829, in the gift of Mr Morton. The 
church is a handsome structure, in the later 
English style, ded. to St Lawrence, erected 
about 300 years ago. The Baptists have a 
meeting-house here. Here is a Sunday school 
with a small endowment. ** A priory of Black 
cations, or rather an hospital of a master or 
prior, and ceiiain poor and infirm brethren, 
ded. to St John the Baptist, was founded here 
upon a piece of ground called Lade, near the 
great bridge over the Thames— hence called 
St John’s bridge— given to that good use by 
the lady Isabel Ferrers, sometime wife of 
Hugh Mortimer, before 30th Henry III. But 
this house being run into great decay, King 
Edward IV. gave bis mother Cicely, duchess 
of York, leave to get it dissolved, and then ta 
apply the revenues of it to the endowing of a 
perpetual chantry of three priests, at the altar of 
St Mary, in the parish church here^ which con- 
tinued till Dean Underwood, in the reign of 
Henry VIL, found moans to place two of 
these chantry priests at Wallingford college, 
and let the third remain at Lechlode ; and so 
the site of this priory, as parcel of the posses- 
sions of Wallingford college, was granted ta 
Dennis Tappes, 14th Elizabeth.*’ — Tanner's 
Not Mon.

The Andover 
canal passes here. Distance from Stockbridge^ 
2 m. N.N.E. Pop., in 1801, 199; in 1831,

L E C K H A MP S TE AD, a chapelry in the 
parish of Cheveley, co. of Berks. Living, a 
curacy, not in charge. Chapel ded. to St 
James. Pop., in 1801, 330; in 1831, 4(02. 
A. P., £1,675. • 

LECKUAMPSTEAD, a parish in the 
hundred and co. of Buckingham. Living, a 
rectory in the archd. of Buckingham and dio. 
of Lincoln, rated at £15 ISsi 4d., and, in 1829, 
in the patronage of J. Beauclerk, Esq. The 
church, which is ded. to St Maiy, contains a 
curious ancient font. The school has a small 
endowment. Distance from Buckingham, 3^ 
m. N.E. by N. Pop., in 1801, 346; in 1831, 
499. A. P., £2.797. 

LECKHAMPTON, a parish In Chel- 
tenhain hundred, co. of Gloucester. Living, 
a rectory in the archd. and dio. of Gloucester, 
rated at £18 13s. 4d., and, in 1829, in the 
patronage of C. N. Trye, Esq. The church 
is ded. to St Peter, and contains some ancient 
monuments, one of which presents the effigies 
of a knight and lady. Here is a manor-house 
of the age of Henry VII. The parish In- 
cludes part of the romantic Cotswold hills. A 
branch of the Cheltenham and Gloucester rail- 
way passes through this parish to Crippets, 
on the south. Distance from Cheltenham, H 
m. S. by W. Pop., in 1801, 235; iir J8S1, 
929. A. P., £1,819. 

LECKONFIELD, a parish in the Huns- 
ley-Beacon division of the wapentake of Hait- 
hili, £. R., CO. of York. Living, jp discharged 
vicarage in tho archd. of the east riding and 
dio. of York, rated at £8, returned at £66 78. 
4d., and, in 1829, in the patronage of tlie earl 
of Egremont. The earls of Northumberland 
had anciently a strong castle here. Pop., in 
1801, 31G; in 1831, 301. A. P., £6,860. 

LEDBURN, a hamlet in the parish of 
Mentmore, co. of Buckingham. 

LEDBURY, a parish In the hundred of 
Radlow, CO. of Hereford. It comprises the 
market-town of Ledbuiy and the township of ■ 
Park-hold. It was anciently a borough, and 
returned members in the reign of Edward L, 
but the inhabitants pleading poverty, the fran- 
chise was withdrawn. Its fairs and market 
were first granted by Stephen, at the request 
of Betun, bishop of Hereford, but this charter 
became obsolete and was renewed by ElIzabeiK 
The town— which consists of two principal 
streets, crossing each other at right angles, ^ 
of several small side streele— stands at the east- 
em angle of the county at tho foot of tho Mai- 
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Tern hills. The houses are genemlly built of 
brick, and of respectable aspect, the streets are 
partially paved, and lighted, and there is a good 
supply of water. It takes its name from the 
river Loden, or Leddon, which flows about a 
mile to the eastward. The neighbourhood 
abounds in orchards and hop-grounds, in the 
cultivation of which, and in the making of 
cider and perry, the inhabitants are much en- 
gaged. Malting and tanning, with the manu- 
facture of ropes and sacking, are carried on 
pretty extensively. About three centuries ago 
this place was famous for silks and broad- 
cloths, but those manufactures have disappeared. 
Umestone and marble are found in the vicini- 
ty. Here is an ancient market-house. Tuesday 
is market-day; and fairs for cattle, cheese, 
wool, pigs, hops, &c., are held on Monday 
after February let, Monday before Easter, 
May 12tb, June first Tuesday in August, 
October 2d, and Monday before St Thomas* 
day. Tho town is under the jurisdiction of 
the county magistrates, who hold a petty session 
fur tho hundred here every Wednesday. It is 
one of tho polling* placos fbr the county mem- 
bers. Tho lord of the manor holds annual 
courts leet and baron, at which constables are 
chosen. Tho Herolbrd and Gloucester canal 
passes tho town. Pop., in 1801, 3058; in 
1831, 3909. A. P., 14,783. 

Tho living is a vicarago in the archd. and 
dio. of Hereford, rated at J614 12s. 6d., and, 
in 1829, in the patronage of the Hev. J. Watts. 
The rectory is divided into portions, of which 
the bishop is patron ; the portionists alternately 
become patrons of the vicarage. Tlie cliurch 
is a fine old structure, partly in tho Norman 
and partly in the early English style, ded. to 
St Michael. It contains a fine altar-piece and 
some handsome stained glass, with several in- 
teresting monuments. Here are places of 
worship for Independents, Baptists, and Wes- 
leyan Methodists. Here are endowed schools 
for boys and girls ; and another for boys, sup- 
ported by the exchequer, and supposed to have 
been founded on the dissolution of a chantry. 
Here are several almshouses for poor persons, 
and a dispensary. ** The rectory hero was 
anciently divided into several portions, or pre- 
bends, as the prebend of Overhall, rated at 
£18 4s. 9J^.; tlie prebend of Netherhall, rated 
at £14, &c. But about A.D. 1400, a college 
for a master and eight secular priests was 
founded in the parish church, by John Treve- 
nant, bishop of Hereford.— An hospital for a 
master, rector, or prior, and several poor bro- 
thers and sisters, was built here by Hugh 
Foliot, bishop of Hereford, to the honour of 
8t Catlierine, A.D. 1232, which met with 
several benefactors ; but the revenues of it were 
valued, 26th Henry VIII., at no more than 
£22 5s. per annum, clear. It is yet in being, 
having been rofounded by Queen Elizabeth, 
A.D. 1580, for a master, who is nominated by 
the dean and chapter of Hereford ; seven poor 
men, widowers, and three poor widows, who 
are nominated by the master, and have each 
an allowance of £6 I3ii. 4d. per annum, be- 
sides clothes and fliing»**— Xanneifs Not. Mon. 


The senior canon of Hereford !e generally 
master, and has a free farm of 70 acres, 40 
acres of coppice-wood, an annual stipend, a 
free house and garden, and is required to reside 
here for two months in the year. In the vici. 
nity are some noblemen’s and gentlemen’s 
seatsL In the parish are some traces of forti- 
fied stations supposed to be Roman. Distance 
from London, 120 m. W.N. W. 

LEDDEN (Th£), a river in Wales, rising 
ill Carnarvon and falling into the Conway. 

LEDDINGTON, a hamlet in the parish 
of Dymock, co. of Gloucester. 

LEDSHAM, a township in the parish of 
Neston, co.-palatino of Chester. 

LEDSHAM, a rarish in the hundred of 
Barkstone-Ash, W. R,, co. of York, ^ It com- 
prises the townships of Ledsliam, Fairbuni, 
and Ledstone, and contained, in 183 1, 944 in- 
habitants. Living, a discharged vicarage in 
the archd. and dio. of York, rated at £7 4s, 
2d., and, in 1829, in the patronage of Mrs 
Wheeler. The church is ded. to All Saints, 
and contains a fine monument to Lady E. 
Hastings, whose figure is in a reclining pos- 
ture, and accompanied by those of her two 
sisters. Here are schools for boys and girls, 
founded and endowed in 1738 by Lady Eliza- 
beth Hastings. Distance from Ferry-bridge, 
4| m. N. W.. by N. Pup. of the town, in 
1801, 220; in 1831, 236. A. P., £2,005. 

LEDS TON, a township in tlio above pa- 
rish, containing, in 1831, 213 inhabiUints. 
Here is an hospital for Lon poor persons, found- 
ed by Sir John Lewis. 

LED WELL, a hamlet in the parish of 
Sandlord, co. of Oxford. Hero was formerly 
a chapel. A fine sand used in glass-making is 
found hero. Distance from Neat-Enstono, 44 
m. N.E. 

LEE, a pariA in the hundred of Ayles- 
bury, GO. of Buckingham. Living, a curacy 
ill tho archd. of Buckingham and dio. of Lin- 
coln, rated at £4 J2s., returned at £42 8s., 
and in tho patronage of the bishop of Lincoln, 
by lapse. Church ded. to St John the Bap- 
tist. Distance from Great Missenden, 2^ m. 
N. Pop., in 1801, 150; in 1831, 186. A. 
P., £400. 

LEE, a parish in the hundred of Black- 
heath, lathe of Sutton-at-Uone, co. of Kent. 
Living, a rectory in the archd. and dio. of* 
Rochester, rated at £3 lls. 8d., and in the 
patronage of the lord-chancellor. The chureb 
is ded. to St Margaret, and contains some in- 
teresting monuments; among the rest are those 
of Halley the astronomer, and William Par- 
sons the comedian. Here are a school and six 
almshouses, founded in 1683 by Christopher 
Brown, and endowed with about £71 per an- 
num.

LEE (East), a chapelry in the parish of 
East Till)ury, co. of Essex. 

LEE (St John), a parish in the ward of 
Tindale, co. of Northumberland. It includes 
the chapelries of Wall and Bingfleld, and the 
townships of West Acomb, Anick, Anick- 
(jrange, Cocklaw, Fallouheld, IJalliiigton, 
Poilgate, and Sandhoe. Living, a perpetual 
curacy, a peculiar of the archbishop of York, 
rated at £(i 13s. 4d., and, in 1829, in the pa- 
tronage of Air and Mrs Beaumont. Chui-ch 
ded. to St John of Beverley. Coal and lead 
are found in tliis parish, which is situated on 
tile river Tyne. Here is a school with a small 
endowment fur the benefit of poor children.

LEK-AIAILING, u township in the pa- 
rish of Bellingham, co. of Noiiliumberlaiid.

LEE-AIARK, a ty thing in the parish of 
Tichheld, CO. of Southampton. 

LEE- Ward, a township in tho parish of 
Rothbury, co. of Nurthumborluiid. Pop., in 
1801, 92; in 1831, 103. 

LEEDS, a parish in the hundred of Eyo- 
horne, lathe of Aylesford, co. of Kent Liv- 
ing, a curacy, with lliat of Brooinlield, in the 
archd. and dio. of Canterbury, ratud at 
14s. 4d., returned at ^72, and in tho patron- 
age of the archbishop of Canterbury. The 
cliun^b, which is ded. to St Nicholas, consists 
of a nave, chancel, and aisles, and has a large, 
but low square tower. ** Robert do Crepito 
Cordo, alius Crevecoeur, or Croucheart, Knt,” 
says Tanner, “ built here, A.D. 1119, a pri- 
mary of Black canons, to the honour of St Mary 
and St Nicholas. It was endowed, 26<’ Henry 
VIII., with .£362 7s. 7d.,and granted, 4" Ed- 
ward VI., to Sir Aiithsriy St Leger.” This 
abbey and Its church are said to have been no- 
ble structures, which is confirmed by the re- 
ntains. A fortress is said to have been built 
bore In 978 by Ledian, counsellor of Ethelbert 
The Lords Creveeoeur founded a castle 
aere,to which additions were made by William 
®f Wykeham and Henry VIII. Parts of the 
anciimt structure are yet visible in the castle of 
the fhmily of Fairfax, which Is said to be one 
of the finest in the kingdom. It stands in the 
middle of an extensive park, surrounded by a 
moai^ and fipnas a quadimygnlar pUs^ composed 


of portions of various dates. A oourt-leet and 
baron is held for the manor, at which three 
borseholders are appointed. The manor is 
divided into six divisions or yokes. Distance 
from Maidstone, 6 m. E. by S. Pop., in 
1801, 422; in 1631, 613. A. P., ^4,307. 

LEEDS, a parish and liberty in the W. 
R. of the county of York, It comprises the 
market and incorporated town of Leeds, the 
chapelries of Armloy, Beeston, Brum ley, 
Chapel- A llerlon, Fanilcy, Headingly with 
Burley, Holbeck, Hunslet or Hutifieet, and 
Woitley, and the township of Putter- Newton. 

TOWN OF LEEDS. 

Far/y History ,] — Tlie earliest notice of this 
place has buon placed by some topographers 
about the year 650, when it is supposed to 
have been made a royal ville. The Villa Re- 
gia mentioned by Bede, liowever, was not at 
Leeds, but at Osmundlhurpe, 3 m. to Uie S. 
E. It is also noticed in duomsilay-book. Hero 
was a rustle built by the Paganels, or Poinels, 
who were mesne lords of the place under the 
Dc Lades, soon afLer tho compilation of dooms- 
day book. This castle was besieged in 1130 
by Stephen, and, in i'i99, servetl as a tempo- 
rary place of confinement fur Richaid II. 
previous to his removal to Pontefract. Of this 
castle, no truces whatever now exist; but it 
stood very near the spot now occupied by tlie 
commercial buildings. 

General Description .] — The town is situated 
on tho iiui'thurn bank of the river Aire, on an 
eminence which rises gently from the river to 
the upper eml of the town, sloping to tho east, 
west, and south. It extends about a mile and 
a half from east to west along the river, which 
is crossed by two bridges of stone, one wooden 
bridge, and two suspension bridges. On tho 
south side of the river are pretty extensive sub. 
urbs. The streets are lighted with oil and coal 
gas, paved, and watched; and the inhabitants 
have a plentiful supply of water, drawn from the 
river, purified and distributed in pipes whose 
ramifications extend all over the town. The 
streets are in genenil well built, though in the 
older parts of the town iiicoiiveniently iiurrowr. 
Tho houses, for the most part, are of brick. 
Tho western part of the town is the most ele- 
gant, and is adorned with many handsome 
houses. The streets are generally kept In good 
order, and on each sido is a flagged pavement 
for foot-passengers. Hero are a theatre, pub- 
lic baths, assembly and concert- rooms, a music 
boll, and a bazaar. There are several subscrip, 
tion libraries; and in the commercial buildings, 
erected in 1826, are a news-room, .hotel, and 
commercial ofiiees. Here are a horticultural 
and a literary and philosophical society, and 
the Northern society for the encouragement of 
tho fine arts has occasionally held its exhibi- 
tion here. A fine infirmary was founded here 
in 1768, and opened in 1771. It is a large 
and handsome brick structure in the Roman 
style of architecture, in length about IfiO leet,^ 
and 38 in depth. In 1788, this vrai ooiudderod 
by Mr Howard aa one of the best regulated 
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hospitals in the kingdom. The average num. 
her of patients treated in the house on the three 
years previous to 1816, was 764; and of the 
out-patients, 1675. Here are also a honse of 
recovery for persons affected with infectious dis- 
eases, a lying-in hospital, and a guardian asylum. 

Trade and Manufactures ,'] — Leeds Is situ- 
ated In the midst of one of the most thriving 
manufacturing districts in the kindom. It de*- 
rives considerable advantage from the facility 
of communication with both sides of the island, 
to the west by the Leeds and Liverpool canal, 
and to the east by the Aire and Calder navi- 
gation to the Humber. As the canal joins the 
river Aire, the chain of communiratloq is com- 
plete. In the time of Henry Vlll., Lelund 
speaks of Leeds as a ** pretty market-town, 
subsisting chiefly by clothing, reasonably well- 
buildcd, and as large as Bradford, but not so 
quick as it.*’ Leeds is now the first mart in the 
kingdom fur woollen cloths. It was formerly 
famous for no more than the coarser kinds of 
cloth, but these have in a great measure been 
supplanted by the superfliie varieties^ The 
manufactories are very numerous, and every 
part of the process is carried on in the highest 
degree of perfection, especially since some re- 
cent improvements in machinery were adopted. 
Many steam-engines are employed, and a large 
number of individuals are more or less diret^ly 
supported by their connexion with the trade. 
There are two weekly markets held for the sale 
of cloth in an unfinished state. These are held 
in the cloth-halls, which were erected to remove 
the inconvenience arising from the exposure of 
goods to the risk of damage from bad weather, 
as was the case when the market was held in 
the open air. There are two halls, the one for 
the mixed or dyed, the other for the white 
cloths. The mixed cloth hall was erected in 
1758. It is a large quadrangular building, in- 
closing an open area of 128 yards by 65. This 
is divided into six rows or streets, covered and 
well lighted from above ; on each side of which 
are rows of stalls for the manufacturers, each 
of which does not exceed 22 inches in front. 
There are about 1800 stalls, and nearly the 
same number of master manufacturers, a few 
only having a double portion. The stalls are 
freehold property, which cost originally about 
£3 3, but they have risen in value, and now 
vary from ^8 to £15. This, as well as the 
other hull, is under tho management of fifteen 
trustees. The %vhite or undyed cloth hall was 
erected in 1775. It covers a quadrangular 
space of 99 yards by 70, and contains 1200 
stalls ranged in fine double rows. These were 
originally valued at 30s., but have risen in va- 
lue to £3 or £8, These halls are open only 
to persons who have served a regular appren- 
ticeship to the cloth trade. The markets are 
held ill the following manner: — At half-post 
eight in the morning in summer, and at nine 
in spring and autumn, and at half-past nine in 
winter tlie bell rings at the mixed doth hall. 
This is the signal for the entrance of the man- 
ufacturers, who range their goods on their 
stalls, and take their stations behind them. As 
■oen as the bdl esasei, the buyers are at liberty 


to enter. In transacting business no person u 
allowed to speak above a whisper, and as th# 
time is short, the negotiations between buyer 
and seller are generally effected in very fe^ 
words. Vast quantities of cloth are thus dis. 
posed of, in many instances to the amount of 
^30,000 or £40,000 per week. At Uie end 
of an hour a bell rings, announcing the ap. 
proachiiig termination of the markeh A thfid 
bell rings in a quarter of an hour, and if any 
merchant bo found in the hall after this bell 
ceases, he is fined 6s., and a similar sum for 
every five minutes he remains. In the W. R, 
of Yorkshire, which supplies this mart, there 
were manufactured from the year 1772 to 1781, 
iiichidiiig 2,009,972^ pieces of cloth, and In 
the period 1812 — 1821 inclusive, the number 
amounted to 4,521,74*2. The cloth is brought 
ill a rough state to tho halls, having annexed 
a leaden ticket, certifying that it has been in- 
spected, and the fabric found uniform. The 
manufacturers of mixed cloth reside chiefly in 
the villages to the westward of the town, and 
on the bunks of the river Aire. The white 
cloths, on the other hand, are chiefly manufac- 
tured about Dewsbury and near the river Cal- 
der. Besides plain cloths, swandowns, toili- 
nets, kerseymeres, and various fancy articles 
are now manufactured in this district. Stuffs 
of various kinds, camblcts; blankets, pelisse- 
cloth, shawls, shalloons, bear-skliis, sacking, 
canvas, linen and thread, are made to a con- 
siderable extent. Tho cotton manufacture has 
been begun, but has not hitherto made much 
progress. From the immense demand for 
machinery used in the various manufactories, 
several foundries and engine-factories have been 
established, among which, that of Mr Murray 
was, some years ago at least, the largest in 
England excepting that of Messrs Boulton 
usid Watt. Here are likewise extensive pot- 
teries and glass-works, also establishments for 
fulling, dressing, and drying cloth. There 
are some large tobacco manufactories, paper- 
mills, and chemical works. The king’s mills 
are held by a grant from the crown, and all 
the inhabitants of Leeds are obliged te grind 
their corn there; Coal, slates, and flag-stones, 
as well as clay for fire-bricks and tobacco- pipes, 
are found in the vicinity. The following is a

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The market-days are Tuesday and Saturday 
/or general merchandise, com, provisions, and 
clotbi There is a handsome com>cxchange at 
which the corn market is held. The market 
for butcher's meat is held in very commodious 
and extensive Shambles opened in 1824. The 
fruit, vegetable, fish, and pig markets, are held 
on a very large plot of ground called the Free 
market A fortnight fair for cattle is also held 
at the same place. Larger fairs for horses, 
horned cattle, hardware, £c., are held on July 
10th and 11th, October 8th, and November 
9th. The central market, opened in 1827, is 
completely covered in, and the interior is cn> 
vironed with a beautiful gallery for stalls, &c. 
The south market on the south side of the 
bridge which consists of a large and uniform 
range of shops round a cross in the centre, af- 
fords amf^le accommodation to the retail deal- 
ers; and the quarterly leather fairs, which are 
held here, are rapidly rising in importance. 

Franchise, ^c.]— During the commonwealth, 
Leeds sent one member to parliament. In 
1S2L, when Gram pound was disfranchised, an 
abortive attempt was made to transfer the re- 
presciilation to Leeds. Under tlie Reform act 
of 1832, Leeds now returns two members to 
parliament. The number of electors is aliout 
fi,700. The mayor is the reluriiing officer. 
The amount of taxes paid is i^l8,800; the 
number of houses 27,600, of which 6,700 are 
of the rental of ^10 or upw'ards. The num- 
ber of houses has been more than doubled since 
the year 1811. The town was incorporated by 
Charles L, and is now governed under a mo- 
dified charter granted by Charles 11. The 
government is vested in a mayor, 12 aldermen, 
21 common council-men, with a town-clerk, 
and other officers. The corporation fills up 
vacancies in its own body, and the aldermen 
elect the mayor from among themselves. The 
mayor and aldermen are justices of peace within 
the borough. They hold courts of quarter-ses- 
sion, and weekly courts for minor offences. 
They also appoint constables for the regulation 
of the town. The jurisdiction of a court-ba- 
ron for the honour of Pontefract, and of a 
court of record, both for the recovery of debts 
under £5, extends to this borough. The quar- 
ter sessions for the W. R., and the petty ses- 
sions for Skyrack wapentake are held here. 
Here ia a handsome court-house and town- 
prison. This building stands in Park Row, 
and was founded in 1811. The principal 
• front is towards Park Row, and consists of a 
portico and two wings, the former having four 
Corinthian pillars in front, and the latter highly 
^rought pannels in relief with tasces, wreaths, 
^ On the sides of the vestibule are the ro- 
tation office, and the rooms of the magistrates 
of the W. R., which communicate with the 
great rooni, in which is an elevated stage for 
foe public, capable of containing 800 persons, 
^here are Also galleries for ladies and the 
grand jury, rooms for counsel, retiring room 
for the jury, &c; Under the same roof are 
foo guard-room, fire-engine store, gaoler’s 
rooms, and thirteen cells for the temporaiy 
I ^nfinement of priionen. 


Ecclesiastical The living of the 

parish of Leeds is a vicarage in the archd. and 
dio. of York, rated at j£38 Os. 2^d., and in 
the patronage of trustees. The church is an 
ancient structure, partly in the Norman style, 
ded. to St Peter. It is built in the form of a 
cross, with a central tower 96 ieet high. The 
nave is the most ancient part, and dates from 
the reign of Edward 111. The roof is pointed 
in fresco by Parmeiilier, and over the altar is 
a painting of the Last supper. In the interior 
are some interesting monuments, especially one 
to Captains S. Walker and R. Docket, natives 
of Leeds, who fell at Talavero. The sculp- 
ture on this monument is from the chisel of 
Flaxinan. Subordinate to the vicarage are 
several perpetual curacies. The churches are 
those of St James, — St John, founded in I634v 
the living of which Is in the patronage of the 
vicar and corporation ,-r St Paul, built in 1721, 
at an expense of i;iO,(H)0, living in the pa- 
tronage of the vicar,— .Trinity, built in 1721, 
at an expense of .£‘4,560, and in the joint pa- 
tronage of ilio vi(‘iii‘, recorder, and minister of 
St John’s, — St Mary, elected in 1824, at the 
expense of .£10,951 l5s. 4(1., — Christchurch, 
erected in the same year at an expense of 
.£10,456 1.3s.: and St Mark, built in 1825, 
at the cost of j£9,003. These three last wero 
erected at the expense of the parliamentary 
commissioiiors, and the livings are in the gift 
of the vicar. Hero are chapels for Ariuns, 
Baptists, Independents, Metiiudists, Revivalists, 
Swedenborglans, the Society of Friends, Uni- 
tarians, and Roman Catholics, amounting in all 
to about 21. The grammar school of Leeds, for 
instruction in classics and mathematics, is free to 
all boys in the parish. It was founded in 1552, 
and endowed with property which now yields 
^1600 per annum, of which J’500 per uiinum 
are paid to the head master, £250 to the sec- 
ond master, and £60 to the usher. The scho- 
lars have a title to compete for one of Lady 
Hastings’ exhibitions in Queen’s college, Oxford, 
and ill turn with other schools fur scholarships 
in Emanuel and Magdalene colleges, Cam- 
bridge. Here is a chai ity scliool for 70 boys 
and 50 girls, to wiiicii children are ainnilted at 
7 years of age, and may remaiJi till 14. In 
the national school, founded in 1812, and sup. 
ported by subscription, are educated 320 boys 
and 180 git is. There are numerous Sunday 
schools. Hero are almshouses founded and 
endowed at different periods, in which upwards 
of 80 poor persons receive lodging and main- 
tenance. They are severally called Harrison's, 
Parker's, Midgley’s, Potter’s, and Jenkin- 
son's charities, from the names of the found- 
ers. Here are several dispensaries, a stranger’s 
friend’s society, gtc. — In the vicinity are many 
picturesque spots-: among the rest are the ruins 
of Kirkstali priory. The noble family of 
Osborne takes the title of Duke from Leeds. 
In the vicinity a few Roman antiquities have 
been found, and on Quarry-hill are traces of 
a camp. Distance from London, 189 m. 
N.N.W.: from York, 25 m. S.W. by W. 
Pop., in 1801, 53,162; in 1831,123,393. 

L££K, a parish in the wapentaka of Al- 
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lertonshlre, N. R, of the co. of York. It 
contains the townships of Borrowby* Crosby, 
Knaytoii with Brawith, Landmooth with Cat- 
to, Leek, and Gueldable. Living, a vicarage, 
a t>eculiar of the bishop of Durham, rated at 
^'16. Church ded. to St Maty. The town 
was formerly flourishing, but being destroyed 
about the conquest, has never recovered, and 
now contains only the church, a farm-house, 
and 9 inhabitant^ The parish school has a 
small endowment for the benefit of poor chil- 
dren. Distance from Thirsk, 6 m. N. Pop., 
in 1831, 1089. A. P., ^6403. 

LEEK, a parish in the hundred of Tot- 
morislnw, CO. of Stafford. It contains the 
markeMown of Leek, and tho rhapelrics of 
Endon, Onecote, and Kush tun -Spencer, and 
tho townships of Bradnop, Longdon, Heaton, 
Leek* frith, Rushton- James, Kudyard with 
Gaudery, Stanley, and Titlisworth. The 
town is of great antiquity, and became the 
property of the earls of Chester after tho con- 
quest. It has been called * the capital of tho 
Moorlands.* The town is situated on the 
small river Churnct in the ^idst of the Moor- 
lands. It stands on the great road from Lon- 
don to Manchester, and consists of several 
well paved streets, lighted with gas, and well 
supplied with water. The inhabitants are 
chiefly employed in the silk line, tho princi- 
pal manufactures being handkerchiefs, ribbons, 
thrown silk, ferrets, and galloons. The man- 
ufucturo of buttons formerly flourished, but is 
now declining. That of cotton goods is rising. 
Mines of coal, lead, and copper, are wrought 
in the neighbouring hills. Within half a milo 
of tho town is a branch from tho Trent and 
Mers^ey navigation. The market, which was 
granted by King John at the instance of one 
of the earls of Chester, Is held on Wednesday. 
Fail’s for cattle and pedlers’ w’arc are held on 
February 7th, Easter- Wednesday, May 18th, 
Whit- Wednesday, July 3d and 28tli, Wednes- 
day after October 10th, Wednesday bdfore Old 
Candlemas, and November iSth. Under the 
authoiity of the earl of Mansfield, lord of the 
manor, courts leet and baron are held, and a 
constable appointed. The petty sessions for 
tho division are held here. Besides the ordi- 
nary markets and fairs, markets for fat caltlo 
are held every second Wednesday between the 
28th of July and Christmas. 

The living is a discharged vic<irnge in the 
nrclui. of Stafford, and dio. of Lichfield and 
Coventry, rated at £,1 9s. l^d., and, in 1829, 
ill the patronage of the earl of Mansfield. The 
church is an ancient structure, in the early 
style of English architecture, ded. to St Ed- 
ward tho Confessor. The Methodists, Inde- 
pendents, and Society of Friends, have places 
of worship here. Here is a free grammar 
school, but. tho endowment being very small 
only six boys are taught to read. Here are 
almshouses for eight aged women, founded in 
16^ by Mrs Ash, and endowed with property, 
whi(;h, with somo kilnr benefactions, now yields 
^73 3$. 6d; ^290 are annually 

distributed in from several endowments. 

Here was Parker, afterwards

LEICESTERSlllllE, 

All inland county of England. It i:^ situated 
nearly in the ceiitro of England, and is bound- 
ed on the north-west by the county of Derby; 
on the north by that of Nottingham; on the 
east by Lincoln and Rutland; on the south by 
Noitliamptun ; and on the we-t by I^erhy and 
Warwick. From these it may he .stated in 
general to be divided by no nntural boundaries, 
though short portions of (he rivers Trent, 
Sirnrc, Anker, Wellar.d, and Avon, run aduiig 
(lilTcrent portions of the boundary line. Its 
greatest length, from south of Lutterworth to 
the northern part of the vale of JJelvoir, is 
about 45 miles; its breadth from cast to west 
is about 40 miles; and the circumference about 
150. Its superficial extent, according to the 
latest authority, is about 522,240 statute acres, 
aa'ording to which, it stands 2()lh among tho 
English counties in point of size, but it has 
been reckoned ns high as 560,000 acres. 

I^i8^ory .] — At the period of the Ilomaii in- 
vasion, this county was inhabited by a tribo 
Ciilled Corurii, or Coritani, and was soon incor- 
porated with tho province of Flavia- Caesari- 
ensis. The Romans had several stations in 
tliis county, the pi incip.'d of which were Rata\ 
at Leicester; Veruomctunif near Willoughby; 
BenotuBf near High Cross; and Manducssedum, 
at Maiicelter, on the borders of Warwickshire. 
Hoads were constructed, connectiiig these with 
one another, and with other important stations, 
among which were the Wutliiig-street, the 
Fosse- way, and the Via Dwana, After tire 
departure of the Homans, this county formed 
1^ part of the Anglo-Saxon kingdom of Mercia, 
and the inhabitants were known by (ho name 
of the Middle Angles. It sulfered much from 
the incursions, and was long under the domin- 
ion, of the Danes, who constituted Leicester 
one of their chief cities. After the coniiuest, 
this county was divided by William among his 
followers, and the former possessors were obliged 
I ^ to become the feudal dependents of the Norman 
* chiefs, who secured their possessions by erect- 
ing many fortresses here. Among these were 
the castles of Leicester, Mount- Sorrel, W^hit- 
^ick, Shilton, Grooby, Hinckley, Donnington, 
Melton, Ravel istoiie, Sauvey, and Thorpe ; to 
which the castles of Belvoir and Ashby-de-Ia- 
^ouch were added at later periods. Most of 


the more ancient w’cro destroyed on account of 
tho rebellion of their owners in the reigns of 
Henry II., John, and Henry III. The most 
important events which occurred in this county 
arc, the first promulgation of the doctrines of 
Wickliffo about the end of the l4lh century; 
tho holding of a parliament at Leicester, in 
il4l4; the buttlo of Boswoith-llcld, in 1485; 

I and various conflicts between the parliamentary 
I and royalist parties in the reign of Charles I. 

I Population .] — At the time of the' Norman 
I survey, the population of this county amounted 
[to 34,000 persons; in 1700, it was 80,(X)0i in 
jl750, 95,000; ill 1801 thero were 130,081 ; in 
,181 1, 150,419; in lb2l, 174,571; and in 1831, 
jl97,fH)3. 

I Pieislonsf §*£.] — In Domesday-l)ouk, Lei- 
^ce&lei'shh'o is stated to be divided into four 
wapentake^; at present thero are six hundreds, 
viz. Framlaiul, Gurtrec, Goscoto East, Gos- 
cute West, Guthlaxton, and Sparkeiihoc. Tho 
inarkei-tuwMs are nine in number, viz. Lei- 
cester, Loughburoiigli, Hinckley, Lutterworth, 
Alilton- Mowbray, Market- Hurborough, Mar- 
kcl-Boswurth, Ashby-t!e-hi- Slouch, anti Mouiit- 
S«»rrcl. The county is in the provincp of 
Canterbury, and forms an archdeaconry the 
Idioceso of Lincuin. It is divided into tho 
I deaneries of Akeley, Frainlaml, Gartree, Gos- 
• cute, GiUhluxton, and Spa rkenhue, which con- 
tain 213 parishes, but. the iniinbor of places 
paying separate parochial rates is 323. Of tho 
livings, 113 are rectories, 82 vicarages, and 18 
curacies. This county is in tho midland cir- 
cuit, and at Leicester are held tho assizes and 
quartcr-scssiuns. Tho number of acting ma- 
! gislrntcs, in 1829, was 52. Four monibors of 
; parliumcnt are now returned fur tho county. 

I Those for the noitheni division are elected at 
! Loughborough ; those fur the southern at Lci- 
jceslc, Tho noi thorn division includes tho 
whole of tho several hundreds of West and 
East Goscotu and Framiand, and also those 
detached porlions of the hundred of Gartree 
which are situate on the cast of the hundred of 
I Goscote. I'Jie southern division comprehends 
jthe reinaiiiing parts of the hundred e/ Gartree, 
land the huiidieds of Spaikciihue and Gulh- 
I hixtoii, also the borough of Leicester and the 
I liberties thereof. 

I Rates.]—" The poor rntes in Leicestershire,” 
'says the writer of an article in the Edinburgh 
I EncyclopaMlia, “in the year 1776, amounted 
to the sum of £26,360; in the year 1803, 
they had advanced to £107,568; the increase, 
therefore, was nearly ns 10 to 40^. In the 
same period, the pour rntes of the whole king- 
dom had advanced in the ratio of 10 to 31, 

^ nearly ; hence it appears, that they hud in- 
creased in this county in rather a greater ratio 
than ill the whole kingdom. The number of 
persons relieved in and out of work-hoUses, in 
the year 1803, was 19,154, besides those who 
were nut parishioners. Each person relieved 
out of any work- house cost at tho rate of £3 
i3s. S^d. per annum ; each person relieved in 
i the work- houses exist at the rate of £ 1 1 4s. 6^d. 
per annum. The average expense per indi- 
\ldual was £4 7s. 3^d. In iso'll the number 
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of parislifoiiera relieved from the poor rates ap- 
pears to have been 15 per cent, of the resident 
population. The number of persons belonging 
to friendly societies appears, in 1803, to have 
been S in 100 of the resident population. One 
hundred of these societies had been enrolled ac- 
cording to act of parliament. In the year end- 
ing March, 1815, the amount of money raised 
by panM’liial rates in this county amounted to 
rather more than 140, 150.” For the year 
ending March 25tli, 1827, they amounted to 
i; 138, 182 15s., the expenditure to ^138,004 
17s., of which i£lJ7,9G2 2s. mis applied to the 
relief of the poor. A. P., Jh*902,2l7. 

J'iice of the Country .] — The geiierul surface 
of Leicestershire is uneven, but not hilly or 
muuntuinous. The highest elevation is not 
above 800 or 900 feet above the l^vel of the 
sea, so that no part of it is cold^ nor is an^ part 
so level as to be unhealthy or jll-ventiluted. 
The h'ghost grounds are in the north-western 
parts of the Chnrnwood forest, w*here ihero arc 
a few rugged hills of granite, from which there 
aro extensive and beautiful prospects. The 
bottoms of the valleys are in general elevated 
about one or two hundred feet above the level 
of the sea. The face of the country is by no 
means destitute of wood, and there aro many 
fine trues in the older hedge-rows. 

The soil of this county presents 
scarcely any varieties beyond those which are 
naturally produced by the different situations 
on rising grounds and in the valleys. It is 
gcneraliy loamy, and seems to form part of a 
great trait of red loam extending from Rut- 
landshire to the furtlier extremity of Devon- 
shire. The varieties of soil are the clayey 
loam, the sandy loam, and the peaty meadow 
soil. The general substrata are marl, clay, 
roi'k, or alluvial deposit. 

lUeers .] — The principal rivers of this county 
— which aro little more than small streams — 
are the Soare, Swift, Welland, Avon, Wreke, 
and Anker. The Soare rises near the south- 
western border of the county, between Hinck- 
ley and Lutterworth: flowing in a noilherly 
direction, it passes Leicester, Mount-Sorrel, 
and Loughborough; from Diskley it runs along 
the border of tbe county for seven or eight 
miles, and Anally turns into Derbyshire and 
falls into tho Severn. The, channel of this 
river has been deepened from Leicester down- 
wards, so us to be navigable for barges. On 
its course it receives the waters of the Wreke 
and of many smaller streams.— Tho Wreke 
rises in the hills near the borders of Lincoln- 
shire, passes Melton- Mowbray, and runs in a 
soutli-western direction, falling into the Soare 
about 3 m. above Mount- Sorrel. — The Swift 
rises near the southern angle of the county, 
passes Lutterworth, and enters the county of 
Warwick — The Welland rises near Harbo- 
rough, runs along the boundary of the county 
to Rockingham, where it receives another small 
stream, and cntera^rKonhamptonshire.— The 
Avon skirls a the southern boundary 

of the county,^j| ^|{H ^tl portion of the north- 
western IwunjiM^Steus the Soare, tho Wrek^ 
and the WeyHHwno tholr waters to the Ger- 


man ocean, while the other streams dow to (he 
eastward. 

Canofs.]— The artificial deepening of the 
river Soare has already been mentioned. Tliis 
cut is upWhrds of 20 m. in length, and some- 
times leaves the natural bed of the river for a 
short distance. ^ It is navigable by such barges 
as can sail on the Trent, and gives oA' a colla- 
teral cut to Loughborough, whence a continua- 
lion has been made to certain collieries, both 
by cuts and railways. The river Wreke has 
been made Jiavigable as far as Meltoii-Muw. 
bray by urtiAcial cuts, and communicates with 
the Oakham canal. The latter commences at 
Melton- Mowbray, and runs in an easterly di- 
rection for about 8 m., w'heii it enters Rutland- 
shire, and advances a similar distance to Oak- 
ham. Within this county it has a rise of about 
120 feet, but in Rutlandshire it runs on a level. 
—The Union canal rises near Leicester from 
the Soare navigation, and runs with a winding 
course in a direction nearly S. by £. as far as 
Harborough, near which it gives oA' a branch ^ 
called the Derby and Leicester canal. It passes 
through several tunnels, and was originally in- 
tended to have passed to Northampton and to 
have joined the Grand junction canal. — Tho 
Ashby-de-la-Zoiich Citnal enters the south- 
western side of tho county near Hinckley, runs 
in a direction nearly N. by W., passes Market- 
Boswortb, and reaches Ashby-de-la-Zoueh. 

It joins the Coventry canal at Nuneaton, and 
was originally iutciuied to have been carried to 
the Trent, below Builon, but was stopped for 
want of funds, after an expenditure of £ 1 80,000. 
—The Grantham canal enters from Lincoln- 
shire, runs along the vale of tho Belvolr, and 
enters the county of Nottingham, after a coui'se 
of about 10 miles in the present county. 

Jioads and i?a*7icays.]— This county is 
crossed by the great road from London to 
Manchester, which passes Market-Harborougb, 
Leicester, Mount-Surrcl, and Loughborough, 
by the road from London to Leeds, and by tho 
Leeds mail-road from London, which passes 
Melton - Mowbray and Nether - Broughton. 
From the extremity of tho Ashby canal a rail- 
way runs by tho town of Ashby-de-la-Zouch 
to Llie Lount colliery and several lime-works, a 
distance of about 12 in. This passes over sev- 
eral embankments, and through a tunnel ^ m. 
long, and was completed at an expense of 
^30,000. There is now in progress a rail- 
way, running in a nortli-w'esleriy direction 
from Leicester towards Ashby-de-la-Zouch, 

Climate .] — The climate of Leicester is, on 
the whole, mild and very salubrious ; and the 
harvest, especially in the western parts of the 
county, is at least ten days earlier than it is in 
the counties on the east coast of Frigland. The 
average annual fall of rain is supposed to be 
about 30 inches. * 

Mtnerab.]— Iron-stone is found in Ashby 
wolds, at the depth of six or eight yards, and is 
smelted in the vicinity, but is not found proAt- 
ablt. In the Assures of the lime rock at Staun- 
ton- Hitrold, a rich variety of lead-ore Is found, 
and has been smelted with advantage. Coal is 
found chiefly in the noiUi western parts of the 
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county near the borders of Derbyshire. The 
principal coal-works are those of ('ole-Ortoii, 
jLount, and Ashby-wolds. The latter were 
lately cstablisheil by the marquess of Hastings, 
ami yield a supply of excellent coal. The 
stratum is three yards in thickness, but the coal 
is raised at considerable expense, the pits being 
if(jO r aids in depth. In this county are two 
celebrated lime-works, those of Bredon and 
llaiTow-upon-Soare. Bredon is situated near 
the borders of Derbyshire, in the hundred of 
West Goscote. ** It is situated at the base of 
a high limestone rock, of a conical form, with 
the top seemingly cut off; the strata which 
rompo'io the central parts of it— ^which are 
fuiiiid nearly horizontal in the plain— are raised 
almost perpendicularly and placed on tlielr 
edges, while those on each side decline like the 
surface of the hill. According to Dr Darwin, 
the Brodon limestone consists of two ^rts 
magnesian eaith and three calcareous.*' This 
mixturo of magnesia renders the lime less 
adapted for the purposes of agriculture, and 
’ riMidcrs caution in its use very necessary. 
Cloud-hill, in the sarno vicinity, a^ords a simi- 
lar variety of limestone. The limestone of 
Barrow.iipon.Soarc resembles in appearance 
and quality the cla 3 '-stone of Gloucestershire, 
which produces a very strong lime. It is found 
in thin strata, at the distance of three or four 
3 'ards from tho surface, and is much fii de- 
mand, not only for the common purposes of 
manure and building, but for the oonstructioii 
of works under water, for which purpose much 
of it is exported. It was the only lime found 
successful in the construction of Ramsgate pier. 
In tho substance of the rock many petrified 
shells, fish, &c. have been found. A singular 
Ifmeslone is found in the vale of Belvuir. 
Sluto is found in abundance on the eastern side 
of Chaniwood forest, and granite at Mount- 
Sorrcl. These aro used for the purposes of 
building, tho latter also for the repair of roads. 
Freestone and brick-clay occur in most parts of 
the county. 

Agricullure .'\ — In 1811, when the number of 
resident families was 31,480, there were re- 
turned as emplo 3 'ed in agriculture, 11,700. 
There are some very large estates, and most of 
the land is hold by freehold. Many persons 
farm their own land; the rented farms seldom 
contain more than 200 acres. The greater 
part of this county is in grass. The parts un- 
der tillage lie chiefly to tho north and west. 
Ill his agricultural survey of this county, Mr 
t’iit states that ** one half of the strong clay 
loam — the whole of which he estimates at 

160.000 acres — is in occasional tillage; the 
whole of the more friable loam— which he also 
reckons at 160,000 acres — is under occasional 
tillage. According to this estimate, there are 

240.000 acres in occasional tillage, or under the 
'convertible husbandry. Of these he reckons 

250.000 acres under wheat ; 40,000 under bar- 
ley; 30,000 under oats; 15,000 under beans, 
peas, and vetches ; 40,000 under turnips, cab- 
bnges, &&; 85,000 under clover; and 6000 
fallow.** It would appear that at present the 
cultivation of barley is superseding that of 


wheat. Tho average produce of wheat Is 28 
bushels an acfo ; of barley, about quarters. 
The soil is remarkably favourable to the growth 
of beaus, which were formerly raised in much 
greater abundance than now, and gave name to 
the village of Bartoii-in-tho- Beans. On tho 
banks of the rivers are numerous meadows of 
excellent quality. In particular, tho banks of 
the Soare are very riirh. There are many 
old pastures, chicily containing grasses, even 
white clover being rare. The grazing lands 
have been very generally drained, and in some 
places considerable attention has been paid to 
irrigation. There are many dairy farms in 
this county, especially in the vicinity of Ilinck- 
le)*, Bosworih, and Mellon-MoAvbray. *' Tho 
excellent cheese known by the iiuine of Stilton, 
is made chiefly on the farms near Meltoii- 
Mowbra)’. The quantity of cheese generally 
sent fb Leicester October fair is about 200 tons 
annually ; and it is calculated that of 5000 tons 
annually sent down the Trent from Leicester, 
Nottingham, Derby, and the north of Staflbrd. 
shire, Leicester produces at least 1600 tons, 
which, it is calculated, will require 7500 dairy 
cows.** Tho cattio of Leicester owe their cx- 
ceilenco to the exertions of Robert Bukewell, 
Esq. of Dishie 3 ' farm, near Loughborough, who 
died in 1795. The results of his exertions aro 
thus described : ** The present improved breed 
of cattio is firm bound, firm in the neck, 
throat, and bosom ; the buck is straight, wide, 
and loaded with flesh; the rump thick, wide, 
and fleshy on tho points, insomuch that, in 
some individuals, hillocks of fat are found 
thereon, and about tho root of tho tail. Tho 
colour is rod, the legs short, with thin, wide, 
and spreading horns. The weight, when fat, 
is from nine to ten score the quarter, but often 
much more.” Besides this breed many others 
are met with, as this county Is much used for 
grazing and fattening for the butcher, cattle 
from Wales, Ireland, Scotland, and tho north- 
ern counties. This county contains thilio breeds 
of sheep : tho old Leice>ter, the new Leicester, 
and tho Forest sheep. The old Leicester seems 
to be derived from the original slock of tho 
county, and largo bound and heavy, with 
coarse wool, and slow to fatten. The new 
Leicester breed, for which the county Is indebt- 
ed to Mr Bukewell, is thus de^ribed: ** Their 
offals are small and their profitable points large; 
their backs are broad and straight; their breasts 
are full, bellies tucked up, heads small,, necks 
short, legs thin, pelts light, and wool fine of its 
kind; they are quiet in temper and disposition, 
and capable of being fattened in a short time, 
on a small proportion of food, and to a great 
weight, in proportion to their apparent size. 
Mr Bakeweil has fattened mutton to six inches 
thick upon the ribs. Fat wethers weigh about 
25 lb. a quarter ; the average fieece is about 7 
lb.’* The forest breed is comparatively infe- 
rior, and are found chiefly about Charnwood. 
The horses of Leicestershire have received 
considerable improvements from Mr BakewelL 
The black breed is in geofljnd ^demand, and 
many are reared for tho vtaggiiii, the plough, 
the raco-course, and the chai^; ^his is a cele- 
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br.'itc(l liiintiiiff county, fur wlifch Melton- 
Mowbray is tho gram] rendezvous. Mules and 
asses are much used by farmers. Swiiio are 
extensively fed, and are of n superior breed. 

Manufactures.^ — In 1811, the number of 
families ri-tiinied as employed in trade and 
manufactures, was 17,027. Tho principal 
manufactures nro connected with the wool, 
wJiich is one of the staple products of tho coun- 
t}'. Wool-combing, the spinning of woollen 
yarn, and the weaving of stockings, are the 
jirincipal occupations. Hats and machine lace 
are made to some extent. Raw wool is export- 
ed, ns well us cheese and cattle. 

Antiquities.^ — We have already referred to 
the Homan stations in this county. Some re- 
mains of buildings belonging to that people are 
to be seen at Leicester, Rothluy, Wnnlip, Har- 
borough, Biirrough, and Callliorpe. There 
are few remains of monastic buildings, though 
there formerly existed 31 of these, of various 
degrees. There are also few remains of tho 
numerous castles which formerly stood here. 
There are many elegant seats in this county, 
among which arc Belvoir rnstlc and Donniiig- 
toii-park. There are medicinal springs at 
Asliby.dc-ln Zouch, Burton- Lazars, Dalby-oii- 
the- Wolds, Gumley, Neville- Holt, Leicester, 
and Sapcotc. 

LEICESTER, 

The county.town of Leicestershire, a borough, 
and market-town, having separate jurisdiction, 
but locally situated in the liiindred of West 
Goscoto. It contains the liberties of Abbey- 
Gate, Castle- View, Newark, Black and White 
Friars, and the chiipelrics of Knighllow and 
BisliopVfee. i 

History and Antiquities,'] — This appears to 
have been tho site of a Roman station, men- 
tioned by Antoni no as the station /Vato, and by 
Richard of Cirencester as liatiscorion. It had 
previously Nourished from tiie most icmuto an- 
tiquity, and at the time of tho Ron; an invasion 
was the chief town of the Coritani. A fabu- 
lous trailition refers its foundation to King 
Lear, but the name of the Soaro having for- 
merly been Lear, or Leire, accounts for the 
origin of such a notion. The present name is 
n corruption of the Saxon Leirceastre, the town 
on tho Lear. There are several vestiges of the 
Roiiums, which may still bo seen. Near the 
church of St Nicholas is a fragment of a Ro- 
man building, which has been conjectured to 
be a temple, from the number of bones of oxen 
dug up in the vicinity. Many curious tesse- 
luted pavements, mosaics, coins, and articles of 
pottery-ware, have been found here. The| 
fosse-road also passes here, and a Roman mile- 
stone was found on it in 1771. This was part 
of the kingdom of Morcia, and in 737 a bishop 
was removed hither from Sidnacestcr. From 
the reign of Athelston down to Henry II., a 
mint was kept here, where coins were struck. 
In 874, the to>yjL|we into the possession of 
the Dunes, '•^jiKretairted by them till they 
wei;e Ethelfr^a, daughter of 

Alfred. Thi^gH^ wai destroyed' at this tim^ 


I but was repaired by Hugo de Grniiiteinaisitcl 
on whose opposition to William Rufus, it was 
again raxed to tho ground. Again it rose from 
its ruins in the reign of Henry I., when Ro- 
bert de Mel lent was created carl of Leicester 
but his sons’ rebellion against Henry II. caused 
the demolition of the castle once more. Under 
Henry 111. it was restored by Edmund, earl 
of Lancaster, on whom the forfeited earldom 
of Leicester was conferred. Henry V. held a 
parliament here in 1414«, and the dukes of 
Bedford and Gloucester held another in 1425, 
in the name of Henry VI., then, a minor. 
The castle suffered much during tho struggles 
of the houses of York and Lancaster, so niurh 
so ns to be unable to all'ord a night's shelter to 
Richard HI. a few days before the battle of 
Bosworth. The town suffered much, and the 
castle was finally dismantled, in the parliamen- 
tary war, and of the latter only a few detached 
portions remain. — Of the monastic antiquities 
the following account is given by Bishop Tan- 
ner: “ Here was before the conquest a colle- 
giate church of prebends intra castrvm, which 
was, during tho wars in tho time of King 
William de8tro}ed together with the city 
and castle, but was rebuilt, A. D. 1107, by 
llobeil, earl of Melleiit and Leicester, for a 
dean and 12 prebendaries, and dedicated, as tho 
old church was, to St Mary. The greatest 
pail of tho lands and tithes belonging to this 
college was, by Robert Bossu, earl of Lei(‘es- 
tcr, alienated and annexed to his new abbey of 
St Mary do Pratis. However, here continued 
a master and .seven fellows, or rather a dean 
and seven prebendaries, whose house was called 
the college of St Mary the Less, and whoso 
revniiics were valued, 26th Henry VIII., at 
X23 12s. lid. clear. — On lour acres of ground 
near tho castle, Henry, earl of Lei<*ester and 
Lancaster, A.D. 1330, began to build an hos- 
pital to the honour of the annuncialloii of the 
Virgin Mary, for a master, and certain chap- 
lains and poor persons, which was so much 
augmented by his son Henry, duke of Lancas- 
ter, that about the year 1355 it was turned into 
a noble college, called the Newark, or Collegium 
Novi Operis, or St Mary’s the Greater; and 
it was finished or further improved, both in 
buildings and endowments, by the celebrated 
John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaster, and his 
executors. The whole foundation consisted of 
a dean, 12 secular canons, or prebeiidnrles, 12 
vicars, 3 clerks, 6 choristers,- 50 poor men and 
50 poor women, 10 nurses, with proper officers 
and attendants, all plentifully provided for, and 
the house was much favoured by King Henry 
IV. and his suc^ressors of the Lancasterian 
line. Tho sum total of its possessions, 26th 
Henry VIII., was ^888 78 l 2d., according to 
Sancroft’s MS. valuation, and the clear sum 
£595 7b, 4d., according to Sir W-m. Dugdale. 
Some part of it was granted, 2d Edward * 
VL, to John Beaumont and William Guyse. 
The corporation of Leicester having purdiased 
some of the lands which belonged to the dis- 
solved colleges and hospitals in this place, built 
the town gaol upon part of it, and on the other 
part founded an hospital for poor wldowa A 
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new bede-house or hospital for a roaster, con- 
fratcr, and twenty-four poor people, vie., 12 
men and 12 women, was founded hero by Win. 
Wig!>ton, roerehant of the staple, in tho latter 
part of King Henry VI., or thereabouts. It 
was dedicated to St Ursula, and the possessions 
of it were valued, 26® Henry VIII., at no 
niore than £S per annum. But having the 
<rood fortune to escape the general dissolution 
of hospitals in tho time of Edward VI., there 
are. now 24i poor people in it who have each 2s. 
lOd. per week. I’he confrater hath about *€70 
per annum, and the master about €160. The 
master and confrntcr are put in by the chan- 
cellor of the duchy of Lancaster, and the poor 
people by the roaster. Here were also an hos- 
pital dedicated to St Leonard, and four reli- 
gious houses of the following orders:— Austin 
friars. Black friars, Grey friars, and friars de 
Fmiiitentia.” 

(ieneralDeseription^l — The town is situated on 
the Soare, which is here crossed by three ancient 
and one modern bridge. Tho streets are spa- 
cious, well paved, lighted with gas, and watch- 
ed. The inhiibilants have abundant supply of 
water from wells, several of which.gre public, 
and from a public conduit in the market-place. 
Close to the south-eastern side of the town is a 
fine promenade called tho Mew walk, from 
which there are delightful views. Knees are 
held in September, and there is a triennial 
music meeting. Here are also a good theatre 
and assembly rooms, tho former of which is 
open in September. An agricultural society 
has been established here. The population, in 
1801, was 17,005; in 1811, 23,146; in 18:^0, 
30,125; and in 1831, 39,306. 

Trade, ^-c.J — Saturday is riinikct day, and 
fairs for horses, cattle, sheep and cheese, are held 
March 2d, Saturday before Easier, Satuiday 
in Easter week, May 12th, l3th, l4th ; June 
1st, July 5ih, October lOth, 11th, 12th, and 
December 8th. To these the following hnvu 
recently been added, Jan. 4th, June 1st, Sep. 
J3th, Nov. 2d. The inhabitants of this town 
are chiefly employed in the various brunches 
of manufactures connected with wool. In 
1811, 4,090, und in 1821, 5,723 families wore 
returned as empio}od in trade and man- 
ufactures. The manufacture of stot^kiiigs is 
the most flourishing branch. In tlio year 
1680, there was but one stocking-maker in 
Leicester; now there are upwards of 100, and 
the persons employed in the knitting and sub- 
ordinate operations are about 12,000. When 
trade is good, upwards of 20,000 dozen pairs of 
stockings are hero made weekly. The number 
of frames in 1815 was 4,000; it is now about 
7,000. By means of tho river Soare, Leices- 
ter communicates more or less directly with the 
great lines of inland navigation, and it derives 
considerable advantage from this, as well as 
from its situation on the great northern road. 
A railway is about to be carried from Leices- 
ter to Swamiington, which will render the sup- 
ply of coal more abundant. 

Municipal Government,]-^ The town of 
Leicester was first incorporated by King 
John. It Is now governed under a charter 


gnmted by Elizabeth in 1684, and conflrni- 
^ by James I. in 1604, by a mayor, record- 
er, high- steward, bailiff, 24 aldermen, 48 
common council-incn, with a town-clerk and 
other oflicers. Tho mayor, recorder, and four 
aldermen, are sole justices of the peuco within 
the borough, and possess concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the county magistrates within the 
liberties. The corporation hold couits of quar- 
ter session for offences not capital ; also a rouil 
of record for debts to any amount. The free 
dom of the city is obtained by birth, servitude, 
purchase, or gift; and confers tho privilege of 
exemption from toll in all fairs in England, 
and the right of pnstiiiagu for a certain nuin- 
ber of cattle in the Abbey- meadows and cer- 
tain other public grounds. The town first re- 
tunicd two inenibcrs to puiliamcnt In the 2Sd 
of Edward I. In the reign of Henry VI IL, 
one member was chosen by the mayor und his 
brethren, and tho other by tho Inhabitants at 
large. This mode of election continued till 
I the time of Charles II., from which tho elec- 
tive franchise w;ls vested in the iiihabitants at 
large, paying scot and lot, amounting to above 
I 4,700. Thu number of voters under the new 
fraiichiso is about 1,900. The members i’or 
the county are likewise elected here. Here tiro 
also the county, town, and borough jails, which 
are well adapted for tho purpose to which they 
arc applied. The great hail of the castle yet 
remains, and has been fitted up for holding tho 
assizes. It is so extensive, that several courts 
arc held In it, without one disturbing the other. 
Here are an exchange, excise-ulllce, and guild- 
hall. 

FurhJif'K, §T.] — The following parishes are 
contained in Leicester All Saints is a dis- 
charged vicarage, witli St Clement’s, St Mi- 
chael’s, and Si Peter’s, rated at €4 8s. 5d., and 
in the patronage of tho lord-ehnneeJlor. Tho 
chureh is in tlie early style of English architec- 
ture, and consists partly of an aiicicn^and partly 
of a modern structure, and contains some curi- 
ous carving in wood, and an ancient font. — The 
living of St Clement’s is a vicarage not in 
chnrgu. Tho chureh is in ruins, and the liv- 
ing has been annexed to that of All Saints. 
— St Gcorgo’s is a curacy, a donative in the 
patronage of tho vicar of St Margaret, to 
w hose parish it is a chapel-of-ease. The church 
was eret'led in 1816, at an expense of €14,964 
45 . 8d., granted by the parlfameiitary commis- 
sioners. — Tho living of St Leonard's Is a dis- 
charged vicarage, rated at €6, and annexed to 
the living of St Margaret’s or All Saints. 
The church was destroyed In the parliamentary 
war. — The living of St Margaret’s Is a dis- 
charged vicarage, rated at €17 8& S^d., a pe- 
culiar of Lincoln, and in the patronage of the 
prebendary of St Margaret’s in tho cathedral 
of Lincoln. The prebend of St Margaret’s is 
rated at €27 6s. 3d. , and in the patronage of 
the bishop of Lincoln. The church of St 
Margaret’s is a beautiful specimen of English 
architecture in a mixed style, and was formerly 
a cathedral, according to Leland. It was erect- 
ed in 1444, and consists of a nave, aisles, and 
chancel, contuining some interesting menu- 
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mciits, nnd richly carved 'wooden stalls and 
seats.— The living of St Martin’s is a dis- 
charged vicarage, rated at J06 Ids. 4d., and in 
tho patronage of the lord-chancellor. The 
church, which is a crucH'orm structure present- 
ing a mixture of English and Norman archi- 
tecture, is said to have been originally dedicated 
to tho Moly Cross. In the chancel are three 
siunc stalls; the organ, which is a fine one, was 
built by Siictzler, and the altar-piece by Fran- 
cisco Vaniii, represents the ascension. During 
the purliumentary war this church sudered very 
much, having been used as barracks by tho 
pailianieiitary troops, who defaced the orna- 
ments. This is regarded as the principal 
church in Loicester. The chancel is used by 
(he bishop of Lincoln for confirmation. The 
arclideatun of J.eiccster holds his court here, 
and the jud^zes of assize attend divine servii% 
Jiere. 'I he archdeaconry of Leicester is rated 
at .£H7 HK 2(1., and in (he patronage of the 
bishop of Lincoln. — The living of St Mary is 
a di.-('jiar^ed vicarage, rated at ^8, and in the 
j)ati'uiiage of the lurd-cliancellur. The church 
is u s|iiiciuus, but irregular structure, at the 
wo'^t end of wlii(‘h is a tower and spiie, erected 
ill 1783, after the model of the ancient one, 
wlij^li had been destroyed by ligbUiing. Tlic 
geiiural sl>ie of tho airhitecturu is early Eng- 
liah, with u mixture of Nuriiiaii. In the chan- 
cel are six curiously ornamented stalls. The 
font is curious and ancient, and the roof is of 
elaborately carved oak. — The living of St 
Nicholas is a discharged vi(*arage, rated at £3 
Us. 3d., returned at jC 08, end in the patron- 
age of the king. The church, which is said 
to have been constructed out of the materials of 
an ancient lloinan temple, is chielly in the 
Norinan style. This church is about to be 
rebuill. — Tlio living of St Peter’s is a vicarage, 
rated at ^2 5s., in the patronage of the king, 
and annexed to tho living of All Saints. The 
chinch is demolislied. — The Ihiptists have 7 
chapels here; the Independents 3; the Primi- 
tive Methodists 2 ; the Wesleyan Methodists, 
Roman Catholics, Unilariaiis, and Society of 
Friends, each one. 

Schools, ^c.] — Hero are several well endowed 
schuols. The free grammar school, open to all 
sons of burgoscs, for instruction in the classics, 
writing, and arithmetic, is of ancient foundation. 
Annexed to it are several exhibitions to the 
universities, the funds of which have been 
allowed to accumulate with the view of found- 
ing new exhibitions with better endowments. 
The green-coat school is well endowed. Here 
are instructed 80 scholars, who are entitled, 
after 3 years, to an apprentice fee of £5, In 
St Mary’s school, 80 boys and 40 girls are 
dothed and instructed. In St Martin’s, 150 
boys and 84 girls are instructed, and partly 
clothed. In St Margaret’s, 73 boys and 41 
girls receive instruction and clothing. In 1824, 
a national school was founded, in which from 
400 to 500 children are taught. . Some of the 
hospitals have already been mentioned. In 
addition to these are,— that of St John the 
Baptist, for six poor vyidows, among whom the 
•umof £\7 is aniiuitoy divided ; Burt’s hos- 


pital for four aged women, each of whom re- 
ceives 4s. weekly ; and Siinson’s, in which are 
six aged widows, to each of whom are given 
£3, and 5 cwt. of coal per annum. There are 
also five almshou.ses, founded and endowed 
with .£G0 per annum, in 1792, by John John- 
son, Esq., to which needy relatives of the 
founder have a preference. A female asylum 
was erected in 1800, in which 16 orphan girls 
are educated for service. Here are also an in. 
firmary and lunatic asylum ; tho former capa- 
ble of accommodating 84 patients. Resides 
these there are other benefactions for tlie buii- 
cfit of the poor, at the disposal of the corpora- 
tion. Distance from London, 96 m. N.N.W. 

LEICKSTER-ARBE Y, an extra-paro- 
chial lordship in the hundred of West Gosirotu, 
CO. of Leicester. “ An abbey of Black canons 
was founded hero by Robert Bossii, carl of 
Leicester, in honour of the assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, A.D. 1143. It was 
endowed with ;€1U62 4s., and ti.e site was 
granted 4tli, Edward VI., to William, mar- 
quess of Nojthampton.** — Tunner’s Not. JMoii. 
Some puits of the buildings yet remain. Dis- 
tance from Leicester, 1 in. N. Pop., in 1831, 
18. 

LEICESTER-FOHEST, an extra-pa- 
roclnul liberty in the liuiidred of Spurkeiilioe, 
CO. of Leico.'ter. Adjacent to Leicester. Pop., 
ill 1831, 67. A. P., £2,939. 

LEIGU, a tytliiiig in the parish of Wim- 
borne- Mi lister, co. of Dorset. Hero was once 
a chapel. Pup., in 1831, 532. 

LEIGH, a cliapelry in the parish of TeU 
minster, co. of Dorset. Living a curacy, a 
peculiar of the dean of Salisbury. Disiaiicu 
Irom Sherborne, 6J m. S. by W. Pop., in 
1801, 3(X); ill 1831, 400. A. P., .i’2,803. 

LEIGH, a )>ari^ll and seaport In the hun- 
dred of Rochford, CO. of Essex. Living, a 
rectory in .tlio arclid. of Essex and diu. of Lon- 
don, rated at ^*15, and in the patronage of the 
bishop of Loiidun. The church, which is ded. 
to St Clement, stands on a coiiiinaiiiliiig emi- 
nence. The inliabitants are chiefly fishermen. 
The Wesleyan Methodists have a place of wor- 
ship here. The parish includes the island of 
Leigh-Marsli and part of Gaiivey island, with 
(he oyster-creek there. Here is a custom- 
house. Distance from Rochford, 2.^ m. S. W. 
Pop., ill 1801, 570; in 1831, 1254. A. P., 
£2,152. 

LEIGH, a parish in tho hundred of Deer- 
hurst, co. of Gloucester. It comprises also 
the hamlet of Eviiigton in the hundred of 
Westminster. Living, a discharged vicarage 
in the dio. of Gloucester, in the jurisdiction 
of tho peculiar court of Deerhurst, rated at 
£7 16s. 3d., and in the patronage of the Jord- 
chancellor. Churcli ded. to St James. The 
Combe-hill canal and the river Severn puss 
through the parish. Distance from Glouces- 
ter, 6 m.

LEIGH, or Wxbt Leigh, a parish in the 
hundred of Sornerdeii, lathe of Suttoii-at- Hone, 
CO. of Kent.

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and, in 1811, !n the patronage of N. May, 
Ksq* The church, in wiiich wns anciently a 
chantry, is dcd. to St Mary; It contains some 
aiirieiit monuments and richly stained gloss.

Tho town, 
which consists of a single street, stands on the 
north-western border of tho county, and on the 
eastern bank of the river Ouse. The female 
inhabitants are chiefly employed in the manu- 
facture of lace and straw- plait. The operations 
uf lime-burning and brick-making constitute 
the chief branches of industry ; and from tho 
vicinity of the Grand junction cuiiul, there is a 
considerable trade in corn, limber, iron, &c. 
(^rii enters toll-free to tho market, which is 
held on Tuesday, for thc.salc of cattle, provi- 
sions, and tho manufactures of the place. Fairs 
for horses and cattle are held on February 5th, 
2(1 Tuesday in April, Whit-Tuesday, July 
2Gth, October 21tli, and November 7th. The 
manor belongs to tho dean and canons of Wind- 
sor, whose lessee holds courts leet and baron 
twice a-ycar. In the market-house is a room 
for the accommodation of the county-magis- 
trates, who have jurisdiction hero, and meet 
I* every Tuesday. It is one of the polling-places 
for the county members. 

Living, a vicarage in the peculiar jurisdic- 
tion and patronage of the prebendary of Lelgh-

Baptists, Wesleyan Methodists, and Society of 
Friends, have places of worship here.

Mrs Leigh, in lleii of the pay- 
ment of a rent-charge of ;€I0, bequeathed in 
1704 by the Hon. (Uiurles Leigh. Here are 
eight almshouses for poor women, founded in 
1630 by Edward Wilkes, and fuither endow'ed 
in 1692 by Mnltlicw Wilkes.

Herein were 14 or 15 religious, who, at the 
suppression, had yearly revenues worth ^181 
17s. Id. clear. The site, with the greatest part 
of the manors, rectories, and lands belonging to 
this monastery, were granted, 28lh Henry 
VIII., to Charles, duke of Suffolk, in whose 
family the patronage or foundership of this 
house had been for several generations. The

LEN HAM, a parish in tho hundred of 
Eyhorne, hitho of Aylesford, co. of Kent. 
Living, a vicarage In tho archd. and dio. of 
Cnntorbury, rated at .£13 5s. 2^d,, and, in 
1829, 111 the patronage of T. F. Best, Esq. 
The church, w hich is ded. to St Mary, con- 
sists of a nave, chancel, and north aisle, with a 
small chapel and a square tower. The interior 
is spacious, and the chancel contains a stone 
sent, probably an ancient confessional, and l(j 
stalls, which are supposed to have been intend, 
ed for tho abbot and monks of St Augustine, 
Canterbury, who bad aii estate in the parish. 
The Independents have a place of worship here. 
Hero is a scliool in which 10 poor boys receive 
education, on an endowinent of £12 per aim. 
Hero was formerly a market on Tuesday, long 
since disused, Tho lord of the manor made an 
ineffectual attempt to renew it in 1737. Fairs 
for horses and cattle are held June 6th and 
October 23d.

a parish in the hundred of Wigmoro, co. of 
Hereford. Living, a perpetual curacy, rated 
at relumed at i638 10s., and in the patron- 
ago of the bishop of Hereford. Church ded. 
to St Mary Magdalene. Distance from Lud- 
low, 6 m.

LENTON, a parish in the wapentake of 
Bi'oxtow, CO. of Nottingham. Living, a dis- 
charged vicarage in the archd. of Nottingham 
ami dio. of York, rated at £9 2s. 5^d., re- 
turned at £100, and in the patronage of the 
lord-chancellor. Church ded. to the Holy 
Trinity, and contains some interesting monu- 
ments. In the neighbourhood are several coat- 
^ works, and in the village are several bleaching- 
J works and manufactories of lace. The Not- 
tingham filial passes here. A court for the 
recovery of debts not above £50, is held here 
every Tuesday. It is called the Pcverol court, 
from its having been originally granted to Wm. 
Pevcrel, son of William I, Its jurisdiction 
extends over the counties of Derby, Notting- 
ham, and StaiTord, and its officers are a stew- 
ard and deputy, judge, prothonotary, and capi- 
tal bailiff. Here is a small prison for debtors. 

In the beginning of the reign of King Hen. 
I., William Peverell built a priory here to the 
honour of the Holy Trinity, and made it sub- 
ject to the great foreign abbey of Cluiiy. It 
was accounted among the alien priories, and 
had their fate till the Cluniac monks here got 
it made denizen, by which means it continued 
till the general dissolution, wlien the yearly 
revenues wore valued at £417 19s. 3d., and 
was granted, 5th Elizabeth, to John Harring- 
ton. Here were also a hospital of St Anthony, 
and a house of Carmelite friars.’* — TaniiePs 
Not. Mon. On the site of the priory a hand- 
some modem seat has been erected, built in the 
monastic style, and containing some remains 
of the ancient structure. Fairs for horned 
cattle, sheep, and hogs, are held on Wednesday 
in Whitsun. week, and November 11th. Dis- 
tance from Nottingham, 1 m. W. by S. Pop., 
in 1801, 893; in 1831, 3077.

LEOMINSTER, a parish in tho hundred 
! * of Wolphy, co. of Hereford. It contains tlie 
market-town and borough of Leominster, the 
chapelry of Ivington, and the township of 
Ih'oadwnrd. Leominster, which is situated on 
the river Lugg, in a beautiful and fertile val- 
ley, is of high antiquity. Tho origin of the 
name is involved in obscurity, but St is proba- 
ble that, as Leland suggests, the adjunct min- 
* is derived from the circumstance of an an- 
cient monastery having existed hero. In the 
vicinity was a castle of Merwald, king of West 
Mercia, who, in 660, founded tho monastery, 
•fhis castle, or another on its site, was in ex- 
istence in 1055, but does not appear in history 
later than the reign of William Rufus, when 


tl)o fortifications were strengthened on account 
of the frequent incthEsions of the Welsh. In 
the reign of tho Confessor, the manor was 
granted to Queen Editha, and under her au- 
thority the town was governed by provosts and 
other officers. On the attempt of the duke of 
Northumberland to raise the Lady Jane Grey 
to the throne, the inhabitants of Leominster 
took a prominent place among the supporters 
of Mary, in consequence of which she granted 
them their first charter of incorporation. . In 
the Notitia of Bishop Taniior, we find the 
following account of tho monastic establish- 
ment here. “ Merwald, king of the western 
part of Mercia, first built a monastery here to 
the honour of St Peter, about A.D. 660, 
which being destroyed in tho Danish wars, 
here was a college of prebendaries, and after an 
abbey of nuns, who were all dispersed, and 
their lands possessed by laymen, long l^foro 
tho year 1125, when King Edward 1. gave 
this monastery, with every thing belonging to 
it, to the stately new abbey which he had 
founded at Reading in Berkshire. After this 
it became a cell of Benedictine monks, subor- 
dinate thereunto, and was, A.D. 1536, endowed 
with the yearly revenue of £660 lOs. 8d., out 
of which Ihero was paid to Reading, and in 
other reprises, to the value of £448 4s. 8d. 
The greatest part of the site of this priory was 
granted, 1st Mary, to the bailiffs and burgesses 
of tho town,** 

The town Is bounded on tho north and east 
by tile Lugg, and crossed by the Pinsloy and 
Kenwater, across the latter of which a neat 
stone bridge lias lately been erected. The streets 
are paved and lighted, but imperfectly. Here 
are a theatre and public reading-room, and an 
agricultural society, and races are held annu- 
ally ill tho vicinity. Friday is inarket-dny, 
and fairs for entile, wool, horses, hops, butler, 
&c., are held on February 13th, Tuesday after 
Midlerit Sunday, May 2d, July l()|^h, Sep- 
tember 4th, and November 8tli. On the Fri> 
day after 11th December, a great market is 
held. Courts of pie-powder are annexed to 
the fairs. The town bad formerly pretty ex- 
tensive manufactures of hats and woollen cloths, 
which have almost entirely disappeared. Even 
that of gloves is on tho decline. Flax-dress- 
ing, rope-making, malting, tanning, and nail- 
making, arc tho most flourishing branches of 
industry. The neighbourhood produces excel- 
lent wool, hops, and cider. The market-house 
is a handsome modern structure. Several good 
inns have been established here in consequence 
of tho situation on the great road from London 
to South Wales. Tho first charter, already 
mentioned, as granted by Queen Mary, has been 
considerably modified by difl'erent sovereigns. 
Under tho charter, as last altered by Geo. L, 
the town is governed by a bailiff, ^ief stew- 
ard, recorder, and 24 capital burgesses, with a 
chamberlain, town-clerk, two sergeants-at-mace^ 
and other officers. Tho bailiff, who is clerk of 
the market and coroner, the late bailiff, record- 
er, and two aldermen, are justices of thojMace. 
The bailiff holds a court of record every Mon- 
day fur the borough, fur tho recovery of debts 
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not exceeding £100. Courts of qiiartcr-sossion 
are held in January, jApril, July, and October. 
The petty-sessioiis for the division aro held 
here by the county magistrates, and the lord 
of the manor holds an annual court-leet. Here 
is a gaol erected in 17^. Tho town-hall, or 
butter-cross, is a curious structure, erected in 
1633, on tho designs of John Abel. It is 
constructed of wood and brick, and the fi*unt 
is supported by 12 pillars of oak curiously 
carved. The beams are painted black, and 
ornamented with carving in a stylo common to 
many old houses in the town. 

The town has retunied two members to par- 
liament ever since the 23d of Edward 1. The 
scot and lot payers, in number about 760, ex- 
ercised the elective franchise, and the bailiff' 
was returning officer. Two members continue 
to be returned under the Reform act, and the 
number of voters is about 300. It is one of the 
polling places for the county members. 

The living is a discharged vicarage in the 
archdeaconry and diocese of Hereford, rated at 
^10 3s. 8d., and in the patronage of tho lord- 
chancellor. Tho church is an ancient struc- 
ture, dedicated to St Peter and St Paul, pre- 
senting chiefly Norman architecture of differ- 
ent ages, with a considerable mixture of various 
styles of English architecture. The interior is 
curious, but unfortunately some ancient monu- 
ments, stalls, and other interesting objects w'ore 
destroyed by fire above a century ago. Tho 
organ is fino, and an altar-piece represents tho 
Last Supper, after Rubens. The south aisle 
alone is used for public worship, and is entirely 
modern, having been lately erected at an ex- 
pense of 16,000. Tho Baptists, Presbyteii- 
ans. Society of Friends, Moravians, and Uni- 
tarians, have places of worship here. Here is 
a free school, founded by Queen Mary, and 
endowed with j£20 per annum. There is also 
a national school supported by subscription. In 
1735, Mrs E. Clarke founded and endowed 
four almshouses for poor widows, each of whom 
receives £5 per annum. The earl of Pom- 
fret takes the title of Baron from this town.

Hence it is probable, that that earl, 
or one of his sons, gave the church of this 
place and otheft lands hereabouts to that foreign 
monastery, which might give occasion for fix- 
ing a convent of th^ee nuns in this place before

L EVENS, a chapelry in the parishes of 
Hcversham and Kendal, co. of Westmoreland. 
It comprises the township of Levens, and tlie 
hamlets of Beathwaitc-green, Sizergh-FelU 
side, and part of Brigsieer. The chapel is a 
handsome Gotliic structure, with a tower and 
spire, erected in 1828 at an expense of £2,009, 
by the Hon. F. G. Howard. This gentleman 
is patron, and pays tho curate £200 per annum. 
Here is an iron manufactory. Here are two 
well-endowed schools, founded by members of 
the Howard family. In tho immediate vicinity 
is the venerable mansion of that family, called 
Lcvens-hall. The grounds are very tine, and 
command extensive prospects. In tho park are 
remains of an ancient building, supposed to 
have been a Roman temple. The river Kent 
dows in tho vicinity, and forms at one place a 
due cascade, called Levens- Force. The town- 
ship is divided into Upper and Lower Levens. 
Distance from Kendal, 6 m. S. Pop., in 1801, 
442; in 1831, 789. A. P., £4,618. 

LEVEN (The), a river in the co, of Lan- 
caster, falling into Morecainbe-bay.

LEVEN A NT (The), a river in Cardi- 
ganshire, falling into tho Doway. 

LEVENNY (The), a river in Camar- 
vonshlro, falling into the Irish sea. 

LEVENNY (The), a river in Denbigh- 
shire, falling Into the Cluyd. 

LEVENSHULME, a township in the 
parish of Manchester, co. of Lancaster. Dis- 
tance from Manchester, 4 m. S.E. Pop., in 
1831, 1086. A. P., £2,345. 

LE VENTHORPE, a hamlet in the pa- 
rish of SwiUingtree, W. R., co. of York. 

LE VER-DARCY, a chapelry in tho pa- 
rish of Bolton, hundred of Salford, co. of Lan- 
caster. Living, a curacy in the archd. and 
dio. of Chester, not in charge, returned at £94, 
and in the patronage of tho vicar of Boltoii-le- 
Moors. Here are some coal mines. The Tonge 
and Bradshaw streams aro here crossed by a 
canal on an aqueduct of 3 arches. Distance 
from Bolton, 2^ m. £. by S. Pop., in 1801, 
589; in 1831, 1119. A. P., £1,378. 

LEVER (Great), a township in the pa- 
rish of Middleton, co.-palatijie of Lancaster. 
Here are largo bleaching works. Distance 
from Boiton-le- Moors, 1^ m. S. Pop., in 
1801, 398; in laSl, 637. A. P., £2,96& 

LEVER (Little), a chapelry In the pa- 
rish of Bolton-le-Moors, hundred of Salford, 
co..palatino of Lancaster. Living, a perpetual 
curacy In the archd. and dio. of Chester, not 
in charge, endowed with £200 private bene- 
fairtlon, £ 1,300 parliamentary grant, and £800 
royal bounty, and in the patronage of Uie vicar 
of the parish. Chapel ded. to St Matthew. 
Here aro some coal mines. The Wesleyan 
Methodists have a place of worship here. Here 
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fs a school in ivhicli six children receive gratu- 
itous education, for which the master has a free 
dwelling-house. Here were bom, Thomas 
Levor, an eminent preacher in the reign of 
Kdward VI., and Oliver Heywood, one ot* the 
nonconformists. Distance from Great Bolroti, 
3 m. E.S.E. Pop., in 1801, 1276; in 1831, 
2331. A. P., £2,611. 

LEVERINGTON, a parish in the hun- 
dreil of Wisbeach, isle of Ely, co. of Cam- 
bridge. Living, a rectory, exempt from visi- 
tation, rated at £25 Os. 7^(1., and in the 
peculiar jurisdiction and patronage of the bishop 
of Ely. Church dud. to St Leonard and St 
Jolin the Baptist Here is a school endowed 
with £20 per annum. “ There was,’* says 
Tanner, ** an old hospital at Leveriiigtun, long 
since decayed, and the endowment swallowed 
up.** It is supposed that the lands which now 
afford the revenues of tho school belonged to 
this hospital. In 1.389, here w'as n chantry 
chapel. Distance from Wisbeach, 2 m. N.W. 
Pop., in 1801, 693; in 1831, J700. A. P., 
£7,790. 

LEVERSDALE, a township in the pa- 
rish of Iilhington, co. of Cumberland. Distance 
from Carlisle, 7 m. N.E. Pop., in 1801, 399; 
ill 1831, 431. 

LE VERT ON, a tything in the parish of 
Folialt, CO. of Berks. 

LEVERTON (North), n parish in tho 
wapunluko of Skiibcck, parts of Holland, co. of 
Lincoln. Living, a discharged rectory in tho 
archd. and dio. of Lincoln, rated at £16 6s., 
and in tho putrunago of the lorcl-chaiicellor. 
Church ded. to St llclon. Thu Wesleyan 
Methodists have a place of worship here. Dls- 
tanco from Boston, 7 m. N.E. by E. Pop., 
ill 1801, 339; in 1831, 631. A. 1*., £5,943. 

LEVERTON (North), a parish In the 
Noith Clay division of tho wapentake of Bas- 
setlaw, co. of Nottliighuin. Living, u dis- 
charged vicarage, rated at £5, and in the 
peculiar jurisdiction and patronage of tho pre- 
bendary of North Leverton, in the collegiate 
church of Southwell. Church ded. to St Mar- 
tin. The prebend of North Leverton is rated 
at £5. The Wesleyan Methodists have a place 
of worship here. The river Trent here sepa- 
rates the counties of Lincoln and Notts. Dis- 
taiico from East Retford, 6 m. E. by N. 
Pop., in 1801, 270; in 1831, 303. A. P., 
£2,053. 

LEVERTON (South), a parish in the 
wapentako of Bussethiw, co. of Nottingham. 
Living, a vicarage, with the subordiiiato clia- 
pelry of Cottam, in the archd. of Nottingham 
uiid dio. of York, rated at £6 I3s. 4d., re- 
turned at £120, and in tho patronage of the 
dean of Lincoln. Church ded. to All Saints. 
The Wesleyan Methodists have a place of wor- 
smp here. Here is a free school, endowed with 
£^ per annum, with a house and garden for 
the master. The parish is cro&sed by the river 
'iVeiit. Tho rectory was rated at £16 6s. 
Distance from East Retford, 6 m. £. Pop., 
in 1801, 278 ; in 1831, 400. A. P., £2,869. 

LEVESDEN, a hamlet in tho parish of 
Watford, co. of Hereford. 


LEVINGTON, a parish in tho hundred 
of Colncis, co. of Suffolk. Living, a dis- 
charged rectory in the archd. of Suffolk and 
dio. of Norwich, rated at £6 Is. 8d., and an- 
nexud to the discliargcd rectory of Nacton. 
Church ded. to St Peter. The parish is 
bounded on the south by the river Orwell, hero 
navigable. Distance from Ipswich, 5j^ m. S.E. 
Pop., in 1801, 165; in 1831, 22a A. P., 
£ 686 . 

LEW, a hamlet in the parish of Witney, 
CO. of Oxford. Pop., ill 1801, 222; in 1831, 
237. A. P., £1.470. 

LEW (North), a parish in tho hundred of 
Black Torringtoii, co. of Devon. Living, a 
rectory in the aivhd. of Totness and dib. of 
Exeter, rated at £27 8s. 9d., and in the pa- 
tronage of the king. Church ded. to St Tho- 
mas a Be(;ket. Here are good quarries of 
freestone. Distance from Hatlierloigh, 4 m. 
S.W. by S. Pop., ill 1801, 638; in 1831, 
980. A. P., .£2,400. 

LEW-TREN CHARD, a parish in tho 
hundred of Lifton, co. of Devon. Living, a 
roc'tory In tho archd. of Tutness and dio. of 
Exeter, mted at £9 13s. 4d., and, in 1829, in 
the pntronage of W. B. Gould, Esq. Dis- 
tance from Oakham pton, 9^ m. S. W. by W. 
Pop., ill 1801, 154; in 1831, 438. A. P., 
£1,930. 

LEWANNICK, a parish in tho northern 
division of the hundred of East, co. of Corn- 
wall. Living, a vicarage in tho archd. of 
Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, rated at £7 183. 
9d., and in the patronage of the lord-chaneellor. 
Church ded. to St Martin. Tho Wesleyan 
Methodists have a place of worship hero. Dis- 
tance from Lnuncesloii, 5 m. S.W. by W. Pop., 
ill 1801, 548; in 1831, 643. A. P., £4,773. 

LEWES, a hundred in the rape of Lewes, 
CO. of Sussex; it contains only the parish and 
borough of Lewes. 

LEWES (Rape of), a division in tho 
middle of the co. of Sussex, extending from the 
border of Surrey to the sea at Brighj^on, bound- 
ed on the east by the Ouse. 

LEWES, a borough and market-town, 
comprehending the whole hundred of Lewes, 
and partly situated in tho hundreds of Bar- 
combe, Ringmcrc, and Swaiiborougli, rapes of 
Lowes and Povensey, co. of Sussex. Attempts 
have been made, but apparently without suc- 
cess, to prove this to have been the sito of tho 
Roman station ManUintonit* It seems pretty 
certain, however, that some station did exist 
here, as many tumuli, containing urns, coins, 
and other articles, exist in the vicinity, and tho 
earth- works, or contra, yet remain on the 
neighbouring hills. The name is supposed to 
have been derived from the ancient British 
words J^w, an area, and he, water ; in allu- 
sion to its situation. It Is first mentioned in 
history as a demesne of the crown under the 
kings of the South Saxons. It subsequently 
fell successively into the hands of the kings of 
Wessex, and of the Saxon and Danish kings, 
and continued a demesne of the crown till after 
the conquest In the reign of Aihelstan, two 
mints were established here, and Edward tlio 
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Confessor established a merchnnis* guild. At 
the conquest, the demesne fell into the hands of 
William 1., ^vho bestowed it on his son-in-law, 
William de Warren, earl of Surrey. Here was 
a castle, founded by Alfred tho Great, which 
William de Warren repaired or rebuilt, and 
made his principal residence. The ruins are 
still visible, but little more than the western 
keep exists. Tho earth- works, which are pe- 
culiar, may still be traced. The gate-way, 
which presents a specimen of the Anglo-Nor- 
man architucture, is supposed to have been 
eroded by the first and eighth carls of Surrey. 
In this castle, Henry 111. and his brother 
Richard were confined after tho battle of the 
l4th May, 1261, in which they were conquered 
by the insurgent barons, under Montfort, earl 
of Leicester. Tho name of tho ' Mise of 
Lewes,' has been given to the treaty which was 
here entered into by the king and barons. On 
the death of the lust earl of Warren and Sur- 
rey, the estates devolved to Richard Fits Alan, 
earl of Arundel, whose grandson loft no heirs 
male, and consequently they were divided 
atnoiig his sisters, whose descendants still hold 
tliuin in cojjfircciiy. 

Antiquitic8 .'\ — The monastic antiquities arc 
thus mentioned by Tanner: — ** Earl William 
de Warrennaand the Lady Gundreda bis wife, 
A.D. 107S, founded in the old church of St 
Piincrace, under the castle here, a priory, which 
was the first and chiefest house of the Clu- 
niac order in England. Its yearly revenues at 
the dissolution were computed by Mr Speed to 
be worth ^1091 Os. 6d. The site was granted 
29th Henry VIII. to Thomas Lord Cromwell, 
and 2(1 Elizabeth, to Richard Raker and Rich- 
ard Sackville.. Here wore also two hospitals, 
one of which was dedicated to St James, and 
the other to St Nic holas, and a priory of Grey 
friars." Of these priories and hospitals, few 
remains of any importance exist. Of tho Clu- 
niiic monastery, tho gateway, and part of tho 
clnin;h-wall remain. Of the hospitals, only 
part of the walls exist. 

ilL'scr//>fion.]— The town is situated on a decli- 
vity, having the Ouse on the east, at the distance 
of about seven miles from the sea. It is sur- 
rounded on every side, except the west, by an 
amphitheatre of low hills, forming part of the 
South Downs. Tho river is navigable, and is 
crossed by a stone-bridge, built a century ago. 
The suburb, on tho eastern side of tho river, is 
called the town of Cliff. The streets are in 
general spacious, well paved, remarkably clean, 
and lighted with gas; many of the houses are 
handsome, and there is a good supply of well- 
water. The bishop’s registrar- office for the 
aivhdoaconry of Lowes, and the head office for 
stamps and legacy duties for the eastern district 
of tho county, are kept here. Here are a book 
and literary societies, which have good libra- 
ries, especially the former, which has been 
established since 1785. In 1825, a mechanics' 
institution was founded, which has since con- 
tinued to flourish, and is now in possession of 
a commodious suit of apartments, with philo- 
eophioal apparatus^ mid above 700 volumes. 


Races ore held in the vicinity in March and 
August. A theatre is occasionally opened. 

Popuhtionf Trade, ^c.] — Tho population, in 
1801, was 3809; and in 1831, 8592. There is 
some trade in grain and malt, but that in wool, 
anciently famous, has declined. Paper is made 
here, but not to a great extent. On tho banks 
of tho Ouse are extensive iron-works, in which 
cannon and other large articles are manufac- 
tured. Ordinary markets are held dally. 
Every Tuesday is a corn- market, and on each 
alternate Tue^ay is a market for live stock. 
Fairs for cattle, horses, wool, and especially 
for sheep, are held on May Glh, Whit- Tues- 
day, July26Lh, September 21st, and October 
2d. A market was fui merly held at Clilf, but 
it has fallen into disuse. 

Municipal liegulationsy Ifc-] — The town is 
under the Jurisdiction of the county magistrates, 
who hold here the quniter sessions for the 
rapes of Lewes, Pevenscy, and Hastings, and 
an adjourned annual session for tho county. 
For the internal regulation of the town, two 
constables and two hcadboroughs are annually 
chosen at the courl-lcet of tho lord of Uie ma- 
nor, which formerly had jurisdiction over capi- 
tal offences. The summer and winter assizes 
for the county are held hero. A new assize- 
hall was erected in 1812, at an expense of 
^10,000, in addition to which, £5,500 were 
laid out on the purchase of ground. It is an 
elegant and commodious structure, designed by 
Mr John Johnstone, and extends 80 feet In 
length by 70 in breadtli. Tho house of cor- 
relation for the eastern district of the county was 
erected here in 1703, on the plan suggested by 
Mr Howard. An additional wing was erected 
in 1817* Here is a sherifl's court for the re- 
covery of debts under 40s. , but it possesses no 
authority to imprison for refusal of payment. 
Lewes was formerly a borough by prescription. 
Tho voters were scot and lot payers, about 780 
ill niiinber, and two members were returned to 
parliament. Under the Reform act, two mem- 
bers continue to be returned, and the number 
of electors is about 832. It is also the place of 
election for the members for the eastern divi- 
sion of the county. 

Livings, frc.] — Lewes formerly contained with- 
in the borough eleven parishes, and as many 
churches, but the number lias been reduced to 
four. The living of All Saints is a discharged' 
rectory, returned at j 695 7s. 10ii.,and,in 1829, 
in the patronage of Charles Goring, Esq. 
This parish contains the former parishes of the 
Holy Trinity, St Peter tho Less, and St 
Nicholas, which were erected in 1805, when 
a new church was built of brick, at an expense 
of J82000. — The living of St Andrews is a 
rectory, rated at £0 10s. lOd., and in the pa- 
tronage of the king. The church has been 
desecrated, and the living was annexed, 37th 
Henry Vllf., to tha^ of St Michael. — The 
living of St John's, under the castle, is a rec- 
tory, to which Is annexed that of St Mary 
Magdalene, rated at ^3 11s. 3d., returned at 
^50, and, in 1820, in the patronage bf John 
Crofts, Esq. The dhurch, though consider- 
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ably altered 'by modern repairs, presents many 
features of the Norman style of architecture. 
Mai^nus,- son of Harold II. , fs buried In the 
church*yard, and an inscription in nnglo-Saxon 
letters is yet visible on his tomb. Part of this 
parish extends out of the borough into the hun- 
jred of Swanborough. — The parish of St 
Anne includes those of St Mary W cstout, and 
St Peter Weslout. The living of St Mary is 
a rectory, rated at JC7 6s. lOd. ■, that of St 
Peter, a discharged rectory, rated at ^12 Gs. 
Sd. iioth are in the patronage of the king, 
and nere united in the t37lh Henry VHL 
The church of St Peter lius liecii demolished ; 
that of St Mary, which is the parish church, 
is a very ancient structure, presenting a com- 
binaliuii of the Norman and early English 
styles of architecture, with a low tower and 
spire. — The living of St Michael’s is u dis- 
charged rectory, rated at j€ 8 l5s., returned at 
<:C65, and iji the patronage of the lord-clinn- 
cellur. To the living is annexed tlint of St 
Andrews, and the parish comprises those of 
St JMichaci, St Marlin, and St Mary in Fo- 
ro. The church presents some specimens of 
later English architecture, and contains some 
interesting nioiiumeiits. These parishes are 
all ill the archdeaconry of Eewes and diocese 
of Chichester. Within the borough is the 
extra-parochial precinct of the castle. 

liesldes the parishes within the borough, the 
town of Lewes ('onlaiiis those of St Thoinas- 
iii-lhc- Cliff, and St John Southovor. Tho 
living of St Thomas is a clisidiargcd rectoiy, 
a pecuiiar of the archbishop of Canterbury, 
rated at ^£5 129. 6d., and in the patronage of 
the lord -chancellor. TJie church, which is 
dedicated to St Thomas a Ilecket, consists of 
a navo and aisles, and contains a painting of 
the Ascension above the altar, and an excellent 
organ,’ which formerly stood in tho chapel of 
the duke of Chaiidos at Cannons, — The liv- 
ing of St .John, Suiithovcr, is a tiiscliarged 
rectory in the archdeaconry of J^ewes and dio- 
ceSe of Cliichcsler, rated at L'6 12^., and in 
tlic patrniage of the lord-chanccllur. The 
church is an old structure, dedicated to St John 
the Baptist, In tho borougli there .nrc places 
of worship belonging to Iiidepeiideiits, Wes- 
leyan Methodists, Society of Friends, and 
Bnitarians ; in the pari>h of St Thomas, to 
the Baptists, Ijidcpciidents, and llunliiigtoiii. 
tnis; and in Southover, to tlie general Baptists. 

Here is a free gruinmar school, founded in 
1512 by Agnes Morley. The endowment, 
"hieh originally was £20 per annum, has ; 
been augmented by various beiiefaclioiis. The ' 
iiiiinber of boys on tho foundation is now 12, 
•■»id tho master has a free house and garden, 
"iih a salary. Tho Rev. Geoige Steere 
founded a scholarship in either of iho universi- 
ties for a poor scholar, son of residents in 
Lewes, to which the eonshible appoints, Tho 
value of this scholarship is about £3d per an- 
num. Hero are schools for hoys and girls, and 
bjfaiit schools, supported by voluiitory sub- 
scription. 

Southover was formerly called n borougli, 
*nd belonged to the monastery. On its revert-

ing to tho crown at the dissolution, Henry 
VIIL granted it to Anne of Cloves, who is 
said to liave resided hero in a house still stand- 
ing. ivewes gave birth to Hr Richard Russel, 
F.R.S., whose writings first caused Brighton 
to become a place of fashionable rosoit. In the 
free school were educated the famous Sir John 
Evelyn and John Pell, the mathematician. 
Thomas Paine, author of * the Rights of 
Mail,* was once an exciseman here. In tho 
borough are several mineral springs, and in tho 
vicinity liave been found many curious fossils 
and organic remains. Among tho latter are 
the Mcgalosniirus, Plesiosaurus, crocodiles, tor. 
toiscs, and fishes. Distuiico fromJLondon, 50 
ni. S. by. E. 

LEWISHAM, a parish in iho hundred of 
Blackhenth, latliu of Sutlon-aUlIoiie, co. of 
Kent. It was furnicrly called Levesham, a 
name derived from the Saxon words Leswe, 
a meadow, and hani-t u house or dwelling. The 
village is situated on the Baveiisboiiin, n small 
river which flows into the Thames near Dept- 
foiil. It is neither paved nor lighted, but con- 
tains many good houses and villas, many per- 
sons of respectability liiiviiig been induced to 
settle hero, from the salubrity of the air nml 
the pleasant nature of tho surrounding eountry. 
The supply of water is ehiefly obtained from a 
small rivulet wliieh passes through tho village. 
The parish is crossed by the Surrey canal, and 
contains extensive beds of marl, and quarries 
of limestone, the working of which and the 
making of bricks give employment to many of 
tho inhabitants. A W'cekly session is held here 
every Monday by the county magistrates, ami 
the parish is within the jiirisdiclion of, and 
sends 12 commissioners to, a couit of requests 
for the recovery of debts under £5, held at 
Greoiiwicli. 

The living is a vicarage in tlie archdeaconry 
and dioceso of Uochester, rated ut .i'2.3 19s 2d., 
and, ill 1829, in tho patronago of tl|o carl of 
Hai'tmoulli. Tho church, whicli is dedicated 
to St Mary, was ercctwl in 1774, but the in- 
' terior was almost entirely destroyed by lire on 
; (yhiistmas day, 1830, an injury which has 
I sinco been repaired at tho expense of tho iii- 
liabilniits. In dilFereiit parts of the parish are 
cliapels-of-cnse, and the Independents and 
Wesleyan Metiiodi&ts have places of worship 
here, ilen; are two well-emluwed free schools, 
ill which about G2 boys are cnlucated. They 
wore fouiuled in IG5G by the Rov. Abraham 
Colfe, and tho incoino anuuiiitecl, In 1818, to 
.£312 15s. Gd. Of this sum, J05O are ex- 
pended annually in the support of six nlms- 
women. I'ho classicxtl school is iiitciided fur 
boys of tho hundred generally, the elementary 
school Is for children of the parish alone; to 
tho former, one son of the incumbents of this 
and Chiselhiii'st parish has a permanent claim. 
The masters, in addition to their salaries, have 
the piivilego of taking boarders. Here is n 
s(?hool for girls, tho endowment of which 
yields ^20 per annum. ** Elthnide, niece 
to King Alfred, gave this manor to the abbey 
of St Peter at Ghent in Flanders, many years 
before the conquest, upon which it became a 
II 
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cell of Benedictine monks to that house. 
After the suppression of these alien priories^ 
King Henry V. made this part of the endow- 
mcnt of his new erected Carthusian priory at 
Shcne.” — Tanner’s Not Mon, The earl of 
Dartmouth takes the title of viscount from 
Lewisham. Distance from London, 5 m. S. 
E. Pop., in 1801, 4007; in 1831, 9G59. 
A. P., ;€27,007. 

LEWKNOR, a hundred In the co. of 
Oxford, containing nine parishes, and, In 
18.31, 5096 inhabitants. 

LEWKNOR, a parish in the above hun- 
dred. The living is a discharged vicarage in 
the arcbd. and dio. of Oxford, rated at .£11 
17s., and, in 1829, in the patronage of All 
Souls college, Oxford. The church is dcd. 
to St Margaret A part of this parish extends 
into the county of Buckingham. Distance from 
Tetsworth, 3^ m. S. S. E. Pop. of the town- 
ship, in 1801, 285 ; that of the parish, includ- 
ing the chapclries of Ashamsiead, Potscombe, 
and Uphill, was, in 1831. 709. A.P., ^65,611. 

LEWSTON, an extra-parochial liberty in 
the hundred of Sherborne, co. of Dorset. 
Pop., in 1831, 18. 

LEXDEN, a hundred in the co. of Essex, 
containing 30 parishes, and, in 1831, 21,510 
inhabitants. 

LEXDEN, a parish in the liberty of the 
town of Colchester, co. of Essex. It stands 
on the high road to London, and gives name 
to the above hundred. The village is supposed 
to occupy the site of Camalodun, the capital of 
the Trinobantes. Numerous earth-works and 
excavations exist in the vicinity. Living, a 
rectory in the arebd. of Colchester and dio. of 
London, rated at ;£12, and, in 1829, in tlie 
patronage of Mr Papillon. Church ded. to 
St Leonard. It has recently been repnireil, 
and contains many free sittings. Distance Arum 
Colchester, m. W. Pop., in 1831, 1184. 
A. P., £*4,085. 

LEX HAM (East), a parish in tho hun- 
dred of Launditerh, co. of Norfolk. Living, 
a discharged rectory, united in 1742 with that 
of Litcham, in the archd. and dio. of Nor- 
wich, rated at £8 Gs., and, in 1829, in the 
patronage of Lord Wodehouse. Church ded.

LEYBURN, or Leyburn Lounds, a 
market-town and tow'riship in the parish of 
Wensley, wapentake of Hang West, N. K., 
co. of York. Jt stands in a deligliful situation, 
amid picturesquo scenery, and near, some rot ky 
hills, on one of which is ono of tho finest na- 
tural terraces in England, called Lcyburn 
Sparol. The town surrounds an oblong space, 
ill tho centre of whicli the markets are held. 
Friday is market-day; and fairs, chiefly fur 
homed cattle and sheep, are held on the second 
Fridays in February, May, October, and De- 
cember. The Roman Catholics, Indepciiilents, 
and Wesleyan Methodists, have places of wur- 
ship here. Hero is a school supported by sub- 
scription. In tho vicinity are found lead, coal, 
and limei.

LEYLANI), a hundred in the co.-palaiino 
of Lancaster, containing one market-town, 4 
chapelries, and 40 townships.

LEYLAND, a parish in the above hun- 
dred. It comprises tlie chapelries of Euxton, 
Pleapey, Hoghton, and Whittle-le- woods, and 
the townships of Ciayton-le- woods, Oiierden, 
Loyland, Wheelton, and Witbnell. Living, a 
vicarage in the archd. and dio. of Chester, rated 
at £11, and, in 1829, in tho putroiiago of the 
Rev. J. Baldwin. The church is a handsome 
structure, ded. to St Andrew. The roof is 
arched, and without pillars. The Faringdun 
family have a chapel and burying vault close to 
tho chancel. The Wesleyan Methodists have 
a place of worship here. Tho inhabitants 'are 
partly employed in various branches of the cot- 
ton manufacture. Hero is a free grammar- 
school, originally founded and endowed by 
Queen Elizabeth. The augmented endow- 
mont now yields about £27 per annum, and 30 
children are taught to 'road. Here is a national 
school for 110 boys and 70 girls, endowed with 
£180 per annum. Here are almshouses, with 
small endowments, for six poor persons. Here 
is also a savings bank. The petty sessions for 
the division are held here every fifth Monday.

LE YSDOWN, a parish in the liberty of 
the isle of Sheppey, lathe of Scray, co. of 
Kent Living, a discharge^ vicarage in the 
archd. and dio. of Canterbury, rated at £i0 
lOs., and in the patronage of the archbishop 
of Canterbury. Tho tAurch is a modem 
structure, ded. to St Clement Distance from 
Queenborough, 8 m. E. by S. Pop., in 180l» 
88; in 1831, 191. A. P., £1,555. 
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LEYTON (Low), a parhh in the hun- 
dred of Becoiitree, go. of Essex. It includes 
the chapelry of Leyionstone. This was the 
site of a Roman station, which Camden, Gale, 
null other antiquaries suppose to have been the 
Durditum, and its present name expresses its 
situation on the river Ley or Loa. The vil- 
lage stands on the western bank of that river, 
and ftonsists of a single long street extending 
along the road from Eppiiig to London. It 
contains some very good houses, and is lighted 
with gas. Living, a discharged vicarage in 
the archd. of Essex and dio. of London, rated 
at £1 ]2s., and, in 1829, in the patronage of 
J. Pardoe, Esq. The church is an old build- 
ing of brick, dcd. to St Mary, and consisting 
of it nave, clmiicol, north aislo, and western 
tower. It contains some interesting monu- 
ments, among which is ono to the celebrated 
traveller Mr John Wood. John Sirype, tho 
ecclesiastical historian and antiquary, was cu- 
rate and vicar of this parish during 68 years, 
and lies buried in the church. Here aro na- 
tional schools, schools of industry, and an en- 
dowed free school in which twelve boys receive 
gratuitous instruction. Hero are endowed 
almshouses for eight poor widows. The Inde- 
pendents and Wesle} an Methodists have places 
of worship here. Many nntiqiiitics— chiefly 
Homan— have been found in this parish. 
Among these aro i>avomcnts, foundations of 
buildings, an arched gateway, urns, and coins 
of various dates. Here was born Sir Thomas

LICHFIELD, 

A city and county of itself, locally situated in 
tho hundred of Offlow, co. of Staflbrd. It is 
situated in a flue valley, on a small stream 
which flows into the Trent, not far from tho 
site of the Roman station £toce(uin. It con- 
tains many handsome houses, and the streets 
are paved, and lighted with oil. Many rcspec.- 
tablo families live here, and the vicinity 
abounds in elegant country scats. Tho name 
is supposed to be derived from Saxon words 
signifying the field of the dead. Tradition 
points it out as the scene of tiio massacre of 
1000 Christians, in tho reign of l^iuclesiaii, 
and a field is yet known by tlic name of the 
Cbristian field. The following history of tho 
see of Lichflcld is taken from tho work of 
Bishop Tanner : — ** King Oswy is said to 
have built here, in the year of our Lord 656, 
or 667, n cathedral church for (ho bishop of tho 
Mercians. King Ofla, by the favour of Popo 
Adrian, got it madu an arcliiepiscopal see, 
A.D. 789, and accordingly a pall was sent to 
Eaduif, then bishop, whose province was to 
comprehend the kingdoms of Mercia and of 
the East Angles, being the bishopricks of 
Hereford, Worcester, Legaceasler, Sidnacens- 
ter, Elmham, and Donwich. But in 10 yeaiV 
time Lichfield lost tliis honour, and Its cliurch 
and diocese were again subjected to the metro- 
politan SCO of Canterbury. Not long after tlio 
conquest, tho town was so small as not to bo 
thought a decent place for the residence of a 
bishop, whereupon the see, A. D. 1075, was 
translated to Chester, and from thence, A.D. 
1102, to Coventry; but in a shor^ time tho 
bishops settled hero again, and Roger do Clin- 
ton about 1140, not only buUt a new cathedral 
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ehurc'h to the honour of St Mary and St Chad, 
but also restored and augmented the chapter. 
For the Lichfield annals assort that, in 822, 
Bishop Ethehvald placed here, under the go- | 
" vernment of a provost, 19 or 20 canons, half of j 
them priests and half deacons, and give us the I 
names of their distinct prebends. This ihoi 
Coventry writers are not willing to allow, but 
say that Bishop Clinton was the first that in- ; 
stituted any college of canons or prebendaries at I 
Lichfield, and that there were before his time ! 
belonging to this church only five priests, serv- 
ing the five chapels dependent thereon. But, 
however this was, there have been for several 
hundred years past, and still continue founded 
in this cathedral, a bishop, dean, precentor, 
chancellor, treasurer, the four archdeacons of 
Coventry, Stafford, Salop, and Derby, and 27 
prebendaries, besides five priests vicars, seven 
lay clerks, eight choristers, and other ollicers 
apd servants.” The castle of Lichfield, the | 
origin of which is involved in obscurity, was 
iho prison of Richard 11. on his way to the 
tower of London. During tho parliamentary 
war, Lichfield suffered much from its attach- 
ment to the royal cause, and was alternately in 
the hands of the parliamentary and royalist 
party. 

Municipal Government\ — Lichfield was first 
incorporated by Edward V I.| and constituted 
u county by Elizabeth. The present charter 
was granted by James I. This charter, dated 
Nov. ^th, 1664, directs ** that two bailiffs 
shall be annually elected by the brethren on St 
James* day; that tho senior bailiff shall be no* 
minnted by the bishop, keep a part of the seal, 
and be cscheator; that the iNiililfs, at tho expi- 
ration of their oilices, shall be justices of the 
peace for the succeeding year, and shall, toge- 
ther with the three bailifi's, hold courts of record 
weekly for tho recovery of debts under 40s., 
courts of quarter-session, and a weekly petty- 
scssion, also, in conjunction wiiii tho rest of the | 
corporation, occasional assizes fur the city and j 
county of the city, for the trial of capital offend- : 
ers ; shall have the use of fines and dues ; that : 
there shall bo 21 brethren elected from among 
the citizens, and so called to tiid and assist the 
bailiffs, ns tho common council of tho city; that 
the bailiffs, or any of the brethren, shall bo 
liaiblo to bo removed by a majority of tho body, 
and upon tho death or removal of any, others 
sliidl be elected by tho like authority.’* It em- 
powers the bailiffs and brethren to hold couils 
of gaiol delivery, to award judgment of death or 
other punishment, and also to elect a recorder, 
steward, and common clerk ; but none of these 
officers are to act without having first obtained 
tho approbation of the crown. They may also 
annually elect a sheriff, and any one refusing 
to act may be fined or imprisoned, and excluded 
from all the privileges of the city. The bur- 
gage tenants hold an annual oourt-lee^ at which 
constables are appointed. One of the br^ren 
nets ns coroner, and there are a sword-bearer, 
two scrgeaiits-nt-mace, and subordinate ofilcors. 
The juri^i(*tioi£^|M Bm. corporation does not 
extend over tho .dr the cathedral, where 
the dean and chljl^'lljsvo peculiar privileges. 


The freedom of the city is acquired by purcliavu 
or servitude, and inherited by tho eldest sous of 
freemen. The inc^pora^ companies are seven, 
viz. bakers, butchers, curriei-s, dyers, saddlers] 
smiths, and tailors. Tho city has returned two 
members to parliament since tho 49** Henry 
III. Under the reform act, two members ron- 
tiiuie to be returned for the city and C'nnwick 
commune; the number of new electors is about 
700. Tho voters under the former system 
were tho bailiffs, magistrates, burgage tenanls, 
freeholders to the amount of 40s. per niiiiiun, 
and enrolled freemen, call paying scot and lot. 
Tho number was not less than 1300. Hero is 
a guild-hall, with a gaol, and apartments fur 
the several courts. A theatre was erected in 
1790, and a good library has been established 
for many years. Races take place hi the viei- 
iiity in Alarch and September. 

Population^ ] — The population, in 1801, 
was 4712; in 1811, 6022; in 1821, 6073; and 
in 1831, 6499. About one half of tho inhabi- 
tants are employed in trade and inanufucturcs. 
Tuesday and Friday are market-days; fairs for 
entile, sheep, geese, cheese, and bacon, are held 
on January iOtli, Shruve-Tuesday, Ash- Wed. 
nesday. May 12th, and first Tuesday in No- 
vember. The Birmingham canal passes in the 
immediate vicinity. Lichfield is celebrated for 
its ale; and there are manufactures of carpels 
and sheeting. 

JCcclesiasticaL'ijffiiirs.^ — Lii'hfield is a bishop's 
see connected with Coventry, :ind is tho sole 
seat of the diocese, the buildings at Coventry 
having been destroyed. The chapter continues 
iho same as in the time of Tanner, from whose 
history wo have already quoted an account of 
tho establishment of the sec. The revenues of 
tho bishopric were valued, 26tli Henry VlH.i 
at £190 I7s. 6d. in the whole, and j£703 .3s. 
2d. clear; and the common revenues of tho 
chapter at <£436 10s. 3d. in the whole, and 
£275 13s. 2d. clear. The revenues of the 
bishop are at present rated at £639 17s. 3Ad. 
Tho diocese comprehends 537 parishes, .of 
which 230 are impropriate. It extends over 
tho county of Stafford — excepting the parishes 
of Bromo and Clent — the county of Derby, ibo 
greater part of the county of Warwick, and 
nearly the half of Salop. 

The cnthedrnl is supposed to have been 
erected about 667, during tho bishopric of Ju* 
ramnn. It was rebuilt in 700 by Bishop 
Headda, who dediohted it to St Chad, and 
removod his bones frohi Stowe church to Lich- 
field. Roger de Clinton erected a great part 
of the present builillng. Walter de Laiigtori 
built tho portion of it called St Mary’s chapel* 
as well as the cloisters; and at an expense of 
£2000, ho raised a shrine to tho memory of St 
Chad. The cathedral received great injury 
from the sieges of the town during the civil 
wars. Bishop Hacket repaired tho damage, 
which it then sustained; and, in the year 1788, 
it underwent a complete repair by private sub- 
scription, under the superintendence of Mr 
James Wyatt of London. The extent of the 
whole cathedral from east to west is 411 feet, 
Olid from north to south, 167. It is adorned 
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vtilh three elegant steeples, one in the centre of 
tilt; buiitling and 258 feet in height, and the 
uihcrs at the west end, 183 feet high. The 
western front was formerly enriched with the 
finest sculpture, from subjects of Scripture his* 
tory; but several of these were removed in 1749 
by order of the dean and chapter, and the rest 
liiive been much Injured by the gradual indu- 
eiice of time. On the summit of the roof, be- 
tween the two spires, is a statue of Charles II., 
who had contributed timber towards the repair 
of tlio church. It was the work of Sir VVillium 
Wilson, and is supposed to occupy the place of 
a more ancient one of Adam or of our Savi- 
our. The poitico of the cathedral is not ex- 
celled by 'any in llrilaiii, and contains the 
richest and lightest, sculpture. Within the 
porch are placed the Kvungelists, holding the 
Gospels in their hands. On the two sides are 
Moses and Aaron ; and in the centre, between 
the great doors, are the Virgin and child. 
These were formerly richly painted and gilt. 
The suuth and north entrances to the cathedral 
are very fine, particularly the north dour, which 
is rich in the most beautiful .siadpturcd mould- 
ing. Tlio roof of the cathedral was once 
covered with lead, for wliicli slates have been 
iuhstitiited. The body of the cathedral is lofty 
and spacious, siijiported by [dllars, formed by 
numerous slender columns with neat foliated 
capitals, TJie length of the body, from the 
great vvc.st door to the choir, is 213 feet, its 
breadth 153 feet, the breadth uf the aisles 6G 
feet, and the height of the nave GO feet. The 
upper rows of windows aro triangular. In- 
cluding three circles in each. Over the great 
west door is a magnificent carcular window', 
formed nt the expense of James, duke of York, 
in the reign of Charles II. Thu painted glass 
was the gift of Dean Addenhruoke, in 177G. 
There are many interesting monuments in this 
church. The principal are — one to Lauiiculut 
Addison, father of the great Addison ; one to 
Lady Mary Worlley Montague, reprt{.senting 
life goddess of beauty weeping over an urn; 
one to Garrick ; one to Dr Juliiisoii ; one, by 
Chantry, to tlio infant children uf Mrs Kobiii- 
son; and some of the older bishops, which 
escaped the injuries inilUled by the troops of 
the parliament. The choir and St Mary’s 
chapel were formerly separated by an elegant 
architectural screen, but during the late altera- 
tions the tw'o were thrown into one, St Mary’s 
chapel is uncommonly beautiful and magnifi- 
cent. It contains niiio window’s, three on each 
side and three at the end. The slender east 
windows are filled with painted glass, which 
Sir Brooke Boothby ptiiL-liased from the dis- 
solved abbey of Herckenrodc, in Uie bishopric 
of Liege. Sir Brooke transferred his purchase 
to the dean and chapter. It consisted of 340 
pieces, each 22 inches square, and the whole 
expense, including carriage and fitting up, 
amounted to jC 1,100. The centre window, on 
the same side, exhibits the resurrection, exe- 
cuted by Mr Egginton from a design by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds. The organ has 25 stops, 
and is considered a fine instrument Both sides 
of the choir are adorned with 25 stalls. The 


llbinry, founded by Dean Heywood, contains 
several valuable books and MSS. One of the 
latter is an ancient copy of the Valor of Popo 
Nicholas, in the time of Edward I. ; another 
is the Textus St or the gospels of Sf 

Chad, written in Saxon characters, and sup- 
posed to bo about 1000 years old. There is 
here also a Koran, which was taken from the 
Turks at the siege of Buda. To the Jiorth of 
St Mary’s chapel is a smaller chapel, in which 
two of the Mercian kings were buried. The 
bishop’s palacu stands at the north* east corner 
of the Close. It is a spatdous slono edifice, 
bearing the (Into 1G87, and llie arms of the 
bishopric. As llie bishops now reside at Ec- 
cleslinll ca.slle, this palace is generally occupied 
by tenants, and w'as long the residence of tho 
family of llio Sewards. The deanery-house 
stands to the west of the palaee, and the houses 
of the prebends are sitiiateil in diU'erent parts of 
the Close.” — Brewster’s Eiicyelopiedia. 

L/eiw^s.] — St Mary’s is a dischargod vic- 
arage, in the peculiar jurisiliclion and patronago 
of the dean and chapter of Lichfield, and rated 
at J^IO.— The living of St Chad's is a perpet- 
ual curacy, a peculiar of the dean and chajitor, 
nut ill cliurgo, returned at X89 10s., and in the 
patronage of the vh'ur of St Mary’s. Tiie 
church is an ancient striiclure. — Tlio living of 
St Michael’s is a perpetual curacy, a peculiar 
of the dean and chapter, not in charge, returned 
at .£91 I2s., and in tho patronage of the vktnr 
of St Mary’s. — The Indt'pendeiits, Kilhamites, 
liuinan Catholics, and Wesleyan Motliodlsts, 
havo places uf worship here. 

Sch(H)ls .] — Here is a free grammar school, 
founded by Edward VL Its income Is small, 
and there are but six scholars on the founda- 
tion, others being admitted on the payment of 
fees. Here arc other schools with nioderato 
endowments, and a iiationid and Biilish school 
for boys, suppoilwl by suhseriptioji. 

lievvvolcnt Institutions. ] — In this city is 
an hospital dedicated to St Juhi| the Bap- 
tist. It was foanderl in the feign of Henry 
ill. by the bishop of Lichfield, and has been 
enriched by subserpient benefactiuns. The an- 
nual revenue now amounts to £350, about £'150 
of which aro paid to tho master, who must be in 
pritLst’s orders, and is appointed by tlie bishop 
of Lichfield and Coventry. There are here a 
schoolmaster, (diuplaln, a matron, and 13 alms- 
men, who reside in tho house. Tho almsmen 
receivo 13s. 6d. each, weekly.— Hero is an 
hospital for 15 aged women, founded in 1424, 
and endowed by various benefactors. The in- 
come is about £'370, and the expenditure is 
nut so great, so that it is in contemplation to 
ixteiid tho benefits of tho cliarity.— Here are 
also a dispensary, and numerous bequests, pro- 
ducing upwards of £1000 per annum, for tho 
benefit of the poor. 

Here was a house of Grey friars. Some 
parts of the buildings yet remain. This was 
the birth-phace of Elias Ashmole, who founded 
at Oxford the library named after him ; of Dr 
Newton, bishop of Bristol ; and of Dr Samuel 
Johnson. Dr Darwin, author of the Zoono- 4 
mla, Botanic Garden, &c., practised hero ns a 
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uliysiciaii. Pislanro from London, 199 m. 
N. W. by N. 

LICKHILL, a hamlet in the parish of i 
Kidderinlnslcr, co. of Worcester. 

LIDllIlOOK, a hamlet in tho parish of 
English- Hicknor, co. of Gloucester. Here are 
extensive iron and tin works. The iiaptists 
have a pla*’o of worship here. Coal is brought 
by a railway from tho forest of Dean. 

JilDDIARD-MILLIGENT, a parish in 
iiic huiuirod of Higliworth, Cricklade, and 
Staple, CO. of Wilts. Living, a rectory in the 
arcUil. of Wills and dio. of Salisbury, rated at

J’o).., in 1801, 300i in 1831, 406. A. P., 
.£4,016. 

LIUDIAIID-TREGOOZE, a parish in 
llie liuiida'd of Kingsbridge, co. of Wilts. Liv- 
ing, a rectory in the archd. of Wilts and dio. 
of Salisbury, rated at ^10 5s. 8d., and, in 
|S29, in tho patronage of G. Watson Taylor, 
lOsq. The church is an ancient structure, ded. 
to All Saints, consisting of a nave, two side 
aisles, and a chmicel, and containing many cu- 
rious nioiiumeiits and inscriptions. Near the 
church is iJiu seat of Lord Boliiigbrokc.

LINCOLN, 

A city and county in itself, locally situated in 
tho county of Lincoln. It appears to have 
been a fortified place of tho ancient Britons, 
and under tho Romans it w*as tho site of a sta- 
tion called Lindum Coloniaf through which the 
Krmine-sircct passed. Part of tho original 
structures of the Roman fott yet remains, in a 
gateway of three arches called Ncwpoit gate. 
AAcr the decline of tho lloman power in 
Britain, Lincoln became capital of the Saxon 
kingdom of Mercia. It was tho scene of many 
(^onflicts^ first between the original Britons and 
Saxons, and afterwards between tho latter and 
the Danes. A castle was erected here by 
William the Conqueror, and several raoiiarchs 
resided occasionally here. In 1140, the castle 
was taken by the partizans of Matilda, who 
were besieged hero by Stephen, but relieved by 
the duke of Gloucester, who took Stephen 
prisoner. King John reccivod here the hom- 
age of David of Scotland, and was subse- 
quently besieged here by his turbulent barons, 
whom he succeeded for a considerable time in 
repelling by tho aid of the townsmen. It was 
finally taken by Gilbert de Gaunt The castle 
: afterwards l)Grame the property of the cele- 
brated John of Gaunt Parliaments were 
^ held here by Edward L, II., and III. Dur- 
’ ing the civil war, the inhabitants of Lincoln 
embraced the royal cause, and suffered consid- 
erably from the attacks of the parliamentary 
armies. 

J>escrt*p^tbn.]-^Thetown is seated on the 
. hank of the river Witham, partly on a rising 
ground which is crowned by the cathedral, and 
partly along the valley below. The streets are 
'paved, lighted with las, and contain many 
i'cs;>ectable houses. The river is crossed by 
Bevecal bridgra, and a. supply of water is ol^ 
biined partly from wellii and partly from pub- 
lic conduits. Here are some remains of the 
<*45110 and the palace of John of Gaunt. Here 
le the county gaol erected oii the site of part ef 
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the castle, and constructed w itk great jiidgment 
on the plan of Mr Howard. The new county 
hall is an elegant structure, erected in 1823 at 
ah expense of £40,000. The guildhall was 
erected on the site of an ancioiit structure in 
the reign of Richard II. Its general aapei;t 
is pleasing, and some of tho carved oniuineiits 
are very well executed. Here are several ex- 
cellent libraries and newsrooms, nssembl}- 
rooms, and a theatre. Races are hold in tho 
vicinity in September.

In 1351, the staple of cloths, lead, and leather, 
were given to this town, but manufactures have 
not flourished here. There is a considerable 
trade In corn, which is greatly facilitated by 
the improved state of the Fosse dyke, a Ro- 
man canal which forms a communication be- 
tween the rivers Witham and Trent The 
market day is Friday, when corn, butter, but-

Municipal Government, The town is 

goveriiod under a charter of Charles I.» (htted 
1628, and was erected into a separate county by 
Goorgo I., including a district within 20 miles 
around. The corporation (M)nsists of a mayor, 

12 aldermen, 2 sherifls, 4 coroners, 26 fx>m- 
mon-councilincn, and 4 chamberlains. Those 
are assisted by a recoj-der, town-clerk, and other 
officers. The mayor is a justice of the poacla^ 
and continues so for life. He holds bis office x 
lor n year, and tho senior alderman is usually 
Appointed. The freedom of the city is ob- 
tained by servitude, purchase, or gift, and de- 
scends to ail sons of freemen. The corporation 
holds quarterly courts of session, weekly petty 
sessions, and a court of retwrd every second 
week. The assizes for the county, the petty 
sessions for the parts of Kesteven, and those 
for the parts of Lincoln aro held here. A 
court of requests for the recrovery of debts un- 
der 40s., is held by oominissioiiers appointed 
under an act of the 24th George II. The city 
rctunis two members to parliameut. Tiio 
number of voters under tlie Reform act, is 
above 700, The former voters were the free- 
men genarally,— 'Upwards of 1200 in number. 
The 4i0a. freeholders in Uus city vote for the 
parts of Lindsey. 

Ecdeuaotical Lincoln was made 

an episcopal see by William Rufus, In 1085. 

** A slioit time before this,” says Matthew 
Pari^ ^ he had given the bishopric of Dorches- 
ter to Remigius; but it displeased that bishop 
to have so intwiiriderible a town assigned him 
for his see, when in tho same diocesf^wos tl»e 
city of Lincoln, so much more worthy to be 
ao episixipul residence ; wlierufore, having frhr- 
chased some lands on tlie top of that hill, he 
built a church on tlint spot Aiid oUhougli 
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tlio archbishop of York asserted that the city 
belonged to his diocese, Remigius made little 
account of his claim, and pursued the work he | 
had so commenced with such diligence, that he 
completed it, and filled it with a clergy most 
approv^ for doctrine and morals.*’ The dio- 
cese originally comprehended part of the pre- 
sent see of Ely, and those of Oxford and 
Peterborough; the first being taken away by 
Henry II., and the .others by Henry VIII. 
The chapter consists of the bishop, dean, pre« 
contor, chancellor, subdean, 6 archdeacons, 52 
prebendaries, 4 vicars, 8 vicars choral, with an 
organist, 7 poor clerks, 8 choristers, chauntors, 
&c. ** The revenues of this bishopric were 

valued, 26ih Henry VJII., at £2fi95 12s. 5d. 
in the whole, and at ;€I,962 17s. 4d. clear; 
but a great many of the old manors and estates 
having been granted from the bishopric, it is 
now rated at only ^830 188. Id., and the divi- 
dend money of the chapter at j£546 2 s. 6 d.** — 
Tanner's Not. Mon. The cathedral is dedi- 
cated to St Mary. It is situated near the cas- 
tle on the summit of the hill, and is a superb 
specimen of the early style of English archi- 
tecture, with a mixture of Norman. At the 
west end arc two towers 180 feet in height, and 
a massive stiuare tower rises from tho intersec- 
tion of the nave, and transepts to the altitude 
of 270 feet. Tho whole length of tho struc- 
ture is 26 j feet, the extreme breadth 222 feet 
The interior is uncommonly rich, and contains 
many specimens of most elaborate carving, 
especially tho bishop’s throne and prebendal 
stalls. There are several small, but exqui- 
sitely beautiful chapels, and tlie cloisters re- 
main nearly entire. The library and chapter- 
house, especially the latter, are well worthy of 
attention as elegant pieces of architecture. This 
chureh was formerly very wealthy, and afforded 
n largo plunder in gold, silver, and precious 
stones, to Henry VIII. The interior con- 
tains numerous monuments. In tho north- 
wcslern tower hung one of the largest bells in 
England, called * Groat Tom of Lincoln’, 
which was unfortunately broken in 1831 while 
under repair. 

The diocese of Lincoln contains 1380 pa- 
rishes Of tlie episcopal palace there are some 
remains, as also of the ancient monastery to 
which the cathedral was attached. 

Livings, ^c.]->Lincoln was anciently di- 
vided into 52 parishes, 34 of which lost their 
Quiches previous to the reign of Edwaid VL 
The following are at present in existence: they 
are all in the archdeaconry and diocese of Lin- 
coln.— .St Benedict's is a curacy not in charge, 
endowed with £ 2000 , in the patronage of the 
prebendary of North Kelsey; the church pre- 
wnls some ancient Norman architecture.»-St

£800, not in chargp. The church is in ruins. 
The precentor of Lincoln is patron. — St Mar- 
tin’s is a discharged vicarage, rated at £4 13s. 
4d., and in the patronage of the prebendary of 
the same.— St Mary’s in Wigford is a dis- 
charged vicarage, rated at £6 3s. 9d. The 
church Is in the Norman styles and the patron- 
age belongs to the prebendary of Gretton 

St Mary Magdalen's in the Close and Bail is 
a discharged rectory, rated at £5, and in the 
patronage of tho dean and chapter.— St Mich- 
ael’s on the Mount is a perpetual curacy not in 
charge, endowed with £1,800, and in the pa< 
trunago of the precentor of Lincoln. — St 
Nicholas in Newport Is a vicarago not in 
charge, in the patronage of the dean and 
chapter. The church is in ruins.— St Paul's 
in the Bail is a discharged rectory, rated at 
£2 69 . lOd. The archdeacon of Lincoln is 
patron.— St Peter's at Arches is a discharged 
rectory, rated .it £5 12 s. 8 ^. The church is 
a modern structure, and tho patronage belongs 
to the crown. — St Peter's in Eastgate is a per- 
petual curacy, to w'hich, in 1778, that of St 
Margaret was added, endowed with £<U)0, and 
in the patronage of the precentor of Lincoln. 
— St Petei-’s at Goat’s is a discharged curacy, 
endowed with £1600. Tho church is an an- 
cient Norman structure, and the precentor of 
Lincoln is patron.— St Swithin’s is a perpetual 
curacy, endowed with £ 1000 , and in the pa- 
tronage of tho precentor of Lincoln.— The pa- 
rishes of All Saints Bracebridge, All Saints 
Branston, All Saints Canwick, and St Mi* 
cbael Waddington, aro within the county of 
the city. In the city are the nominal vicar- 
ages of All Saints, St Andrew’s, St Mary 
Cratchpool, and the Holy Cross, which ap- 
pear to have merged into other livings, as they 
have neither parishes nor endowments. In a 
similar condition is tho curacy of St Bartho- 
lomew’s. Tho Baptists, Society of Friends, 
Huntingdonians, Independents, Wesleyan Me- 
tiiodists, Roman Catholics and Unitarians have 
places of worship here. 

Schools, g-c.]— Here is an ancient free gram- 
mar school in which about 25 boys receive grap 
tuitous instruction. Here are also a blue coat, 
Jersey, free, and national schools, well sup- 
ported by endowment or subscription. About 
600 children receive education in these estab- 
lishments. Hero are a county hospital,, gen- 
eral dispensary, lunatic asylum, Dorcas sod-' 
oty, &r., generally very well supported. There 
are also various endowments for the benefit of 
the poor. 

Leland says, “ Where the -deaiie of Lyn- 
colne’s howse is, in' the Minstar Close of Lyn- 
colne and thereabout, was a monasterye of 
nunes afbre the time that Remigius began the^ 
new mynstar of Lyncolno.” Tanner say^--' 
** Here were also a Gilbejtine priory dedicated 
to St Catherine^ a Benedictine, cell Hedirated 
to St Mary Mhgdalene, the priory of 8 t Bar- 
tholomew, Cantilupe coUMe, the hospitals of 
Beningwoith, St Giles, ue Holy Innoesots, 
Bt hfary, the Holy SepiiOchre, and houses of 
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Justin, Black, Grey, oiul White friars; and 
in one of the suburbs of this city was a house 
of friars de Sacco." The duke of Newcastle 
takes the title of earl from this city. Distance 
from Loitdoii, 132 m. N. by W. 

LINCOLNSHIRE, 

A maritime county on the eastern coast of 
Kiigland. It is bounded on tho north and 
north-west by tho county of York, from which 
it is in a great measure separated by the Hum- 
ber and its estuary ; on the west by the county 
of Nottingham ; on the south-west by Leicester 
and ilutlund ; and on the south by the counties 
of Northampton and Cambridge. The Ger- 
man ocean sweeps round it on the east, and the 
general form of the whole county resembles 
that of a semicircular area, the circular portion 
being washed by the sea. It extends from 
52" W to 63« 5V lat. N., and from IS' E. 
long, to I*’ 3^ W. long. Its extreme length is 
about 70 m., its breadth 45, and its circum- 
ference 260, and it comprchciid.s an area vari- 
ously computed at from 2747 to 2814 square 
miles. The number of acres is variously esti- 
mated between 1,758,000 and 1,893,100. It 
has been calculated that about 473,000 acres 
exist as inclosed, marsh, and fen land; 200,000 
as commons, wastes, and unembanked salt 
marshes; 268,000 of (xnnmon Acids; 25,000 
of woodlands; and 927,120 of inclosed upland. 
Aixrurdiiig to tho division of Mr Young, it 
consists of 234,680 acres of wolds, 178,400 
heath, 776,960 lowland, and 718,880 miscel- 
laneous. As these returns are now rather old, 
and as, from tho Inclosure of commons and 
(iraiiiiiig of fens, many nltcrnlions arc gradu- 
ally progressing, they are not to bo relied on as 
exhibiting an uccuruto picture of the state of the 
county at the present moment. 

Divisions, Ifc.] — Lincoln forms part of the 
province of Canterbury and dio. of Lincoln. 
It is divided into tho arohdeacoiirics of Lin- 
coln and Stow, and contains 305 rectories, 2S4 
vicarages, and 70 perpetual curacies. The 
nmhdeacoiiry of Lincoln comprehends the dean- 
eries of Aswardhum cum Latford, Aveland, 
Beltisloe, Bolingbroke, Caiidleshoe, Calcoworth, 
Gartrce, Grantham, Oraffo, Grimsby, Hill, 
Holland, Homcastle, Lincoln, Longobovey, 
Loveden, Louth-Eske, Ness, Stamford, Walsh- 
croft, Wraggoe, and Yarborough. That of 
Stow comprises tho deaneries of Aslacoe, Cor- 
* ringh&m, Lawress, and Manley. 

The great civil divisions of the county are 
called narfs, respectively, of Lindsey, Kesteven, 
and Holland. The parts of Lindsey extend 
^rom the sea to the borders of Nottingham, and 
from the river Witham to the Humber, com- 
prehending a space nearly equal to half the 
<^unty. This division comprehends the city 
‘And county of the city of Lincoln, 16 hundred^ 
^ sokes, 19 market-towns, and 431 villngesi 
The hundreds or wapentakes are those of As- 
hicoe, Bradley- Haverstoe^ Calcewortb, Candle- 
shoe, Corringham, Gartree, Hill, Lawress, 
^w.Rske, Ludborough, Manley, Walshcrofi^ 
Well, Wraggoe, and Yaitorougb. The aokee 


are those of Bolingbroke and Horneastle.— Tho 
division of Kesteven forms the south-westeni 
portion of the county; it is bounded on the 
north and north-east by the river Witham ; on 
the cast by the parts of Holland ; on the south 
by the river Welland ; and on the west by the 
counties of Nottingham, Leicester, and Rut- 
land. It contains nino wapentakes, the town 
of Stamford, tho town and soke of Grantham, 
seven market-towns, and 190 villages. The 
hundreds are Aswardhum, Aveland, Beltisloe, 
Boothby-Grnffo, Flaxwdl, Langoe, Loveden, 
Ness, and Winnibriggs with Threo. — Tho 
parts of Holland are bounded on the north by 
the division of Lindsey ; on the west by that of 
Kesteven; on the south by the counties of 
Cambridge and Northampton ; and on the east 
by the sea, and contains three wapentakes, with 
the town of Boston. The wapentakes are thoso 
of Elioc, Kirton, and Skirbcck. The county 
contains one city, which returns two members 
to parliament, the market-towns and boroughs 
of Boston, Grantham, Grimsby, and Stamford, 
each of which returns two inembeix; and the 
market-towns of Alford, Bailuii-npon- Humber, 
Bolingbroke, Bourne, Caistor, Doniiingtoii, 
Epworth, Falkinghnm, Gainsborough, G'and- 
ford-bridgo, Holbeach, Horneastle, Kirton, 
Louth, Market- Deeping, Market- Raison, Slea- 
ford, Spalding, Spilsby, Long Sutton, Swines- 
head, Tattersall, Waintleet, and Wrngby. F'our 
members of parliament are returned for tho 
county under the reform act. The two for tho 
parts of Lindsey are elected at Lincoln ; and 
the two for tho parts of Kesteven and Holland 
at Sleaford. There are 630 parishes in this 
county, which are all in the iirohdeaconry and 
diocese of Lincoln and province of Canterbur}'. 
The county is within the midland circuit, and 
has 1 10 acting magistrates, who hold quarter- ^ 
sessions at Boston, Bourne, Falkinghnm, Klr- 
toii, Louth, and Spilsby. 

l^ojndation.] — The population of the coun- 
ty, ill 1801, was 215,500, in 50,904 fami- 
lies; 29,681 of which were employed in agri- 
culture, and 13,184 in trade and manufactures. 
The population was thus 15 to the square mile. 

In 1811, tho population was 237,891 ; in 1821, 
283,058; and in 1831, 317,244. 

Physical Features ^ — The natural divisions 
of the county are the wolds, heaths, and fens. 
Mr Young computes the wolds to extend over 
234,880 acres. They are ridges of hills, of no 
great altitude, but, from tho flatness of a large 
portion of the coun^, sometimes commanding 
extensive views. l!^liey extend from near Bar- 
ton-on- Humber, southward, to Spilsby, running 
into two parallel lines, at the distance of eight 
miles, the country between being uneven. A 
range of hills, passing from north to south in a 
straight line, in the meridian of the city of 
Lincoln, is called the heaths. The fens are 
partly in the district of Kesteven, but chiefly 
in that of Holland. The greatest division of 
the fenny country is the marsh. This Is an 
extensive tract of land, lying on tho sea ooasl> 
to the east of the wolds, varying in breadth 
from eight to ten miles, and protected by em- 
bankments from the encroachments of the sea* 
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It extends over the greater part of the const, 
nnd has been at various times embanked and 
cultivated, nnd new constitutes one of the most 
fertile parts of the kingdom. Other extensive 
fens ai-e Deeping fen, near Market- Deeping; 
Holland fen and West fen, within six miles of 
Boston; East fen, near Wafnfleet; an exten- 
sive tract ill the hundred of Langoe, extending 
along the risver Witham ; the Ancliolme level, 
extending along the river of that name for at 
least ten miles; and the isle of Axholme, a 
large space included between the rivers Don 
and Trent at the noith-westem angle of the 
county. Of these fens many poitibns have 
been brought under cultivation, the v\ater being 
carried oil' in ditches, terminating in larger 
fosses called dyAes, some of which are so large 
as to be navigable by barges. The Deeping fen 
appeal's to have been partly improvetl even be- 
fore the conquest, nnd there are remains of an- 
cient enibankmeiits on the coast, attributod to 
the Uomuns. The draining of the isle of 
Axholme commenced in the reign of Edward 
I., and at various periods large portions of land 
have been brought under cultivation. In the 
middle of last century the drainage was com- 
jdeted, and the whole extent of land gained is 
17,197 acres. In the parish, of Long Sutton, 
luid ill Spalding, Moulton, Wlialpole, Hol- 
bcach, and Godiiey, 15,331 acres of salt marsh 
have been reclaimed, la Deeping fen 15,000 
acres have been . drained ; in Holland fen, 
22,iX)0; ill Alnwick fen, 1097; in the fenny 
district, extending along the Witham near Lin- 
coln, about 20 or SO square miles have been 
lecoverod ; and in East and West fens upwards 
of 30,000 acres ; the value of which is rated nt 
two millions, while the expense was not more 
than j£400,000. The whole extent of land 
gained by embankment and draining in this 
coiMity is estimated at 180,000 acres; and there 
still remains much to bo done, especially in the 
distrU-t railed South Holland, where not less 
than 100,000 acres remain in the state of fens 
or salt marsh. Tho climate is in genesal cold 
and damp, and much rain falls, especially dur- 
ing the prevalence of east and north winds, in 
summer. Agues are common in the fenny 
districts, hut become less frequent everywhere, 
ill proportion as the land is brought under cul- 
tivation. 

Soil] — The soil varies considerably in dif- 
ferent parts of the county. Sandy loam, with 
a substratum of sandstone, is common in the 
heatli division; sand and sandy loam, with 
chaJk, in the wolds. The marsh land is in 
some places exceedingly rich, in others it con- 
sists of a cold stiff clay. Tho isle of Axbolme 
presents the most fertile soil in England, con- 
sisting of black loam and other rich earths, with 
a substratum of imperfect plaster.stone. Vari- 
ous depees of sandy and loamy soils are to be 
met with in different parts of the county. Peat, 
deep sandy loam, and rich soapy blue clay, are 
found in the fens» What is called the soai, ie 
the subterraneous water which usually appears 
at the depth of a few feet below the surface, 
and ill the vicinity of the sea is salt. In dry 
aeusuus, the porous mass from which this flows 


absorbs the moisture of (he siirfhce, and < auses 
vegetation to suffer from want of moisture, 
even in places which were once fens, and are 
stUl liable to inundation from their situakion 
under high water-mark. It ought to have been 
moiitioncd before, that during heavy rains these 
lands are often under water, from the quantity 
being too great to pass off by the sluices during 
tho short period that these can remain open. 

Sea Cottst ^] — The sea coast of Lincoln is 
generally low, and tho distance between high 
and low water mark is sometimes not less than 
two miles. ** There are many banks called 
chain-huts, which are dry nt low water;. these 
are composed of roots, trunks, and branches ot 
trees, intermixed with leaves of aquatic plants. 
The trees are chiefly birch, fir, and oak; trunks 
of great trees are likewise found in the fens. 
These circumstances prove that not only tho 
fenny pait of the county, but also the coast, has 
undergone considerable changes. Li some parts 
the sea has gained on the land, and in other 
paiis it has retired. Wrangle, in the wapen- 
taku of Skirbeck, in the division of Holland, 
now u village between two and three miles from 
the sea, was a port in the time of Edivard HI., 
and sent one ship to tho siege of Calais in 1340. 
Wuinfleet, at the same period, sent two, and 
indeed continued a haven of consiilerablu im- 
portance, till the stream which flowed near it 
was diverted towards Boston. On the other 
hand, the sen has encroached near Skegticsso ; 
this is now a village, but formerly was n large 
walled town.. According to Lelaiid, walls, town, 
church and all, were eaten up by lire sea.’* 

Jiivers ,] — The principal rivers of Lincoln- 
shire are the Trent, Welland, WUhuin, and 
Ancholme. — The Trent touches the county 
near Newton>iipon- Trent, just where it is 
joined by the Dike, which connects it with the 
Witham. It runs along the border of the 
county in a direction duo north, passing Gains- 
borough, as fur as East Stockwitli, a distance 
of 15 miles. Continuing nearly the same di- 
rec'tion, it passes on the one side the wapentakes- 
of Corringham and Manley, and on the other 
the isle of Ancholme, anil fulls Into the upper 
part of (he estuary of the Humber. Consider- 
able vessels ran ascend to Gainsborough, and 
barges as far as its junction with the Dike, 
which is further navigable to Lincoln.— The 
Welland first touches the county near Stam- 
ford, near tho point where the counties of Lin- 
coln, Rutland, nnd Northampton meet, bounds 
the county as fur ns Market-Deeping, turns to • 
the north-west, nnd finally debouches in tho 
Wash, to the south of Boston. — The Ancholme 
rises In the wolds, to the west of Market- Rni- 
seu, and after running westward for a few 
miles turns to the north, and runs towards the 
Humber, Into which it falls. It passes Gland- 
ford-bridge, and has been rendered navUgable 
to Blshop*s-bridge, a distance of 8 miles flrom* 
its source. The artificial cut sometimes fol* 
lows and sometimes leaves the natural, course 
of the river. It gives off a brand; of & m* 
length, coiled the Caistor canal.— The WUham 
rises on the borders of the counties of Lincoln 
aud 'Rutland, near South Witham. It runa 
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noith to Grantham, whence H turns to the west, 
iippronrhlng the bonier of Nottingham. From 
Long Bennington it bends northward, and runs 
parallel to the high grounds as far as Lincoln, 
where it passes to the eastward through an in- 
terruption in the ridge of hills, and by a sweep 
towards (he south-east reaches Boston, below 
wbirh it falls into the sea. This river is gen- 
erally shallow, but it has been deepened to fa- 
cilitate the escape of the water from the fenny 
countries through which it passes. From Bos- 
ton to near Tatteraall the channel is entirely 
artidciul, and the whole is navigable for small 
vessels to Lincoln. 

Cano/s.^ There are several canals in this 
county. The most ancient canal in England 
is the Foss-dyke, which was dug by the Ro- 
mans as a drain to protect the low countries 
from the water flowing from the heaths. In 
the reign of Heniy I. it was enlarged and ren- 
dered navigable, and connected the rivers 
Witliam and Trent It fell into decay, and 
k was uiinnvigable from accumulation of sand, 
” when Mr Ellis of Thorne, in the middle of 
last century, obtained a lease of it, and effected 
its restoration. It was finally repaired in 1826, 
and now completes the communication between 
In'ncoliishiro and the cliniii of inland naviga- 
tion connected with the Trent and Ouse.— A 
canal extends from Sleafoi*d to the river Witham. 
—The Grantham canal runs from that town to 
the Trent, near Holme In Nottinghamshire, a 
distance of 30 m., with n fall of HB feet It was 
finished in 1790, at an expense of 4^*100,000. 
— From Uomcnstle a canal runs 10 m. south 
to tlio river Witham. — The Louth canal runs 
due north from that town, and is partly formed 
ill the channel of tho river Lecd, with which 
it joins the sea aOcr a course of 11 m. 

Tho roads of greatest importance 
are— that from London to Hull, which runs 
in nearly a right line northwards from Market- 
Deeping to Barton-on- Humber. It passes 
Bounie, Folkingham, Sleaford, Lincoln, where 
it 'joins the ancient Ermyn-street, and Gland- 
fuid-bridge ; the road from London to Edin- 
burgh passes through about 12 m. of the south- 
western part of the county. 

Animals, ^c.]— Of mineral products Lincoln- 
shire presents little variety, and the substratum ' 
is chiefly alluvial. Blue marl has been found 
in small quantities ; chalk exists in the wolds, 
and sandstone In the heathy district.— Of ani- 
, inals, the greatest variety is in birds, chiefly 
aquatic ; which, however, the draining of the , 
fens has contributed to drive away. Wild 
ducks are numerous, and are much sought af- ' 
ter, being taken in what are called decoys. 

The most considerable and numerous decoys 
ere in the Holland division of this county. 
They aire^formed of pools surrounded by woods, 

, and from tljese pools there are small drains 
called pipes^ * When the proper season arrives 
they are inclosed by nets^ and by means of a 
decoy bird the wild fowl are induced to enter 
the pool through a drain thus covered : when 
they have entered the channel the net is drawn, 
&ad they are inclosed and taken. Tho general 
season for catching is fVom the end of October 


to February. The decoys of Lincolnshire sup- 
ply the market of London with wild fowl ; the 
number taken is said to be immense; it is said 
that 10 decoys in tlte West fen, during one 
winter, supplied 31,200.’’ 

^pnenbure.]- The agriculture of Lincoln- 
shire has long been celebrated. There are 
some largo estates, but many farmers work 
their own ground from four to five hundred 
acres in extcMit. The land is chiefly freehold, 
except in the low districts, and leases are not 
common. The arable land (orms a small pro- 
portion of the county. Wheat, oats, barley, 
hemp, woad, rape, cabbages, turnips, and snin- 
frin, are the principal crops, but no rotation 
seems to be generally practised. Onions are 
raised to a great extent in the isle of Axholmo, 
and under favourable circumstances, yield a 
return of £60 an acre. Wheat yields 3^ quar- 
ters, barley but neither are of the first qua- 
lity ; the produce of outs average (>^ quarters, 
and is of excellent quality. Beans yield 3^ 
quarters an acre, and sainfrin yields a plentiful 
crop, lasting from 9 to 14 years. Along with 
tho artificial grasses, the various species of tre- 
foil are much cultiTated. The grazing lands 
of Lincolnshire are uncommonly rich, and very 
extensive. Tho short-homed Lincolnshire, and 
the long-horned Leicestershire cattle, are bred 
here to groat advantage, chiefly for the butcher. 
There are no proper dairy farms, except per- 
haps a very few in tho vicinity of the larger 
tow'ns. Oxen are frequently employed in hus- 
bandry. The sheep are chiefly of the large 
Lincoln and Leicestershire breeds ; their num- 
ber is said to be near two millions and a half. 
Hogs are numerous, and tho breed is improv- 
ing. The horses are remarkably flne, and are 
chiefly sold in tho markets of Yorkshire. 
Many extensive rabbit-w'arrens exist, but aite 
generally on tho decline, the rick land of olrt 
rabbit-warrens having been found very advan- 
tageous for tillage. Geese are also bred to a 
large extent, chiefly for tho sake of their fea- 
thers; and the shameful practice of livc-pluck- 
Ing prevails very generally. Drainage, manur- 
iiig, paring, and burning, are practised with 
great success. ** The most singular and bene- 
ficial mode of improvement practised in Lin- 
colnshire Is warping i this may be shoi-tiy 
described as permitting tho tide to flow over 
the land at high, and letting it off at low', 
water. The water of the tides that come up 
the Ouse, Trent, Don, and other rivers which 
form the Humto, is extremely muddy; by 
permitting these waters to flow over the land 
and remain there till the returning tide carries 
them off, the soil will be raised in the course of 
one summer from 6 to 16 inches ; and this de- 
posited soil is of the richest quality, consisting 
of argillaceous and siliceous earth, with a very 
large proportion of mucilage. In order to warp 
land, a canal Is made from the river, with a 
sluice at tho mouth ; and that the water may 
be of a proper depth on the land to be warped, 
and also to prevent Us flowing over the adjoin- 
ing lands, banks are raised round the flelds that 
are to be warped. Hence, it will be evident 
that the exiieiiso Is very great, but the wonder- 
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All fciiilily thus bestowed on the lands folly 
compeiisates It.”— Edinburgh Encydopfledla, 
Voi. xiii. 

Scarcely any manufactures exist 
ill the county of Lincoln. Flax and hemp are 
dressed and spun at various places, but not to 
any important extent. 

Foot i2«/«.]---In 1776, the poor rates of 
this county amounted to J035,632; in 1803, 
they had risen to ^145,818, being raised by a 
rate of 38. 7d. in the pound of actual rent. In 
the latter year 1112 persons were relieved in 
work-houses, at an expense of ^14,936. Out 
of work-houses 20,824 persons received assist- 
ance, at the averago expense of £4i 10s. 7d. 
each. Thus, 9 per cent, of the population were 
in the receipt of charity. In 1815, the poor 
and other rates amounted to i:226,907 18s. 
2|d. ; in 1827, to i-214^760, of which £107,987 
12s. was applied to the relief of the poor. Some 
years ago, about 4 per cent, of tho population 
were connected with fi ieudly societies. 

Churches ,'] — The ecclesiastical edifices in 
this county are in general remarkably fine; no 
county in the kingdom containing so large a 
number of islegant churcbes. The author of 
one of tho histories of this county thus de- 
scribes them : — ** It is a remarkable circum- 
stance, that the most splendid edifices which 
adorn this district, w'ere erected chiefly in its 
lowest and most fenny situations, where all 
coininunication must formerly have been, and 
indeed to this day is, extremely difficult. The 
most beautiful ecclesiastical edifices are in the 
cli&ti’icts of Kesteveii and Holland; those in 
the division of Lindsoy, (with the exception of 
Lincoln cathedral,) are in general inferior, but 
In the north-eastern part of Lindsey, a low flat 
tract, there are several churches of elegant 
and rich architecture. Tho date of them is 
from tho reign of Edward IIL to that of 
Henry VJII. ; they are built of excellent 
materials, and, with only two exceptions, their 
form and character vary very little. In tho 
central part of Kosteven most of the churches 
are ndornod with lofty spires ; in the northern 
and southern parts with towers; their general 
date is from the l3th to the 15th century. 
Many of these are excellent specimens of an- 
cient English architecture. In tlio district of 
Holland, however, the ecclesiastical architec- 
ture of tho county appears in its richest stylo, 
and with the greatest abundance. In this fenny 
district are the churcbes of Boston, Gosber- 
toii. Pinchbeck, Spalding, Holbeach, Geding, 
Long- Sutton, Croyland, &c. , all of which are 
celebrated for magnificence or beauty. As at 
the period of their erection, Holland was a com- 
plcto fen, accessible in many parts only by 
water, it was necessary to lay artificial founda- 
tions of piles, or planks of wood, or different 
layers of earth and stone; and yet such was 
the care and skill of the architects, that not- 
withstanding all these difliculties, few of tho 
^urches have swerved from the perpendicular.” 
See ^No- S utton, Cboylano, &c. 

Iliatory .] — This county formed in ancient 
times a portion of the tenritory of the Coritani, 
and was Included In the province of the Ro- 


mans, called Britannia Prima. The Romans 
had several stations: Ad Ahum supposed at 
Winterton, AquU at Aukborough, BanovaUium 
at Homcastle, CauaentuB at Ancoster, Croco. 
eolana at Brough, Liindum, and Lincoln, and 
Vainona at Wainfleet. It Is crossed by tho 
Ermin-street, the Fosse- way, and the Salt-w'ay. 
The Ermin-street runs from south to north in 
nearly a right line through the county, passing 
Lincoln. Various remains of Roman build, 
ings are mentioned under the articles Scamp- 
ton, Torksey, Stow, Gainsborough, &c. The 
county formed a part of the Anglo-Saxon 
kingdom of Mercia. It suffered much from 
the inroads of the Danes, who hold possession 
of it for a long time, till expelled in 941 by 
Edward the Elder. It has since been fre- 
quently mentioned in history, especially in tho 
reigns of John and Charles 1. ; but no parti- 
cular event demands attention in a work like 
the present. 

The family of Bertie takes the title of carl 
from tho parts of Lindsey ; that of Fox, the 
title of baron from tho division of Holland.

A canal 
has been carried from Liskeard to Looe, and 
proves of considerable advantage to traders. 
Saturday is market-day, and great markets are 
held on Shrove-Tuesday, the day after Palm- 
Sunday, and the Monday after St Nicholas’ 

day. Fairs for horses, oxen, sheep, and doth, 
are held on Holy Thursday, August l6ih, 
September 21st, and October 2d. 

The town has been incorporated from a re- 
mote period. It is now governed under a 
charter of Elizabeth, by a mayor, recorder, 
eight burgesses, and a number of- freemen, with 
constables, sergeants- at-m ace, &c. Within the 
borough the mayor and recorder act as justices 
of the peace. A court of pleas fur any debts is 
held every third week, and sessions are held 
twice a-year. The pctty-sessioiis for the east- 
ern division of the hundred are held hero 
monthly. 

The borough returned two members to par- 
liament from the 23d of Edward I. to the 2d 
William IV. The mayor and corporation, in 
all about 40 persons, alone possess^ the fran- 
chisei One member is now retunied, and the 
number of voters under the reform act is stated 
at 315. It is also one of the polling-places for 
the members for the eastern division of the 
county.

Some have derived it 
from a species of liver-wort found on the sea- 
shore ; others, witli greater appearance of cor- 
rectness, have supposed that it took its name 
from a species of water-fowl, anciently called 
lever or liver, and bring Ae proof of its exist- 
ence from the borough arms, the crest of which 
is a bird bearing that appellation. Others de- 
duce it fh)m its ancient orthography.

notion, however, has generally been rejected, 
and the existence of Liver^ol even at the 
conquest fS'* very doubtful. Doomsday-book 
proves that the extensive tract between the 
nibble and Moraey was given hy William I. 
to Roger of Polctiers, but no mention is made 
of Liverpool, unless we regard it as the Erne- 
dune or Luredune of that ancient record. 
There seems little reason to doubt that a castle 
was erected hero by Roger de Poictiers, from 
which wo may date the origin of the town. 
Morery assorts that the castle was built by 
King John, w'hich seems to be supported by 
Lclaiid, who says ** the king hath a castelet 
there,” but tbo authority of Camden outweighs 
these. Roger de Polctiers bestowed the war- 
denship of the castle on Vivian de Molyneux, 
whose descendants still enjoy estates in the 
neighbourhood. The castle was granted to the 
town in 1704, at a rent of £6 13s. 4d., and 
Anally demolished in 1715, when St George’s 
church was erected on its site. The conquest 
of Ireland gave the first stimulus to the com- 
merce of Liverpool. In consequence of its 
relative situation to that country, it soon be- 
camo a port of importance. Two charters 
of Henry I. are mentioned in the corporation 
records, but no such documents are to be found 
In the O wen-archives. A charter was granted 
by John, and, in 1229, renewed by Henry 
III., who, for a fine of ten marks, constituted 
it a free borough for ever, with a merchant- 
guild, and other liberties. In the beginning 
of the I6th century, Leland gives the follow- 
ing description of Liverpool : — ** Lyrpole, alias 
Lyverpooie, a pavid tow'ne, bath but a chapel. 
WiiUon, at four miles off, not far from the Se, 
is Puroclie Chirch. The king hath a castelet 
there, and the Erie of Darhe hath a stone- 
howse there. Irisch Marchauntes cum much 
thither, as to a good haven. After that Mersey 
water camming toward Runcome in Cheshire 
lisith among the commune people the name, 
and to Lyrpole.— -At Lyrpole is smaule custome 
payid that causith Marchauntes to resort. 
Good Marchandis at Lyrpole^ and moch Irisch 
yarn that Manchester men do by ther.** The 
town declined subsequent to this, containing, 
in 1565, only 138 houses, and, in 1571, being 
mentioned in a petition to Queen Elizabeth, as 
her imyesty’s poor decayed town of Liver- 
pool.” In 1636; when Charles I. issued writs 
for the exaction of ship-money, Liverpool 
was rated at no more than ^25, while Chester 
was chaiiged £26, and Bristol £1000. In 
1644, the town was in the hands of the par- 
liament, and was besieged and taken the same 
year by Prince Rupert. It soon Tell again 
into the possession of the parlianlSBL^ In Sep- 
tember, 1645, on a petition of the town, the 
parliament settled * the milne and ferry-boats,’ 
on the corporation, as a satisfaction for various 
losses. A great part of the town having been 
burnt, 600 tons of timber wore' allowed for 
rebuilding It; aiid It .was ordered that fbo tim- 
ber should be felled In the estates of the eail of 
Deriby, Lord Molynetii:, Sir W. Norris, W 
Robert Blundell, Robert Molyneux, duUMb 
Gerard,' and Edward ScareArlck, Esqfc . w 
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addition to this, an ordinance was afterwards 
passed by both bouses of parliameit for con- 
firming the charters and liberties of the town, 
^and the sum of ^10,000 was granted to iiidem. 
Iiify the inhabitants for the losses they had sus- 
tained. The town was fortified during the 
civil wars, but the fortifications were afterwards 
dismantled, ^and considerable alarm was felt 
for its safety during the insurrections in favour 
of the Stuarts. 

Trade A — The first accommodation for ves- 
sels afforded by Liverpool consisted in the erec- 
tion of a mole, for the shelter of vessels in 
the winter season, and a quay for shipping and 
unshipping cargoes. In 1710, the first wet 
dock was formed on the site of tho old pool or 
haven, which subsequently received tho name 
of the Old dock, and was finally filled up in 
1831. At this period, the number of ves.'els 
belonging to tho port was 84, of the average 
size of 70 tons, and employing 924 seamen. 
Cut many vessels belonging to other places fre- 
quented this poit. The principal trade was 
with Ireland, the isle of Man, and tho north- 
ern stales of Europe, independent of the coast- 
ing trade. At this period tho extent of toiiiiago 
cleared out from Liverpool in British ships, 
was only 1-42 of that from all the ports in the 
kingdom. The West Indian and American 
trade gave a powerful stimulus to the port, and 
in 1716, the number of ships had increased to 
113, navigated by 1376 seamen. The trade 
with Scotland for coarse cloths for the West 
India market was now interrupted by the com- 
petition of tho Manchester manufacturers, who 
thus threw into tho hands of Liverpool the 
monopoly of the supply of such goods to tlie 
West Indies. Tho trade appears to have 
risen most rapidly in wealth from the year 
1722 to 1740, by means of a contraband trade 
with South America. This consisted in sup- 
plying Spanish smugglers with goods in Ja- 
maica, where payment was made In specie. 
This branch of illicit commerce, which is said 
by Edwards to have vended to the amount of 
£1,500,000 in British goods annually, was 
chedeed by the vigilance of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, and at len^h wholly abolished by 
act of parliament. The African trade was 
now partly in the hands of Liverpool, so that 
the suspension of the smuggling was not so 
severely felt as it might have been. In 1750, 
fifteen ships from Liverpool were employed in 
the slave trade with so much success, that they 
. rapidly increased, and, in 1764, 74 ships 
cleared out for the coast of Africa. It has 
been estimated that the twelfth part of the 
shipping of Great Britain is navigated by 
Liverpool, that it has.one-fourth of her foreign 
trade, one-slikth of her general commerce, and 
onc-half of the trade of London. The pre- 
set commerce of Livei^ol may bo divided 
into several branches. The trade with Ire- 
. land, which was the original support of the 
poi% has increased from the employment of 15 
Vessels to upwards of 2,700. The export was 
chiefly British manufactures, salt and coal. 
Oll^e imports, the following statement for the 
year 1831, will convey a pretty accurate idea: , 


—Cows, 90,715; horses, 276; sheep, 134,726; 
mules, 213; pigs, 156,001; calves, 1,196; 
lambs, 26,725^ hams and tongue^ 590 hogs- 
heads; bacon, 13,090 barrels; pork, 14,554 
barrels, and 936 half-barrels; beef, 6,391 
tierces, and 1199 barrels; lard, 465 tler<« 
ces, and 4,542 firkins ; butter, 5,754 cools, 
258,087 firkins, and 19,217 half-firkins ; eggs, 
2,505 crates; wheat, 277,060 quarters; oats, 
380,670 qrs.; barley, 21,328 qrs.; rye, 423 
qrs.; beans, 8,452 qrs.; pens, l,724>qrs.; 
malt, 6,850 qrs. ; meal, .149,816 lo.*ids; flour, 
93,154 sacks. Tho trade with the United 
States of America is another important branch 
of the commerce of Liverpool. The imports 
consist chiefly of cotton. The trade of Liver- 
pool in this article is equal to six times the 
{^Sgregate quantity imported into all other ports 
ill the kingdom, and nine times greater than 
that imported into London. It is the mart for 
the re-expojtatioii of tho same material, after 
having passed through the hands of the manu- 
facturers of Lniicushire and the west of Scot- 
land. In 1829, 641,373 bales of cotton were 
imported into Liverpool; 800 vessels cleared 
inwards, and 864 outwards on tlie American 
trade. Four packets sail every month for Now 
York, 2 belonging to another company sail also 
for New York; 2 for Philadelphia, and one or 
two for Boston. With the West Indies, Liver- 
pool carries on an extensive trade: in 1829» 
195 vessels cleared inwards, and 232 outwards, 
on this trade. The imports in 1829 were 
43,700 hogsheads and tierces of sugar; 11,650 
puncheons of rum; 2,464 hogsheads of tobacco, 
of which the warehouses then contained 12,000 
hogsheads, and 8,080 casks, with 5000 barrels 
and bags of coffee, including the exports of this 
article from other places. The trade with 
Africa employed in the same year about 80 ^ 
vessels. Since 1814, this port has o^rried on 
considerable trade with the East Indies for 
cotton, sugar, indigo, and spices. In 1829, 
68 ships were so employed. The trade with 
the Moditerrennean, Baltic, British Noith 
America, and the various ports of Great Bri- 
tain, is of great value and extent The whole 
trade of the port, in 1829, may bo undbrstood 
from the following statement:— Of British 
vessels, there clear^ outwards 1700, of foreign 
vessels 900; of British fvessels there entered 
inwards 1485, and of foreign vessels 810, ail 
engaged in fpreign trade. The number of 
vessels connected with the port in that year was 
1 1 ,214, tho’^ burden of which amounted to 
1,411,^4 tons. The gross receipt of cus- 
toms in 1823 was £4,608,402, and in 1829, 
£3,123,768 Ss. lOd. Liverpool possesses an 
extensive communication by steam with 11*0^ 
land, Scotland, Wales, and various parts o^ 
the coast In 1830 there were 16 steam-ves* 
sels plying to the ferries on the Mersey, 2 to 
the isle of Man, 3 to ports in the north of 
England, 6 to Wales, 7 to Scotland, and 36 
to Ireland. The number of steam-vessels be- 
longing to Liverpool has increased conelder- 
ably since that period. In the article Lamca- 
SHFBE will be found an account of its inland 
connexions by canals, rivers, and railways. 
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The port of Ltven)Ool la stated in 
an official paper, dated 28th November, 1723, 
to extend " from the ^ Redstone^ in Hollyake, 
at the point of Wirral, southerly to the foot 
of the l iver called Ribblo water, in a direct 
line northerly, and so upon the south side of 
the said river to Hesketh bank easterly, and to 
the rivers Asland and Douglas there, and so 
all along the sea coasto of Meols and Formby, 
unto the river Mersey, and all over the rivers 
Mersey, Irwell, and Weaver.** At the en- 
trance of the river is the Black rock lighthouse, 
with revolving lights alternately red and natu- 
ral, and with a bell which Is rung in haxy 
weather. It was erected in 1830. There Is 
also a Wting light 11 miles seawards, and 
pilot boats are constantly stationed there. There 
is also a telegraphic connexion with Holyhead. 

Docib.]— The docks are vested by an act of 
parliament, obtained in 1823, in 21 commis- 
sioners as trustees ; of whom 13 are appointed 
by the incorporation, and the remainder by the 
rate payers, to the amount of j£10 and up- 
wards. To prevent inconvenience and disor- 
der, the internal economy of each dock Is 
superintended by a dock-master, whose annual 
salaiy is £105, There is also a harbour-mas- 
ter for the general superintendence of the port. 
Fires are not suffered on board the ships, nor 
were candles, unless secured in lanterns; the 
smoking of tobacco is forbidden under a pen- 
alty of 40s. ; having combustible matter on the 
decks or quay during the night is punished by 
a penalty of £ 10 ; and having gunpowder on 
board while in dock, by a lino of 40s. As 
the docks are subject to accumulation of sand 
and mud, they have under-ground communica- 
tions with each other by means of large tun- 
nels, so that the water of one dock may be 
made to wash out another. This operation Is 
usually performed once a year. When the 
dock to be cleaned is left dry by opening the 
gates when the tide, is ebbing, and the sluices 
being opened in various directions, a number 
of men with spades throw the mud into the 
currents, which being thus carried away, the 
dock is sufficiently cleared in twelve or four- 
teen days. On the sides of the docks are 
warehouses of uncommon size and strength, to 
the different floors of which goods are craned 
up with great facility} while the space around 
the quays is sufficiently wide to prevent con- 
fusion or interruption where so much business 
is done. Very lately a dredging machine has 
been tried in the cleaning of the docks, and has 
been found to answer very well. The follow- 
ing are the wet docks: — 1. The Salthouse 
dock. This was the second constructed in 
^Liverpool, and contains an area of 23,025 
muare yards, with 769 lineal yards of quay. 
Its form is irregular : the upper end is chiefly 
occupied by ships that are laid up, the lower by 
corn and timber vessels.— 2. St George's dock, 
^nstructod according to an act pass^ in the 
2d George III. It was completed at an ex- 
pense of ;€21,000, and contains an area of 
.26,793 square yaid^ with a Ibngth of quay 
•qual to 1,001 yards. It is surrounded by 
axtensive warehouses, and Is chiefly resorted to 


by West India vessels. The gates are' 88 feet 
wide, and >26 feet deep.— 3. The king’s dock, 
constructed in the 25th George III., is contig.! 
nous to the king’s tobacco warehouse, and Is 
consequently frequented by vemels from Vir^ 
ginia and other parts. The American vessels, 
and those in the Baltic trade, which freighted 
with timber and marine stores, likewise dis- 
charge their cargoes here. Its area is 37,776 
square yards, and its length of quay 875 yards. - 
— 4. The queen’s dock. This was constructed 
immediately after the last, at an expense of 
^25,000. It is diiefly occupied by American 
and Baltic vessels, and contains an area of 
51,501 square yai^; length of quay 1255 
yards.— 5. The duke’s do^ Is a small basin 
belonging to the duke of Bridgewater, situated 
between the king's and Salthouse dock8.-~6. 
The prince's dock, opened on the day of the 
coronation of George IV., contains an area 
of 57,129 square yards, with 1613 yards of 
quay.— 7. The dry dock between the Salthouse 
and George’s docks is undergoing alterations, 
and will aoon be a wet dock, with an area of 
19,095 square yards, and 500 yards of quay. 
— 8. The half-tide dock, which communicates 
with the southern end of Queen's dock, con- 
tains 13,185 square yards, and has 497 feet of 
quay.— 9. The new North works consists of 
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The new south works are Brunswick dock, 
with 60,824 square yards, and 1092 yards of 
quay, and half-tide basin of 9,245 square yards, 
and 483 yards of quay. These measurements 
include the entrances to the several docks. 
Besides these there are the dry basins, from 
which Uie water disappears entirely on the ebb- 
ing of the tide. These are,—

Thus the whole dock-room includes a space of 
111 acres, and the quay line extends to about 
eight miles. There are two lines of docks, 
communicating by passages; the south line 
consists of the Brunswick, Half-tide, Queen's, 
King's, and Duke’s docks ; the north line of 
the Salt-house, Dry, George’s, Prince’s, and 
New North docks. The river wall, exclusive 
of the openings, extends 2 m. 820 yards. .Con- 
nef!ted with these are numerous graving docks 
and private basins. In the' year iT^i 
dock dues amounted to j 8810 lls. 6d.; In 175SI, 
to ^1,776 8s. 2d.; in 1760, to ^£2,330 
in 1770, to ^£4,142 17s. 2d.; in XTSfirto 
£3,528 7a. 9d.; in 1700, to £10,087 6ft 8d.; 
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In to je23,379 13s. 6d.; In 1810, to 
£65,783 Is.; in 1820, to £166,550 1 In. lid. 

Manufactures ,'] — The manufactures of Liver- 
pool are chiefly connected with ships, ship stores, 
and machinery of various kinds. The nianu- 
factures of soap, tobacco, and snuiT, are very 
extensive. Liverpool is celebrated for the 
jnniiufactiire of watches and time-pieces, and 
supplies more than any town in the kingdom 
except London. Here are numerous houses 
for the refining of sugar, iron foundries, brew- 
eries, mills, marble-works, and potteries. 

Situation amt General Aspect ,] — Liverpool 
is situated on the eastern bank of the river 
Mersey, in 53^ 22^ N. lat. and 2" SCV W. long., 
at a distance of 204 m. from London. It ex- 
tends from north to south about three miles, 
and about one mile from cast to west. The 
streets are irregularly placed, and the houses 
aro chiefly constructed of brick. In tho vici- 
nity of tho river the streets are narrow, but to 
the east, where the ground rises in a gentle 
slope, they are spacious and elegant. Both 
coal and oil gas aro used in lighting tho streets, 
and excellent water is supplied in pi^s distri- 
buted over every part of the town. The air is 
salubrious, and the temperature generally mild, 
in consequence of the vicinity of tho sea. The 
mean temperature seems to be about 54^ It 
is generally supposed that, in proportion to the 
number of its inhabitants, Liverpool is one of 
the most healthy places in the kingdom. — 

The situation of the tow'ii,*’ says Dr Dobson, 
** is peculiarly favourable to constitutions that 
require and can bear a cold sharp air; of which 
description aro those of nervous relaxed habits, 
to whom, in most instances, it proves very 
friendly and favourable : the healthy will also 
have their health preserved by it. The occa- 
sions in which tho situation of the town be- 
comes unfavourable, aro with those persons who 
arc subject to cough^ asthma, and other affec- 
tions of the chest; as those complaints are 
aggravated and renewed, and even promoted, 
in- constitutions inclined.” The effect of the 
winds on the state of tho weather gre generally 
as follows : — The north-west winds are turbu- 
lent and stormy; the southern productive of 
rain; tho easterly winds often accompany a 
serene sky; and the severest cold and frost 
usually como with a north or north-east wind. 

PiMie Buildings,] — On the site of the old 
dock is the New Custom-house, now in process 
of erection. It will be a superb structure in 
' the Grecian style of architecture, and it is sup- 
posed that the expense will not be less than 
^300,000, of which government contributes 
^ld0,000.-<-The Town-hall is an elegant 
structure, at the north end of Castle-street. It 
^vRs designed by Mr Wood of Bath, and found- 
^ in 1749. It has a well-proportioned rustic 
basement, surmounted by an elegant range of 
columns and pilasters in tlie Corinthian style, 
between which are the windows, having dreu- 
lar heads supported by small Corinthian pilas- 
ters. Between the capitals of the columns are 
|ab]^, containing emblematical bas-reliefs. A 
bAndsome portico, with a plain bold pediment, 
bas been added to the original structure, in 


front. The light Corinthian dome is likewise 
a recent addition, tli# former having been 
thought not to harmoiiibe with the rest of the 
building. In 1796, the whole interior was 
destroyed by fire, and was renewed on an im- 
proved plan at an expense of d?60,000. The 
btisement now contains a kitchen with appro- 
priate oflices ; tho ground story, a committee- 
room, rooms for the magistrates and juries, 
general sessions room, rotation office, and offices 
for tho town-clerk, treasurer, surveyor, &c. 
The rooms on tho principal floor communicate 
with each other; they are— a saloon, 30 feet 
by 26; a drawing-room, 33 feet by 26; a ball- 
room, 90 feet by 42; a second ball-room, 66 
feet by 30; a card-room, 33 feet by 26; a tea- 
room, 33 feet by 22 ; and an eating-room, 50 
feet by .30. The Inst-mentioned room , has a 
richly pannolled arched ceiling, and the sides 
are ornamented with pilasters of artificial mar- 
ble, so well imitated, that they are generally 
dest'ribed as formed of the marble of Curniola. 
These pilasters are In the Corinthian style, 
and are divided by niches, adapted for statues. 
A superb chandelier of crystal hangs from the 
centre of the roof. The grand dome lights the 
stair-case. The height from the ground to the 
top of the dome is nearly 120 feet, and all the 
ornaments are in the purest taste. The inside 
is illuminated by spacious lateral lights, firom 
which circumstance it happens that there is 
none of that gloomy and sombre appearance 
which often strikes the eye in the cupolas of 
great buildings. On the outside of the dome 
is a circular gallery, from whence may be ob- 
tained a fine view of tho town. This suite of 
rooms is appropriated to the use of the chief 
magistrate, during liis mayoralty. 

The new Exchange buildings were founded 
under the superintendence of John Foster,^ 
Esq., in 1803, and occupied in their erection 
a period of 3^ years. The expense was de- 
frayed by subscription, and amounted to nearly 
^100, OCX). The stone was obtained from 
quarries belonging to the earl of Sefton, in 
Toxteth park, near Liverpool. The buildinga 
form three sides of a square, the fourth of 
which is occupied by the northern side of the 
town-hall. The area extends from N. to S. 
197 feet, and from E. to W. 178 feet; it 
therefore contains 35,066 square feet The 
facades of the east and west sides are uniform, 
measuring 131 feet 24 inches along the plinth, 
and 55 feet 9 inches from the ground to tho 
top of the balustrade. They consist of a rustic 
basement, supporting Corinthian columns and 
pilasters, the whole being surrounded by a 
balustrade. The Inside noith front Is of the 
same character, with a projection in the centra^: 
to match the town-hall. This forms a. mag- 
nificent portico, supported by eight Corinthian 
columns 25 fert in height, each formed of a 
single block of stone. Above the entablature 
are four statues of Portland stone. There is 
likewise a grand entrance ftrom Old Hall- 
street. It is formed by three open archee In 
.he rustic basement, leading to a spacious ves- 
Ibule. This is divided into three spaces by 
Doric pillars, each 12 feet 6 inches high, and 
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guppoiiing groined arulics. Above the en- I 
traiu’e are four Dorl# pilasters supporting a \ 
poiiirneiit. The three inside fronts have each ; 
a fine piazza, 15 feet wide, intended for the , 
shelter of the merchants during bud weather. | 
The east wing contains a news-room, 94 feet j 
in length by 51 in width. The architecture is j 
of the Ionic order, and the ceiling is supported ' 
by 10 columns, each formed of a single block 
of stone, /riie room is thus divided into a 
nave and two aisles, the roof of the former bc« 
ing raised and ornamented. The walls are 
ornamented with pilasters to correspond to the 
pillars. It is lighted by six large arched win- 
dows on the east side, five — with a door — on 
the w'est, and two smaller windows ut the south 
end. Immediately over this is the under- 
writers* room, which is 72 feet by 3G. The 
ceiling is lofly and carved, and it is lighted by 
eight winclows. The room is fitted up with 
boxes for the accommodation of persons trans- 
acting business there, and it is conducted on 
the principle of that nt Lloyd’s in London. 
There is a plentiful supply of newspapers, lists, 
intelligence, &c. The front and west wing of 
the building, with part of the east wing, con- 
tain a number of elegant and commodious 
counting-houses, and the back is formed into 
spacious warehouses. In the area formed by 
|he exchange buildings and the town-hall, the 
inercliaiits dtlily congregate for the transaction 
business. In the centre of the area is u wretch- 
edly designed munuinciit to Nelson. 

The old Custom-house is a plain structure, 
on the side of the Old Dock. The Dock- 
olHce adjoins it. 

The old Tobacco-warehouse stands on the 
side of the King’s dock. It was erected by the 
corporation, and rented by government ; ,it Is 
constructed of brick, and is capable of contain- 
ing 4000 hogsheads of tobacco. The use of 
this has recently been superseded by the erec- 
tion of a new range of warehouses on the west 
side of the dock. This is a plain structure, 
and contains an area of acres. 

The Corn-exchange in Brunswick-street, is 
a plain structure in the Grecian style, erected 
on the plan of that in Mark-Jane, London. 
It was founded in 1807, the expense, which 
amounted to ^10,000, having been defrayed 
by subscription. The front is of stone. 

Libraries, ^c.] — The Athenaeum was found- 
ed ill 1799 ; it consists of a neat stone building 
in Church-street, containing both a libraiy and 
a news-room. The building cost ^4000, and 
the annual subscription by each of 500 proprie- 
tors is ^2 128. 6d. The library now contains 
upwards of 14,000 volumes, which are only 
read in the library. Each shareholder bus the 
right of nominating one young man between 
Uie ages of 16 and 23, to read in the library. 
The collection of books is judicious and valu- 
able. — A medical library, and a law library, 
have recently been founded in Liverpool for 
the use of the members of the respective pro- 
fessions. — The Lyceum is a handsome struc- 
ture in Bold-street, erected in 1802^ under tlie 
direction of Mr Harrison of Chester, at an 
expense of jb* 11,000, raised by subscription. 


It contains a reading and new’s-roonHi'^Anl 
nual subscription to which is £2 6s. by each of 
800 proprietors. The library, which is used 
by 893 proprietors, at a subscription of 10s. 6d. 
annually, contains nearly 30,000 volumes, 
which circulate among the proprietors. The 
library is circular, and lighted from the top by 
a domc-lighL There is also a lecture-room. 
— The Union news-room is a plain structure, 
erected after the designs of Mr Foster, in 
Duke-street. It was erected in 1800, at an 
expense of nearly ^'6,000. It has a reading, 
room, 46 feet by 49 ; above, is another room, 
originally intended fur the reception of a lib. 
rary, but used only for occasional exhibitions of 
paintings. — The Royal Liverpool institution 
was founded in 1804, and incorporated by royal 
charter In 1820. The building was erected at 
an expense of ^14,000, and contains school 
and lecture-rooms, reading-room, library, com- 
mittee-rooms, exhibition and society rooms, 
laboratory and chemical class-room. Con- 
iicctcd with this Institution are lecturers on 
anatomy, chemistry, botany, physiology, astro- 
nomy, and teachers of languages, inathuinatics, 
composition, and drawing. Tlio musouin is 
very rich. — Near Edgohill is a remarkably finu 
Botanic garden, containing nn extensive con- 
servuLory. It was founded by subscription in 
1803, and has increased with great rapiility. 

PvUie Amusements, The Theatre is on 
the east side of Williamsoii-sqiiare, and was 
erected in 1772, at an cxpeiise of i,'6,000. It 
is open from May till December, and is very 
well constructed. Here are also an amphi- 
theatre and circus for equestrian exhibitions. — 
The Wellington-rooms in Mount Pleasant, 
were founded in 1815, after a design of Mr 
Edmund Aikin of London. The stone front 
Is ill the Corinthian style of architecture. Tbo 
interior consists of an extensivo suite of assem- 
bly rooms, with tho usual ucceinmodations of 
card-room, supper-room, &c. A musical fes- 
tival is held trieniiially in Liverpool, at which 
concerts and oratorios lake place, and thp first 
performers in the kingdom are engaged. Liui- 
cashire is celebrated for its chorus singers. — 
The public baths — a range of light handsome 
stone buildings— are situated at the end of the 
North quay, and were purc;hnsed some yeais 
ago by the corporation for j£4000. Nearly 
opposite this are moored the floating baths, 
launched in 1816. Both present excellent ac- 
coiniDodations. Races take place in July, and 
are held at Aiiitree, about 6 m. N.E. from tho. 
town. 

Marhets.'l — Wednesday and Saturday are 
market-days, but markets fpr provisions aro 
held every lawful day. They are 
supplied witli every article, more Mpdciully 
with flsh and vegetables. An extensive mar- 
ket-house was erected in 1820^ at an esroeiise 
of ^35,000, in the centre of the town. There 
are also markets in James-street, Cleveliind- 
square, Scotland-road, &c. Fairs are held oa 
July ^th, and November 1 1th. 

GovemmentJ ] — Liverpool is govern^ under 
a charier granted by King John, with 
modiflcatione received from many suoce^Ii'fi^ 
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moharbhs. The body-eorpomte consists of 41 
persons, from whom a mayor, recorder, and 
two bailiffs are chosen annually. Those who 
have borne the office of ma^'or, are styled alder- 
men. The mayor, preceding mayor, five se- 
nior aldermen, and recorder, are justices of (ho 
pence. The toiliffs and three junior aldermen 
are coroners. The right of electing the body- 
corporate belongs to the free burgesses, who 
inherit, or acquire by gift or servitude, tho 
freedom of tho town, being likewise free of 
Bristol, Waterford, and Wexford. Tho right 
of electors, however, has long been dormant 
here. Tho mayor and bailiffs are chosen an- 
nually on tho 18th October, or St Lukc*S day. 
The ancient custom of riding round the liber- 
ties of the town is observed on tho Monday but 
one preceding the election. The mayor or an 
alderman attends daily at the town-hall for the 
transaction of business. The corporation hold 
courts of quarter-session, courts of record, and 
courts of requests, for offences not capital, and 
the recovery of debts. 

The town has returned two members to par- 
liament regularly since the reign of Edward 
VI. Tho freemen of tho town, in number 
about 5000, still retain their right of election, 
with the addition of holders of houses, &c. of 
the rent of j 610 per annum and upwards. The 
number of electors is now nearly 18,000. The 
corporation posi^esses funds, chledy derived from 
the dock dues, to the annual value of upwards 
of £100,000, which is expended on town im- 
provements. charities, &c. The leases granted 
by the corporation are for three lives, and a 
term of 21 years after the death of tho sur- 
vivor; a large portion of tho ruvciiuo arises 
from tho fines paid for the renewal of such 
lejtses. Tho police of tho town and docks is 
arranged with great judgment. Here are a 
gaol, capable of containing upwards of 500 pri- 
soners ; a house of correction for 800 ; and tho 
house of correction for the hundred of West 
Derby, capable of containing 550. 

■Ecclesiastical Affairs.^ — Liverpool, in the 
time of Lelaiid, was a chapelry to Walton. It 
was not till the 10th William JIJ., that an act 
was passed duclaring, that from tho 24th June, 
1699, the town and libcitics of Liverpool should 
bo n distinct^ parish of itself, separate from 
Walton; the living to be a rectory, in two 
medieties, in the arclid. and dio. of Chester; 
the patronage being vested in the mayor and 
corporation. The old parocliial chapel was 
now called the church of St Nicholas, and a 
new church was erected, ded. to St Peter. St 
Nicholas' church was erected in 1774, on the 
base of the ancient structure. It is n neat 
Gethio structure. The tower and spire were 
erected' in 1810, the old one having fallen on 
ihe 11th of February in (bat year, during the 
Hnging of the bells. Twenty-eight persons

dissolution there were four chantries In tho 
chapel of Liverpool. The king’s rent at t&e 
dissolution wos £10 Is. 4d. — St Peter’s church 
was begun in 1G09, and consecrated in 1704. 
It is a plain struc'ture, and contains some curi- 
ous carvings in oak. In tho town are the fol- 
lowing perpetual curacies, in the patronage of 
tho corporation : St George's, St Thomas’, St 
Paul’s, St Anne’s, St John’s, St Michael’s, St 
Luke's, and St Alurtiii’s. The following will 
fall into the hands of the corporation after cer- 
tain terms: The Holy Trinity; patron, the 
Kev. R. Forniby. — Christ church; patron, 
E. Gibbon, Esq. — St Mark's; patron, John 
Whitby, Esq. — St Andrew’s; patron, John 
Gladstone, Esq. — St Philip's; patron, John 
Cragge, Esq. — St David's; in the patronage of 
trustees.— St Calhciiiie’s and St Bride’s are 
in process of erci'tion hy subscription. The 
rectors will possess the patronage of tho follow- 
ing: St Stephen’s; patron, W. S. Miller, 
Esq. — St Matthew's; patron, J. T. Holloway, 
Esq. — St Alary's ; in the patronage of trustees. 
There is a floating chapel fur seamen. The 
Baptists have five places of worship ; the Welch 
Calvinists, three ; the Society of Friends, one ; 
the Independents, five ; tho Methodists, seven ; 
the Sandemaniuiis and Swedenborgians, each 
one; the Unitarians, two. There are two 
Srottish kirks, two Secession chapels, five Ro- 
man Catholic chapels, and a synagogue. 

Charitable Establishments,'] — An infirmary 
was erected hero in 1745, but having been found 
too srntdl, and inconveniently situated, a new 
infirmary was founded in 1824, tho expense 
being defrayed by public subscription. Tho 
annual expenditure exceeds £3,000, and affords 
accommodation to 234 patients, who are nd- 
milled on the recommendation of a subscriber. 
The medical attendants perform their duties 
gratuitously. Tlie seamen’s hospital is a chai 
rity intended for the support of decayed sea- 
men of this port, and of their widows and 
children. It is suppoitcd piutly by tho monthly 
contribution of sixpence, which every seaman, 
sailing from this port, is obliged by act of par- 
liament to pay out of his wages. It has like- 
wise a capital stock of £85,000, unclaimed 
prize-money. About 700 persons receive aid 
from this excellent institution. A building was 
erected in 1752 on (he ground belonging to the 
infirmary, at the expense of £1600. There 
are two excellent dispensaries, an infirmary for 
diseases of the eye, and another for diseases of 
the ear. There is a well conducted lunatic 
asylum founded In 1796, but rebuilt and ex- 
tended in 1830. Another lunatic asylum has 
lieen erected contiguous to (he infirmary. The 
house of roiM>very is intended for receiving 
persons afiected with fevers, and thus prevent- 
ing, so far as possilde, tho spreading of such 
disorders through the town. The institution 
for restoring drowned persons, or humane so- 
ciety, was established iW. 1775, and has proved 
of high utility. Thkiidles' charity was estab- 
lished ill 1796 of affording

the number of persons who have benefited by 
it exceeds 60,000. The house of industry was 
creeled at an expense of ^8000, and can ac- 
commodate 400 persons, who are employed in 
various works according to their ability. The 
almshouses are situated near the house of In- 
dustry. The female penitentiary is in Faikner- 
stiect, and is well supported. The committee 
for the relief of debtors, confined in tlte bo- 
i-ough gaol, was instituted in 18 LO, and is 
enabled to curry its object into eficct by liberal 
subscriptions. The femiile serhooi of industry 
was begun in 1809. One hundred young fe- 
males are educated here. Their expenses are 
paid out of their earnings, a part of which also 
goes into a general fund, from which small 
biniuities are paid to each on attaining the age 
of 6.5. The strangers* Friend’s society was 
founded, and is chiefiy supported by Metho- 
dists, but its benefits are extended equally to 
persons of all denominations. The school for 
the indigent blind was established in 1791, and 
is situate in London road, corner of Duncan- 
street. The principal occupations of the pu- 
pils are spinning ; hamper and basket. making ; 
plaiting of sash-line; weaving of fioor-cloth 
and sucking; the manufacture of worsted, 
hearth-rugs, and of foot-bears, points and 
gaskets, from old ropes; and the learning of 
music. In this last department, the attention 
of tiio committee is principally directed to 
qualify the pupils for organists, and sovern! 
have obtained situations of this kind, while 
othera find employment in teaching music. 
About 120 pupils are now in the school, and 
the produce of their labour brings about j£JfiOO, 
or £2U00 per annum. An institution for the 
deaf and dumb was founded in 1825. The blue- 
coat school was established in 1709, and is well- 
endowed : 250 boys and 100 girls receive main- 
tcriniice, clothes, and education here. All the 
children are in school the whole day, and are 
taught on Dr Bell’s system. They are admit- 
ted into the hospital at the age of 8 years, and 
apprenticed at 14h The corporation have found- 
ed two schools for poor children ; one in Park- 
lane at an expense of 12,000, and another at 
Bevington-hill. In these 800 boys and 600 
girls are educated. Besides these charities are,

-^The Harrington school.— The marine school 
for the instruction of poor sailor boys in the 
evenings. — The day and Sunday

Tho college is incorporated 
by royal charter, and tho students, like those of 
St Bee’s and Cuw'bridgo, have the privilege of 
direct admission into holy orders. About 100 
scholars are educated here, under a principal^ 
and professors of Hebrew, welsh, Mathematics, 
and Natural Philosophy. 'The natives of Wales 
are preferred as scholars. It is supposed that 
in ancient times this town was more extensive 
and more thickly peopled than at present.

The greater 
part of the counties of Glamorgan and Merioneth 
belongs to this see. The possessions of tho 
cathcilral w'ero anciently much greattjr, but at 
the Ck>nquest they were reduced considerably. 
The fines yield £*50 per annum to each nieinber 
of the chapter, and the tithes of Llandaif and 
Whitchurcii, yielding £480 per annum, belongs 
to the treasurer, precentor, ainl ])rehondariesi 
Besides, various livings arc impropriated for tho 
.support of tho bishop and others. The citapicr 
consists of the bishop, who holds also the offices 
of* dean and treasurer, an archdeacon, a chan- 
cellor, preceptor, and nine prebendaries. Tho 
choral service has been discontinued and the 
cathedral is now little more than a iiarochial 
church. Tho ancient church was destroyed at 
the conquest. It was rebuilt by bishop Urban, 
ia 1120, chiefly in the Norman style. This 
building has fallen partly into ruins and is partly 
covered by modern additions, but some very 
' fine specimens of ancient arcliitccture arc yet 
visible. It contains some fine old monuments. 
Here w'ero anciently an episcopal palace and 
castle, which were destroyed by the troops of 
Owen Glcndow'er.

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LONDON, 

The metifbpolis of tlio British empire, is a city 
and county of itself, locally situated in the hun- | 
drcd of Ossulston, county of Middlesex. Its ' 
suburbs are extensive, and extend into the coun- 
ties of Surrey and Kent. It lies on the river 
Thames, the greater portion being on the nor- 
thern Imnks, tho centre, about St Paul’s cathed- 
ral, being in 51° 3P north latitude, and 0» 5^' 
west longitude. 

Name.] — The origin of the name is involved 
in considerable obscurity. Tho most common 
opinion is, that its ancient British name was 
Llyn-Dyn, the town on the lake, a name by no 
means inappropriate, when wo remember the 
wide extent of marshy ground which formerly 
bordered, and must oilen have been overflowed 
by the river. The name iMmliuiumy by which 
it WMS know'n to the Romans, is obviously a cor- 
ruption of the more ancient appellation. This 
is doubtless the city of the Trinoban tes, men- 
tioned by Ctesar, and which is mentioned by Am- 
mianus Marcellinus under the name of < Augusta 
Triuohantum, an ancient town, once called 
Lundinium.* 

Historg ,] — London first appears in history 
about the year 61, and is mentioned by Tacitus 
in his description of tho spirited conduct of 
Queen Boadicoa. It was then freipiented by 
merchants, and an important commercial sta- 
tion. It w'as soon erected into a station and 
fortified, but the period at which it was first 
surrounded with walls is a matter of some doubt. 
Tho original station is supposed by Dr Stuke- 
^cy to have formed an oblong square, extending 
in breadth from Maiden-lane to the Thames, 
and from Ludgate to Walbrook, a space not 
longer than half a mile, or broader than one- 
third of a mile. The original erection of the 
walls of London has been attributed by most 
writers to Constantine tho Great ; Maitland sup- 
poses them to have been the work of Theodosi- 
us, in tho year 379. The wall began near the 
site of tho present Tower, and ran along the 
Minories to Aldgate, whence it passed Brois- 
Marks, Uoundsditch, Aldersgate, Old Newgate, 
Ludgate, and Fleet-brook, running down the 
bank of the latter to moot tho Thames. This 
circuit was about 2 miles and 1 furlong in 
length, and included a space which w'as guarded 
on the side of the river by another wall 1 mile 
and 12U yards in length. Tho wall was about 
22 feet high, and had 15 strong towers and 
bastions. A few traces of it yet exist in the 
court between Ludgate-hill and tho Broadway ; 
also in the churchyard of Cripplegatc. From 
London thero were originally four great roads 
leading to the diflTcrent stations scattered over 
the kingdom. The original British Watling- 
street, formed into the Prietorian way, passed 
out at a gate near Old Newgate ; tho Ermin- 
street passed out by Cripplcgato ; others passed 
Aldersgate and Billingsgate. New gates and 
roads were subsequently formed, the names of 
urliich yet remain in Bridgegate, Ludgate, Moor- 
gate, Bishopsgate, and the postern on Tower- 
hill. 


Tho town increased rapidly in impoiWco 
under the dominion of the Romans, and many 
relics of tho wealth and grandeur of that peo- 
ple have been discovered at various times. In 
211 it was renowned for its commerce, and in 
359 it had no less than 800 vessels of various 
sizes employed in tho exportation of corn alone. 
In tho fifth century it was abandoned by the 
Romans. After being for some time in tho 
undisturbed possession of the Britons, it was 
taken, as the Saxon chronicle relates, about 
477 by the Saxons under Hengist. Ambrosius 
retook it after the death of Hengist in 488, and 
it remained in the hands of the Britons for 
nearly a century after. It afterwards forme<i 
part of the Saxon kingdom of Essex, and on the 
introduction of Christianity was nominated as 
the see of a bishop : the first bishop — Melitus — 
lading appointed in 604, and the cathedral 
being founded in 610, on the site now occupied 
by St Paul’s. 

During the Saxon heptarchy, history relates 
little respecting this city beyond a series of dis- 
asters. Plague ravaged it in 664 ; fire in 764, 
798, and 801. A parliament was held hero by 
Egbert in 833, subsequent to which it suffered 
severely from tho inroads of tho Danes. In 804 
London was taken from the Danes by Alfred, 
and constituted by him the capital of all Eng- 
land. It was again consumed by fire in 893, 
but rose from its ashes with great rapidity. A 
royal ftalace and a mint w'ere first established 
hero by Athelstane in 025. 

Being abandoned in 1013 by Ethelred II., 
London again fell under the dominion of the 
Danes, whose king, Sweyn, conferred tho so- 
vereignty on his son Canute. After a consider- 
al)le resistance on the ))art of the inhabitants and 
of Edmund Ironside, this prince succeeded in 
establishing himself securely on his throne, and 
proceeded tt) levy an impost of ^1 1,00^ on tho 
city ; the payment of which is a strong proof of 
the wealth to which it had already risen. 

The approach of William L was early oppos- 
ed by the citizens of London, who declared 
themselves in favour of Edgar Athcling, but the 
resistance was dropped in consequence of tho 
influence exercised by the archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York, and by the clergy in general. 

The earliest charter under which tho city was 
governed, is that granted* by William I., which 
is still preserved in the archives of tho city. 
It is remarkably laconic, and has been translat- 
c<l as follows: — “ AVilliam the king greeteth 
William the bishop and Godfrey the portreeve, 
and all the burgesses within London, friendly. 
And 1 acquaint you, that 1 will that ye be, all 
throe law-worthy, as ye were in King Edward’s 
days. And I will that every child be his fa- 
ther’s heir, after his father’s days. And I will 
not suffer that any man do you any wrong. — < 
God preserve you.” 

The city suffered severely from fire in 1077, 
and in the next year the Tower of London was 
erected. The perpetual sheriffwick of Middle- 
sex was granted to the corporation by Henry I. 
in 1100, and gave a charter, in which the pri- 
vileges of the citizens are for tho first time dis- 
tinctly enumerated. Previous to this time they 
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had hcen matters of use and wont from time out 
of mind, they now beeamo tlio subject of pub^o 
record. The citizens took an active |)art in 
vour of the usurper Stephen, for w'hich Henry 
n. revenged himself by tho extortion of con- 
siderable sums of money under the name of freo 
gifts. The (jliicf magistrate, who had previous- 
ly held the title of hailiff, received that oi May- 
or in tho reign of Richard 1., who granted se- 
veral charters, and in particular, one on which 
the corporation has established their claim to 
tho conservatorship of tho Thames. In 117G 
a bridge of stone was built ; and 60 years later, 
the inhabitants, having been deprived of their 
usual supply of water, in consequence of the build- 
ings extending over Oldbourn, Walbrook, and 
Langbourne, brought an additional supply from 
springs in tho neighbourhood of Tyburn. In 
1255, a conduit in Chcapside was supplied with 
water brought from Tyburn in leaden pipes. In 
1258, according to the chronicles of Evesham, 
20,000 persons died of hunger in consequence 
of a scarcity of corn. In 1 264 a massacre of up- 
wards of 500 Jews took place,, on some trivial 
pretext. In 1020 a fish market was established at 
Fish-wharf ; and in 1340 tolls were established 
for defraying the expenses of roads and streets. 
In the reign of Edward III. the citizens obtaine<l 
many important privileges ; such as the right of 
holding courts of jail-delivery for Newgate, — 
that the citizens should not be compelled to go 
to war out of the city, — and that tho mayor 
should be tho sole cscheator within tho city. 

In 1348, a terrible plague appeared in Eng- 
land, having spread from tho cast and devasta- 
ted the continent, an account of which may bo 
found in Dr Barnes' history of Edw'ard III. 
But in the famous city of London,’* he says, 
death was so outrageously cruel, that every 
day at least 20, sometimes 40 or 60, or moro 
dead corpses were thrown together into one pit ; 
and yet the church-yards not sufficing for the 
dead, they were fain to set apart certain fields 
for additional places of burial.” — “But espe- 
cially between Candlemas and Easter this year, 
(1349), there were buried in the place afore- 
said, about 200 corpses per diem every day.” — 
“ The meanwhile, in consideration of this griev- 
ous mortality, all suits and pleadings in the 
King's Bench and othtflr places ceased ; and all 
sessions of parliament for the spacie of more than 
two years w'cre hindred. ” — “ But in England 
early this year the plague began to abate, and 
about tho end of August was wholly extinct 
at London and in most other parts of the land ; 
and immediately a moro pleasant face of things 
began to smile, and cheer up the late dejected 
minds of the people; and thus we shall end 
this tragical chapter.” In 1380, occurred the 
celebrated rebellion of Wat Tyler. His followers 
did much mischief in the tow'ii, many streets 
being burnt, the houses of tho nobility plunder- 
ed, and the prisoners in the Fleet, Newgate, 
and King's Bench, liberated. Another plagulb, 
in which 30,000 people lost their lives, occur- 
red in 1406. The streets were first lighted, 
ton years after this, with lanterns, at the com- 
mand of the mayor, Sir Henry Barton. The 
insurrection of Jack Cade occurred in 1450. 


He entered London with his followers, and 
committed many, outrages ; among the rest, bo. 
heading Lord-treasurer Say, and othe|. persons 
of consequence. At length, the citizens rose 
in opposition to him, assisted by tho governor 
of the Tower, and expelled him from the city. 
He was soon after deserted by his followers, and 
met tho fate ho deserved. In 1460, the houses 
of London wore first constructed of brick, at 
least tho earliest historical notice of it appears 
at this time. In 1 473, the right of choosing 
the lord-mayor and sherifls was vested in the 
masters, w'ardens, and liveries of the different 
cor|)orations. About this, or a year earlier, 
William Caxton established his jirinting press, 
under the patronage of tho archbishop of Can- 
terbury and abbot of Westminster, who gave 
him a place in his convent as a worksho)). 
Soon after Henry VH. came to the throne, in 
1485, the inhabitants of London suffered in 
common with the rest of the kingdom from a 
severe epidemic called the sweating sickness, of 
which two mayors and six aldermen died in one 
week. “ In the 13th year of his reign, sevenil 
gardens were destroyed in Finsbury, out of 
which a field for archers was formed, which was 
the origin of the artillery ground. The river 
Fleet was made navigable to Holborn-briilgc. 
lloiindsditch was arched over and Henry Vll.’s 
chapel erected. The citizens were dreadfully 
plundered by this king and his iniquitous agents, 
Empson and Dudley.” 

In tho reign of Henry VIII. tho city received 
many improvements. Tho royal palaces of St 
James's and Bridewell were erected. The po- 
lice was put under improved regulations, nuis- 
ances w'cre removed, and streets were widened 
and paved. In consequence of the dissolution 
of tho monasteries, many additional persons 
were thrown upon their own exertions for sul)- 
sistcnce, and trade increased accordingly. Tbo 
attempts made by Henry VIII. to exact money, 
were obstinately and successfully resisted by tho 
citizens. In 1543, a sum))tuary law w'os passed 
by the mayor and common-council, by which 
the mayor w'os ordered to confine himself to 
seven dishes at dinner or supper ; tho aldermen 
and sheriffs to six ; and tho sword-bearer to four. 

The reign of Edward VI. was chiefly memor- 
able from the erection of the hospitals of St 
Thomas, St Bartholomew’, and Christ's, and the 
conversion of the palace of Bridewell into an 
hospital. In this reign, also, the borough of 
Southwark was constituted a ward of the city. 

In the reign of Elizabeth a proclamation was 
issued, forbidding the further extension of tho 
towm by the erection of buildings on new foun- 
dations within three miles of the city gates. It 
may he interesting to many of our readers to 
know the extent of the town at that time. The 
following account is extracted from a late * Pic- 
ture of London :* — “ By a map then published, 
and still extant, it may be seen how much of 
that which is now the very interior of tho town, 
was then field and garden. Then, as now, tho 
most crowded i)art of the city, properly so call- 
ed, extended from Now^ate-streo^ Cheapsidc, 
and Cornhill, to the banks of tho Thames. 
With tho exception of Colman-street, and a few 
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Imililings here and there, from Lothbury to ] 
Hishupsgate and from Bishopsgatc to the Tower, 
all was uncovered or garden ground. Good- 
man’s-fimds were only enclosed pasture-grounds; 
and there were very few buildings east of the 
Tower. Whitechapel consisted of a few houses 
only, and Houndsditch, which contained a sin- 
gle row of houses o))posite to the city walls, 
opened behind into the fields. Spittalfields, 
from the back of the church, lay entirely oimn. 
From Bishopsgate Without to Shoreditch church, 

I here existed a tolerably regular street, yet still 
with unoccupied sites intervening. West of 
Bishopsgate to Moorfields and Finsbury was 
nearly all unbuilt. From the upper end of 
Chiswell-street to Whitecross-street, there w'cre 
very few houses, an«l Goswell-stroet was called 
the road to St Alban’s. Clerkenw'cU was chiefly 
occupied by the monastery and church, Cow*- 
cross and part of St John's-street excepted. 
From the back of Coweross to Gray’s-inn-lanc, 
which extended a very little way from Gray’s 
inn, the ground was either unoccupied, or laid 
out in pasture or gardens. From Hollmrn- 
hi-idge to Bed Lion-street, the houses continued 
on both sides, after which the road was open, 
or hounded on one side liy a garden wall, to the 
village of St Giles, which was formed by a small 
cluster of houses on the right ; it was tlierefore 
called the parish of St-Giles-in-the-Fields, 
which name it still bears. Beyond, all w'as 
country, both northward anti westward. Oxford- 
street having trees and hctlges on both sides ; 
indcetl, so recently as 1773, a Gorman writer, 
tlcscribing the metropolis, speaks of Tyburn, 
the place of execution at that time, as being 
distant from London about two English miles ! 
From Oxford round to Piccadilly there was a 
road called the Way from Reading, proceeding 
through Hcdgc-lanc and the Haymarket — ^whicli 
avenues were entirely destitute of houses — to St 
James’s hospital, now the palace, and a few 
small buildings on the side of Carlton-house, 
were all that existed of the present Pall-Mall. 
Leiecstcr-square was all open fields; and St 
Martin’s-lano had only a few buildings above 
the church towards the Convent-garden, which 
extended as a garden to Drury-lane, these 
buildings alone existing in that extensive site. 
Long-acre, Seven Dials, and even Drury-lane, 
to the top of Wych-street, w’ero quite open. 
The Strand was a street with houses, but prin- 
cipally fonned of the mansions of the nobility 
and prelates; those on the south side having 
large gardens open to the Thames. The pre- 
sent names of Norfolk-strcet, Arundcl-strcet, 
Surrey-street, Salisbury-street, Cecil-strect, Vil- 
liers-street, Buckingham-street, and several 
others, point out the relative situations of scvc- 
nl of them. At that time it was customary for 
noblemen, resident on the banks of the Thames, 
to proceed to the court at Whitehall in their 
own barges, and, in consequence, they retained 
a number of watermen in livery, who were 
thereby protected from impressment. Spring- 
gardens were what the name imports, and the 
gardens extended to the present Treasury, which 
occupies the space of the Cockpit and Tilt-yard, 
<^Pposite to which stood the palace of Whitehall. 


I From' King-street to the Abbey the buildings 
were close and connected, as also from W’hlto- 
hall to Palace-yard. Several houses also stood 
near the present Abingdon-stroet, and on the 
shore opposite to. Lainbeth-palacc. On the 
Surrey side of the Thames there were but six 
or seven houses from Lamheth-palaco to the 
shore opposite White-friars, where a lino of 
houses with gardens commenced, which were 
continued to Winchestcr-house in Southwark. 
On the site of the present Christ-church stood 
a theatre with gardens; the place was called 
Paris-garden. Opposite to Queonhytho were 
the circular buildings appropriated to hull ami 
bear heating, which Elizabeth often witnessed. 
Southwark extended hut a little way down tlio 
lligh-strcct. London-hridge was crowded with 
buildings. Along Toolcy-street to Horsley- 
down was mucli built over, after which a few 
houses anil gardens only appeared.” In 1694 
the water of the Thames was first raised for 
the supply of the inhabitants. The engine was 
established at Broken-wharf, on the site suhse- 
quently occupied by the London-hridge water 
I works. In 1 603 the plague appeared hero, and 
[ cut ofl* 30,578 iM^rsons, The commerce of the 
I city was now in the highest degree flourishing. 

: The citizens were able to contribute to the fleet 
sent against the Spanish armada, 16 ships fully 
equipped, and manned with 10,000 men. 

Thu year 1604 was memorable for the gun- 
powder plot. In 1610 Sir Hugh Myddleton 
completed the New River. In 1616 the pav- 
ing of the sides of the streets with flag-stones 
was first introduced. In 1618, James issued 
a proclamation against the further extension of 
the city, wdiich, however, appears to have been 
as little attended to as those of his predecessors. 
In the beginningof the reign of Charles I., 35,000 
persons died of the plague. The exactions of 
the high-commission and star-chamber ndturally 
led the citizens to take the part of the parlia- 
ment in the subsequent civil war. The city still 
continuing to extend, the protector removed 
the former proclamations, and imposed taxes 
and fines on llio owners of all houses erected 
within a certain period. In 1661, a great 
many streets in St .James’s parish were built or 
finishcil; among the rest, St James’s-street, 
Pall-Mall, and Piccadilly; other streets were 
paved and widened, and candles, or lights in 
lanthorns, were ordered to be hung out by 
every house fronting the streets, from Michael- 
mas to Lady-day, from dusk till nine in the 
evening. 

The great plague, so called to distinguish it 
from the former visitations of pestilence, com- 
menced in December 1 664, and had not entirely 
ceased in January 1666. It is supposed to have 
been brought by infection from Holland, and 
broke out first in Long Acre. The cold of 
winter appears to have had a considerable in- 
fluence upon its progress, hut in May it began 
t«v spread rapidly, and between this time and 
October the deaths weekly ranged from 600 to 
6000. The mortality was so groat that ordinary 
graves could not be provided for the dead. 
Large carts were sent through the streets at 
certain hours, and the bodies which they c(4- 
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lected were thrown into largo pito dug for the 
purpose. In June, Charles H. left London with 
his court and took refuge in Oxford. All 
business was suspended, and even the centre of 
the exchange and some of the most public 
streets were overgrown with grass. The inns 
of court were closed and all law proceedings 
were stopped. The return of deaths from 
plague was 68,950, but it is thought that the 
returns fell far short of the actual number, 
which is generally estimated at upwards of 
1 00,000. Since this period the plague has never 
ro-appeared in London as an epidemic. Im- 
mediately succeeding the year of the great 
plague was that of the great fire. This broke 
out on Sunday morning, SeptcmlK*r 2d, 1666, 
at the house of a baker in Pudding-lane, not 
far from Thames-street. The wind happening 
to be strong, and the houses being for the most 
part constructed of wood, the fire spread with 
great violence and raged during four days and 
four nights. Within the walls it consumed 
about live-sixths of the city, and without the 
walls, about one-6fth as much. Afany public 
buildings and churches suffered, but St Paul’s 
cathedral and some of the corporation-halls 
escaped. The fire extended its ravages over 
an oblong space measuring upwards of a mile 
in length and half a mile in breadth. It de- 
stroyed 13,000 houses, and the value of pro- 
perty consumed is calculated at not less than 
;£ 10,000,000 sterling, though it could never lie 
exactly ascertained. To commemor.ate this 
terrible occurrence, the monument on Fish- 
street-hill was erected in 1671-77, under the 
superintendence of Sir Christopher Wren. This 
is a fluted column of the Doric order. The 
height from the pavement is 202 feet, the 
diameter of the b^y or shaft is 15 feet, the 
ground Imunded by the lowest part of the 
pedestal is 28 feet square, and the pedestal is 
40 feet high. The top may be reached by 
means of a large winding stair-case, consisting 
of 345 steps. Above the capital is a cippus, 
supporting a gilded blazing urn. ** The fire of 
London,” says Mr Hume, “ though at that time 
a great calamity, has proved in the issue bene- 
ficial both to the city and kingdom. The city 
was rebuilt in a very little time ; and care was 
taken to make the streets wider and more regu- 
lar than before. A discretionary power was 
assumed by the king to rcgnlate the distribution 
of the buildings, and to forbid the use of lathe 
and timber, the materials of which the houses 
were formerly composed. The necessity was 
so urgent and the ’occasion so extraordinary, 
that no exceptions were taken at an exercise of 
authority, which otherwise might have been 
deemed illegaL Great advantages have resulted 
from the alterations; London became much 
more healthy after the fire. The plague, which 
used to break out with great fury twice or thrice 
every century, and, indeed, was always lurking 
in some corner or other of ihe city, has scaroely 
ever appeared since that calamity.** The num- 
^ o f houses erected in the cHy is said to have 
heen greater than that of those which were 
destroy, for the extensive gardens which 
were formerly attached to the houses of rich 


merchants and to the halls of various corpora- 
tions were built upon. There was stiH a pre- 
judices against the increase of the cii|^ and in 
1674, an act was passed imposing serere pen- 
alties on the erection of houses on new founda- 
tions. In 1683 the penny-post was established. 
The privilege of sanctuary, which belonged to 
various places in the metropolis, as Salisbury 
and Mitre courts, and Ram-alloy in Fleet-street ; 
Fulwood’s-vents and Baldwih’s-gardcns, Hol- 
born; Sanctuary, Minorics; Savoy, Strand,' &c., 
w'as suppressed in 1697, a measure of great 
importance, as those places had become the 
haunts of vice and the refuge of the most 
abandoned characters. The year 1 703 was re- 
markable for a terrible storm which raged during 
the night of the 29th of November. Two 
millions sterling is estimated to have been the 
damage suiTered by the city alone, and the ships 
in the river were driven from their moorings, 
many of smaller size being destroyed. Upwards 
of 200 persons were either killed or maimed. 
At sea, immense damage was done by the same 
storm. Tw'olve men-of-war were lost on the 
shore of our own island, having more than 1800 
men on board. In 1711, fifty new churches 
were erected in and about London, the expense 
of which was defrayed by a tax, levied on im- 
ported coals, for eight years. St Paul’s cathe- 
dral w'as completed about this time. In 1714, 
George I. made his public entry into London. 
The next year more than 120 houses w'cre de- 
stroyed by fire in Thames-street, and 50 per- 
sons perished. In 1722, the Chelsea water- 
company was formed, for the better supplying 
of Westminster and the w'estern suburbs with 
water. During the reign of George II., great 
improvements were made in the metropolis and 
its neighbourhood; several new parishes were 
formed, as St George’s, Bloomsbury ; St Ann’s, 
Limehouse; St Paul’s, Deptford, &c. Fleet- 
ditch was arched over, and a part of the site 
is occupied by Fleet-market. Grosvenor-squaro 
and Westminster bridge were built ; the houses 
on London bridge were removed, and new roads 
were made in various directions. During the 
reign of George III. the metropolis continued 
to extend, and many important improvements 
were eflbeted. Most of the city gates were 
removed; in 1768» commissioners were ap- 
pointed by parliament, to superintend and regu- 
late the paving, lighting, cleaning, and watch- 
ing the streets, as well as the stands of hackney 
coaches. Various companies for supplying 
water and gas have since b^n established. The 
events which have occurred in London during 
the present and the latter part of the former 
century, are too numerous to admit of sufficient 
condensation for the present work. The ex- 
tension of the city has continued during that 
period ; its present extent will be noticed here- 
after 

Situathn, jpc.}— The metropolis is situated 
on the banks of the river Thames, at the dis- 
tance of about 60 m. from the sea. On the 
north side of the river, the ground rises in a 
gentle slope, but on the south side the surface 
is uniformly flat. The highest level in London 
above high-water mark, is at the north side o> 
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lI)o aqueduct, crosung the Regent’s canal, which 
j 3 102 feet 6 inches. The north end of North- 
umberland-i^^^ Strand, is elcTated 19 feet, 
7 inches ; the centre of RegentVcircus, 77 feet, 
2 inches; the base of St Paul’s, 62 feet. The 
whole of Westminster, except the abliey and 
l»art of the Horse-ferry road, is below the level 
of the highest tide. 

CUmate,\ — The temperature of London 
ranges from 20® to 81® Fahr., and the average 
has been calculated at 61® 9'. The limits of 
the annual variation appear to be ono degree 
above and one and a half below the mean. 
'I'hc thermometer has been known to fall six 
<](>grees below zero, and to rise to 94" in the 
shaile, but these arc extremely rare occurrences, 
'fhe quantity of rain which falls is various, and 
it is calculated that London is one of the driest 
places in the kingdom. The average of four 
years at the end of last century, gives 19 inches; 
in 1802, 15 inches fell; in 1806, 27. The 
^metropolis is subject to dense fogs, (^specially 
during the months of Noveinl>er and Decemlicr, 
rendering it necessary to use lights in shops ami 
warcliuusos throughout the day. The most 
]>ruvalent wind in London is the S.W., the 
least common is the N., the former lieing 
calculated to blow during 112 days, and the 
latter only during 16 days of the year. The 
S.W. appears to prevail chiefly in July and 
August; the N.E. in January, March, April, 
May, and June; the N. W. occurs most frequently 
from November to March. The mean height 
of the barometer is stated to be 29,9 inches. 

Mi)rtaliiy,'\ — London is remarkably healthy, 
ibough many circumstances, too obvious to re- 
(luiro notice, would lead us to expect the con- 
trary. In 1700, the rate of mortality was one 
in 26; in 1815, it was ono in 38. The salu- 
l»rit.y of London arises from several causes. 

Divisions,'] — ^Wo shall hero follow the divi- 
sions given by Mr Hickman, in his statement 
of the population returns for 1831. He divides 
it into London within the walls ; Lomlon with- 
out the walls ; the borough of Southwark ; the 
city of Westminster ; parishes within the bills 
of mortality ; and lastly, a few parishes not 
Vrilhin the bills of mortality. 

1. London within the walls is the original 
metropolis of the kingdom. It extends along 
the north side of the Thames, from Tower- 
liill to the foot of Ludgate-hill, a distance of a 
mile and a quarter. On the south it is bounded 
i'y the river, which is hero crossed by South- 
''■•■o’k and London bridges. It is bounded on 
®il the rest of its circumference by the division 
of London without the walls, with the cxccji- 
hon of a short space on the oast, where it is 
jmunded by the Town-liberty and Old precinct. 
The area is about 370 acres, and rather more 
«mn three miles in circumference. Within the 
J'afls. are 97 parishes. « In the beginning of 
century, the population was not much less 
'ban 140,000, as proved by deduction from 
^be parish registers ; and the annual mortality 
as 1 to 20 of that population. Fortunately 
the health of the citizens, space is be- 
^ming more valuable for warehouses than for 
^mnan habitations; so that the population of 
III. 


the city within the walls is diminished to 55,778, 
and the rate of mortality to less than 1 in 40.” 

2. London without the walls. This is a space 
of various width, extending around M walls of 
the ancient city, beginning at the Thames, 
where it is crossed by Blackfriar’s bridge, and 
running northward, eastward, and south-east- 
ward, round the city as far os the Town-liberty. 
On the outer sifle it is bounded by the parish 
of St Clement-Davis ; Rolls liberty ; parishes 
of St Andrew, Holhorn, and St Sepulchre ; 
Glasshouse-yard ; parish of St Luke, Midtlle- 
sox; Nurton-Fulgate lil)crty; Old Artillery- 
yard ; Christ-church parish, Spkalfields, and 
Whitechapel ; and the Town-liberty. The 
main part of this area extends westward to 
Temple-Bar, constituting what was in the reigns 
of the IMantagcnets the best part of tho town. 
It occupies about 2.'30 acres. From the same 
Clauses as were already mentioned, tho popula- 
tion of the city without the walls has diminished 
though not in an equal degree with that of the 
city within the walls. In the beginning of last 
century, the population was 60,000; it was 
66,200, in 1831. 

3. The borough of Southwark lies on tho 
south siilc of the Thames, along which it ex- 
tends for a distiince of two miles. Its form is 
somewhat irregular. It sends a long narrow 
branch about a mile in length down the Kent 
road, and extends southward about a mile b€»- 
tween the parishes of Lainboih ami St-Mar)'- 
Butts. This district has repeatedly been granted 
to the city. Maitland says, “ In the year 1650, 
tho citizens having purchased of King Edward 
VI. tho borough of Southwark, with divers 
privileges thereunto belonging, they erected 
tho same into a 26lh ward, called Bridgc- 
ward-watliout ; hut it seems the power granted 
them by charter not proving sufKcient to aui>> 
port their title thereunto, by excluding tho 
justices of peace for the county of Surrey from 
interfering in the government thereof, it is 
therefore only a nominal ward : however, it 
serves to dignify the senior alderman, called 
the Father of the city, who generally by his 
great age is rendered unable to undergo the 
fatigue of business ; therefore, as there is nothing 
to 1)0 done, ’tis a post fit for one worn out with 
age.” Tho liorough of Southwark includes 
600 acres. The river is here crossed by Black- 
friar’s, Southwark, and London bridges. Tho 
l)opulation has been rather more than doubled 
since the commencement of last century. 

4. Tho city of Westminster is a very exten- 
sive part of tho metroimlis. It extends along 
the Thames from Chelsea to Temple-stairs, a 
distance of about 3 m. It is bounded by St 
Luke’s parish, Chelsea; Kensington, Padding- 
ton, St Mary-le-bone, and St George, Blooms- 
bury. It is hounded on the north by Oxford- 
street, whence tho boundary line passes along 
Crowp-street, Castle-street, and Drury-^lane, 
encircling in the western direction Hyde-park, 
and Kensington-gardens. Tho i)opulation of 
the city of Westminster, in 1831, was 202,891. 

5. The division including tho parishes within 
the hills of mortality. This term is derived 
from the following circumstance : London suf- 
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fercd frequently, as has already been related, 
from various pestilences, especially the plague ; 
this frequent recurrence caused the establish- 
ment of uptices, called weekly bills of mortality, 
kept and published by the parish-clerks, as a 
warning to the court and others to leave Lon- 
don whenever the plague became more fatal 
than usual. The somewhat obsolete names of 
diseases in these bills, have injured their repu- 
tation, and in some of the large parishes they 
are discontinued. The parishes within the bills 
are, Lambeth, South Lambeth, Vauxhall, New- 
ington-Bath, Bermondsey, Horsley-down, and 
Rotherhithe, which arc in the county of Surrey ; 
St Andrews, Hulijorn, St Giles, St George's, 
Bloomsbury, part of Pancras, Clerkenwell, 
Spitaldolds, Biethnal-green, St Luke's, Shore- 
ditch, Whitechapel, St George’s on the East, 
Shadwell, Limehouse, Islington, Hackney, 
Stepney, and Stratford-le-Bow. In consequence 
of the great increase of ])opulation, it was 
found necessary to divide some of the large 
out-parishes. This has been the case in parti- 
cular with the parish of Stepney, which formerly 
contained those of Stratibrd-le-Bow, W'hite- 
chapel, Limehouse, Wrapping, Shadw'ell, Rat- 
cliflTc-highway, Spitalfields, and Bethnal-green; 
and even yet is one of the largest parishes 
within the hills of mortality. The population 
of this division has been more tlian doubled 
since the beginning of the last century. 

6. The parishes not within the bills of mor- 
tality are Chelsea, Kensington, St Mary-le-bune, 
Paddington, and St Pancras, with part of High- 
gate. The increase of population in these 
within a century and a third lias been prodigi- 
ous, being from 9150 to 290,5(30. 

Line of the Streets ,] — “It has been remark- 
ed,” says a writer in the Edinburgh Encyclo- 
pedia, “that it is much easier to acquire a 
practical knowledge of the geography of Lon- 
don than of Paris, which has not the same ral- 
lying points except the Seine. In London, 
the principal streets follow the course of the 
Thames from west to oast, and the main cross 
streets run chiefly in a direction from north to 
south. Entering London from the west, there 
are two principal avenues or grand lines of 
streets: If we enter from the west on the 
northern side of the city, the first street is Ox- 
ford-stroet, which leads through St Giles’, llol- 
born. Skinner-street, Snow-hill, Newgate-street, 
Cheapside, Cornhill, and Leadcnhall-street, to 
Whitechapel and Mile-end, on the road into 
Essex : If we enter by the Bath road, on the 
south side of Hyde-park, the streets are l^cca- 
dilly, St James’-strect, Pall-Mall, Charing-cross, 
Strand, Fleet-street, Ludgate-hill, St I’aul’s- 
churchyard, Watling - street. Cannon - street. 
Tower-street, Wapping, Limehouse, &c. The 
two principal avenues — Piccadilly and the 
Strand — Oxford-street and Holborn — unite at 
St Paul's, whence, as from a common centre, 
they separate again to form two other great 
avenues — Cheapside and WatUng-street. The 
longest line of street, though under several dif- 
ferent names, which runs from south to north, 
is the principal street in Southwark, which ex- 
tends from the country to London-bridge, and 


thence, under the names of Fishstreet-hill, 
.Gracechurch-street, Bishopsgate-street, Shore’ 
ditch, &c. to the northeni extremity of the city, 
on the road to Kingsland, Hackney, &c. Tlie 
longest street in London under one appellation 
is Oxford-street, which is 1 mile, 2 furlongs, and 
10 poles in length.” London is computed to 
have contained in 1830, 80 squares, 9000 streets, 
lanes, row's, places, &c., in which the houses 
w'ere not less than 170,000. All the streets aru 
paved with great regularity, and have a foot path 
laid w'ith flags, divided from the carriage way ; 
the latter is formed by small cubical blocks of 
Scotch granite. The footw'ay has a regular 
curb-stone, and is divided from the carringu 
w'ay by a gutter, which flows into the common 
sewrer. Some of the streets have recently been 
partially Macadamiseil. Nearly all are lighteil 
with gas, which is supplied by several com- 
panies. The London (ias-light company has 
existed since 1812; it has works in the Horsc- 
ferry-road, Westminster, in Brick-lane, Spittal- 
flelds, and on the Curtain-road. It consumes 
about 20,000 chaldrons of coals annually, aii l 
the main pipes extend 125 miles. The City 
Gas company has w'orks in Dorset-street, Salis - 
bury-square ; those of the South London com- 
pany are at Bankside; the Imperial company, 
near the Hackney-road, and the London PortaMu 
Gas company, in St Johii-strect, Clerkenwell. 

The most elegant streets in London are si- 
tuated in the we.st encl of the town. Few street.-} 
can compete with Regent-street, Portland-pl.ici', 
and the buildings around or near the Regent \ 
park. Many of the latter are of recent erec- 
tion, and new houses arc springing up with 
great rapidity. At the west end of the town 
also are the parks. St Jaracs’s-park lies nc'ar 
the palaces of St James's and Whitehall. It i:} 
of a triangular shape, and its greatest lengtii is 
rather more than half a mile. This was a com- 
plete marsh till enclosed and drained by Henry 
VIII. In the centre is a long irregular sheet of 
w'ater, and around are agreeable walks. Tim 
Green-park lies in the immediate vicinity of 
that of St James's, and extends from it to Pic- 
cadilly. Near the place where the two parks 
meet is the royal ’ palace, erected on the site of 
Buckingham-house, to the west of which is a 
lai^e triangular space of ground called the pa- 
lace garden. Hyde-park is an extensive piece 
of ground extending w'estward from Park-lane, 
and bounded at its w'cstern extremity by the 
ends of Oxford-street and Piccadilly. On the 
w'est it touches Kensington-gardens, and the 
whole area is about 395 acres. It is intersect- 
ed with walks, and planted with very fine trees, 
and is much frequented at certain times both hy 
pedestrians, equestrians, and carriages. No 
hackney coaches are admitted. There are five 
entrances, each of which has an elegant lodge. 
At Hydo-park-corner, at the end of Piccadilly^ 
the entrance is through a triumphal arch. At 
the S.E. comer is a colossal statue of Achilles, 
erected in honour of the duke of Wellington’s 
military achievements. The metal was obtain- 
ed from twelve 24-pounders taken in the battles 
of Salamanca, Vittoria, Toulouse, and Water- 
loo. On the south side of the park are tbs 
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barracks of tho Life-guards. The Serpentine 
river is situated in Hyde-park, near the south 
side. It i8;;in the form of a parallelogram, and 
was dug awnit tho year 1780. The Regent’s- 
uark is situated at the north-western angle of 
the metro)>olis, in tho parishes of Pancras and 
Mary-le-bono, but chiefly in the latter. It is 
nearly of a circular form, and contains about 
450 acres. Many trees have been planted hero, 
though a largo proportion are still young. The 
shrubbery is tastefully arranged, and the walks 
are agreeable. On the western side is a sheet 
of water above half a milo in length, of an ir- 
regular form, and studded with small islands. 
In the centre is a largo circular spot called the 
Ring, laid out with greater regularity and neat- 
ness. Around this aro three villas in Grecian 
styles of architecture, called South villa, tlie 
Ilohnc, and St .Tohn's-wood lodge. There are 
other villas in diflereiit parts of the park, a part 
of the northern border of which has also been 
granted to the Zoological society, whose gar- 
dens will be described elsewhere. The build- 
ings around the Regenl’s-park are among the 
most recently erected in London, and deserve 
particular notice. At the entrance from Port- 
land-place is Park-crescent, tho buildings of 
which are handsome we next come to Park- 
s(|iiare, a short distance from which, on the cast 
side, are the handsoino structures containing 
tho Diorama and Gilusseum. I’rocceding along 
tlu! road we pass Cambridgc-terracc, a line row 
of houses in the Roman style ; Chcster-terrace, 
a row designed by Mr Nash, in the Corinthian 
order, with a great profusion of decoration^; 
Ciimherland-terrace, also designed by Mr Nash, 
consisting of a centre and two wings, the for- 
mer being a splendid colonnade of twelve col- 
umns. Further on are the marquess of Hert- 
ford's villa. Grove-house, and Hanover-lodge, 
erected after designs by Mr D. Burton. Han- 
over-tcrracc was planned by Mr Nash, as also 
Sussex-place, a whimsical range of buildings 
consisting of a centre with a pediment, flanked 
by octagonal tow'ers and wings, with four simi- 
lar towers, the whole being disposed in a semi- 
circular form, with a garden in front. All tho 
towers are finished with cupola tops and mina- 
rets, which give them a very singular appear- 
ance. Cornwall and York- terraces are hand- 
some ranges of houses, the former designed by 
Mr D. Burton, the latter by Mr Nash. Tho 
entrances to York-tcrraco aro all on tho 
side farthest from tho park, so that it has the 
t'lppearanco of a single building, with the mag- 
niflconco of a )ialace. Ulster-terrace is the 
t’orner of Park-square, thus bringing us to tho 
point from which we started. 

Po/aces.] — St James’s palace is situated near 
the corner of the Green-park* opposite the foot 
^f St James’s-street, and looking toward the 
south over St James’s-park. It was erected by 
Henry VIII. on the site oPan hospital for le- 
pers, dedicated also to St James. Since the 
destruction of Whitehall in 1695, this has bmn 
tho town-residence of the English kings, never- 
theless it presents few external attractions; in 
fact, its general aspect is mean. It is con- 
structed chiefly of bricky and tho gateway luok- 


, ing towards St JamesVstreet baa much more 
I tlio asjmct of a prison than a palace. In 
I lS09y tho south-east wing was burnt, and is still 
1 in ruins, though the other parts of the palace 
received a thorough repair almut three years 
, ago. The state-a^jartinents were newly fur- 
I nished in 1824, and are very handsome, ^ough 
in a remarkably plain taste. 

Diickingham-housc, on the site of which tho 
new palace has been erected, was built in 1703 
by John Sheffield, duke of Buckingham. In 
1761 it w'as purchased for the town residence of 
Charlotte, queen of George III. In construct- 
ing tho new palace a very small portion of tho 
old structure has been allowed to remain. The 
whole forms three sides of a square. The base- 
ment is of Doric, and the superstructuro of tho 
Corinthian order, designed by Mr Nash. Though 
highly ornamented, and erected at a great ex- 
pense, this building lias not given general satis- 
faction, and least of all to his late majesty 
George IV., for whom it was built. It has an 
insignificant appearance, and there is an ugly 
hemisphere of stone above tho centre w'hich has 
a very had eflcct. Above the central pediment, 
as well as on the faces of tho wings, there are 
emblematical statues. A semicircular space in 
front is enclosed with a massive iron railing, in tho 
middle of which is tho grand entrance, an arch |i 
of white marble, copied from that of Constan- 
tino at Rome, over which it is intended to place 
an equestrian statue of George IV. Many of 
the mantle-))ieces and other ornaments belong- 
ing to this palace formerly adorned Carlton- 
house, at tho cast end of Pall-Mall. This was 
the town-residence of his late majesty when 
Prince Regent, and was a small inconvenient 
structure, which was taken down some time 
ago. 

The palace of Whitehall, which stood ^t tho 
east end of St James’s park, was in a^great 
mes^ure destroyed by fire. Tho portion now 
remaining is called tho Banqiieting-house, tho 
great room of which is used as a chapel. Tho 
ceiling was painted by Rubens. In tho space 
liehind the Banqueting-hoiise is a brass statue 
of James II. by (libbons. 

Kensington palace is situated in the gardens 
of the same name, at the w'cst end of Hyde- 
l)ark. This was Ijought by W’illiam 111. from 
the chancellor Finch. Tho building is plain, 
and very irregular. It contains a good collec- 
tion of pictures, and the grand staircase and the 
ceilings of many of tho rooms were painted by 
Kent. 

The most important residences of the nobility 
deserve some notice in this place. Apslcy- 
house, at Hyde-park-corner, is tho residence of 
tho duke of Wellington, though originally built 
by lord-chancellor Apsley, after designs by 
Messrs Adam. It has lately been remodelled 
under the direction of Sir J. Wyattville. It is 
in the Ck)rinthian style. — Gower, or York-house, 
is situated at the corner of tho Green-park. It 
was founded in 1825, and intended for the resi- 
dence of the late duke of York. It is now the 
property of tho duke of Sutherland. It is a 
large quadrangular structure in the Corinthian 
stylo of architecture. Tho north front exhibiU 
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A portico of eight columns, which is the en- 
trance. The oast side has no projecting col- 
umns; the south and west project slightly at 
each end, and in the centre of each are six Cor- 
inthian cofumns supportii^ a pediment — North- 
umbcrland-house, near^ Charing-cross, is the 
town-residence of the duke of Northumberland. 
It has an im|> 08 ing but not an elegant appear- 
ance, and was erected in the reign of James I. 
by the eatl of Northampton. It extends bsmk- 
ward from the street forming a s])acious quad- 
rangle, from behind which two wings 100 feet 
in length run down towards the river. After 
the death of the earl of Northampton it w'as 
possessed by the earl of Suffolk, from whom it 
passed by marriage into the Northumberland 
family in 1642. The interior is fitted up in a 
magifiiicent style, and contains a superb collec- 
tion of paintings. Behind the house a garden 
extends to the Thames. — Burlington-house, in 
Piccadilly, is the residence of Lord Cavendish. 
It is surroundetl by a lolly wall, so that its l>eau- 
tics are not seen from the street. It is in the 
Doric order of architecture. — Spencer-house, in 
St Jaines'8-))lace, is the residence of P2arl Spen- 
cer. It is a handsome square structure, sur- 
rounded with slirubijcry, and having a line front 
looking toward the Green-park. — klarllwrough- 
#faousc, in Pall-Mall, was tlie residence erected 
for the great duke of Marlborough. It wiis 
lately the residence of Prince Leopold of Saxe 
Coburg. — ^Ainong the other splendid residences 
of the nobility may be mentioned those of the 
carl of Chesterfield in South Auilley-strcct, of 
the duke of Devonshire in Piccadilly, of the 
kite duke of Manchester in Manchostcr-square, 
of the marquess of Anglesea in Burlington-gar- 
dens, of the marquess of Hertford in Regent’s- 
park and Piccadilly, of the duke of Bucking- 
ham in Pall-Mall, of the duke of Norfolk in 
St James's-square, of the marquess of Lansdowno 
in Berkeley-square, of the duke of Portland in 
Cavendish-square, of Bari Grosvenor in Upper 
Grosvenor-strect, and Melbourne-house, White- 
hall. 

iS^^uarcs.] — The squares of London are nu- 
merous, and contain some of the finest resi- 
dences in the metropolis. Bedford-square is 
near the cast end of Oxford-street ; it is spa- 
cious and regular, but not worthy of particular 
notice. — Bclgrave-squarc, alx)ut a quarter of a 
mile west of the new palace, was begun in 1825. 
It is G84 feet by 617, and consists of elegant 
houses adorned with Corinthian columns. Bcrke^ 
ley-sqUare lies to the north of Piccadilly, and 
contains Lansdowne-houso, the residence of the 
marquess of Lahsdowne. The area in the cen- 
tre contains three acres, and was formerly 
adorned with an equestrian statue of George 
III. — Bloomsbury-squarq lies to the north of 
High-Holl)orn, and formerly contained the resi- 
dence of the duke of Bedford. Hero are the 
monument of the duke of Bedford, and a bronze 
statue of the Right Hon. Charles James Fox, 
the work of Wostmacott, erected in 1816.— 
Cavondish-gquare, near Langham-place and 
Regent-street, contains a gilt equestrian statue 
of William, duke of Cumberland, erected in 
1770.— rCovent-gacden) between the Strand and 


Long-acre, occupies abont three acres, and is 
; so called from its having been the garden of tho 
' convent of St Peter. In tho cenUe is tho mar- 
ket of Covent-garden, on the west side is tho 
church of St Paul, and on the north a piazza, 
designed by Inigo Jones. — Baton-square, near 
Belgravo-square, is 1637 feet by 371, and con- 
tains St Pctcr*8 church. Baton-square was 
founded in 1812, and w'aa but lately finished. 

It is crossed by the New Road, and contains St 
Pancros new church. — Finsbury-square'is situ- 
ated in the east, about half a mile north of the 
bank. The houses are regular and handsome. 

A little to the south of tliis is Finsbury circus. 
Fitzroy-square was complcteil in 1825, after tho 
designs of Messrs Adams. It is one of the most 
elegant in London, though not of great extent, 
and lies near tho Regent’s-park, a little to {\w. 
south of tho New Road. — Golden-stpiare lies 
near the cast end of Piccadilly, and is about 
150 years old. — Grosvcnor-squarc lies at an 
equal distance from the south side of Oxford- ( 
street and the end of Hyde-})ark. It contains •' 
most magnificent houses, and a fine garden in 
tho centre, containing about six acres. A gilt 
equestrian statue of George I. bos stood in tliu 
centre since 1726. — Hanovcr-squarc, near the 
corner of Oxford and Regent-streets, contain); 
many handsome residences. — 8t James's-sciuaru 
is situated near tho north side of Pall-Mall, and 
is of considerable extent. In tho centre is a 
statue of William 111., surrounded by a piece of 
water. Here are the residences of the bishoi) 
of London, Lord Bllenborough, and Sir P. 
Hastings ; also Norfolk-house, in which George 
III. was born.— Leicc8ter-s(][uarc, to the cast uf 
Piccadilly, contains a tine equestrian statue of 
George 1. Hero lived Sir Joshua Reynoltls, 
Woollet tho engraver, Hogarth, and John Hun- 
ter the celebrated anatomist. — Lineolns-Iiin 
Fields, which lie to the south of liulburn, are 
surrounded by irregular houses. Thu space is 
the largest inclosed ground in London, and is 
well planted. The execution of Lord Russell 
took place in the centre of this area in 1683. 
Here is tho building l)elonging to the royal 
college of surgeons, containing their library and 
the anatomical museum of John Hunter.- — Man- 
chcster-siiuaro contains tho residence of tlic 
man^ucss of Hertford. This was originally built 
by the duke of Manchester, and was for some 
time the residence of the Spanish aml)as8a(lor. 
Portman-square, which lies to the north of tlie 
w'est end of Oxford-street, was begun in 1764. 
The houses are very fine, and the centre i;^ 
formed into a garden with remarkably luxuriant 
shrubbery. — Prince’s-square, which is very small* 
and lies a little to tho north of the London- 
doeks, is only worthy of notice from its con- 
taining the Swedes* church, in which lies buried 
the celebrated Emanuel Swedeulxirg. — Queen- 
square, a little tok the north of Soomsbury- 
square, contains a statue of Queen Anne. In 
the southwest angle is the church of St George 
the Martyr. — Russell-square, very near the lost* 
is a handsome square^ containing very good 
houses. Here is a ecfiossal statue of the late 
duke of Bedford, erected in 1809. It is cast 
in bronze, and is tho work of Westmacott. In 
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this iquaro are the houses in which lived Sir 
Samuel Romilly and Sir Thomas Lawrence. 
Soho-squaq^ is near the east end of Oxford- 
Btrcet) and takes its name from the word Soho 
liavin^ been the word of the day at Sedgmore. 
Mere was the house of the duke of Monmouth, 
und in the south-west angle is the former resi- 
dence of Sir Joseph Banks. In the centre of 
the garden is a pedestrian statue of Charles II. 
In the north-western corner is the Bazaar. 
Tavistock-square consists of elegant houses, but 
is not worthy of particular notice. — Trinity- 
square, in Newington-Butts, contains Trinity 
church, before which stands a statue of King 
Alfred. — There are many other squares in this 
city, but these are the most deserving of notice. 

SUitues^'l — We have already noticed various 
public monuments and statues to eminent indivi- 
duals which adorn the metropolis; a few re- 
main to be noticed. At Charing-cross is a 
statue of Charles I., executed in IG.TJl, by Le 
ScL'ur. This was sold by the parliamentary 
^ {Kirty, and supposed to have been broken up, 
hut after the restoration it was brought forward 
by the person who had purchased it, and re- 
sold to the government. Within the inelosure 
fronting St PauVs is the statue of Queen Anne, 
by Bird. In Uanover-s(iuaru is a statue of 
William Pitt, the work of Chantrey, cast in 
bronze, and erected in 1 Hill. A statue of the 
late George Canning w'ils erected in 1802, in 
Piilace-yard. It is colossal, cast in bronze, and 
the work of Mr Westmacott. Temple-bar is 
adorned on the cast side with statues of Queen 
Elizabeth and James T., and on the west side 
with statues of (Charles I. and II. Between 
Whitehall and the Thames stands a bronze sta- 
tue of James II., executed by Gibbons. There 
!ire other statues and monuments which will bo 
noticed along with the public buildings in which 
, they arc placed. 

Bridges ,'] — The bridges over the Thames are 
among the finest objects in London. Highest 
up the river is VauxhalUbridge. This was 
founded in 1810, and completed in three years. 
It consists of nine arches of cast-iron, resting 
on piers formed by a wooden frame as a founda- 
tion, and faced with Kentish rag-stone ami 
Homan cement. It has a light and elegant ap- 
1>earance, and is 800 foot in length. The span 
of each arch is 78 feet and the height 29. The 
architect was Mr Walker, and the expense of 
erection was £ 150,000, which is to be defrayed 
by the tolls exacted from all passengers. It re- 
ceives its namo from tlie vicinity of Vauxhall- 
gardens. It is proposed to carry a new bridge 
from the Horse-ferry road to Lambeth-stairs. 
Westininster-bridgo is the second in order. It 
cn)S8C8 the river in the immediate vicinity of 
Westininster-hall, and was begun in 1739 and 
completed in 1750. The architect was Mons. 
habelgo, a Frenchman, and the expense of 
erection was about j£389,000. It is built of 
Portland stone, and consists of 15 arches, gra- 
dually diminishing from tho centre to each end, 
Hiat in tho centre 76 feet span, those at each 
Olid 20. The arches are all semicircular. The 
length of tho whole is 1223 feet, and the ex- 
treme breadth 44. The road over this bridge 


was Macadamized in 1824.'— Tho next in order 
is Waterloo-bridge, which etosses tho Thames 
a little to tho west of SomerscUhouse. An act 
of parliament for its erection was obtained in 
1806. It wiu originally planned by Mr G. 
Dodd, but executed nhder the superintendence 
of Mr Bennie. The works were b^un in 1811, 
and on tho 18th of June, 1817, it was o|)onod in 
the presence of various distinguished persons. 
The structure is formed of granite, and each 
pier rests on 320 pilesi All the arches are 
elliptical, ami of ocpial size, so that the surface 
is level, in wliich circumstance this bridge sur- 
)>assc8 all the others in London. The summit 
is exactly on a level with the Strand, and 50 
feet above the level of the Thames. It is much 
frequented as a promenade, and the view from 
it is very fine. In order to connect the bridge 
with the streets on the siiine level on each siile, 
tho roatl is supported on brick arches, of which 
there are 60 on the Surrey side. The whole 
length of the structure, including the coneealcd 
arches, is 2890 feet ; the length of the bridge 
is 1242; the width witliin tlie balustrade 42 ; 
the span of each arch 120; tho thickness of 
each pier 20. At each end are two handsome 
toll lodges, in the Doric style. — Next in order 
is Blackiriar’s-briiige. This was constructed 
between 1760 and 170H, after tho plan of Mr 
11. My hie, at an expense of .£152,840. It was 
intended that this bridge should bear the namo 
of William Pitt, earl of Chatham, w'hich is 
stated on the plate buried under the foundation. 
The artrhes are nine in nninlwr, and of the 
elliptical form. The central arch htis a span 
of 100 feet, and the whole length of the bridge 
is 995. It ristis considerably in tlie centre, and 
commands a lino view of the river, the city ami 
Ixjrough, the monument, St Paul’s cathedral, 
&c. Above each pier is a recess, supported by 
Ionic pillars. Ttie width Indween thejl)alus- 
trailcs is 35 feet. — Southwark-bridge crosses tho 
river about half a mile l)elow the last. It w^us 
founded in 1814, and completed in 1819, under 
tho superintendence of Mr Bennie, assisted by 
Mr Weston. The iron work was cast in tho 
foundry of Messrs Walker & Co. of Bothcrhain. 
It consists of three arches, the centre ono hav- 
ing a space of 240 feet, and the others 210 feet 
each. The arches are of iron, resting on piers 
of solid masonry founded on piles. The whole 
weight of iron em|>loyod in the construction of 
this bridge is above 5,308 tons. The whole 
expense, including that of forming tho ap- 
proaches, which was great, was about £*800,000. 
Its general aspect is very striking. About one- 
third of a mile lower is the New London-bridge. 
The first stone of this building was laid on tho 
27th of April, 1825, and it was finally com- 
pleted on tho 3l8t of July, 1831. It was open- 
ed with great pomp by the king on the 1st of 
August. This bridge consists of five scmi-elliptic 
arches. Tho least of these is larger than any 
other stone arch of this form ever erected. 
The centre arch is 152 feet span, with a rise 
above high water mark of 29 feet 6 inches. 
The roadway is 53 feet wide between the para- 
pets, the footways occupying 9 feet each ; tho 
rise in the road is 1 in 132. Tho length of the 
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bridge from the extremities of the abutments is 
928 feet. The whole is constructed of granite, 
alUcr the design of the late Mr Rennie, and the 
«|uantity of stone employed amounts to 120,000 
tons. No tolls arc levied on this bridge. The 
expense was defrayed partly by the corporation 
and partly by government. The share of the 
corporation is to be defrayed by a tax of lOd. 
per chaldron, levied during the next 26 years, 
on all coals entering the port of London. — Old 
London-bridge was the lowest structure on the 
river. It is now in process of being pulled 
down It was begun , in 1176, and was then 
covered with houses, chiefly constructed of 
timber. In 1212, a dreadful fire took place 
here, and many people perished. In 1756, the 
houses were finally removed. The bridge has 
long been found inconvenient from the narrow- 
ness of the arches, and were dangerous to the 
navigation. — The Thames tunnel deserves to lie 
noticed here. As early as the year 1802, a { 
jiroject was set on foot with a view of opening 
an archway under the Thames, between Tlother- 
hithe and Limehousti, upwards of a mile and a 
half liclow London-bridge. Various attempts 
were maile, and a narrow passage was formed 
upw'ards of 900 feet in length, but the river 
breaking in frequently, the undertaking w'as 
abandoned in 1809. The subject was again 
revived by Mr Brunei, some years after, and a 
now company was incorporated by act of parlia- 
ment in 1 824. The work was begun in March, 
1823. After various difficulties, more estni- 
cially from the bursting in of the river, the tun- | 
nel was carried out uinvards of O.'jO feet into the ;

The same means were used on this 
occasion as on the former, and 4000 tons of 
clay were required for filling the opening. Tho 
resources of the company w'cre now at an end, 
and after clearing out the water and mud they 
discontinued tho works, which have not since 
that time been resumed. Tho tunnel, so far as 
it has been carried, consists of a double carriage

It is usual to allow an addition of one twenty, 
fifth part for seamen belonging to registered 
shipping, soldiers quartered in the various har- 
r.*icks, and for the transitory population always 
arriving and departing so irregularly as to pre- 
vent a proper enumeration being made. Taking 
this into account, the total population of all 
the parishes whoso churches lie within 8 m. in a 
direct line from St Paul’s church, w'as 1,776,556, 
in 1881. The number of marriages which 
took place in 1811, W'as 11,549; of baptisms, 
20,274; of burials, 20,726. In 1820, there 
W'cro 12,757 marriages, 80,422 bai)tisms, and 
24,367 burials. These returns arc of course 
extremely imperfect. 

Fairs and Markets ."] — There is but one an- 
nual fair in London, that of St Bartholomew, 
which is opened on the 3d of September and 
continues for four days. It is now held chiefly 
fof amusement, but formerly w'as cedebrated for 
extensive sales of cloth and other goods. In 
tho villages around London numerous fairs are 
held. 

Smithfield market is open on Mondays and 
Thursdays for the sale of cattle. The value of 
the cattle sold annually here is said to average 
.£8,000,000. The number of oxen averages 
1.56,000; of sheep and lambs 1,. 500,000; of 
calves 21,000; of hogs 20,000.

Tho site of the old 
market has been purchased, together with tho 
surrounding houses, those in Hungerford-street, 
and some few in the Strand, in order to insure 
a proper frontage and a convenient access. Tho 
New-market W'as designed by Mr C. Fowler. 
The front to tho river is elegant, llie base- 
ment of the centre next tho river eon.stitutcs 
the Fish-market. The wings are intended for 
taverns, connected by a colonnade, with a ter- 
race which occupies the entire front. From 
tho Fish-market the ascent is by a spacious 
flight of steps in the centre externally, and two 
stair-eases within, at tho extremities of tlic 
portico, whieh is soiiarated from tho hall by a 
screen of arches. The ball, exclusive of the 
porticos, is 157 feet long by 123 feet wide, 
consisting of a nave and two aisles, besides 
ranges of shops against the sitle walls with 
galleries over. These galleries will bo appro- 
priated for the sale of such articles us require a 
neat display, and will bo disposed somewhat in 
tile manner of a bazaar, with a range of coun- 
ters, and a walk in front. Under the whole 
of the hall is a range of arched cidlars or vaults, 
having approaches in various directions. 'Flic 
upper court corresponds nearly with the Fish- 
market, but at tho level of a story above it.

front is 126 feet. The principal market for 
fruit, flowers, and vegetables, is CJovent-gardcn, 
the buildings of whieh were rebuilt in 1829, 
after the designs of Mr Fowder. The exterior 
elevation of the north and sfiuth ranges is em- 
hcllishcd with a colonnade of granite pillars, 
12 feet in height, and placed at the distance 
of 8 feet from the shops so as to form a covered 
walk. The east front, which looks towards | 
Great Russell-street, presents a colonnade about | 
24 feet in depth and surmounted by a terrace. 
Hay and straw are sold three times weekly in 
the liaymarket, at Whitechapel, and in Smith- 
Iteld. Much of the milk used in London is 
supplied by cows kept within the metropolis. 

Supfiy of Pravisiona, §*c.] — It is calculated 
that about 9600 cows are kept by the London 
tew-keopers, producing annually upwards of 
seven millions of gallons. Of butter about 
lliOOO tons, and of cbeeso about 13,000 are 
consumed annually. Of the consumption of 
bread it is not easy to fgrm, an accurate csti- 
ntate^ but that of wheat is said to average one | 


million quarters, four-fifths of which arc sui)- 
posed to he consumed in bread. The supply 
of vegetables is chiefly drawn from the kitchen- 
gardens of Kent and Surrey. The extent of 
these is estimated at 10,000 acres, and the 
value of tho produce annually sold at £646,000. 
The utmost economy is used in tho cultivation 
of tho ground, so as to obtain several crops of 
difierent vegetables from tho samu spot in tho 
course of the year. Fruit is produced in gn‘at 
abundance by the gardens about Kensington, 
Hanimersmith, Brentford, Twiekeiiliam, &c., 
which are saiil to ho m)t loss than 3000 acres 
in extent. The value of tho fruit sold annually 
in London i.s said to he about .£*100,000. The 
nursery gardens in the immediate vicinity of 
London, extenil over 1500 acres. The supply 
of fish is very irregular, and this article is al- 
most always expensive. Tho number of vessels 
entered as employeil in supplying London with 
fish a few years ago, was 3827. In tho same 
year the following return of the supply was made. 
Salmon, 45,446 ; plaise and skate, .50,754 
bushels; turbot, 87,958; fresh cod, 447,130; 
herrings, 3,366,407 ; haddocks, 482,403; sprats, 
60,789 bushels; mackerel, 3,076,700; lobsters, 
1,954,600; soles, 8672 bushels; whitings, 
90,604; and eels, 1500 ewt. Tho consump- 
tion of poultry, game, and venison, is not large, 
in consequence of tho high price of these arti- 
cles. Alalt liquors are consumed in great 
ipuintity. The twidvo principal houses in Lon- 
don brew annually about 1, 400, 000 barrels of 
porter ; and the (piantity of ale brewed by tho 
six principal alo-hrowers is above 80,000 barrels. 
Besides these there are numerous smaller brew- 
eries, hut it is impossilde to calculate the amount 
of the produce. The annual consumption of 
coals in the motroj)olis is about 2,000,000 
chaldrons. There is a coal-exchange in Thaines- 
street, which is principally occupied hy the 
great ileah^rs, who, having a sort of monopoly 
of the market, tho consumers have no control 
over it. London is well-supplied both with 
hard and soft water. Tho former is obtained 
from wdls, which may be sunk in any place, as 
water exists under the whole city. The soft 
water is supplied hy dilTerent eonipanios, and is 
distributed through the metropolis in pipes of 
cast-iron. The New River water-works at Spa- 
field, derive their supply from springs at Chad- 
well; they supply 67,000 houses, and furnish 
13,000,000 gallons daily. Tho lilast London 
water-works arc situated at Old Ford ; they 
supply 42,000 houses, and furnish 6,000,000 
gallons daily. The West Middlesex works draw 
water from the Thames at Hammersmith, to the 
extent of 2,250,000 gallons daily, supplying 
15,000 houses. The Chelsea water- works sup- 
ply 12,400 houses with 1,760,000 gallons. 
The Grand Junction company derives its supply 
from tho Thames near Chelsea, and serves 
7700 houses, supplying daily 2,800,000 gallons. 
Tho Lambeth company draws from the Thames 
between Westminster and Waterloo bridges ; it 
supplies 16,000 houses and furnishes 1,244,000 
gallons ' daily. Tho Vauxhall company draws 
the supply of 1,000,000 gallons from tho 
Thames near Vauxhall bridge, and serves 
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10»000 houses. The Southwark works draw 
from the middle of the Thames, between Lon- 
don and Southwark; about 7000 houses are 
8Ui)plied by these works with about 720,000 
gallons daily. Some of these companies have 
reservoirs and filtering apparatus, but others 
deliver the water directly from the river. 

Civt/ Crovernment .] — The civil government 
of the city is vested in the corporation, the last 
charter having been granted by George 11. The 
corporation consists of the lord-mayor, two 
sheriffs, 26 aldermen, 240 common-counciU 
men, and the livery. These are assisted by a 
recorder, chamberlain, common sergeant, comp- 
troller, city remembrancer, town-clerk and 
other olHccrs. The lord-mayor was originally 
elected by the people in general, but in 1475, 
the election w'as vested by an act of the common- 
council, in the mayor, aldermen, and common- 
councilmen, with the masters, wardens, and 
livery-men of the city companies. The man- 
ner of election is this ; — the livery in common 
assembly choose two aldermen by show of 
hands, who are presented to the late mayor 
and the other aldermen, by whom one is ap- 
pointed to the office of mayor. This takes 
place on the 29th of September. The annual 
revenue attached to the office is .£8,000. The 
powers aud privileges of the mayor are very 
extensive. On the death of the sovereign he 
is considered the principal officer in the king- 
dom, and takes his place in the privy-council 
till a new king is proclaimed. He is the king’s 
representative in the civil government of the 
city; first commissioner in the lieutenancy; 
perpetual coroner and cschcator within the city j 
and lilicrties of London and the borough of 
Southwark ; chief-justice of oyer and terminer, 
and gaol-delivery of Newgate; judge of the 
court of wardmote at the election of aldermen ; 
conservator of the rivers Thames and Med- 
way ; perpetual commissioner in all affairs re- 
lating to the river Lea ; and chief butler to the 
king at all coronations, for which services he 
receives the feo of a golden cup and cover, with 
a golden ewer. No acts of the corporation are 
valid without the authority of the mayor. 

The office of alderman is of high antiquity, 
and the name is derived from the f^xon aelder- 
maUf expressive of mature age. The office 
was originally held for one year, but since the 
reign of Uichard 11. the aldermen liave been 
appointed for life. There are 26 aldermen, or 
one for each ward of the city, ono being elected

The court of common-council consists of the 
mayor, aldermen, and common-councilmcn, and 
regulates the funds of tho corporation. It ap- 
points committees of aldermen for certain biisi- 
ness, and, in fact, superintends tho whole civil 
administration of the city. This court cannot 
meet unless called by the lord-mayor, but ho is 
bound to assemble a certain number during his 
mayoralty, and is likewise expected to call it 
together on a requisition. 

There are two sheriffs for London and Middle- 
sex ; in the former they have separate juriwlic- 
tions, but in the affairs of the latter they arn 
regarded as one, and no one can act without the 
other ; even in case of tho death of one, tho 
other cannot act till a new colleague be aj)- 
[Mjinted. The sheriffs are elected by the livery 
out of fourteen persons nominated by the may- 
or. Those elected are obliged to serv’e under 
heavy penalties, unless they swear that they are 
not worth £15,000. No alderman can Ik) 
chosen mayor without having passed this office; 
but persons not aldermen are sometimes chosen 
to tho shrievcalty. Whoever serves is obliged to 
give a bond for £1,000 to the corporation as a 
pledge for the fullilinent of his duties. 

The recorder is ap{x>intcd for life, by the 
lord-mayor and aldermen, and receives a salary 
of £2,500. He must be a lawyer, and presides 
at the Old-Bailey and other courts. 

Tho livery of London consists of the freemen 
of the different city companies, which are 91 in 
number, and contain upwards of 1200 individu- 
als. About 50 of these companies have halls in 
different parts of tho city. 

Connected with tho corporation of the city 
are some buildings which may be noticed here. 

The Mansion-house is the official residence of 
the lord-mayor, and stands at the cast end of the 
Poultry, on the site of the ancient Stocks-mar-

The aldermen who have filled tho 
office of mayor are justices of the quorum ; the 
others are justices of peace for the city, and 
goi^moTB of their respective wards, under the 
jurisdiction of the mayor. They hold courts 
for the election of common-coundlmon, and 
transacting the business of the ward. 

The common-councilmen are the popular re- 
presentatives of the wards^ and are elected an-

The new metropolitan police, established in 
] 829 by Mr Peel, are placed under a board of 
commissioners. It consists of eight companies, 
each destined for a particular district, and com- 
))rising 1 superintendent, 4 inspectors, 16 scr- 
jeants, and 144 police constables. Each officer 
is dressed in a blue uniform, and is furnished 
with a cutlass, rattle, and staff. The number 
employed during the night is greater than that 
employed in the day-time. In Ctach division is 
a station, or police-office. They arc named 
after the streets in which they stand. Bow- 
street, Great Marlborough-street, Hatton-gar- 
don. Worship-street, Shoreditch, Lainbeth- 
street, Whitechapel, High-street, Mary-le-bonc, 
Queen-square, Westminster, and Union-street, 
Southwark. The police magistrates are now 
almost universally chosen from amongst barris- 
ters, according to regulations cstcablished by 
Lonl Sidmouth. Their salary is .€600 per .an- 
num, and throe arc attached to each office. 
The Bow-street office is on the most extended 
scale, and the expenses in some years exceed 
€1*2,000. There are officers connected with 
this station who are employed in executing 
criminal w'arrants in all parts of the country. 
The Thames police was est.ablished in 1 798, for 
the purpose of repressing the numerous depre- 
dations on the Thames, which had then become 
notorious. The superintendence of this police 
extends from Vauxhall to Woolwich, embracing 
the (plays, docks, wharfs, &c. on both sides, 
except from the Tower-stairs to the Tem- 
ple. The chief office at Wapping is never 
closed. Boats are kept plying on the river at 
night. 

Kcchsiaatical Affair8 ,'\ — London appears an- 
ciently to have been the seat of an archbishop, 
but in 604 it w'as reduced to a bishopric, and 
Mellitus w'os the first bishop. It is situated in 
the province of Canterbury, but is independent 
of the jurisdiction of the archbishop. The eccle- 
siastical establishment consists of a bishop, dean, 
precentor, chancellor, treasurer, five archdea- 
cons, .30 prebendaries, 12 petty canons — one 
of whom is sub-dean, two are styled cardinals, 
ono is gospeller, and another epistler — six vicars 
choral, 10 singing men — five in orders and five 
laymen — 10 choristers, an organist, &c. The 
revenues of the bishopric were valued, 26® Henry 
VIII., at €1207 168.

Besides these parishes, the metropolis con.

which contain a considerable population... The 
most important are Barnard’s-Inn ; Bridewell, 
hospital and Precinct ; Clifford’s, Furnival’s, 
Gray’s, Lincoln’s, Sergeants’, and Staple Inns ; 
White Friar’s Precinct; Inner and Middle 
Temple ; Old Artillery ground liberty ; Charter- 
house ; Ely-palaco ; Norton-Fulgato liberty ; 
Rolls liberty ; Tower Precinct ; East Smithfield 
liberty; close of Westminster-abbey, and the 
verge of the palaces of St James and Whitehall. 

The collegiate church of St Peter at West- 
minster, or, as it is commonly called, M\*st. 
minster-abbey, was originally a Benedictine- 
abbey. By Henry VIII. it was converted into 
a college of secular canons, with a dean and 
bishop. The abbey was restored by Mary ; but 
in IbtiO, it was again changed into a college by 
Queen Elizabeth, and still continues such. It 
consists of a dean and twelve secular canons or 
prcl)endaries. 

Ecclesiastical Edifices*'] — Some of the eccle- 
siastical edifices in London deserve notice in 
this place ; though the limits of this work make 
it necessary to pass over many, well-deserving 
of attention. 

St Paul’s cathedral is the chief ecclesiastical 
edifice in the metropolis, and the finest speci- 
men of Italian architecture in the world, after 
St Peter’s in Rome. It stands on an cminenco 
to the north of the Thames, on the site of an 
ancient Gothic structure of great magnificence, 
which unfortunately perished in the great fire 
of 1666. After several ineffectual attempts to 
repair the ancient structure, it was finally de- 
molished. The first stone of the new structure 
was laid on the 2l8t of Juno 1675, and the last 
was laid on the top of the lantern in 1710; 
shortly after which, the queen and both houses 
of parliament attended public worship in it. 
The whole erection was thus completed in 35 
years, under one architect. Sir Christopher 
Wren, one master-mason, Mr Thomas Strong, 
and while one prelate. Dr Henry Compton, 
filled the sec of London. “ It is built of Port- 
land stone, in the form of a Latin cross, and 
is divided by two rows of massy pillars, into a 
nave and side aisles. At the extremities of the 
great transept are semicircular projections for 
porticos ; and at the apgles of the cross are 
square projections, which, besides containing 
staircases, vestries, &c., serve as butresses of 
the dome. The west front toward Ludga^ 
street is extremely noble. The portico forming 
the grand entrance consists of 12 Corinthian 
columns, with an upper portico of eight columns 
of the composite order, supporting a triangular 
pediment. The entablature represents the 
history of St Paul’s conversion in basso r^iev^ 
by Ffrancis Bird. On the centre of the pedi* 
mefit it a statue of Si Paul, and at the side 
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are stataei of St James, St Peter, and tiSfour 
evangelists. The whole rests on an elevated 
iNise, the ascent to which is formed by 22 steps 
of black marble.** Each end of the east front 
is terminated by an elegant campanicl, each ter- 
minating in a dome. The south turret contains 
the clock, tho north the belfry. At each end 
of the transept is a semicircular portico, formed 
of a dome supported by six Corinthian columns, 
with sculptured entablature. The east end of 
the church is semicircular, and ornamented 
with sculpture. Tho side walls are of rustic 
work, with two rows of pilasters, the lower 
l)cing Corinthian, tho upper composite. The 
dome, which is the principal feature of the 
building, rises from the intersection of the 
cross j tile lower part is surrounded by 32 columns 
surmounted by a balustrade and range of Attic 
antes, on which rests the proper tlonie, sur- 
mounted by a lantern with a bull and cross. 
The whole building is surrounded by a cast-iron 
balustrade, weighing 200 tons, anti erected on 
a hnv stone wall, at an expense of .£11,000. 
Within tho inclosure in front is a statue of 
Queen Anno, by Bird. 

The interior is remarkably imposing, and not 
tho loss so from its wanting all th.at siiperlliiity 
of ornament and gilding, so often to be met 
with in Italian cliurches. Tho pavement is 
formed of alternate slabs of black and white 
marble, and the interior of tho dome is orna- 
mented with fl.igs taken in war. The walls are 
to a certain extent ornamented with monumonts 
to illustrious men, executed by the sculptors 
of the highest merit. Among these may Im 
named the monument to I.ord Nelson, I)y blax- 
man ; Earl ITowe, by Flaxman ; Sir Ralph 
Abcrcromby, by Weslinacott ; Sir John INIooro, 
by Bacon, &c. I.ord Nelson lies in the vault 
immediately beneath the centre of tho dome, 
and Sir Christopher Wren is interred under tlio 
entrance to tho choir, on the great arch of 
which is tho inscription, terminating with tho 
words, “ si mr/iumentum quseris, circumsptce I” 
Tho choir is divided from the l)u<ly of the 
church by tho organ gallery, which rests on eight 
beautiful Corinthian pillars. This, as well as 
the rest of tlio choir, presents mucli carving in 
wood, the work of tho celebratcwl (jliblM>ns. 
The choral service is performed hero twice 
a-day. The whole length of the cathedral is 
500 feet ; tho extreme breadth at tho transept, 
285 ; the height of the top of tho cross from 
the floor of the vaults, 404 feet. 

The ecclesiastical structure next in impor- 
tance to St Paul’s cathedral, is Wcstminstcr- 
ablmy. The oldest part of the present build- 
ing was erected in the reign of Edward the 
t^nfessor, on tho site of an older structure. 
^ large part was built by Henry III., who 
‘•aided a chapel to the Virgin, and tlie beauti- 
ful chapel, also dedicated to tho Virgin, was 
erected in 1602, by Henry VII. In the 
®nd of the 17th century, tho whole was re- 
paired under the direction of Sir Christopher 
Wren, who completed the western fVont by 
Iho erection of the towers. The finest en- 
trance is that into the north limb of tho tran- 
^pt. The appearance of the interior is com- 


manding, and from the lyestern entrance a view 
ot the whole is obtained at once. Thttpothio 
arches which separate \!ie nave from uie- side 
aisles, are supported by 48 pillars of grey 
marble. Tho choir was constructed at a very 
recent date. On the north side are the monu- 
ments of Aymer de Valence, Earl of Pembroke 
and his countess, and of Edmund Crouchback, 
Earl of Lancaster. On the south side are those 
of Selmrt, the reputed founder of tho ancient 
ablicy, and of Anne of Cleves. The modern 
marble altar-piece, wliicth was designed for tho 
royal chapel at Whitehall, by Sir C. Wren, and 
presenteil to the abbey by Queen Anne, has 
been removed, and the ancient one has been 
as far as possible restored. In front of the altar 
is a curious mosaic ])avoment, said to have 
been executed by Richard do Ware, abbot of 
Westminster. Along the wmlls of the nave and 
transepts are numerous monuments to various 
cclebr.i.ted individuals. In this abbey are ten 
chapels. Edward the Ctjnfessor's chapel is 
situated at the cast eiul of the choir, immediately 
behind the altar. It contains tho now much 
dilapidated, but once splendid work of Pietro 
Cavalini, the shrine of Edward the Confessor, 
orcctcil by order of Henry HI. Hero are tho 
tombs of Editlia, consort of the Confessor, of 
Henry III., Edward I., Richard II. and his 
queen, and a small chantry chapel of great 
l^auty, containing tho tomb of Henry V. 
Here are kept also tho coronation chairs, one of 
which contains tlio stone which Edward I. 
brought from Scone, in 1297. Henry VIL’s 
chapel w'as erected by the monarch whose name 
it bears, in 1502 and succeeding years. Tlie 
name of the architect is not certainly known. 
Tho whole is in the later stylo of architecture, 
anti is the most beautiful specimen in existence. 
It is dedicated to the Virgin, and the sum of 
£14,000 was expended on its erection. Tho' 
exterior is unusually rich and varied, and is 
atlorncd with crocheted tiirrcsts, rising from tho 
buttresses and ornamented with a profusion of 
sculpture. Tho entrance is from tho cast end 
of tho abbey, under a stattily arch ; and the 
ascent is by a flight of steps of black marble. 
At the entrance are curiously formed gates of 
brass. Along the sides of tlie nave are the 
stalls of the knights of the bath. Tliese are 
constructed of oak with Gothic canopies, and 
under each scat is the scat of tho esquires of 
whom each knight has three, whost arms and 
designations are engraved on plates of brass. 
Above each stall hang the banner, sword, and 
helmet of tho knight. The carving on these 
stalls is very minute and of a grotesque charac- 
ter. The roof of tho chapel is nearly flat and 
is supported on arches between the nave and 
side aisles, which turn upon 12 stately Gothic 
pillars, curiously adorned with figures, fruit, 
and foliage. The whole coiling is of stone, 
most elaborately carved, with exquisite fan- 
work and pendents. In tho centre of tho 
chapel stands tho tomb of Henry Vn., who 
erected it as a royal sepulchral chapel, in which 
none but those of royal blood were to be in- 
terred. The tomb is adorned with many devices 
alluding to his family and alliances, and is 
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constructed of a basaltic stone, from tho designs 
of Tc^giano. Aniong the illustrious persons 
whose monuments are seen here, may be men- 
tioned Queen Elizabeth, Edward V., Charles 
II., William III. and Mary his consort, Queen 
Anne, and Prince George. 

One of the most interesting structures in 
London is the Temple-church. Tho age of this 
building is not certainly known, but it is pro- 
bable that it was erected about 1185, when 
Heraclitus, tho patriarch of Jerusalem, dedicat- 
ed it to the Virgin. Tho oldest portions now 
remaining are at the western end, where there 
is a circular edifice with Norman windows. 
Tho body, or eastern jwt of tlie church, ap- 
pears to have been built about 1240, and hero 
tho arches are pointed. The whole appears to 
have been formed cm the model of tho ilasiliea, 
or metropolitan temple of Jerusalem. The en- 
trance is through a superb Norman porch. 
This church very nearly fell a sacrifice to tho 
great tire in 1666, and sufiered much by fire in 
1695. It has since been completely repaired. 
The church contains many sepulchral monu- 
ments ; but the must remarkable are a immlier 
of stone figures, disposed in two groupes of five 
eacii. Five of tlieso figures arc cross-legged, 
from which they are commonly regarded &s the 
ciligies of warriors who had fought with tho in- 
fidels in the holy land. These figures are sup- 
posed to have been collected from various places, 
and to have been laid together in their present 
positions long after tho death of the persons 
wiiom they represent. Antiquaries have formed 
various conjectures with regard to the iiulividii- 
als for whom these figures are intended, but 
they have not been able to offer any thing on 
the subject beyond more conjecture. 

Stepney Old church, dedicated to St Dun- 
stan, is a curious Gothic structure, erected 
almut the 14th century. It contains a remark- 
able font of high antiquity, and in the wall of 
the western porch is a stone with an inscription 
purporting that it came from Carthage, and 
once formed part of its walls. — St Martin’s-in- 
the-fields, in St Martin’s-lanc, is an elegant 
structure in the Grecian style of architecture. 
It was founded in 1721, and designed by Gibbs, 
and is thought to stand a comparison with the 
liest works of Sir Christopher Wren, after St 
Paul's cathedral. Tho eximnso of the structure 
was £Q7,000, to which tho king added .£l,.500 
for tho purchase of an organ. The portico is 
greatly admired, but is not in correct taste, the 
pillars, which arc six in number, being placed ! 

far distant from each other. Tho interior 
is elegant ; the roof is arched and supported by 
Corinthian columns. 

St Margaret’s church. New Palace-yard, is an 
elegant Gothic structure, near Westminster ab- 
bey. It was erected in the reign of ^ward I., 
but has been considerably alterf|^y repairs, j 
Over the altar-table is a fine basso-relievo, re- | 
presenting Christ and the disciples at Emmaus. | 
In the composition are some i^range incongrui- ! 
ties ; one of the disciples is drossgii like a Ro- 
man Catholic friar, and from his shoulders hangs 
a cardinal’s hat ; behind the pilfer stands a page 
in Italian costume, with wMt and feathers 1 


HoiHli a superb painted window, executed at 
Dort in Holland, for Henry VII. It represents 
the crucifixion. In one of the side aisles is in. 
terred Sir Walter Raleigh. 

St Stephen’s, Walbrook ; tho interior of this 
church is regarded as the masterpiece of Sir c. 
Wren, and is said to excel every modern strue. 
ture in proportion and elegance. Tho plan is 
chaste and beautiful ; tho dome, supported hv 
eight arches, springing from eight single col', 
umns, is w'onderfully light and scenic in its ef. 
feet. Over the altar is a fine picture by West, 
representing the interment of St Stephen. 

St Helen’s Bishopsgate-street, is one of tliu 
few churches which escaped the great fire. It 
is remarkable for several monuments, among 
which are those of Sir Thomas Gresham, who 
founded the Exchange, and Hook tho astrono- 
mer. 

St Dunstan’s in the East is remarkable for its 
beautiful Guibic spire, said to have been design- 
ed by a daughter of Sir C. Wren. 

Besides tlic parish churches there are G4 
Episcopal chapels, 15 Roman Catholic chnpcU, 
exclusive of those in the adjoining villages, (> 
Jewish synagogues, 6 Quakers’ meeting hoiistw, 
Armiiiian, llunish, Dutch, French, German, 
Swiss, and Swedish Protestant chapels, .‘1 Arian 
chapels, 40 Baptist, 95 Calvinist, 1 of Frcn- 
thinkers, 0 of Lady Huntingdon’s connexion, ‘J 
Huntingtonian, 1 Moravian, 0 Swedeiihorgian, 
1 Sandemanian, 7 Lhiitarian, 18 Methodist. 

Commerce of Lowt/ow.] — The first branch of 
the commerce of London is that connected with 
the port, tho foreign and coasting trade, both 
imports and exports. This is beyond doubt the 
most extensive in the world, and has increased 
with unexampled rapidity. The following state- 
ment of progress within tho last 100 years, will 
suffice to give a general idea of its extent ; it is 
quoted from a lilllo work entitled < Leigh’s New 
Picture of London.’ — “Tho number of vessels 
belonging to tho port of Lomlon in 1701, 
amounted to 560, carrying 84,882 tons, and 
10,065 men. In 1710 tho customs of the city 
are stated at ^1,268,095, and those of all the 
outports at only ^346,081. 

During tho reign of George I., tho trade of 
London mado little if any progress, owing to the 
South-sea scheme, the Scottish rebellion, and 
the Spanish war; but in 1732 commerce began 
to revive; its ailvances, however, were com- 
paratively slow till tho peace of Aix-la-ChapelUs 
in 1748, after which it extended with uncom- 
mon rapidity. The next check it sustained was 
occasioneil by the American war. But 
sooner was peace signed, than it proceeded 
with renewed vigour; for, so early as 1784, the 
value of eximrts to America only had increased 
to A'3,397,500, considerably above the greatest 
amount in any year before the war. The nett 
sum of duties levied in the port of London, and 
paid into tho exchequer, this year, rose to tho 
vast sum of ;E4,472,091. From this period, to 
1790, the commerce of London continued uni- 
formly increasing. In that year, however, in 
consequence of the commencement of the war, 
the value of exports was upwards of j£ 2 , 000,000 
less than tho preceding year, though the iiu* 
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ports scarcely suffered any diminution, mmer- 
ous bankruptcies consequently took place, but 
the timely interference of the legislature, and 
.... voting of exchequer bills to the amount of 
.i'5,000,000, for the use of such persons as 
oouKl give sufficient security, soon chocked the 
^m>wing distress. 

« In the course of the three succeeding years 
thu appearance of things was entirely changed. 
In not) the exports of London amounted in 
value to c€l8, 41 0,499, and the imports to j 
.£14,710,466. Tho number of British ships | 
that entered tho port amounted to 2007, carry- 
ing 436,840 tons; and 2169 foreign vessels, 
cariying 287,142 tons. The total entering 
cuast-wise was 11,176, including repeated voy- 
ages, which made a tonnage of 1,059,91 5. The 
following year, some alarm was spread among 
the merchants by tlic stoppage of hank payments 
in specie ; hut, through tho intervention of par- 
liament, confidence was soon restored. The 
nott amount of the customs was .£3,950,608. 
In 1798, the importation of sugar and rum far 
exceeded those of any preceding year, as did 
likewise tho revenue of tho customs, which 
amounted to the sum of .£.5,321,187 ; in 1799, 
it had increased to j£7,526,«353, Wost Iniiia 4 J 
per cent, duty included ; but next year it fell to 
.£6,468,655. The official value of tho imports 
in 1800 was .£18,843,172, and of the exports 
.£25,428,922, of which .£13,272,494 was in 
British merchandise. Their real value exceed- 
ed .£68,000,000, nearly two-thirds of the value 
of tho trade of the whole kingdom. Tho num- 
ber of vessels belonging to tho port in that year 
ua.s 2666, carrying 568,268 tons, and 41,402 
mt*n. Comparing this with tho numbers return- 
ed in the beginning of last century, the increase 
is truly astonishing. On tho quantity of ton- 
nage it is nearly in the proportion of six to one, 
and on the amount of men and ships upwards of 
fi)ur to one. Tho East India Company’s ships 
alone, carry more burden, by 21,166 tons, than 
all the vessels of London did a century ago. In 
1806, the value of the imports and exports of 
London was ^36,527,000; in 1 819,.£46,935,000; 
and in 1825 it was increased to .£96,936,000; 
‘ind in the year ending January, 1829, to 
£107,772,805. The number of coasters which 
entered the port in 1814 was 15,139; in 1821, 
18,915; in 1827, 17,677. Of vessels employed 
in the foreign trade there were 4012 British and 
1534 foreign. The number of steam vessels 
connected with tho port of London is about 50. 
Besides the seamen employed to man these ves- 
sels, there are thousands of labourers engaged 
in loading and unloading, and in navigating the 
^ts and craft.” 

PorL] — Tho port of London, so far as it is 
under the jurisdiction of the corporation, reach- 
es on the Kent side to Gravesend, and on the 
Bssex side to the l)oundary-stone a little above 
Southend ; but in the legal acceptation of tho 
it extends ffom the North Foreland in 
Kent, and Shoeberry-Ness in Essex, to London 
bridge. As actually ocenpied by shipping, it 
extends from London-brid^ to Deptford, a dis- 
^ce of four miles. It is divided into the up- 
per, middle, and lower pools, with a space 


low extending to Deptford. Tlie upper-pool 
is about 1600 yards in length, and extends from 
Lundon-bridge to Union-hole ; the middle-poolt 
700 yards long, extends downwards to Wap- 
l)ing-New-stairs ; tho lower-pooly 1800 yards in 
length, to tho Horseferry-tier, near Llmehouse, 
and the space below, extending to Deptford, is 
al)Out 2700 yarils long. Tho average breadth is 
from 400 to 500 yards. Vessels of any burden 
can ascend the river to Deptford ; the lowor- 
j)ool admits vessels of 400 tons, tho upper thoso 
of 200, and largo barges can sail nearly 130 
miles above London-bridge. The tide flows up 
about 80 miles from tho mouth of the Thames, 
but the water is not salt above Gravesend. 
The spring-tides rise about 18 or 20 feet, tho 
neap-tides 12 or 14. 

-DocAs.] — Tho wharfs and quays along tho 
l)anks of the river having been found utterly 
inadccpiato to the purposes of commerce, tho 
first proposal for the formation of docks was 
made in 1795, the plans and estimates for which 
were laid lieforo a general meeting of merchants, 
and unaninioii.«ly approved of, and in a few 
hours a subscription of j£800,000 was filled 
up for carrying the same into execution. Tho 
West India flocks w(Te begun in 1800, and com- 
pleted in two years. They are situated in tho 
isle of Hogs, afrross the narrowest part of which 
they extend, and communicate with the river at 
both ends, at Blackwall and at Limehouso. Tho 
docks are two in number : the northern one, 
which extends over 30 acres, and can accommo- 
date 300 vessels, is intendetl for vessels arrived 
from the West Indies ; the southern one, for 
loading outward-bound ships, covers 24 acres, 
and accommodates upwards of 200 vessels. Tho 
length of each is 2600 feet. An open shed, 
along the whole length of the quays in front of 
tho warehouses, receives (he cargoes ; tl^ goods 
are hoisted up to the diflerent floon by means 
of cranes. These warcliouses can contain tho 
whole M'’est Indian imports. By an act of par- 
liament, all West India produce imported into 
London must bo unloaded here. The company 
has a capital of ^1,100,000, and the proprie- 
tors are paid an interest which is fixed by law 
at a maximum of 10 per cent., which the trado 
of the company has hitherto enabled them to 
pay. The canal to tho south of the West India 
docks, which was cut to enable vessels to avoid 
tho circuitous navigation, has not been much 
used for that purpose, and has been sold by the 
corporation to the West India dock company 
a few years ago. 

The East India docks were founded in 1803, 
and completed in 1806. Tho Brunswick dock, 
at Blackwall, originally formed by Mr Perry, 
w'as purchased for tho outward-bound shipping, 
and enlarged to the extent of 9^ acres. In ad- 
dition, a new dock of 18 acres was dug for tho 
discharge of the cargoes of homeward-bound 
vessels. The management of these docks is in 
the hands of the East India company, and all 
East Indian produce entering the port of Lon- 
don must bOfdischarged here. 

The London docks, which are situated be- 
tween Ratcliffe-highway and the Thames, were 
begun in 1802 and completed in 1805. Thcro 
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are two docki, one of 20 and the other of 14 
acres* with basins for small craft. The capital 
of the company is J02,2OO,OOO. Here are ex- 
tensive tobacco warehouses, coveij|i||; 4 acres of 
ground, for which government pa^ a rent to 
the proprietors of ;£ 16,600 annually. 

$t Catherine's docks, which aro situated be- 
tween the London docks and the Tower, were 
opened in 1828. Eleven acres are covered by 
the wet docks, and 18 are occupied by the 
warehouses and quays. The cost was not less 
than £2,000,000. 

It is proiKised to form a dock for collier ves- 
sels at Bermondsey, thus leaving the river free 
fVom an encumbrance of which the owners of 
large trading vessels have long complained. 

Inland Trade .,’] — The inland communication 
of London with the interior, is accomplished 
partly by means of the river Thames, partly by 
the public roads, and partly by canals. The 
canals are the Paddington, the Regent's, and the 
Grand Surrey. The first and second cuminuiii- 
cato with the Grand Junction, leading into 
Lancashiro and Yorkshire; the Surrey canal 
passes merely from Camberwell to Rotherhitho. 
It is supposed that the limited nature of the in- 
land navigation of London arises from the pro- 
hibition to import coals through this channel. 
It is impossible to calculate the value of the in- 
land commerce. 

Manufheturea ,] — “ The manufactures of Lon- 
don are very various, and some of them are car- 
ried on on a most oxtonsivo scale. The south- 
ern lianks of the river, fur a considerable ex- 
tent, are covered with manufactories, such as 
iron-founders, dyers, soap and oil makers, 
glass-makers, distillers, hat-makers, &c. The 
other principal manufactures consist chiefly of 
fine goods and articles of elegant use, such as 
cutlery, jewellery, gold and silver plate, japan 
ware, cut glass, cabinet work, carriages, &c. 
The breweries, ship-building yards, oil-cloth, 
and pa()er-hanging manufactories, vinegar and 
ehemicial works arc also on a large scale ; but 
the manufactures that employ the greatest num- 
ber of men, aro the silk manufactures in Spit- 
alfielda, and the watch manufactory in Clcrken- 
well, each of which employ, when trade is 
brisk, about 700 persons. ITie retail trade is 
immense. Tliis will clearly appear, when wo 
reflect that the population of London is upwards 
of a million and a half ; that the strangers who 
aro constantly in the metropolis are very numer- 
ous, and are always purchasers to a largo 
amount ; and that there are two sots of streets 
running almost parallel nearly the whole extent 
of London, from east to west, which, with very 
few exceptions, form a line of shops ; the* one 
Tying to the south, near the river, extends from 
Mile-end to Parliament-street; more than three 
miles in length, including Whitechapel, Leaden- 
hall-street, Oomliill, Chea{)side, St Paul's 
church-yard, Ludgate-street, Fleet-street, the 
Strand, and Charing-cross. The northern line, 
which extends about four miles, reaches from 
Shoreditch church almost to the end of Oxford- 
street. There aro, besides, other streets, not 
in either of these lines, v^ich contain many 
laige diope, such as Fenchurch and Grace-, 


chui^R^treets in the city, Cookspun.8treet, 
Pall-Mall, St James's-street, the Hay-market, 
Piccadilly, Bond-street, Regent-street^ tcc., at 
the west end of the town." 

Publie BuUdinga connected with Commerce,'}-.* 
The Bank of England. This is a heavy piece 
of Grecian architecture, fronting Threadnocdle- 
street, and facipg also Lothbury, Bartholomew- 
lane, and Princes'-street The centre of the 
principal, or south front, the hall, the bullion- 
court, and court-yard, were designed and erect, 
ed in 1732, by George Sampson ; the lateral 
wings of this fa 9 ade, and the returns on the 
east and west sides, with several offices imme- 
diately attached, were built by Sir Robert 
Taylor, between 1770 and 1786, since which 
time the remainder of the building has been 
constructed by IVIr Soane. The whole exterior 
has also been remodelled by the last named 
architect. The form of the area is irregular ; 
its south front measures 365 feet in length; thu 
west, 440; the north, 410; and the east, 24."). 
There are eight open courts. The interior is 
in much better arcliitectural taste than the ex- 
terior. For example — the entrance to the bul- 
lion court is copied from the arch of C'onstaii- 
tine, and the chief cashier's office frum the 
temple of the sun and moon at Rome. 

The Rf>yal Exchange, situated on the north- 
ern side of Cornhill, was erected in 1668, at an 
expense of £80,000, by Mr N. Hawkesmoor, a 
pupil of Sir Christopher Wren. It occupies an 
area of 203 feet by 171, on the site of the for- 
mer exchange, built by Sir Thomas Gresham, 
which was destroyed in the great fire. Tiio 
principal front faces Cornhill. In the centre is 
the grand entrance, and a piazza extends along 
the front. On each side of the entrance aro 
Corinthian dcmi-columns, supporting an arclii- 
trave, without pediment. In the inter-columnar 
space on each side is a niche, with Well-exe- 
cuted statues of Charles I. and II., in Roman 
costume. On the entablaturo are the royal 
arms in relievo. On each side of the entrance 
is a row of windows placed between demi- 
columns and pilasters of the composite order, 
and above all is a balustrade. Above the prin- 
cipal entrance rises a tower, 72 feet in height, 
erected in 1821, after the design of Mr G. 
Smith. It consists of a square story, an octa- 
gon, and a circular story of eight Grecian co- 
lumns, surmounted by a vane in the form of a 
gilt grassnopper, the crest of Sir T. Gresham’s 
arms. This tower is ornamented with various 
statues, emblematical figures, and relievos. 
The north front, which faces Throadnecdle- 
street, is very plain, 'fho insido of the area is 
surrounded vdth piazzas, supporting a curiously 
ornamented entablature. Here are the arms of 
the king, tho city, Sir Thomas Gresham, and 
the mercers' company; and 24 niches, 20 of 
which contain statues of the kings and queens 
of England, Rom Edward I. to Geoige III., 
with a few exceptions ; these were the work of 
G. Cibber, Rysbrach, and Wilton. Under the 
piazzas are 28 niches, only two of which are 
filled, with the statues of Sir T. Gresham and 
Sir John Barnard. In the centre of the area is 
a statue of Charles XL, by Gibbons. The ez- 
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rliiinge is open itaily from 8 in the nulling 
to half-past 4 afternoon, hut is most frequented 
from 1 to i o’clock. 'In the galleries above arc 
the Boyal exchange, Assurance office, Lloyd’s 
coflfce-houso, kc. 

The East India house, in Lcadonhi^ll-strect, 
contains the offices of the East India company. 
The building was originally founded in 1726, 
but was completely remodelled and onlarged in 
1798, under the superintendence of Mr Jupp.* 
The front, which is of stone, and about 200 
feet in length, is in the Grecian stylo of 
architocturc, and in the centre is a portico, 
rising to the full height of the building, sup- 
ported on six fluted Ionic columns. The friezo 
is ornamented with sculpture, and an embletmi- 
tical groupo of figures in alto-relievo adorns the 
pediment. The basement windows are arched, 
those of the principal story square, and a hand- 
some balustrade surmounts the Avhole. In the 
anterior are several noble rooms, containing 
many paintings and sculptures. The grand 
^ court-room, tlie sale-rooms, the library, and the 
museum, are particularly worthy of notice. 
Tile last may bo vi8ite<l by strangers, who ob- 
tain tickets from any director. 

The Trinity-house, on Tow'or-hill, was erect- 
ed ill 1793, under the direction of Mr S. Wyatt. 
It is constructed of Portland stone, in the Gre- 
cian style, with a rustic basement. It is orna- 
mented with busts and reliefs. In the interior 
are some goo<l pictures and various naval curio- 
sities. The corporation of the Trinity-houso is 
the guardian of the interests of British shipping 
in general. They examine such children as are 
ediicntcd for the sea in Christ’s hospital, and the 
musters of king's ships ; they also appoint pilots 
for the Thames, settle the rate of pilotage, &e. 

The Cust'.im-housc, which stands in Low’er 
TIuunes-street and fronts the river, wus founded 
in 1813, and first opened for public business in 
r 1817. The river front consists of a central di- 
vision and two wings, each of which lias a cen- 
tral colonnade of the Ionic order, resting on a 
rustic basement, and supporting an architrave, 
which in the centre is surmounted by a balus- 
trade, and in tho wings by attic stories. The 
central portion was robuilt in 1 825, tho founda- 
tions having previously been found insecure. In 
this is tho long-room, 186 feet by 60. Tho 
whole length of the building is 480 feet, and 
the breadth 100. During tho erection of this 
i^tnicturo the old custom-house was burnt to the 
ground, in 1814. 

Tho Excise-office, in Broad-street, was founded 
in 1763, on the site of Gresham college. It is 
n handsome structure of considorablo extent, 
well adapted for tho purposes for which it 
was erected. 

The Auction-mart, in Bartholomew-lane, is 
A handsome stone structure, erected in 1809, 
under the superintendence of Mr John Walters. 
The interior contains a spacious saloon for the 
^•'^hibition of particulars of sales of every de- 
’^'nption; various apartments for auctions; 
coffee-room, &c. 

Commercial-hall, in Mincing-lane, is an ele- 
gant structure, built in 1811 , after designs by 
■Mr Woods, in ftronl is a portico of six Ionic 
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I columns, ornamented with some emblcnfatical 
relievos. The interior contains show and sale- 
rooms, for the exhibition and sale of colonial 
produce, as well as a largo coffee-room, and vof- 
rious privatit* counting-houses. 

The Corn Exchange, in Mark-lane, is a neat 
structure, w'itli a Doric portico, and forming a 
colonnade about a quadfuiigular court. Under 
the colonnade uro seabi and tables for tho corn- < 
dealers. In the entrance building are two 
cofree-hous(*,s. 

Immediately adjoining this is the New Corn 
Exchange. This was erected in 1628, and is a 
handsome Grecian structure, well adapted for 
the accommodation of the merchants. 

The Stock Exchange is situated at the upper 
end of Capcl-street, C'it>se to tho Bank, (t wao 
erected in 1.801, stock-jobbers having previous- 
ly transacted business in the Bank Rotunda, 
llcgulnr stoek-V)rokcrB alono aro allow'od to 
transact business here. 

Tlic South Sea House, in W'hich tho affairs of 
the South Sea company arc transacted, is a 
handsome Doric edifice in Tlireadnuedle-strect. 
la the. interior is a stpiare court, surrounded by 
a piazza of Tuscan pillars. 

“ Tho General Post-office was originally cstalv 
lislied in Cloak-lane, near Dowgate-bill, whence 
it was removed to the Black-Sww in Bishops- 
gate-street. On occasion of the; great ^ro ii^ 
1666, it was removed to Brydges-sCreot, Covont- 
garden, and afterwards to Lombard-street, 
where it continued to September 2dd, 1829, 
when it was removed to its present situation on 
the site of an ancient college and sanctuary in 
St Martin’s-lc-Grand. This magnificent building 
was begun in 1825, from designs by R. Smirke, 
E.sq., and cumpletod in 1829. It is of the 
luiiie order. The basement is of granite, but 
tlio building is of brick, faced with Portland 
stone. It is 400 feet in length and 8P in depth. 
Ill the centre of the front is a portico, consist- 
ing of six columns of Portland stone, resting on 
pedestals of granite. The vestibule, or groat 
hall, occupying tho centre of the building, forms 
a public tlioroughfaro from St-Martiir’s-lo-Grand 
to Foster-lane. This hall is 80 feet long, 60 
broad, and 53 in height. On the north side 
of this ball are tho receiving-rooms for news- 
papers, inland and ship letters, behind which 
aro rooms for the lelt(>r-sorters and carriers. 
'The mails are taken in at tho eastern door. On 
the south side are the offices of Iho receiver- 
general and accountant, also the foreign letter 
office. At the east end is the two-penny iKwt- 
offiees, with rooms for receivers, sorters, and 
carriers. In tho upper row's are apartments in 
which the foreign clerks reside. The basement 
story is fire-proof. It contains the rooms of 
the mail-coach guards, and offices for the ser- 
vants, with an armoury. The whole building is 
lighted with gas. According to a calculation 
made in May, 1828» it appears that the aver- 
age number of letters, brought daily into the 
London office by 24 mails, was 28,466, or 
8,881,704 in tlie course of a year.

The 
interior of the wall is lined with houses, to Uie 
evident injury of the place as a fortress.'* The 
principal buildings within. the walls are the fol- 
lowing ; — The church called St Peter ad Plncu- 
ittf in which have been interred the bodies of 
many persons beheaded in the Tower; the 
White Tower, which is considered the oldest 
part of the structure, and is the most prominent 
building in the Tower; the walls are eleven 
feet in thickness, and it contains the sea and 
volunteer armouries, as also the chapel of St 
John, a curious specimen of Gothic architec- 
ture, now used as a depository for some of the 
records ; the office of t)ie keeper of the records, 
containing all the rolls from the time of King 
John to that of tUchard 111. ; the jewel-office, 
a strong stone room, in which the crown jew'ols 
are preserved ; the horse armoury, in which are 
suits of armour of various dates, from 1 272 to 
1685, attributed to various celebrated person- 
ages; the grand storehouse, containing the small 
armoury, See. ; the Spanish or Asiatic armoury ; 
the Beauchamp tower, in which many cele- 
brated state prisoners have been confined, and 
the Lion's tow'er, built by Edw'ard IV. ; in 
which the menagerie is kept. The Tower is 
governed by a constable, usually a man of high 
rank, who haii under him a lieutenant and de- 
puty-lieutenant, the latter of whom has the 
title of governor, and resides in the Tower. 

Courts of — The great courts of judica- 

ture are the courts of chancery, of exeliequer, 
or king's bouch, and of common pleas. The 
court of chancery is the highest court of judica- 
ture in the kingdom, after the parliament. 
During term time, the lord-chancellor sits in 
Westminster-hall, during the vacation in Lin- 
coln's-inn-hall. These courts are open to the 
public. The court in Westminster is a spacious 
square room, having a handsome circular gallery 
for the aecommodation of students and suitors. 
It is surmounted by a dome, through each side 
of which the light is admitted by a large circu- 
lar window. ']i%e vice-chancellor sits in a court 
at Lincoln's-inn, and sometimes in Westminster- 
hall. The master of the rolls, who is keqper 
of the records of th^ courts, luis idso a court 
in which cases of equity are decided. He sits 
in a room adjoining the Rolb cha{iel in C3ian- 
cery-lane. 

The court of exchequer, the judges of which 
nre styled batons, has the power of trying causes 
in law and equity. All mattCn relating to 


the king's revenue, treasury, customs, and flne% 
are within its jurisdiction. The records of this 
court are of high value. 

The couft of king's bench is the supreme 
court of common law, and is so called ttook its 
proceedings always being supposed to be con- 
ducted in presence of the king. It was wont 
to he held in any palace in which the king hap- 
pened to be actually residing, but it has l>een 
fixed at Westminster, as an ancient royal palace. 
The court likewise sits at eertain periods in the 
court-room at Guildhall. The court of common- 
pleas is also a king's court. Its jurisdiction 
extends over all England, and it takes cogni- 
sance of pleas between subject and tuhject, 
but not of pleas of the crown, as the king’s 
bench has. This court sits at Westminster, 
and one of the judges gfies, after term, to 
Guildhall in the city, to hear nisi prius causes. 
Westminstor-hall, in which these courts are 
lield, was originally erected by William Rufus, and 
was used as a banqueting house. Having fallen 
into a state of great dilapidation, it was repaired 
and altered by Richard II., in 1397. It was 
first called the Ncw-hall Palace, to distinguish 
it from the Old Palace at the south end. 
Wcstminstcr-hall is one of the largest rooms 
ill Europe unsupported by pillars ; its length is 
270 feet, its height 90, and its breadth 74. 
The roof consists chiefly of chesnut wood, most 
curiously constructed, in a fine Gothic style. 
It is everywhere adorned with angels supporting 
the arms of Richard II. and Edward the Cou- 
fessor, as is the stone-moulding that runs round 
the hall, with the hart couchant under a tree 
and otlior devices of the former monarch. 
Parliaments often sat in this hall, which has 
likewise been used for the trial of peers and 
other distinguished persons, and for the ban- 
queting room at the coronation of the kings of 
England. At each extremity is a fine Gothic 
window. Tho front is [mrtly in the florid stylo 
of English architecture, highly ornamented 
with scul|)iure. 

Other courts of law are, the exchequer 
chamber, which is merely a court jpf appeal, 
held by the lord-chancellor, lord-treasurer, and 
judges of the king’s bench and common-pleas ; 
tho court of admiralty, which takes cognimneq 
of all crimes committed on the high sgas^ or 
on rivers below the first bridge next tha sea ; 
the court of arches, and the prerogative court, 
held in Doctors commons, for the trial of ec- 
clesiastical, and certain classes of civil causes ; 
the insolvent debtors court, which u held by 
three commissioners, in a neat building, erected 
in 1624, in Portugal-street, Liucoln's-lnn- 
Fields, after designs by Mr Sotme ; the Palace 
or Marshalsea court, which decides all civil 
suits within twelve miles of the king’s palgce^ 
except in the city, or regarding the aflSda of 
any of the king's household. 

Inns of court ,"] — These are institutiom in 
which the professors of the law originally lived 
and were educated. At present no form of 
etlucation is carried on, mere residence alone 
being required to qualify a person to be called 
to the bar. Those inns are governed masters, 
principals, Ijeochcrs, stewarilj^ Btc., who have 
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the power of excluding^ fVom the common-table, 
or even of expelling from the society such per- 
sons as are found guilty of certain oiTonces. 
The principal inns of court are the Inner and 
Middle Temple, Lincoln’s, and Gray’s Inn. The 
temple was anciently the dwelling of the knights’ 
templars. The principal entrance is by Middle 
Temple gate, a short distance within Temple- 
Bar. Tho Inner Temple stands off the east of 
the entrance, and has a cloister and a largo gar- : 
den. The society cehsists of benchers, barris- 
ters and students. The Middle Temple joins 
the Inner Temple on the west, and is chiefly 
remarkable for its hall, which contains an 
ancient carved screen, a picture of Charles I. 
by Vandyke, and portraits of Cliarlcs II., 
Queen Anne, George I. and George II. Tlie 
church of the Temple has already been de- 
scribed. Lincoln’s-Inn, so called from its 
occupying tho site of a mansion of Henry de 
Lacy, earl of Lincoln, in the reign of Edward 

1., stands between Chancery-lane and Lincoln’s- 
inn-square. The chapel, which forms one side 
of the quadrangle, was erected in 1 620, after 
designs by Inigo Jones. The hall is a hand- 
some room in the Gothic style, tho windows of 
which are adorned with painted glass. It con- 
tains Hogarth’s painting of Paul before Felix. 
The gateway in Chancery-lane Is of brick, and 
was erected in the reign of Henry VII. by Sir 
Thomas Lovell. Gray’s-Inn is in Holborn ; it 
receives this name from its having been tho rt^si- 
denco of the ancient family of Gray of Wilton, by 
whom it was bequeathed to students of the law, 
in tho reign of Edward HI. The spacious gar- 
den connected with this is open to tho public. 
Tho hall contains a curious screen of carved 
oak, and portraits of Charles I. and 11. , James 

11. , and Lord Raymond. Tho Inns of Chan- 
cery are chiefly occupied by attorneys and solici- 
tors. They are Clement’s, Thaivics’, Cliflbrd’s, 
Staple, Lyon’s, Furiiival's, Barnard’s, Symond’s, 
and New Inns. Thero are two Sergeants’ Inns ; 
one in Fleet-street and the other in Chanccry- 
lane. 

Prisons.] — The prisons of the metropolis arc : 
for criminals, Newgate, Cold-bath-flelds, Mil- 
hank penitentiary. New prison at Clerkenwcll, 
Tothill fields. Bridewell, and Surrey county 
gaol ; for debtors, Giltspur-stroct compter, the 
inoet, the Marshalsco, Borough compter, 
King’s-Bench, and the Debtors’ prison. 

Estahli»hment9 for Education .^ — The Lon- 
don university was instituted in 1825, and the 
first stone was laid by the duke of Sussex, 00th 
April, 1827. The capital proposed to be raised 
by the shareholders is from 150,000 to 
.1*000,000, in shares of ^100. The subscri- 
hers expect to be recompensed by the fund 
formed by fees taken from pupils, and in part 
by the privilege of recommending pupils at a 
lower rate of entry. The building was opened 
for lectures on October Ist, 1828. ’Diere are 
professoi-g of Languages, Mathematics, Physics, 
Moral Philosophy, and the sciences connected 
with it, Law, History, Political economy, and 
the Medical sciences. Hitherto the success of 
tho school has not equalled tho expi'ctations 
that were raised, but there cannot be a doubt of 


its ultimate prosperity. Its ftff^rs are managed 
by a council, elected biennmliy by the share- 
holders. The building, which is in the Gre. 
cian style, was designed by Mr Wilkins. — King’s 
college was founded shortly after the above 
chiefly with the view of uniting a religious 
education in conformity with the doctrines of 
tho church of England with the other branches. 
The building forms tho east wing of Somerset- 
house. The estimated expense of the whole is 
^170,000. Tho archbishop of Canterbury is 
perpetual visitor. 

The Charter-house, so called from its posi- 
tion on the site of a convent of . Carthusian 
monks, was founded in 1611, by Thomas Sut- 
ton, at an expense of i^20,000, who also left 
for its endowment estates worth ^4,500 per 
annum. The scholars are admitted on the re- 
commendation of tho governors, and receive 
classical and other instruction, and aro supjilicd 
with all the necessaries of life. There are 
numerous exhibitions at the universities, be- 
longing to this school. Those children who are 
found not qualified for the universities are u[). 
prenticed with a fee of ^t*40. Tho governors 
have the advowson of nine livings. There is 
connected with the foundation an hospital for 
80 poor men, who have been merchants or 
military officers, each of whom receives .i*14 
per annum, with hoard and lodging. 7'he 
buildings aro ancient and curious, situated in 
Chartcr-bousc-square. 

Westminster school, in Deans-yard, West- 
minster, was founded in 1560, by Queen Eliza- 
beth. Tho foundation is for 40 scholars, who 
receive education and necessaries free, hut 
many private pupils are educated here. Eight 
boys are admitted annually on tho foundation. 
There are many small exhibitions in difiTcrent 
colleges, to which tho scholars of W’estminsler 
have claims. 

8i Paul’s school, situated behind St I’aul's 
cathedral, was founded in 1609, by Dr Cob4, 
dean of St Paul’s. The revenues exceed ^6000, 
and 153 boys receive free education, with the 
prosiiect of valuable exhibitions in the univer- 
sities. The Mercers’ company are perpetual 
trusU^es, and the master of tho company no- 
minates the scholars. The building was re- 
built in 1822, after designs of Mr G. Smith; 
it is a handsome Grecian structure with a pro- 
jecting portico of six columns, resting on a 
rustic basement, through which is tho entrance. 

Merchant-tailors* school, formed by the 
company in 1561, stands in Suflbik-lanc, 
Cannon-street. In this 100 boys are educated 
gratis, 50 at 2s. 6d. per quarter, and 100 at 
5s. This school possessed 07 fellowships in St 
John’s college, Oxford, and many scholarships 
and exhibitions in other colleges. 

Christ’s hospital, Ncwgatc-street, was founded 
in 1552, by Edward VI. on the instigation of 
Dr Ridley. This, which was at first only a 
grammar school for boys and a sewing school 
for girls, has gradually been extended, and at 
present from 1000 to 1400 lw>y8 are educated, 
at an annual expense of it'90,000. This school 
has also exhibitions in the universities. The 
whole buildings, except a small portion of the 
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inoro ancient .part, liave lately liecn rebuilt 
from designs Shaw. There is a prepara- j 

tory school at Hertford to which the younger 
children are sent previously to their being ad- 
mitted on the foundation. 

There are 237 parish schools in London. Up- 
v^'ards of 20,000 children arc taught in the 
national schools, about 1 2,000 in the Lancas- 
terian, and about 66,000 in the Sunday schools. 

Lectures on the various branches of Med- 
ical science are delivered at the hospitals, 
London university. King's college, at the schools 
in Windmill-street, Webb-strect, and by emi- 
nent men at private establishments. 

Lectures on painting, anatomy, arcliitcctiiro, 
sculpture and perspective, are delivered at the 
Kuyal academy in Somerset-house. 

The Royal academy of music has been founded 
for the education of professed musicians. 

Various Philosophical courses of lectures are 
delivered at the Royal Institution in Albemarle- 
strect, and the London Institution in Moorliclds. 
There arc Mechanics' institutions in Chancery- 
lane, Spital fields, Rotherhitho, &c., where lec- 
tures are delivered on various subjects, chiefly 
scientific. 

The Gresham lectures, which had become 
mere sinecures, are about to ho resumed and 
delivered in the theatre of the London Institu- 
tion. The endowment left by Sir T. Gresham 
affords a salary of jClOO to each professor. 

Literary Institutions ^] — These arc so numer- 
ous that little can he done beyond enumerat- 
ing them. The Royal Society, founded in 
1663, by Charles II., hohls its meetings in 
Somerset-house. It possesses a museum ami 
library of gro.at value. The society of Anti- 
quaries was chartered in IT.'il, by George II., 
but was founded in 1572. They also possess a 
museum and library. The society for the en- 
couragcmeiit of arts, manufactures, and com- 
merce, was founded in 1754, and is supported 
by voluntary contributions. Its meetings are 
held in a building in John-street, Adelphi. 
The collection of pictures, models, &c., is of 
considerable value and interest. The Royal 
Academy, Somerset-house, was incorporated 
ill 1765. It is instituted for the encourage- 
ment of the flne arts. An annual exhibition 
of works of living artists takes place in Sonier- 
set-house, at which upwards of .£6,000 arc 
drawn for entrance money, which is sufllcicnt 
to defray all the expenses connected with tho 
institution. The Royal society of Literature 
was established in 1823; its general object is 
tho encouragement of learning. The Zoologi- 
cal society, which was instituted in 1826, 
possesses a museum and garden. The former, 
which is in Bruton-street, contains an extensive 
collection of animals preserved in various ways. 
Tho gardens, which are situated on the north- 
east side of tho Regent's-park, are not exten- 
sive, but are laid out in such a manner as to 
appear so. A large number of living animals 
are kept here, in paddocks, dens, or cages, 
according to their peculiar habits. Tho ntim- 
her was upwards of 460 above a year ^o. 
Other societies are : the Linniean, the British 
Mineralogical, the Geological, the Royal Asia- 


tic, the Entomological, tho Mathematical, tho 
Mcilico-Botanical, tho Philosophical, the Horti- 
cultural, the board of Agriculture, the Phren- 
ological society, the Architectural, &c. &c. 
Thu musical societies are tho Philharmonic, the 
Antient concerts, tho Cecilian society, the Mad- 
rigal club, and tho Vocal concerts. The med- 
ical and surgical corporations are the Royal col- 
lege of Physicians, tho college of Surgeons and 
tho Apothecaries company. There are likewise 
several medical societies, tho members of which 
meet for mutual instruction. 

Libraries ,] — Tho library of tho British mu- 
seum may be regarded as the grand national 
rejmsitory of books, as well as of other inter- 
esting objects. Tho foundation of this is due 
to Sir Hans Sloanc, who by will directed that 
his collection of books and curiosities should hov 
offered to parliament at a price much below tho 
half of that wliich was expended in collecting 
them. Sir Robert Cotton presented his library, 
and those of the secretary Harley, of George 
HI., of Mr IMaddox, Major Edwards, Dr Birch, 
and of Dr Burney, were added at different 
periods by gift or purchase. “ The building of 
the British museum (in Great Riissell-street^ 
Bloomsbury, formerly the resilience of tho duko 
of Montague,) forms a sijiiare, inclosed by a 
high brick wall, which excludes tho house from 
view ; at each corner is a turret, and over the 
great Ionic arch of the entrance is a large and 
iiandsomo cupola. On entering the gate, a 
spacious quadrangle presents itself, with an 
Ionic colonnade on the south side and tho 
main building on tho north. Tho length of 
this is 216 feet and tho height 67." Tho 
arcliitect w'as Peter Paget, a native of Mar- 
seilles. Copies of all books entered in Sta- 
tioncrs’-hall are given to the library. It is ex- 
tremely rich in manuscripts, both ancient and 
modem, in rare books and curious editions. 
The library is open to the public on certain 
conditions. Among tho curiosities possessed 
by the museum arc numerous Egyptian, Gre- 
cian, and Roman antiquities, especially tho 
Elgin marbles from the Parthenon, and an im- 
menso collection of coins. Thera aro likewise 
large collections of objects illustrative of natu- 
ral history, of the arts of foreign nations, and 
other articles nliicli cannot well be reduced to 
any classiflcalion. A new and commodious 
building, from tho elegant designs of Mr 
Smirke, is now in process of erection in tho 
vacant space behind the present structure, and 
is intended as tho future depository of tho col- 
lection. When finished it will form a quad- 
rangle, built of brick and faced with stone. 
Tho east wing, which is already completed, is 
an edifice of noble proportions, 500 feet long. 
In tho centre is a portico of four Ionic columns, 
fronting the inner side of tho quadrangle. 
Among the other important collections of books 
in the metropolis may be mentioned the City 
Library, in Guildhall, those of tho London, 
Royal, and Russell Institutions, and of the 
Medical Society. 

Public Charities ,] — Tho Foundling hospital, 
established in 1739, stands close to Brunswick 
and Meckldi bu rg squares. Therd arc generally 
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about 200 children here, and abont 180 lup- 
I^Nsrtcd in the country. The annual expense is 
above .£13,000. — The Deaf and Dumb asylum, 
founded in 1807, is capable of receiving 200 
children. — The Magdalene asylum, in Black- 
friars'-road. contains about 80 females. — The 
asylum at Lambeth, and the London Orphan 
asylum, are intended for the support and edu- 
cation of orphans. Females only are admitted 
into the former. — The school for the Indigent 
blind, founded in 1799, accommodates 60 per- 
sons, who are educated in various employments, 
so as to enable tbuin to contribute to the sup- 
l3ort of the establishment while in it, and to 
their own in after life. — Greenwich and Chel- 
sea hospitals are retreats for disabled seamen 
and soldiers, for descriptions of which see ar- 
ticles Greenwich and Ciielska, and where are 
also noticed the royal Naval and Military asy- 
lums. — St Thomas’s hospital, High-street, Bo- 
rough, w'as founded in 1213 by Richard, prior 
of Bermondsey, and enlarged in 15.51 by the 
mayor and citizens of London. The whole was 
rebuilt In 1693, and a large addition was made 
in 1732. The number of patients which this 
hospital can contain is 485, and about 11,000 
pass through it annually. The annual expense 
exceeds £10,000. — Guy’s hospital, in St Tho- 
mas-street, Borough, was founded in 1721 by 
Thomas Guy, bookseller in London. The erec- 
tion cost him £18,793, and the sum he be- 
queathed for its endowment was £219,419. In 
1829, Thomas Hunt, Esq. left £200,000 to this 
charity. It contains upwards of 400 beds. — St 
Bartholomew’s hospital, in West Smithdcld, was 
founded in the last year of Henry VHL’s reign. 
In 1729 it was rebuilt, after designs liy Gibbs, 
and now forms a spacious quadrangle of lofty 
buildings, one side of which is occupied by the 
offices. There are 3 physicians, 3 surgeons, 
3 assistant surgeons, and an apothecary. About 
10,009 persons are annually treated in this 
hospital. Persons suifering iVom accidents are 
admitted at all times. — St George's hospital, 
near Hyde-park-comer, was founded in 1733, 
and rebuilt in an elegant style in 1828, after the 
designs of Mr Smirke. It can accommodate 
350 patients. — Westminster hospital, in St 
James’s-street, Westminster, was established in 
1719. — Middlesex hospital, in Charles-strcet, 
Cavendish-square, was founiled in 1745. Its 
finances are low, and though there are 300 beds, 
not above 200 patients can be admitted. Ly- 
ing-in-women are attended at their own houses. 
There are 3 physicians, an accoucheur, and 3 
surgeons. — The London hospital was founded in 
1740, and rebuilt in 1759. It is situated in 
Whitechapel-road, and the persons relieved are 
seamen, watermen, coal-heavers, shipwTights, 
and the like. — The Small-pox hospital, Battle- 
bridge, opened in 1 767, has been of late chiefly 
employed for the reception of fever coses. — 
Queen Charlotte’s Lying-in-hospital was found- 
ed in 1752. — The British Lying-in-hospital, 
founded in 1749, is in Brownlow-street. — Other 
hospitals of this ckne. iwe the City of London, 
the General, the Oeittral, and the KnigbUri^er- 
street institutions, some of which receive i)a- 
tients. or supply attendance to the poor at their 


own houses, according to cireumstaneea. — Beth- 
lehem hospital, Lambeth, is a royal foundation 
for the reception of lunatics, to which Henry 
Vlll. granted a charter of incorporation. T^ 
present structure was begun in 1812, after de- 
igns by Mr Lewis, and finished at an expense 
of £100,000. The front is a magnificent 
range, upwards of 580 feet in length. In the 
centre is an Ionic portico of six columns, and 
from the middle of the roof rises a dome. Up- 
wards of 200 patients can he accommodated 
here, and the annual expense is about £18,000. 
The building and airing grounds occupy a space 
of 12 acres. — St Luke’s hospital is an establish- 
ment of a similar nature, in Old-strcet-road. It 
was founded in 1732, and the present building 
w'as completed in 1 786 at an expense of £5.5,000. 
The edifice is of brick, and about 500 foot 
long, alTording accommodation for 300 ))atients. 
The annual expense is £9,000. — Besides these, 
there are the Lock hospital, near Hyde-park- 
comer; the Ophthalmic infirmary in Moorfields ; 
the Samaritan society ; the Grey-coat hospital, 
and the Green-coat hospital. 

The dispensaries, which are about 20 in num- 
licr, are of extensive usefulness, relieving up- 
wards of 50,000 patients annually at the small 
exi)ense of £5,000. There are also about 12 
vaccine dispensaries, at which more than 8000 
are annually vaednatod. 

The principal miscellaneous charities are the 
following. — The Royal Humane society, found- 
ed in 1774, for the encouragement of efforts to 
save persons in danger of drowning. — The 
Small-deht Relief society, founded in 1772. — 
The Mendicity society, established in 1818. — 
The Philanthropic society. — The Prison Disci- 
pline and Marine societies. — The African insti- 
tution. — Tho Westminster Benevolent society. 
— Tlie British and Foreign Bible society, and 
many others too numerous to mention. 

There arc numerous almshouses, as Emmanu- 
el hospital, Aske’s hospital ; Bancroft’s, Trinity, 
Fishmongers’, Whittington’s, Dra^KSTs’, Henry 
Vlll’s, and other almshouses ; Norfolk college, 
&c. 

On the subject of pauperism and parish re- 
lief, the latest information which wo can obtain 
is the following. “ Tho number of persona-re- 
lieved i)crmancnt1y in London, on an average of 
three years, 1817-1819, was 36,034; occasion- 
ally, being parishioners, 81,282; so that the 
number of persons relieved from the poor rates 
appears to have been nearly 11} per cent, of 
the resident population, while in 1803 it was 
only 7}. The total amount of money raised by 
the poor rates was £679,284 per annum, being 
at the rate of 13s. 5^d. per head on the popu- 
lation, or 2s. 5d. in the pound on tho sum of 
£5,603,057 as assessed for property tax in 
1815. The increase of pauperism has been ac- 
companied by a decrease of friendly societies. 
Much pains were taken in 1815, by a remark- 
ably huniane gentleman, to ascertain the num- 
ber of mendicants in London onlyt and the re- 
sult was, that there were 6876 adults, and 7288 
children, making the total of 14,164.'* 

Peaces of PnSic ylm«sesiiefif.}^The theatre* 
arc — the King’s theatre, or Italian opeia-home, 
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in the Haymarket, is a handsome structure, 
erected in 1818> after designs by Mr Nash. — 
Drury-lano theatre, Brydges-strect, erected in 
1011.— Covent-garden theatre, a superb Gre- 
cian structure in Bow-stroe't, erected in 1809 
after designs by Mr Smirke. — Haymarket thea- 
tre, opened in 1821, is a fine building with a 
Corinthian portico of six pillars. — The English 
Opera-house, Strand, was burned to the ground 
in 1830, but is now rebuilding. — The Surrey 
theatre, in Blackfriars’-road, was lately oixmcd 
fur a secondary class of theatrical perforinanccs. 
— The Royal Coburg theatre was opened in 1818 
in Waterloo-bridgo road, for ballets, melo- 
dramas, and the like. — ^ddler’s- Wells, in St 
JuhnVstrcct road, is appropriated to the ])er- 
formance of pantomimes, burlcttas, spectacles, 
dancing, &c. ; but is particularly famous for 
its atiuatic exhibitions, which have some resem- 
blance to tho ancient nauinachite, the whole 
space beneath the stage tieirig iillcd with water, 
and allowing a display very diflerent from that 
of the other theatres. — Astley’s, or tho royal 
amphitheatre, is a summer theatre, where pan- 
tomimes, burlcttas, and unrivalled feats of horsc- 
mansbip, rope-dancing, &c., are exhibited. — 
Tho Adelplii theatre. Strand, is open during 
the winter for the performance of burlcttas, 
pantomimes, and dancing, and in spring for an 
cntertaiiimeiit in which Messrs Mathews and 
Yates (tho proprietors) are the sole ])crformers. 
— The Olympic theatre, in Wyeb-street, w’as 
opened in 18UG for equestrian {)crformunces, 
and is now used in winter for melodramas, pan- 
tomimes, &c. — West London theatre, Totten- 
ham-strcct, is similar to tho last. 

Of the public gardens, those of Vaiixhall are 
alone worthy of notice. They are situated in 
tho parish of Lambeth, near the Thames, about 
1^ III. from Westininster-bridge. The gardens 
are beautiful and extensive, and contain a va- 
riety of walks: when open for public amuse- 
ment they are illuminated with variegated 
lamps, and adorned with transparent devices. 
Nearly facing the west door is an orchestra, 
and opposite to it is a pavilion of the composite 
order. The musical performance takes place 
in a great room, or rotunda, 70 feet in diame- 
ter. — The tea-gardens in the metrotiolis and its 
vicinity are numerous, and w'dl-frcquented by 
the lower and middle classes of society, but do 
not deserve particular notice. 

Among other public amusements are concerts, 
oratorios, &c. which take place at stated seasons. 

The public exhibitions of works of art are tho 
following; — The exhibition of the Royal Aca- 
demy in Somerset-house ; those of the British 
institution ; of the society of British artists ; and 
of the society of water-colour painters. Tho 
national gallery, in Pall-Mall, is open to all on 
four days of the week ; it is not extensive, but 
contains some pictures of great value. Of pri- 
vate collections and galleries, to which admis- 
sion may be obtained, the following are the 
most important : the duke of Sutherland's gal- 
lery; marquess of Westminster's; Mr Hope’s; 
Mr Soane’s museum, &c. The diorama, in Re- 
gent’s-park, the panoramas, and the microcosm, 
•nd the cosmorama, are all interesting objects. 


The Colosseum, in the Regont’s-park, is a su- 
perb polygon, surmounted with a.dome 400 feel 
in circumference, and having a doric |)ortico of 
six columns. It is only used for tho exhibition 
of a panoramic view uf London as seen from the 
top of St Paul’s, from sketches taken by Mr 
Horner in 1821. It occupies 40,000 square 
feet of canvas, and tho illusion is perfect. 

The periodiettl press in the metropolis ,] — Tlio 
newspapers have now risen to a high degree of 
importance. The number of copies of tho 
morning journals now daily put into circulation 
is about 28,000, and of evening journals about 

12.000. The proiit which daily accrues to tho 
government from this source is ^*722 16s. 8d. 
Of Sunday papers not less than 110,000 copies 
are circulated, producing an annual revenue of 
.£92,000. There arc 7 daily morning papers, 
6 daily evening, 4 printed three times weekly, 
2 twice, 1 on Monday, 1 on Tuesday, 1 op Wed- 
nesday, 4 on Thursday, 13 on Saturday, 9 on Sun- 
day, and 4 on Sunday and Monday. Of periodical 
reviews there are 9, mostly (quarterly ; of maga- 
zines, monthly anti weekly, 20 ; of periodical 
philosophical and scicnlilic works upwards of 12, 
quarterly, monthly, and weekly ; of theological 
magazines upwanls of 6. 

Ih'presentiifircs ,] — The city of London, com- 
prehending in that term tho whole space within 
the exterior boundaries of tho liberties of tho 
city of London, including the Inner- Temple and 
the Middle-Temple, returns 4 members to par- 
liament. The number of electors is nearly 

15.000. The returning officers are the two 
sheriils. The 40s. freeholders in London vote 
for Middlesex. The Tower- Hamlets, compris- 
ing tho several divisions of the liberties of tho 
Tower, and the Tower division of Ossulston 
hundrc<l, return 2 members. The number of 
electors in this district is about 23,000. The 
borough of Southwark also returns 2 ; as like- 
wise the old city and liberties of Westminster. 
Two members are also returned by tho Finsbury 
division of the city, comprising about 23,000 
elecUirs. 

y/w/h/MiV/e*.] — The remains of ancient religi- 
ous buildings about the metropolis are pretty 
numerous, but in many cases so trifling as to be 
scarcely worthy of notice. The most important 
are to be found at Westminster abbey, Ber- 
mondsey abbey, the Charter-house, the Temple, 
the RoU’s-chapcl, &c. There were upwards of 
50 monastic establishments ; monasteries, con- 
vents, colleges, priories, &c. Fragments of the 
ancient walls may be seen in various places, but 
the works uf the Romans have been entirely 
obliterated.

LONSDALE (South of the Sands), a 
hundred in the co. -palatine of Lancaster, lying 
to the S. of the river Ken. It takes its name 
from the Luno, which passes through it. It 
contains 12 parishes, with the borough of Lan- 
caster. Pop., in 1831, 19,802. 

LOOE (East), a market-town, borough, 
(diapelry, and sea-port, in the parish of St Mar- 
tin, hundred of West, co. of Oirnwall, but hav- 
ing separate jurisdiction. It is situated on the 
English channel, at the mouth of the river 
Lone, which is here crossed by an ancient 
bridge of 13 stone arches. The name is pro- 
bably taken from that of the river, though, 
perhaps, it is derived from the Cornish a 
port. The importance of Looe was formerly 
iiiueli greater than at present. It was erected 
into a market-town by licnry II., at the instance 
of Henry de Hodrygan, lord of the manor. In 
the reign of Edward 111., it was able to equip 
20 ships and man them with 31. I sailors, for 
the siege of Cal.ais. The inhabilaiits arc mucli 
employed in the pilchani fishery, and had for- 
merly (Minsiderable trade with Fmnce, Spain, 
and the Areditorreanean. This has eoii.si<](*rf*ihly 
declined, and in 1826 the whole number of 
vessels employed in foreign trailo was four which 
cleared inwanls, and three outwards. In 1 828, 
two vessels of upwards of 100 tons, and 24 of 
Ktiialler burden, belonged to the port. These 
e cliiefly employed in coasting trade. Tin, 
C(.)i)per, ainl lead, timber, salt, bark, and fish, 
an; exported ; the chief imports are coal, culm, 
and limestone. The Looe and Liskeard canal 
facilitates internal conveyance; much tin is 
brought from Liskeard for sea oarri.ige. The 
jiort is did'endeil by a battery of ten guns erect- 
ed on the shore. The scenery in the vicinity is 
reinarkaiily fine. Saturday is market day. 
Fairs for cattle, &c., are held on February I3th, 
.Tilly loth, September 4th, and October lOtli. 
The town received its first charter of incorpora- 
tion from Queen Elizabeth in LOH?, which was 
confirmed in 1623 by .Tames I. These charters 
were surrendered to James 11., on the granting 
of a new one in 1685. The corporation con- 
sists of a mayor, recorder, 8 aldermen, 12 capi- 
tal burgesses, and 36 free burgesses. Of these, 
the mayor and recorder are in the commission 
of the peace ; also the late mayor, and the de- 
puties whom the mayor and recorder may ap- 
point. The mayor and recorder are clecrtoii by 
the aldermen, who are in turn chosen by the 
mayor and aldermen. Petty offences are tried 
at the borough sessions once or twice a year. 
The charter authorises the holding of a court of 
record, but it has been disused, llere is a gaol 
for felons and debtors. The (own is a borough 
by prescription, and sent a delegate, in con- 
junction with West Fowey, to a national coun- 
cil held at Westminster by Edward I. Two 
members were returned in the 13" Elizabeth, 


and ever since, till the passing of the reform acty 
when this place was included in the fatal sche- 
dule A. The influence of the Buffer family was 
wont to predominate. Living, a perpetual cu- 
racy in the archd. of Cornwall and dio. of Exe- 
ter, rated at ^27. Patrons, J. Buffer, Esq., 
and the Rev. Sir H. Trclawney, Bart. Here is 
a free chapel, endowed in 1716 by the bishop 
of Exeter. It was rebuilt in 1806. The Wes- 
leyan Aletliodists and Society of Friends have 
places of worship here. Here is a well-endowed 
free school for all children of the county, found- 
ed in 1716, by John Speccot, ICscp Looe is 
234 in. W.S.W. from London. Pop., in 1801, 
467; in ia31, 865.

LOOE (West), a cha))elry and borough in 
the parish of Talland, humlivd of West, co. of 
Cornwall, but having separate jurisdiction. It 
was formerly a market-town, hut the market, 
which was held on Saturday, lias been discon- 
tinued. A fair for ealtU*, &e., is held on the 
6th of Alay. The town lii^is opposite East Looe, 
on the west siile of the river i.ooe, and has a 
small harbour dia^entled by a batti*ry. It was 
also callcil Port Pigbam, after the name of n 
manor now annexed to the diieliy of Cornwall, 
and held on lease from the crown by the corpo- 
ration. The town was incorjiorated by charter 
of Elizabeth, dated 1573. The corporation 
consists ofji mayor, 1 1 burgesses, steward, town- 
clerk, and other officers. The mayor and stew- 
ard are justiees of Iho peace within the borough, 
and are entitled to hohl a weekly court for tho 
recovery of debts under .€5, but this has boon 
disused. An annual court leet is held. Tlio 
chapel was dedicated to St Nicholas, and had 
fallen into ruins, but was repaired for a guild- 
liall. Tho Indepetuleiits liavc a ])Iacu of wor- 
ship here. Tlio borough returned two members 
to parliament from the (>th of lulward VI. till 
tho passing of the ridbrni act, when it was dis- 
fraiiehiscnl. West Looe is 16 m. W. from 
Piynioulli, .and 2.34 AV.S.W. from London. 
Pop., ill 1801, 376; in 1831, 593. A. P., 
j€565. 

T.OOSE, a parish in the hundred of Maid- 
stone, lathe of Aylesford, eo. of Kent. Living, 
.a ]M!rpetnal curacy, not in charge, a petailiar of 
the arclihisliop of Canterhiiry. Cliundi ded. to 
All Saints. Ragslono is quarried hero, and 
hops aro grown in ubiindunee. Here arc many 
paper and corn mills, of whifdi twelve arc 
turned by a small stream within the spaco of 0 
m. ; also extonsive taiming aiul fulling estab- 
lishments. It is 2r m. S. from Maidstone. 
Pop., in 1801, 668; in 1831, 1061. A. P., 
^■3,204. 

LOOSEBARRCW, a hundred in the Shas- 
ton division of the co. of Dorset. It contains 
three parishes.

Hero is a school with a 
small endowment. It is 4 m. S.E. by E. from 
Cockerinouth. Pop. of tho township in 1801, 
298; in 1831, 388. A. P., £1,804. Pop.

L08COE, a township in the parish of Heanor, 
hundred of Morleston and Litchurch, co. of 
Derby. 

LOSCOMBE, a hamlet in the parish of 
Netherbury, co. of Dorset.

LOSENIIAM, a hamlet in the parish of 
Newenden, lathe of Scray, eo. of Kent.

LOSTOCK, a hamlet in tho parish of Bolton, 
co. of Lancaster. Here is a school for 30 
children. Here is an old manor-house called 
Lostock-hall, erected in 1563. It is 3 m. W. 
from Great Bolton. Pop., in 1801, 509; in 
18;31, 606. A. P., £1,668. 

LOSTOCK, or Lostock-Gralam, a town- 
ship in the parish of Great Budworth, co.-pala- 
tine of Chester. It is 2 ni. E.N.E. from 
Northwich. Pop., in 1801, 361 ; in 1831, 
637. A. P., £2,164. 

LOSTWITHIEL, a borough, market, and 
county town, and parish, locally in the eastern 
division of 'the hundred of Powder, co. of 
Cornwall, but having separate jurisdiction. It 
lies on the banks of the river Fawy, in a beau- 
tiful valley. The high road from Plymouth to 
Fklmouth passes through it, and the river, over 


which there is a briilge, is navigable for very 
small barges. Tke houses are chiefly of stone 
and form two parallel streets, which are paved 
and lighted. This town was anciently possessed 
of numerous and valuable privileges, such as 
being the solo stannary town in Cornwall, and 
the county-town. Its exclusive privileges have 
been gradually taken away, though it remains 
the NK>unty-town so far that the elections of 
the knights of tho shire take place hero. Here 
is a neat town-hall, with a prison, erected in 
1740. The shire-hall was erected by Edmund, 
carl of Cornwall, nephew of Henry III. Tlie 
trade of the town consists chiefly in tho impor- 
tation of coal and timber, and in the exporta- 
tion of tho produce of the tin and copper mines. 
Slate is found in abundance in tho neighljour- 
hood. Friday is market-day, and fairs for horses, 
cattle, and sheep are held March 31st, July 
10th, September 4th, and November 13tli. 
The market-house was erected in 1781, at tlic 
expense of Lord Mount- Edgeuinbe. Pop., in 
1801, 743; in 1831, 1548. A. P., £1,498. 

This town was made a free borough hy Rich- 
ard, earl of Cornwall, brother of Henry HI. 
It returned two members to parliament from tho 
reign of Edward I. downwards, to the passing 
of the reform act by which it was disfranchised. 
Thu influence of the carl of Mount-Edgoumbe 
was predominato hero under the old system. 
The first charter of incorporation was granted 
to the town in 1623 by James I. It was renewed 
in 1738 by George 11. and the corporate Inxly 
con.sists of a mayor, six aldermen, 17 assistants, 
a recorder and other officers. These supply 
vacancies occurring in their own body. The 
mayor — who is coroner — the late mayor, and 
the recorder, are justices of the peace. Putty 
sessions are lield on Friday. Tho mayor hokU 
an annual court-loct. Lostwithicl l>uing a 
manor of tho duchy of Cornwall, [)ays a (^uit- 
rent of .£ll 19s. lOd., in return for which 
they not only enjoy tho profits of all their own 
tolls, but also the hushelago of coats, salt, malt, 
and corn, sold in the town of Fowoy. 

Living, a discharged vicarage in the archd. of 
Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, rated at £2 13s. 
4d., returned at £92 10., and in patronage of 
the carl of Mount-Edgcuinbe. The church, 
ded. to St Bartholomew, is an interesting 
structure of considerable antiquity, in tho early 
style of English architecture. The Indepen- 
dents, Wesleyan and Primitive Methodists, and 
Bryanites, have places of worship here. Here 
is a free grammar school, endowed with £50 
per annum. There are also several other schools 
with small endowments. In the vicinity are tho 
ruins of Restormol-castle, the ancient seat of 
the Cardinan family. It was fortified by the 
parliamentary party in the reign of Charles I. 
Distance from London, 284 m. W.S.W. 

LOTHERS AND BOTHENHAMPTON, a 
hundred in the Bridport division of the co. of 
Dorset. It contains three parishes, and the 
borough of Lyme-Regis.

It 
is 3^ m. S.E. from High Wycombe. Pop. re- 
turned with the parish. 

LOUGHBOROUGH, a market-town and 
parish in the western division of the hundred 
of Goscote, CO. of Leicester. It contains the 
townships of Knight-thorpe, Loughborough, and 
Wood-thorpe. The town is situated in the 
midst of a beautiful country, on the high road 
from London to Manchester, and consists of a 
number of streets, paved and lighted. The 
houses are chiefly of brick and the general as- 
pect of the town is respectable. It has been 
much improved by new buildings since some 
destructive fires which took place at different 
times. Hero are a suberipiion library and a 
theatre. The chief manufactures are those of 
hosiery, cotton goods, and bobbinet. There 
is considerablo trade carried on through the 
Loughborough canal, which communicates with 
the river Soar, the Union canal and the I^eices- 
ter navigation. Slate is found in the vicinity. 
Thursday is market-day, and fairs for horses, 
cows, sheep, cliccse, &c., are held February 
14th, March 24 th and 28th, April 25th, Holy 
Thursday, August 12th, September 2dth, and 
November 13th and 14th. A new market- 
house was recently erected. 

The lord of the manor holds an annual court- 
loot, at which are chosen a jury of twelve men, 
two constables, two third-boroughs, the street 
masters, field-men, pinders, parish-lieadle, 
common crier, and watchmen, for the regula- 
tion of the affairs of the town. The petty- 
sessions for the hundred are held here weekly, 
and an annual court-baron is held. Lough- 
liorough is the principal place of election of the 
members for the iiortliern division of the county. 

Living, a rectory in the archd. of Leicester 
and dio. of Lincoln, rated at i;40 16s. Sd., but 
returned at £*23 48. 2d., and in patronage of 
Emanuel college, Cambridge. Church ded. to 
All Saints. The Independents, Baptists, Metho- 
dists, Society of Friends, and Unitarians have 
places of worship here. Here is a well-endow- 
ed grammar school, free to all children resident 
in the parish. This is divided into the Latin 
school, and the writing and arithmetic school, 
in each of which about 20 boys are educated. 
There is also a national school for 250 children. 
Here are also other charities of a similar kind, i 
and a dispensary. Distance from London, 109

The name is de- 
rived from Luda, tho ancient appellation 
founded on its situation near tho river Ludd. 

It stands in an agreeable valley on tho south 
side of the Ludd, and to the eastward of tho 
Wolds. Tho streets aro noat and the housos 
well-constructed of brick and roofed with tiles. 
Water is obtained in abundance from springs. 
Here aro a small theatre, assembly-room, bil- 
liard and new's rooms, a handsome town-hall 
or session-house and prison. The inhabitants 
have considerable employment in some carpet, 
blanket, paper, and soap manufactories. There 
is also considerable trade in wool and woollen 
articles. A market-house for this branch of 
commerce was erected in 1825. Here are also 
ship-builders, and other artisans more or less 
directly connected with ship-building. A canal 
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ivas formed in 1761 and Bubsequont years, be-- 
tween this place and the Humber, at an expense 
of £12,000. Through this, the town has con- 
siderable trade with Yorkshire and London. 
The exports are corn and wool; the imports 
coal, timber, iron, groceries, &c. Wednesday 
and Saturday are market days. Cattle-markets 
afo held every Friday in spring. Fairs for 
horses and cattle are held April SOth, 3d Mon- 
day after Easter, August 6th, and November 23d. 

The town was incorporated by a charter of 
dth Edward VI., and is governed by a warden 
and six assistants, with a high-steward, bailiff, 
and town-clerk. The w'arden and one assistant 
are justices of the peace for the parish^ and hold 
petty-sessions every Wednesday, and quarter- 
sessions in January, April, July, and ()ctol)cr. 
A court of requests fur debts under <£6, is also 
held here. In the prison is a treadmill. The 
manor of Louth and various other lands, valued 
at .€78 14s. 4^6. yearly, were granted to the 
corporation by (^ucen Elizabeth. The ipiartcr- 
scssions fur the southern division of the parts 
of Lindsey are held alternately here and at 
Spilsby. Before the Reformation there were 
hero three fraternities or guilds of traders, 
under the patronage of the church. Their 
property was applied by Edward VI. to the en- 
dowment of a freo school and almshouses. 

There were formerly two parish churches in 
Louth, but that of St Mary is in ruins. Living, 
a discharged vi(!arage, a peculiar of the pre- 
bcMidary of Louth in the cathedral of Lincoln, 
rated at €12. The church, ded. to St Janies, is 
a beautiful structure in the later style of English 
architecture, with a rich tower and spire, 288 
feet in height. Annexed to the living is the 
]»erpctual curacy of St Mary, r.outh. The pre- 
bend of Louth is rated at .€36 3s. 4d., and in 
patronage of the bishop. The Baptists, Inde- 
pendents, Methodists, find Roman Catholics 
have places of worship here. Here is a free 
school, under the direction of the cor])oralion. 
The revenues of the dissolved guilds, now 
amounting to €600 per annum, were bestowed 
on it by Edward VI. Of this sum €300 aro 
given to the muster, €160 to the usher, and 
.€1 .'iO are bijstowed on twelve almswomen. Hero 
is a school founded by Dr Mapletuft, endowed 
with €6 per annum. Here is also a national 
school fur 300 children. Alexander, bishop of 
Lincoln, A.D. 1139, built an abbey in the park 
near Louth for the Cistertian monks, whom he 
lirought from Fountains to Haverholin. The 
revenues w’crc about €169. Of the buildings 
very slight traces remain. Distance from Lon- 
ilon, 149 m. N. by E. Pop., in 1801, 4236 ; 
in 1831, 6927. A. P., €16,497. 

LOUTH-ESKE, a wapentake in the parts of 
Limlscy, co. of Lincoln, containing 38 parishes. 
Pop., in 1831, 1402. 

LDUT 11-PARK, an extra-parochial place, 
locally in the parish of Louth, co. of Lincoln.

0gtato and rositled here, in the kingdom of the 
jiiast Angles. The history of this town presents 
nothing remarkable e.\cept the ravages which 
were committed by the plague, the number of 
shipwrecks which have occurred on the coast, 
and an engagement between the Dutch and 
English fleets which took place within sight of 
the town. The town is situated on a lofty head> 
land on the shore of the German ocean. This 
is considered the extreme easterly point of Eng- 
land, and between it and Greenwich the difler- 
enco of time is seven minutes. The principal 
street is of considerable length, and from it 
many smaller streets diverge on both sides. The 
houses are built of brick, and have in general a 
neat appearance, especially those which are 
constructed on the face of the declivity leading 
to the beach. The streets are ])aved, and the 
situation is dry and healthy. It is pretty much 
frecpientcd by invalids and young families dur- 
ing summer, as the shore is well adapted for 
bathers, for whose accommodation bathing ma- 
chines arc kept. Iti the town are a theatre, 
assembly-rof)m, subscription reading-room and 
library, and a bathing-house. Races are held 
annually on the downs to the north of the town. 
The houses, which stanfl on the face of the cliif, 
have gardens and terraces, and present a very 
agreeable aspect from tlie sea. On the shore 
are two light-houses; the upper is of stone, and 
has a revolving lantern, the lower is constructed 
of timber, and can bo removed at pleasure. 
This is necessary, for ns the mariners are guided 
to a f)roper channel by bringing the liglits to 
coincide, and as the shifting nature of Ihu sands 
alter the direeliori of the channel very often, it 
is obvious that if the lights were fixed, they 
would occasionally indicate a wrong course. 
The parish was anciently a demesne of the 
crown, and by a charter granted by Georgo II., 
are exein])tcd from serving on juries, either at 
tlie assizes or c|uartcr-sessions, hut not from 
those enipannelled by the lord of thu manor or 
coroner. AV'ednesday is market-day ; and fairs 
are held on May 12th, St Miehael's day, and 
October loth. Here arc manufairtures of china- 
ware, soap, twine, and sail-cloth. Here are 
also boat-building and sail-making establish- 
ments. The chief support of the inhahiiants is 
the herring fishery, in which about 40 Uiats, 
from 20 to 45 tons burden, are employed. The 
herrings are in great request in the London 
market, on account of their superior (quality. 
Maekarel and soles are caught in abundance at 
certain seasons and sent to Norwich and Lon- 
don. The coast is protected by two flirts and a 
small battery. A harbour, intended as a refuge 
for vessels in bad weather, has been constructed 
here. It has been made to communicate with 
Lake Lothiiig, into which the river Waveney 
runs. This communicates with the Yarc, and 
opens a communication between Lowestoft, 
lieccles, and Bungay. The county magistrates 
hold petty sessions here every week, and the 
steward occasional manorial courts. 

The living is a vicarage in the archd. of Suf- 
folk and diu. of Norwich, rated at jb'lO Is. O^il. 
I*atron, the crown or the bishop. The church 
—which is ded. to St Margaret — is a handsome j 


structure, in the later style of English architec- 
ture, having a tower 162 feet in height, a curi- 
ously ornamented roof, an antique font, and a 
flue eastern window of stained glass. It con- 
tains tho tombs of Lord-chief-justicciiflolt, and 
of the learned and Rev. Robert Potter, tho 
translator of the Greek tragedies, who was vi- 
car of this parish, and died in 1 804, at the ago 
of 84 years. Here are a chapel-of-eoso, and 
places of worship belonging to thu Independents, 
Baptists, and Wesleyan Methodists. Hero are 
a free grammar school for 23 boys, and another 
free school of later foundation, also a national 
school for lioys. Some curious organic remains 
are found in tho cliffs in the vicinity. Distance 
from London, 114 m.

LOWES WATER, a parochial chapclry in 
the ward of Allcrdale, above Darwent, co. of 
Cumberland.

This place is supiioscd to have 
been founded by tho Saxons, and under them 
to havo been a place of such importance as to 
l)e made tho residence of some of the Anglo- 
Saxon kings. Soon after tho conquest a 
castle was built here, which is supposed to havo 
been taken down alM)ut the time of Henry III. 
Slight traces of the ruins are still visible in the 
vicinity. This castle is said by Stow to havo 
lK$on given by Richard I. to his brother, prince 
John, and to havo belonged in the reign of the 
latter to the carl of Essex. The great sctal of 
England used in tho reign of Stephen, was 
found some years ago in this parish. Distance 
from London, 71 m.

The church, 
ded. to St Lawrence, is a very beautiful 8|)cci- 
men of Gothic architecture of the harly English 
and decorated styles ; it is built in the form of 
a cross, surmounted with a st^uare tower 130 
feet in height, crowned with pinnacles; the 
principal entrance is by a hexagonal ix)rch into 
the nave, which is separated from the aisles 
by six arches on each side, and is lighted by a 
range of small and one large west window ; the 
choir is lighted by live windows on each side, 
and one splendid east Window which occupies 
almost the whole end, and is filled with stained 
glass, the compartments of which represent the 
history of the tutelary saint. On the north side 
of the choir is a chapel ded. to St John, which 
is remarkable for some precious relics of stained 
glass recording the presentation of a ring to 
Edward the Confessor, by some pilgrims from 
Palestine. The parliamentary commissioners 
under Cromwell destroyed many of the orna- 
ments of this church, but loft untouched the 
richly wrought oaken roof which still adorns 
several parts of the building. The ecclesiasti- 
cal courts are held here in May and October, 
for granting probates of wills and letters of 
administration. In the chancel are several in- 
teresting monuments, especially one erected to 
the memory of Judge Bridgeman and his lady. 
The Independents and Methodists have places 
of worship in the town. The free grammar 
school which exists in this town was founded in 
the reign of Edward IV. There is also a na- 
tional school attended by about 200 scholars. 
A public dispensary and lying-in institution are 
supported by public contribution, A work-house, 
was endowed in 1674. 


IRstory, Guile, Ludlow appears for- 

merly to have been included within the borders of 
Wales, as from its name in the British language if 
seems to have been the site of a castle belong- 
ing to the Welsh princes. After the conquest 
Robert de Montgomery, to whom it was then 
presented, built a castle here and fortified the 
town strongly with walls. This castle, having 
fallen to the crown on the attainder of the 
Montgomery family, was put under the charge 
of Gervase Paganell, who, being in the interest 
of the Empress Maude, held it out for some 
time against the forces of King Stephen. In 
the reign of Henry III. we find it made by 
proclamation the place of rendezvous for tho 
lords marchers, for tho purpose of assisting 
Roger Mortimer, at that time governor, in re- 
straining the Welsh marauders, and shortly 
after it was nearly demolished by the earl of 
Leicester, who had joined tho confederated 
barons in rebellion. Roger Mortimer, a de- 
scendant of the above mentioned governor, 
having escaped from tho Tower of London, 
built a chapel within the castle in commemora- 
tion of his success, but being re-Uiken in the 
reign of Edward III. ho w'as executed for high- 
treason. Having come into the possession of 
Richard, duke of York, tho castle, on his in- 
surrection, was subjected to a siege by tho forces 
of Henry VI., and on its capture tho town was 
plundered by the soldiery, and the duchess of 
York with her two sons fell into the hands of 
the (!onqueror. In the subsequent wars of tho 
Roses it was chieily in the possession of the 
house of York, and was afterwards made tho 
residence of Edward V. and his brother tho 
duko of York, previous to their fatal removal 
to the Tower of London. Prince Arthur, tlio 
son of Henry VII. died here and was buried in 
the church of St Laurence. Being now a placo 
of considerable extent it was, by Henry VIII., 
made tho seat of a * Council in tho marches 
of Wales,’ which consisting of a lord-president, 
counsellors, and 4 justices of the peace, con- 
stituted a local government which continued in 
operation till tho time of William III., who 
abolished tho court and appointed in its place 
lords-lieutenants of North and South Wales. 
During the civil war the castle held out under 
the earl of Bridgewater, for the interest of the 
king, but was ultimately surrendered to the 
parliament. Ludlow-castle is famous for having 
been tho place where Milton’s ‘ Gomus’ was first 
performed, in 1631. The remains of tho castle 
are still to be seen, situated on an eminence 
overhanging the river G)rve, and forming an 
important feature in a country rich in pic- 
turesque scenery. Part of tho site of the castle 
is occupied with a delightful promenade planted 
with trees. In the interior, on the right hand 
are the barracks, erected by the lords-prosidents, 
and on the loft is tho beautiful and massive keep, 
of Norman architecture, 1 10 feet in height, the 
walls being from 9 to 12 feet in thickness, op- 
posite to tho portal — ^which is a paltry specimen 
of modem taste— are the state apartments and 
principal hall, in the early and decorated Eng- 
lish styles of Gothic architecture, but which are 
now in a great measure in ruins. Of the chapel 
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is now standing little more than a Norman arch 
leading to the choir and the nave. The solemn 
and picturesque nature of these ruins added to 
the historical interest which they possess, makes 
them a favourite resort for travellers and artists. 
In this neighbourhood, Lucien, the brother of 
Napoleon Buonaparte, resided for some years. 

General Description, ] — The town is situated at 
the confluence of the Teme and Corve, the former 
bounds it on the west and south, and is crossed 
by an old bridge, at one end of which is the 
Broadgate, now the only remaining town>gate. 
Over die Corve, which is on the north-west of 
the town, is a bridge of three arches erected in 
1788. Part of the wall, built in the reign of 
Edward I., can still be traced. The town is 
well-aired and the houses in general w'cll-built ; 
it is paved and arrangements for lighting it 
with gas have been made. There are a public 
subscription and two circulating libraries here, 
and assemblies are held in a suit of rooms in 
the market-house, which is a large brick build- 
ing containing rooms for the corporation and 
other public ofliccs, with the corn-market lielow, 
and a reservoir for water attached, from which 
the town is supplied. There is also a guild- 
hall in which the borough-courts are held. 
The prison, built in 1764, contains 4 W'ards for 
the different descriptions of prisoners, and one 
yard for the common use. There is a market 
on Monday for grain, and on Wednesday, Fri- 
day, and Satui^ay, for provisions. The fairs 
held in this town are, two on the Monday be- 
fore February 18th, and on the 6th December 
for dairy produce ; and five for Iiorses, cattle, 
sheep, hops, &c., on the Tuesday before Easter, 
May 1st, Wednesday in Whitsun-week, August 
21st, and September 28th. The manufactures 
of gloves and malt are rather extensively carried 
on in Ludlow, and there are woollen, corn, and 
paper-mills on tho Teme. 

Municipal Goverfpnentt §'c.] — Tho charter 
of the corporation appears to have been ancient, 
it was how'cvor renewed by Edward IV. and 
Charles L, annulled on a writ of quo warranto 
by Charles IT., a^in renewed by James II., 
and finally had its ancient constitution restored 
by William III. As it now stands, the munici- 
l)ality consists of a recorder, two bailiffs, two 
justices, 12 aldermen, and 25 common-coun- 
cilmcn ; there is also a town-clerk, coroner, and 
sulwrdinatc officers ; tho five first named office- 
bearers are justices of the peace ex officis 
within tho liberties; the election of the high 
bailiff from among the aldermen, and the low 
bailiff from the common-councilmen takes place 
on the 13th October, annually, with no small 
display of civic pomp and splendour ; tho cor- 
poration appoint the recorder for life, subject, 
however, to the approbation of the king ; the 
freedom of tho borough is attainable either by 
being the son or by marrying the daughter of a 
freeman. A court of session is held quarterly 
by the corporation, but on account of the re- 
corders of late not being barristers, all capital 
offences are tried at the county-assizes. A 
court is held here every Tuesday for the recov- 
ery of all debts, as also a petty-court of requests 
for debts under 40s. The borough first re- 


turned members to parliament in the 1 2th year 
of Edward IV., the right of election is now posses- 
sed by about 550 voters. This town is on^of tho 
polling places for tho members for the southern 
division of tho county. Among the natives of 
this place who have distinguished themselves, 
maybe mentioned Thomas Johdes, Esq., tho 
author of the quaint translations of Frqiisart's 
chronicles, Monstrelct, and^ther wor|||S;' R.

LUKE’S (St), a parish in tho hundred of 
Ossulstone, Finsbury division, co. of Middlesex. 
It includos the liberties of the City Road, East 
and^est Finsbury, Whitecross-street, Golden- 
lape, and Old-street. Part of this district was 
formerly occupied by a fen, which is said to 
have given name to Finsbury. In tho protec- 
torship of the duko of Somerset, a great part 
of this fen was raised by means of a large quan- 
Ute of bones from tho chamel-houso of St Paul’s, 
llJKn whence the namo of Bonchill (now Bun- 
hul) Fields. Part of it was used as a cemetery 
during tho plague of 1665; another part was 
appropriated by the corporation of London, in 
1498, as a place of exercte for archery, which 
lost is now in the possSion of the artillery 
company, who equipped a regiment at their own 
expense during the late war, and possess — ^in 
the grounds called from them tho Artillery 
ground — ^buildings for regimental purposes. 
Along this fen ran tho Roman road, called by 
the Saxons Ealdy or Old-street, which begin- 
ning at London-wall, was continued through St 
Leonard’s church-yard, Shoreditch, parish of 
Bethnal-Groon, and terminated at tho Old 
Ford, near Blackney. St Luke’s was formerly 
part of the parish of Cripplegate, but in tho 
reign of Queen Anne it was erected into a pa- 
rish, and since then it has increased very ihuch 
lx>th in size and population. Bath-street is 
built on the site of one of tho lazarettos used 
during tho plague. The pond, called by Stowe 
Perilous pool, has been converted into a capa- 
cious swimming-bath, and the kennel occu- 
pied by tho city bounds stood where Feather- 
stone-street is now built. In this par^h are 
several extensive manufactories, in pw^ular 
nn indigo-work, a brewery, a roy^worl^ and 
some eoAlittages ; the Londonvj^ comt»i%" has 
also an establishment bore; * Ithe basin and 


Regent’s canal afford the means of communica- 
tion with all pacts of the country. Along tho 
latter have been erected many wharfs for the 
reception of lime, coal, timber, and other 
kinds of produce. Like the other metropolitan 
parishes, St Luke’s is well lighted with gas, and 
possesses a copious supply of water. 

Living, §*c.] — Living, a rectory, notin charge, 
in the archd. of Middlesex and dio. of London. 
I'atrons, the dean and chapter of St Paul’s. 
St Luke’s church is in the Grecian style, re- 
markable for its steeple, which is in tho form of 
a fluted obelisk ; it is a plain, substantial build- 
ing, with a very neat interior, built in 1732. 
Li the church-yard aro tho toml» of the Caslons, 
formerly ty})e-founders in tho parish. In King's 
square stands St John’s church, which was built 
in 1823, at an expense to parliament of 
^12,853 38. 3d., and contains accommodation 
fof about 1600 people. It is built of brick, witli 
an Ionic porch in front, and surmounted with a 
slender spire. Living, a perpetual curacy. 
Patron, tho rector. Tho place of worship be- 
longing to the Calvinistic Methodists was built 
by the Rev. J. Whitcficld, the founder of the 
sect. John Wesley’s chapel here is also in the 
possession of the Wesleyan Methodists. Besides 
these, tho Baptists and Independents possess 
places of worship here. That place already 
mentioned as having been a cemetery during 
tho plague, is now known by the name of Tin- 
dal’s, or Bunhill-Ficlds burying-ground. It is 
under the management of the London corpora- 
tion ; and there aro annually buried here from 
1200 to 1500 persons, tho greuUtr proimrtion of 
whom consist of dissenters. Thu well-known 
Bunyan, Dr Isaac Watts, Dr A. Rees, editor of 
the Cyclopedia which bears his name, and many 
other eminent dissenters arc buried here. 

Schools, Hospitals, §*c.] — Hero are a parisli 
school for boys, foundtnl in 1698, and one fur 
girls in 1761 ; they are each attended by about 
100 pupils, who arc clotlttid by the institution. 
Tho free school, founded, by William Warral 
in 1689, was formerly in G^t-alley, but was 
removed somo years ago to Baltic-strcet, Gold- 
en-lane, where it now is; its endowment 
amounts to about J03OO per annum. In this 
parish there are three schools on tho Lancaste- 
rian system, namely, one belonging to the 
haberdashers’ company in Bunhill-row, one for 
boys in North-street, City-road, established in 
1813, and another for girls in 1820. Tlie 
orphan working-school was instituted, chiefly by 
the exertions of dissenters, in 1760, and is now 
possessed of an annual income of about ^6718, 
which sum, together with the annual subscrip- 
tions, is expended on tho education of poor or- 
phan children, who are not only taught read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, &c., but are instructed 
in the elements of some trade, and on leaving 
school, are apprenticed at the expense of the 
institution. The school contains accommoda^ 
tion for about 50 boys and the same number of 
girls. St Luke’s hospital for lunatics was ori- 
ginally established as a branch of Bethlehem- 
Wpital, and at the time of its foundation was 
considered superior to tho parent institution. 
The present structure is of brick. It consists of 
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A centre and two winf^ and is throughout three 
stories in height, ito length being 493 feet, 

' Besides containing apartments for the office- 
bearers of the hospital, there is accommodation 
for 300 patients, arranged in classes. There is 
a French hospital in ^th-street, incorporated 
in the roign of George I., which is an excellent 
substantial building, forming three sides of a 
square. This institution is intended for the 
support and relief of French Protestants, and 
is chiefly conducted by the descendants of old 
French families. The City of London lying-in 
' b()s{>ital is a handsome building of brick, laid 
out with every accommodation fur patients, and 
useful as a school of midwifery exclusively open 
to females. Besides the numerous charities 
mentioned above, there are other bequests for 
the purpose of distribution among the poor. 
Pop., in 1801, 96,881 ; in 1831, 46,642. A.

. LIJLLINGSTANE, in the lower half-hundred 
. ()f Axton, lathe of Sutton-at-Honc, co. of Kent, 
fwas formerly a separate parish, but is now united 
to Lullingstono, the church having Iwen de- 
molished.

LULLING STONE, a parish in the hundreds 
of Axton, Dartford, and Wilmington, lathe of 
Suttun-at-Uone, co. of Kent.

Tliis place w'as first in the possession of the De 
Lolleworths ; it afterwards became succussilNsly 
the property of the Newburgh family, and tho 
carls of Suffolk. lu 1588, one of the latter 
commenced tho present (‘astle, wiiich being 
finished iu 1641, became, by purchase, the pro- 
perty of th(^ Welds, who still possess it. It is a 
massive structure, funning an exact cube of 80 
feet, with a round tower at each corner ; tho 
interior is in a corresponding degree of magni- 
ficence, ami tho castle is surrounded with an 
extensive park. Charles X. residiHl some 
inonths here after his expulsion from tho throne 
of France. There is a Roman Catholic chapil 
iK^ar the castle, which ))()ssess(?s a fine copy of , 
RaphaeFs picture of the transfiguration, and in 
tho parish, tho present proprietor, C/ardinul 
Wold, has provided accommodation for the re- 
fugee monks of La Traj)pe. There formerly 
existed here a magnificent abbey church, of. 
which littlo now remains. There was also a* 
convent of Cistertian monks founded here in 
1172, to whom the church belonged. There 
have been found here many ancient relics, prin- 
cipally British, and tho remains of a triple en- 
trenchment, enclosing about 5 acres of ground, 
and commonly known by the name of tho Bri- 
tish camp, are still visible in this vieiAity. It 
contains the hamlets of Gatemerston, Knoll, and 
Lullw'orth-St- Andrew. Distance from Ware- 
ham, 7 m.

LULLWORTU (Wust), a chaiielry in tho 
liberty of Bindoii, locally within the hundred of 
Winfrith, Blandford division of the co. of Dor- 
set. Living, a jH^rpetiial curacy, not in charge, 
under tho rectory of Winfred-Newburgh, in the 
archd. of Dorset and dio. of Bristol. Patronage 
with the rectory, and chapel ded. to the Holy 
Trinity. Here is a curious Ijasin, called Lull- 
worth cove, which communicates with the sea 
through a deep channel, and is surrounded with 
steep and lofty cliffs. There is also a natural 
arch about a mile from the cove, through which 
a view of the sea is obtained. The general as- 
pect of the coast is interesting in a geological 
point of view. Many of the inhabitants of this 
part of the coast gain a hazardous livelihood by 
collecting tho eggs laid by the puffin aaH^or- 
bill on these cliffs. It contains the manoln and 
hamlets of Littlo-Bindon, Burngate, and Han^

I.UNDY (Island of), in the hundred of 
Braunton, co. of Devon. It is situated in the 
middle of the Bristol channel, bearing 10^ m. 

It is about 
3 miles in length, and almost a mile in breadth, 
and is inaccessible, on account of the loRy 
rocks, except by a narrow entrance, as it may 
be cidtod, on the eastern side, which scarcely 
admits two people abreast It contains about 
^9000 acres, not more than one-fifth of which 


(principally towards the south) is under culti. 
ration. Plantations of trees have been attempu 
ed to be formed here with indifferent success' 
and some cattle are reared on the island. RabI 
bits and fowls are plontifhl, but the numerous 
rats partly prevent their increase. The island 
rises to the height of 800 feet towards the 
northern extremity, and is terminated by a lof. 
ty rock of a pyramidal shape, called the Con- 
stable. This island was formerly the retreat of 
pirates, i)articularly one of the name of Moris- 
co, who in the reign of Henry VIII. fled here 
after an unsuccessful attempt against the life of 
the king, and having fortified it strongly, con- 
trived to live in safety for some time, till being 
taken along with his followers, ho suffered the 
punishment of his crimes. During the civil 
war it was held out for the king, and in the 
reign of William it fell for some time into the 
hands of thu French. Lundy appears to have 
been formerly much more populous, and the 
remains of St Anne’s chapel are still visible. 
Rat island lies to the south, and the small rocks 
called the Hen and Chicks, to the north of the 
island. There is now only one family resident 
here.

The market town of Luton, 
anil the hamlets of East and West Ilydc, Lee- 
grave or Lightgrave, Limbury with Biscott, and 
Stopsley, are within the limits of this parish. 
The name is said by some to be a corruption of 
Lea-town, so called from the river Lea, which 
rises in the vicinity ; and by others to have been 
Low-town, from its lying between two hills. 
Under William I. Luton was a royal demesne, 
and in 121 (> Baron Fulk de Brent having ob- 
tained possession of it, built a castle within it ; 
under Henry VI. wo find the manor belonging 
to John, Lord Wenlock, w'ho erected a chapel 
on the north of the church, and wiis afterwards 
killed at Tewkesbury. The portico of a splen- 
did house which he did not live to finish, is still 
standing. It is, however, of a still more an- 
cient date than the conquest, being mentioned 
as composing in the eighth century part of the 
endowment of St Albans. The town, in 1828, 
suffered considerable injury owing to an inun- 
dation which took place on the 8th of July. 
Luton is under the government of a high 
constable and two day constables, who are a}i- 
pointed at the annual court-leet held by the 
lord of the manor. It is one of the polling 
places for the county members. There are fairs 
held on the IBth April and 18th October for 
cattle, and a statute fair in September. The 
market, on Monday, is well supplied with corn 
and straw-plait, which latter commodity is the 
staple manufacture, and is produced here of 
very excellent quality. — Living, a vicarage in 
the archd. of Bedford and dio. of Lincoln, rat- 
ed at j $35 i 2 g. Id. ; the patronage and impro- 
priate rectory was in the possession of the mar- 
quess of Bute in 1829. The church, ded. to 
^t Mary, is principally in the decorated and 
later styles of English architecture, but the 
north aisle is built partly in the early style. 
At the west end is a square tower built of flint 
freestone, and in the cast window is de- 


pleted the fight of St Ocorgo with the dragon. 
There are some cueious monuments and an 
elegant baptistry chapel in the decorated style. 
The society of Friends, the Wesleyan Method- 
ists, and the Baptists have places of worship 
here. Of charitable institutions thero are — 
a national school, supported partly by subscrip- 
tion and imrtly by benefactions amounting to 
X31 10s. 4d. annually ; a benefaction of ^10 
annually, cximnded in apprenticing poor boys ; 
12 almshouses, situated at the entrance of the 
town, and built in 1808 for the reception of 24 
poor widows, who receive each annually about 
10 guineas. Luton was the place of residence 
of the famous Lord Bute, who built hero a 
splendid mansion, which contains an excel- 
lent collection of paintings. The Rev. John ■ 
Pomfret, author of ‘ The (Choice,’ who died in 
1721, w'as born here.

Lutterworth is wor- 
thy of notici; as having been the parish in which 
Wieklille, the first great English reformer, was 
rector from 1374 to 1387; be died hero, and 
the townsmen still preserve in the church the 
chair in which ho died, the communion cloth 
which he used, and his portrait. — l.iviitg, a rec- 
tory in the archd. of Leicester and dio. of 
Lincoln, rated at ;£26. Patron, the king. 
The church, ded. to St Rlary, is a handsomo 
building, and was formerly surmounted by a 
spire, which fell some years ago. It contains a 
splendid oaken pulpit which formerly belonged 
to Wickliflu. The Indc])endcnts and Wesleyan 
Methodists have places of worship in the town. 
There is a free school and almshouse, liberally 
endowed by the Rev. Edward Shcrricr. A be- 
nefaction of £51 per annum by Robert Boles, 
and another of .Cl 4 by Margaret Bent, afford 
the means of education to 10 boys. Thero has 
also existed since 1 607 an excellent institution 
for the purpose of lending small sums to trades- 
men, which now possesses funds to the amount 
of jC 1,000, lent at 3 per cent, interest in sums 
of £50, for throe years. The small river Swift 
flows past the town, which is well built and 
paved, by means of funds for the purpose, 
amounting to about i;200 per annum. There is 
a market on Thursday, and fairs are held on 
the Thursday after February 19th, April 2d, 
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Holy Tlmrsday> and September 16th, all for 
live stock, and the last also for cheese. A con- 
^erable manufacture of worsted hose is carried 
on here, and ribands also to a small extent. 
There is a spring in the neighbourhood pos- 
sessing strong petrifying properties. The petty 
sessions for the hundred arc held here. Dis- 
tance ^om London, 89 in.

LYDFORD, a parish in the hundred of 
Litton, CO. of Devon. This place, under the 
name of Lyghatfurd, before the conquest had 
attained to some size, till in 997 the greater , 
part of it was destroyed by the Danes. From 
the effects of this misfortune, however, it grad- 
ually recovered, till in the reign of William L 
we find it rated as containing 140 burgesses, 
and its wealth estimated so high as to cause it 
to lie taxed equally with London. In 1238, 
Richard, earl of Cornwall, obtained a grant of 
the forest of Dartmoor and the castle of Lydford, 
and about 20 years after, a weekly market and 
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an annual fair were granted. In the reign of 
Edward L it twice exercised the privilege of 
sending members to i^rliament. Lydford being 
the centre of a district the ^pulation of which 
was chiefly employed in mining operations, was 
early celebrated as a mart for tin, and in the 
reign of Ethel rod 11., money was coined here, 
some pieces of which still exist. Lydford- 
castle formed the prison of the stannary-court, 
and as such has been compared to the dungeons 
of tho Inquisition of Spain; this tyrannical 
court, under the authority of the stannary code, 
sissuined the right of trying and confining, 
Richard Strode, Esq., one of the members 
in 1512 for Plympton, for the crime of asserting 
the injurious cflTects of the mine streams on the 
harbour of Plymouth. This court is unw abo- 
lished. The village is now almost entirely 
dilapidated, although towards the end of the 
17th century, vestiges of tho wall, &c., were 
visible ; nothing now remains of tho casilo ex- 
cept the walls of the keep which measure 50 
feet in length and breadth, by 40 feet in height. 
There are some very fine cascades in the vicin- 
ity, especially one formed by the Lyd precipita- 
ting itself into a chasm of the depth of 80 feet. 
The scenery throughout tho parish is in general 
beautiful. It coinprist^s within its limits the 
extensive waste known by the name of Dart- 
moor, which occupies about 100,000 acres, 
being about 20 miles long and in some places 
11 broad. Its general surface is an undulating 
tract, rising in some parts to the height of 4100, 
and in others not exceeding 400 feet above the 
level of the sea. The stannary-court wus for- 
merly hold on Crockern-Tor in the open air, 
and the seats used by the members of it w'erc 
visible till within those few years. About 56 
small rivers have their sources within the limits 
of Dartmoor, amongst which the Dart, Teign, 
Plym, Cad, Yealm, and Tavy may he montiuiicd. 
The soil throughout the district is not bad, and 
a right of pasturage is claimed by the lords of 
the surrounding manors; besides whom there 
are many i)eople who pasture cattle on the 
motjr on paying a rent of about two or three 
shillings per score of sheep or cattle. In 1808, 
a prison w'as built for the reception of French 
prisoners, capable of containing about 1600 
men. The erection of this building caused a 
little town to spring up in the vicinity, which, 
howev(>r, has fallen to decay since the conclu- 
sion of the war. A communication with Ply> 
mouth is kept up by means of a railway for the 
formation of which an act was obtained in 
1819. Tradition speaks of Djirtmoor having 
formerly been peopled, and of tho various wild 
animals of Great Britain having been very plen- 
tiful in the forest, in the pursuit of which a 
peculiar species of dog called the Slouch-hound 
^va8 employed. There is an annual fair held 
at Two-Bridges, on tho first Wednesday after 
the 16th August for cattle.

LYME-REGIS, a parish, borough, and mar- 
ket-town, within the boundaries of, although 
possessing separate jurisdiction from, the liberty 
of Lothers and Bothenhainpton, Bridport divi- 
sion of the co. of Dorset. It was granted in 
774, by the king of the West Saxons, to the ab- 
bey of Sherlmrno, and, in Domesday-book, wc 
And it divided into three portions, one of which 
belonged to the bishop of Salisbury, another to 
the abbey of Glastonbury, and the last to Wil- 
liam Bolet Under Edward L,'it obtained the 
privileges of a borough and pool, and was by 


him made part of ^ho dowor of his sister, the 
queen of Scotland. It provided for the siege 
of Calais a complement of 4 vessels and 62 men, 
but afterwards fell off for some time ; but about 
the beginning of the 18th century it had iho 
advantage of an artificial breakwater, which se- 
cured it a safe harbour. During the civil wars, 
Lyme remained in the possession of the parlia- 
ment, and stood a siege by Prince Maurice. 
In 1558 it witnessed the first engagement with 
the Spanish armada, and, in 1672, a sea fight 
between the English and Dutch, which ter- 
minated in the defeat of the latter. This was 
the place whero Cosmo do Medici died in 
1669, on his visit to England. It is also fa- 
mous for having been tho first sceno of the un- 
successful rebellion of Monmouth in 1685. 
Lyme is divided by tho river Lyme into two 
parts, and will probably become a place of re- 
sort for bathing, as tho lodgings, inns, &c., are 
excellent, and the country in tho vicinity re- 
markably beautiful. Its trade appears to have 
fiiictnatcd considerably at different times, but 
in 1829 it possessed 39 ships, tho total tonnage 
of which amounted to 3335 tons. About 50 
years ago, tho customs amounted to about 
£ 16,000 per annum. The manufacture of 
woollen cloth is carried on to a moderate ex- 
tent in the neighbourhood. There are markets 
held on Tuesday and Friday ; and fairs held on 
13th February and 2d October, for cattle, &c. 
The town was incorporated by royal charter in 
the reign of Edward I., which was confirmed 
successively by Edward II., Edward III., James 
1., Charles II., and William III. This charter 
vests the municipal government in a mayor, 15 
capital burgesses — who are elected from the 
freemen — who have the assistance of a town- 
clerk, recorder, and other officers. Tho mayor 
and two burgesses, namely, the two preceding 
mayors, are e,v officiis justices of the peace. 
The second year after the mayor leaves office 
ho is coroner. There is a quarterly court of 
session in January, April, July, and October, 
held by the magistrates, who have also pow'er to 
hold a weekly court of hustings, which, how- 
ever, they have not exercised for about 40 
years. They also, as lords of the manor, hold 
a court in that capacity twice a year. Lyme 
began to send members in tho 23cl of Edward 
1., the mayor being the returning officer. Tho 
church is a handsome structure^— ded. to St 
Michael the archangel — built principally in tho 
decorated and later styles of English architec- 
ture, and consisting of a nave, choir, two side 
aisles, one of which was formerly dedicated to 
St Mary. Over the entrance is an apartment 
used as a school-room, with the date of 1720. 
There are jdaces of worship for Baptists, Metho- 
dists, and Independents. Tho living is a dis- 
charged vicarage, a peculiar of the prebendtiry 
of Lyme-Rcgis and llalstock, in tho cathedral 
of Salisbury, rated at £10 5s. 7Ad., and in the 
patronage of the prebendary. There was for- 
merly a Carmelite convent here, and there are 
now two almshouses, endowed by John Tudbolt 
in 1548. Thomas Coram, projector of the 
London Foundling hospital, was- born here about 
1668 ; as also the celebrat^ Admiral Summers, 
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Mrlio discovered the Bermuda islos. Distance 
from Dorchester, 22 m.

L YMINGTON, a market-town, borough, j 
chapelry, liberty, and sea-port, in the parish of 
Buldrc, cast division of the New Forest, co. of 
Southampton. It wiis originally called Lcntunc, 
and afterwards Limintun, and is mentioned in 
Domesday-book under the former appellation. 
In the reign of Henry L, French wines and 
other commodities were imported hero to a con- 
siderable extent, and large quantities of salt 
were manufactured here, llie inhabitants for- 
merly claimed the right of levying certain <lu- 
ties on articles imported, but this claim was set 
aside in 1529, at the instance of the port of 
Southampton. The decree, however, of this 
year was annulled in 1 730, and the petty cus- 
toms have since then been levied hero without 
any opposition being oflered. About 90 years 
<'igo, an embankment was formed a little above 
the town, which has diminished the channel of 
the river to such an extent, as to prevent all 
ships above 300 tons from entering, wiicreas 
the river was formerly navigable to vessels of 
500 tuns burden. The trade is confined entire- 
ly to the coast, no foreign cargoes being allow- 
ed to bo landed here. Lymington formerly sup- 
plied the country with Epscim salt, which is 
now, however, manufactured to a great extent 
in Liverpool and other places. In this harbour 
about 40 or 50 vessels are usually anchored at 
one time throughout the winter season, jiaying 
a toll according to their resjwctivc rates of ton- 
nage. The vessels of the royal yacht-club make 
this a favourite place of resort. There is a ship- 
building establishment here, in which some ex- 
cellent vessels have been built. The market is 
held every Saturday; and fairs on the 12th 
and 18th of May, and 2d and .3d of October, for 
^ttle, dairy produce, &c. The borough, which 
is so from prescription, was incorporated by 
James I., and put under the government of a 
mayor and an unlimited number — usually about 
thirty^— of burgesses. The election of the mayor 
takes place on the Sunday after St Mat- 


thew's day, at which time also the constablesi. 
sorgeant-at-mace, towrn-crier, &c., are appoint- 
ed. Petty sessions fur the £. division of the 
New Forest are held hero once a fortnight. 
Lymington is one of the polling places for the 
members for the S. division of the co. — Living, 
a perpetual curacy, subordinate to the vicarage 
of Boldre, in the archd. and dio. of Winches- 
ter, and in the patronage of Boldre vicarage ; 
it is not in charge. The chapel — ded. to St 
Thomas a Bccket — is rather an irregular build- 
ing, w'ith a neat interior. Tlio Baptists and 
Independents have places of worship here. 
Here is a grammar school, founded by George 
Fulford, who left a sum in 1668 for its endow- 
ment; twenty years after a school-house was 
built, which has since gone into ruin ; at pre- 
sent there are ten boys annually instructed on 
this foundation, in the general elements of 
education. Besides this there are another free 
school, founded in 1773; a national school 
supported by subscription, and another at 
which 80 boys and as many girls are educated. 
Lymington is ad\untugeously situated on a small 
river, and has of late years been a place of great 
resort as a sea-bathing station. Under the aus- 
pices of its annual visitors, a neat theatre and 
assembly-rooms have sprung up. In the neigh- 
bourhooil stands a fortress, erected by Henry 
VIIL, called Hurst-castle, which is now an im- 
portant link in the great chain of forts built 
along the coast for the prevention of smuggling. 
This borough first sent two members to parlia- 
ment in the 27tli of Klizabeth. The present 
number of electors is 358. There are remains 
of a Roman camp in the vicinity. Distance 
from London, 88 m.

LYMMLj, a parish and village in the hun- 
dred of Bucklow, CO. -palatine of Chester.

Livings, two rectories in tho arclid. and dio. of 
Chester ; one united with Warburton is rated at 
4:11 Os.

Leigh, Esq. Tho church-^ed. to St 

jVfary — is an ancient building, consisting of a 
nave, aisles, and two chancels ; the tower was 
rebuilt in 1521. Tho two rectors divide tho 
tithes and do duty in rotation. There is a free 
grammar school in tho parish, endowed by Sir 
George Warburton and Wm. Doomvillo, £sq., 
in 1698, with an annual income of about ^80. 
It possesses a water-communication with Liver- 
pool, by means of the duke of Bridgewater's 
canal, which passes through the parish. In 
Lymmo fustian is manufactured to an incon- 
siderable extent It contains the seat of Robert 
Taylor, Esq., a fine old moated building, called 
Lymme-hall; as also Oughtrington-hall, 
longing to the Traffbrds, an old Saxon family.

LYMPE, or Limne, a parish, partly situa- 
ted within tho liberty of Romney-Marsh, and 
partly in the hundred of Street, lathe of Shop- 
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way> CO. of Kent. LiVingi a discharged vicar- 
age in the archd. and dio. of Canterbury, rated 
at £9 Is. 4d., returned at .€148. Patron, the 
archdeacon of Canterbury. The church is ded. to 
St Stephen, and built principally in the Norman 
style. There was formerly a Roman castle 
here, the site of which is now occupied l)y 
Stutfall-castle, which is the seat of the archdoa^ 
con. The name of the parish is derived from 
a branch of the Rother, which was formerly 
called the Limcne. It is thought that Limne 
was mentioned by Ptolemy under the name of 
Aiinin. The lord-warden of the cinquo ports 
was formerly sworn in at Shepway-cross, which 
is situated about half a mile from the parish 
church. A nunnery was built here in 6:33 by 
Ethelburga, which afterwards became an abbey. 
There is a school and an almshouse in the pa- 
rish with small endowments. It enjoys the ad- 
vantage of a canal, which passes through it 
from Rye to ShornclilTc. Roman coins are 
sometimes found in the vicinity. Distance from 
Hythe, ‘2i m.

Church ded. to St 
Alary. The Wesleyan Afethodists and Unita- 
rians jmsscss places of worship within the pa^ 
rish. There is a small endowment for the pur- 
pose of educating poor children. The river 
Exe washes it on its west side. Distance from 
Exn;outh, 3 m.

LYNCH, a parish in the hundred of East- 
liourne, rape of Chichester and co. of Sussex. 
Living, a discharged rectory with tho chapel of 
Farnhurst, in the archd. and dio. of Chichester, 
rated at €3 12s. 8^d., returned at €28, and un- 
der tho patronage of Air and Airs Poyntz in 
1829. Distance from Midhurst, 4 m. N. by W.

LYNGOAIR, a parish in conjunction with 
Widcomb, in Uie hundred of Bath- Forum, co. 
of Somerset. Living, a vicarage annexed to 
the rectory of St Peter and St Paul, Bath, situ- 
ated within tho archd. of Bath and dio. of Bath 
and Wells ; it is in the patronage of the cor- 
poration of Bath. The parish is contiguous to 
that city, being merely separated from it by 
the river Avon. There are extensive freestone 
quarries in tho vicinity, and excellent communi- 
cation by water, by means of the Kennct and 
Avon canal. An hospital for idiots — ded. to 
St Alary Magdalene — exists here. Pop., in 
1831, 8704.

LYNDHURST, a village and township in the 


parish of Alinstcad, co. of Southampton, it ig 
situated almost in the centre of the New Forest 
of qdiieh it may be looked upon as the capital! 
ThraTlW Forest is said to have been formed by 
William Rufus, who converted this extensive 
tract of country, about 40 miles in circumfer- 
ence, into a hunting ground. The forest estal). 
lishment consists of nine keepers, each of whom 
has cliargc of a walk, a bow-keeper, two rangers, 
a steward and keepers, and, finally, the lord- 
warden of the whole forest. There are still 
forest courts held at Lynd hurst by the wardeners. 
This forest, as it was the scene of William's ty- 
rannical oppressions, witnessed also his death. 
On the 2d of August, 1100, he, in hunting with 
Sir Walter Tyrrel and others, W'as slaiii by an 
arrow, \vhi(di, glancing accidentally from a triH>, 
struck him to the heart. There is still preserv- 
cd at Lyndhurst, a stirrup which is said to have 
been used by him on that occasion ; there is a 
commemorative pillar also erected on the siwt. 
Living is subordinate to, and under the imtron- 
ago of, the parish rectory, a curacy in tho archd. 
and dio. of Winchester, not in charge. Church 
ded. to St Alichael. There is also a chapeUof- 
ease here, and the Baptists have a place of wor- 
ship within the township. There are a national 
school, and also one at which about 16 children 
are educated, endowed with €26 per annum. 
Sir John 8. Copley, son of Copley the painter, 
and late lord-high-chancellor of England, w'as 
created Lord Lyndhurst in 1827.

LYNN REGIS, a borough, market-town, and 
seaport, locally within tho hundred of Frec- 
bridgo Lynn, co. of Norfolk, but (exercising se- 
parate jurisdiction. It lies on the eastern side 
of tho Marshland, and on the Ouse. 

Jfistort/*] — Camden is of (^pinion th.at the place 
derives its name from the old liritish word /iyn, 
signifying an expanse of water, thus referring it 
to its situation ; Spelman, however, derives it 
from jA:an, which is the Saxon for a tenure in 
f(H\ In Doomsday book we find it mentioned 
under the name of Lun and l^ena, as the joint 
property of the see of North F.lham and Canter- 
bury. From this time till tlie reign of Henry 
VJIL, it appears to have been iincler tlic pecu- 
liar jurisdifdion, temporal and spiritual, of the 
bishops of Norwich, and to have been called 
Lynn Epiacopij but that prince granted it many 
privileges, and gave it the name by which it is 
now known, llenry I. granted it an annual 
fair, and in tho reign of Richard 1. wo lind it 
much friMpientcd by Jews. In the succeeding 
reign Lynn distinguished itself for its loyalty to 
king John, and was in consequence creatcnl a 
corporation. Tho large silver cup then pre- 
sented to the town is still preserved. It was 
subsequently visited by this tyrannical and weak 
prince for tin? pur|) 08 e of removing his treasures, 
at a time when ho was closely beset by Prince 
Louis of France. On this occasion it was, that 
crossing the sands ho was overtaken by tlie tide, 
his treasures swept away, and ho himself only 
escaped with life to die in the adjacent castlo of 
Newark. The honours and privileges acquired 
in a bad cause do not appear to have been last- 
ing, but wo again find its charter renewed by 
Henry III. in 1*221, as a reward for its continu- 
ed loyalty. It was garrisoned for tho interest 
of Charles during tho civil war, and withstood 
a siego of three weeks by the parliamontary 
forces under tho earl of IVlanchester ; upon its 
capitulation, tho inhabitants were compelled to 
|xiy a capitation assessment of ten shillings each 
in order to preserve the town from plunder. 

Govemnienti §'c.]— By the last charter, which 
is that of Charles II., the government is vested 
in a mayor, a recorder, a high-steward, 12 al- 
dermen, and 18 common-councilmen, besides 
inferior officers. The election of tho mayor 
takes place annually from among the aldermen, 
on the 29th August ; he is elect^ by the com- 
mon-council. The magistrates possess jurisdic- 
tion in all criminal cases except treason. There 
is a court of session held quarterly ; a court of 
requests, for the recovery of sums below 40s., 
monthly, and a court leet for tho election of 
constables, &o. yearly. This place appears to 
iuive sent two members to parliament in the 


2dd of Edward 1. Tho right of cloction is now 
enjoyed by about 660. This is also one of the 
polling places for tho members for ' the western 
division of the county. 

Pariahea^ §-c.] — The borough contains two pa- 
rishes besides Old Lynn, otheruiso West Lynn, 
(which sec). Tho living of St Margaret's parish 
is a perpetual curacy, in the archd. of Norfolk 
and (lio. of Norwich, and is in the patronage of 
the dean and chapter of Norwich. Tho church 
was founded about tho beginning of the 12th 
century, and is generally understood to bo tho 
Inquest church in England, not a cathedral. 
Tho spire, which was about 193 foot in height, 
w'as blown down in 1741, to tho groat injury of 
tho Ijody of the ehui^h ; it is now, however, re- 
built. — St Nicholas chapnl, which is a handsome 
Gothic building of tho ] 4lh century, is a cha- 
IHd-of-caso to this parish. — Tlio parish of South 
Lynn has a churcii in a regular cruciform shape, 
dcd. to All Saints, the living attached to which 
is a vicarage in tho archd. of Norfolk and dio. 
of Norwicli, rat(;d at .£18 Os. 8d., and in tho 
patronage of tho bishop of Ely. Tho Method- 
ists, the Independents, tho Baptists, tho Unita- 
ri.ans, and the society of Friends, have severally 
places of worslii)) within tho town. There is 
also a Roman Catholic chaptd. In St Jaines’s- 
stre^et th(»ro arc a free grammar school under tho 
su{ierintcndence of the corporation, and various 
other charitable schools, us also one taught on 
the Laneasterian system. There is an alms- 
house in All Saints’ parish for four poor men ; 
another, formerly a priory, founded in tho reign 
of Steplien, is now under the two senior alder- 
men and others. 

Ge7icral daacripiWHt Trade, — Tho town 

is about a mile and a half in length, and was 
formerly fortified. It is well supplied with 
w’ater, possesses a theatre, a subscription library 
founded in 1797, containing nearly 4000 vo- 
lumes, a suite of rooms used for assemblies, and 
a mechanics’ institution in a flourishing condi- 
tion, founded in 1826. Lynn has long carried 
on trade to a considerable extent, assisted as it 
is by its vicinity to tho German oedan and its 
capacious harbour, the entrance of which, how- 
ever, is dangerous to a certain degree on ac- 
count of the shifting sand-lianks. It is capable 
of containing about 300 merchantmen at once. 
Tho tides, however, which usually rise about 18 
feet, are sometimes so powerful as to drag the 
vessels from their anchorings. In 1829 it pos- 
sessed 1 18 ships, the total tonnage bellying to 
the port being 14,659 tons. The coail^ports 
consist principally of corn and coal ; those from 
the Baltic of timber, hemp, and other Russian 
prcxluce, and some wine, &c. is brought from 
Portugal. The custom-house, a handsome 
building of frcc-stone, contains in a niche a 
statue of Charles II., and on the king’s staith- 
yard, or quay, is ono of James I. The principal 
articles are those connected with ship building, 
and the exportations consist of agricultural pro- 
duce, shrimps for the London market, and a 
largo quantity of sand used in the manufacture 
of glass. There is a fair in October for cheese, 
ami another in February, which lasts for about 
a week, called the Mart. There are markets 
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held every Tuesday and Friday. Some remark- 
able vestiges of antiquity exist in the town, in 
particular the Lady’s Chapel, a building in the 
pointed stylS of architecture, which was before 
the Reformation an ohjoet of particular venera- 
tion to pilgrims. There is also a fine tower 
built in 1264, which formerly belonged to the 
convent of Grey friars. There are few marks 
of the numerous religious houses which former- 
ly existed in this place. Distance from Nor- 
wich, 44 m. W. by N., from London, 97 m. 
N. by E. Pop., in 1801, 10,096; in 1831, 
13,370. 

LYNT, a tything in the parish of Goleshill, 
CO. of Wilts. Distance from Highworth, 1^ m.

LYON’S-HALL, or Leonhales, a ])arish in 
the hundred of Stretford, co. of licreford. 
Living, a discharged vicarage in the archd. and 
dio. of Hereford, rated at ^6 10s.

General DescriptumJ ] — The town is pleasant- 
ly situated near the southern extremity of the 
forest of Macclesheld, to which it gives name, 
on the west bank of the Bullin, over which it 
has two stone bridges and a wooden one commu- 
nicating with some suburbs that lie on the east 
side of the stream. It consists chiefly of four 
principal streets, containing many buildings of 
a very superior kind; they are well paved, 
lighted with gas, and there is a plentiful sup- 
ply of excellent water brought into the town 
from a neighbouring common, and by piiKJS 
conveyed into the houses. A public subscrip- 
tion library has been establisbed here for better 
than half a century. Here is also a public 
news-room, and a handsumo theatre with a 
suite of elegant assembly rooms. 

AfanufactureSi §*c. ] — The manufacture of twist 
buttons, which at one time formed almost the 
solo business of this town, and for the protect- 
ing and promoting of which many legislative 
provisions were enacted, has been almost en- 
tirely superseded by the silk trade, which is 
carried on to a great extent. In 1756 the first 
silk mill was erected here by Mr Roe. At pre- 
sent there are upwards of 70 employed in throw- 
ing silk, which is manufactured into handker- 
chiefs, broad silks, twist, sewing silk, &c. In 
1828, the silk trade employed in the town not 
less than 6000 looms ; but such are the fluctua- 
tions of this branch of business, that in the fol- 
lowing year they were reduced to 4000. The 
cotton trade was introduced here nearly at the 
same time with the silk, and has made a less 
rapid but more steady progress. Connected 
with those extensive branches of manufacture, 
there a)re numerous and large establishments for 
dyeing, bleaching, printing, &c., but the 00 ( 1 - 
per and brass works that at one period formed 
a prominent article among the staples of the 
town, have disappeared. Coal abounds in the 
neighbourhood, and there arc quarries of slate 
and freestone, of which large quantities are sent 
to Stockport and Manchester, with the parts 
adjacent, and even into Stafiordshire and other 
counties. — By the new Macclesfield canal, now 
nearly, if not entirely completed, this town com- 
municates by the Peak-forest canal with Man- 
chester, and by the Grand Trunk with Loudon 
and the intermediate counties. The market 
day is Tuesday, and there arc annual fairs for 
cattle, cloth, hardware, toys, &c. May 6th, 
dune i22d, July 11th, October 4th, and Novem- 
ber 11th. 

Municipal Government ,^ — The corporation 
consists of a mayor, who is always lord of the 
manor, and 24 aldermen elected annually by 
the freemen. The mayor and three of the al- 
dermen act as justices of the peace within the 
borough. Courts for the trial of misdemean- 
ours are held by the corporation half-yearly, 
^nd by the mayor and justices daily for business 
connected with the police. The earl of Derby, 


as hereditary steward of the manor, holds here 
a court of record for the hundred twice in the 
year. A deputy-steward, who must be a bar- 
rister, a resident deputy-steward, who holds a 
court once a week, and a clerk of the courts, 
are appointed by this nobleman. A court of 
halmote for the manor and forest is held along 
with the court of record, and by the same offi- 
cers. Courts leet for the several districts are 
held annually within a month of Michaelmas, 
at which the constables for all the different 
townships are appointed. By tljo new reform 
act Macclesfield sends two members to parlia- 
ment. The mayor is the returning officer. , 
The number of electors is about 1 100. This is 
also one of the polling places for the members 
for the northern division of the county. 

Hhlory ,'\ — Being at an early period of its 
history the residence of the earls of Chester, 
Macclesfield was surronnded by a rampart, hav- 
ing three principal gates. It had also at one 
time a college of secular priests, founded in 
1608 by a native of the town, Thomas Savage, 
who was successively bishop of London and 
archbishop of York. Of this foundation the 
chapel alotie remains, a very interesting struc- 
ture, containing a vast number of family monu- 
ments. During the contest between Charles I. 
and his parliament, this place suffered severely, 
having been besieged, taken, and held for the 
parliament, though several spiriteil efforts were 
made by the partizans of the king to regain it. 
In 174.5 it was taken possession of by Charles 
Stewart, the Pretender, in person, but relin- 
quished in the course of 48 hours in consequence 
of the approach of the duke of Cumberland. 

Schoohi §’C. ] — Besides the established churches 
there are here one place of worship for the so- 
ciety of Friends, three for the Independents, 
one for the primitive Methodists, one for those 
of the New connexion, three for the Wesleyan 
Methodists, two for the Socinians, and one for 
the Roman Catholics. There is hero a free 
grammar school of King Edward III., originally 
founded and endowed by Sir John Percyvale, a 
native of this place, and lord-mayor of London. 
The endowment exceeds .I;8U0 per .annuin. A 
school on the national plan is su])purted hy sub- 
scription, and Sahbatii schools are common 
among the several congregations belonging to 
the town. There is an alinslionso endowed by 
a Mrs Stanley, 1708, with .£6 per annum for 
three aged widows, with various bcquwts for 
clothing and apprenticing the children*, of the 
poor, too numerous, and some of them too in- 
significant to be particularized. The Porter 
family takes the title of earl from this town.

The principal street is 
lightsome and spacious, having the markeU 
house most commodiously situated at the one 
end. It possesses one excellent inn and post- 
ing-housc, several others loss splendid, but af- 
fording comfortable accommodation, with many 
respectable private dwellings. The parish, di- 
vided into two townships, Isygarreg and IJchy- 
garreg, contains a number of tine seats of resi- 
dent gentry. Woollen is the staple manufac- 
ture, though lead mines and slate quarries in 
the neighbourhood give employment to many of 
the inhabitants. The market-day is Wednes- 
day; and there are annual fairs the first Wed- 
nesday in March, Kith May, 36th June, 9th 
July, 7th August, I8th Septomber, and 36th 
November. The unfortunate David Gam — the 
captain Fluelin of Shakspearo — was imprisoneil 
here by Owen Glendwr, whom he had intended 
to have assassinated, but was liberated upon a 
pledge of never again taking up arms against 
Owen. The reply of this hero of the Leek to 
Henry V., who had sent him to reconnoitre the 
French army before the battle of Agincoiirt, is 
worthy of notice. — Please your majesty, there 
are enough to bo killed, enough to be taken 
prisoners, and enough to run away.” The poor 
fellow was unfortunately slain in the battle that 
insued, and so saw not that victory which he 
BO confidently anticipaUnl, and which his bravery, 
no doubt, contributed to effect. Besides the 
established church, there are hen^ places of 
worship for Baptists, Independents, Calvinistic 
and Wesleyan Methodists. Here is also an en- 
dowed free school.

There is here a small endowment for 
the education of the children of tho poor. Dis- 
tance from Ormskirk, 6 m.

AlAGOR, a parish in the lower division of 
the hundred of Caldicot, co. of Monmouth. 
Living, a discharged vicarage with tho curacy 
of Rcdwick, in the archd. and dio. of Llandaff, 
rated at £7 Is. O^d., returned at £45. Church 
ded. to St Mary. Patron, in 1829, the duke of 
Beaufort. The petty sessions for tho lower di- 
vision of tho hundred are held here. Hero is 
also a place of worship for the Baptists. Dis- 
tance from Caerleon, 6 m. E.S.E. Pop., in 
1801, 439 ; in 18:31, 646. A. P., £5,842. 

MAIDEN-BRADLEY, a parish, partly in 
the hundred of Norton-Ferris, co. of ^merset, 
and partly in the hundred of Mere, co. of Wilts. 
Living, a curacy in the archd. and dio. of Salis- 
bury, not in charge, returned at £74. The 
church — ^which contains a finely executed mohu- 
men't to the memory of Sir Edward Seymour, 
Bart.— is ded. to All Saints. Patrons, the dean 


and canons of Christ-church, Oxford. A little 
to the cast of this stands an insulated eminence 
of considerable height, sometimes called Coid- 
Kitchen-hill, sometimes Brimsdon, and some- 
times Bidcombe-hill, on which are found tumuli, 
ditches, excavations, &c. &c., supposed to bo 
of British origin. It is chiefly however worthy 
of notice, from tho vast extent and beauty of 
the prospect which it commands. Here was an 
hospital for poor leprous women, under the care 
of some secular brethren, who were to provide 
necessaries and manage their estates for them. 
It was founded by Manasscr Bisset, in the end 
of tho reign of Stephen, or the beginning of 
that of Henry II., and ded. to the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary. Hubert, bishop of Salisbury, about 
1190, for the secular brethren, substituted a 
prior and canons of the order of St Austin. At 
the dissolution, it consisted of eight canons and 
— sisters, whose yearly revenues were estimated 
at £197 18s. 8d. Distance from Mere, 6^ in. 
N.W. Pop., in 1801, 611 ; in 1831, 669. A. 
P., £.5,014. 

AIAIDENHEAD, a market-town and chapcl- 
ry, partly in tho parish of Bray, and partly in 
the parish of Cookham, co. of Berks, but pos- 
sessing separate jurisdiction. Living, a curacy 
in tho archd. of Berks and dio. of Salisbury, 
rated at £9 3s. 4il., returned at £l28. Cha- 
pel ded. to St Andrew and St Alary Alagdalcnc. 
Patrons, tho magistracy of Alaidcnhcad. Tho 
town, foiincrly called South-Ealington, after- 
wards Alaidenhithc, now Maidenhead, stands 
upon the west bank of the Thames, over which 
it has a tine bridge of modern date, erected at 
an expense of £20,000. It consists of seven 
semicircular arches of stone, with three smaller 
arches of brick at each end. The town is com- 
prised, or nearly so, in one street, extending 
from the bridge to£olley-hill, and forming the 
lino of separation between the parishes of 
Bray and Cookham — the houses on tho south 
side belonging to Bray, and those on the 
north to Cookham. It is well paved, and 
brilliantly lighted, and has many fine inns, be- 
ing the thoroughfare from the metropolis to 
Bath, Bristol, and the west of England, and 
having between 60 and 70 coaches passing 
through it every day. The surrounding country 
is highly cultivated, richly ornamented with 
w'oodlands, gentlemen’s mansions, and fine vil- 
las. A considerablo trade is carried on with 
London by the Thames, which skirts the cast 
end of tho village. It consists chiefly of corn, 
malt, meal, and timber. The market-day is 
Wednesday ; and it has three annual fairs, each 
of which continues for three days. Tho first 
commences on tho Wednesday of Whitsunwoek, 
tho second on the 29th of September, and the 
third on iho 30th of November. Horses, hom- 
ed cattle, and pigs, are the chief commodities, 
and in that of September there are many ser- 
vants hired. The government is vested in a 
mayor, a steward or recorder, and 1 1 burgesses, 
out of which burgesses two bridge masters are 
elected annually. Tho mayor is justice of the 
peace, coroner, and clerk of tho market, and 
also judge of a court which he must bold once 
every three weeks, exclusive of the half yearly 
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lessioM. There are here places of worship for 
the Society of Friendsy the Independents, and < 
the Methodists of Lady Huntingdon’s connexion. ' 
There is a national school, endowed, besides 
subscriptions, with ^60 per annum. An alms- 
house, for eight poor men with their wives, was 
founded and endowed by James Smyth, £sq. 
in 1659, with £40 per annum, to which Mrs 
Smyth added i£8 per annum for fuel. Sir Isiiac 
and Lady Pocock left large sums of money for 
various charitable and benevolent purposes, viz. 
for furnishing a number of poor families with 
weekly portions of bread, and especially 100 
families with bread, meat, and coals, at Christ- 
mas. One hundred pounds sterling, every two | 
years, to bo divided in sums of jCIO each, to 
ton servants of good character, who shall have 
been seven years continuously in the same fa- 
mily, &c. &c. It is one of the polling places 
in the election of the county members. The 
returns are included in those of the parishes of 
Bray and Cookham. Distance from London, 
26 m. W. 

MAIDEN-NEWTON, a parish in the hun- 
dred of Tollerford, Dorchester division of the 
CO. of Dorset. Living, a rectory in the archd. 
of Dorset and dio. of Bristol, rated at ^30 .5s. 
The church, a large old building with a heavy 
embattled tower, is dedicated to St Mary. Pa- 
tron, in 1829, the earl of llcliester. There is 
hero a fair for cattle annually on the 22d of 
November, and there is a rent charge of £'21 
jicr annum for educating the children of the 
jH)or. Distance from Dorchester, 8^ m. N.W. 
Pop., in 1801, 423; in 1831, 538. A. P., 
Jf3,005.

MAIDFOHD, a parish in the hundred of 
Greens-Norton, CO. of Northampton. Living, a 
rectory in the archd. of Northampton and dio.

W. White. Distance from Towcester, 6} m. 
N.W.W. Pop., in 1801, 228; in 1831,373. 
A. P., ;€1,489. 

MAIDSTONE, 

A borough town and parish, having separate ju- 
risdiction, locally situated in the hundred of 
Maidstone, lathe of Aylesford, co. of Kent. 
Living, a curacy, a peculiar in the dio. of Can- 
terbury. The church — reported to be the larg- 
est in the county, having a fine tower originally 
terminated by a spire, which has been burned 
down by Hghtning-^is ded. to All Saints. Pa- 
tron, the archbishop of Canterbury. In addi- 
tion to this the original living, another curacy 
has been .founded, and a new church built by 
the commissioners appointed by parliament for 
the erection of new churches, at the estimated 
expense of ^13,000. This is also a peculiar 
in the dio. of Canterbury, not in charge. Pa- j 
tron, the curate of Canterbury. 

General Description *’] — The town is situated 
principally on the cast bank of the Medway, 
over which it has a bridge of five arches. It is 
comprised chiefly in four large streets, which 
«re well paved and lighted with gas. Tlie in- 


habitants are abundantly supplied with excel- 
lent water brought in pipes from a hill about 
half a mile from the town on the opposite side 
of the river. Among the principal buildings we 
may notice the county-hall, a neat modern edi- 
fice. — The new jail, erected a few years ago, at 
the enormous expense of ^'200,000, enclosing 
within its w'alls 14 acres of ground, and con- 
taining 34 w'ards, in which are 450 cells appro- 
priated to male, and 7 wards, in which are 82 
cells, appropriated to female delinquents, lie- 
sides a tread mill of such huge dimensions that 
80 persons can be set on it at one time. Near 
the jail are the barracks, chiefly built of W’ood, 
which serve as a deiiot for the king’s cavalry 
serving at the Cape and in the East Indies. 
The county ball-rooms were erected in 1819, 
and there is a small neat theatre which is open- 
ed occasionally. A very handsome building has 
recently been erected in the centre of the town, 
the low'cr part of which is ajipropriated to the 
corn market, and behind it is a market-place 
commodiously laid out for the sale of provisions 
in general. The chief manufacture carried on 
here is that of paper, which is made in largo 
quantities, and of tlic finest quality. Here are 
also carried on manufactures of sacking and 
hair-cloth, block and pumj) making, rope mak- 
ing, seed crushing, iron and brass founding, Stc. 
By the Medway, which is navigable for vessels 
of 60 tons burden, a considerable commerce is 
carried on with the metropolis, consisting prin- 
cipally of timber, corn, fruit, and hops. For 
the growth of the latter two of these articles the 
adj.'iccnt country is particularly famous, as well 
as for producing fine fat bullocks. The market 
day is Thursday. There is also a market for 
cattle the first Tuesday of every month, and 
there are fairs for cattle, pedlery, &c. February 
13th, May 12th, June 20th, and October 17th. 

Municipal Government .] — The government is 
vested in a mayor, a recorder, 12 jurats, and 40 
common-councilmen, who elect one another, 
appoint inferior officers, enact bye-laws, admit ' 
freemen, &c. Tho liberties of the borough 
combine the wdiole parish, with sQ^en of the 
neighbouring parishes. The assizes for tho 
county, and the quarter sessions for its western 
division are held here. Maidstone has sent two 
members to parliament ever since the 6th of 
Edward VI. The right of election is now en- 
joyed by about 1417 electors. Tho mayor is 
the returning officer. Tho freedom is inherited, 
acquired by servitude, and with the consent of 
the corporation may be purchased. 

Schools, §-c,] — Here was an hospital called tho 
New w'ork, built about A. D. 1260, to the hon- 
our of St Peter and St Paul, by Boniface, then 
archbishop of Canterbury, which, with the 
churches of Sutton, Millington, and Forleigh 
appropriated to the same, was united, lO*’ Rich- 
ard 11., to the college of St Mary and All Saints, 
founded in the parish church here about that 
time by William Courtney, archbishop of Can- 
terbury. It consisted of a master and several 
priests, who were endowed with ^212 5s. 3d. 
ob. per ann. in the whole, and with jF139 7s. 
6d. clear, as Leland Collect. I. 97, or ^169 
7s. lOd. as Dugd. Speed. — Tanner's Not. Mon.

Besides the estublished charch, there are here 
places of worship for the Baptists, the Society of 
(Viends, the Independents, the Wesleyan Me- 
thodisU, and the Unitarians. Here is a free 
grammar school, of which the master, who must 
be a clergyman of the established chureli, re- 
ceives an annual stipend of .£20, the rent of 
16 acres of land in Romney marsh, with ^*6 a 
year from the purchase of the land-tax of the 
living of Hoo near Rochester, and a house rent 
free. To this school belong two scholarships in 
University college, Oxford. There has also of 
late been erected a subscription academy, tho I 
head master of which has £22d pounds a year, 
the second ^195, and the third ^60. The 
subjects taught are English reading, mathemat- 
ics, Latin, and Greek. There are in addition 
to these, tho Blue-coat school for clothing and 
educating 53 boys and 43 girls, endowed with a 
permanent income of ^138 10s., besides dona- 
tions and suliscriptions. — Tho Green-coat school 
for clothing and educating 12 boys and 12 girls, 
supported by subscription. — The Brown-coat 
school for clothing and educating 24 boys and 
24 girls, supported also by subscription and con- 
tributions among the dissenters. — Sir Charles 
Booth's school for clothing and educating 12 
boys and 12 girls, endowed with the interest of 
upwards of £'3,000, and the national Lancas- 
terian school. There are six almshonses found- 
ed by Sir John Banks, Bart., 1697, and endow- 
ed with £60 per annum for six aged persons.— 
Six by Edward Hunter, Esq., 1748, for three 
poor men and as many poor women, endowed 
with £8 per annum to each of them. — Four by 
John Brcncbley, Esq., 1789, for four aged men, 
endowed with £12 per annum to each of them, 
—and three by a Mrs Duke for decayed gentle- 
women. Woollett the engraver, who died 1 785, 
aged 50, was a native of Maidstone, and in the 
churchyard of Maidstone lie the remains of Wil- 
liam Shipley, Esq. the founder of the society of 
arts, manufactures, and commerce. Distance 
Orom London, 34i^ m. S.E.E. Pop., in 1801, 
6027; in 1831, 15,387. 

MAIDWELL, a parish in the hundred of 
Rothwell, co. of Northampton. The living 
comprises tho rectories of St Mary and St l*etcr 
in the archd. of Northampton and dio. of Peter- 
borough, the former rated at £10 88. l^d., tho 
latter at £4 17s. Id. Church ded. to St 
Mary, that of St Peter has been long ago en- 
tirely demolished. Patron, in 1829, J. P. 
Hungerford, Esq. There is a petrifying spring 
here at a place called the Dales, and a chalybe- 
ate spring at a place called Scotland Wood. 
Distance from Northampton, 10 m. N. Pop., 
in 1801, 208; in 1831, 278. A. P., £2,595. 

MAINSFORTH, a township in tho parish of 
Bishop*s-Middlcham, co. -palatine of Durham, 
remarkable for a circular fortiAcation upon an 
eminence, containing about 16 acres, round 
which the little river Skeme has been carried 
to form the fosse. It is supposed to have been 
originally occupied by the Romans and the 
Danes. Distance from Durham, 8^ m. 6.S.E. 
Pop., in 1801, 55) in 1831, 39. A. P., 
£557. 

MAINSTONE, a parish partly in tho hun- 


dred of Purslow, CO. of Salop, and partly in ih# 
hundred of Mon^mery, co. of Montgomery 
North Wales. Living, a rectory in the archd! 
of Salop and dio. of Hereford, rated at £4 
18s. 4d. Church ded. to St John the Baptist 
Patron, tho earl of Powis. Distance from 
Bishop's-Castle, 4 m. W.S.W, Pop., in 1801 
406; in 1831, 462. A. P., £3,234. * 

MAISEY HAMPTON. See Hampton 
Maisey. 

MAISMORE, a parish in the lower division 
of tho hundred of Dudstone and King's-Barton, 
CO. of Gloucester. Living, a curacy in the 
archd. and dio. of Gloucester, rated at £14 
10s. returned at £113 6s. Church ded. to St 
Giles. Patron, the bishop of Gloucester.' Dis- 
tance from Gloucester, 2^ m. N.N.W. Pop., 
in 1801, 343; in 1831, 423. A. P., £3,729. 

MAKER, a parish partly in the hundred of 
East, co. of Cornwall, and partly in tho hun- 
dred of Roborough, co. of Devon. Living, a 
discharged vicarage in tho archd. of Cornwall 
and dio. of Exeter, rated at £23 lls. Ojd. 
Church — the steeple of which serves os a land- 
mark, and in time of war is used for a signaf- 
housc — ded. to St Alacra. Patron, the lord- 
chancellor. The villages of Inccworth anrl 
Milbrook in this parish, formerly market towns, 
have each an annual fair, the former on the 1st 
of May, tho latter on tho 29th of September. 
Tho Wesleyan JMethodists have hero a place of 
worship. Distance from DevonjMrt, 2\ m. S. 
S.W. Pop., in 1801, 3305; in 1831, 2637. 
A. P., £3,465. 

MALBOROUGH, a parish in tho hundred 
of Stanborough, co. of Devon. Living, a cu- 
racy to the vicarage of West Allington, in the 
archd. of Totness and dio. of Exeter, not in 
charge. Patron, the vicar of West Allington. 
In some parts of this parish lemons, oranges, 
olives, and citrons, flourish in the open air, with 
a little temporary protection in very sever* 
weather. Here is an endowed school for eight 
children. Distance from Kingsbridgo, 4 m. S. 
W.S. Pop., in 1801, including tho chapelry of 
Salcomlm Regis, 1056; in 1831, 1604. A. P., 
£6,396. 

MALDEN, a parish in the hundred of Kings- 
ton, CO. of Surrey. Living, a vicarage with the 
curacy of Chessington in tho archd. of Surrey 
and dio. of Winchester, rated at £8 58. Church 
ded. to St John. Patrons, the master and fel- 
lows of Merton college, Oxford. Merton college 
was originally founded here 1264, but removed 
to Oxford 1267. Jossop’s well, a strong chaly- 
beate, in this parish, was once in high esteem 
for its medicinal virtues, but is now neglected. 
A free school is supported hero, and one on tho 
national plan is supported by subscription. Dis- 
tance from Ewell, 2^ m. N. W. Pop., iu 1801, 
210; in 1831, 209. A. P., £1,487. 

MALDON, a borough, port, and market- 
town, having separate jurisdiction, locally in 
tho hundred of Dengie, co. of F^sex. The 
livings are two, that of All Saints and St Pe- 
ter, united, in the archd. of Essex and ^o. of 
London, rated at £10. The church, a large 
and ancient structure, with a square tower ter- 
minated by an equilateral triangular spire, ii 
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(led. to All Saints. Patron, in 1829, Rev. G. 
Matthew. — That of St Mary is a rectory, a royal 
peculiar not in charge. The church, a spacious 
l^ililing, founded 1056, by Ingelric, a Saxon 
nobleman, is dcd. to St Mary. Patrons, the 
dean and chapter of Westminster. The town 
stands upon an acclivity on the south side of the 
Bluckwater, which hero uniting itself with the 
Chelmer, forms the haven by which at spring 
tides vessels drawing eight feet water can ajj- 
proach the town. Ships of heavier burden an- 
chor in the offing, and discharge or take in 
their cargoes by lighters. The place is very 
ancient, and extends in one street from east to 
a’cst upwards of a mile. Several small streets 
cross this principal one. A considerable trade 
is carried on here in coals, iron, deals, com, 
salt, wine, and spirits, and there is an excellent 
fishery extending twenty miles along the coast. 
In the river hero arc taken up the so much 
famed oysters called Wallilect, of which largo 
quantities are exported to the metropolis. The 
market day is Saturday, and it has fairs May 
1st, the second Saturday of July, and Septem- 
ber 14th and 15th. By the charter of tho town, 
obtained in 1810, all i^rcvious ones having been 
somehow forfeited, it is governed by a mayor, 
a recorder, 6 aldermen, with*l 8 capital burges- 
ses, assisted by a town-clcrk, chamberlain, wa- 
ter-bailiff, &c. Tho mayor is chosen annually 
by the aldermen and capital burgesses, the al- 
dermen by t||6 mayor and capital burgesses, and 
the capital burgesses by the mayor and aider- 
men. Tho mayor, recorder, and the tw'o senior 
aldermen, are justices of the peace within tho 
borough. The corporation hold quarterly courts 
of session, and have power to hold one of re- 
cord for Iho recovery of debts to any amount. 
The jurisdiction of the borough extends from 
the eastward of the Knowlc sands a.'i miles 
to sea. Along with the parish of Heybridge, 
Maldon sends two members to parliament, and 
is one of the polling places for the members for 
the southern division of the county. Tho may- 
or is the returning officer. Richard Gravesend, 
bishop of London, founded here, 1 292, a priory 
for Carmelite friars, the revenues of which at 
the dissolution wero ^*26 Os. 8d. The garden 
walls alone remain. An hospital for lepers was 
also founded hero in the reign of Edward 11., 
which, by Edward IV., was united to the ab- 
bey of Bcleigh. Besides tho established church, 
there aro here places of worship for tho society 
of Friends, tho Independents, and tho Wesleyan 
Methodists. Tho freo grammar school was 
founded and endowed with j£d00 in 1608, to 
which was added a rent charge of £3 per an- 
num by Mrs Anastatia Wentworth. Dr Plume, 
archdeacon of Rochester, a native of this town, 
and tho founder of the Plumean professorship 
of astronomy and experimental philosophy at 
Cambridge, gave to it tho farm of Rtiiey in tho 
parish of Munden, for the clothing and educat- 
ing six boys of either parish. To tho school be 
also added an excellent public library. To the 
building of a workhouse for the poor bo also 
gave ;£200, and to employ them he gave 
^IfOOO to establish a manufactory of sack- 
cloth. Distance from London, 38 m. E.N.E.

I MALHAM, a township in iho paiish of Kirk- 
by in Malham-dale, W. H. of tho co. of York. 
The verdant dale in which this township is si- 
tuated terminates in an immense crag of lime- 
stone called the Malham cove, nearly 800 feet 
in height. At a short distance from its termi- 
nation tho river Aire has its source in a lake 
about a mile in circumference, the superfluous 

I waters of w'hich seem to find a subterraneous 
passage whence they emerge at tho bottom of 
this vast rock. In the time of a flood, however, 
the opening is not sufficient to allow the accu- 

j mulated waters to pass, and they flow over the 
prodigious precipice with inconceivable gran- 
deur, forming one of tho most magnificent wa- 
terfalls in the world. Al)out a mile to the east 
of this cove tho same ridge of rock scorns to 
have l)een rent by some terrible concussion of 
nature, and through the tremendous chasm a 
considerable stream dashes among the broken 
crags with horrific impetuosity. This latter is 
called Gordalu St^aur. Malham has a place of 
worship belonging to the Wesleyan Methodists, 
and a free school with an endow'ment of £49 
per annum, the gift of Rowland Brnyshaw. 
Distance from Settle, m. E.S.E. Pop., in 
1801, 262; in 1831, 259. A. P., .£3,022. 

MAL HAM-MOOR, a tow'nship in the same 
parish, and bonlering with the preceding. 
Pop., in 180U 98; in 1831, 94. A. P., 
A’3,253. 

5IALLDRAETH, a spacious estuary on tho 
coast of tho hundred of Malldraelh, co. of 
Aiiglesca, North Wales. It exposes a consider- 
able tract of land at low water, through which 
flows the river Cefni, which might bo embanked 
but for the inactivity of the inhabitants. Two 
attempts have been made under the authority 
of an act of parliament, but they have both 
failed for want of spirit and patient persever- 
ance. 

MALLERSTANG, a chapelry in the parish 
of Kirkby-Stephen, co. of Westmoreland. Liv- 
ing, a curacy to the vicarage of Kirkfcy-Stephen 
in the archd. and die. of Carlisle, certified at 
£60, returned at £97. Patron, in 1829, tho 
carl of Thanet. Wild-Boar Fell rises on the 
southern extrcinity of the township, aAd a 
square tower is yet to he seen at Castlcthwaite, 
part of the ruins of Pendragon castle, built by 
Utcr Pendragon in the time of Vortigern. Tho 
walls are 12 feet in thickness. The chapel 
having become ruinous, was in 1663 rebuilt by 
the countess of Pembroke, who endowed it with 
lands at that time worth £11 per annum, on 
condition that the curate should teach the chil- 
dren of tho Dale to read and write, in a room 
built for the purpose over the west ehd of the 
chapel, in compliance with which about thirty 
children are taught. Distance from Kirkby- 
Stephen, 3 m. S.E. Pop., in 1801, 314; in 
1831, 256. A. P., £1,453. 

MALLING (East), a parish in the hundred 
of Larkfield, latho of Aylesford, co. of Kent. 
Living, a vicarage, a peculiar of the archbishop 
of Canterbury, rated at £10 Ss. 4d. Church 
ded. to St James. Patron, in 1829, T. C 
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Burl, Esq* Here is a rent charge of £5 for 
educating poor children, and a school with an 
endowment for teaching 50 children, the former 
the gift of James Tomlyn, .1752, the latter of 
the Rev. Edward Holme, 1 781 * A fair for ped- 
lary is held here annually, August 6th. Dis- 
tance from Maidstone, 4j m. W.N.W. Pop., 
in 1801, 1802 ; in 1881, 1543. A. P., £5,139. 

MALLING (West), a parish in the hundred 
of Larkfield, lathe of Aylesford, co. of Kent. 
Living, a vicarage in the archd. and dio. of Ro- 
chester, rated at £10. The church — having a 
fine Norman tower at the west end — is ded. to 
St Mary. Patron, in 1829, Benjamin Bates, 
Esq. The town — situated on a small rivulet 
that falls into the Medway — consists of good 
houses built with a peculiarly red brierk, and 
forms one spacious street, nearly half a mile in 
length. It has a market on Saturday, and three 
annual fairs August 12lh, October 2d, and No- 
vember 17th. Gundulph, bishop of Rochester, 
founded here, 1090, in honour of the blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, a Benedictine nunnery, the revenues 
of which at the dissolution were estimated at 
£245 lOs. The west front of the abbey, still 
standing, forms an interesting and picturesque 
ruin. There is here a school with a small en- 
dowment, conducted on the national system. 
Distance from Maidstone, 5j m. W.N.W. Pop., 
in 1801, 1093; in 1831, 1369. A. P., £3,433. 

MALLING (South), a parish in the hundred 
of Ringmcr, rape of Pevensey, co. of Sussex. 
Living, a curacy, a peculiar in the dio. of Can- 
terbury, not in charge, returned at £32. The 
church, founded by Ceadwalla, king of the West 
Saxons, and at one time collegiate, is ded. to 
St Michael. South Mailing constitutes the 
head of a deanery, the whole of which is within 
the peculiar jurisdiction of the archbishop of 
Canterbury, who had formerly one of his palaces 
here. The college and deaner}', the revenues 
of which were estimated at £45 12s. 5d., w'ere 
granted, 37*’ Hen. VIII., to Sir Thomas Pal- 
mer. Distance from Lewes, 1 m. N. Pt)p., in 
1801, 348; in 1831, 705. A. P., £5,018. 

MALLWYD, a parish in the hundred of 
Mawddwy, co. of Merioneth, a portion of it also 
extending into the hundred of JMachynllaotb, 
CO. of Montgomery. Living, a rectory in the 
dio. of St Asaph, rated at £10 15s. 5d. Pa- 
tron, the bishop of St Asaph. This parish is 
watered by the Dyfi, which has hero some beau- 
tiful falls, and it has at Cai Gwyn a spring ce- 
lebrated for its cflicacy in disorders of the eyes. 
Distance from Dolgelly, 9 m.. S.E. Pop., in 
1801, 960; in 1831, 1137. A. P., £3,816. 

MALMSBURY, a hundred in the co. of 
Wilts. It lies in the north-west extremity of 
the county, bordering on Gloucestershire, com- 
prises 26 parishes, including the borough, from 
which it takes its name, and, in 1881, contained 
a resident population of 12,532 souls. 

MALMSBURY, a borough and market-town, 
having separate jurisdiction, locally situated in 
the hundred of Malmsbury, co. of Wilts, com- 
prising three parishes, St Paul’s, St Mary West- 
port, and the Abbey, all in the archd. of Wilts 
and dio. of Salisbury. The first and second are 
vicarages, rated, the former at £6 28. l^d, the | 


latter, having the curacy of Charlton united, at 
£16 178. 8d. Of the former the church is di- 
lapidated, the tower alone, containing the bells 
which are rung on days of festivity, remaining! 
The nave of the old conventual church, ded. to 
the Virgin Mary, purchased at the dissolution of 
the monasteries by an honest clothier of Malms- 
bury, William Stumpe, and presented to the 
towns-people, has served them for a church over 
since. The church of the latter is ded. to St 
Mary. Patron to both, the lord-chancel lur. 
The abbey seems to be without any ecclesiasti- 
cal provision. 

General description ,'] — The town is situated 
on an eminence nearly surrounded by two 
streams, which uniting at its southern extremity 
form the lower Avon. Over these streams it 
has six bridges, and it was formerly surrounded 
by a wall, parts of w'hich are still visible. It 
consists principally of three streets, tw'o of them 
running parallel to each other and the third 
cn)ssing them both. The market-cross, a beau- 
tiful stone edifice with flying buttresses- and a 
richly ornamented turret, stands near the centre 
of the town. The principal manufacture carried 
on is that of woollen cloth, which, after having 
l>cen almost extinguished, has again revived, and 
employs now tho greater part of the population. 
Tliere are several tan works, one or two brew- 
eries, and a considerable quantity of bone lace 
is made by tho women and children. The mar- 
ket day is Saturday, and with the exception of 
March, April, and May, largo canle markets 
are held on the last Tuesday of every month in 
the year. There are three annual fairs for horses, 
cattle, and sheep, March 28th, April 26th, and 
June 5th. 

Municipal Government ,] — The government is 
vested in an alderman and twelve capital bur- 
gesses, a town-clerk, officers, &c. Two mem- 
bers have been returned regularly from this 
borough to parliament since the 23d of Edward 
I., tho right of election being vested in the al- 
derman and burgesses. By the new reform act 
it hcuccrorth returns only one member to par- 
liament. 

Abitey ,] — According to Tanner, there was a 
British nunnery here in a flourishing condition, 
under tho direction of the famous Dinoth, ab- 
bot of Banchor in 603, afterwards suppressed by 
St Austin under the pretence that the ladies 
had suffered themselves to be debauched by tho 
soldiers of the neighbouring castle. It stood 
without the town, near the south bridge, on tho 
way to Chippenham, where at an after period 
was set down an hospital for lepers. Maidulph, 
a Scottish monk, began in tho seventh century 
a religious house here, of which his scholar 
Aldhelm was the first abbot. The monks hero 
wrere of the Benedictine order, and by tho 11- 
I>erality of successive kings it rose to be the most 
splendid monastic establishment in the west of 
England, Glastonbury excepted. Its abbot vras 
mitred, and its buildings occupied 45 acres of 
ground, yet of these buildings all that remains 
is the nave of the church, which we have al- 
ready noticed as serving for one of the dilapi- 
dated churches. Its revenue at the dissolution 
amounted to £813 178. 7d. Tho earliest notice 
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relative to this abbey church appears to be tlie 
■tatement of its dimensionsi contained in the 
« Itinerary of William of Worcester,” who wrote 
in the reign of Henry the Sixth. The account 
given by Leland of the state of the building in 
the time of Henry the Eighth is more interest- 
ing. He says, the abbey was “ a right magni- 
iicent thing ; whore were two steeples, one that 
had a mighty high pyramis, and felle daunger- 
ously, in hominum memorid, and sins was not 
re-edified. It stode in the middle of the tran- 
septum of the chirch, and was a marke to al the 
coiintrc about. The other yet standith: a 
greate square toure, at the west ende of the 
church.” Both the towers which Leland men- 
tions have been long since destroyed, leaving no 
traces of their forms or architectural characters. 
Indeed, so great has been the dilapidation of 
this building, that not more than a sixth part 
of it remains standing ; and the preservation of 
this was owiiig to its being fitted up for the use 
of the inhabitants of the town after the llefor- 
mation. At that period it probably underwent 
some repairs ; the cast and west ends were 
walled up, some of the windows enlarged, the 
area pewed, &c. The exterior and interior 
portals of the grand southern porch are clalior- 
ately decorated with sculptures. The former 
displays eight enriched mouldings, continued all 
round from the base on each side. The sub- 
jects of them arc apparently taken from the liis- 
tory of the Old and New Testaments ; and 
though many of them aro distorted and ill de- 
signed, yet, os specimens of early art, they are 
very curious. The inner doorway, without 
columns, is also ornamented with sculpture. 
Below the arch is an impost, on which is a 
basso-relievo, which seems to have been intend- i 
cd for a representation of the Deity, supported 
by two angels. On the left hand of the door is 
a large piscina in the wall. On each side of 
the porch is an arcade, above which are seated 
six largo sculptured figures, supposed to be de- 
signed for the apostles, w'ith human figures over 
their heads in tiie attitude of flying. The w'cst- 
ern front is much mutilated ; but enough of it 
remains to show that it must have had an im- 
posing cfTcct in its original state. In 1732, the 
doorw'ay appears, from drawings, to have liecn 
perfect ; but at present only one side remains. 
The running scrolls aro gracefully formed, and 
resemble some Grecian and Roman ornaments. 
Tho only ancient sepulchral monument remain- 
ing is an altar tomb, placed within the chapel ; 
upon it is a recumbent statue in royal robes, 
said to be that of King Atholstan, to whom the 
tomb has been assigned. But, if it w'as intend- 
ed to commemorate that prince, it must have 
been erected long after his death, and on a 
spot distant from the place of his interment, 
which William of Malmsbury states to have been 
in the choir beneath the high altar. 

The historian, William of Malmsbury, held 
tho precentorship in this monastery during the 
reign of Stephen. The philosopher Hobbes was 
also a native of this town. Besides the estab- 
lished churches, there are here places of wor- 
ship for Baptists, Independents, Moravians, and 
Wesleyan Methodists. There are two schools, 


one of them endowed with £10 per annum from 
lands belonging to the burgesses, and j 610 per 
annum, a gift from Michael Weekes, Esq., 1695; 
the other endowinl with £25 per annum by 
Mrs Elizabeth Hodges, 1725. One almshouse, 
in the patronage of the corporation, is endowed 
with ^20 per annum ; of eight others endowed 
with ^40 per annum by Roliert Jonner, 1644, 
the endowment has been lost. Tho family of 
Harris takos tho title of earl from this place. 
Distance from London, 94 m. W. Pop., in 
1801, 1571 ; in 1831. 2293 A. P., j0IO,851. 

MALPAS, a parish in tho hundred of Went- 
loog, CO. f)f Monmouth. Living, a curacy in 
the archd. and dio. of LlandafT, rated at £5, 
returned at £55. Church ded. to St Oswald. 
Patron, in 1829, Sir C. Morgan, Bart. Here 
was a cell to the priory of Montacute in Somer- 
setshire, tho revenue of which at the dissolution 
was ^15 6s. 8d. Distance from Newport, 2 
m. N.N.W. Pop., in 1801, 178; in 1831, 
211. A. P., £948. 

MALPAS, a parish and township in the hun- 
dred of Broxton, co.-palatinp of Chester. Liv- 
ing divided into two portions, the first a rec- 
tory with the curacy of St Chad, the second a 
rectory with the curacy of Whitwell, in tho 
archd. and dio. of CMiester, tho former rated at 
£48 8s. 4d., the latter at £44 lOs. 2d. Tho 
church — formerly a chapel to n religious house 
for monks of the Cluniac order, and built of 
Unhewn stone — is dod. to St Mary. Patrons, 
in 1829, of llie former, Mrs Egerton, of the 
latter, Sir T. T. F. E. Drake, Bart. This ex- 
tensive i)arish, which is divided into 24 town 
ships, formed one of the ancient baronies of the 
CO. -palatine, tho barons of which held capital 
jurisdiction. Agriculture forms the principal 
business of the numerous inhabitants. In the 
township of Bickerton, a copper mine has been 
recently discovered, but, w’e rather think, has 
not yet been wrought to any considerable extent. 
The township of Malpos has a market on Wed- 
nesday; and tW'O annual fairs fur cattle and 
pedlery of all descriptions, on July 6th and 6th, 
and December 8th. Besides tho ^established 
church, with its two chapels at St Chad and 
Whitwell, there are places of worship for Bap- 
tists, Independents, and Wesleyan Methodists. 
Here is a free school, endowed with £25 per 
annum, one for 12 boys and 12 girls, endowed 
with the interest of £500, which has been in- 
corporated with one on tho national plan, where- 
in are taught 90 bo}s and 50 girls. Sir Randle 
Brereton, Sir Thomas Brereton, Hugh, earl of 
Cholmondeley, Thomas Poyser, Esq., and Miss 
Eliza Taylor, have each left considerable sums 
for the benefit of the helpless young, and of the 
still more helpless old. Tho latter left a sum 
which now brings £27 per annum. This parish 
was the birth-place of the excellent Matthew 
Henry, tho everywhere known commentator on 
tho Bible, and in the town of Malpas was 
born the amiable Reginald Hebcr, who died 
bishop of Calcutta. Distance firom Chester, 15 
m. S.S.E. ; firom London, 165 m. N.W. Pop., 
in 1801, 4,471; in 1831, 5,127. A. P. 
£30,574. .. 

MALSWICK, a tything in tho parish of 
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Ifowenty CO., of Gloucester. Pop., in 1821, 
181 ; in 1881, 225. Pro^rly with that of the 
parish. 

MALTBY. See Raithby. 

MALTBY, a township innlie parish of Stain- 
ton, N. R. of the CO. of York. Distance from 
Yarm, 8^ m. E.N.E. Pop., in 1801, 141 ; in 
1831, 168. A. P., ;£l,39d. 

MALTBY, a parish and township in the up- 
per division of the wapentake of Strafforth and 
Tickhill, W. R. of the co. of York. Living, 
a discharged rectory in the archd. and dio. of 
York, rated at £4 Ids. 4<1., ret\irned at ^30. 
Church ded. to St Bartholomew. Patron, in 
1829, the earl of Scarl>orough. Here is a free 
school for eight children, endowed with £15 
per annum. Distance from Tickhill, 4jf m. 
Pop., in 1801, of the township, 527 ; of the 
entire parish, 600 ; in 1831, of the former, 752 ; 
of the latter, 844. A. P. of the township, 
j£3,213 ; of the entire parish, JCd,650. 

MALTBY-LE-MARSH, a parish in the Wold 
division of the hundred of Calceworth, parts of 
Lindsey, co. of Lincoln. Living, a discharged 
rectory in iho archd. and dio. of Lincoln, rated 
at ^11 17s. 8d. Church ded. to All Saints. 
Patron, in 1829, the Rev. George Allott. Dis- 
tance from Alford, 3 m. N.E. Pop., in 1801, 
208; in 1831, 209. A. P., ^1,468. 

MALTON (New), a borough and market- 
town in the wapentake of Ryedale, N. R. of the 
CO. of York, comprising the parishes of St 
Leonard and St Michael. Livings of both are 
curacies, subordinate to the curacy of Old Mal- 
ton, in the archd. of Cleveland and dio. of 
York, not in charge. The churches are dedi- 
cated to the Saints whoso names they respec- 
tively hear. Patron, in 1829, Earl Fitzwilliam. 
The town is situated on an eminence overlook- 
ing the Derwent, over which there is hero a 
curiously constructed stone bridge, and which 
flowing through a most delightful and fertile 
vale, forms the boundary between the E. and N. 
tidings. Besides being agreeably situated. New 
Malton is extremely clean and well built. It 
extends lengthways better than half a mile, pos- 
sesses a handsome suit of public rooms, with a 
neat theatre, and has a good trade in corn, but- 
ter, and hams, with manufactures of various 
kinds, such as linen, hats, gloves, pelts, &c. 8cc. 
The market-days are Tuesday and Saturday, the 
latter being the principal day. Fairs are held 
on the Saturday before Palm-Sunday, Whit- 
sunday, and October 10th and 11th. The go- 
vernment is vested in a bailiff; and, in conjunc- 
tion with the parishes of St Leonard, St 
Michael, Old Malton, and the pariah of Norton, 
it sends two members to parliament. The bailiff 
is the returning officer. Here are held the 
general quarter sessions for tho*N. R. At the 
bottom of the eminence, called the Brows, is a 
mineral welh possessing the qualities of the wells 
at Scarborough. Besides the established church, 
there are here places of worship for the Society 
of Friends, Baptists, Independents, Methodists, 
and Unitarians. Distance flrom York, 18 m. 
N.N.E. ; from London, 219 m. N.W, Pop., 
in 1801, 3047; in 1881, 4173. A. P., 
jei0,646. 


Malton (Old), a parish in the wapentake 
of Ryedale, N. R. of the co. of York. Living, 
a curacy in the archd. of Cleveland and dio. of 
York, rated at A'16 IBs. 4d., returned at 
^*117. Church ded. to St Mary. Patron, in 
1829, Earl Fitzwilliam. A priory for Gilbert 
tine canons was founded hero in honour of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, hy Eustace Fitz-John, in 
1150, of which, at the dissolution, the revenues 
were estimated at .£257 7s, There are still 
some remains of it adjoining tho church. A 
school for Hebrew', Greek, and Latin, w’as, in 
tho roign of Henry VIII., founded hero hy 
— : — Uolgate, archhisho]) of York, and endow- 
ed to t ho amount of £ 1 00 per annum. Distance 
from New-Malton, 1 m. N.E. Pop., in 1801, 
741 ; in J831, 1204. A. P., .£9,767. 

MALVERN ((iiiKAT), a parish in the lower 
division of the himdrcd of Porshoro, co. of 
Worcester. Living, a discharged vicarage in 
tho archd. anti dio. of Worcester, rated at £8 
3s. 4d. Tho church — an uncommonly lino 
Gothic structure — is ded. to St Mary. Patron, 
in 1829, Thomas E. Foley, Esq. This edifice 
has been designated ‘ another Westminster al)- 
bey ;' and Mr Tatham, tho architect, who was 
employed to survey the dilapidations in 1802, 
states, * that in antiquity, magnificcinco, and 
beauty, it is little inferior, as a specimen of 
Gothic architecture, to any in tho kingdom.' 
The nave, however, is Norman, but the choir, 
tower, and ornaments of the churdh, arc in tiio 
most florid stylo of the pointed order. Thu 
building is of stone, 173 feet in length and 63 
broad ; the height of tho nave is 63 feet ; and 
tho embattled square tow'cr — in which arc six 
bells and chimes — rises from the centre, to the 
height of 124 feet. Henry VII., his queen, 
Elizabeth, and their tw'o sons, Arthur and Hen- 
ry, often resided and took great delight in Mal- 
vern ; and tho abbey church was almost entirely 
rebuilt and greatly embellished under the direc- 
tion of Sir Reginald Bray — a favourite of the 
king — the celebrated architect of St George's 
chapel at Windsor. The Anglo-Norman por- 
tion of the present cdifico is however no doubt 
coeval with the original foundation of tho 
priory. 

General DeieriptionJ^ — The situation of this 
place is most delightfully romantic on tho east- 
ern declivity of the Malvern hills. Tho ancient 
part of the village is very irregularly built, but 
the modern portion hu many flne ranges of 
houses, and many beautiful villas, built in de- 
tached situations as private summer residences. 
There are here two medicinal springs, the one 
a chalybeate, the other bituminous. The for- 
mer is in the eastern part of the village, near 
the church, the other, Holywell, is situated 
about two miles to the south of it. For the 
benefit of those who come to drink these waters, 
every accommodation has been made; baths, 
hot and cold, have been erected, respectable 
hotels fitted up and richly famished, garden* 
planted, and bMutifolly romantic walks formed 
in every direction. For visitbn whhse habits 
are not locomotive, and for rainy day^, an ex- 
cellent public library has been formed. Hero 
was a hermitage, en^wed by Edward the Con- 
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fess»of» which by Aldewinc, at the instigatfon of | 
St Wolphstan, bishop of Worcester, was con- 
verted into a priory of Benedictine friars, and 
was for ages one of the most magnificent, rich, 
and influential religious houses in the kingdom. 
lU revenues, at the dissolution, were estimated 
at j£876 Os. 6d. The parish church, which we 
have already noticed, the ancient gateway with 
the abbey barn, are all that remains of this 
tiplondid establishment. There is here a place 
uf worship for the Alethodists, and a Sunday 
school, and a school of industry are supported 
by subscription. Distance from Worcester, 8 
in. W. Pop., in 1801, 951 ; in 1831, 2140. 
A. P., .€7,358. 

MALVERN UlLLS. This fine chain of hills 
extends from N. to S. nearly 9 m., and in 
breadth from 1 to 2 miles. It separates the 
CO. of Worcester from Hereford and i\Ionmouth. 
The earliest allusion to these hills appears in the 
‘ Visions of William, concerning Piers Plowman,* 
a poem, supposed to have been written about 
the year 1352. The name Malvern has proba- 
bly been derived from the British words Moel 
(bald), and Wem (alders), ora bald mountain, 
with aiders at the foot ; moel also signifying a 
mountain. In Jones’s ‘ Brecknockshire,* wo 
find it stated * Moel-y-yarn, which is pure Welsh, 
signifying the high court or seat of. judgment.* 
The country in this district w'as formerly an im- 
meuse forest. William of Mulmsbury terms it 
a wilderness, extending from the river Teme 
on the north, to Cors forest on the south ; and 
from the Severn, easterly, to the summit of the 
Malvern hills on the w’est. The manor and 
forests of Malvern and Cors, and the castle of 
Hanley, w'cro granted in the reign of Edward 
1. to Gilbert de Clare, the red knight, carl of 
Gloucester, on his marriage with Joan d’ Acres, 
the king's daughter. The forests having be- 
come the property of a subject, Malvern was 
called a chase, and Cors a laim, by which name 
it now goes. Leland says—” the chase of Mal- 
verne is bigger than either Wire or Feckingham, 
and occupieth a great part of the Malverne hills. 
Great Malverne and Little also is set in the 
chase of Malverne. Malverne chase (as I here 
say) is, in length, in some places, tw'enty miles ; 
but Malverne chase docth not occupy all Mal- 
veme hills.** Shortly after, a violent dispute 
arose between the earl of Gloucester and the 
bishop of Hereford respecting the bounds of the 
chase, and a trench — still to be seen, and called 
the duke of Gloucester’s ditch — ^was mode on 
the ridge of the hills, to settle the boundary. 
After passing through various hands, Malvern 
chase came into the possession of Richard III., 
when duke of Gloucester, on his marriage with 
a daughter ofRichard Neville, earl of Warwick. 
In 1030, Charles I. granted the forest or chase 
to Sir l^bert Heath and three others, but in 
consequence of some disputes, it was disafforest- 
ed in the following year. The manor is now 
the property of LoM Foley. Perhaps the most 
interesting feature in this remarkable chain is 
the < Herefordshire Beacon,' in former ages, a 
hill-fortress of great strength nnd importance. 
The hills stretch from north to south, about 
nine miles, almost in a straight line. The three

principal eminences arc, the North hill, tho 
Worcestershire bcacoi]|^ and the Herefordshire 
beacon, which stands about the middle of the 
range. Wo find considerable discrepancy in the 
accounts of their he^^ht. The ordnance survey 
— probably the most accurate — states the Here- 
fordshire beacon to bo 1444 feet above the level 
of the sea ; tho Worcestershire beacon, accord- 
ing to Nash, is 33 feet higher than the preced- 
ing. Tho following passage is taken from 
King’s ‘ Monumenta Antiqua,* p. 147.^ — “ There 
arc a vast number of strong entrenchments in all 
parts of this island, situate chiefly on tho to{is 
of natural hills, and which can bo attributed to 
none of the various people who have ever dwelt 
in tho adjacent country, except to the ancient 
Britons, although, indeed, the subsequent con- 
querors, Romans, Saxons, and Danes, and even 
tho Normans, have, on certain ^emergencies, 
made use of them on account of tlieir great 
original strength ; and altbougli erroneous and 
hasty conjectures, and even tho crude reports of 
tho country have often culled them Roman, 
Danish, or Saxon, yet can they only bo attri- 
buted to the ancient Britons. One of the most 
important and considerablo of these fortified 
places, is situated on a spot that could not fail 
to be an object of tho utmost attention to the 
original inhabitants of these territories ; this is 
the Herefordshire beacon, commanding that 
which was tho only pass through the Malvern 
ridge of hills, and which is indeed very nearly 
so to tho present hour. The Worcestershire, 
and Herefordshire beacons appear much higher 
than in fact they really are.” 

MALVERN (Little), a parish in the lower 
division of the hundred of Oswaldslow, co. of 
Worcester. Living, a curacy in the orclid. and 
dio. of Worcester, not in chaigo, returned at 
jGIS. The church — which forms an interesting 
ruin — is dcd. to St Giles. Patroness, in 1829, 
Mrs Wakeman. Hero was a priory of Benedic- 
tines, a cell to the abbey of Worcester. At the 
dissolution it had a prior and seven monks, 
W'hose revenue was estimated at d.'102 I Os. 9d. * 
The ruins of the parish church, an;! a small 
portion of building adjoining to it, occupied as 
a dwelling-house, are all that remains of the 
establishment. Distance from Upton-upon- 
Severn, 5^ m. W.N.W. Pop., in 1801, 84; 
in 1831, 88. A. P., €582. 

MAMBLE, a parish in tho lower division of 
the hundred of Doddingtree, co. of Worcester. 
•Living, a discharged vicarage in the archd. of 
Salop and dio. of Hereford, rated at €9 48. 7d., 
retumetl at €132 16s. Church ded. to St 
John Patron, the lord-chancellor. Coals are 
abunilant in this parish. Hero stands Soding- 
ton, the ancient seat of the Blounts, beneath 
the foundations of which, in 1607, a number of 
Roman coins were discovered. An entire Ro- 
man brick kiln, parts of a considerable aque- 
duct, and a pavement, tho work of that people, 
had been previously discovered in the neigh- 
bourhood. Distance from Bewdley, 6 m. W.S. W. 
Pop., in 1801, 338; in 1831, 365. A. P., 
€2,903. 

MAMHEAD, a parish in the hundred of Ex- 
minster, CO. of Devon. Living, a discharged 
% 
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rectory in the archil, and dio. of Exeter, rated 
at ^10 17s. 6d. Patronage at present in the 
crown, by reason of funacy. On Mamhcad 
point is an obelisk of Portland stone 100 feet 
in height, erected by th#proprietor of Main- 
hoad-houso, in whose grounds are a numlier of 
rare exotics, introduced by him from the con- 
tinent. Distance from Chudleigh, m. E.N. E. 
Pop., in 1801, 200; in 1831, 830. 

MAMHILAD, a parish in the upper division 
of the hundred of Abergavenny, co. of Mon- 
mouth. Living, a curacy united with that of 
Travenith to the vicarage of Llanovcr, in the 
archd. and dio. of Llandaif, rated at £9. Pa- 
tron, the vicar of Llanover. Distance fWim 
Usk, 6 m. N.W. by W. Pop., in 1801, 209; 
in 1831, 277. A. P., Jt’ 1,699. 

MAJViliOLE, a hamlet in the parish of Beil- 
welty, co. of Monmouth. Here are extensive 
coal and iron works. Pop., in 1801, 1230 ; in 
1831, 3208. Property not returned separately. 

MAM-TOR (The). See Castleton. 


M A N, 

A considerably extensive and populous island 
in the Irish channel, about 30 miles W. of St 
Bees-IIead, Cumberland, 16 m. S. of Burrow- 
Head in Scotland, and 27 m. E. of Strangford 
in Ireland, the central point of the island being 
64" 16^ N. lat., and about 6" W. long. Its ex- 
treme length from N.£. to S.W. is about 30 
miles, and its extreme breadth in the opposite 
direction 12 miles, its circumference being about 
80 miles. 

Mountains ,] — A mountainous ridge, running 
nearly across the island from N.E. to S.W., di- 
vides it into two unequal portions of what may 
bo generally termed arable land, the laigest 
portion lying to the N.W., the smallest lying 
also lengthways to the S.E. The most consi- 
deralde peak is Seafield, the height of which 
is 1795 feet above the level of the sea. North 
and South Barrule, and Pennypot, are little 
inferior. Their sides, a considerable way up- 
wards, are covered with turbary or turf, and 
with rushes, heath, and mosses of different 
kinds, to. their summits. Some of them are 
marshy, and even in dry weather difficult of 
access. 

i^freoms.]-— Numerous streams fall from these 
mountains, but none of them have length of 
course to attain the magnitude of riven. The 
principal of them are the Douglas, Ramsey, 
Laxey, Castletown, and Peel, all forming havens, 
to which they give, or perhaps, Arom which 
they take their names, where they fall , into the 
sea. The four fint fall into the sea pH the £., 
and the last on the W. side of the island. There 
are numberless streams besides those we have 
specified, each of which is capable of turning 
a mill ; ^l of thepi abound in fine trout. 

SoiLj-^The northern part of the island con- 
sists of sand resting oii clay; throughout the 
greater part of the substratum is marie, and the 
mountains are principally composed of strata of 


clay-slate interspersed with veins of quartz. 
Copper and lead ores are the principal mineral!*, 
considerable quantities of which are dug out uf 
the mines at Laxey, Foxdale, and Bradahead, 
near port Erin. All mines belong by prerogal 
tive to the lord proprietor of the soil, who, hav. 
ing lot them in lease, reserves as his due one- 
tenth of the gross produce. A little brush- 
wood, and abundance of furze, is found on the 
uncultivated hills, and in some places may he 
seen thriving plantations and luxuriant shrub- 
beries, but there is neither park nor forest 
scenery to be mot with in the island. 

CiiTnate ,] — The climate in winter is milder 
than on any of the neighbouring coasts. Frosts 
rarely commence before Christmas, arid even 
then are so slight, as to impede vegetation in a 
small degree. Snow seldom falls, and never 
lies for any length of time. Gales of wind 
and heavy rains are frequent in winter and 
spring. 

Crops ami Cattle.] — Barley, oats, and w’heat 
form the principal crops, and are produced in 
considerable quantities and of good quality, all 
over the island. Potatoes are extensively cul- 
tivated, and turnips, for which the soil seems 
to be peculiarly adapted. Flax is grown, but 
not in sufficient quantity to supply even the 
home demand. Most of the artificial grasses 
thrive well. The light plough is generally 
preferred, and is procured either fVom England 
or Scotland, or made on the island. Clay, 
upon the thin sand soils, is found to be an ex- 
cellent manure. Mario of good quality can bo 
dug from almost every farm in the north of the 
island ; sea- weed is extensively used all round 
the island. Sheep are turned to graze upon 
the commons or uncultivated lands, which form 
a third part of the island. During the winter 
season the evergreen furze forms the principal 
part of their food. The native breed of horses 
is small but hardy, easily fed, and patient of 
labour. The horned cattle are numerous, but, 
though some of them are good milchers, in gen- 
eral they are more adapted for fattening than 
for the dairy. The breed has, however, begun 
to bo greatly improved by the introduction of 
the Dunlop and short-horned cattle. The na- 
tive breed of sheep is small and hardy, their 
wool neither very long nor very fine, but their 
mutton is excellent. Pigs are bred in great 
numbers, every eottager keeping one or two. 
Poultry of all kinds is abundant and cheap. 
Farm^ are of various dimensions, from the cot- 
tage with its small field for a cow’s grass up to 
800 acres; enclosures are made with earth, 
raised to the height of four or five feet, and 
planted on the top with furze. Dry or unco- 
mented stone fences are also common. Farm 
houses are roofed with slate, cottages with 
thatch. Many of the latter are built with sods. 
Every inhabitant has a right to quarry stones for 
his own use, and on paying annually one half- 
penny to the lord, of digging peat upon the 
mountains. Immense numbers of 8ea.>fowl fire- 
quent the rocks on the coast, especially in the 
breeding season. Rabbits and hares are the 
only wild animals found here; also hawks, 
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which in the days of falconry were considered 
of a very superior kind. Reptiles of a noxious 
kind are unknown in the island. 

Fisheries .] — Fish are plentiful on the coast, 
especially herrings, the catching and curing of 
which forms the most important part of the in- 
dustry of the inhabitants. In this business, 
which commences in July and continues till the 
end of October, from 200 to 000 boats of from 
15 to 30 tons burden are employed. They are 
mostly without decks. They leave the shore in 
the evening, regularly returning with their car- 
goes in the morning. It was long the practice 
uf the fishermen to join in public prayers be- 
fore leaving the shore, and on no account will 
they go out on the Saturday or the Sabbath 
evenings. A flight of gulls generally hovers 
over a shoal of herrings, which serves as an in- 
dex to the fishermen, and to shoot one of these 
birds in the fishing season, subjects the perpe- 
trator to a very considerable fine. Women 
and children are in great numbers awaiting the 
return of the boats in the morning, to carry the 
herrings to the receiving-houses, where they 
are instantly salted. The white are regularly 
packed in barrels, with a layer of salt between 
t-acli row ; those intended for red are rubbed 
with salt— or royled, as they technically term 
it — in which they remain for two or three days, 
after which they are washed and hung up upon 
rods suspended from the ceiling, a few feet from 
the floor, where fires of wood are kept constant- 
ly iiiirning till they are sufficiently dried, when 
they are packed up for exportation. 

Slate of the Population ,] — The natives are a 
siirewd intelligent people, and several of them 
have risen to great eminence both in the army 
and navy, among whom we may notice the late 
Col. Wilks, who was governor of St Helena 
when Buonaparte was sent there; and of five 
mayors of Liverpool, who have been knighted, 
two of them were Manxmen. Many of them 
have also realized vast fortunes both in the is- 
land and abroad. They are strongly attached 
to ihuir native mountains, os well as to their an- 
cient laws and customs, which they in general 
imagine to be the most eciuitablo that have been 
devised by the most profound lawgivers, and the 
most praise-worthy which have been practised 
by any people. Their language is a dialect of 
the Erse, or Celtic, though the English is pretty 
generally understood. In the towns it may be 
said to 1)0 universally so. 

Ecclesiastical Affairs ,] — The established re- 
ligion is that of the church of England, by tho 
ministers of which alone marriage can bo law- 
fully or legally solemnized. All Christian sects 
are tolerated, and their ministers are competent 
to perform all religious offices that of marriage 
excepted. In ecclesiastical affairs tho island is 
under the control of the bishop, an archdeacon, 
two vicars-general, and an episcopal registrar. 
The see, according to Camden, was founded at 
Sodor in the island of 1,^ or Icolmkill, in the 
ninth century by Pope Gregory IV., and in 1098 
the island of Man, being by Magnus king of 
Norway seized upon, along with tlie western 
isles of Scotland, was by him also included in 


the same diocese. Man feill into the hands of 
tho English 1333, since wliich th^ bishop has 
had nothing to do with Sodor, save that nomi- 
nally he has retained the title, being to this day 
styled bishop of Sodor and Man. He is a suf- 
fragan of the archbishop of York, and exercises 
the same spiritual powers, and possesses tho 
same privileges, except that of voting in tho 
upper house of parliament, where ho is allowed 
a seat, in which scat the late Queen was* placed 
when on her trial. Tho island is divided into 
17 parishes, the services being performed in 
the must of them alternately in the Manks and 
English languages. In every parish there is a 
school, in some of them two, all of them en- 
dowed less or mure. In addition, most of them 
pf)ssess a small library. 

roM»ns.] — There are four sea-port and mar- 
ket-towns upon the islanil — Castletown, Dou- 
glas, Peel, and Ramsey. 

Castletown ,] — Castletown being the seat of 
government is considered the capital. Ifc is situ- 
ated near the southern extremity of the island, 
on the western shore of Castlctown-bay, opposite 
to Longness-point, and is supposed to be the 
most ancient town of the island. The houses, 
however, appear to be mostly modern, are neat- 
ly built, and the streets are regular and well- 
paved. Here stands ilio castle of Rushen, 
from which the town takes its name, and near 
to which there is a spacious area forming a con- 
venient market-place. An excellent and com- 
modious market-house has lately been built, 
having over it a handsome assembly-room, 
which is now converted into a dissenting place 
of worship; and there is a good subscription 
library which is well supported. Here has re- 
ccntly been founded, by tlie Hon. Cornelius 
Smelt, lieutenant-governor, Dr Ward, the 
bishop of the diocese, and other trustees upon 
a bequest granted by Bishop Barrow, 1668, for 
the promotion of sound learning, &c., a college, 
which they have named King William’s college, 
in which the course of studies forms a complete 
and general system of education. Tlio princi- 
pal and professors, with tho exception of orien- 
tal and modern languages, must be members of 
tho church of England and graduates of one of 
the universities. The masters are allowed to 
receive students as boarders under certain regu- 
lations, and every student must contribute a 
small sum per quarter to the college funds, and 
a fee at his entry, to be appropriated to the 
formation of a library, for winch a large hall 
has l)een fitted up in the new building. A na- 
tional school, in which there are between two 
and throe hundred scholars, is supported by 
subscription, besides a charity ^school for 20 
boys, supported from the parish (hnds, and a < 
free school endowed with j£2.5 per annum. 
Here is tho house of tho keys, the Tinwald, 
from which the laws are proclaimed, and a high- 
bailiffship, which includes the parishes of^Kirk- 
Clirist-Rushen, Kirk-Arbory, Kirk-Sviton, and 
Kirk-Malew, Tho bay is here, from the nu- 
merous sunken rocks, difficult of access, in con- 
sequence of which, most of the trade of the 
town is carried on by Derby-haven, which lies 
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one mile to the east of the town. Pop. In 
1821, 2036. 

'Douglas is situated .near the cen- 
tre of the east coast, on the south side of a 
large semicircular Imy of the same name, so 
called from the rivulets Dhoo and Glass, which, 
uniting their waters, fall into It in one stream. 
It is of a triangular form, the streets inconve- 
niently narrow, and the houses are without or- 
der or liniformity of appearance, though of lato 
it has been greatly improved, especially by the 
addition of several streets regularly formed, with 
many houses of elegant appearance. The pier 
forms a most delightful and well-frequented pro- 
menade. To the south rises a range of hills called 
the How of Douglas. On the north-east are 
seen tho cliff of Clay-head, the mountains of 
Seaflcld and Pennypot, with the spacious in- 
tervening bay, to the right of which rises in long 
extent the Cumberland coast, crowned with 
distant mountains ; and from the summit of 
Douglas- head, a little more to tho right, the 
highlands of Wales are distinctly seen. Than 
the approacli to this town from the sea nothing 
can to more beautiful. The fine bay skirted 
with the town, and the county rising behind it 
in the form of a vast and magnificent amphi- 
theatre, form a delightful landscape rarely to 
be met wiUi. About half a mile north of the 
town stands Castle Mona, built by the late duke 
of Athol at an extmnse of ^'30,000. It is 
built of a fine white stone brought from the 
island of Arran, and, with ' 170 acres of land 
surrounding it, was lately sold for 16,000, 
and converted into a hotel. Tho former resi- 
dence. of the Athol family, situated on the quay, 
is . now occupied as the custom-house. Tho 
^ubrity of tho air, the fine beach, and the 
cheapness of all the necessaries of life, have 
rendered Douglas a favourite resort for sea- 
bathing during the summer season, for the con- 
venience of which it is agreeably and abundant- 
ly furnished. Bathing machines, hot baths, 
elegant hotels, commodious lodgings, assembly- 
rooms, billiard-rooms, news-rooms, and libraries, 
have all been prepared for tho comfortable ac- 
commodation of those who choose to fenbvate 
their constitutions hy a temporary seclusion in 
this delightful island. 

TroiUi ,'] — A considerable trade is carried on 
from this port with the neighbouring coasts, and 
ship-building, especially of light vessels, is here 
carried on to a considerable extent. The post- 
office** for the Whole island is established here, 
and letters are brought by the steam-packets 
three times a week during summer, and once 
during winter. There are two steam-packets 
from Douglas to Liverimol direct every other day 
during the summer months, performing the voy- 
age, 72 nL, in eight hours. The Glasgow and 
Liverpool steam vessels touch at this port daily, 
and those from Whitehaven to Dublin regularly 
on the Saturdays and the Mondays. The mar- 
ket, whic]^ is plentifully supplied with all man- 
ner of provisions, is on Saturday, and there is 
an annual fair for cattle November 12th. This is 
the seat of the Deemster’s court as often as it is 
found to to necessary. It is also a high-bailiff- 


ship, which extends over the parishes of Kirk- 
Braddan, Kirk-Onchan, Kirk-Lonan, and Kirk- 
Marown. Tho parish church — Kirk-Braddan— 
stands two miles on the road to Peel, and in the 
town there are three chapels, St Matthew's, St 
George's, and St Barnabas', all neat buildings, 
the latter estjecially worthy of notice. Here 
are besides places of worship for tho Indepen- 
dents, the Primitive and Wesleyan Methodists, 
and the Roman Catholics, and lately a build- 
ing has been erected and clergymen obtained 
in connection with tho church of Scotland. A 
school on tho national plan is supported by 
subscription. Pop., in 1821, 6054. 

P(Pc/.] — Peel, anciently called Holme- Town, 
stands on tho west coast, 10 miles to the north- 
west of Douglas and 12 north from Castle- 
town. It is chiefly remarkable for tho remains of 
an ancient castle and cathedral church, to which 
it unquestionably owed its early importance. 
During the time of the island's independence 
its trade was considerable, it being the grand 
resort of the smugglers, who alone carried on 
the trade of the island, which consisted entirely 
of contraband goods. Since the suppression of 
this trade the inhabitants have betaken them- 
selves to agriculture and fishing, herrings being 
found on this ))art of the coast in the greatest 
abundance. Upwards of 70 herring wherries 
belong to this port. On a small rocky island 
about 100 yards to the west of tho town, and 
separated from it by tho Peel river, wliich at 
low water is scarcely one foot deep, stands the 
old castlo of Peel. The walls —flanked with 
towers built of clay-slate, in many places quoin- 
ed and faced with red sandstone'— enclose a 
polygonal area of about five acres, which is fill- 
ed with the ruins of walls, dwelling-houses, 
churches, &c. Within this area stand the ruins 
of the cathedral church of St German, which is 
used now only gs a burying place. Beneath tho 
eastern part of it is the ecclesiastical prison, a 
horrid vault 18 feet deep, of which the groined 
roof is supported on low dwarf pillars. ** This 
is certainly," says an old account of the place, 
one of the most dreadful places that imagina^ 
tion can form. The sea runs under it through 
the hollow's of tho rock with such a continual 
roar that you would think it were every moment 
breaking'in upon you, and over it are the vaults 
for burying the dead. The stairs (steps) de- 
scending to this place of terrors are not above 
thirty, but so steep and narrow that they are 
very difficult to go down, a child of eight or nine 
years old not being able to pass them but side- 
ways." Other three churches stood within this 
area, all of them provided with similarly horrid 
cells, used as the instruments of spiritual op- 
pression, and the moans of intellectual debase- 
ment. In tho rocks along the coast here are 
many curious caverns, and agates and cornelians 
are found on the sands. The town has fairs 
for horses and cattle March 8th and July 24th. 
The deemster holds his court herd occasional- 
ly, and tho high-bailiff holds one every Satur- 
day. His jurisdiction extends over th'e parishes 
of Kirk-St-German, Kirk-Ballaugh, Kirk-Mi- 
chael, and Kirk-Patrick. There is here a free 
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giammar school endowed with the interest of 
£^00 per anouniy and a mathematical school 
endow^y besides some smaller donations, with 
£20 per annum. There are also other chari- 
table bequests, which, for brevity’s sake, we 
must pass over. Pop., in 1821, 1909. 

Ramsey.] — Ramsey is situated near the north- 
east corner of the island, on the Sulby or the 
Ramsey river, the largest in the island, and here 
crossed by a stone bridge of three arches. The 
town is irregularly built, but the streets arc 
i^ide, well-paved, and clean. The surrounding 
country is highly picturesque, well cultivated, 
and adorned with numerous mansions, the resi- 
dences of respectable native families. The stone 
and turf fences on many estates hero have given 
place to (|uickset hedges, and there are several 
orchards of apple-trees in a flourishing condi- 
tion. The Liverpool and Glasgow steam-pack- 
ets call hero through the summer twice a week. 
The market is on Saturday, principally for pro- 
visions, which are lower price here than at 
any otlier place in the island. The Deemster 
holds his court here occasionally, and the high- 
liaililf holds one every Saturday, llis jurisdic- 
tion extends over the parishes of Kirk-Andreas, 
Kirk-Bride, Kirk-Jurby, Kirk-Christ-Lezayre, 
and Kirk-Maughold. This last is the parish 
church, situated about three miles distant from 
the tow’n, but there has been erected lately in 
the market-place, for the use of the townsmen, 
a chapel dedicated to St Paul. Hero are be- 
sides, places of w'orship for the Seceders, 
and Primitive and Wesleyan Methodists. There 
arc here two schools, one a grammar and the 
other a parochial school, both of them possess- 
ing considerable endowments. Pop., 'ji 1821, 
1623. 

///story. ]-!-The lordship of this little island 
seems to have been subject to many changes. 
Ala pretty early period it seems to have fallen 
under the dominion of the Scots, and after that 
under the king of Northumberland. Subse- 
quently it fell under the Danes — ^became tribu- 
tary to England — ^was seized upon by the Nor- 
wegians, and by them delivered up to Alexan- 
der, king of Scotland, who having subdued the 
island annexed it to his dominions, and in place 
of its ancient armorial ensign, which was a ship 
in full sail, substituted the device of three legs, 
which it still retains. In 1289, along with the 
other possessions of the crown of Scotland, it 
was by the Scottish commissioners delivered up 
to Edward I. of England, who the following 
year restored it to John Baliol, to be held by 
him like all the other parts of the dominion of 
the crown of England. His successor, Edward 
11., having seized upon it, in one year bestowed 
it successively upon three of his favourites. In 
the reign Of Edward IIL, a female descendant 
of Mary, daughter of Reginald, the last king of 
Man in the Norman line, having revived the 
claims of her .family to the sovereignty of the 
island, and claimed the protection of that mon- 
arch, he sustain^ the validity of her title and 
gave her in marriage to Sir William de Monta- 
cute, who, assisted by his iipworful patron, ex- i 
pell^ the Scots, and was received with great ' 
juy by the natives as the legitimate representa- 


tive of their right lino of kings. In prosecuting 
his claim, however. Sir Wjlliam had so far out- 
run his means, that he was under the necessity 
of mortgaging the island for seven years to An- 
thony l^ck, bishop of Durham, who obtained 
from Richard II. a grant of it for life. On the 
death of the bishop it reverted to the natural 
heir, William de Montacuto, earl of Salisbury, 
who in 1395 sold it to Sir William Scroop, af- 
terward earl of Wiltshire, who being beheaded 
on the fall of Ricliard, it was by Henry IV. 
given to Henry Percy, earl of Northumberland. 

He too having forfeited it by rebellion,, it was, 
1406, granted to Sir John Stanley, whoso de- 
scendant was in 1486, by Henry VII., created 
carl of Derby, to be held with all its royalties, 
regalities, and franchises, by liege homage, and 
presenting to every king of England at bis cor- 
onation a cast of falcons. In this line its roy- 
alties and revenues remained till James, seventh 
carl of Derby, was deprived of his kingdom, his 
estates, and his life, at Derby-le-Moow, 1651, 
after which it was granted by parliament to 
the Lord Fairfax. It w^as at the restoration 
restored to the Derby family, in which it re- 
mained till ] 735, when James, carl of Derby, 
dying without issue, it descended to James 
Murray, second duke of Athol, who w'iis de- 
scended from Amelia Sophia, youngest daugh- 
ter of James, seventh carl of Derby. From 
the increased rate of taxation in the British em- 
pire, and the vast number of articles which it 
included, Man, from its being beyond their 
operation, and from its locality, became a great 
depot of all kinds of taxed merchandise, whence 
they were smuggled into all the three kingdoms 
in such quantities as to affect materially the re- 
venue. In consequence of this state of things, 
proposals wore made to the Athol family by go- 
vernment for purchasing the superiority of the 
kingdom of Man, as soon as it was ascertained 
to bo theirs ; but the royalties, regalities, fran- 
chises, and revenues, having become of more 
value from the very circumstances which in- 
duced the government to purchase them, the 
proposal was coldly listened to, till at^length the 
island being, by renewed and redoubled revenue 
acts, placed almost in a state of blockade, the 
duke of Athol and his dutchess, 1765, agreed to 
alienate ' the sovereignty of the island for 
£72,000, which was accordingly paid. The 
manorial rights, the patronage of the see, with 
sundry emoluments and perquisites being re- 
served, a misunderstanding arose in the Settle- 
ment, and the duke and dutchess refused to sur- 
render till they obtained ’a farther sum of 
£2,000, which was accordingly settled upon 
them for their lives. The sovereignty wm now 
transferred to the crown, and the contraband 
trade w^as soon pretty effectually checked. The 
ex-monarchs, however, were not yet satisfied, ^ 
and their son and successor, the late John, duke 
of Athol, continued to press the parliament with W* 
petitions on the ground of inadequate compensa- 
tion, till, in 1805, an act was passed ailigning to 
him and his heirs one-fourth of the gross reve- 
nues of the island. This being found vexatious- 
iy troublesome, an act was passed, 1626, author- 
ising the lords of the treasury to purchase from 
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Uic duke hid ^vholc remaining interest hi the 
royalty of the island, including revenues, niano> 
rial rights, patronage of the see, &c. The duke 
having agreed to sell the whole, the valuation 
was left to arbiters mutually appointed, who 
aivardcd the sum of ;£416,000 as the value of 
the duke’s reserved right, and the isle of Man, 
with all its privileges and immunities, for ever 
ceded to the British government. 

Government . — Amidst these transferences of 
the supreme power, the government of the is* 
land probably has continued to be nearly the 
same, exhibiting only those anomalies that arise 
from the spirit and character of the principal 
administrator, from the influence of which, the 
must refined and most philosophical systems 
cannot bo altogether protected, but which, in a 
system of such primeval simplicity as that of 
Man, may be said to be nearly its all in alL 
The government is vested in a governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor, a council of 10 principal offi- 
cers, and the house of keys. The governor, 
appointed, as all other civil and military officers 
are, by the crown, is chancellor ex officio ; and 
his consent, or, in his absence, that of his lieu- 
tenant, is necessary to the passing of every law. 
The council consists of the bishop of the dio- 
cese, the attorney-general, the receiver-general, 
the two deemsters, or chief justices of the is- 
land, the clerk of the rolls, the water-bailiff, or 
judge-admiral, the archdeacon, and the two vi- 
cars-goneral, who arc members ex officio. Without 
the sanction of a majority of this council, no 
law can be presented for the royal approbation. 
Tho house of keys, consisting of 24 principal 
landed proiirietors, who are reckoned represen- 
tatives of tho people, possesses powers legisla- 
tive and judicial. They are in ail cases the in- 
terpreters of the common law, whence, it is 
conjectured, they have tho name keys, to whom 
lies an appeal from tlio inferior law, and from 
whoso decision there lies no appeal but to the 
king in council. When acting separately, 13 
members must be present to give validity to 
their procedure. When a vacancy takes place, 
which can happen only in consequence of the 
death, the resignation, or the promoting of a 
member to an office which entitles him to a 
seat in the council, it is filled up by tho body 
themselves, who, by plurality of votes, nominate 
two persons of suitable years and the necessary 
ailjUnct of property, whom they present to tho 
governor, who takes which pleases him best, 
and that one is a key for life. They elect their 
own speaker, who, approved by tho governor, 
also takes his seat for life. The governor may 
assemble the house when he pleases, and he may 
accept or reject offers of resignation as he sees 
meet. The three estates, the governor, the 
council, and the keys, may enact, abolish, or 
revive all insular laws, but they must be con- 
firmed by the king^'- proclaimed in tho Manks 
and English language firom the Tynwald-hill to 
the whole people of the island if they choose to 
be present, and there signed by the governor, or 
in his absence by bis lieutenant, by the council, 
and by the house of keys. The site of this 
ceremony is an artificial ..mount, evidently 
Ujrown up for the pun)08ej about thee miles 


from the town of Peel. Its height is about jg 
feet, having terraces all around it, the summit 
being reached by a flight of steps cut in tho turf 
upon tho west side. On the day of tho court, 
the governor, or his deputy, is seated on a chair 
on the summit of the mount, placed under a 
canopy, while the deemsters, and other mem- 
bers of the council, with the house of keys, oc- 
cupy in order the terraces beneath him, the 
surrounding area being occupied by the tmople. 
A court of this sort is held annually in the month 
of July, when various officers are chosen fur 
the succeeding year. Besides tho deemsters 
courts and those of the high bailiffs, the for- 
mer for matters of the higlicst importance, the 
latter embracing actions for the smallest sums, 
there is a court of chancery, a court of common 
law, a court of general gaol delivery twice in 
the year, a court of admiralty, and the ecclesi- 
astical courts. Manksmen alone are allowed to 
practise as agents in the law courts. No native 
can be arrested fur debt except he is about to 
leave the island, and has obtained the gover- 
nor’s pass to that effect, in which case he may 
not only be arrested, but his effects may bo 
taken possession of by tho constable till he give 
security for his personal appearance. Distilla- 
tion is prohibited in the island. Exciseable ar- 
ticles can only be imported by special license, 
and these licenses are restricted to the port of 
Douglas. The public roads are kept in rciiuir 
by a tax on retailers of ale and spirituous liquors, 
on land, horses and dogs, and by certain fines 
which are appropriated to that purpose. The 
gross revenue, in 1829, was Ji;21,l43 Ss. 7^d. 
Pop., in 1821, 40,081. 

MANACCAN, a parish in the E. division of 
the hundred of Kerrier, co. of Cornwall. Liv- 
ing, a discharged vicarage in tho archd. of 
Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, ratetl at 1 6s. 

Ojd. Church ded. to St Menacus and St Dun- 
stan. Patron, the bishop of Exeter. The 
small port of Helford is in this parish, and at 
Trcgonnel are the ruins of a chapel. The 
newly discovered mineral substance, titaniumj is 
found here. Distance from Falmouth, 6^ m. 
S.S.W. Pop., in 1801, 489j in 1831, 654. 
A. P., ^£2,711. 

MANACHLOGDDU, a parish in the hun- 
dred of Cemaes, co. of Pembroke, South Wales. 
Living, a curacy, not in charge, in the archd. 
and dio. of St David's, rated at ;£d, returned at 
£IQ3 1 Is. 1 Id. Patron, Lord Milford. Pop., 
in 1801, 852; in 1831, 447. A. P., ^‘895. 

MANAFON, a parish in the hundred of 
Newton, co. of Montgomery, North Wales. 
Living, a rectory in the archd. arid dio. of St 
Asaph, rated at A*8 IBs. 4d. Patron, the 
bishop of St Asaph. There is here a small 
bequest for the e<lucation of the poor. Dis- 
tance from Llanfair, 3 m. S. Pop., in 1801, 
326; in 1831, 776. A. P., £2,934. 

MANATON, a parish in the hundred of 
Teignbridge, co. of Devon. I.iving, a rectory 
in the archd. of Totness and dio. of Exeter, 
rated at £13 Pis. 8jd. Church ded. to St 
Winifred. Patron, in 1829, the Rev. W. Car- 
withen. There is in this parish a curious inclo- 
sure of loose stones, containing about three 
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acres of land^. which hai[*\>uzzlcd antiquarians 
not a little, some supposing it to bo a work of 
the Druids, others, that it is only an old stan- 
nary court. Distance from Chcdlcy, 8i m. 
W.N.W. Pop., in 1801, 348; in 1831, 433. 
A. Pm ^t‘1,637. 

MANBY, a parish in the Marsh division of 
the hundred of Louth-Eske, parts of Lindsey, 
CO. of Lincoln. Living, a discharged rectory in 
the archd. and dio. of Lincoln, rated at ^11 
10s. 2d. Church ded. to St Mary. Patron, in 
1829, Mrs Wray. Hero is a place of worship 
for Wesleyan Methodists. Distance from Louth, 
3^ m. E.S.E. Pop., in 1801, 144; in 1831, 
207. A. P., i- 1,719. 

MANBY, a hamlet in the parish of Brough- 
ton, CO. of Lincoln. Distance from Glanford- 
bridge, 5 m. W.N.W. Returns included in 
tliose of the parish. 

MANCETTER, a parish in Atherstone divi- 
sion of the hundred of Hemlingford, co. of War- 
wick. Living, a vicarage in the archd. of Co- 
ventry and dio. of Lichiield and Coventry, rated 
at ^’10 13s. 4d. The church — occupying an 
eminence supposed to have been a Roman 
cami) — is dedicated to St Peter. Patron, the 
Rev. Benjamin Richings. The river Anker and 
tile Coventry canal pass both through this pa- 
rish. Hero are stone quarries s:iid to be the 
most extensive in the kingdom, with some very 
[)roductive mines of manganese of superior qua- 
lity. In the village of Mancetter is an hospital, 
endowed with a bequest of i;2000 by James 
Gramer in 1724, for six poor men, each of 
whom receive six shillings per week. There are 
in the parish three endowed schools. Distance 
from London, 103 m. N.N.W. Pop., in 1801, 
including the market-town of Atherstone, with 
the hamlets of llartshill and Oldbury, 3345 ; in 
1831, 3200. A. P., Jei4,378. 

MANCHESTER, 

A noble commercial, and manufacturing town 
and parish, in the hundred of Salford, co.-i)ala- 
(inc of Lancaster. The parish of Manchester is 
1 1 miles long from N. to S., and 10 in breadth 
from E. to W. Its superficial extent is 34,507 
acres. The S. and S. W. parts of the parish are 
chiefly inhabited by agriculturists and gentry ; 
the N. by calico-printers, dyers, and spinners ; 
thoN.E. by silk and cotton weavers ; and the 
E. and S.E. by hatters, power-loom weavers, 
and coal miners. The town of Manchester oc- 
cupies the N. W. side of the parish, and may be 
said to consist of two towns, viz. Manchester and 
Salford, to which the subordinate townships of 
Ardwick, Bradford, Beswick, Broughton, Chee- 
tham, Chorlton-upon-Medlock, Hulme, New- 
ton, Harpurhey, and Pendleton, are adjoining 
environs. 

Eccleauutical Affiiira.] — The principal, and, 
for a considerable period of time, the only 
church to this now overgrown parish, was 
founded and endowed as a collegiate institution 
to the honour of the blessed Virgin Mary, St 
George, and St Denis, by Thomas de la Ware, 
clerk and curate of the parish, in consequence 
of his having succeeded to the honours and 


the estates of liis family, by the death of his 
brother, John, Lord de la Ware, in the 9th of 
Henry V. It was rebuilt in the reign of Henry 
VIL, and still reimains a noble specimen ^f the 
decorated style of Gothic archiU^cturo. It was 
suppressed at the general dissolution, when its 
revenues amounted to ^226 Pis. 3d., but re- 
established under Queen Elizabeth, under the 
designation of the^rden and fellows of Christ's 
college, Manchester. Charles I., in 1635, 
granted them a new' charter, with rules of go- 
vernment drawn up by Archbishop Laud. By 
this charter the management is vested in a w'ar- 
den, to be appointed by the crown, who must bo 
a bachelor in divinity, or of canon and civil 
laws, and in four fellows, who must be masters 
of arts, or bachelors of law's. It also provides 
for the appointment of a sub-w'arden, treasurer, 
collector, registrar, a master of the choir, or- 
ganist, four singing men, cither clerks or lay- 
men, and four boys skilled in music, to Ijo cho- 
sen by the w'arden and fellows ; and ordains that 
there shall be continually in the college two 
chaplains,'^' or vicars, of the degree of bachelors 
of arts, and tw'o clerks to administer the sacra- 
ments, visit the sick, and perform other religi- 
ous offices. During the commonwealth it was 
dissolved by an act of parliament, but was re- 
vived at the restoration under the above-men- 
tioned charter. — Trinity church, at Salford, was 
founded and endowed in 1(533, by Humphrey 
Booth, Es(|. It has been rebuilt in the Grecian 
style of architecture, in the Doric order. It is 
a curacy. Patron, of late. Sir Robert Gore 
Booth, Bart. — St Ann’s, St Ann’s-square, was 
founded in 1709, under the auspices of Lady 
Ann Bland. It is a spacious structure, in the 
Grecian stylo of architccturo, in the Corinthian 
order. Living, a rectory, not in charge. Pa- 
tron, the bishop of Chester. — St Mary’s, be- 
tween Dcan’s-gato and the Irwell, erected in 
1736 by the warden and fellows of Christ’s col- 
lege, Manchester, under the authority of aih 
act of parliament, is a handsome structure also 
in the Grecian style, and in theiDoric order, 
with a lofty tower and spire 186 feet^in height. 
Living, a rectory not in charge. Patrons, the 
wardens and fellows of Christ’s college, Man- 
chester. — St Paul’s, a neat brick building, was 
erected in 1763. Living, a curacy. Patrons, 
the warden and fellows of the college. — St 
John’s, Byrom-street, built in 1 769 by Edward 
Byrom, Esq., under the authority of an act of 
parliament, is in the decorated Gothic style, 
with beautifully stained window’s, one of them 
brought from a convent in Rouen. It has vaults 
underneath, and is the property of the heirs of 
the founder. Living, a rectory, not in charge. 
Patrons — after two presentations — the warden 
and fellows of the college. — St James’s, a 
spacious brick building, erected in 1787 by the 
Rev. Cornelius Bayley, DdP, is a curacy. 
tron, the founder, with reversion to the warden 
and fellows of the college at the end of 60 years 
from its consecration.— St Michael’s, also a brick 
building, founded in T789 by the late Rev. 
Humphrey Owen, is a curacy. Patron, the heir 
of the founder, with reversion at the end of 60 
years the same as the preceding.— St Mark’s, 
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founded by the late Rev.. £. Ethelston, and, j 
in 1794, finished by his son, is a curacy. Pa- j 
tronago with the heirs of the founder, with re- j 
version at the end of 60 years, the same as the ' 
two preceding. — St Peter’s, erected by ' sub- ] 
scription, and consecrated in 1794, is in the 
Grecian style of architecture, having a stately 
tower and a noble portico of the Doric order. 
The altdr-piecc is embellistfed with the descent 
from the cross, by Annibal Caracci. Living, a 
curacy. Patronage with the trustees, with re- 
version after 60 years, the same as the three 
preceding. — St Stephen’s, Salford, a neat brick 
building ornamented with stone, was founded 
in 1 794 by the Rev. N. M. Check. Living, a 
curacy. Patronage the same as the four pre- 
ceding. — St George’s, a largo brick building, 
opened for divine service in 1798, consecrated 
in 1818, when it was purcluised by subscription. 
Living, a curacy. Patron, the bishop of Ches- 
ter. — All Saints, in the centre of Grosvenor- 
square, an elegant structure in the Grecian 
style of architecture, was built at an expense 
of ;£ 14,000, by the Rev. Charles Burton, LL. B. 
Living, a curacy. Patronage in the hands of 
the founder, with reversion to the warden and 
fellows of Christ’s college, Manchester. — St 
Matthew’s, Castlcfield, an elegant structure in 
the decorated Gothic style, was built in 1823 
by grant from the parliamentary commissioners 
of ^'11,917. Living, a curacy. Patrons, the 
wardens and fellows of Christ college, Manches- 
ter. — St Pliilip’s, Salford, in the Grecian style 
of architecture, with a tower and portico in 
the Ionic order, was erected in 1825 by 
grant from the parliamentary commissioners of 
^13,423 58. Living, a curacy. Patrons, the 
warden and fellows of Christ college, Manches- 
ter. — St George’s, Hulme, a beautiful structure 
in the decorated Gothic style, was erected in 
1828 by grant from the parliamentary commis- 
sioners of Jb'14,416 19s. 5d. — Of still more ro- 
dent erection is that of St Andrew, Travis-street, 
erected by grant from the parliamentary com- 
missioners ^ j 69,900. — The chapel of St Tho- 
mas, at Arawick, a neat brick building, was 
consecrated in 1741. Living, a curacy, in the 
patronage of the warden and fellows of the col- 
lege. — St Clement’s, Lever-street, erected in 
179<^ and St Luke’s, Bedford-street, erected 
1804, are open for divine service, according to the 
liturgy of the church of England, but have not 
been consecrated. Besides the above, there are 
hero six Baptist meeting-houses, one for the 
Society of Friends, five for Independents, one 
for Welsh Independents, and one for Indepen- 
dent Methodists, two for Methodists of the New 
.Connexion, one for Primitive, one for Tent, 1 1 
for Wesleyan, and two for Welsh Methodists, 
two for Presbyterians, two for Swedenborgians, 
three for Unitarian four for Roman Catho- 
lics, and a 8ynago|||| of Jews. Of these meet- 
ing-houses, some are built in a most expensive 
style, and are highly decorated, particularly 
that of St Augustine, belonging to the Catho- 
lics, which cost upwards of 10,000, and hM 
school rooms under it capable of accommodating 
1200 children. That belonging to the Friends 
hgi a much admired Ionic por&o, copied from 


that of the temple df Ceres on the Byssus, the 
expense of the whole building being upwards of 
4:12,000. The parish is comprised in 10 cha- 
pelrics and 20 townships. 

llistnry .’\ — The parish of Manchester was a 
wild unfrequented ' woodland, according to 
Whitaker, 600 B. C. Agricola, the Roman 
general, conquered Manchester, A. D. 76, when 
four minor forts were erected in the Roman 
Mancunium, A regular town is supposed to 
have been planned and formed here in the years 
80, 81, and 62. Manchester was styled a city, 
and named Manceuiotiy by the Saxons, about 
A. D. 921 ; and Salford is described as a Saxon 
manor and royal possession, giving name to the 
hundred in A. D. 931. Kandulph do Blunde- 
ville, earl of Chester, on behalf of the king, 
granted a charter, making Salford a free or cor- 
porate borough in 1230. Thomas do Grcsiey, 
the sixth baron, took a survey of his manor of 
Manchester in 1 294, and granted a lil)eral charter 
to his townsmen in 1301. Willistm West, the 
eleventh baron, having dilfered with the bur- 
gesses in 1579, sold the manor oil the 15th of 
May, 1579, to John Lacyo, of London, cloth- 
worker, for 4,‘dOOO; on the 23d of Marcli, 
1696, the manor was re-sold by I-acye to Sir 
Nicholas Mosley, knight, of Hough End Hall, 
in Withington, for A‘35001 Tho manor has 
ever since this period been in the Mosley family, 
the present lord being Sir Oswald Mosley, Bart., 
M. P., of Rolleston, Stafibrdshiro. In 1808 an 
attempt was made on the part of the town to 
purchase the manor, but it failed, owing to a 
difference in tho price, 4:70,000 being the sum 
offered, and ^90,000 tho sum asked. Man- 
chester took part in the dispute betwixt Charles 
and his parliament in 1642. At first Sir Cecil 
Trafford supplied the inhabitants with arms for 
tho uso of the king, but alter iietitioning his 
migesty to restore peace, they took the side of the 
parliament, and got tho county militia to garri- 
son the town. Preparations being made for a 
general siege, it commenced on the 2dth of 
September, 1642, and terminated on the SOth 
of September, with considerahle loss to the roy- 
alists, who retreated under tho command of the 
earl of Derby. Sir Thomas Fairfax, the parlia- 
mentary general, stationed himself hero on tiio 
12th of January, 1643. Manchester returned a 
mcml^r to parliament, by order of Cromwell, 
in 1654; a second member was returned in 
1655, but the town lost its franchise by the re- 
storation. The Scottish rebels, under the com- 
mand of the Preiendery entered Manchester, 
and were joined by 800 men on tho 25th of 
November, 1746; they quitted Manchester on 
the Sd of December, but re-entered it on their 
retreat to the north on the 8th, and finally left 
the town the following day, after levying a con- 
tribution of J86000 on the inhabitants. .From 
this period the most interesting facts in the his- 
tory of Manchester are connected with the rise 
and phigress of its cotton manufactures. On 
the 18th of January, 1819, a great radical meet- 
ing took place here in St Peter’s Field. Another 
meeting took place in the same Field on the 
16th of August 1819, which was attended bf 
60,000 people, who were dispersed by the yeo- 
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n ipn ry caTilry corpi,— 'M^Huiit.and leveral of 
lh 0 speakers were taken tQ prison, and 8 per- 
lons killed and 600 wounded by the yeomanry. 
Since this event, the most remarkable incident 
in the history of Manchester was the opening of 
the great railway, to be afterwards noticed. 

General Deecriplum,^ — Manchester is situa- 
ted on the S.E. bank of the Irwell, where that 
river is joined by the Irk and the Medlock, 
over the former of which it has seven bridges, 
BIX of them low, and apt to be flooded when the 
rains are heavy, the seventh a lofty structure of 
three arches, connecting a new line of road 
from the extremity of Miller-street with what 
was at one time called Strangcways-park, and 
forming a splendid entrance into the town; 
over the latter it has nine in various parts of the 
town. Salford stands on the N. W. liank of the 
Irwell, connected by 7 bridges with Manches- 
ter, of which it forms an integral part Of 
these bridges the most ancient, which had ex- 
isted from time immemorial, was rebuilt in the 
reign of Edward III. Over the Shooter's-hrook 
there are a number of smaller bridges, and over 
the numerous branches of canals that intersect 
the town, not less than 80. It is about two 
miles in length, and a mile and a half in breadth, 
and has upwards of 600 streets, which are 
paved and lighted w'ith gas, under the direction 
of 240 commissioners, who form a body corpo- 
rate, having a common seal. The inhaliitanta 
are supplied with water by the Manchester and 
Salford water company, established by act of 
parliament in 1809. The older parts of the 
town are crowded, the houses mean, and the 
streets narrow. Great improvements, however, 
of late years have been made even in these 
places, and the more modern streets are spaci- 
ous, airy, and well-built. At the same time it 
is evident, that elegance of })lan and symmetry 
of ))art8 are far less the objects of attention than 
' convcniency for carrying on an extended com- 
merce, and the accommodations necessary for 
extending manufactures. Warehouses of im- 
mense extent, cotton mills, and weaving fac- 
tories, &c. &c., have consequently been set down 
in those places of the town that were formerly 
occupied by the best and most agreeable dwell- 
ing houses, and in all directions it is crowded 
with numerous cottages for the families of those 
who are employed in the various public works. 
The environs are in many parts pleasingly diver- 
sifled, and in the immediate neighbourhood are 
diflerent ranges of flne building, with numerous 
villas, displaying both wealth and elegance in a 
high degree. Among these we may specify 
Ardwick-green and Salford-crescent, the for- 
mer having a fine sheet of water in the centre, 
surrounded with highly respectable mansions, 

* the latter commanding a beautiful view of the 
Irwell, with the fertile vales on its opposite, 
sheltered by gently rising hills. Below this, on 
the bank of the same river, are several tiers of 
fine houses,, rising successively above one 
another, flrom the margin of the stream, with 
the most pleasing dflfect. Wliat is called Gib- 
raltar on the Irk, likewise presents a cluster of 
ootiages of the most pleasing and picturesque 
character.

Pulblie ^f(^ti^s.]^The public buildings ap- 
propriated to the purposes of commerce, the 
administration of the laws, the diflhsion of 
, science, and the encouragement of the arts, are 
I numerous, and, in gener^, adapted to the pur- 
poses for which tliey were erected, though, 
perhaps, a stranger may think them in some 
instances scarcely equal to what might have been 
expected from such, a wealthy and expensively 
trading and manufacturing community. The 
town-hall is a noble edifice, erected at an ex- 
liense of £40,000, after a design copied from 
the temple of Erecthous at Athens, having a 
beautiful tower and dome in the centre, in imi- 
tation of the tower of Andronicus, called the 
temple of the winds. The principal entry is by 
a magnificent colonnade with a rich entablature, 
in front of which arc beautifully sculptured va* 
rious representations of the town of Manchester, 
with emblems of trade and commerce. Besides 
apartments for transacting the public business 
of the- town, the building contains on the prin- 
cipal floor a splendid public room 132 feet long, 
43 feet 8 inches broad, and 51^ feet in height, 
to the centre of the princi))al dome. Two 
ranges of beautiful Ionic columns divide this 
capacious apartment into three parts, and they 
are so disposed, tliat each part may be made a 
separate room at pleasure. — The town-hall of 
Salford, Chapel-street, is also a handsome struc- 
ture, having a noble portico in the Doric style, 
copied after that of the temple of Theseus, sup- 
porting a triangular pediment. In the under 
part it affords on area for the use of the mar- 
kets, in the upper a largo court-room, an ele- 
gant suit of assembly-rooms, &c. It was creel- 
ed at an expense of £10,000. — Chorlton-row 
town-hail, dispensary, and constable's dwdling- 
house, connected in one building, forms an 
edifice of a highly imposing appearance. It 
was erected at an eximnse of £4,600.^ — The 
New Bailey, or house of correction, Stanley- 
stroet, Salford, has accommodation for 926 pri- 
soners, and is seldom occupied by fewer than 
500. The discipline observed in this prison 
seems to be excellent, calculated to reclaim the 
guilty, and to afford them the Ihcans of subsist- 
ing themselves after they are discharged, a most 
material circumstance, which in almost every 
coercive system has been totally overlooked. 
Those who have learned any trade, are, during 
their confinement, kept regularly to it, receiv- 
ing at their dismissal a largo share of what they 
have earned, and those who have learned nOiie^ 
are taught one by which tbey may afterwards in 
the exercise of industry lead honest lives.— ‘The 
Manchester exchange, though demanding little 
notice as a piece of architecture, is most con- 
veniently fitted up as a place of resort for iilietw 
chants, manufacturers, and men of bnsinow.— 
The Portico, which contains a library, a read- 
ing-room, a committee-room, &c. &c., er^ted 
in 1806 by ■ subscription, at an expense of 
£7000, is a handsome edifice, built of Ruik 
com stone, in the Ionic prder.-^llie Royal In- 
stitution, from a design by hir Barry pf . Lon- 
don, forms a splendid addition to (he architec- 
tural ornaments of the town. The principal 
elevation, fronting Moslby-stfbet, has a noble 
2a 
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portico of six lofty Ionic columns, supporting 
a rich entablature and pediment iA the centre, 
on each side of which are columns and pilasters 
connecting it with the wings. Above the doors 
and windows are bas-reliefs, symbolical of the 
design of the institution. The centre of the 
building comprises the hall and the theatre — 
the one wing is appropriated as an academy of 
the fine arts with exhibition-rooms — ^the other 
as a museum of natural history. The cost of 
tlie whole is calculated at ^50,000. — ^In Hulme 
township are horse-barracks, capable of accom- 
m'oAating a squadron of dragoons; and the foot- 
barracks, Rogent’s-road, Salford, are calculated 
for the recejjtion of 1000 men. — In York- 
buildings, and Chapel-street, Salford, are the 
cloth-halls, or public-marts, for the sale of 
Yorkshire cloth ; and in Hanging-ditch is the 
corn-exchange, neither of them entitled to par- 
ticular description. A neat theatre has been 
lately erected at an expense of .£ld,000, which 
is occasionally occupied by respectable perform- 
ers. Concerts are performed regularly at set 
times through the season. 

MxrAets.] — The public markets are numer- 
ous, and the market days are Tuesday, (princi- 
pally appropriated to the sale of merchandiso 
brought in carts and waggons from the diifcrent 
factories,) Wednesday, Thursday, and Satur- 
day. The principal market-places are the Now 
Shambles at the end of Bridge-street, for but- 
cher meat; Long-millgato and Shude-hill for 
fruit ; Smithfield-market, Shude-hill, fur varie- 
ty of provisions, except on Wednesdays, when it 
is appropriated to the sale of cattle. In the 
London-road are markets for butcher-meat, 
fruit, and vegetables ; there is also a market in 
Brown-street. In Smithy-door are the poultry, 
ogg> xnd butter markets, chiefly on Saturdays. 
The fish market, which is at all times abundant- 
ly supplied, is in the Old Market-place. Sab 
ford has a general market-place beneath the 
Town-hall. Races have been run annually here 
in Whitsun-week for upwards of a century, on 
a course prepared on Kersal-moor ; and there 
are fairs on Whitsun-Munday, Easter-Monday, 
October 1st, and November 17th, and one for 
cattle every alternate Wednesday. 

Goeemment.] — Having no corporation nor 
any separate jurisdiction, the town is governed 
by a boroughreevo and two constables, courts 
leet and baron being held under the authority 
of the lord of the manor. Courts leet take 
place at Easter and at Michaelmas. The bo- 
roughreeve and other officers are appointed an- 
nually at the latter. A court leet is held every 
tliird week for the recovery of small debts, and 
a court of requests for the whole parish of Man- 
chester holds its session every Wednesday for 
the some purpose. Salford is governed by a 
boroughreevo and 120 burgesses, who were in- 
corporated on the 1 8th of March, 1 830. Chorl- 
ton is also governed by a popularly choson 
body of police. A court is also held at Sal- 
ford every third Thursday under the authority 
of the earl of SoRon as steward of the hundred, 
and the county court holds here a session once 
a month. By the new reform act Manchester is 
a borough, and sends two members to parlia- 


ment. The ^eral tenroships of Cliorlton-Row 
Ardwick, Beswick, -Hfilme, Cheetham, Brad’ 
ford, Newton, and Harper-Hey, are included 
within the boundaries of the new borough. The 
total number of electors is about 12,700. The 
boroughreevo for the time being is the return- 
ing officer. Salford returns one representative 
independent of Manchester. For the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice a stipendiary mogia- 
trate is appointed by government, with a salary 
of ^1,000 pr year. He is always a barrister, 
and sits daily, Sabbath excepted, in the court 
room of the New-Bailey for the despatch of 
business, being usually assisted by some of the 
county magistrates. The quarter sessions arc 
held before a barrister, who is in the commission 
of the peace, and acts as chairman of the bench 
of justices. He has a salary of i;800 per an- 
num. The imliee commissioners of Manchester 
expend about i;24,000 annually in their de- 
partment. 

Literary and Scietdific Institutions ,"] — Among 
institutions for promoting literature and science 
those of Manchester hold a distinguished place. 
The literary and philosophical society, founded 
hero 1781, was one of the earliest provincial 
associations of the kind formed in tho kingiloin, 
and has given to the world its transactions in a 
number of highly valued volumes. It consists 
of ordinary, honorary, and corresponding mem- 
bers; 2s. is paid on admission, and ^*1 Is. 
per annum is ro()uired to continue the member- 
ship. Tho agricultural society, also one of the 
oldest in tho kingdom, was instituted 1 767. It 
embraces a distance of 30 miles round Man- 
chester, and gives annual premiums for useful 
discoveries, for superior specimens in tho vege- 
table and animal kingdoms, to cottagers, who, 
by their own industry, bring up families inde- 
pendent of parochial assistance, and to farm 
servants who have continued for the greatest 
length of time in one situation and with unble- 
mished reputation. Here arc besides, the Phi- 
lological society, instituted 1803, consisting of 
30 resident and 50 corresponding members; 
the society for promoting the study of natural 
history, to which belongs a valuable museum ; 
the Floral and Horticultural society; and the 
Royal Manchester institution, chiefly for tho en- 
couragement of tho fine arts, under the direc- 
tion of a president, 12 vice-presidents, and a 
committee chosen from a bc^y of nearly 700 
hereditary and life governors, of whom tho for- 
mer are contributors of forty and the latter of 
twenty-five guineas each. 

Manufacture8,]’^The distinguishing charac- 
teristics, however, of Manchester are its various 
and excellent manufactures, which are carried 
on to an almost incredible extent. So early as 
1352 the town had acquired groat celebrity 
from a kind of woollen cloth which went by tlio 
name of Manchester cottons. In the reign of 
Charles I., considerable progress bad been made 
here in the linen and cotton trade. In the * Trea- 
sure of Traffic,’ a work upon trade and manu- 
factures, published 1641, linen yarn is stated to- 
have been at that time purchas^ by the manu- 
. facturers of Manchester from Ireland, and cot-. 
I ton wool from London, the goods made fronB 
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which were returned to the same places for sale. 
A liundr^ years later** the manufacturers had 
•gents employed' in diiTerent parts of the coun- 
try to procure supplies of raw cotton, which was | 
spun upon the spindle and distaff in the cottag- | 
^ of the workmen, and woven up into fustians, i 
thicksets, dimities, and jeans, to which were 
subsequently added cotton velvets, velveteens, 
and strong fancy cords. These goods, which 
were of the most excellent quality, and for 
some time intended only for home consumption, 
soon found their way into the markets of con- 
tinental Europe and America, whero tho de- 
mand was such as, from the w’ant of yarn espe- 
cially, the merchants and manufacturers found 
it impossible to supply. In consoqiience of the 
great demand for cloth, a Mr John Kay here 
invented the fly-shuttle, by the aid of which the 
weaver was at once enabled to double the quan- 
tity of cloth in length, and at the same time in 
breadth if ho chose so to do. The same Mr 
Kay, in conjunction with Mr Thomas Highs, 
shortly after invented the spinning-jenny, the 
)) 0 wer 8 of which were grcAtly increased by the 
improvements of Mr Hargreaves, whose success 
having alarmed the liberal and enlightened 
working classes, they destroyed his machinery, 
and compelled him to retreat to Nottingham, 
where ho is said to have died in great indigence. 
The spirit of improvement is sometimes easily 
damped, but at this period proved irrepressible. 
Macfiines of greater power were constructed by 
Arkwright, Crompton, Watt, &c., by which the 
quantity of goods manufactured was increased 
thirty-fold. In 1781 the quantity of cotton 
wool imported was 5,198,778 pounds, in 1800 
it was 56,010,732 pounds; in 1828 it amount- 
ed to 227,760,642 pounds. In 1817 the value 
of cotton goods exported from Manchester was 
^'17,665,378, in 1880, £37,269,895. Not less 
than four-fitiths of the entire cotton trade of tho 
kingdom is supposed to centre in Lancashire, and 
the capital sunk in buildings and machinery ex- 
clusively appropriated to the manufacture of cot- 
ton, is c^culated at upwards of eight millions ster- 
ling. In 1825 there were in the i)arish of Man- 
chester upwards of 20,000 steam looms at work, 
and since that period they have liccn consider- 
ably increased. In the town and its immediate 
vicinity there are not less than 114 factories, 
worked by 114 steam engines of tho aggregate 
power of 3981 horses. These factories, in se- 
veral of which the whole process, from the raw 
material to the finished piece of cloth, is carried 
on, are immense ranges of building from six to 
eight stories in height, employing from 1800 to 
2000 persons each. In the diflerent factories 
of this description the number of hands employ- ! 
ed cannot bo less than 80,000. Nor are the 
manufactures of this town confined to those of 
cotton. The woollen, linen, and silk manufac- 
tures, tho latter especially, are carried on to a 
great extent, and are in a very thriving condi- 
tion. Subsidiary to these staple manufactures, 
there are many extensive and profitable branch- 
es of industry carried on here, such as bleach- 
ing, calico-printing, glazing, engraving, engine 
and machine making, dyeing, with the prepara- 
tion of the various liquors, oils, and acids, re- 


quired in the difiVurent processes of bleaching, 
printing, and dyeing, to which the goods must 
be subjected before they are ready for the mar- 
ket. Hat making, paper making, pin making, 
rope and twine maJeing, brass founding, iron 
founding, brewing, tec. are all carried on to a 
very largo extent. For the purchase of these 
multifarious manufactures agents are here es- 
tablished for foreign merchants firom almost all 
countries, who select upon tho spot each the 
articles suitable for his purposes, from the ma- 
nufactures of the district which are centred 
here in one common depot. By tho Mersey 
and Irwcll navigation, Manchester has long en- 
joyed an easy communication with the phrt of 
Liverpool, whence its manufaelures have been 
exported to every quarter of the globe. 

Railway — This facility of communication 
has been greatly augmented by the complotion 
of an iron railw'ay, adapted to tho use of steam 
carriages, for the conveyance of goods and pas- 
sengers, at a rate of speed that hut a few years 
ago would have been tliought too much for tho 
pages of a romanced This splendid undertak- 
ing was coini)leted in 1 830, at an expense pf up- 
wards of £800,000, subscribed in shares of 
£100 each. The first load of merchandise 
passod along' this road, which is 81 miles in 
length, December 4th, ISilO. It consisted of 
200 barrels of flour, 63 sacks of oat-meal, 84 
sacks of malt, and 186 bags of cotton, stowed in 
1 8 waggons, dragged by tlie Planet locomotive 
engine, the total weight being 86 tons, and the 
time occupied in the journey 2 hours and 54 
minutes, including three stoppages of 5 minutes 
each. A scheme for connecting Manchester 
with Shcfiield, by means of a railway, was 
abandoned in April, 1832. It is proposed to 
form railways to Leeds and several other places. 
By tho numerous canals connected with the Ir- 
well and Mersey an easy communication is kept 
up with Bristol and London, as well as with all 
the intermediate places of importance. 

A’cAwfe.] — For the purposes of education 
there are here — tho free grammar school, found- 
ed in the reign of Henry VIH. by Hugh Old- 
ham, bishop of Exeter, and by him endowed 
with houses, tenements, corn mills, and lands, 
now producing upwrards of £4,000 per annum. 
— The Bluc-coat-hos))ital school, connected 
with tho hospital of that name and with the 
Cheetham library, founded 1658, and endowed 
by Humphrey Cheetham, Esq. of Clayton-hall. 
— The ladies’ Jubilee school, establish^ to com- 
memorate tho fiftieth anniversary of tho reign 
of George III. — Two national schools, one at 
Manchester and one in Salford. — The Lancas- 
terian school, and the Sabbath schools belong- 
ing to the diflerent congregations of the town, 
the scholars attending which are supposed to be 
about 80,000. The number of scholars attend- 
ing the first of these schools is from 150 to 200, 
who receive the classical part of their education 
gratuitously, but pay for all the other parts of 
it. To this school belong twelve exhibitions 
to either of the universities, value £40 per an- 
num each ; and, in turn with the schools of 
Hereford and Marlborough, an interest in six- 
teen scholarehips in Brazen-nose college. Ox- 
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ford, with an equal number in St John's college, 
Cambridge, value from j 618 to ^26 each. The 
second, the Blue-coat school, was originally in- 
tended for 40 boys to be educated, clothed, and 
apprenticed. From the increase of the iVinds 
the number has been augmented to 80. The 
ladies' Jubilee school^ supported by suljscription 
under the management of a committee of Imlics, 
maintains and educates 80 female orphans. To 
this school Miss Hall, one of the original pro- 
jectors, in 1828 bequeathed 11,000. The 
two national schools, founded 1812, and sup- 
ported by subscription, educate each 800 lioys 
and an equal number of girls. The Lancasterian 
school, founded 1813, and 8up|)orteil by sul)- 
scription, educates upwards of 1000 children of 
both sexes. To the above must be added the 
foundation of Mrs Ann Hindo for educating and 
clothing 28 children belonging to Manchester 
and 29 belonging to the township of Stretford. 
It was laid, 1723, by a bequest of lands, &c. 
now yielding ^200 per annum. St l^ul's 
charity school, erected 1777, for the instruction 
of poor children, has a dwelling house for the 
master, with a permanent income of £34 per 
annum. It has been for some time past sus- 
pended, whether wisely or not, we have not the 
means of deciding, for the avowed purpose of 
accumulation. Schools of medicine, surgery, 
and anatomy, were opened here in 1830. 

CliaritaUe — Of charitable insti- 

tutions there is here almost a superabundance. 
We can particularize only a very few. The 
Manchester royal infirmary, dispensary, lunatic 
hospital and asylum. — The fever hospital, Ay- 
ton-street. — The lying-in hospital, Stanley- 
street. — The lock hospital, Bond-street. — The 
female penitentiary, Rusholmo-road. — The 
strangers' friend society. — The Samaritan so- 
ciety. — The church clothing society. — The Sal- 
ford Dorcas society, &c. besides which there are 
for distribution in broad, clothes, money, and 
other necessaries, at the disposal of the borough- 
reeve, bequests to the amount of .£29393 per an- 
num. — Among eminent persons, natives of this 
parish, may be mentioned William Crabtree, the 
inventor of the micrometer, who was killed at 
the battle of Marston-Moor, 1644; John By- 
rom, the inventor of a well-known system of 
stenography, author of a still very popular song, 
and one of the original writers in the Spectator ; 
John Forriar, M.D. the illustrator of Sterne, &c. 
Thomas Faulkner, the traveller to whom the 
world is indebted for the first authentic account 
of Patagonia; and the Rev. John Whitaker, 
author of the history of Manchester. 

Manchester is situated in 2" 42^ W. long., and 
530 22^ N. lat. Distance from London, 1^ m. 
N.W.N. Pop., in 1801, returned under the 20 
townships and 10 chapelries which compose the 
parish, 110,938, of this number 70,409 be- 
longed to the township of Manchester ; in 1881, 
the population of the entire parish was 270,961 ;

Patron, the dean of 
Lincoln. Tlio very ancient town of Mansfield, 
which derives its name from the small river 
Maun« which has its source a little to the west- 
ward of it, is situated in the centre of the cele- 
brated forest of Sherwood, on the great road 
from London to Leeds. It is neaW well-built, 
and lighted with gas. It has of late years been 
much improved by the enlaigement of the mar- 
ket-place, and the removal of various encum- 
brances from the approaches to it. The principal 
buildings are the Moot-hall, erected 1752, by 
the countess of Oxford, and a neat, though 
small theatre. The former contains apartments 
I for the transacting of public business, with an 
j elegant assembly room. The town has an ex- 
tensive trade in malt, and considerable manu- 
factories of cotton, hosiery, and lace. It has 
also some iron founderies, and many architect- 
ural ornaments are cut from a fine fVee-stone 
quarry in the neighbourhood and sent to distant 
places. A double railway from the town to 
Pinxton on the Cromford canal, a distance of 7 
miles, has been of vast advantage to its trade, 
and to the general comfort of the inhabitants, 
having reduced the price of coals nearly one- 
third. A charter was obtained from Henry III. 
fur holding here a market on Monday, with a 
privilege which the townsmen still enjoy, of 
cutting timber for the repair of houses and Wood 
for fences out of the forest. Sherwood forest is 
famous in ballad lore as the scone of the exploits 
of * bold Robin Hood,* and we suppose there are 
few readers in the three kingdoms who have not 
some time in their lives enjoyed a hearty laugh 
with the * Miller of Mansfield.* Besides the es- 
tablished church, there are here places of wor- 
ship for general Baptists, the society of Friends, 
the IndeiJcndcnts, the Methodists — Primitive 
and Wesleyan, and the Unitarians. There is a 
free grammar school with a good endowment, 
and a free school for the clothing and educating 
36 iK>or boys. There are a numl^r of charitable 
beciuests by diflerent individuals, which it would 
be tedious to particularise. Robert Dodsley, the 
author of the once singularly popular work, the 
Economy of Human Life, who, from a humble 
footman raised himself to great opulence and 
the highest respectability as a bookseller, was a 
native of this place. Distance from Notting- 
ham, 14 m.

The town is plea- 
santly situated on the declivities of two hills 
and along the valley below. The streets are in 
general well paved, clean, and lighted with 
gas. Originally it was a poor insignificant fish- 
ing village, called St John’s, consisting of one 
scattered and irregular street, which now forms 
Uio High-street, or the Mergate, i. e. the gate 
to the sea, whence the name Margate. Possess- 
ing a fine sandy Ixsach, the water pf the bay be- 
ing remarkable at all times for its transparency, 
and an atmosphere pure and salubrious, it hu 
become, for half a century l>ack, a princiiml 
bathing station. In consequence of this, the 
town has extended itself on all sides, and can 
now boast of many fine streets and squares of 
modern erection, while all the old ones have 
l>een subjected to numcrons alterations and re- 
pairs. Joined, as it were, to London, by that 
ready conveyance which is insured by numerous 
steam-boats, the crowds that visit it during the 
summer season from the metropolis are im- 
mense. In some of the late seasons they have 
amounted to nearly 100,000. In supplying the 
wants and administering to the luxury of these 
over-shiRing crowds, the ingenuity of the resi- 
dent population is called into constant action, 
and in providing the means of doing so, the 
whole trade of the place is comprehended. 
The old wooden pier, though it had at a recent 
period licen faced with stone, was, by a violent 
tempest in the month of January, 1808, nearly 
destroyed, as well as a considerable part of the 
lower part of the town, since^ which a new pier 
has been constructed at ah expense of £100,000. 
It is built of Whitby stone, forming a portjjMl 
of a polygon, 900 feet in length from £. to 
60 feet wide, where broadest, and 26 feet in 
height, with a parapet of 4 feet 6 inches. It is 
divided into two stages of building, the one 
raised 7 feet and a half above the other. The 
lower part forms the quay, the higher forms a 
fashionable lounge for the summer visitants, be- 
ing 18 feet in breadth, having a parapet on the 
side toward the sea, and an iron railing towards 
the land. It is protected by a canvas awning, 
brilliantly lighted with gas, and for the amuse- 
ment of thaso who frequent it, has an excellent 
band of music stationed within it. A difficulty 
having iHMin found in landing passengers from 
the steam-boats on the pier at low water, a 
wooden pier has been carried out into the sea, 
the length of 1120 feet, on which tho passen- 
gers are landed with ease and safety at the very 
lowest time of the tide. It is constructed en- 
tirely of English oak, and was erected at an 
expense of £8000. At low water this also 
2 B 
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forms ft most delightful promenade. Being ft 
meml)er of the port of Dover, the mayor of that 
town appoints one of the inhabitants to act as 
his deputy. Two local magistrates have of late 
years been added, and there is a court of re- 
quests held regularly for the -recovery of small 
debts. The market-days are Wednesday and 
Saturday. Thejre arc, besides the established 
church, places of worship for the Society of 
Friends, the Baptists, and the Roman Catholics. 
The national school affords gratuitous instruc- 
tion to nearly 500 children. The principal 
charitable institutions are Draper*s hospital for 
aged w'omen, founded in 1709, by Michael 
Vuukley, a member of the Society of Friends, 
and the sea-bathing infirmary, projected by Dr 
Lettsom, and established in 1792, under the 
patronage of George III. There are also a 
groat number of charitable bequests, which it 
would be tedious and unprofitable to particular- 
ize.

On tho 
north side of the street, a piazsa projecting in 
front of the houses, serves for a promenade in 
w'ot weather. Near the centre of the town 
stands the town-hall, or court-house, built over 
the market place, and divided into a council- 
chamber, a court room, and an assembly room. 
Malting, rope and sacking making, are carried 
on to some extent here, and toing one of the 
principal marts for the agricultural products of 
North Wiltshire, especially corn and cheese, a 
great deal of business is transacted at the week- 
ly markets, which are held on Wednesday and 
Saturday. Fairs are held .July 11th, August 
22d, and Nuvomtor 23d. The government is 
vested in a mayor, 2 justices, 12 aldermen, 24 
burgesses, a town-clerk, &c. It sends two 
memtors to parliament. Tho numlM>r of elec- 
tors is now 300, it was formerly only 10. A 
castle was built here soon after the conquest, 
the site of which is now occupied by that large 
house now the CJastle-inn. “A priory of the 
Sempringham order, dedicated to 8t Margaret,” 
was founded here in the reign of Kin^ John. 
Its revenues at the dissolution wore estimated at 
£38 lils. 2d. To the priory were annexed two 
hospitals — St John’s and St Thomas’s. Here 
was also a house of White friars. Besides the 
established churches, there are here places of 
worship for the Independents, the Wesleyan 
Methodists, and the Huntingtonians.

They are 
supposed to acquire their heat by passing througli 
a stratum of limestone, as it is only on a cer- 
tain level that they are obtained ; all the springs 
mot with, and there are many of them, cither 
above or below that level, being cold. The 
mineral impregnation of these waters is exceed- 
ingly slight, consisting chiefly of calcareous 
earth, held in solution by carbonic acid, and 
lx)ing lighter, they may ho presumed to he 
more pure than common water. They are used 
externally and internally, and arc supposed to 
be particularly eihcacious in those diseases 
termed glandular and nervous, for which medi- 
cal science has as yet found out no certain or 
effectual lemedy. Invalids have abundance of 
accommodation prepared for them. The ho- 
tels are excellent, and lodging houses are nu- 
merous and respectable. Here is a museum of 
minerals for tho curious in geology, an excel- 
lent library for such as are studious of books, 
and for tho admirers of external nature, excel- 
lent roads and line walks have been constructed 
through tho woods, and to all the eminences 
from which tho inimitable beauties of Matlock- 
dale can be seen to advantage. The Indepen- 
dents have hero a place of worshii>, and there 
is a free school for all the cliildrcn of tho pa- 
rish, endowed with about £4Si ])cr annum.

MERIONETHSHIRE, 

A county of North Wales, bounded on the north 
and north-east by tho counties of Carnarvon and 
Denbigh ; on tho oast, south-east, and south, by 
tho counties of Montgomery and Cardigan ; and 
on the west by the Irish sea. It forms an irre- 
gular triangle, having its apex to tho south, its 
extreme length being about 43 miles, and its 
extreme breadth 35. It has been calculated to 
contain 500,000 aferes, of which not more than 
50,000 are arable. The surface is broken and 
rugged, rising often into elevations, as in the 
Mowddwy and Cader Iris, of nearly 3000 feet 
above the level of the sea, and sinking into 
rugged dells and sequestered valleys of the most 
sublimo and picturesque character. Numerous 
torrents descend from the mountains, many of 
them very considerable streams ; but its princi- 
pal rivers are the Dyfi, the Glaslyn, the Drwrydh, 
the Avon, and the Deva, or Doe, one of tlie 
noblest British streams, which has its sourcei in 
this county. The rivers and the numerous 
lakes abound in fish, particularly the guiniad, 
salmoDy and trout. The air is sharp, especiaUy 
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on Che movnCains, and the loil thin and poor* 
but the inhabitants are generally healthy, and 
many of them live to a grelt age. The rural 
economy of the county is confin^ almost solely 
to the breeding of sheep and small homed cat- 
tle. The genuine Welsh pony — ^nearly extinct 
in every other part of the principality — is still 
bred here in its primitive beauty of form, and 
with all its native excellencies. Coarse cloths, 
kerseymeres, druggets, flannels, and stockings, 
aro made in various places, but the staple of the 
county is slate, vast quantities of which are ex- 
ported. Tho county is in the dio. of Bangor. 
It sends one member to parliament, is divided 
into 6 hundreds, comprising 37 parishes and 4 
market towns.

Wrought into ban, the iron is trans- 
l>orted to Pennarth the port of Cardiff, by the 
Glamor^shire canal and the adjacent railroad, 
whence it is sent to the home and foreign mar- 


kets. About a thousand tons are supposed to 
be forged weekly, with a consumption of an 
equal quantity of coals. The first dissenting 
congregation in Wales was formed in this parish, 
1620.

MIDDLESEX, 

An inland county, bounded by Hortfordshiro on 
tho N., by Surrey and Kent on the S., by Es- 
sex on tho E., and by Buckinghamshire on the 
W. In point of extent it is one of the smallest 
counties in England, being from E. to W. only 
about 23 miles in length, and in breadth from 
N. to S. about 17 miles. Tho whole county 
forms only a demesne to the metropolis, and is 
in a great measure occupied by splendid man- 
sions, commodious seats, and elegant villas, be- 
longing to noblemen, gentlemen, and opulent 
tradesmen, whoso ambition, whose business, or 
whose pleasures, connect them with that great 
end still rapidly growing city. A large portion 
of tho soil is taken up with tho innumerable 
roads which here meet ai in a common centre 
from all parts of the kingdom, and a large por- 
tion is laid out in pastures, gardens, &c., for the 
sustenance and the amusement of the immense 
population with which it is crowded. The soil, 
though a great part of it in the south side of 
the county especially seems to be alluvial, is not 
naturally fertile, consisting generally of sand 
and gravel ; by constant culture, however, and 
the application of the abundant manure fur- 
nished by the metropolis, the whole tract bor- 
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derlng on the Thames fib been converted Into 
rich gardens, fiuitful corn-flelds, verdant law'ns, 
and luxuriant postures. Towards the N. there 
are still extensive tracts of uncultivated land 
covered with furze and heath, some of them at 
no great distance from London. What are here* 
called hills, are only paltry elevations, not one 
of them rising more than 400 feet above the 
level of the sea. Of these elevations the prin- 
cipal are Harrow-hill, the hills of Hendon,- 
High wood, Barret, and Breckley, ono between 
Barret and Elstrec, with Highgate and Hamp- 
stead hills. — The principal rivers are the Lea, 
which forms the liuundary of the county on tho 
E., the Coin, which forms its boundary on the 
W., and tho Thames, which fonns its southern 
ljountla| 7 . To these wo may add the Cran and 
the Brent. By the Thames, and the rivers and 
canals connected with it, the county enjoys to 
a great extent the benefits of inland navigation^ 
and tho roads are cverywhero of the best de» 
scription. — Tho rural economy of the county 
may be ranged under tho heads of gardening ' 
anti grazing. Very little corn is grown, though, 
where it is grown, it is of excellent quality. 
In the gardens and nurseries are cultivated and 
reared all kinds of fruit and forest trees, many 
of them being transported to tho continent of 
Europe. Among the products of tlio kitchen- 
garden, beans and pease form conspicuous arti- 
cles. They are podded green and sent to the 
London-market. Tho object of the graziers 
hero being tho supplying of the London market, 
the county hasjio particular breed of cattle. 
Most of the cal^ are suckled for eight or ton 
W'eeks, when ttmy are sold to tho butcher. 
Early house lambs aro also reared for the Lon- 
don-inarket. Upwards of 8000 cows aro kept 
for supplying the metropolis with milk; they 
are generally of tho Holdcrness breed, of a 
large size, with short horns, celebrated for the 
quantity of their milR, though it is said to be 
deficient in quality. Upwards of 70,000 acres 
of rich meadow-land are appropriated to the' 
feeding of these cows and the making of hay, 
these meadows being mown onc^, iqpny of them 
tbreo times, every year. Few horses are bred 
in tho county, the farmers supplying themselves 
at the neighbouring fairs, or at the stables of the 
London dealers. The draught horses used by 
the brewers and distillers are of Flemish origin, 
and unequalled for strength and b^uty.— -■'niis 
county is in tho province of Canterbury and dio. 
of London, forming a deanery and an archdean- 
cry, and comyrises, exclusive of the cities of 
London and Westminster, 70 parishes. It is 
divided into six hundreds, has two cities, Lon- 
don and Westminster, and ‘seven market-towns. 

It sends two members to parliafhent besides tho 
metropolitan members.

About the beginning of last century, in 
consequence of tho quay being rebuilt, and 
the harbour cleared out, so os to admit vessels 
of great burden, tho trade of this port rose 
rapidly, and it had numerous vessels trading to 
Ireland, America, and the Mediterranean. 
Since that period it has declined. At present 
its connnerce is chiefly carried on coastwise ; 
its Rxiiorts lieing corn, malt, flour, and timber ; 
its imports, groceries from Bristol, coal anil 
culm from Swansea, Neath, and Newport, lime- 
stone from Wales, and live stock from Ireland. 
The market is on Wednesday; and thelW is 
a fair tho Wednesday in Whitsunweek. "Pos- 
sessing a fine sandy beach, with a neighhour- 
hooil remarkable for tho variety and the beauty 
of iu scenery, with great salubrity of climate, 
Minehcad has become a favourite watering- 
place, and a general res6rt of fashionable vale- 
tudinarians during the summer months. Former-^ 
ly it sent two members to parliament, but in 
the new reform hill is included among the dis- 
franchised horouglis.

MONMOUTHSHIRE, 

A maritime county, bounded on the north by 
Herefordshire, ^n the east by Gloucestershire, 
on the west by Glamorgan and Breconshire, 
and on the south-east and south by the Severn 
and the Bristol channel. Its extreme length 
is about 24 and its extreme breadth about 20 
miles,. comprising about 818,720 acres, of which 
100,000 are considered arable, 200,000 pasture, 
the remainder, including woodlands, being wild 
and perhaps iifeclaimable. 

Featuret.'] — The general aspect of the county 
is finely diversified. The mountain ridges are 
sterile and afford but a scanty subsistence to 
the fiocks which feed upon them, but the valleys 
andjUjtt slopes of the hills are richly chequered 
wit^Ririving woods, abundant pastures, and 
cultivated spots of exulterant fertility. In the 
hundreds of Wentllopg and Caldicott, sea-walls 
have been raised at an immense expense to keep 
out the sea at high tides, and in stormy weather. 
Some 41^ these walls are from 12 to 14 feet in 
•height,lalling back from the sea with a gradual 

« pe, the stone work in front being supported 
m large embankment of earth. In the level 
of Wentiloog, where they are not required to 
he so hi^^hey arc constructed solely of earth. 
Those ofHUdicott extend from that village 
nearly the'^^ole length to Godcliir,i. jand those 
^ extend nearly 8ixt||p miles. 

Tuese e^rehsive embankments are kept in re- 
pair by assessments upon the several proprietors 
in the respective levels, according to the value 
of the properties they possess, the whole being 
under the control of a court of sewers and sub- 
ject to the same laws and regulations as Romney 
Marsh in Kent. In these levels the land is 
divided by parallel ditches, in some of which 
the water is stagnant, while in others it runs off 
at el>b-tide through flood-gates into the sea. 
The general humidity of the western districts 
of the kingdom is particularly felt in this 
county, the great estuary of the Severn attract- 
ing the clouds that rise from the western ocean ; 
the rains along its shores on both sides are 
frequlMitly heavy and of long continuance. Of 
the general salubrity of the atmosphere, how- 
ever, the longevity of the inhabitants affords 
ain^|||famo||rtration. The principal rivers are 
thffjj^HKli Vb Wye, the Usk, the Rumney, the 
MatnMr, and the Ebwy. The ^vem ^ the 
time it touches this county — whioh it does at 
the angle where it receives the Wye— is a river 
of great magnitude, and in its progress, which is 
south-westerly, rapidly widens intb the Bristol 
channel. The Wye enters this edluity a little 
to the north-east of Monmouth, at Sshich place 


it receives the Munnow, and by a peculiarly 
winding course forming the boundary betweeu 
Monmouth and Gloucestershire, falls into tiro 
Severn below Chepstow. The (Jsk, whose scat- 
tered sources lie among the moui\Uins of Brc- 
con, enters this county at Llaff^uiiy, and 
flowing in a southerly direction nearly through 
the centre of the county, falls by a broad estu- 
ary into the Bristol channel. The valley through 
which this river flows is remarkable for its 
beauty, and the river itself, especially in floods, 
for its extreme impetuosity. The Rumney has 
its rise in the lower part of Breconshire, and 
forming the boundary between this county and 
Glamorganshim, falls into the Bristol chKnncl 
below the village of Rumney. Tlie Miihnow, 
rising also in the mountains of Brecon, forms 
the boundary between this county and Hereford- 
shire, till it falls, as we have said, into the Wye 
at the town .pf Monmouth. The Ebwy, rising 
in Brecon and flowing through a wildly romantic 
valley, to which it gives name, falls into Om 
estuary of the Usk below Newport, besides 
these rivers the long and narrow valleys of this 
county are enlivened and fertilized by numerous 
streams wld||l it would, be almost endless to 
particularize. All of them abound with fish, 
and on the Wye and the Usk are salmon fisheries 
of very considerable value. 

Agriculture .'] — In an agricultural point of 
view the county may be divided into three dis- 
tricts. The first, comprising the southern part 
of the county, consists partly of largo tracts of 
moor and marsh land, having in some parts a 
loamy soil of considerable depth, in others a 
great depth of black peaty matter. In some 
places the soil is light loam producing timber of 
excellent (quality, in some a mixture of clay and 
loam forming fertile meadows, and in a few 
places a reddish soil well-adapted to the culture 
of turnips and potatoes. In the second division 
— ^which includes the eastern part of the county, 
and extends along the banks of the Usk — the 
soil is of a light red colour, a|^d such is its fer- 
tility that the whole country haalho appearance 
of a garden. The third division comiirises the 
western part of Hhe county, the soil of which, 
especially upon the hills, is thin and peaty, 
lying over strata of stone covering beds of coal 
or iron-ore. The crops are wheat, barley, and 
oats, with a few pease and beans. The com- 
mon artificial grasses are also cultivated. Lime 
forms the principal manure, and the summer 
fallowing is very general. The produce is con- 
siderably greater than is required by tbe Inliabi* 
tants, the surplus goes to the supplying of ^ 
Bristol market. The oxen are generally bred 
in the north part of the county and fed in the 
south. They are mostly of a deep red 
brindled colour, short in the leg and compa 
in the body, growing to a large size uid weigh- 
ing when fattened from 7 to 9 hund^ weight 
The sheep are in general small, having wool of 
a coarse and rather short staple, but the 
fine in the grain and of delicate flavour. The 
horses are of a very inferior kind, neither 
ed for the road nor the labours of the. flew. 
Mules are bred in the county to a great extent 
afld of superior quality Tliey are generally ^ 
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ptrong in bone, of excellent symmetry, and sell 
at high prices. 

Jlfaeft/bdareaiil — The most hnimrtant mineral 
productions of the county are ironstone, coal, 
and limei^gne. The smelting of the iron-ore 
and worknig it into bars forms the princi|)al 
branch of manufacture. Some load is also 
found, and there are tin-works at Caerloon and 
Rogerstone. The manufacture of flannel has 
been long established, but it ia of limited ex- 
tent. C^rse cloths, woollen stockings and caps 
are made by the inhabitants among the moun- 
tains, and brought for sale to the fairs, but they 
are in small quantities. Hats are manufactured 
in a few places, and there are sateral paper-mills 
in the vicinity of Monmouth. The commerce 
of the county is carried on .chiefly through New- 
{)ort and Chepstow, which places see. With 
the exception of the parishes of Welch-Bichnor, 
Newton-Dixon, St Mary’s, Old Castle, Llantony, 
and Cwmyoy, which are the three flrst in the 
die. pf Hereford, and the three last in the dio. 
of St David's. The county of Alonmouth is in 
the archd. and dio. of LlandafT, province of 
Canterbury, and is divided into the deaneries of 
Abergavenny, Netherwent, Neviport, and Usk, 
comprising 123 parishes, of which 44 are rec- 
tories, 39 vicarages, and 40 curacies. It is 
divided for civil purposes into the six hundreds 
of Abergavenny, Caldicott, Ragland, Skenfreth, 
Usk, and Wentlloog. It contains 7 market- 
town, 3 of which, Monmouth, Newport, and 
Usk, are boroughs and return jointly one mem- 
lier to parliament. It sends two members to 
l)arliainent. The aasizes are held at Monmouth, 
the quarter-sessions at Usk. Pop., in 1801, 
45,582; in 1831, 98,200.

MONMOUTH, a county town, borough, and 
parish, having separate jurisdiction, locally in 
the hundred of Skenfreth, co. of Monmouth.

Like most other towns 
of Rdman origin, it consists of four princqial 
streets, diverging at nearly right angles from a 
common centre, the greatest extension from 
this point being towards tho north. There are 
bere many old and curious looking buildings, 
yet the greater part of the houses are handsome, 
not a few elegant, and in the principal streets 
. many of them have gardens and orchards at- 
• tached. . It is governed by a mayor, a recorder, 
2 bailiffs, 15 common-councilmen, with a town- 
<^lerk, % sergeants-at-mace, &c. By an ancient 
charter the burgesses are exempted from paying 
' toll, tonnage^ pickage, or frontage, throughout 
I England. It sends one member to parliament 
in conjunction with Newport and Usk. In the 
neighbourhood of the town are extensive iron- 
founderies, and on the numerous streams in the 
environs several extensive x«per and corn mills.

By means of the Monmouth railway coal is 
plentifully supplied from the forest of Dean, and 
by the Wye an extensive commerce is carried 
on with Bristol. The market day is Saturday, 
and there is a cattle market the first Wednes- 
day of every month. Fairs are hold for toys on 
Whit-Tuesday, on the Wednesday before the 
20th of Juno for wool and cheese, and on .the 
4th of September and the 22d of November for 
cattle, hops, and cheese. Tliere are here places 
of worship for the Baptists, tho Independents, 
the Wesleyan Methodists, and the Roman Ca- 
tholics. There is a free grammar school liber- 
ally endowed, and a national school supported 
by 8ul>scription. This school is kept in a largo 
room having a fine oriel window, part of tho 
Benedictine priory, siiid to have been thO study 
of the celebrated Geoffrey of Monmouth, whp • 
was a native of this town, and resided many 
years in that convent. There is an almshouse 
containing 20 separate tenements with a garden 
to each, for twenty aged men and women, who 
have a weekly allowance of 6s. each, bMides 
coal and clothing. Henry V. was born here, 
and his cradle, with the swonl he wore at Agin- 
court, are still preserved in Troy-houso, belong- 
ing to the duke of Beaufort. Distance from 
London, 130 m.

MONTGOMERYSHIRE, 

One of the six counties of NoriMfl^H 
ed on the north by Denbigh ; on the^mh-east 
and east by Salop ; on the south and south-east 
by Radnor; on tho west and south-west liy 
Cardigan ; and on thewvest by Merioneth. Its 
extreme length is about 35, and its extreme 
breaiUh af)out 30 miles. It is supposed to con- 
tain 500,000 acres, of which 240,000 are sup- 
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posod to be in • course of cultiyation^ 60,000 
being annually under tillage. The surface and 
soil of this county is considerably diversified, 
but upon the whole bleak and mountainous. 
In a general view of the eastern part of the co. 
the Buddin hills form a striking feature; to- 
wards the west and north the Berwyn range 
rises upwards of 2000 feet; and towards the 
south-west bordering with Cardiganshire, Plin- 
limmon rises 2463 feet, while the table land oc- 
cupying the centre generally averages 1000 feet 
above the level of the sea. It has at the same 
time, perhaps, a greater proportion of fertile 
plains and rich val^ than almost any other of' 
the Welsh counties, and the hills, though less 
picturesque than those of some of the other 
counties, are more valuable, being for the most 
part clothed with verdure to their summits. 
The more favoured and fertile spots lie chiefly 
in the southern and eastern parts of the county, 
which are intersected by the Severn and its nu- 
merous tributary streams. The principal river 
of the county k the Severn, which, rising on 
Plinlimmon in the south-west corner of the co., 
holds a winding course towards the north-east, 
receiving numerous accessions in its progress, 
and watering the towns of Llanidloes, Newton, 
and Q|plf enters Salop near Melverley. The 
Fyrnw^n* another very considerable river, that, 
having its sources in the west of the couftty, 
with its numerous tributaries adorns and fertil- 
izes many a delightfully sequestered vale. It 
receives, a little below Llansaintffraid, the Tanat 
from thsMjprth, and shortly after falls into the 
Severn. Tm the west side of the county numer- 
ous rivulets take a westerly direction, and fall- 
ing into the river Dyfl, which forms the bound- 
ary between Montgomery and Merioneth, are 
along with it poured into the Irish sea at Aber- 
dovey. SahSfton and trout are abundant in all 
these rivers ISnd rivulets, especially in the Fyrn- 
wy, which k accounted the best troutifuf^atream 
in North Woles. Agriculture is here in a state 
of great forwardness. Clean farming is highly 
appreciated, and to the crops common in the 
other counties belonging to the principality are 
added very generally peas, vetches, turnips, and 
hemp. Few cattle are fattened in the county, 
storers being supposed to pay better. The na- 
tive breed of cattle are brindled, short-legged, 
and deep in the carcase. The Devonshire breed 
has been introduced, and of late the Hereford- 
shire, which is preferred to all others. There 
are two kinds of sheep common to the county, 
the one in request for its wool, and the other, 
which is black-faced, for the excellence of its 
mutton. The Welsh pony, celebrated for its 
hardihood, strength, and sureness of foot, is 
found here in its unsophisticated condition. 
The sheep, however, form the principal riches 
of the mwtyg|j|B mountains being wholly occu- 
pied ilH The flocks during the 

Bummermonths, like those of Spain, are driven 
to feed at a great distance, and the farms in the 
valleys are mostly held as appendages for winter 
habitations, and for raising provisions and fod- 
der. From the native wool flannels and coarse 
cloths are manufactured. The greater part of 
the flannels in the English market ar^ supplied 


by thk county. Cattle, butter, and cheese, are 
also exported in considerable quantities. Th^ 
oak of the county is in high repute for ship, 
building, and it yields very considerable quani 
titles, vast plantations of oak being formed by 
the landed propiifltors to meet the increasing 
demand. The county is also rich in mineral^ 
especially lead and copper. Excellent slates are 
dug near the confluence of the Fyrnwy and the 
Severn, immense quantities being regularly 
shipped for Bristol. The county is in the diii 
ccscs of St Asaph, Bangor, and Hereford, pro. 
vinco of Canterbury, containing 47 parishes. 
It is divided into 9 hundreds, and has 7 market 
towns, one of them being a borough. It sends 
one member to parliament. The assizes arc 
held at Welshpool, the quarter sessions at Mont- 
gomery.

The officers 
of the corporation are two bailiffs, a seigeant- 
at-mace, two ale-tasters and bread-weighers, 
two fish and flesh lookers, four constables, and 
free burgesses, sometimes more and sometimes 
less numerous. The county magistrates hold a 
petty session for the borough the first Wednes- 
day of every month. The town-hall is a plain 
structure of hewn stone, with a piazzo and tur- 
rets erected by the Howards in 1714. It is ap- 
propriated to mootings upon public business, 
and the under part is used occasionally as a 
theatre. A commodious gaol for the county, 
with sessions-house and offices, at the estimate 
expense of <£80,000. Besides the established 
church, there is here a chapel-of-ease, with 
places of worship for the Independents, the 
Primitive and Wesleyan Methodists, the Pres- 
byterians, and the Homan Catholics. The free 
grammar school, founded by Edward VI., has 
an endowment of £240 per annum, and an 
English free school is supported by the corpo- 
ration.

The trinily-house, guild-hall, 
common gaol, town-court, and exchange, are 
ail substantial and commodious ediflces. The 
barracks occupy a space of 11 acres. The quay 
is a spacious area, AE. of the exchange, form- 
ing a line of wharfage 541 yards in length ; it 
is accessible for vessels of 300 or 400 tons bur- 
den. The chief exports are coal, lead, glass, 
earthenware, Ike. The coal trade gives em- 
ployment to about 75,000 persons ; its weekly 
produce has been estimated at jC 60,000, and 
the duty at JC600,000 per aim. Newcastle 
trades with the south of ISurope, with Nor- 
way and the Baltic, and with Davis* Straits. 
In 1827, the number of ships registered at the 
Newcastle custom-house was 862, and their 
aggregate burthen 186,500 tons. The amount 
of customs received at the port average about 
j 6350,000 annually ; but of this a large pro- 
portion consists of the excise on imported spirits. 
The port-dues, paid to the corpomtion as con- 
servators of the Tyne, amounted, in 1826, to 
j£7,105 18s. 7d. The manufactories are nu- 
merous and extensive, including beer, earthen. 
Ware, ropes, paper, glass, soap, gluo, load, &c. 
About two-fifths of the English glass is made 
ill the district of the Tyne. The markets ai-e 
on Monday and Tuesday.

— All 
Saints is a perpetual curacy, endowed with 
j 62,200.— St Andrew’s is a perpetual curacy, 
endowed with j 62,800.— St John’s is a per- 
petual curacy, endowed with ;62,400.

Government and Franchise. ] — Newcastle was 
first incorporated by Henry 11. It was ex- 
empted from the jurisdiction of the sherifl's of 
Northumberland by Henry VI. Its present 
charter, granted by James I., invests the govern- 
ment of the town in a mayor, recorder, sheriff 
10 aldermen, 24 commoti-councilmen, 24 elec- 
tors, two coroners, a town-clurk, sword-bearer, 
clerk of Iho chamber, 8 chamberlains, a quay- 
master, and other officers. The corporation 
revenues, in 1829, amounted to j£46,432. The 
mayor, recorder, and aldermen, are justices of 
the peace, and hold quarter-sessions for the 
borough and county of Newcastle. Mayors’ 
courts are held every Monday for the trial of 
civil actions between freemen only. The under 
sheriff holds a county-court every fourth Wed- 
nesday. There is a court of requests for the 
recovery of small debts; and the county-assizes 
are holden here. The elective franchise was 
first exercised in the 23" Edward L, since which 
time New'castle has returned two members to 


parliament. The new electors are in number 
about 3500 ; the sheriff is the returning officer. 
The several townships of Byker, Heaton, 
Jesmond, Westgate, and Elswick, are now in- 
cluded within the boundaries of the borough. 

Jlistory .] — The ancient name of this place 
was Pons JSliit so called from a bridge erected 
by Adrian on his return from an expedition 
against Iho Pfrts, by whom this part of the is- 
land was frequently molested. It was subse- 
quently called Moncaster, or Monkchester, and 
was one of the residences of the Northumbrian 
kings. It next fell into the hands of the Scots, 
from whom it was recovered by William, duke 
of Normandy, whose oldest son Robert built 
a fortress, which being called Newazstle, gave 
the town its present appellation. The castle 
still exists.

The race-course and 
training grounds are considered superior to any 
in tho kingdom. James I. erected a hunting, 
seat here, which was rebuilt by Charles II., 
who was a great pntronizer of tho turf, and a 
constant visitor to the Newmarket races. In 
March 1683, when this monarch and several 
members of the inyal family had assembled to 
witness tho races, a tremendous fire broke out, 
which consumed a great part of the town. It 
has been supposed that the defeat of the Rye- 
house plot may be attributed to this accident, as 
it occasioned the company to depart ot a differ- 
ent hour to that calculated upon by the conspi- 
rators. Newmarket comprises the parishes of 
St Mary and All Saints, both in the archd. of 
Sudbury and dio. of Norwich. The living of 
St Mary’s is a discharged rectory with Wood- 
Ditton vicarage, rated at £4f 15s.

A maritime county so encompassed by sea and 
by rivers, that it might be designated a penin- 
sula, as it is joined to the mainland only by a 
narrow causeway. It is bounded on the N. 
and N.E. by the German ocean; S. and S.E. 
by Suffolk; and on the W. by the Lincoln- 
shire Washes and part of Cambridgesliire. Its 
extreme length, 70 m. £. to W. ; greatest 
bfoadth, 40 m. from N. to S. ; and Uie cir- 
cumference 170 m. It comprehends an area 
of 2002 square miles, or 1,338,880 statute 
acres. 

Name and Htelory.]-i>'Tho name is but 
slightly altered from the original, North-folc, 
n term used by the Saxons to distinguish the 
inhabitants of the north from those of the 
eouth. It was anclcntiy inhabited by a tribe 
of the Iceni, and subsequently liecame a part 
of the East Saxon kingdom under Uffa, about 


the year 675, wlio united the counties of Nor- 
folk, SuOblk, and Cambridge, under the title 
of the kingdom of East Anglia. In the reign 
of Egbert, this county suffered greatly from 
the barbarous devastations committed by the 
Danes, who continued their invasions almost 
without interruption, till subdued by the Saxons 
under Alfred the Great, in 878, who limited 
their residence to the eastern part of England 
under their own chiefs, nominally subject to 
the government of tho Anglo-Saxons. |dany 
severe contests between the Saxons and the 
Danes occurred here at different times. Sweyn, 
king of Denmark, to revenge tho horrid masl 
sacre of the Danes by King Ethelred IT,, 
landed on the coast of Norfolk in 1003, aiui 
burned the flourishing cities of Tlietford and 
Norwich, but was compelled to re-embark. In 
lOlO he returned with his troops, and landing 
at Ipswich, took possession of East Anglii^ 
which was subsequently allotted to his son 
Canute, upon tho division of the kingdom be. 
tween him and Edmund Ironside. Aficr^tiio 
Norman conquest, Norfolk was held as an earl, 
doin by Ralph do Giiader, which title, in Sle- 
pheifs reign, was conferred on tho family of 
Bigod ; one of whom took the lead in ac.on8piriicy 
against Edw’ard I. The title Is now ciijo) ed 
by tho Howards, descendants of the Mowbrays. 
In Wat Tylcr*s rebellion, the insurgents wcmo 
joined by several of the lower order in this 
county, headed by a dyer named Lister, but 
were defeated by Spencer, bisliop of Norwidi, 
and their leader was executed in Lomloii. 
Duinng the civil wars of Charles I., Norfolk 
joined the parliamentarians, and Norwich was 
lbrti6cd against the king.

The hundreds are Blofield, Brothercross, Cluck- 
close, Clnvering, Depwude, Diss, Earsham, 
North and South Erpiiighum, Eynsford, East 
and West Flegg, Furehoe, Freebridgc- Lynn 
and Marshland divisions, Gullow, North and 
South Greenhoe, Grimshoe, Giltcross, Hap- 
ping, Henstead, Holt, Humbleyard, Lauiulitch, 
Loddon, Mitford, Shropham, Smithdon, Ta- 
verhum, Tunstead, Walshum, and Way land.

various courts possessing peculiar privileges*; 
the principal of these are the court of the 
liberty of the duchy of Lancaster, held af 
Aylesham, and the court of the liberty of the 
duchy of Norfolk, held at Lapluun, or any 
other place within the liberty, at the option of 
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tb« duke of Norfolk, ix ho Is lord of the liberty, 
and appoints a steward and other officers.— 
Xhe marine department of civil government is 
rested in the vice-admiral of Norfolk, who has 
power to hold a court of admiralty for the 
rtjunty, assisted by various officers. 

Rivers, ^c.]— The principal rivers are the 
Great and Little Ouse, the Waveney, the Yare, 
the Weiisum, the Bure, the Nar, and the 

.The Great Ouse, rising in Hunting- 

doiishirn* passes through Cambridgeshire, and 
forming a part of the S. W. boundary of Nor- 
folk, duws in a northern direction to the sea, 
below Lynn. — The Little Ouse rises about the 
middle of the Suffolk border, and flowing west- 
ward, joins the Great Ouse near Downham. — 
The Waveney has its source near that of the 
Little Ouse, and running eastward, bounds the 
roiiiity on the S., and falls into the sea near 
Yarmoutli.— The Yare, rising near Attlebo- 
rou;;h and flowing towards Norwich, is joined 
by the Weiisum and other small streams. — 
The Weiisum has its source near West Kud- 
hani, and flowing S. £. is met by the Waveney 
iiL'ur Burgh. — The Bure rises on the north 
side of the county, and joins the Yare near 
Yarmouth. — The Nur, sometimes called the 
Scrahy, rises at Litcham, and flow's eastward 
to Nui borough, where it unites with the Great 
Ouse. — The Neil skirts the western boundary 
of tlie county. — These rivers, passing through 
a level country, are coiisequeiUty but slow in 
their progress, sometimes forming shallow lakes 
or broads, which are abundantly stocked with 
fish and waterfowl. To improve the naviga- 
tion of the river Neii, there is a canal from 
Wisiieach in Cambridgeshire, to Outwcll creek 
and Salters Load in Norfolk, and oiio called 
Ease-brink-cut, to Lynn and Regis, was com- 
pleted in 1820. All tho principal modern 
roads crossing this county meet at Narwicli. 

Face and 5ot7 of the County, — The general 
aspect of Norfolk is more uniform than that of 
most places equally extensive in England, be- 
ing nearly level, except in the vicinity of Nor- 
wich and Sherringham. — With regard to soil, 
this county exhibits a great variety. In the 
west is a large tract of flat fenny land ; in the 
east, near Yarmouth, a narrow line of marshes, 
consisting of sand and clay, extends a consid- 
erable distance up the country; in the north- 
east is a light sandy loam, particularly adapted 
for tillage. The more central parts are very 
fertile. The sea-coast is formed chiefly of 
clayey cliffs, or low sandy shores along which 
sand-hills have been raised to protect tho couii- 
, try from inundation. Within some of these 
.^nks are extensive salt-marebes, frequently 
werflowed by the tides. North waifls, tho coast 
h indented by narrow creeks and Inlets, only 
y for small vessels The navigation is ren- 
/ “®red very hamirdous by the numerous shoals 
und banks extending far out to sea. Of these 
ihejfnost dangerous are on a line with the coast

. 4grieuHure, ^e.]— The agricultural produce 
^this county varies with the soil and situation, 
wheat, barley, pease, beans, mustard, hemp. 


and saffron, are all cultivated ; but the county 
is most distinguished for its growth of turnips, 
considered superior^to^lhose in any other part 
of the -kingdom. * fenny districts afford 
excellent pasture for milch kine. Scottish and 
other rattle are fattened for market; and the 
Norfolk sheep are valuable, their neck wool 
being considered equal to Spanish fleece. A 
singular custom exists here respecting tho graz- 
ing of sheep, which is, that ilio lord, ns lie is 
termed, of every townsliip, orders how many 
and what kind of sheep the people shall have, 
where the walks shall be fixed, where the sheep 
shall be folded, and how driven. The iiorsos 
are remarkably strong and aclivo. 

TVatle and Manufaetures.'y^Tlxe trade of 
Norfolk consists principally in the exportation 
of its own manufactured goods, the importation 
of foreign articles, and supply the adjacent 
counties ns well as the metropolis with poultry 
of all kinds. There are extensive herring and 
mackerel fisheries. The cliief manufactures 
are those of stuffs, silk, cainbrlrs, and calicoes. 
The town of Worstead is famous for a peculiar 
sort of w'oollen goods. 

Ecclesiastical /iffnirs .] — Norfolk is in the 
dio. of Norwich and province of Canterbury, 
comprising the arehdeac'onries of Norfolk and 
Norwich, the number of jiarLlics being greater 
here than in any other county in England. 
The chumhes are correspondingly numerous, 
hut few of them possess much grandeur of 
architecture. There are some vestiges of an- 
cient monasteries and castles, also several re- 
markable old mansions. 

Pf^ulation .'] — Tho number of inhabitants in 
1801 was 273,371 ; in J831, 390,000. A. P.,

^ An inland county, bounded on the N. by the 
fouiities of Leicester, Rutland, and Lincoln, 
'^'ith the rivers Lesser Avon and Welland; on 
the E. by the counties of Cambridge, Hun- 
tingdon, and Bedford; on the S. by that of 
"ugkingham and part of Oxford ; and on the 
by the county of W^arwick, and another 


portion of Oxfuid. It extends 60 miles from 
N.E. to S. W., and 20 miles from E. to W., 
comprising 965 square miles, or 617,000 statute 
acres; but, acconling^ to some, 1017 square 
miles, or 650,880 acres. 

D/e/stons.]-— This county is divided into 20 
hundreds; Nassuburgh, (or Peterborough lib- 
erty,) Willybrook, Corby, Polebrook, Navis- 
ford, Huxloo, Rothwell, Guilsborough, Or- 
lingbury, Higham Ferrers, Spulhoo, Plarnford- 
shoe, Nobottle Grove, Fuwsley, Chipping- 
Wardeii, Green’s- Norton, Towcester, Wyni- 
ersley, Clely, and King’s-Sutton. It has 
0110 city, viz., Plterborough, throo boroughs, 
Northampton, Brack ley, and Higham- P'er- 
rers, and 10 market- towns, Daventr}', Ketter- 
ing, Ouiidlo, Thrup&toiie, Towcester, Wel- 
lington, P'otheringhay, Long-Buckby, Roth- 
well and Weldon ; but the last four am dis- 
continued.

Face of the Cou7itri /.\ — The general aspect 
of thl.s county exhibits a pleasing and inteic.st- 
ing variety of vale and uplanil. The entire 
surface is peculiarly adapted for agriculture ; 
yet as lately as tho year 1818, a large propor- 
tion of this land was unenclosed. The ground 
Is highest in the vicinity of Daventry, and 
around Towcester, Tho most fenny district 
lies between Petorhorough and Cropland. 
From these moderate degrees of height it is 
not subject to extremes of weather, and is con- 
sidered one of tho healthiest counties in Eng- 
land. 

Soil and Agriculture .^ — Tho fertility of the 
various soils may bo attrihutud to their depth, 
and to the porous nature of the stony substra- 
tum. A black or dark coloured soil extends over 
the whole of the western part. In tho south, 
towards Towcester, it is a mixture of clay and 
gritstone. In tho N.E. part of the county, it 
is of alight, thin description. Of the 617,000 
acres of land, 290,000 are staled as arable, 
235,000 pasture, and 86,000 otherwi^ appro- 
priated, including meadow land and extensive 
woodlands; the latter may he arranged into 
four classes of forests, chases, purlieu woods, 
and woods and plantations, 'i’he must consid- 
erable forest is that of Rockingham on the 
N.W. sidu of the county. Tho principal trees 
are oak, ash, elm, and poplar. On the arable 
land of tho open fields potatoes or tin nips are 
sown the iiist year, wheat and barley the 
second, beans and oats the third. Wheat is 
cultivated in large quantities on the red soils. 
The average produce of outs is 42 bushels per 
acre. Rye occupies nearly 3000 acres, pro- 
ducing 32 bushels each. The farm lands are 
mostly devoted to grazing and fattening cattle. 
On the higher grounds great numbers of sheep 
are pastured. 

Rivera, CanaUJ ] — All tho principal rivers 
have their origin within the limits of the county | 
they are the Nene, Welland, Ouse» Charwell, 
Avon, and Learn. The most considerable of 
these is the Nene, one branch rising in Naseby, 
and another at Hartwell, near Stuverton, both 
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meeting at Northampton^ and flowing in a 
iiorth-eastem direction fall into the Wash, an 
inlet of the German ocean.— ^ The Welland 
rises near Holhorae, and separates the county 
from Leicester, Rutland, and Lincoln.— -The 
Ouse has its source in a spring called Ouse- 
well, ill the southern part of the rnunty.— The 
Chanvell and the Learn rises near the source 
of the Nene; the first passes to Oxfordshire, 
the other to Warwickshire. — The canals in this 
county are of gumU importance. The Oxford 
canal piisses along its western confines. — The 
Grand junction canal, coiii||Miiciiig at 131*11011- 
ston, and passing through j/hiwel in a south- 
eustern direction to Weedon, is there crossed 
by the great London road, and is navigable fur 
barges of 60 tons. — Tj^e Union canal is the 
only other artificial nflVl|^ioii. 

Hoaclg.]— The road from London to 
Holyhead, through Buckingham and Shrews- 
bury, or through Birmingham, enters the 
county from Mixbury in Oxfordshire. Tho 
great mail-roads are generally level and wide; 
the turnpike roads also are kept in good repair, 
but flic cross roads are much neglected. 

Manufactureg ] — The principal articles of 
manufacture are woollen stuffs, shoes, lace, silk 
stockings, and whips. The chief imports are 
store-sheep, lean cattle, leather, coals, iron, and 
deals. 

Courts, $*£.] — Northamptonshire has 79 act- 
ing magistrates. It is included in tho midland 
’cii'cuit; the assizes are held at Noithampton, 
where the quarter- sessions are held Jan. 1 4th, 
April 22d, July 15th, Oct 21st; and at Peter- 
borough, Jan. J3th, April 21st, July 14th, and 
Oct. 20th. 

Ecclesiastical yf^i'rs,]— This county is in 
the diocese of Peterborough and province of 
Canterbury, with the exception of Nassliigton 
and Gretton parishes — in the diocese of Lin- 
coln— and King’s- Sutton, a peculiar of the 
dean and chapter of Lincoln, in the diocese of 
Peterborough. It forms an archdeaconry, com- 
prising 10 deaneries, viz. Uaventry, Haddon, 
Higham-Ferrers, Northampton, Ouiidle, Pe- 
ter^rough, Preston, Rothwell, and Weldon. 

iTistory.]— When Britain was invaded by 
the Romans, this part of the island was the 
territory of the Coritani; it was subsequently in- 
cluded ill the Roman province — Flavia Caesa- 
riensi4 — and by the Saxon in the kingdom of 
Mercia. This county has been the scene of 
many remarkable events. In J460, tho pnrti- 
zans of the houses of York and Lancaster had 
a desperate battle, in which the latter were 
victorious. Mary, Queen of Septs, w’as exe. 
cuted at Fotheiingay castle in 1536; and in 
1645, the army of Charles I. was defeated by 
Fairfax and Cromwell. The king was con- 
veyed to Holdenby, or Holmby-house, in 1649, 
where he remain^ until seized by Comet 
Jo}ce. 

NORTHAMPTON, a borough, market, 
and county town of Northamptonshire, having 
separate* jurisdiction, but locally situated in the 
hundred of Spelhoe, 65^ m. N.W. by N. from 
London, on the road to Leicester, It was flrst 
incorporated by Henry 11^ and is now governed 


under a charter granted 36th of George II] 
which vests the civil power in a mayor, recor! 
der, 2 bailiffs, 4 aldermen, 12 magistiatea, tg 
common-councllmen, a town-derk, chamber, 
lain, and assistants. Quniter-sewions and \ 
court of record are held by the corporation, but 
capital ofibnees are transferred to the countv 
assizes. This borough has returned two mem. 
bers to parliament from the time of Edward ' 
1. ; the right of election is enjoyed by about 
1100 persons. The mayor is tho returning 
ofiicer. It gives the title of earl to the family 
of Compton.

Among the charitable institutions are Dry- 
den’s school, the corporation school, nalional, 
Laiicasterian, and infant schools, besides the 
free grammar school founded in 1542. There 
are numerous and extensive bequests for chari- 
table purposes. 

The principal public buildings are the town- 
hall, an ancient and commodious structure, 
containing some valuable old paintings; the 
county’ hall, a modern edifice in the Gretdan 
style; the coiinty-gaol, arranged on Howard’s 
plan ; the town gaol, and the theatre.— Races 
take place in September, and are well attended; 
the course, comprising about 117 acres, is at a 
short distance from the town. At the north- 
ern extremity of the town are handsome bar- 
racks, ercct^ in 1796. And at the end of 
one of the principal streets a promenade has 
been made at the expense of the corporation. 

The origin of this place is not cortaim/ 
known, but some have coigectured that it was 
founded by the Anglo-Saxons, and was po^ 
sessed by the Danes in the reign of Edward 
tho Elder. During subsequent disturbance 
the town was burnt by the military; about 
years afterwards, when the Northumbrians 
marched against Tosti, son of Earl GodwiBi 
the most dreadful outrages were committed, un- 
til an accommodation was entered into betwew 
the insurgents and Harold, who had been 
to oppose them. After the Norman conqussi 
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U had so far rocov^ed from the roiiscquences 
of these attacks, that it became the pi iiicipal 
place of the county, and became the oc(;(isional 
residence of •hveral of the kings of jPJnglund. 
Hoiwy lii- his reign, celebrated 

Easter hero with greiit pomp, and assembled a 
parliament, in which the Ciiglish barons swore 
allegiance to the impress Matilda as appointed 
successor to the throne. Henry II., in the 
lltli of his reign, convened a council at this 
place, before which Aix-hbishop liecket was 
arraigned for refusing submission to the coii- 
(iiitulions of Ciurendon. On tho rebellion of 
Prince tienry, Ankclil Mallore, one of his 
partizans, marching to Northampton with *n 
body of forces, defeated the king's troops. In 
llhO, a convention of barons and prelates met 
here to consider the laws of tho realm, and 
uniend and enfon;o the constitutions of Claren- 
(luii, by which the kingdom was first divided 
ill six ciivuils. Kichard L, soon after iiis re- 
lease from captivity, kept the festival of Easter 
licrif; on iiis death, the batons assembled in 
cuiincil at tliis place mid took the outh of allc- 
liiaiico to his brother John, who, in tho 10th of 
his reign, taking umbrage at the citizens of 
hoiidun, removed the court of exchequer to 
Northampton, and three years afterwards, as- 
sembled a council of temporni lords, which was 
{iilciuled by two of the pope's legates in behalf 
of tho exiled clergy whom the king allowed to 
return to their country, but refusing to restore 
their coiifiiK'ated property, he was excommiini- 
cjited. Previous to the war between tho king 
and tho barons, the latter presented a memorial 
of their grievances, which the king refusing to 
redress, they laid siege to the castle, but were 
compelled to withdraw their forces; however, 
it was among the castles placed in their custody 
ns security for the fulfilment of the conditions 
of Magna Charta. Henry III. kept Christ- 
mas at the castle with the governor; and in 
the l3th of his reign, gave ten marks towards 
a public library and tho punrliase of sitcramon- 
tal plate for tho church of All Saints. In this 
reign an attempt was suvcral times made to 
establish a' university in tho town, in conso- 
(jueiice of disputes among tho students of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, a largo paity of whom 
retired to Noilhumpton, and by i*oyul licence 
e.4al)lished n new seminary', which was sup- 
pressed in 1265.

Trad^i ManufaciureSt and Commerce .] — The 
coaUtrade is the principal source of wealth in 
this county. The quantity of coal annually 
raised is immense. The entire surface of the 
coal measure has been calculated at 180 square 
miles, and the quality of the coal is unrivalled. 
Rich veins of lead-ore are worked in diflereiit 
parts Of the county, and iron-ore is found both 
111 the coal and lead dUtricls. Lime stone and 
free-stone, of various kinds, abound also. The 
principal manufactures are such as derive ad- 
vantage from the collieries and mines, viz., 
glass-works, potteries, white-lead, coal-tar, &c. 
Ship-building and rope-making employ a great 
many individuals. The export trade is in coal, 
lead, glass, cast and wrought iron, colours and 
shot, flour, com, oatmeal, butter, pickled sub 
moil, potatoes, eggs, and other uiticle of cun- 
sumption. The chief imports are flax, hemp, 
masts, plank-timber, pitch, tar, skins, bark, 
brandy, rum and wines, oil, rags, linen-yarn, 
seeds, fruit, sugar and toliacco. Great variety 
of fish frequent the shores. The Tyno and 
the Tweed are noted for their valuable salmon 
fisheries, which form a very considerable branch 
of trade. 

Buildinffs ,] — Among the elegant baronial 
residences which adorn Northumberland, Aln- 
wick castle is one of the noblest. See article 
Alnwick. There are numerous vestiges of 
ancient castles in different parts of the county. 

Antiquities .] — ^The most important and re- 
markable of the many antiquities which have 
been discovered in this part of Britain, wastho 
Piets* wall built by Severus. It extended from 
Solway Frith to the river Tyne, a distance of 
68 miles. The height was 15 A., the breadth 
8 ft. On the north was a ditch 25 fu wide 
and 15 ft. deep. Numerous stations and cas- 
tles were constructed along the wall The 
foundations of some of these are still visible. 
Near one of the stations the remains of a stone- 
bridge over the Tyne are lislble. 

JSTtstory.]— The aboriginal inhabitants, from 
the Tyne to the Fritjli of Forth, were called 
Otodini. Westwafli* were the Gadeni, who 
iuhmitted to the Romans under Julius Agri- 
cola. Both these tribes are supposed to have 


been dependent upon, or confederated witli i||« 
Brigantes,— a numerous and powerful nation 
whose territories Included a grttt part of the 
island. They assumed the nslla ef Meats 
and in the reign of Antoninus became 
very formidable invaders of the R^aii terri- 
tories, until subdued by the emperor Severus 
whose death happdtied in the year 210. Sinc^ 
which lime, nothing very authentic has been 
related concerning the Britains, except in the 
year 306, when Constantine quelled the disor- 
ders in the northern frontiers. In the reigns 
of the succeeding emperors, the rampart was 
often broken through by tho ferocious Piets, 
until Valentinifui sent over a body of truops 
under the command of Theodosius, who le- 
pelled tho invaders, and restored the empire, 
yalentliiian was succeeded in the western etn- 
pire by his son Gratian, who immediately in. 
vested Theodosius, son of the bravo general 
mentioned above, with the command of the 
eastern provinces,— a dignity which was aspii w! 
to by liJaximns, a Spaniard in tho Roman^rr- 
vice, and with which ho was gratified hy lli<j 
soldiery. Gratian fell in opposing this prusinrp. 
tuous usurper. Theodosius died in 402. Tlic 
final departure of the Rumaiis from Britiiia 
was 111 A.D. 4-46. Civil discords ensued, tho 
petty chiefs nssemhlcd to consult on tlic be^t 
means of repelling a threatened invasion by 
tho Piets and Scuts, and were persuaded hy 
Vortigeni to solicit assistance from tho Sax- 
ons, who, taking advantage of the intumal 
dissentions of the natives, aimed at the posses- 
sion of tho island, and ultimately obtained it, 
establishing their dominion in 647 under Ida, 
who assumed the title of king of Bernlcia. He 
was succeeded in 593 by his grandson Elliel- 
fritb, whoso ambition led him to the invusiuii 
of Delia, and made him king of Northumbria. 
He was slain in a battle on tho bank.9 of tire 
Idle, in Nottinghamshire, and Edwin, whose 
dominion in Deira he hud usurped, was re- 
stored to the throne. The reign of tliis prince 
was distinguished by the introduction of Chris- 
tianity into the north of England, and Edwin 
was now tho greatest prince in the heptarchy, 
but was too ambitious to remain so. When 
driven from liis throne by Ethelfrith, he was 
received and protected by the king of North 
Wales, whose son Cadwallon afterwards en- 
deavoured to penetrate into Widdington, near 
Morpeth, for which encroachment Edwin 
chased him to Ireland. Cadwallon applied to 
Penda, king of Mercia, with whose assistance 
he defeated Edwin, who perished with bis son 
in the battle. Penda, ever aAer this, evinced 
the greatest enmity to the Northumbrians of 
Bernlcia. He was slain in 664 by Oswy, who 
died in 670, and was succeeded by bis son 
Egfrid, by whose unsuccessful wars the king- 
dom was greatly diminished. He was succeed- 
ed on the throne by his illegitimate brother 
Alfred, wt (0 enjoyed a peaceful reign for 19 
years. Bui from the time of his death in 705, 
until the kingdom became tributary to Egbert 
in 828, with the exception of Eadbert, It seems 
to have been a continued scene of anarchy anP* 
confusion. In 867^ Northumberland was cow- 
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aired by the Panoi under Ivar, who assumed ; 
?bo government of the country between the 
Huinber and t^ which Egbert 

^iU held tbtf weptre, until 87G, when the 
conquest of-iw ^hole country was effected by 
Hultdetiy a punish chief. The country was 
tubsequenily governed as a dependent king- 
dom, or an earldom, till Bio Norman con- 
quest, when hostilities commenced between 
£i)gliind and Scotland, and which existed till 
the union of the two kingdoms.

PuUic /nstttttt/oas.l— The free grammar 
school, established by Edward VI., Is endowed 
by the corporation of Norwich, who appoint the 
master and nominate the scholars. There are 
12 charily schools supported by subscription. 
Tho national schools afford instruction to 1800 
children, and several benevolent individuals 
have made largo bequests for further promoting 
the interest of the children educated in these 
csiublishmeiits. — Among other charitable insti- 
tutions are the infirmary, dispensary, liiiiiitiC 
asylum, or Bethel's hospital, Magdalene society 
for relief of tho indigent blind, Doughty*8 
hospital, and several others.— Benefit societies 
have been formed for tho aid of the widows of 
clergymen, surgeons, anti decayed tradesmen. 
—There arc also societies for the promotion of 
Christian knowledge, Bible and Missionary 
associations, &c. — The Norwich and Norfolk 
literary institution was founded in 1822 ; the 
philosophical society in 1H12; the public sub- 
scription library in 1784; and the mechanics’ 
iiistitulioii in 178.'}.— One of the most impor- 
tant public buildings is the castle, in tho centre 
of the town, though it belongs to the co. of 
Norfolk. On one side of it aro public gardens. 
It is said to have been erected by Alfred on 
the site of one built by Olfa, a Saxon king. — 
The new city-gaol, guild-hall, corn exchange, 
and shiro-hall, are huiidsotno and commodious 
edifices. 

Municijjal GovrmmentA - The government 
of this city, according to tho charter coiifirnied 
by Charles 11., is vested in a mayor, sheriffs, re- 
corder, steward, 23 aldermen, 60 comiiion-coum* 
cilmcii, a town-clerk, chiimherliiin, and inferior 
officers. The mayor is made justice of quorum 
for life, president of tho court of inayoraltv, and • 
conservator of the peace of tho city, counQ', and 
river. The recorder and steward must be bar- 
risters; tliey act as counsel fur the city, and 
hold their ofiices for life. The city and county 
of Norwich assises are held before the judges 
on tho Norfolk summer circuit, distinct from 
those of Norfolk. The ouarter-sessions are 
held in January, April, July, and October. ' 
A court of requests is held every Monday for 
recovery of debts under £2. This city has 
returned two members to parliament ever since 
the reign of Edward 1. The electors are free- 
holders, 800; frcoineii, 2540; added by the 
reform bill, 2280; in all, 5620. The sheriffs 
are the returning officers. 

Manufactures and TVucls.]— The chief arti- 
cles of manufacture are bombasines, crapes, 
stufis^ camlets, and shawls ; and there are seve- 
ral silk mills, iron-foundries^ breweries, vfnegar 
works, mustard mills, &c. The trade betweea 
Norwicrh and Yarmouth has been greatly faci- 
litated by the establishment of steam- padiets, 
and a navigable communication with the sea at 
Lowestoft ill Suffolk. .The markets are held 
2 v 
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tMi Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday. Fairs, 
day before Good-Fri^y, Faster-Monday and 
Tuesday, and Whit-Monday. 

History .'] — This andeiit city was originally 
connected with the Roman stutloni^ Venta Jum^ 
rum, Uffa, first J^ng of East Anglia, built a 
castle here. In wh)eh he resided, and Norwich 
became the capital of his kingdom. The first 
historical notice of this place Is in the Saxon 
chronicle, in the year 1004, when it was In- 
vaded by the Danes, who plundered and burnt 
the city, which was suffered to lie In ruins fur 
several years. It. was rebuilt by Canute in 
1018, and became a place of considerable Im- 
portance. In the reign of Edward I. it was 
encompassed by a strong wall at the expense of 
the citizens. In 1348 the plague broke out, 
and carried off 68,000 persons. In 1505 it 
was almost consumed by fire; but these cala- 
mities, dreadful as they were, had not so great 
an effect on the prosperity of Norwich as the 
formidable rebellion of Ket, in 1648, who was 
at length defeated by the earl of Warwick. 
Trade and commerce, however, were greatly 
revived by the politic measures of Queen Eli- 
zabeth’s ministers, who aflbrded an asylum to 
the Flemings, when they were driven from the 
Netherlands by the duke of Alva : these emi- 
grants restored and improved the silk and wool- 
len manufactures. 

NORWOOD, a precinct and pnroclral 
chapelry in Eithorne hundred, co. of Middle- 
sex, 2^ ra. N. by W. from Hounslow. Liv- 
ing, a perpetual curacy, annexed to Hayes vic- 
arage, In the exempt deanery of ('ro)'don, 
endowed with JC410. The society for building 
of churches granted ;£S00 towards the enlarge- 
ment of this chapel. Pop., in 1801, 697; In

NORWOOD, a hamlet including two vil- 
lages^ which form separate districts in the 
jl^risbes of Lambeth and Croydon, co. of Sur- 
rsy. Living, of the former district, a chapelry 
under the patronage of the rector of Lambeth. 
Chapel ded. to St Luke. The second living 
is a chapelry under the patronage of the vicar 
of Croydon. Here are a national school and a 
school of industry. Norwood has always been 
famous as the rendezvous of the gipsey tribes, 
and has latterly become noted for its mineral 
imrings, resembling in properties the spas of 
Cheltenham and Leamington. Pop., &c. re- 
turned with the respective parishes.

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE, 

An inland county bounded by Derbyshire on 
the west, Lincolnshire on the cast, Luireiitei'- 
shiro on the south, and Yorkshire on the nuMli, 
extending 60 m. in length from £. to W., and 
26 ill breadth from N. to S. It is 110 m, in 
circumference, and contains 837 square miles. 
The pop., in 1801, was 140,360; in 183), 
225,400. A. £737,229. 

Dtvtirions.J— It is divided into 6 wapentakes 
or hundreds, viz., Bassellaw, Thurgartoii, 
Newark, Broxtow, Bingham, and KushclifTe, 
with the liberty of Southwell and Scrouby, and 
of Nottingham. The boroughs are, Notting- 
ham, Newark, and East Retford. The mar- 
ket-towns, Bawtry, Bingham, Blyth, Mans- 
field, Ollci'ton, Southwell, Tuxford, and Work- 
sop. It sends 10 members to parliament, viz., 
4 for the county, 2 for eacii of the two first 
named boroughs, and 2 for East Retford and 
Bassetlaw'. 

Face and Soil of the Country ."] — The gen- 
eral aspect of this county is hilly, with the ex- 
ception of one level part through which the 
river Trent runs. The soil consists principally 
of sand, or sand and gravel, clay and lime- 
stone. The crops usually cultivated are wheat, 
rye, barley, oats, beans, and pease. Hops 
form a considerable article In the produce of 
the Clay district, particularly in the vicinity of 
Retford. The average quantity is 6 cwt per 
acre. A very large tract of meadow land has 
been improved by irrigation. 

Cbttfe.]— The horned cattle fed In this 
county arerlnefly of Irish breed. The shefp 
are cither the Dishley or the old forest breed, 
which has been much improved by crossing 
with that of Leicestershire, but this county is 
not BO famous for the breed of any race of ani- 
mals as for that of pigeons; greater numbers 
of them being kept hero than in any other part 
of the kingdom. . 

Trade and Manufaeture8.]^The trade ot 
Nottingham is greatly facilitated by its canal 
navigation, which connects It with so nniny 
commercial districts. The exports aro len**, 
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coa1» copper, salt, lime, stone, earthenware, oak- 
timber, cast-mctal got^s, &c. Its imports are 
limber, hemp, flax, iron, malt, corn, flour, and 
all kinds of raw materials for the inland inan- 
utactorics. The chief manufactures are ho- 
sier^'j glass, earthenware, tanned leather, silks, 
/ind lace. 

/tirers.]— 'The principal rivers are the Trent, 
the Erewash, the Soar, and the Idle, with 
some tributary streams. The Trent waters 
almost the whole extent of this county, and is 
navigable for large vessels as far as Gainsbo- 
rough, and for barges during the whole of its 
('oui'sc. The Soar forms the S. W. boundary, 
and is navigable for the Trent barges. The 
Hrewash rises in Derbyshire, forms the west- 
irii border of this county, and falls into (he 
Trent near Attenborough. The Idle is formed 
by the union of several small streams, which 
form the central and N.W. parts of the county. 

Canals and i?oa<2«.]— -The Nutiingham ca- 
nid. finished in 1822, passes south of the town, 
arirf taking a N. W. course of 16 miles, termi- 
natus in the Cromford canal near Langley 
bridge, and the Erewash canal. The Gran- 
ttuim canal proceeds from Holme-Pierrepoint 
ill uii easterly direction to tho Vale of Bel voir, 
and enters Leicestershire nt the N.E. extrem- 
ity. The Chesterfield canal enters the county 
on the N.W., and running eastward to Retford, 
turns northward to Drakulow'. The whole ex- 
tent of this canal is about 40 miles. Tho great 
Ninth road from London to Edinburgh enters 
this county 3 tn. S. of Newark. The road 
fiuin London to Shctfleld and Leeds, and tho 
heeds mail road, enter from Leicestershire. 
A good turnpike road branches ofl from the 
groat Leeds road to Mansfield. 

Ib;vst of Sherwood ,'] — This ancient forest is 
25 miles in extent, and is the property of 
the crown. It originally comprised nearly the 
whole of the central and western paits of the 
culinty, but the greater part has been inclosed 
by 10 } al grants obtained at various periods, and 
within its original boundaries are several vil- 
lages and extensive parks. The principal re- 
mains of tho ancient woods are the hays of 
Birklnnd and Bilhagh, on the N. of Olierlon 
and Edwinster. 

Ecclesiastical dffairs ,] — Notliiighamshiro is 
in the diocese and province of York, and forms 
ail archdeaconry, comprising the deaneries of 
•Bingham, Newark, Nottingham, and Retford, 
which contains 205 parishes^ of which 75 arc 
rectories, 89 vicarages, and the rest, curacies, 
not in charge. Two synods of the clergy of 
^oiia are held every year at Southwell. 

Courts, — ^riiis county is included in 

the midland circuit. The assizes are held at 
Nottingham on January 11th, April 19lh, 
duly l^h, and October 18lli; at Newark on 
January 15th, .i^ril 23d, July 16th, and 
October 22d ; at East Retford, January 18th, 
April 26th, July I9lb, and October 25th. 
The county-gaol is at Nottingham, and the 
house of correction at Southwell. The county ; 
'vas under the same shrievalty with Derbyshire, 
MiUil the reign of Elizabeth. Thero are 58 
*“^ting magistrates!. 


JTts^ot^.]— -This portion of Britain was 
inhabited by the Coritani, and included in the 
Fiavia Ctesarensl^ of the ^mans. On the 
establishment of the Saxon hiptarchy it formed 
a part of the Mercian territory, and was sub- 
sequently held by the Danes, from whom it 
was delivered by Alfredlff but falling again 
into their hands, it continued theirs until 941, 
when “it was rescued by Edward the Elder. 
The central position of this county, and the 
peal barrier formed by the river Trent, made 
it the scene of many important military move- 
ments during the English civil wars of the 
middle ages; and during the parliamentary 
war it was llie seat of some most remarkable 
transactions. Here Charles ended his stand- 
ard as signal of hostilities, and here (hat mo- 
narch surrendered himself to the commission- 
ers from the Scottish army. During the 
French revolution of 1793, there was much 
political excitement in the county, and in 1812 
iiiid 1817, the inaimfucturing districts were 
mucii disturbed by the dissatisfaction of the 
labourers at the low' rate of wages. 

NOTTINGHAM, 

A borough, market, and county-town in Brox- 
tow hundred, re. of Nottingham, 124 m, N. 
N.W. from London. The first charter on 
record, granted to this town, was ebtained from 
Henry II., the last from Henry VI., ac- 
cording to which the corporation consists of a 
mayor, recorder, two shell tfs, six aldermen, 
two chamberlains, twenty-fuurcommon-council- 
meii, a town-clerk, and other oflicei's. The 
mayor and aldermen arc justic es of the peace 
ill conjunction with the county magistrates. 
Tw'o inembors are returned to parliament for 
this borough. The number of electors, accord- 
ing to tho reform bill, appears to be 5191. The 
slierilfs are tho returning officers. The cor- 
poration hold courts of session for the trialjp^ 
all but capital ofleiices. A court of rccora Is 
held by the mayor and sherifls once a fort- 
night for the recovery of debts tn any amount 
A monthly court for recovery of debts under 
£2 is held by the shoriflis, and courts leei and 
Imron are held twice a -year. Fairs for cattle 
and sheep are hold, Friday in Midlent, May 
Ulh, Whit- Tuesday, August 2d, and every 
alternate Wednesday. For horses, sheep, pigs, 
linen and woollen cloths, November Ist, and 
Monday before December 1 Uh. The market^ 
la on Wednesday. The pop., in 1801, was 
28,861; in 1831, 50,680. A. P., ^642,336. 
— Nottingham is built on tho acclivity of a 
rock of soft sand-stone, commanding a delight- 
ful view of the vale of Trent. On the lC Is 
a chain of hills, and on the S. the vale of Bel- 
voir. Many of the ancient streets are narrow, 
but there are several new and spacious ones. 
It is well-paved and lighted with gas, and has, 
upon tho whole, an Interesting appearance. 

Public Riitkftnps.]— Among the public edi- 
flees are the town-hall, rebuilt in the reign of 
George 1., and the bridewell, both spacious and 
commodious structures. The county-hali was 
erected in 1770, and comprises two law-courts 
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Mid n grand jury-room, with a Utl^e prluon 
behind it. The eharhabio JnsUtulIona in this 
town are very j||^erous. ^he free grammar 
school is en'dowli with ^500 per annum, and 
has on iU foundation 100 scholars ^laying 10s. 
per annum. The blue-coat, national, and 
Liiiicasterian Bch^Pl are supported by sub- 
scription. There are sevciul well-endowed 
hospitals or almshouses. The general hospital 
is open to invalids from any part of the coun- 
try. The lunatic asylum is adapted for the 
reception of three classes of patients, such as 
can give full remuneration ; those in indigent 
circumstances^ who are admitted on low terms^ 
and paupers, paid for by the county. Here is 
u public library, . and several other literary in- 
stitutions. Among the places of amusement 
are two assembly-rooms and a neat theatre, 
llaccs lake place annnnlly. The course at the 
N. E. end of the town is two miles in circum. 
fcrence. The cavalry barracks were erected in 
1790. 

Mauufactureg.'] — The staple manufactures 
arc stockings, bobbin. net, and othor kinds of 
lacc. The trade in malt is very extensive. 
The nlo brewed here is in high repute. No 
coal is dug within the libejties of this borough, 
but it is found in great abmdance ut a distance 
of 2 miles. 

Ecclesiastical Eivisions ,"] — This town com- 
prises three parishes, via., St Mary, St Nich- 
olas, and St Peter, in the nrchd. of Nutting- 
ham and dio. of York. There is also tho ex- 
tra-parochial liberty of St James. The liv- 
ing of St Mary’s is a vicarage with the curacy 
of St Paul’s, rated at ^20 ^ 8d.

OXFORDSHIRE, 

An inland county of England, bounded on the 
east by Buckinghamshire ; on the south-west, 
south, and south-east by Berkshire; on tho 
west by Gloucestershire; on the north and 
north-west by Warwickshire, and on the north- 
east by Northamptonshire. It contains 752 
square miles, or 481,280 acres. Pop., in 
1801, 109,620; in 1831, 152, loa A. P., 
j£713,147. It extends from fil^ 28^ to 52» 9^ 
north latitude, and from D 2^ to D 38^ west 
longitude. 

I)ivinon»t -The co. is In the dio. of Ox- 
ford and province of Canterbury. It ihrms an 
archdeaconry, and contains the deaneries of As- 
ton, Burcester, Chipping-Norton, Cuddesden, 
Deddington, Henley, Witney, and Woodstock. 
It contains 212 parishes of which 99 are rector- 


ies, 72 vicarages, and 44 curades. The civil 
divisions are into the hundreds of Hampton 
Banbury, Binfield, Bloxham,Bullington,ChadI 
lliigton, Dorchester, Ewelme, Langtree, Lewk- 
nor, Pirton, Plougbley, Thame, and Woot- 
ton. The chief towns ar&the city of Oxford, 
the boroughs of Banbury and Woodstock, and 
the market-towns of Hampton, Bicester, Bur- 
ford, Chipping-Norton, Henley-on-Thames, 
Thame, Watliiigton, and Witney. The mem- 
hers of parliament for the shire are three in 
number, and are polled at Oxford, Deddlng- 
ton, Witney, and Nettlebed. The assizes are 
held at Oxford, as also the quarter sessions in 
January, April, July, and October. The 
rates, in 1827, amounted to 1 39,000, of 
which j8119,7^ 19s. were expended on the 
poor. 

Rivera, 4*^.] — In general aspect, Oxfordshire 
presents considerable variety. In the south- 
ern parts there is much hilly land, especially 
about the Chiltem hills, which are well wood, 
ed. The central parts of the county are beau- 
tiful, but rather flat The rivers are the 
Thames or Isis, the Cberwell, the Thame, the 
Evenlode, and the Windrush. The Thames 
bounds the county on the south ; it rises in the 
county of Gloucoster, and first touches this 
county at its south-western extremity. It re- 
ceives the waters of the Windrush, Even- 
lode, and Cherwell, after which it becomes 
navigable, and passes Dorchester. It now is 
join^ by the Thame, and changes its name to 
the Thames; by wliich, however, it appears 
to have been formerly known throughout its 
whole course. It quits the county at a short 
distance below Henley, passing between those 
of Berks and Buckingham. It abounds in 
fish.— The Cherwell rises in Noithampton- 
shire, and enters the county near Banbury. It 
joins the Thames near Oxford. — The Thame 
rises on the borders of Bucks, near Chinnor; 
enters Oxfordslifre in the vicinity of Water- 
stock, and joins the Isis a little below Dorches- 
ter. — The Evenlode rises near the north-west- 
ern border of the county, and falls into the 
Isis, a few miles above the city of Oxford.— 
The Windrush rises on the liorder of Glouces- 
tershire, passes Burford and Witney, and falls 
Into the Isis near Noithmoor. Besides these 
rivers, numerous smaller streams intersect the 
country. 

i^oif.]— The soil of Oxfordshire is of three 
kinds : red land, stone-brash land, and chalk 
land. The northern part of the county consists 
chiefly of red land, and is the mhst fertile 
division. It consists of a deep-red, sandy 
loam, on. a substratum hf red grit-stone. The 
extent of this district is calculated at about ^ 
79,635 acres. The stono-brash district lies in 
the middle of the county, and extends to 
164,023 acroB The soil consists of ^ 
sandy loam, mingled with limestone. The 
chalk land is tho Chiltem district, occupying 
the south-eastern extremity of the county^ and 
about 64,778 acres in extent The subetratom 
la chalk, the soil varying flrom loam to day, 
with many flints Intermingled. The mlnersls 
of the county are not numerous. Freestone

llmat and slate^ are abundant; good ochre Is 
found at Shotover. 

ProdttcftbfM.]— The whole of the county Is 
fertile, and capable of producing good wheat. 
Barley and oats are also. much cultivated. : 
Pease, beans^ and turnips, are cultivated exten- ; 
sively; but the manner of cropping is very ir* ! 
regular. Clover, trefoil, and ssdnfoin, are , 
abundant* The grass-lands are extensive, ' 
especially on the river banks. There are , 
many dairy farms^ and much butter is made 
for the London market. On the banks of the ; 
Thame, Isis, and Cherwell is much excellent i 
feeding land. Calves are reared in great num- 
bers for the London market. No particular 
breed of cattle prevails, nor does any appear 
to be indigenous. The stock of shoop is large, 
consisting chiefly of the South Down, Berk- 
shire, New Leicester, and a Spanish breed. 

Wood,] — Wood is abundant in Oxfordshire, 
especially in the Chiiterii district, where natural 
beec^-woods of great extent occur. Whichwood 
forest, consisting of 34 coppices, is 6,720 acres 
in extent. The coppices cuntaiii chiefly uak, ash, 
beech, and elm. The whole is subject to a 
right of commonage for horses and . sheep. 
Otinoor, near Islip, is a tract of 40(J0 aicfcs, 
formerly common, but recently enclosed under 
an act, obtained in 1815. Many parishes have 
commons of moderate extent. 

Afanuyacfares.]-~The manufactures are not 
numerous. Blankets are made at Witney; 
gloves and steel articles at Woodstock. Lacc- 
making is common in the southern part of the 
county. At Banbury is a manufactory for a 
coarse species of velvet called Shag. 

Canals, ^c.] — The Oxford canal is of great 
advantage to the county. It enters at the north- 
ern extremity, follows the course of the Cher- 
weil, crosses it near Banbury, and communicates 
with the Thames near Oxford. It commiiiii- 
cutes with Birmingham, Liverpool, and Man- 
chester. The road fram London to Cheltenham, 
Gloucester, and Hereford, enters from Berk- 
shire near Maidenhetul ; passes Henley, Dor. 
Chester, Oxford, Witney, and loaves tho county 
a little way beyond Burford. Tho upper road 
from London to Oxford enters from the county 
of Buckingham near High Wycombe, and 
passes through Stokenchurch, Tetsworth, and 
Wheatley to Oxford. From that city it pro- 
ceeds by Wolvercott, Woodstock, and Little 
Rollright to Gloucestershire. Tho London 
and Holyhead road passes two portions of the 
county. The roads are generally good, being 
chiefly made with gravel. The antiquities of 
Oxford are not numerous. Roman and Brit- 
ish coins have been dug up at different periods. 
Of the great Praetorian roads, only fhe Iknield 
street passes through Oxfordshire. The na- 
ture of the ground renders its trace not so dis- 
tinct as it is in other counties. It Giitera from 
the county of Buckingham near Chiniiur, runs 
near Lewknor, Shlrburn, Watliiigton, and 
Ipdeh, and leaves the county somewhere near 
Goring. 

At the dissolution there were about 40 re- 
liglbus houses in this county. The most im- 
portant monastic relic is the cathedral church

of Oxford, formerly the church of the abbey 
of St Frideswide. Some fine specimens of 
Saxon and Norman architecture remain among 
the parish churches. 

Ill this county are the line seats of Blenheim, 
Ditchley park, belonging to Viscount Dillon ; 
Nuncham- Courtney to the earl of Harrourt, 
.nd Wroxton priory to the curl of Guildford. 

Chalybeate springs are numerous. Many 
fossil romains have been found in the gravel 
beds. 

OXFORD, 

A city, the capital of the county of Oxford, 
having separate jurisdiction, but locally situ- 
ated in the hundred of Woolton. It has ex- 
isted from a very remote period, and, in conse- 
quence, its origin is involved in total obscurity. 
Its name, which was formerly Oxenford, was 
supposed to have been derived from a ford over 
the river Isis much crossed by oxen. It is, 
however, with more probability, supposed to 
have been a enrruptiun of Ousenford, tho ford 
over the river ()use, which is regarded os the 
ancient name of the Isis. Neveitlicless, the 
former supposition has apparently been re- 
garded as tho more probable by the framers of 
tho city-anns, in which there is an ox crossing 
a river. The town certainly existed, and had 
been noted as the sent of schools before the 
time of Alfred the Great, with whom its au- 
thentic histor/ commences. All that has bocii 
said of its history, previous to his reign, may 
be regarded as merely truditionul, with the 
exception of its having been noticed in a bull 
by Pope Marlin 11. in 802, ns an ancient 
academy. “ About 730, Didaiius, a Saxon 
prince, founded here a nunnery le the honour 
of St Mary and All Saints, whi(di consisted, 
of 12 religious virgins of noble biith, under 
tho govern incut of his own daughter,^ Fridos- 
wide, who being buried hero, and afterwards 
canonized for a saint, this moiinstery, in pro- 
cess of time, was dedicated to his memory, 
and called almost always by her name. But 
the nuns having been dispersed by the Danish 
wars, this church came into the possession of 
secular canons, and was burnt to the ground, 
A. D. 1004; afterwords it was rebuilt, and 
better endowed for them by King Ethelrid. 
A certain king, before the Norman conquest, 
is said to have expelled these canons, and to 
have given this monastery to the monks of 
Abendon for some few years, and then to havo 
restored the canons. After the conquest, the 
seculars were again ejected, and an abbot and 
monks were here for some time; then tho 
priests got in once more, and continued till 
A. D. 1111, or 1121, at which time Roger, 
bishop of Salisbury, placed in this church a 
convent of regular canons of the order of St 
Austin, under the care of Guimond, a learned 
clerk and chaplain to Henry L, who became 
the first prior. The revenues of this religioua 
house were valued before its suppression at 
JC284 8s. 9d. It was suppressed by virtue of 
a bull from Pope Clement VII., dated Sd 
April, 1524, allowed of and confirmed May 
2 xi 
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lOth, by King Henry VIII., who, by letters 
patent, dated July 1st, 1525, grunted the site 
and lands to Cc'irdinal WoJsey, who thereupon 
began to found his college.*’ Tho city was 
bunU by the Danes in 1013 and 1032. In 
1036, a witteimgemote was held here fur the 
purpose of settling the succession to the throne 
of Canute, when Harold Harefoot was crown- 
ed, and retaliated on the town some injuries 
which his train suffered in a tumult. At the 
conquest, Oxford resisted the dominion of the 
Norman prince, who took it by storm, and 
erected a fortress in which a garrison was left. 
A council w{is held here by William Rufus, 
and Henry I. built here a residence (billed 
Reaumont-hall, in which his daughter Matilda 
was afterwards besieged by Stephen. During 
the siege, Stephen repaired the walls of the 
city which had been built, according to tradi- 
tion, in the 7th century. Various parliumeiils 
were held here, especially that of Henry II., 
for resisting the papal authority; and another 
of (he same prince for considering the parti- 
tion of Ireland. Richard I., who was bom 
ill Reaumont-hall, gave many impoilant privi- 
leges to Oxford. John and I^eiiry 111. held 
parliaments here, and Henry VIII. erected it 
into a see. Latimer and Ridley, and Cran- 
mcr archbishop uf Canterbury, were burnt 
hero ill 1555 and 1556. In 1625, the parlia* 
ineiilwus held here, the plague having driven 
them from London. Tho city was the head 
quarters of Charles I. during a part of the 
civil war, but was taken in 1610 by General 
Fairfax. Another parliament was held here 
in 1665 on account of tho plague, and the Inst 
was convened in IGSI, and dissolved after sit- 
ting but a few days. 

General Description ,'] — The town is situated 
on a gentle eminence, in a valley, at the con- 
liuence of the rivers Isis and Clicrwcli, which, 
descending towards the south and uniting at 
a very acute angle, nearly encompass the city; 
(he former on the west and south, tho lat- 
ter on tho east. Along the rivers, and be- 
tween them and tho city, lies a tract of very 
beautiful and luxuriant meadows. Rcyund 
these the prospect is bounded on the cast, soulli, 
and west, by an uniphithcatre of hills, while it 
extends indefinitely towards (he north, over u rich 
champaign country in the highest statu of cul. 
livalion. Over the rivers are several hand- 
sumo bridges of stone. There are four princi- 
pal entrances to the city. That from London 
crosses the Cherwell by Magdalene britlgc, a 
handsome structure, 526 feet in length, and 
erected in 1779 at an expense of .€8,000. This 
entrance is very agreeable, including a view of 
the vale of Cherwell, the church of St Cle- 
ments, Magdalen college, and Christ church 
meadows. This entrance terminates in the 
High-street, which is regarded as one of the 
finest streets in Europe, from its graceful curve 
and tho number of public buildings, chiefly of 
old date, by which it is adorned. The en- 
trances from Woodstock and Abingdon also 
pass over bridges, and are rendered interesting 
by various pictiiresqiip objects. Tho town is 
divided into four partXrby tho lllgU-strcct and 


St Gilos-street, which intei-scct each other at 
right angles at its centre. Both these streeU 
are paved and lighted with gas. St Giles’- 
street contains fewer public buildings, but more 
modern residences, than the other. 

Trade, §*c.]— The city has some trade, especially 
In the transit of corn and coal. It has long been 
celebrated for its brawn. The river Thames 
and. tho Oxford canal, which communicates with 
those of Birmingham, Coventry, and Warwick, 
arc of immense importance to its coinincrce. 
Wednesday and Saturday are market-da} s ; 
and fail's are iield on May 3d, Monday aflci 
St Giles* day. Sept. 1st, and Thursday "be fere 
New Michaelmas. Hero are warm and cold 
baths; races are held annually in tlie Puil- 
meadow. 

MunicijHil Goremmen#.] —The first charter 
%vas granted by Henry li. It had previously 
received various grants, which were confirmed 
by this, which likewise added the same rights 
and privileges as were enjoyed by the ciyxens 
of London, and appointed the mayor to act 
with the lord mayor of London, ns chief butler 
at tho coronation. The charter was renewed 
by HcAiry III. Various renewals have been 
made, and nt present the city is governed under 
a charter of James I., granted in 1605. The 
corporation, in terms of this charter, consists of 
a mayor, re(?order, high-steward, four alder- 
men, eight assistants, two bailiffs, two cham- 
berlains, 24 conitnon-eouncilmen, a town-clerk, 
and Kubordinato oflicers. The freedom of the 
city is inherited, or obtained by apprenticeship, 
gift, or purchase. Port-rneadow — a tract of 
440 acres — belongs to the freemen. The free- 
nieit chouse the mayor uniiunlly from the num- 
ber of the nldermen or assistants, and to him 
an oath is annually adminl.<>lercd by the vice- 
chancellor of the university, that lie will pro- 
tect and maintain all the ])riviloges of the uni- 
versity. Those who have served the ollice of 
chamberlain are alone eligible as baililfs. A 
commission under the great seal is iVom time 
to time conferred on the mayor, recorder, alder- 
men, aiul assistants, to act ns justices uf tho 
peace within the city ami liberties, which their 
charter of incorporation does not entitle them 
to do. They have also a coininission of gnul 
chdivery ; they hold courts of quarter-session 
for all ofiences save high treason ; and couits of 
record for pleas and debt. 

The town- hall is a handsome building of 
stone, erected in 1752. Here are also the city 
bridewell, the county gaol, and house of correc- 
tion, occupying tho site of an ancient castlo. 
The assizes for the county and election of 
knights of tho shire are held hero. 

See, ^c.] — The county of Oxford was original- 
ly included in the see of Lincoln, but in 1542| 
Henry Vlll. separated it, and established the 
abbey chapel at Osney, as the catliedral church. 
It was subsequently transferred to the chapel of 
tho monastery of St Frldeswide, dedicated to 
Christ. Tho see includes the whole county, 
except seven parishes. The chapter consists of 
a bishop, dean, archdeacon, eight canons, eight 
chaplains, 101 students, eight clerks, eight f^ha- 
risters, and 24 almsmen. The cathedral Is* a 
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criirifortn Btruclure, in the Norman st 3 le. 
JVluuli of tlie interior is remarkably rich, and 
there are some nncioiit monuments of great 
interest. 

JAvings ,"] — The livings in the city are the 
following: — St Aldate, a discharged rectory, 
rated at ISs. 4d., returned at ^L20., and in 
the patronage of Pembroke college.— All Sainti^ 
a perpetual curacy, united with Lincoln college, 
rated at ^5 6s. 8d. , and returned at 4:50. — St 
Andrew’s, St Benedict’s, St Budoc’s, St Ca- 
therine’s, St Edward’s, and St George’s, were 
formerly parishes, the churches of which have 
long ago been demolished. — St Cross, or Holy- 
well, is a curacy, returned at ;€95, and in pa- 
tronage of Merton college. — St Ebbas, a dis- 
charged rectory, rated at £3 5s., returned at 
4J98. — St Clement’s, a donative, returned at 
4:80, and in patroiuige of the crown. — St Giles, 
adiscliargod vicarage, rated at j£14 12s. 3^d., 
rcliiriied at :£102, and in patronage of St 
.Tohii’ji college. — St John the Baptist, a per- 
petual curacy, in patronage of Merton college, 
to which the church is chapel. — St Martin’s, a 
discharged rectory, rated at .£8 Is. 5^d., and 
ill patronage of the crown. — St Mary Magda- 
lene’s, a curacy, rated at <£G, returned at 4:120, 
and in patronage of Christ church. — St Mary 
tlie Virgin, a vicarage, rated nt £5 4s. 2d., 
returned at .£75, and in patronage of Oriel 
college. — The church of St Mary is that of tho 
university.— St Michael’s, a curacy, returned 
at £80, and united to Linculii college. — St 
Mildred’s church is demolished.— St Peler-lc- 
Bayley, a rectory, rated at £3 14s. 2d., nj- 
turiied at £40, and in patronage of tho crown. 

— St Peter-in-the-East, a discharged vicarage, 
nitcd at £13 2s. id., returned at £132, and 
in patronage of Merton <!ollege. The church 
is of high antiquity, and in the Norman stylo. 

— St Thoimts, a curacy, returned at £100, 
and ill patronage of Christ church. — The 
Baptists, Roman Catholics, and Wesleyan 
Methodists, have places of worship here. 

Ill 1058, John Nixon founded and endowed 
a charity school, from which two boys are an- 
nually apprenticed on an endowment of £35 
]>er annum, left by Mrs Joan Nlxcn In 1085. 
Here is a blue-coat school for 70 boys, half of 
wlioin are clothed and fed, and some are a|)- 
preiiticod. Hero are also various endowments 
lor tho education of children of particular pa- 
rishes; a school for 36 girls, supported by 
subscription among the ladies ; a national 
school for 330 bo)'s, supported by tlio univer- 
sity ; d Loncastcrian school for 100 boys and 
50 girls; a charity school, founded by Mrs 
Maebride, for 200 girls. Hero are an excel- 
lent infirmary, founded by the trustees of Dr 
Kadcliffe; a house of industry ; and a lunatic 
asylum nt Hcadington. There are also a few 
endowed almshouses. 

The population of Oxford, in 1801, was 
H, 749; in 1831, 20,434. A. P., £37,853.— 
Two newspapers are published here weekly.. 
In the vicinity are many handsome residences. 
Oxford confers the title of earl on tho Harley 
family. 

UMivEftsiT^]— Tho origin of the university 


of Oxford has given rise to. many disputes. 
Alfred is usually regarded as tho founder, 
though there is reason to believo that it existed 
previously as tho seat of a celebrated school. 
Authentic history does not carry us back into 
that period, in which it is probable that any 
schools whii’h did exist were solely in coiinexiuii 
with the various monastic establislimoiits whicJi 
appear to have been founded hero nt a very 
remote period. Alfred, who found his domin- 
ions ill a miserably defective condition with 
respect to learning, fuuiuied hero three schools 
or colleges, and ordained that each possessor of 
two hydes of land within the realm shuulcl 
cause his sons to bo cducatcnl nt this or sumo 
other scat of Icuirniiig. This uiiivei'sity, such 
as it was, was destroyed by the Diuie^ its 
buildings were pillaged and tho members dis- 
persed, and it appears to have been neglected 
till after the cunquest. After tho conquest, 
Kobcit JD’Oily founded a collegiate church 
here, on the annexation of which to Osney 
abbey, tho buildings were given up to students, 
who were untier the control of a warden ap- 
pointed by the iibbot. Various inoiiibors of 
that abbey assumed the oflit'c of teachers, and 
the university iloiirislied to sucdi an extent, that 
ill the reign of Sle]i]ien, not less than 30,00(1 
students resided in tlie city, being acroriirnodal- 
etl ill inns, nr hostels, erected for tlieir ucx'urn- 
inoflalion, to the nuiiilter of .300. 

The university received its first charter in 
1248, from Henry III. Merton college was 
founded in 1274, and a|)pears to have been the 
6rst establishment of the kind in the university. 
The privileges uf its members have been cx- 
teiideci or altered by various kings. The uni- 
versity, as a corporate body, consisting of a 
number of united c3ullegcs, or halls, was incor- 
porated ill 13th of (Juoeii Eli/ubeth, by tile 
style and title of tliu chamroilor, musters, and 
st'holars of the university of Oxford. Tiiero 
are 19 colleges, the inembers of which are 
severally iiif;orpu rated, and five bhlLs which are 
not incorporated, each having peculiar laws, 
but being subject to tho general statutes of the 
university. The laws of tho university now in 
force were compiled in the reign of James 1. 
Before becoming a member of the university 
of Oxford, it is ncccssaiy to suhscTibe the 39 
articles of the church of England, to take tho 
o.*iths of supremacy and allegiance, and to swear 
to observe oil tho statutes, privileges, and cus- 
toms of the univei'sily. 

The university is governed by a chancellor, 
vice-chancellor, high steward, and two proctors; 
other olficers are the public orator, keeper of 
the archives, registrars, curators of tho ilioatro, 
keeper of the Ashmolean museum, clerks of 
the market, and inferior ufiicers, such as esquire 
and yeoman bedels. The chancellor, who holds 
his ofllce for life, is usually a nobleman of dis- 
tinction, elected by tho house uf convocation. 
Ho only attends on extraordinary occasions. 
The vice-chancellor is appointed by the chan- 
cellor from among the heads of colleges, under 
the approval of the convocation. Ho has four 
assistants, who must also be heads of houses; 
his duties arc the most important of any, as ho 
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is the highest resident officer. He Is convener 
of ail inwtings and courtSf he enforces the ob- 
servance of the laws, punishes delinquents, is a 
magistrate of the city and county and also of 
Berkshire, and licenses taverns in the city. 
The high-steward is appointed by the chancel- j 
lor; he is always a nobleman, and acts as as- 
sistant to the chancellor and vice-chancellor, 
especially in the trial of capital causes in vthic^ 
members of the university are concerned. The 
proctors, who are the more immediate guar- 
dians of the laws in the university, are chosen 
annually from among masters in arts of not 
less than four or more than ten years* standing. 
The public orator, who is chosen by the house 
of convocation, writes public letters and ad- 
dresses, delivers harangues, and presents hon- 
orary degrees. The offices of the keeper of 
the archives, the registrar of the university, the 
registrar of the university court, and the clerk 
of the market, are sufficiently described by their 
names. 

The affairs of the university are managed 
by the assemblies of congregation and convo- 
cation. The house of congregation consists of 
doctors of every faculty, heads of colleges and 
halls, professors, public lecturers, masters of 
schools, public examiners, deans and censors of 
colleges, and masters of arts above one year’s 
standing. These are called regents. The 
business of the house is confined almost entire- 
ly to the passing of graces and dispensations, 
and to the granting of degrees. The house of 
convocation consists of regents, masters in their 
first year, and persons who have been regents 
and retired from the university, though still 
retaining their names on the books. This 
house transacts all important public business. 
At both the chancellor, or vice-chancellor, or 
the joint proctors, have an absolute veto on all 
proceedings except elections, when, in certain 
cases, the presiding officer has the casting vote. 
The chancellor holds a weekly court of record 
for the recovery of debt, its jurisdiction extend- 
ing only to the members of the university. 

The elective franchise was bestowed on the 
regent masters of arts and doctors in convoca- 
tion, by James J. ; and two members have 
been regularly retunied since 1603. The vio 
chancellor is the returning officer. 

The regius professorships are seven in num- 
ber. Those of divinity, civil law, medicine, 
Hebrew, and Greek, were founded by Henry 
VIII., who burden^ the dean and canons of 
Christ church with a yearly payment of ^40 
to the first, fourth, and fifth. That of modem 
languages and history was founded in 1724 by 
George I.; that of botany by George III., in 
1793. In addition to the original endowments 
of these professorships, to that of divinity are 
annexed a canoiiry in Christ church, and the 
rectory of Hwolmo ; to that of civil law, a pre- 
bend in Salisbury cathedral; to that of medi- 
cine, the mastership of Ewelme hospital and 
the Tomlin’s lectureship on anatomy.— The 
Margaret professorship of divinity was founded 
by the countess of Richinond, mother of Henry 
VII. It is tenabll for two years, but the pro- 
fessor is usually allowed to retain it for life.— 


The professorship of natural philosophy was 
founded in 1618 by Sir Wm. Sedley. The 
estate with which it was endowed now produces 
4^120 per annum. — The Savillan professor- 
ships of geometry and astronomy were founded 
in 1619 by Sir Henry Savile. This is open 
to eminent men of all nations; the appointment 
is vested In the archbishop of Canterbury, lord- 
chancellor, chancellor of the university, bishop 
of London, principal secretary of state, chief 
justices, chief baron of the exchequer, and the 
dean of the arches. — The Camden professor- 
ship of ancient histoiy was founded and en- 
dowed with the manor of Bexley, in 1622, by 
William Camden, the celebrated antiquary.— 
The professorship of music was founded by 
William Herther in 1626. — The professorship 
of Arabic was founded by Laud, arciibishop of 
Canterbury, in 1636; its endowments arise 
from lands in the parish of Bray, county of 
Berks. — The professorship of botany was 
founded and endowed with ;£3,000, in, 1738, 
by William Sherrard. The patronage is vest- 
ed in the roval college of physicians. — The 
professorship of poetry was founded by Henry 
Birkhead, Esq. It is tenable for live years, 
and one re-election is permitted.— The Anglo- 
Saxon professorship was founded in 1750 by 
Dr Richard Rawliiison. It is held for five 
years, and is endowed with rent-charges on 
lands in Lancashire. — The Vineriaii professor- 
ship of common law was founded in 1755 by 
C. Vincr, Esq. This professorship was first 
held by Sir Wm. Blackstone.— The professor- 
ship of cliiiiral medicine in the Radclifie infir- 
mary was founded by the earl of Lichfield in 
1772. It is open to doctors of five yours’ stand- 
ing, on the appointment of the house of convo- 
cation.— In 1803, George Aldrich, M.D., 
founded professorships of anatomy, practice of 
medicine, and chemistry. — The professorship 
of political economy was founded in 1825 by 
Henry Drummond, Esq., who endowed it with 
a rent-charge of j 6100 on his estates in the co. 
of Surrey. 

There are readerships in Arabic, experi- 
mental philosophy, mineralogy, geology, and 
anatomy. Lectures in divinity were founded 
in 1780 by the Rev. John Baropton. The 
heads of colleges, the canons of Christ church, 
and the professors of divinity and Hebrew, 
preach the university sermons every Sunday 
morning during term, in rotation. 

The Radclifie travelling fellowships are open 
to all members of the university. The en- 
dowment of each is ^600 per annum, tenable 
for ten years, five of which must be spent in 
foreign countries. The chambers belonging to 
the fellows are in New college. The patronage 
is vested in the trustees of the Radclifie library. 
— The Vlnerian fellowships of £60 per an- 
num, and the scholarsh^ of £30, are also 
tenable for 10 years.— The Craven scholar- 
shiM are tenable, some for 14, some for 7 years. 
— The Ireland scholarships for undergraduates 
are endowed with j£30 per aiiwini each. 

The periods during whidilMlke university is 
open are called terms. These kiip four lit num- 
ber: 1. fiftcAoeAitas, commencli^lOth October, 
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and ending 17th December; 2. Hilary , com- 
mencing 14th January, and ending on the 
Saturday before Palm-Sunday ; B. Easter, 
beginning on the tenth day after Easter- Suii- 
duy» ending on tho day before Whit- Sunday ; 
4. Trinity, commencing on the Wednesday 
after Whit-Sunday, and ending on the Satur- 
day after the first Tuesday in July. Resi- 
dence during a certain number of terms is 
necessary towards the attaininent of degrees, 
but the first and second are kept by a residence 
of six weeks each, the second and third by a 
residence of three. 

Tho degree of bachelor in arts requires the 
keeping of 16 terms, except in cases of sons of 
peers, and students who keep terms for a mas- 
ter’s degree, or for honours in civil law, when 
12 are sufficient. A bachelor in civil law re- 
quires 28 terms, but a certain number are usu- 
ally remitted. Doctors in civil law must attend 
five years more ; bachelor in medicine one year 
from file regency ; doctor in the same faculty 
four years* residence from matriculation. 

For the degree of bachelor in arts, thd can- 
didate submits to exeix'ises or examinations in 
the classics, logic, and Euclid's Elements of 
Geometry, the rudiments of religion, moral 
philosophy, and physics. For the bachelorship 
ill divinity, law, or medicine, the exercises in 
public disputations; for the doctorships, the 
reading of three lectures. Several public prizes 
are given annually by the chamrellor, and from 
the revenues of certain foundations, for which 
all members of the university may be compe- 
titors. — The following livings are in patronage of 
tile university: — South Moreton, Berks, a rec- 
tory; South Petherwin, Cornwall, a vicarage; 
Dolmu- Cultram, Cumberland, a vicarage; 
Gati'omb, Southampton, a rectory; Lyston, 
Jjeii'ester, a vicarage ; Stutchbury, Northamp- 
ton, a rectory; St Giles, Oxford, a lectureship; 
Kirkdale, York, a curacy. 

Uniaeraity Collage is supposed to have been 
one of those founded by Alfred; but as the 
Danes are known to have dispci*sed the ancient 
halls, we cannot with propriety go further back 
than the year 1249, when William, an’hdeacon 
of Durham, left a sum of money for the sup- 
port of a society of musters chosen from dif- 
ferent halls. It would appear that these did 
not assume the style of a separate society till 
1280; nor were they known by their present 
title till a later period. They settled in their 
present site about 1343, toking the title of 
** the master and scholars of the hall of the 
university of Oxford.” On the foundation 
there are a master, 12 fellows, and 24 scho- 
lars: the number of members was lately 218. 
The king is visitor. The master and fellows 
have the patronage of Tarrant- Grenville rectory, 
Dorset; North Ceniey rectory, Gloucester; 
Dcadboum- Worthy rectory, Hants; Flam- 
stead curacy, Herts; Elton rectory, Hunts; 
Checkendon rectory, Oxford ; Kingsdon rec- 
tory, Somerset; Becikley rectory, Sussex; 
ArnclifiTe vicar^e and Melsonby rectory, York. 
The college btjplngs are in tlie ancient style 
of English ar^itecture, with some mixture of 
Italian architegture. 


Eaffol College, founded about 1260 by John 
Baliol of Bernard-castle, father i(I. BalioJ, 
king of Scotland. The society coiillsts of ii 
master, 12 fellows, and 14 scholars. The 
college elects its own visitor, who is at present 
archbishop of Canterbury. In this college are 
33 scholarships or exhibitions, some of these 
are of great value; ten, for scholars from 
Glasgow university, on the foundation of John 
Snell, Esq., are endowed with per an- 

num each, and tenable for ten years. The 
master and fellows have patronage of the fol- 
lowing livings : — The rectories of Duloe, Corn- 
wall; All Saints, St Leonards, St Nicholas, 
St Rutolph, and lluly Trinity, in the town of 
Colchester; Tend ring, Essex; Bruttleby, Fil- 
lingham, and Risehoiin, Lincoln; Kilve ciim 
Stgngston, Huntspill, and Timsbury, Somer- 
set; tho vicarages of Duloe, Cornwall ; Beer- 
Regis, Dorset; Markstey, Essex; Abbotsley, 
Hunts; St Lawrence Jewry and St Mary 
Magdalene, London ; and Long Benton, 
Northumberland. The number of members 
was lately 248. The buildings are of great 
antiquity. Wickcliffe, tho reformer, was mas- 
ter of this college, having previously studied in 
Merton. 

Merton College . — Walter do Merton, bishop 
of Rochester, and lord-high-chancellor of Eng- 
land, founded a school at Merton in Surrey, 
which ho removed to Oxford in 1274. As a 
corporate body, the society of Merton is tho 
most ancient in the university, and it consists 
of a warden, 24 fellows, 14 post, masters, 4 
scholars, 2 chaplains, and 2 clerks. The andi- 
bishop of Canterbury is visitor. Natives of 
the dioceses of St Asaph, Bangor, St David’s, 
Llandaff, Hereford, Chichester, Exeter, Ro- 
chester, Lichfield and Coventry, Chester, and 
Carlisle, are not eligible as fellows. There 
are well endowed exhibitions for the post-mas- 
ters and scholars, lii patronage of the warden 
and fellows are the following livings: — The 
retriorics of Gamlingay, Cambrid^; Kibw'orth- 
Beauchamp, Leicester; Cuxham and Ibstone, 
Oxford; Farley, Surrey; Lapworth, Warwick; 
the vicarages of Diddington, Hunts ; Elham, 
Kent; Embleton and Ponteland, Northum- 
berland; Malden, Surrey; Great Wolford, 
Warwick; Stratton- St-Margaret, Wilts; and 
the curacies of Holywell and Wolvercott, Ox- 
ford ; St John and St Peter, city of Oxford ; 
and Chessington, Surrey. The oldest part of 
the buildings is the library, forming part of the 
third quodrangle, and founded in 1376. . The 
chapel is a remarkably handsome structure in 
the decorated st}’le of English architecture. 
Dr Harvey, who discovered the circulation of 
the blood. Duns Scotus^ John Wicllffe, An- 
thony Wood, Sir Richard Steele, and other 
celebrated persons, have been members of 
Merton college. Number of members was re- 
cently 127. 

Exeter College was founded in 1314 by 
Walter de Staplodon, bishop of Exeter, from 
whom it took its original appellation of Staple- 
don hall. Its deed of incorporation was ob- 
tained shortly after 1565, and at present the 
. society consists of a rector and 25 fellows, and 
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(he iiumhcr of members vroB recently 288. 
The bif(|pp of Exeter is visitor. In piitron- 
nge of the rector and fellons are the following 
livings: — The rectories of Rushey, Hurls; 
Wootton, Northampton ; Ripe and Waldron, 
Sussex; Raverstock and Somerlbrd Magna, 
Wilts; the vicarages of Long Wittenham, Rerks ; 
Menheniot, Cornwall; Merton and South New- 
ington, Qxford ; that of Kidlington, Oxford- 
shire, is annexed to the rectorship. None of 
the buildings are ancient. The library con- 
tains many books of high value. 

Oriel Cdletje was founded in 13.36 by Adam 
de Rrome, almoner to Edward 11., who be- 
came its 6rst provost. In 1333 it was called 
St Mary's hall, but a house called L’Oriele 
having been conferred on it by the king, it took 
iVom thence its present name. The society 
consists of a provost and eighteen fellows, and 
the number of members lately on the books was 
298. There are hflceii exhibitions, and the 
king is visitor. In patronage of tjie provost 
and fellows are the following livings: — The 
rectories of Ufton, Rerks; Purleigh, Essex; 
Abbot’s-Croinhall and Torlworth, Gloucester; 
Swanswick, Somerset; Plymptrec Devon; Salt- 
fleet, Lincoln ; the vicarages of Ccleky, Lin- 
coln; St Mary, Oxford; Twiverton, Somer- 
set; and Aberford, York; and the curacy of 
Morlon-Pinkticy, Northampton. The chapid, 
which is the oldest portion of the building, was 
completed in 1642. Here was educated Dr 
Joseph Rutler, Sir Walter Raleigh, and Sir 
John Holt. 

Queen's College was founded by Robert de 
Egglesiield, confessor to Philippa, queen of 
Edward 111., in 1340. The society consists 
of a provost and 24 fellows, 16 of whom must 
be natives of Cumberland and Westmoreland. 
There are 48 exhibitions, and the archbishop of 
Y ork is visitor. The provost and follows have the 
following livings: — The rectories of Sulhamp- 
stead- Abbas, and Sulhampstead-Rannister, 
Rerks; llolwell, Somerset; Niton, Rram- 
shot, KiiightVEnham, Headley and Newn- 
ham, Hants; Rleachingdon, Charldon-upon- 
Otmore, Hampton- Poyle and South Weston, 
Oxford; English Bicknor, Gloucester; Pont- 
esbury, Salop; Upton- Scudamore, Wilts; the 
vicarages of Spnrsholt, Rerks ; Chedword, 
Gloucester; Rramley, Carisbrooke, Godshill, 
Milford, Monk’s- Sherborne and Holy- Rood, 
Southampton; Ncwbold-Pacey, Warwick; 
Rrough, Westmoreland ; Wendron, Corn- 
w'all ; and the curacy of Hordlc, Hants. The 
number of members was lately 351. The 
buildings were all erected in the course of the 
last century, except the library, which bears 
date 1690. The books are of great value, and 
the number of volumes is above 18,000. Here 
were educated Halley, Addison and Tickell, 
Henry V., Dr John Mill, (Collins, and 
Bishop Tanner. 

New College was founded in 1386 by William 
of Wykehurn, bishop of Winchester, who also 
instituted a school at Winchester for the pre- 
paration of scholars. Tho society consists of 
a warden, 70 fellows and scholars, JO chap- 
laiiis, all orgaiiisti .3 clerks, .and 16 choristers^ 


Tim fellows and scholara must be taken from 
Wykoham’s school. Tho bishop of Winches- 
ter is visitor. The warden and fellows are 
patrons of the following livings: — Tho retr- 
tories of Akely, Hardwick, Great Horwoocl, 
Newton-Loiigville, Radclive, and Tingowick, 
Bucks; Abbots’- Stoke, Dorset; Birchanger

niiiiexod to the wardeiiship; the vicarages of 
Wliaddon, Rucks; Steeple- Morden, Cam- 
bridge; ITornchiireh and Writtle, Essex; 
Maishlleld, Gloucester; Hcckfield, Hants; 
East Adderbury, Cheston, and Swnicliffu, 
Oxford; and Colerne, Wilts; and thocCiira- 
cies of Roxwell and Rom turd, Essex; Mat- 
tingley, Hants; and Epwell, Oxford. 'I'lie 
chaptd is a remarkably rich s))eeimen of the 
(lurid style of English architecture. It con- 
tains sumo fine paintings and sculptures; hero 
is preserved also the superb silver-gilt ciusier 
of William of Wykeham. Tho number of 
members was lately 153. 

JJncoln College owes its foundation to Rich- 
ard Fleming, bishop of Lincoln, in 1427, ami 
was completed by Hothcruin, archbishop of York. 
The society consists of a rector, 12 fellows, 
13 exhibitioners, 8 scholars, and L Riblo clerk. 
Tho number of members was lately 142. The 
bishop of Lincoln is visitor. Tho rector holds 
the rectory of Tw'yford, Rucks. The follow- 
ing livings are in patronage of the rector and 
fellows: — Tho rectories of Cublington, Rucks; 
Wliiterborne. Abbas, Dorset; Hndleigh and 
Great Leighs, Essex ; and Waddington, Lin- 
coln ; and the curacies of All SaintS|^ St Mi- 
chaels, Long Combo and Forest-hill, Oxford. 
Tho chapel is a handsomo structure. Here 
were educated Sir W. D’Aveiiant, John Wes- 
ley, James Hervey, Dr Robert Sanderson, Dr 
Matthew Tindal, and Archbishop Potter. 

AU SouPs College was founded in 1437 by 
Henry VI. and Henry Chichele, archbishop 
of Canterbury. The society consists of a 
warden, 40 fellows, 2 chaplains, clerks, and 6 
scholars. The number of members was re- 
cently 100. Tho archbishop of Canterbury is 
visitor. The w’arden and fellows have j)atroii- 
age of the following livings:— The rectories of 
Westoii-Turville, Bucks; Welwyn, Herts; Ches- 
fleld, Elmley, and Uarrietsham, Kent; Hurps- 
den, Oxfonl; Ruckland, Surrey; Harford- St-

ture, with painted windows. The altar-piece 
is the celebrated Ntdtme tangere of RtifYuello 
Mengs. Tho library, which contains 40,000 
volumes was bequeathed to the college by 
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Colonel Codrington, who had been a member. 
Leland the antiquary. Sir C. Wren, Sir Wm. 
Blackstone, Linocre, Cuius, and Sydenham, 
wero educated here. 

Magdalene College was founded in 1459 by 
William of Wayiifleet, bishop of Winchester. 
The society consists of a piesident, 40 fellows, 
30 scholars, a schoolmaster, an usher, 4 chap- 
lains, an organist, 8 clerks, and 16 choristers; 
and the number of members was recently 167. 
The bishop of Winchester is visitor. The 
president and fellows have patronage of the 
following livings: — The rectories of Appleton, 
Aston-Tirrold, East llsleyand Tubury, jierks; 
lieaconshcld and Saundeilon, ilucks; Stan- 
way, Essex; Slimbridge, Gloucester; (^*in- 
(llcsby, llorsington, SaltHeet by All Saints and 
Swaby, Lincoln; Brandistoiie, Norfolk; Great 
Houghton, Northampton; East llridgeford, 
Notts; Ducklington, Staiilako, and Swerford, 
Oxford; Ashiirst and Bramber, Sussex; Boy- 
ton, ^ittlclon, and Winterbourne- Basset, Wilts: 
the vicarages of Ashbury, Berks; Basingstoke, 
Selborne, and East Woldham, Hants; Even- 
ley, Northampton; Willoughby, Warwick; and 
Dintoii, Wilts; and the curacies of West Tis- 
ted, Hants; and Horsepath, Oxford. The 
buildings of this college have an air of vener- 
ahle antiquity. The chapel has been pailially 
niodernized; it contains some interesting iiion- 
uincnts, and the windows 2 irc formed of ele- 
gantly stained glass. Above the altar is ii fine 
picture of (>hri.st bearing the cross, attributed 
tu Moralez, a Spanish painter. The gardens 
nre extensive, and contain the promenade call- 
ed Addison’s walk. The tower is lofty, and 
in a very rich stylo of English Jirchitecturc. 
Lilly the astrologer, Addison and Collins, 
Cardinals Wolsey and Bole, Dr Sacheverell, 
and Gibbon the historian, were munibcrs of 
tills college. 

Jlrasenose College was founded in 1509 by 
William Smyth, bishop of Lincoln, and Sir 
Uichard Stilton of Presthury in Chcslnro. The 
society consists of a principal and 20 fellows, 
with 32 scholars and 15 exhibitioners. The 
number of members was recently 403. Tho 
bishop of Lincoln is visitor. Tile principal 
and fellows have p!itroiingo of the following 
livings : — Tho recturies of Dudcole and West 
Sliellbrd, Berks; Tcdestone-Delaiiiere, Here- 
ford ; St Matthew, Bethnal- Green, Stratford-

Sussex ; and Wootton- Rivers, Wilts ; the lec- 
tureship of Rodborough, Gloucester; the vicar- 
ages of Gillingham, Kent; Preston, Lanca- 
shire; and Osburnby, Lincoln; the curacies 
af St John Bethnal-green; and Stepney, 
Middlesex. The style of architecture of the 
cullege buildings is a bud mixture of Gothic 
and Grecian architecture. John Fox, Dr 
Whitaker, and Dr Reginald Heher, were 
members of this college. The origin of the 


name of this college is said to have boon tho 
circumstance of the knocker of one of the an- 
cient gates having been funned of a ring in 2 i 
nose of brass. 

Corpus Christi College was feundod in 1516 
by Richard Fox, bishop of Winchester, whose 
successors have been visitui's. The ''society 
consists of II president, 20 fellows, 20 scholai's, 
2 chaplains, 2 clerks, and 2 choristers. Tho 
number of members was lately 132. Tho pre- 
sident and fellows have patronage of tiie fol- 
lowing livings : — Tho rectories of Little Stuugh- 
toii, Bedford; Childrey and Letcuinbe-Bassett, 
Berks; Ruan-Jamghnrne, ('ormvall ; Skelton, 
Cumberland; Great Holland, Essex; Duiits- 
huurne- Rouse and Maisey-ljamplun, Glouces- 
ter; Stoke- Charity, Hauls; Pembridge, Here- 
ford; Bassinglmin, Lineulii; Chiireh-Brnmp- 
ton, Byfield and Helmdon, Northampton;

Trent, Somerset; Fenny- Compton, WaKwiek; 
Steeple-Langford, and Stratford-St-Aninony, 
Wilts; the vicarage of West Ilendred, Berks; 

Tho 
chapel contains a fine altar- pieeu by Rubens ; 
and the silver crosier, sncramciital plate, rings, 
and other relics of the founder, aro preserved 
in the cullege. Kennett, Hooker,^ and Halos, 
wore members of this college. 

Christ Church College was founded in 1525 
hy (3urdiiial Wolsey, siispiiiicled on his disgrac’e, 
completed in 1532, and suppressed Ihirteeii years 
after. In 154() it was le-eslablished on the 
erection of the see of Oxford, utul the society 
now consists of a dean, eight canons, 101 stu- 
dents, eight chaplains, a school master, an or- 
ganist, eight clerks, and eight choristers. The 
king is patron of the deanery and canon l ies ; 
the former is Jield by the regius professor of 
divinity, the latter by the regius professor of 
Hebrew..— The dean and canons have patron- 
age of the fulluwing livings; — ^Iho rectories of 
Slapton, Bucks; St Tudy, Corinjall; Slieriiig, 
Essex; Batsfovd and Iron- Acton, (Boucester;

Great Hampton, South and North 
LittleUm, Offenham, and Wickhamford, Wor- 
cester. — The buildings of this college are very . 
extensive and magnificent. In the tower over 
the gateway is a bell 7 feet 1 inch in diameter 
and 5 feef 9 inches in depth, called the * great 
Tom of Oxford.* It is tolled every night at a 
quarter after nine, as the signal for the closing 
of the colleges. Littleton, Bolingbroke, Ben 
Jonson, Philip Sidney, Otway, Colman, Locke, 
Willis, and Canning, were members of this 
college. 

TWatVy College existed under the name of 
Denham college from the reign of Edward 
111., but at the dissolution it was purchased by 
Sir '^omas Pope, who established it anew In 
1554^ The society consists of a president, 12 
felloivs^ and 16 scholars ; the number of mem- 
bers recently amounted to 260. The bishop of 
Winchester is visitor. The president and fel- 
lows have the patronage of the following 
livings: — the rectories of Farnhnm, Essex; 
Oddington^nd Rotherlield- Greys, Oxford; 
Burtoii-on-flie- Heath, Warwick; and Gnr- 
sington, Oxford, held by the president; the 
lectureship of St Nicholas, Abingdon, Berks; 
—the vicarages of Navestot'k and Great Wal- 
tham, Essex; — and the curacy of Hill Fur- 
rance, Somerset. — The chapel contains the 
remains and monument of the founder and bis 
lady. Archbishop Sheldon, Chiilingviorth, 
Sir John Denham, Merrick, and Waston, were 
members of this college. 

St John's CoUegt was founded in 1557 by 
Sir Thomas White, a citizen of London. The 
society consists of a prasideiit, 50 fellows, a 
chaplain, an organist, six singers, six choristers, 
and two sextons. The number of members 
was recently 219, and the bishop of Winches- 
ter is visitor. The president and fellows have 
the patronage of the following livings: — the 
rectories of Sutton, Bedford; Kingston-Bag- 
puze, Berks; Cranhnm, Essex; Winterbourne, 
Gloucester ; Leckford and South Wamborough, 
Hants; Barfrestoii, Kent; Aston-le- Walls, 
Crick, and East P'arndon, Northampton;

Charlbury and Kiitlington, Oxford ; St Giles, 
city of Oxford;— the curacy of North Moor, 
Oxford.— The buildings are in general hand- 
some ; the chapel belonged to an ancient Cis- 
teriian monastery, ded. to St Bernard. Arch- 
bishops Laud, Juxon, and Dawes; Shirley, 
Louth, Wheatley, and Sherard, were members 
of this college. 

Jesus cSege was founded by Queen Eliza- 
beth in 1571 . Tho earl of Pembroke is visitor ; 
and the society consitts of a principal, 19 fel- 


low^ 18 scholars, and some exhibitioners. The 
number of members was lately 181. The 
president and fellows have the patronage of the 
following livings: — the rec!torie8 of Longworth 
and*Remenham, Berks; Ash- Clinton, Bucks; 
Badgeworth and Badgington, Gloucester! 
Scartho, Lincoln Braunston and Furtho! 
Northamotoii; Hotherfleid- Peppard and Wig.

Wadham College was founded in 1613 by 
Nia Wadham, Esq. of Edge and Merhfieid. 
Tho society consists of a warden, 15 fellows, 
)5 scholars, two chaplains, and two clerks. Tho 
bishop of Balh and Wells is visitor, aad the 
number of members was lately 214. There 
are several well-endowed exhibitions, founded 
by the late Dr John Wills, warden of the col- 
lege. The warden and fellows have the pa- 
tronage of the following livings:— the reriories 
of Fryeniing, Essex; Maperton and Liming, 
ton, Somerset ; and Esher, Surrey ; — the vic- 
arages of Hockley, Essex ; Suuthrop, Glouccs.

Pemltrohe College was founded in 1624 by 
the united benefactions of Thomas Tesdale of 
Glympton, Oxfordshire, and tho Rev. Dr 
Wightwick, East llsley, Berks. The society 
consists of a master, 14 fellows, and 31 scho- 
lars. Tho chancellor of the university is visi- 
tor, and the number of membera was lately 
195. The following livings are in putronago 
of tho master and fellows: — the rectories of 
Colli St Denis, Gloucester; Sibson, Leicester; 
St Aldate’s, city of Oxford ; Kirigshall, Suf- 
folk; Bripkworth, Codford St Peter, and 
Liddiard-Millicent, Wilts; — and the curacies 
of West Harroldston and Lamliston, Pem- 
broke; CoInbrook, Bucks; and Uxbridge, 
Middlesex.

Worcester College was founded in 1714, by 
raising to the rank of a college tho hall called 
Gloucester, or St John the Baptist's ball. The 
society consists of a provost, 21 fellows, 16 
scholars, and three exliibitioners; and the num- 
ber of members was lately 222. The bishops 
of Oxford and Woirester, and the vice-chan- 
cellor of the university, are visitors. The pro- 
vost and fellows have the patronage of tho fol- 
lowing livings:- Denebworth vicarage^Berks ; 
the rectories of Hogston, Bucks; Dinedor, 
Hereford ; Whitfield, Northampton ; Tadinar- 
ton, Oxford; Neen-Sollars^ Salop; High Ham

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Si Alban'i HaU was united in 1540 to Mer- 
ton college. It consists of a principal, vice- 
principal, and 41 members. 

Si Edmuntfs HaU was founded in tho 13th 
century. The number of members is 105. It 
came Into possession of Queen’s college in 1537. 

Si Mary HaU was given to Oriel college in 
1325. It had 86 members. 

New Inn HaU was annexed to New college 
in 1392. It has no other member than the 
principal. 

Magdalene HaU became independent in 1602. 
Here are 23 scholarships, and the society has 
patronage of South Morcton rectory, Berks. 
The number of members was lately 184. 

Connected with tho university are the schools. 
These are situated in Radcliflfc-square, and 
contain schools of divinity, logic, moral philo- 
sophy, music, sculpture, &c. The building is 
very handsome. — The Bodleian library, now 
one of the richest collections in the world, was 
founded in tho end of the 16th century, by Sir 
Thomas Bodley of Dunsconibe, Devonshire. 
It has been augmented by many bequests and 
donations^ and receives a copy of every work 
entered at stationer’s hall. — itere is a picture 
gallery, containing a good collection, and in 
which are deposited the celebrated Arundolian 
marbles.

There is 
much danger in entering the harbour: it has 
been said that 175 vessels have been wrecked 
and stranded, and more than 200 lives lost in 
the last 30 years within the limits of the fiort 
An association, established in 1829, constructed 
some important works for tho assistance of ships 
entering the harbour, and a life boat is attached 
to tho apparatus. This town stands on an estu- 
ary formed by the confluence of the river Camel 
and other streams opening into St George's 
ehannel. The streets are paved, and tho houses 
are covered with a fine blue slate which abounds 
in tho vicinity. In the time of Elisabeth the 
tovm was incorporated and a market establish- 
ed. About the middle of the 17th century, the 
rights and privil^^ of the corporate body 
having been suffered to lapse by desuetude, tho 
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government was vested in the county magistrates, 
and subsequently transferred to the petty ses- 
sions at St Columb. A portreeve and other 
officers are chosen at the manorial court. The 
market is on Saturday. Fairs, April 18th and 
September 21st. Living, a discharged vicarage 
in the peculiar jurisdiction of the bishop of 
Fxoter, rated at ^11 Ss.

The national school 
is on an extensive scale, and has generally 400 
children attending;; besides other charity schools 
there are one for Roman Catholic children, and 
the Wetsh school in Gray’s-Inn-Lane, establish- 
ed in 1714, and the Foundling hospital, founded 
by charier of George II. in 1739. The Fever 
hospital and the Northern dispeniftary, the 
Diorama, Colosseum, London University, St 
Catherine's Hospital, and the Zoological gar- 
dens, are all within the precincts of this exten- 
sive district of the metropolis.

A county in South Wales, bounded N.E. by 
Cardigan, E. by Carmarthenshire, N.W. and S. 
•by the Irish sea. Its extent from N. to S. 24 
m., from E. to W. 30 m. 

JDiviaiom.] — This county is divided into 
seven hundreds, viz. Castle-Martin, Dcwialand, 
Daughleddau, Cemaes, Cilgerran, Narberth, and 
Ros, or Rhos, besides the city of St David’s, 
the borough of Haverford West, 9 market- 
towns, and 145 parishes. It sends one member 
to parliament* Pop., in 1801, 56,280; in 
1831, 81,424. 

Surface of the Country .'] — The surface 
of the country may in general terms be called 
plain and tolerably fertile. The only chain of 
mountains which belong exclusively to Pem- 
brokeshire are the Prescelly, in the N.E. of 
which Moel-Eryr and Cwm-Cerwyn are the 
loftiest. * 

SoU and Agricidture,] — In most districts the 
soil is waste and improveable, particularly in 
the S.W., where a rich, fertile, deep loam 
abounds. In other parU. there is a dark grey 
loam on slate stone. In the N.E. is excellent 


Jiivere .] — The Teifi, or Tyvi, between Pem- 
broke and Cardigan; the Cleddy, which has 
its source in the Prescelly mountains, and pass- 
ing close to Narberth, turns S. W. and joins the 
W. Cleddy at Landshipping; tlio Dougledgo 
rises in the W. of the county; the Nefern, 
Kefeynfcy, Gevain, Dead River, Biran, Rudfurd, 
and otlier tributary streams, adorn and fertilize 
the surface. 

7'ra(/e and Commerce .] — These are not very 
remarkable, though the county has great advan- 
tages for commerce in its numerous harbours 
and wide extent of coast. Colton factories 
have been established at Haverford-West. Tin 
Xdato on the banks of the Teifi. The harbours 
of Newjjort, Fishguard, ami Tenby, arc secure 
and w'cll sheltered ; that of Milford- Haven fa- 
cilitates a brisk trade in the supply of thcrtiite- 
rior of the county with manufactured goods, and 
tho export of agricultural produce. The fish- 
eries on tho coast are tho principal source of 
employment to a large portion of the inhabi- 
tants. 

Antiquities .] — This county is distinguished by 
numerous druidical and other antiquities. The 
circle and cromlecli of the Druids is seen at Cas- 
tle-Hendref, Drwsan, Trcllys, Longhousc, Lcch- 
y-Drybedd, Pentre-Evan, and other places. 
Several upright stones are frequent along the 
coast. There are also two Roman roads. Tho 
churches likewise rank with the memorials of 
antiquity; and there are vestiges of 19 castles, 
whicli seem to have been cither the {lalaccs of 
princes or baronial strongholds. 

PEMBROKE, a borough and market-town, 
having separate jurisdiction, but local situation 
in Castle-Martin hundred, co. of Pembroke, 
South Wales, 10 in. S. by E. from Haverford- 
West, and 264 m. W. from London. The civil 
government is vested in a mayor, two bailiffs, 
scrgeants-at-mace, and common-council. In con- 
junction with Melford, Tenby, and Wiston, it 
sends one member to parliament, llie mayor 
of Pembroke is the returning officer. It is also 
one of the polling places for thq county mem- 
ber. The market is on Wednesday and Satur- 
day. Fairs, May 12th, Trinity Monday, St 
Peter’s day, O. S., and September 25tli. The 
town consists principally of a long street, and 
has three churches, St Mary’s, St Michael’s, and 
St Nicholas’, a town-hall, free school, place of 
worship for Dissenters, and several good inns. 
Tho living is a union of three vicarages, in the 
archd. and dio. of St David’s. Patron, Sir J. 
Owen, Bart; The trade with Ireland and North 
America is very prosperous, as is tho coasting 
trade with South Wales, and the ports along 
the Bristol channel. The increasing imjiortance 
of the town is on account of its proximity to 
Pembrokc-dock, or Pater, whero some of the 
largest navy ships have been built, and where 
there is constant employment for seve^ hun- 
dred persons. Adjacent to this dock is a spa- 
cious fort, and a large market-place. The ca^ 
tie of Pembroke stands on a rock W. of the 
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to^iiy and uiidernoath is a cavern called the 
'Wogan, from its remarkable echo. The ori- 
ginal foundor of the castle and fortifier of this 
ancient town was Arnulph, son of Roger de 
31 ontgomery 9 earl of Shrewsbury, in the reign i 
of William Rufus. The original building being ' 
destroyed by Are, the present fabric was erected 
by Owon, son of Cadwgan>ap>Blcddyn, prince 
of Powys, and is remarkable as tlio birth-place 
of Henry YU., and for the gallant resistance 
made by its garrison when it was held for 
Charles I. Pop., in IHOI, 2515; in Ibiil, 
()611.

In this castle 
is preserved an ancient hirlas, or drinking horn, 
which belonged to Sir Piers Gryfydd, a distin- 
guished naval officer in 1598. Penrhyn slalo 
quarry is considered ono of the greatest curiosi- 
ties in Wales. It is situated at Dolawcn in Car- 
narvonshire, about 6 m. from Bangor, at the 
entrance of the romantic valley named Nant 
Frangon, and belongs to G. H. D. Pennant, 
Esq. of Penrhyn castle. The summit of tho 
slate mountain is tenned F Bron, a name which 
signifies ‘breast* or ‘pap,’ and is frequently 
given to the tops of hills which do not rise 
abruptly. The perpendicular height is not 
more than 600 or 700 yards. The solid masses 
of slate which arc taken from this quarry are 
from 80 to 100 feet in height. The various 
pieces of slate are shaped upon the spot, accord- 
ing to tho purposes for which they are intended, 
such as gravestones, chimney-pieces, covering of 
houses, cisterns, rails, &c. Formerly they were 
conveyed to the imrt at a very heavy expense, 
by means of carts drawn along tho ordinary 
road, but afterwards an iron railroad was formed, 
which reaches from the quarry to Port Penrhyn, 
a distance of 6 m. Upon this line are several 
inclined or sloping planes. At Port Penrhyn 
the slates are shipped, not only for all parts of 
Great Britain, but even for the United States of 
America. The expense of the inclined planes 
and railroads connected with this quarry, and 
incurred by the late Lord Penrhyn, in diminish- 
ing tho labour of conveying the slates, is said to 
have been upw'ards of £170,000. Pop. with 
tho parish.

Trade, §*c.] — The trade of this place is 
chielly in the transit of corn and malt, mought 
here in large quantities by means of the river 
Non, which is not navigable for shipping, hut 
boats pass to Northampton, and a packet boat 
sails hence to Wisbcach twice a week.

The magnificent 
western front is formed by a recessed portal of 
three lofty arches, surmounted by a rich gable. 
The extreme length of tho edifice from E. to 
is 479 feet ; tho breadth of the W. front 
156 fe€>t; the height from the N.W. lower to 
the top of tho spire 186 feet. Among tho 
monuments contained in this catlicdral are three 
for abbots of Peterborough of the 12th century. 
Catharine of Arragon was also interred here, 
and — near tho spot — Mary queen of Scots, hut 
tho remains of tho latter were subsequently re- 
moved to Westminster abbey. The town-hall 
was built in 1671, it is a neat edifice, and be- 
neath it is a spacious market-place. The gaol 
and house of correction are both small build- 
ings. A theatre was recently erected, which 
opened a few weeks in summer. 

Schools and PiUfHe C/iorirte#.]— The fw® 
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grammar school, founded by Henry VIII., is 
under tho control of the dean and chapter, for 
the education of 20 boys, who have tho privilege 
of becoming candidates for five scholarships and 
a fellowship in St John’s college, Cambridge. 
There is a well-endowed charity school, founded 
by T. Deacon. Esq., in 1721 ; also a national 
school upon an extensive plan. There is an in- 
firmary, a dispensary, and other charitable in- 
stitutions. The title of earl of Peterborough 
was bestowed by Charles I., on tho family of 
Mordaunt.

— The govern- 
ment of this borough is vested in a mayor, re- 
corder, 12 aldermen, and 24 coininoii-council- 
men, who hold courts of session after the four 
regular quarter days in each year. A court of 
records every Monday.

The Rreofttacrfer.l-- -During our late war with 
France, the want or a secure and extensive an- 


chorage in the entrance to the channel was 
much felt ; the Sound at Plymouth, comprising 
the bays named Cawsand Bay, the Catwater, 
and Hamoaze, offered a suitable asylum to a 
great fleet returning from a cruize, and being 
one of the grand naval arsenals, could supply 
without delay every thing requisite to enable it 
to put to sea again ; but, unfortunately, this road 
being wholly open and exposed to the ocean 
and S.W. wind, afTorded, in its natural.^tate, 
no protection whatever duiing those very ^rms 
which most frc(piently obliged our fleets to seek 
an asylum iir it. It has, therefore, frequently 
happened that they have been obliged to run 
into Torbay, which is perfectly sheltered from 
the S.W. ; hut this bay had also great inconve- 
niences : first, it is more to the E. than Ply- 
mouth, which is an important circumstance, be- 
cause when the west wind is constant, it is very 
difficult for vessels to get out of the channel by 
tacking ; for great fleets it is impossible. These 
serious inconveniences having long, shown the 
necessity of converting Plymouth into a safe 
harl)our, government at length resolved that 
something should bo done, and various plans 
were proposed and discussed. To Lord Grey, 
when at the head of the naval administration, 
the first contemplation of this grekt national 
work is duo; but to Mr Yorke belongs the 
merit of having adopted the plan, and caused it 
to be carried into execution, notwithstanding 
the forebodings of those who wore hostile to it 
His own sound judgment, however, backed by 
the opinion of Mr Rennie — the celebrated en- 
gineer, under whoso guidance Waterloo Bridge 
was erected — gave him assurance of the pro- 
priety and of the successful issue of the under- 
taking. The quarries from which the stones 
used in the work w'ore procured, are situated at 
Overton, on the eastern shoro of Catwater; 
they lie under a surface of about 26 acres, and 
were purchased from the duke of Bedford for 
£10,000. Theso quarries consist of one vast 
mass of compact close-grained mariile, many 
specimens of which are beautifully variegated ; 
scams of clay, however, are interspersed through 
the rock, in which there are also large cavities, 
some empty and others partially filled with clay. 
These huge blocks of stone are conveyed from 
the quarries on trucks, along iron railways to 
the quays, and from thence into the holda of 
vessels, built expressly for the purpose. (|||^ 
their arrival over the line of the Breakvratei^, 
they are discharged from the trucks by means 
of what is called a typing-frame at the stern of 
the vessel, which failing like a trap-door, lots 
the stone into the sea. In this manner, a cargo 
of 16 trucks, or 80 tons, may be discharged in 
the space of 40 or 50 minutes. The breadth, 
or transverse section of this magnificent work, 
is upwards of 260 feet ; the total length of the 
Breakwater is 6100 feet. The first stone was 
sunk on the I2ih of August, 1812, and on the 
31st of March, 1813, the Breakwater made its 
first appearance above the surface of the Sound 
at low water, spring-tide. At the conclusion 
of the year 1816, upwards of 1,000,000 tons 
had been deposited. The whole of the work

The great basin comprehends an area of 83,000 
square yards, communicating with several dry 
docks. A royal naval college was founded here 
in 1720, and a school of naval architecture was 
incorporated with it, 1816. The town com- 
prises several well built streets, terraces, and 
crescents; tho houses are well built, and chiefly 
inhabited by the more^pulent families connected 
with Portsmouth. Living, a vicarage in tho 
archd. and dio. of Winchester, rated at £12.

At the southern extremity of the 
burial ground is a largo grave in which were 
interred several bodies picked up firom the wreck 
of tho Royal George in 1762, which sad catas- 
trophe is recorded on a monument near the 
grave.

The 
principal manufactures are those of paper, hair- 
cloth, oil-clotb, ropes, and twine. The chief 
trade is in corn. The market is on Saturday. 
Fairs, Saturday before Palm-Suiiday, Satur- 
day before the feast of St Thomas a Recket, 
and feast of Holy- Rood. Richmond gives title 
to an archdeaconry In the patronage of the 
bishop of Chester; and an ecclesiastical court 
is held here monthly.

This is a place of great 
antiquity, uiid possesses separate jurisdiction, 
according to a diarler grunted by James I., 
and renewed by James II., in which the civil 
government is vested in a mayor, recorder, 12 
aldermen, 24 common-councilmeii, and a town- 
clerk. Tho mayor and his two immediate pre- 
decessors, act as justices of the peace for the 
borough and liberty. There is a court for the 
recovery of debts, and petty sessions are held 
weekly. This borough returns two members 
to parliament; tho former electors were the 
burgage-holders, about 70 in number; the 
number of electorsf, by tho reform act, is about 
470. The returning olficer is the mayor. This 
was formerly a bishop’s see, but now is a dean- 
ery, in the patronage of the lord-chancellor.

The church, ded. to 
St Peter and St Wilfred, is a spacious cruci- 
form structure, and in tho days of popery and 
superstition was celebrated for a passage leading 
in to a close vaulted room, so contrived that 
none but such as were favoured by tho priest 
could pass through.

The free grammar school was founded and 
liberally endowed by W'llliam and Mary, k 
is open to the sons of the inhabitants in gen- 
eral. Jephson’s hospital— named after its 
founder — is for the support and education of 
20 boys, sons of poor A-eemen. There are 
also national schools and various other chari- 
table institutions. “ Alchfrid, king of tl** 
Noilhumbors, gave this place first to Abbat 
Eata tu build n monastery; but before that 
could bo finished he w'as sent away, and St 
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^yjlfrid made abbat hero before A. D. 66]. 
This religious house vras endowed with great 
privileges by King Ethelstan, and continued 
111 great repute till it was burnt down in the 
ilerastation which King Edrcd made in these 
parts about A. D. 950. Archbishop Oswald 
and his successors, archbishops of York, as. 
sisted in the rebuilding of the church, and 
Archbishop Aldred, about the time of the 
conquest, endowed it with lands, and made it 
collegiate, as it continues to this day. It was 
first ded. to St Peter, but in some later writ, 
iiigs it is called the church of St Wilfrid. 
Herein were seven prebends, viz., Thorpe, va- 
lued, 26th Henry VIU., at £20 per annum; 
Slaiiwygo .£40 Os. 3d. ; Skelton and Yeven- 
hale £15 10s. 4d. ; Monketon £24 12s. 8d. ; 
Sharrow £14 5s. 2d. ; Stodley £26 11s. 4d. ; 
Aiiwyke £221; and six vicars choral, each 
wurlh £6. The revenues of the community 
were valued at £35 3s. 8d., and tho fabric 
lands ^ £12 i2s. 7d. Upon the dissolution, 
the estates of this church c^imo to the crown, 
ami were granted into lay lands, and so con. 
tinued all Queen Elizabeth's time.. Rut King 
James L, at the request of his Queen, Anne, 
refuuiidcd tho same about A. D. 1604, adding 
u dean to the seven prebendaries, and endowed 
it with £247 per annum. Tho hospital of St 
Anne, of the foundation of a gcntlcnian of tho 
country thereby, is hard on tho hither side of 
the Skclle. * On the further ripe of tho Skelle 
is the hospital of St John the Raptist, of the 
loinidatiun of some of the archbishops of York,’ 
before tho fourth year of King John. It had 
revenues valued, 26th Henry VIII., at £10 
11s. 'M. per annum, according to Dugdale; 
and, 37lh Henry VIII., at £12 Os. 4d., as 
8tevciis, and is yet in being. — ' The hospital 
of St Mary Magdalono for lepers here is on 
the hither ripo of tho Skelle, and is of the 
foundation of tho archbishops of York.’ It 
was fuiinded by Archbishop Thurston, who 
died A.D. 1139, first for a chaplain and sis- 
ters, and for the relief of all the lepers of Kip- 
ponshirc. Afterwards here was a master, two 
or three chaplains, and some brethren. It was 
valued, 26th Henry VIII., at £27 5s. 6d. in 
toto, and at £24 Os. 7d. cZare.’*— Tanner’s Not. 
Mon. The town of Rippon is well paved and 
lighted, but the streets arc narrow and irregu- 
lar. The market-place is very spacious. Tho 
towiuhall is a handsome freestone edifice. A 
theatre, erected in 1792, has been converted 
into a riding school. Near the town is a fine 
stone bridge crossing tho river Ure, which has 
keen made navigable to Rippon by act of par- 
liament Barges of from 20 to 35 tons burden 
l^ing coal and merchandise to this town, from 
«ull, York, 8ec., receiving, in return, lead, 
gutter, and other produce. Linen is manu- 
factured to a considerable extent, and a weekly

EcchtiaUical yf/fairs.]— Tho bishopric of 
Rochester is the smallest, and, excepting (Jaiu 
terbury, the most ancient see in the kingdom' 
comprehending no more than 91 parishes In the 
deaneries of Rochester, Mailing, and Dartford 
consisting of that part of Kent, W. of the 
river Med w ay. The bishopric is rated at .£353 
14s.: the deanery is not in charge; both are 
in the patronage of tho king. The archd. is 
rated at ^34 14s. 9(1. Patron, the bishop, 
Tho city comprises the parishes of St Marl 
gnret and St Nicholas. The former a vicar, 
age, rated at ^10. Patrons, tho dean and 
chapter. I'ho latter a vicarage with that of 
St Clements, rated at ^20 8 s. 9d. Patron, 
the bishop of Rochester; both in the archd. 
and dio. of Rochester. Theru are places of 
worship for Indcpendeiits, Wesleyans, Qiiakei-s, 
and Unitarians. “ About A. D. 600, King 
Elhelbert began to build a church here to the 
honour of St Andrew, and therein, wlnni fiiu 
ished, about four years after, placed a.b^h(ip ■ 
and a chapter of secular priests, who benig re- 
diiced to four or five, and obliged to resign, 
Bishop Gundulf, A. 1). 1089, settled in this 
cathedral fifty or sixty Black monks. The 
bishopric was valued, 2 Glh Henry VII L, at 
^444 4s. 2d. per annum in the whole, ami at 
^411 Os. lid. clear; and the priory was then 
valued at j£486 lls. 5 d. per annum, as Dugd. 
and Speed. But the priory being dissolved at 
tho general suppression of tho greater monus- 
teries. King Henry VIII. brought in again 
a denii and six secular canons or prebendaries, 

SIX minor canons, with a deacon and subdeacon, 
six lay-clerks, eight choristers, &c. In the 
reign of King Edward II., Symoiul Potyn, a 
man of no small account, who had several 
times represented this city in parliament, by 
his win, dated A. D. 1316, bequeathed u cer- 
tain housu fur an hospital, to be called the Spi- 
tal of St Catharino of Rochester in the suburb 
of Eastgate, for such poor men of that city, 
lepers, or otherwise diseased, impotent and 
poor, to be received therein, and there to abide 
on the alms of charitable people. This hospi- 
tal escaped dissolution at the Reformation, and 
has since been augmented by subsequent dona- 
tions to the yearly value of ^£500.*’ — Tanner’s 
Not. Mon. 

3cAoofa.]— -The royal free school, founded 
by Henry VIII., for 20 boys, is superintended 
by the dean and chapter. The scholars are 
eligible to certain exhibitions at either of the 
universities. There is another free school 
founded and endowed in 1701 by Sir J. Wil- 
liamson. A hundred boys receive a classical 
education at this establishment. Besides other 
endowed charity schools, there are several na- 
tional and Sunday schools. ' 1 

Buildings .'] — The venerable cathedral of Ro' 
Chester is in the form of a double cross, and 
consists of a nave, choir, two transepts, and 
several chapels, with a central tower surmount- 
ed by a spire. The whole length of the build- 
ing is 306 feet, tho extreme breadth 122 leot. 
The western front has a magiiUlcent Norniau 
door-way, over which is a large window ot later 
date than the building itself. Tho choir is a ^ 
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fine specimen of the early Eiiglisli style. Over 
the allJtr is a painting, by VVe>t, of the angels 
.tiipearing to the shepherds to announce the 
liiith ol Christ Beneath the choir is a crypt, 
i., jiubUMraiiean chapel; ami near the eastern 
{laiisept is a building called Gundulph's tower. 
The chapter-house is in ruins. — The towii-hall 
is a huiid^otne structure, supported by Doric 
culiiiniis. 'i he open urea serves as a market- 
place; and behind it is tho city gaol. — The 
clock-house was erected in 17U6 by Sir Cloudcs- 
jiy Sliovel. — There is a neat theatre, and a 
large and commodious poor-liouse.— A literary 
and philosophical institution is established. 
— Here are the remains of a castle, erected 
after the conquest ; this relic consists principal- 
ly uf tlic keep, a quadrangular building 104 feet 
in height, and 70 feet in extent ut the base, 
vith walls 12 feet in thickness. 

Municipal Govemment.'\ — This city was first 
iiic(^)oruled by Henry Jl., and is now gov- 
ern^vby charter of Charles II., which vests 
the ci^l power in a mayor, recorder, 11 aldcr- 
nieii, 12 common-councilmen, town-clerk, two 
chamberlains, water-bailiff, and inferior ofiScers. 
Courts of session are held quarterly, a court of 
jwrtmote once a-l'ortnight, and a court of re- 
quests. The corporation have jurisdiction over 
the oyster fisheries in the creeks and inlets of 
the river Medway. Rochester sends two re- 
presentatives to parliament. The number of 
electors Is about 2000. Tho mayor is the re- 
turning officer. 

Trade.] — The commercial prosperity of this 
city is greatly advanced by its contiguity to the 
I\Ie(]way, and the dock-yard and victualling 
oUk'o at Chatham. Ship-building is carried 
on, and the oyster fishery is very considerable. 
The average number of vessels entering this 
port aimuiilly has been estimated at 320 foreign 
and 120 British. The weekly markets are 
I abundantly supplied with fish and provisions. 
A corn market has recently been established, 
and a cattle market, monthly. Fairs, May 
tiOth and Dec. lith.

There are 
nearly 45,000 acres of grass land, producing 
from a ton to a ton and a half per acre ; one 
half of which land is used to feed and store rat- 
tle. The management of grazing land is well 
understood here. The cattle reared are of no 
particular breed ; those most in request are the 
Irish and small Scotch. The sheep are chiefiy 
tho polled, long-woolled kind. The horses are 
strong but ill shaped. 

Rivers.]— The principal river is the Wel- 
land; tho smaller streams are the Wash, the 
Chater, and the Little Eye. The only line 
of navigation which this county possesses, is its 
connection with the Melton- Mowbray canal 
which enters from Leicestershire. 

Roade ,] — The great North road from Lon- 
don to Edinburgh enters the co. a little N. oi 
Stamford, and passes eastward. The Leeds 
mail-road enters from Kejltering in Northamp- 
tonshire, and pastes through Uppingham and 
Oakham to Melton- Mowbray In Lelcester- 
ehire.

returning officer.— This is not one of the original 
cinque-ports, but, together with Wiiichrlsea, 
was annexed to them in the reign of Henry 
III. In the reign of Edward HI. an inunda- 
tion of tho sea having formed a natural har- 
bour, the town soon became a considerable port; 
and continued progressing until, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, it was a place of very great import- 
ance. The harliour, wrhich flows up tho town, 
receives the rivers Filliiigham, Bredc, and 
Hotheri which, in tho course through tho inte- 
rior of the country, afford valuable commercial 
advantages. Vessels of 200 tons burden can 
come to the quay with great ease.— The trade 
of this town is chiefly in hops, corn, coal, bark, 
wool, and timber.

Ipger on the north-west, and a very ancient , | 
one of 10 arches, on which formerly stood » 
chapel ded. to St John, by which it comrouni- 
cates with East Hurnham on the south-west. 
The streets are spacious, and intersecting ^cn 
other at right angles, divides the town into 
squares, here called chequers, round which the 
houses are built fironting outward, the areM 
within being laid out in gardens. The wattf 
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of the Avon is canied through most of the 
streets in open canals lined with brick, which 
contributes greatly to the cleanliness and tho 
health of tho inhabitants. Antiquated build- 
ings are still to be seen with gabled parts of 
timber-work and plaster, but the houses*' are in 
general modern, and though pomposed of brick, 
well built. The market-place is a spacious 
Kiuare, at the south-east angle of which stands 
the council-house, a very fine structure, com- 
menced in 17b8, and completed in 1795, at 
the expense of the late carl of Radnor. It is 
built of white brick, with rustic stono quoins 
and cornices, and ornamented in part with a 
receding Doric portico, on the entablature of 
which is an inscription commemorating the 
founder. In tho right wing of this huiUling 
are tho council-chamber and other apartments 
" for the use of the corporation ; in the left wing 
are the court-rooms in which are held the city- 
sessions, tho county-sessions, and assizes, &c. 
The Poultry-cross, probably built in the reign 
of Edward 111., stands in tho south-west angle 
of the market-place, but considerably injured 
by the hand of time. The county-gaol and 
bridewell, including a chapel and two infir- 
maries, stand at Fisherton- Anger. They were 
built in 1818, at an expense of .£80,000. 
There is a small theatre in Nevv-street, which 
is occupied some months during the winter sea- 
son. In the market-place is a library, reading- 
room, and museum, supported by subscription. 
The environs are very fine, containing — in ad- 
dition to numerous elegant villas — tho richly 
ornamented seat of Wadliam Wyndham, Esq. 
on tho north-cast of the town, and on the 
bank of tho Avon, Longford-castle, the magni- 
ficent scat of tho earl of Radnor. 

Manufactures^ §*c.] — The manufactures of 
flannels, druggets, and Salisbury whites — once 
so extensively carried on hero — arc now nearly 
extinct ; but for the superior quality of its select 
articles of cutlery, the town is still celebrated. 
From tho high prices, however, the sales arc 
greatly circumscribed. The commerce of the 
place is limited to such articles as are necessary 
for the supply of the city and its immediate 
vicinity. The market-days are Tuesday and 
Saturday. The former chiefly for corn, the 
latter for cheese, with provisions of every de- 
scription. A large cattle-market is held every 
alternate Tuesday. Fairs are held the first 
Tuesday after January 6th for cattle, Tuesday 
after March 26th for cloth, Whit Monday and 
Tuesday for horses and pedlory, and October 
20th for butter and cheese. Races arc held in 
the vicinity annually, in the month of August. 

Municipal Govemment ,'\ — The government is 
vested in a mayor, a high steward, a recorder, 
deputy recorder, twenty-four aldermen, thii^ 
\common-councilmen, with a town-clerk, fids. 
The mayor is elected annually, by the corimra- 
tion in general. The high steward and recorder, 
who are usually noblemen, hold their places for 
life. The mayor, ex-mayor, recorder, deputy 
recorder, and ten of the aldermen are justices 
of tho peace for the city, having authority to 
bold courts of session quarterly for the trial of 
«^11 offenders; — ca^tal cases, however, they 


usually transfer to the county-assizes. Tho 
dose, solely ecclesiastical property, surrounded 
by a wall, and inhabited by the clergy an^ 
other gentlemen connected with the cathedral, 
is a corporation by itself under the jurisdiction 
of the bishop, the recorder, and tho canons 
residentiary, who are magistrates. A bailiff, 
and deputy bailiff, are appointed by the bishop, 
who have authority to hold monthly courts of 
record for tho recovery of debts to any amount 
within the city as well as the Close. They like- 
wise hold courts-leet under tho bishop as lord 
of the manor. Tho county-assizes and the 
spring quarter-sessions are held here. The 
city sends two members to (larliamcnt. Tho 
mayor is the returning officer. The electors 
are about 700 in number. 

Sect Cathedral^ §t.] — S alisliiiry is tho seat of 
an episcopal sec originally settled at Sherborne 
in Dorsetshire, by Itia the Saxon, in the year 
704, his kinsman Aldhelm being appointed tho 
first bishop. After having continued at Sher- 
borne nearly three centuries, it was removed 
first to Wilton and afterwards to Old Sarum, 
where within the castle a cathedral church was 
founded by bishop Herman, finished, endowed, 
and consecrated to the honour of tho Rlessod 
Virgin Mary, by his successor Bishop Osmond, 
1092. Here the bishops and their retinues do not 
seem to have felt themselves altogether so com- 
fortable as ehurehmen have in all ages aspired to 
he. *• It was a place,** says an obi author who 
seems to have lieen an inmate, ** exposed to 
the wind, barren, dry, and solitary — a tower 
was there, as in Siloam, by which the inhabitants 
wore for a long time enslaved.** He adds that 
** the church of Salisbury was a captive on that 
hill; let us then,** he continues, ** in God'e 
name go down into the loved ; there tho vallio^ 
will yield plenty of corn, and the champaign 
fields are of a rich soil.** King Stephen, hav- 
ing quarrelled with Bishop Roger, placed a 
garrison in the castle which was considered a 
gross violation of the liberties of tho churclp 
The soldiers, too, not only levied contributions 
upon the priests, but insulted them in the 
exercise of their devotions. Bishop Poor, in 
consequence, obtained a papal bull, under which 
he removed the see to Salisbury, 1217, and 
“ that they might begin at the house of God,** 
Camdon dbserves, ** Richard Poor, tho bishop, 
in a pleasant meadow before called Merifield, 
laid the foundation of tlie great church, a stately 
pile of building, the which with its high steeple 
and double cross isles, by its venerable gr^deur 
strikes its spectators with a sacred^ joy, and 
was in 43 years* space finished at a great ex- 
pense, and dedicated, A. D. 1258, in the pre- 
sence of King Henry III. This splendid cathe- 
dral has been celebrated in Latin verses by the 
learned Daniel Rogers, of which Dr Heylin has 
given tho following translatibn. 

<• How many days in one whole year there be. 

So many windows in our church we see 

So many marble pillars there appear. 

As there are hours throughout the fleeting year. 

So many gates as moons one year dfies view. 

Strange tales to tell, yet not so strange as true. 

Like the former, at OTd Sarum, this cathedral 
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was dedicated to the Blessed Vii^gin, and is of 
so rich a character, that it would require a 
volume to describe its parts and enumerate its 
beauties. By the best judges it has been pro- 
nounced one of tbe purest and noblest speci- 
mens of the early Gothic or pointed stylo of 
architecture. It is built in the form of a dou- 
ble cross, with a highly enriched tower and 
lofty spire, rising from the intorsoction of the 
nave and larger transepts to the luMght of 410 
feet from Ibo pavement, being the highest in 
Bnglaiid. The east window is lllled with paint- 
ed glass, being a representation of the resurrec- 
tion, from a' design by Sir Joshua Keynolcls. 
The elevation of the brazen serpent in the wil- 
derness, designed by Mortimer, occupies one of 
the windows of the choir, and less ambitious 
subjects decorate several others. The see in- 
cludes the counties of Berks and Wilts. The 
establishment comprises the bishop, dean, pre- 
centor, chancellor, tii^asurcr, six canons resi- 
dentiary — who are at the samo time prebentl- 
aries — three archdeacons — Berks, Sarum, and 
Wilts — a subdean, a succentoi^ 38 prebendaries, 
four priest-vicars, six singing men, eight choris- 
ters, an organist, &c. &c. 

Besides the established churches, there are 
here places of worship for Baptists, Independ- 
ents, Wesleyiin Methodists, Roman Catholics, 
and Unitarians. In the Close is a grammar 
school for the choristers. In this school the 
celebrated Joseph Addison received the rudi- 
ments of his education. The city grammar 
school was founded by Queen Elizabeth, and is 
under the control of the corporation. A school 
for eight orphan females was founded by the 
Godolphin family, and one for 20 boys and 20 
girls, who are clothed at the same time that 
they are educated, is supported by the bishop. 
A national, and several ^bbath schools arc sup- 
ported by sul)scription. Among the numerous 
charitable institutions, the principal are the 
college of Matrons, founded by Dr Seth Ward, 
one of the bishops of Salisbury, for the supimrt 
of ten clergymen’s widows. Tlie original en- 
dowment, which has since been largely aug- 
mented, was ^200 per annum. — Harnham hos- 
pital, founded by Bishop Poor, the founder of 
the cathedral, for a master and 12 brethren 
and sisters. — Trinity hospital, founded in the 
reign of Richard II., for 12 aged brettiren. — To 
those may be added Brichet’s hospital for six 
aged widows, each of whom receives 3s. 6d. 
weekly. — Eyre’s hospital for six men and their 
wive#who also receive Ss. 6d. per w'cek. — 
Frowd’s hospital for six aged men and six wo- 
men, who receive each 4s. 6d. per week. — 
.Taylor’s hospital for six aged members, who 
have each 3s. 6d. per week, and Blechynden’s 
hospital for six aged women, who have each 
28. 6d. per ]|yeek. — An infirmary for the sick 
and maimed is liberally supported, chiefly by 
subscription.^Of the Franciscan and Domini- 
can convents, once established here, not the 
smallest vestige remains. Henry Lawes, still 
remembered for his compositions in music ; 
John Greenhill, portrait painter; Chubb, a 
noted infidel; and James Harris, author of 
Hermes, &c., are among the distinguished na-

SALISBURY PLAIN, an oxtOT»ive I„e| 
tract, running across the co. of Wilts from E. to 
Ainesbury to the northward of Saks- 
burjr, also an extensive tract of downs south of that 
city. In the ancient and extensive signification 
of the name, the country round Salisbury in gene- 
ral is included, comprehending both the tracts 
above named, and extending eastward into 
Hampshire, and westward into Dorsotshiro, a 
length from E. to W. of 60 m., and from N. to 
S., in some ))laces, from 36 to 40 m. in breadth. 
Largo portions of this vast territory are still un- 
enclosed, and occupied entirely as sheep walks, 
but much of it is also under tillage, producing 
luxurious crops, and many populous villages are 
scattered over it. The soil is naturally fertile, • 
producing, even in its wild state, the finest 
grasses, and affording for sheep the roost nutri- 
tious pasturage. In the most dreary part of 
this plain, about sir miles north of Salisbury, is 
situated Stonehenge, an ancient monument, for 
which see Amesbuuy. 

SALKELD (Great), a parish in I.oath 
ward, co. of Cumberland. Living, a rectory 
in tlie archd. and dio. of Carlisle, rated at X‘2'2 
lOs. lOd. Church ded. to St Cuthbert. Pa- 
tron, the bishop of Carlisle. In this parish arc 
some beautiful landscapes, enlivened and su- 
blimed by the Eden, over which there is hero a 
bridge of singular construction.

SALOP, 

An inland county, bounded on the N. by the 
counties of Chester, Flint, and Denbigh, on the 
E. by the county of Stafford, on the S. and 
S.E. by the counties of Hereford and Worces- 
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ter, and on the W« by those of Montgomery 
and Denbigh. Its form is an irregular parallelo- 
gram. Its extreme length being from N. to S. 
upwards of 40t,m.» and its extreme breadth from 
Tj, to W. about 33 m. Its contents have been 
estimated at 858/240 acres, or about forty- 
fifth part of England and Wales. ^ ^ ^ 

Physical Features, ^-c.] — The aspect of this 
county is highly diversified, affording every 
variety of landscapo from the bleak and barren 
heath to the widely extended valley glowing 
with the riches of a careful and skilful cultiva- 
tion, and Jfrom the craggy mountain frowning 
ill naked sublimity from among the clouds, to 
the richly wooded declivity sheltering the se- 
cluded glen, and shading the hermit stream. 
The principal hills are thoWreken, Acton, Bur- 
nell, Trodgesley, Lawley, Caer, Caradoc, Hope, 
H, Bowdlcr, Clee, and Longmynd hills. Rising 
abruptly from thu great plain of Salop, which 
extends nearly the whole length of the county, 
and being separated generally by narrow valleys, 
they have a peculiarly striking appearance, 
while, from their craggy summits, elevated be- 
tween 2 and 3000 feet above the plain, the most 
admirable views are obtained. 

lUi'vrs.'] — The principal river is the Severn, 
which near its junction with the Wiretiew from 
the north-west, enters this county a little below 
Welshpool, Montgomeryshire, and by a winding 
cast-south-easterly course of upwanls of 60 m., 
in the whole of which it is navigable, divides it 
nearly into two equal parts. From the east it 
receives the united streams of the Tern and the 
Kodon, • and from the west several smaller 
streams. The north-west corner of tho county 
is washed by the Dee. The Teine waters its 
southern border, and receives a number of con- 
siderable streams, of which the prin(d])al arc the 
Camlet, the Clun, tho Oney, and the Cbrve, 
swollen with the waters of which it falls into the 
Severn below Worcester. Tho Ternc is cele- 
brated for grayling and trout, ami the Severn 
within the county yields salmon, llounders, pike, 
trout, grayling, perch, cels, shad, bleak, gud- 
geons, chub, roach, dace in great abundance, 
eyp, lampreys, and ruff. The fishermen here 
use a kind of canoe made of osiers covered with 
hides, which they work with a paddle. It is so 
light, that on quitting tho river the fisherman 
carries it home upon liis back with the one end 
over his head as if it were a large basket. There 
arc a number of lakes, or, as they are hero cal- 
led, meres, in tho county; none of them are 
extensive, tho largest covering only about 1 16 
acres of ground. 

Soilf ^c.] — Every variety o^soil is to be met 
with in tho county, and these varieties are so 
intermingled as scarcely to admit of local dis- 
tribution or separate description. In the north- 
western extremity of the county there are patches 
■of deep loam, considerable portions light and 
gravelly, with an extensive tract of black peat 
Towards the soiith-ei^ the soil becomes 
*andy, intermixed with bog and gravelly patches. 
Towards the north-east are considerable tracts 
of sand lying on a red sandstone, intermixed 
with some gravelly soils. On tho eastern bor- 
a sandy loam is the predominating soil.

The franchise of Wenlock is for the most part 
a /pale coloured clay, and in the hundreds of 
Stottesden, Overs, and Monslow, the prevailing' 
soil is a strong clay upon a substratum of lime- 
stone. Sand resting \i\}on sandstone predomi- 
nates in the neighbourhoo^l of Bridgenorth, and 
in the neighbourhood of Lud|ow red clay. Tho 
centre of tlio county exhibits generally a gra- 
velly loam interspersed with beds of clay. North 
of Shrewsbury is a tract of reddish clay resting 
upon red rock, and in the hundred of Ford the 
soil is ))riucipally a light coloured clay rcstiitg 
upon limestone. The rod soils are observed to 
be hero generally the most productive. Agri- 
culture seems to he well understood, and to bo 
practised upon the most approved systems, Ireiiig 
varied according to the soil, and upon all the 
diflerent soils pretty successful. The cro])s 
most generally cultivated are wheat, barley, 
oats, |>case, turnips, and potattjcs ; this lost ar- 
ticle in some places most extensively. Vetches 
are sown for green fooil to the horses, and some 
buck wheat on tlic light soils. In thu eastern 
and western sidits of the county the raising of 
turnips is particularly attended to. In tho 
southern part of thu county, where it borders on 
Herefordshire, oroburds are attended to and 
hops arc cultivated, though iu>t upon u very ex- 
(eiisivc scale. On the banks of the Severn tho 
meadows are extensive and excellent, but often 
damaged by floods ; and in tho valleys in tlio 
south-WLstern portion of tho county the grass 
lauds are excellent. In this part of the county, 
however, as well as to tho cast of the Sovorii, 
the dairies arc small, and the making of butter 
l>oing the i)rincipul object the eheesu is but in- 
difierent. Wliere the county borders with 
Cheshire they arc upon a largo scale, and the 
cheese made hero is not inferior to that of its 
neighbouring county. The cattle most in re- 
quest arc generally of the improved breeds of 
the surrounding counties, the ohl Shropshire 
breed, rcmarkablo lor ileptli of dewlap, being 
now but rarely met with. The old Shropslqre 
sheep, having black or mottled faces, are still 
numerous. They are nearly of tho same size as 
the South Down sheep, but are longer in thp. 
neck and scarcely so ccnnpiict in thu body, at 
tho same time they arc exceedingly hardy, ana 
require so little water that when one is seen 
drinking it is at oncu suspected to bo diseased. 
On tho Longmynd hills there is a black taced 
breed indigenous to the soil. They arc niinblo 
and exceedingly hardy. On . the hills nearer 
Wales there is a third breed, sliort-logged, 
white-faced, without horns, and heavy fleeced, 
though it is somewhat coarse. Thu feeding of 
hogs forms a prominent feature in the rural 
economy of this county. The rearing and fat- 
tening of geese and turkeys is also much at- 
tended to in particular districU. These are 
purchased by dealers for tho supply of Birming- 
ham and other largo towns. The minerals of 
this county arc of the first impor^nce. They 
consist of iron and lead ores, limo and freestone, 
coal, petroleum, &c. These, with the agricul- 
tural improvements which the w'orking of them 
has strongly stimulated, give to the county a 
high place in the scale of national importance, 
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while its navigation by tho Severn and by nu- 
merous canals, has made it the emporium of 
the trade between England and Wales, and the 
centre of communication with the more distant 
counties. 

Manufactures, ^c.] — The principal manufac- 
ture is that of iigiin, which, in the district of 
Colebrook-dalo especially, is carried on to a 
great extent. Coal is raised in great abundance, 
and vast quantities are exported. The manu- 
facture of flannels is carried on in several places, 
especially in tho neighbourhood of Shrewsbury. 
Gloves and paper are manufactured at Ludlow ; 
china and Wedgewood ware of tho first excel- 
lence, at Coalimrt and Caughlcy ; glass, at | 
Donnington ; bricks, tiles, nails, at Broseley ; 
and in every considerable town in the county 
malting is carried on to a largo extent. The 
relics of antiquity in the county are numerous, 
and it had at one time 47 religious houses, 
the remains of some of them possessing great 
interest, but they are particularized under tho 
parishes where they are locally situated. Salop 
is in the province of Canterbury, and com- 
prises parts of the dioceses of Hereford, Lich- 
field and Coventr}’, St Asaph, and Worcester. 
It has 214 parishes, of which, 5 are rectories, 
68 vicarages, the remainder are curacies. It 
is divided into 15 hundreds or districts, and 
has 1 7 market-towns. Four members are now 
returned for tho county. Tho two for the 
northern division are elected at Shrewsbury, and 
the two for the southern at Church- Stretton.

SALTASH, a market-town and cimpciry in 
the parish of St Stephen, having separate juris- 
diction, though locally in the south division of 
the hundred of East, co. of Cornwall. Living, 
racy to the vicarage of St Stephen, in the 
d. of Cornwall and dio. of Exeter, returned 
at £54. Chapel ded. to St Nicholas. Patrons, 
the mayor and corporation of Saltash. The 
town is situated on a rocky elevation, rising 
firom the west bank of the Tamar, and is nearly 
comprised in three narrow and irregularly 
formed streets. The houses in general have a 
very antique appearance. The inhabitants are 
mostly fishermen, or connected with the docks 
at ]>evonport. It is one of the principal en- 
trances into Cornwall, and is approached from 
Devonshire by a ferry over tho Tamar, the rent 
of which forms part of the revenues of tho cor- 
poration. Tho government is vested in a mayor, 
who is water coroner, six aldermen, styled the 
council otthe borough, with an indefinite num- 
ber of burgesses, a recorder, clerk, officers, 
&c., who hold tho manor of the duchy of Corn- 
wall, and in consequence, keep a court of ad- 
miralty. There is a market on Saturday, and 
fairs for cattle on Gandlemas-day and July 26thi 


Tho BaptisU have here a place of worship, and 
there are two small endowments for educating 
tho young. It formerly returned two mem- 
bers to parliament, but by the now reform bill 
has been disfranchised. Distance from London

General Description , — Tho town is situatod* 
on the south hank of the Stour, about two miles 
from its influx with the sea. The houses are 
many of them ancient, and very irregularly 
built. The streets are narrow and inconvenient, 
but tolerably well paved and lighted with oil. 
Water is supplied from the river, and from a 
small stream which has its rise near the village 
of Eosti^, and is conveyed to the town by a 
canal nearly three miles in length, whicli was 
constructed under letters patent, granted in the 
13th of Edward I. Part of tho ancient walls, 
and one of tho gates, facing the quay, are still 
remaining. The river is crossed by a bridge of 
tw'o arches, in the centre of w'hich is a swing 
bridge to allow vessels to pass wi.tbout lowering 
their masts, wbieh connects tho town with 
Stonar and tho isle of Thanct. The port, ex- 
tending from tho North Foreland, in a north- 
easterly direction, is six miles distant from the 
shore, and in a southerly direction to the head 
of tho Godwin Samis, along which it continues 
for five miles to Sundown castle, in a south- 
westerly direction up the haven, and thence in 
u southerly direction to the quay at the mouth 
of tho Gestling, including within its jurisdiction 
as a cinque port, tho ports of Fordwich, Sarre, 
Ramsgate, Deal, Walmer, and Stonar. 

Trade ,'] — At an early period of our history 
the trade of this port was extensive. Ninety- 
five vessels, navigated by 1500 seamen, belong- 
otl to it, and the customs alone amounted to 
£16,000 {ler annum. From tho accumulation 
of sand washed into it from the sea, tho pro- 
gress of which was greatly accelerated by the 
sinking of a large ship belonging to Pope Paul 
IV., in its mouth, the harbour became gradu- 
ally choked up, so as to admit only of small 
vessels. Its foreign trade is now confined to 
the Baltic. Its home trade consists in carrying 
coastwise corn, flour, malt, hops, seeds, fruit, 
and ashes. Its manufactures of silk, baizes, and 
flannels, introduced by the exiled Flemings, that 
were once extensive and flourishing, h^^^ 
dwindled almost, if not entirely, to nothing* 
Ship-building, upon a small scales and rope- 
making, appear to be its only manufactures. 
Wednesday and Saturday are the market-days, 
the former for com, of which there it always 
a large supply. A cattle-market, it held 
every alternate Monday ; and a fair which con- 
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tinuet a week, commences annually on the 4th 

of December. 

Govemmentt ft-c.] — The government is vested 
in a mayor, high-steward, recorder, 12 jurats, 
and 24 common-councilmcii, assisted by a town- - 
clerk, &c. The mayor is chosen annually by 
the resident freemen ; the recorder, who holds 
his office for life, is appointed by the mayor and 
jurats, who are justices of the peace with the 
town and liberties. The corporation hold 
courts of session three times a year, lor trying 
offences committed within the borough, and 
they have the power of inflicting capital pun- 
ishment, which was formerly drowning. The 
borough returns two members to parliament. 
The several parishes of St Mary, St Peter, and 
St Clement, and the extra-parochial precinct of 
St Bartholomew, Sandwich, the parish of Deal, 
knd the parish of Walmor, are comprised within 
its boundaries. The mayor of Sandwich is the 
returning officer. The number of electors is 
about 900. Here are places of worship fur In- 
dependents and Wesleyan Methodists. Here is 
a free grammar school, endowed with nearly 
£40 per annum. Tliis school possesses four 
scholarships in Lincoln college, Oxford, and 
the governors of it have the nomination alter- 
nately to four more in Caius’ college, Camhriilgo. 
Tlierc is besides a charity school, supported 
partly by an endowment, and partly by sub- 
scription, in which arc educated 80 boys and 
60 girls upon the national system. Hero are 
three hospitals, St Thomas’s, St Bartholomew’s, 
and St John’s. Eight aged men and four wo- 
men receive each from the first £*2o per an- 
num; from the second, 10 aged men and wo- 
men receive each about £50 ; and from the 
last, six aged men and women receive each a 
small house and £20 per annum, .fosiah Bur- 
chett, secretary to the admiralty in the reigns of 
Queen Anne, George I. and II., and the friend 
and patron of Allan Hamsay, was a native of 
Sandwich.

Tho town is. most 
romantically situated on a bold and rocky slope 
rising from the northern shore of a beautiful 
and extensive bay of tho Gennan ocean, and 
consists of a number of well built and spacious 
streets, tho houses rising tier above tier from 
the shore, which presents an extensive area of 
smooth and firm sand, in the form of an amphi- 
theatre. Along tho cliffs are a number of fine 
modern buildings, commanding tho most de- 
lightful prospects, and Bpproi>riated to the ac- 
commodation of the wealthier classes of the 
inhabitants and the more elegant valetudinarians, 
that for bathing and drinking the waters fre- 
quent the place during tho summer months. 
The importance of the place arises wholly from 
its harbour and its mineral springs, the former 
one of the safest, and the latter among the most 
salubrious, to be met with in England. The 
harlK>ur, which, though a little confined in tho 
entrance, is of easy access, is protected by 
two piers of the must substantial masonry pro- 
jecting into the sea, each 1200 feet in length. 
It is a member of the port of Hull, and its 
limits extend from Flamborough-Head to 
Peaseholme-Bcck, including all the interven- 
ing coast to 14 fathoms water at ebb tide. 
Nearly 200 vessels of various burden belong to 
the port, which carries on, besides coasting, a 
vigorous trade with l*ortugal, Holland, and the 
Baltic. Hero is an extensive manufactory of 
sail-cloth, several rope-walks, and ship-yards 
w'here large vessels are constructed. The fisl^- 
ing hero was at one time very extensive, and 
though it has fallen off* is still of considerable 
importance. Perhaps, however, its spa is of 
more consequence to Scarborough than its port 
and trade put togctlicr. It consists of two 
springs which rise at the foot of the cliff at ^ 
of a mile south of tho town, nearly on a lev^ 
with the spring tides which sometimes overflow 
them. Though one of these springs is purga- 
tive and the other chalybeate, the ingr^ents 
of both are supposed to be the same, only sup- 
plied in different proportions. These ingredients 
are supposed to be iron, vitriol, alum, nitr^ 
and salt. The water is quite transparent, and 
w'hen poured out of one glass into another 
throws up a large quantity of air bubbles. Those 
waters have been used medicinally upwards of 
two centuries, and have been found eiBcacious 
in hectic fevers, in nervous hysteria, and hypo- 
chondriacal disorders, in asthmas, rheumatisms, 
scurvy, &c. The quantity prescribed is from 
two to four half-pints at a time. Tbiy are 
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under the care of a ^onon who takee Ts* 6d. 
for the season from each person, one-third 
o( which is appropriated to the paying of the 
servants and attendants, the other two parts go 
to the corporation. In 1737, the springs, by 
a very strange occurrence, were nearly lost to 
the town and to the public. On the 29th of . 
December, a part of the cliff about an acre in | 
extent; with a number of cattle grazing upon i 
it, began to sink, and continued sinking for | 
several hours, when it became again stationery, i 
having sunk 17 yards below its fonner elevation. ' 
The sandy ground below the cliff towards the 
sea, had, in the meantime, been elevated to the 
height of 20 feet above its former level, and 
the springs had totally disappeared. Upon dig- 
ging down to the proper depth they were again 
restored considerably, it has been said, improved 
in strength. A very fine iron bridge has been 
lately thrown over the stream called the Mil- 
beck, by which the dissevered cliffs have been 
united, and the spa made easily accessible to 
the numerous invalids who come to prove its 
invigorating qualities. This bridge, which is 
414 feet in length, and 75 feet in height, con- 
stitutes one of the principal ornaments of the 
town. The townhall is appropriated to the 
meetings of the corporation courts, but call for 
no particular description. The borough-gaol 
and house of correction are but indifferently 
adapted for the purposes to which they are ap- 
plied. The assembly rooms are at least con- 
venient. A small theatre is frequently occu- 
pied by a good .company of performers ; and 
there are two good circulating libraries. The 
environs of the town are finely diversified with 
hill and dale, and rich in scenes of picturesque 
grandeur. On the summit of a cliff that over- 
looks the town are the ruins of the castle of 
Scarborough, once an almost impregnable for- 
tress. During the civil wars it was held for 
Charles, but besieged and taken by the parlia- 
mentarians, who afterwards dismantled it. The 
ruined walls of the keep, 12ifoet in thickness, 
are still nearly 100 feet in height. The pro- 
montory on which this ancient strength is situ- 
ated, presents a surface of about 1 9 acres, and is 
300 feet above the level of the sea. The govern- 
ment is vested in two bailiffs, a recorder, two 
coroners, four chamberlains, and 96 commou- 
councilmen. It returns two members to par- 
liament. The bailiffs are the returning officers. 
The market days are Thursdays and Satur- 
days, the former principally for corn. The 
fish market is held on the sands near the har- 
l>our. Fairs are held on Holy Thursday and 
November 22d, chiefly for cattle. Here are 
places of worship for the Baptists, the Society 
of Friends, the Independents, the Wesleyan 
Methodists, and the Roman Catholics. A 
grammar school affords instruction gratuitously 
to four scholars, and there are different asso- 
ciations for furthering the education of poor 
children. The Seamen’s hospital is supported 
by a contribution of sixpence per month, for 
every seaman employed by owners in the port, 
during the time the ship in which he sails is at 
sea. It distributes almut j£200 per annum. 
8t Thomas' hospital, foundf^ by Uie corpora- 


tion for aged and infirm persons, appears to he 
but poorly supported. Various charitable be 
quests have been left for the poor, which u 
would be tedious to enumerate. The Carmc. 
Mtes, Dominicans, and Franciscans had all esfth- 
ishments here. Part of the house that belongevi 
to the latter is now occupied as a workshop.

SCILLY ISLANDS, ninoiinting to 14.5 in 
number, arc situated at the western entrance 
to the English channel, about 30 miles W.S.W. 
of the I.and’s End in Cornwall, from which 
they have heen, most probably, at a remote 
period, disjoined by the violence of the sea. 
The most important of them are St Mary’s, 
Tresco, St Agnes, St Martin’s, Breycr, and 
Sampson (see these Articles) ; the remainder 
being barren rocks interspersed with shoals and 
nnick sands, tlmt have often proved fatal to 
the best ships and the ablest mariners. Their 
ancient name is said to have been Syllch, i. c. 
flat rocks dedicated to the sun ; and antiquancs 
of no mean name have supposed them to be the 
Cassiterides, or ‘ Tin isles,* mentioned by the 
Greek historians. These islands seem to have 
become the property of the Benedictines in the 
abbey of Tavistock, about the year 961, from 
^’hich period to the 30th of Henry VIII., they 
Were governed by lords abbots, and coroners 
or crown officers. In 1646 they were held for 
Charles I., and in 1649, fortified by the then 
governor. Sir John Grenville, for Chjirles IL, 
but taken possession of by Admiral Blake, in 
the following year, for the parliament. Granted 
away by Henry VIII., they reverted to the crown 
in the reign of his successor, Mary, and in 1571, 


were, by Elizabeth, bestowed upon Francis 
Godolphin, in whose line they remained till 
1831, when they again reverted to the crown, 
and are, if W'c mistake not, at present under 
the duchy of Cornwall. Tlie principal employ- 
ments of the inhabitants are fishing and making 
kelp. Constables, overseers, and churchw'ar- 
dens, are chosen every year in the principal is- 
lands, for so many distinct parishes ; though St 
Mary’s was, till within these few years, the only 
one of them that had a clergyman, divine ser- 
vice being performed at the others occasionally 
by fishermen, called Island clf^rks. There are 
now two missionaries in what are called tho 
Off islands, sent out by tho Society for promo- 
ting Christian Knowledge, and the Wesleyan 
Methodists have in the islands four chapels. 
It was on a reef of these islands, called Gil- 
ston rock, or more commonly the Bishop and 
his Clerks, that Sir Cloudcsley Shovel, returning 
from tho Mediterranean, was, with three line 
of hattlc-ships, wrecked and totally lost, Octo- 
ber 22d, 1 707. There arc several benefactions 
for promoting the education of the young, which 
are under the man.*igcmcnt of the Society Xor 
promoting Christian Knowledge. Pop., in

every Sabbath day. This chapel is considered 
to t)c one of the most perfect specimens of Nor- 
man architecture to 1 m^ met with in the king- 
dom. It contains some admired ancient monu- 
ments.

SRATON-SLUICE, or Hahti.kv-Panb, a 
small sea-port in the township of Hartley, 
parish of Earsdon, co. of Northumberland, 
situated at the mouth of a small rivulet call- 
ed Seaton-Burn, in which tho late Sir Ral])h 
DolavnI, at an immense expense, formed 
a new haven, and to prevent its being choked 
with sand, constructed upon the brook an 
immense sluice, with flood-gates, to retain tho 
water ft'om the flow of the tiile till the ebb, 
when a suflieient body of water is collected to 
cleanse the bed of tlie iiarbour every 12 hours. 
From 12 to 15 vessels of 300 tons burden can 
now ride in safety at this port, and come in or 
go out almost with any wind. Immense quan- 
tities of coal are 8lii])ped here for the London 
market. Here are also extensive glass-bottlo- 
wurks, malt-kilns, and a brewery. For the 
defence of the port, which is sulmrdinate to 
Newcastle, a blockhouse and a battery havo^ 
been erected.

Selby is 
situated on the west bank of the Ouse, which 
gliding ill a deep, broad, and majestic stream is 
crossed hy an elegant wooden hriilge, particu- 
larly admired for the facility with which it opens 
in the centre for the admission of vessels. 
Though upward of 70 tons in weight, the con- 
struction is so nice that it can ho ojiencd and 
shut in tlio space of one minute. Tho great 
road from Edinhiirgh to London passes through 
the town, which is woll-huill, paved, and lighted, 
liaving a handsome Gothic market cross, and a 
neat townhall, lately erected hy suhscri]ition, 
the Hon, E. Petre having given tho site for tho 
purpose. It has manufactories of sailcloth, 
several tan-yards, an iron foundry, and a yard 
for ship-building. A canal, connecting tho 
Ouse and the Aire, and opening a direct com- 
munication with Leeds and tho W. R. of York- 
shire, has greatly improved tho general trade 
of tiic town, the greater part of the goods 
sent to that district being disembarked here and . 
forwarded by small vessels on tho canal to 
their ultimate destination. Ships of 200 tons 
burden come up to Selby easily, and hy tho 
recent establishment of a branch custom-house, 
they can clear out without touching, as was 
formerly necessary, at the port of Hull. Steam- 
boats ply constantly to and from Hull, and there 
are communications daily with London and 
every port upon tho coast. The market-day is 
Monday, and fairs are held on Easter-Tuesday, 
Monday after Juno 22d, and on Michaelmas 
day for horses, cattle, cloth, &c. A petty- 
session for tho wapentake is held every alternate 
Monday, and courts leet and baron twice in the 
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year, by the lord of the manor, the lion. | 
U. Petro. Selby is situated in a district natu- i 
rally fertile, but its fertility has been greatly ^ 
increased by a judicious system of irrigation, 
whereby the waters of the Aire and Ouse are 
made to overflow the lands and detained on 
them, till by the sediment they deposit the 
grounds are richly manured and otherwise ren- 
dered doubly productive. Wild, for the use of 
dyers, is raised here in large quantity, and flax 
was at one time extensively cultivated. Here 
was a splendid establishment of Benedictines, 
founded 1069, by William the Conqueror, to 
the honour of St Mary and St German, which, 
in a short lime acquired such extensive posses- 
sions and immunities as rendered it equal in 
rank with the church of St Peter at York, its 
superior, with that of St Mary's in that city 
being the only mitred abbots north of the Trent. 
Its revenues at the dissolution were estimated 
at i:8l9 2s. 6d. William, with his queen 
Matilda, being here on a visit the year after 
its foundation, she was delivered in the abbey 
of a son, who filled afterwartls the throne of 
England under the name of Henry 1. The pa- 
rish church was the conventual church to this 
establishment, and is all that now remains of 
a pile of building among the most sumptuous 
and magnificent in the kingdom. Here are 
places of worship for the Society of Friends, 
Independents, Methodists, Calviuistic and Wes- 
leyan, Homan Catholics, and Unitarians. The 
Blue coat school, supported by donations, lega- 
cies, and subscriptions, educates and clothes 
20 boys, and on the foumlation of Leonard 
Chamberlain, are educated 10 boys and 10 girls ; 
an almshouse for seven poor widows is supported 
upon this same foundation. Thomas Johnson, 
the first botanist who in F.ngland published a 
local catalogue of plants, was a native of this 
town. Hu lost his life in a skirmish with the 
parliamentarians, 1G44, having obtained the 
rank of a colonel in the royal army. Distance 
from London, 181 m. N.W. Pop., in 1801, 
2861 ; in 1831, 4600.

SELBY’S-FOHEST, a township in the pa- 
rish of Kirk-Newton, co. of Northumlxirland, 
as extensive district consisting of moors and 
mountains, among the latter of which is the 
far-famed Cheviot, which gives name to a pretty 
extensive range of hills of various elevations.

Its 
name seems to be derived from a Saxon wonl 
signifying the island of sea calves, or seals, with 
which it at one time abounded. The village, 
which is neatly built, forms only one street. A 
court baron is held annually, and there is a fair 
July 14th for toys, &c. About tho year 681, 
St Wilifrid having preached the gospel to the 
South Saxons, and converted many of them to 
the faith, obtained, by the favour of Aldilwach, 
king of tho country, this village, then consisting 
of 87 families, with all tho lands of the penin- 
sula on which it was situated, for the building 
and endowing a monastery for those religious 
persons who had been his companions in his 
exile. It was dedicated to the Blessed Virgin, 
and its abbot, Eadbercht, being, 711, conse- 
crated the first bishop of the South Saxons, ^ 
episcopal seat was fixed, and remained here Ull 
bishop Stigaiid, in consequence of the decree of 
the synod of Ldhdon, translated it, 1075, to the 
larger city of Chichester.

From the sum- 
mit of this cliti' there is a most delightful view 
of the rich valley, with the river winding through 
it, in which the town stands. This valley is 
enclosed on each side by craggy mountains, in- 
Muding the lofty elevations of Pcndlo hill on 
the south, Pennigant on the north, and Ingle- 
borough on the north-west, and is so very rich 
that though only occu})ie<l for grazing, it is let 
generally at ;i‘(j per acre. Its appearance to 
the eye, however, is somewhat hurt by tieing 
sultdividcd, not with thorn hedges, but with dry 
stone w'alls. The town is upon the whole well 
built, the streets partially paved, and the supply 
of spring water is abundant. Here are several 
cotton mills, at wbich the greater part of the 
inhabitants find employment. There is here 
also a pa])er mill, and several roj)e walks. Un- 
der the market-cross is the town jail, which is 
entered by a trap door down a flight of steps, 
and lighted by a small grating. The market 
day is Tuesday, and fairs are held on Tuesday 
before Palm-Sunday, Thursday before Good- 
Friday, and every other Fritlay till Whit-Suiiday, 
April 20th, June 2d, August 18lh and 21st, and 
the first Tuesday after October 27th. To the 
cast of the town are tw’o rocking stones of im- 
mense weight ; when put in motion the notso 
they make is like that of distant thunder. A 
constable is appointed annually at a court baron 
held by the lord of the manor. Here are places 
of w’orship for tlio Iiidej)endents and Wesleyan 
Methodists, and a national school is supported 
hy subscription.

It consists prin- 
cipally of two broad streets, in one of which,* * 
the High-street, stands the ancient market- 
house, where the petty sessions for the lathe of 
Sutton-at-llono and a court of rccjucsts for the 
recovery of small debts are held. The ltuiisi\s 
are many of them large and liandsomc, and in- 
habited by wealthy and genteel lam ilies. There 
are a number of silk mills in the neighbour- 
hood. The market-day is Saturday, principally 
for corn; and on the 3d Tucstlay of every 
month there is a market for cattle, which is 
tiunicrr>usly attended. Fairs are held July 
10th and October 12tb. A bailiff, high con- 
stable, &e., are chosen annually at a court led ; 
their authority extends to little more than the 
superintendenco of the public charities, which 
are numerous and important. The town is 
within the jurisdiction of the county magistrates. 
Two chapels, curacies to the vicarage, have 
Imjcii recently erected in the parish by Lord 
Amherst and Multon Lumliard, Esip The pa- 
tronage of both, on tlic decease of the founders, 
will Ihj vested in the vicar. Here are two 
places of worship for Baptists, one for Wesleyan 
Mothodi.sts, and one for Supralnpsariun.«. A 
free grammar school was founded here and en-. 
dowe<l in 1431, by Sir William Rumpstead, or 
Sennocke, a foundling brought up in this town 
upon charity, apprenticed to a grocer in Lon- 
don, of which he had aftenvards the honour of 
being lord mayor, and, ultimately, of obtaining 
the dignity of knightliood. (i2uecn Klizalmtii 
having granted a charter to this establishment, 
it obtained the designation of Queen Elizabeth's 
free school, and has now an annual income of 
£1000 per annum. This school has seven 
scholarships, four of £l5 per annum each, in 
any college at either of the universities ; two of 
£12, in Jesus’ college, Cambridge; and one of 
£4, at either of the universities. A school for 
educating tho children of the poor was founded 
and endowed in 1675, by Margaret Bosw'eli, 
tho annual income of w'liich is now about £700. 
From this fund large deductions have been 
made, for repairing the sea-wall at Barnliain- 
Levcl, and upwards of £2000 has been expend- 
ed upon a new school-house, in which about 
300 children are educated upon the national 
system. A premium of £12, as a prentice feot 
is allowed to tho lioys on^ leaving the school. 
The founder of tho grammar school, Sir Wil- 
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liam Rumpstead, or Sennocke, also founded an 
almshouse in which 32 persons are maintained, 
and from which an allowance is made to ](> out- 
pensioners. Here, in 1460, the royal army un- 
der the command of Sir Humphrey Stafford j 
wjis defeated by the Kentish rebels, under Jack ' 
Cade. Here, too, is Knowle-Park, a splendid ! 
mansion covering five acres of ground, the seat 
of the earl of Plymouth. Distance from Lon- 
don, 23 m.

Situated also in Shakspeare’s-walk is the Dis- 
senters’ charity school, in which, since its in- 
stitution in 1712, there ha\e been edueali'd 
1.392 boys, of whom 1522 have also been ap- 
prentices. There are at present on the foun- 
dation, 70 l>oys, who are elollied ami ediicaliMl. 
The fuiuls are raised by subsrt’iption. A cha- 
pel is attached to this institution. In Uie pa- 
risli there are also ;31 almshouses for the widows 
of poor seamen, founded and endiiwed in 1713, 
by Captain James Cooke, and Alice bis AAile.

The houses are mostly of stone, and 
well built, but the streets are irregular, narrow, 
and unpaved. From its elevated site, it com- 
mands a number of finely picturesque views, but 
sutlers great inconveniences for the want of wa- 
ter. It possesses one well of immense depth, 
from which the water is raised by machinery 
worked by a horse, but a great proportion of 
the water used by the inhabitants is brought 
from the neighbouring parish of Motcoinb, 
whence it is bought, and sold to the inhabitants 
by individual-!, who in this w'ay obtain a liveli- 
hood. It has almost no trade, and the manu- 
facture of shirt buttons, which used to employ 
a great number of women and children, has 
greatly declined. The inarket-<lay is Saturday ; 
and tliere are fairs on the Saturday before 
Paliii' Sunday, June 24tli, and November 2i3d. 
By charter from Janies I., confirmed by Cliarles 
11., the government of the town is vested in a 
mayor and 12 capital burgesses, by a recorder, 
who elect annually a town-clerk, a coroner, and 
two sergeants-at-mace. The mayor, ex-mayor, 
and recorder, are justices of the peace, and 
with the principal burgesses hold courts of re- 
cord weekly for the recovery of debts contract- 
ed in the borough below .£10. The borough 
formerly sent two members to parliament, by 
the reform bill it now sends only one. The 
mayor is the returning olBcer. Here was an 
abbey for Benedictine nuns, founded and en- 
dowed by Alfred, in 888. It was originally 
ded. to the blessed Virgin Mary, but Edward 
the Martyr being buried in it, from that period 
it was called by his name. At the dissolution 
its revenues were estimated at .£1829 Is. 8d. 
Hero are places of w'orship for the Society of 
Friends, the Independents, and the Wesleyan 
Methodists. There is a free school, with an 
eiulowinent for clothing, educating, and ap- 
prenticing 20 boys. Tlierc is also an endow- 
ment for 10 poor men, and an almshouse for 
16 poor women. Shaftesbury was the birth- 
place of James Granger, author of the Bio- 
graphical History of England, and it gives the 
title of earl to the family of Cooper. Distance 
from London, 101 m.

It is a mistake, however, 
to assume on this account, that Sheffield is on 
the whole less clean than other large towns, as 
from its situation on a sort of eminence, the 
streets descend in almost every direction from 
the parish church, so that after every consider- 
able shower, the whole town appears remarka- 
bly clean, instead of becoming a lake of mud, 
as is the case with several other towns. It is 
remarkable that from every street the country 
may bo seen, and around Sheffield it is mostly 
6f a pleasing character. The western precinct 
—a fine ascending slope — is thickly studded 
with trado8men*8 mansions, which, with their 
surrounding pleasure-plots, and the vicinity of 
an extensive botanical garden, now in progress, 
renders the neighbourhood on that side very in- 
teresting. On the east side lies the extensive 
tract formerly pertaining to the castle-— once 
noted for its largo timber — now mostly culti- 
vated in small farms, and partly built upon, but 
still called * the Park.'

In addition to the parish 
church there are five chapels-of-ease, all modern, 
some of them elegant not to say magnificent 
structures, they are all curacies, and in the pa- 
tronage of the vicar. There are at least 20 
chapels belonging to the different religious sects, 
several of them handsome as well as commo- 
dious. Of these, six belong to the Wesleyan 
Methodists ; the same number to other deno- 
minations of Methodists ; five to the Indepen- 
dents; the Baptists, the Society of Friends, 
the Roman Catholics, and the Unitarians, have 
one each. 

Hospitals, ^.] — The earl of Shrewsbury’s 
hospital supports 18 men and 18 women. — 
Hollis* hospital supports 16 aged women, widows 
of cutlers or of persons connected with the trade. 
There is a free grammar school, founded in 
1603, by Thomas Smith of Crowland, with 
lands now yielding an annual revenue of J6175 
10s. There are on the foundation at present 
20 scholars. There are also in opposite cor- 
ners of the churchyard the boys’ and the girls’ 
charity schools. In the former about 80 boys 
are maintained, clothed, educated, and appren- 
ticed ; in the latter, 60 girls are maintained, 
cloth^, educated, and afterwards placed out 
in respectable service. There is alM a school 


for reading, writing, and arithmetic, with a con 
syaisble endowment Two Lancasterian, two 
national, several infant schools, and a school of 
industry, are supported by subscription ; as are 
also commodious Sunday schools connected 
with the churches and chapels, besides a great 
number of other institutions suggested and pro- 
moted by local benevolence. There is an infir- 
mary of great extent of groat beauty, excel- 
lently managed, and liberally supported, and 
in addition, a public dispensary. Charitable 
benefactions are numerous, and some of them 
very extensive. Bishop Saunderson was a na- 
tive of this place, and the sculptor Chahtrey. 
was l)orn at Norton, about 3 m. from the town. 

jPkih/te Buildings ,] — Public buildings are 
neither numerous nor very remarkable. The 
towm-hall is a spacious plain building, well- 
adapted for its intended purposes. It contains * 
a large room where the sessions are held, apart- 
ments for the police, magistrates, a prison, &c. 
The roof is surmounted with a cupola con- 
taining a clock considerably elevated, the four 
dials illuminated ; as are the clocks at two of 
the churches. The music-hall in Surrey-street 
is a large and elegant edifice in the Grecian 
style of architecture ; it comprises on the ground 
floor, a room for the public library 38 feet 
long by 35 wide, a room for the literary and 
philosophical society 37 feet long by 36 wide, a 
reading room, and a saloon. In the higher 
part of the building is an elegant music room 
99 feet in length and 38 in width, with a well- 
adapted orchestra; adjoining are a handsome 
saloon 38 feet long by 20 wide, with four re- 
cesses, two large refreshment rooms, and house- 
keeper’s apartments. The theatre and assem- 
bly rooms form a large brick building, orna- 
mented with stone, and having a central portico 
supporting a pediment. The Cutlers’ Hall, in 
Church-street, is an exceedingly ornamental 
and commodious structure, recently completed 
at an expense of about ^'7,000. It has a 
handsome stone front in the Corinthian style, 
with two fine fluted columns, and four pilasters 
supporting a pediment with the arms of the 
corporation. The dining hall is 80 feet long 
and 30 broad, with dome light; assembly room, 
53 feet by 25. In this hall is annually held 
the ‘ Cutlers’ Feast,’ over which the master 
presides, and to which the local and neigh- 
bouring nobility and gentry are invited. The 
post office, medical hall, and savings bank, are 
handsome public buildings. Connected vrith 
the commerce of the town are the excise- 
office, and an assay office, erected in 1773, 
where all silver articles receive the hall mark. 
Previously to the erection of this hall the manu- 
facturers were under the necessity of sending 
all their silver goods to London for the purpose 
of being stamped. 

Cutlery, Trade, Sheffield, firom a very 

early period, has toen famous for cutlery, arrow 
heads, and a kind of knife worn at that period 
by the lower orders in place of a sword, and 
known by the name of a Sheffield whittel, were 
fabricated here for some time. Implements of 
husbandry, scythes, sickles, shears, all manner 
of suxgicid and mathematical instalments and 
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other articlof of steel followed. About 90 years 
siDue the art of plating copper with silv^ ill 
the manner now so extensively practisedTiAtf 
discovered at Sheffield ; as was also some time 
afterwards the composition of Britannia metal. 
Manufactures in the above substances, including 
also a small portion of silver plate, are car- 
ried on hore to an extent, and with a degree of 
perfection, unequalled in the world. Hero are 
also made buttons of every variety, wires, print- 
ing types, stone grates, fenders, saws, files, 
boilers of all sorts and sizes, optical instruments, 
and in short almost every article composed of 
metal. The manufacture of metal itself is here 
a great and rapidly increasing business, particu- 
larly the refining of silver and the making of 
steel, of which, the kind called cast-steel espe- 
cially, the house of Sanderson Brothers, at the 
[)resont time, make mure than what was con- 
sumed in the whole world 80 years ago, to say 
nothing of many other largo establishments : 
these, as well as the above mentioned company, 
make blistered and shear steel also to a propor- 
tionable extent. Of this material immense 
quantities are shipped fur tho United States of 
America, and to the continent of Europe. Be- 
sides the .above, which are tho staple articles of 
tho place, there are extensive manufactories of 
hair-cloth for chair bottoms. Tho superinten- 
dence of the staple trade was originally intrust- 
ed to twelve respectable cutlers, appointed 
annually at tho court-lcet of the lord of the 
manor, with power to enforce the necessary 
regulations for its protection and improvement. 
In 1624 the trade was incorporated by act of 
parliament, and tho government invested in a 
master, two wardens, six searchers, and twenty- 
four assistants who must be freemen. These 
officers are elected annually, the master at the 
end of tho year nominating one of the wardens 
as his successor. The wardens are alw'ays 
elected from among the searchers. This court 
had formerly power to make by-laws for tho 
regulation of the trade, and to inflict penalties 
for the breach of them, over the whole district 
of Hallamshire and within six miles of the 
same; but a few years ago, this corporate 
jurisdiction was virtually abolished by an act of 
parliament, which allows any person to work 
at the cutlery or edgetool trades, or to become 
a manufacturer or dealer in the staple ware 
whether he has served an apprentiouship or not. 
The trade of the town has been greatly facili- 
tated by its situation ; the various streams in tho 
neighbourhood formerly and still putting in 
motion immense machines for forging and slit- 
ting iron and stool, grinding edge-tools, polish- 
ing goods, &c. The water-wheel has, however, 
generally been superseded by the steam-engine ; 
and the establishments for tho grinding and 
polishing of cutlery are among the most strik- 
ing objects of curiosity to the' stranger. Many 
of the establisments are well worth seeing ; and 
the show-room of Messrs Rogers, cutlers to 
their majesties, is a splendid museum, where 
all the local manufactures may bo viewed in 
their highest styles of beauty and quality. The 
facilities for land and water carriage are abun- 
<iaot The river Don has been idmost a cen- 


tury ago rendered navigable to Tinsley, within 
three miles of tho town. A canal now nnites 
the town with the Don, forming a direct com- 
munication with the German ocean. On the 
basin of tho canal at the western extremity of 
the town, is a commodious wharf where vessels 
load and unload under cover. Here are also 
spacious warehouses and offices for tho trans- 
acting of business. They will contain between 
forty and fifty vessels of fifty tons burden, which 
arrive hero from Hull, York, Gainsborough, 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and Thorn. 
At this last place vessels from London generally 
unload goods intended for Sheffield. The 
market days are Tuesday and Saturday; the 
former, chiefly fur corn, is held in the corn- 
exchange, a handsome building erected by tho 
duke of Norfolk, 1827, on tho site of the 
Shrewsbury hospital under tho authority of an 
act of parliament. Commodious shambles for 
tho sale of butcher meat are situated in the 
centre of the town, including standings for the 
sale of butter and eggs. Fairs are held on the 
Tuesday in Trinity week and November 28th, 
fur horses, cattle, and cheese. Of this last 
article there are sold here annually at the Nov. 
fair, many hundred tons, brought from the 
neighl>oiiring counties of Derby, Stafford, and 
Lancaster. 

Government^ §*c.] — Tlio town is within tho 
jurisdiction of tho county- magistrates, who hold 
meetings for tho district in the town-hall every 
Tuesday and Friday for tho determination of 
petty causes. Tho October sessions for the W. 
K. are held here. A court for recovery of 
small debts is held every third week by the 
steward of the manor, and a court of rctjucsts 
for debts not exceeding £b, the jurisdiction of 
which extends several miles round the parish, 
and sits every Thursday. By the new reform 
act Sheffield returns two members to parlia. 
meut. Tho returning officer is tho master cut- 
ler. Sheffield was one of the new enfranchised 
boroughs, and accordingly returned two repre- 
sentatives for the first time in December, 188^^.

It is about 21m. in circumference, yields 
abundance of corn, but is destitute of wood, and, 
except at Sheerness, where wells have been 
sunk to an immense depth, the water is very 
indifferent.

SHEPTON-MALLET, a market town and 
parish in the hundred of Whitstone, co. of 
Somerset. Living, a rectory in the archd. of 
Wells and dio. of Bath and Wells, rated at £33 
1 2s. 1 d. Church — in the form of a cross, with 
a tower at the west end surmounted by a lofty 
spire — ded. to St Peter and St Paul. The 
town, situated on a number of small elevations, 
consists of upwards of 20 streets and lanes, nar- 
row and irregular, but tolerably well paved and 
lighted. Near the centre of the town stands 
the market cross, a fine old structure, erected 
in 1500 by Walter and Agnes Buckland. It 
has of late undergone a complete repair from 
funds left by tbe founders for that purpose, and 
considerably improved by the addition of a sixth 
arch to the five of which it originally consisted. 
It is surmounted by a lofty pyramidal spire, 
crowned with an oblong entablature, on which 
is represented our Saviour on the cross between 
the two thieves, with a number of saints. The 
carrying a bridge over a small stream that flovs 
through the town, and the opening up of a new 
road, has materially improved its appearance. 
It has manufactures of woollen goods, silk, lace, 
stockings, and hair seating, which employ a 
great part of the inhabitants. Tho market days 
are Tuesday and Friday, the latter especially 
well frequented and largely supplied with all 
kinds of agricultural pr^uce. Fairs are held 
on Easter Monday, June 18th and August 8th. 
Tho government is vested in a high constable 
and subordinate officers, chosen annually by the 
householders. Shepton-Mallet is one of the 
polling places in the election of the membeiv 
for the eastern division of tho co. Here is the 
county bridewell, built by prison labour, and cap 
able of receiving from 200 to 300 prisoners. B 
comprises 14 wi^s, 15 day rooms, and 31 cells, 
besides workshops, tread-mills, and all the other 
fashionable addendas for the suppression of 
crime. Besides the established church, hem 
are places of worship for Baptists, Independ- 
ents, Wesleyan Methodists, and Roman Catho- 
lics. Here is also a convent of visitation nuns, 
the only one in the kingdom. Its inmates am 
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about 80. Here it a free school endowed with 
about j 675 per annum, but there are at present 
no scholars on the foundation. Four poor bo^ 
are educated and apprenticed on a bequest of a 
l^lr John Curtis, and sixteen poor girls are 
clothed and educated on one by a Mrs Mary 
Gapper. Almshouses for four poor men were 
founded 1699, and endowed by Mr Edward 
Strode with property yielding upwards of ^860 
per annum, isO of which is appropriated to the 
repairing of the almshouses and the support of 
the four inmates, the remainder to the fur- 
nishing of a weekly allowance of bread for dis- 
tribution among the poor of the parish. Dr 
'H'alter Chorlcton, one of the original members 
of the royal society, author of a learned w'ork 
upon Stonehenge, and president, in 1689, of 
the college of physicians, and Simon llrow'nc, a 
learned hut unfortunate dissenting divine, were 
natives of this town. Distance from London, 
166 m.

SHERBORNE, a hundred in the Sherborne 
division of the co. of Dorset. It lies in the 
north part of the co., and comprises 19 parishes.

SHERBORNE, a market town and parish in 
the hundred of Sherborne, co. of Dorset. Liv- 
ing, a vicarage, a peculiar of the dean of Salis- 
bury, rated at £20 48. 7d., returned at £l 15 
198. 3d. The church — one of the finest In the 
West of England, with a tower 150 feet high 
containing six bells, the longest of which weigh- 
ing upw'ards of three tons, was the gift of Car- 
dinal Wolscy — is ded. to St Mary. Patron, the 
hiwg. Sherborne, which seems to liavc derived 
ds name from two Saxon words signifying a 
clear spring, is pleasantly situated, the princi- 
pal part of it on the declivity of a hill near the 
border of the White- Hart Forest. It is watered 
by the Ivel which divides it into two parts, 
one of them, from the circumstance of having 
at one time been the site of a castle, still called 
Castleton. The whole is well paved, lighted by 
subscription, and abundantly supplied with ex- 
cellent water. Formerly the woollen trade 
fiourished here to a great extent, but has been

8upe|aeded by the silk, lace, and button 
manufacture, in which the principal portion of 
the inhabitants are employed. Markets aro 
held on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday, and 
fairs on tho22d of May, 18th and 26th of July, 
and 10th of October. The town is within the 
jurisdiction of tlie county-magistrates,^ and is 
one of the polling places for the county mem- 
bers. A house of secular canons was founded 
here by Cenwalh, king of the West Saxons, 
in the year 670, and in 704, Sherborne was 
erected into an episcopal see by King Ina, who 
constituted bis kinsman Aldhclm the first 
bishop. The secular canons were displaced in 
998, by Wlffin, the then bishop of the see, with 
the consent of King Etholred, and Benedictines 
placed in their room. In 1075, the see was 
removed to Salisbury, and the cathedral con- 
verted into an abbey, the revenues being con- 
firmed to the Benedictines by Pope Eugenius III. 

1 1 45. These revenues at the dissolution were 
estimated at .£682 Ms. 7d. Of the convent, 
all that remains are the cloister, the abbey, 
barn, and the refectory, whicli has been con- 
verted into a silk manufactory. The castle, 
built on a hill on the east side of the town, by 
Roger, the third bishop of Salisbury, being 
during the civil wars garrisoned for Charles I., 
was, after a long and resolute defence, taken by 
the parliamnnturiuns under Fairfax, and by 
orders of parliament demolished. The ruins 
aro still considerable. The present mansion, 
called Sherborne castle, the scat of the earl of 
Digby, was built by Sir Walter Raleigh. 

Besides the |||||Ui8hed church there are hero 
places of worsimfor the Society of F'riends, 
the Independents, and the Wesleyan Metho- 
dists. The free grammar school founded by 
Edward VI., has an yearly income of £1200. 
It possesses four exhibitions of £(i0 per annum 
in either of the universities, tenable for four 
years only by boys on the foundation. The 
masters must be clergymen who have graduated 
at some of the universities, and the school bhs 
long maintained a high reputation. In addition 
to the boys on the foundation, al)out 50 in 
number, the masters have about 60 private 
lK>arders. The Blue-coat school educates 10 
boys and 10 girls, and allows £5 per annum to 
one boy at either of the universities. Hero 
are two charity schools, one for boys and one 
for girls, and the parish authorities have the 
privilege of sending tiircc hoys to Christ’s church 
hospital, London. The hospital of St Augus- 
tine, rtvfoundcd by Henry VL, admits at pre- 
sent 24 inmates, 16 males and 8 females. In a 
neat chapel attached to the premises the ser- 
vice is read every day. Several considerable 
sums for relieving the various wants of the poor, 
bequeathed by diflerent individuals, are at 
the disposal of the trustees to this hospital.

SHERBURN-HOUSE, an extra-parochial 
liberty in the south division of Easington ward, 
co.-palatine of Durham. An hospital for lepers, 
founded and endowed here 1181, by Hugh 
I^dsey, bishop of Durham, is now one of ^e 
richest charitable foundations in the North of 
England, its income amounting to several 
thousand pounds per annum. In the reign of 
Henry VIII. the society consisted of a master, 
several priests, and sixty-flve lepers. It was 
incorporated by Queen Elizabeth, 1585, for a 
master and thirty brethren, and it is still sub- 
ject to the regulations then made. The master, 
who most be in orders, and an A.M. at least, 
is appointed by the bishop of Durham, and 
aominatet the brethren, thirty in number, who, 
in addition to oomfortable lodgings, liberal 


board, and genteel clothing, receive each a 
handsome yearly stipend. The old hospital 
which consists of neat'^low buildings having a 
hall in the centre and a wing at each end 
stands on the west side of a square area of one 
acre. On the east side of the same area stands 
the mansion of the master, the apartments of 
the chaplain and a house for the chief fanner > 
on the north side stand the chapel and the 
new hospital, built in 1819, and containing 
rooms for flfteeii out brothreii, the inmates pre- 
vious to that period having been only fifteen • 
on the south side of the area stand the gate^ 
way and the porter’s lodge. DisUnce from 
Durham, 2j^ m.

At a short distance from tho town there is a 
stone quarry of great value, and there are a 
number of corn mills on a small stream called 
Bishop-Dyke. There is a market on Friday 
but it is very little attended to, and there is an 
annual fair Septcml)cr 25th. In the time of 
the great civil war this was the scene of a re- 
markable action between tho parties in which 
Lord Digby, who commanded for the king, was 
defeated with the loss of all his baggage and his 
cabinet of private papers which ibll into the 
hands of the parliamentarians, and being made 
public had a fatal influence on the king’s affairs. 
Here is a place of worship for the Wesleyan 
Methodists. An hospital and schoolhouse were 
erected here and endowed with a rent charge 
of £225 68. 8d., by Robert Hemgate, Esq., 
1619, for maintaining, clothing, and educating 
24 male orphans of the parishes of Sherburn, 
Saxton, and Sand-Hutton, and failing, those of 
the city of York or elsewhere. On this founda- 
tion there are also four scholarships in St John’s 
college, Cambridge, and tho school has a right 
of competition for Lady Hastings’ exhibition to 
Queon’s college, Oxford. A charity school for 
poor girls was also liberally endowed hero in 
1731, by the Rev. Samuel Duffield, Distance 
from York, 15 ni.

Patron, the vicar of Tynemouth. This town, 
which is situated on the north bank of the 
Tyne, at its influx to the German ocean, has 
been known as a considerable fishing village 
since the time of Edward I., in whoso reign, 
the prior and monks of Tynemouth, aware of 
the natural advantages of the place, formed a 
liarbour, erected houses, established a market, 
and encouraged as settlers, tradesmen of every 
description. The burgesses of Nowcrastle, 
however, who claimed an exclusive right to 
the Tyne, brouglA an action against the prior 
in the court of king’s bench, who was in con- 
sequence ordered to destroy the houses he bad 
built, and to abandon the trade he had already 
created. The place, of coun^ relapsed into 
its former obscurity, till OliveRlromwell made 
a second attempt to benefit the liody imlitic, by 
bringing it into notice and enabling it to take 
advantage of its fine natural situation. Tlie 
death of that great man, and the many years 
of misrule that succeeded, sunk it for another 
half century in profitless insignificancy,* and it 
was not till a period comparatively late that 
the foolish restraints, imposed upon it by short- 
sighted selfishness, were removed ; even to 
this day, for the want of a custom-house, all 
vessels sailing from North Shields must clear 
out from Newcastle. It has, notwithstanding, 
become a large, populous, and flourishing town, 
having many spacious and airy streets, a num- 
ber of elegant squares, a commodious market- 
place, and a harbour capable of containing two 
thousand sail of vessels. There is a bar in the 
mouth of the harbour, but at spring tide it can 
' be safely passed by vessels of 600 tuns burden. 
Ships of 300 tons burden are loaded and un- 
loaded at the quay, which is spacious, and pro- 
vided with every necessary apparatus for facili- 
tating the process. The principal trade of the 
pljice is in coal, and the manufactures, with 
the exception of tcfbacco, hats, and gloves, are 
all connected with the supply of the shipping 
in the port and the different building yards. 
There is a weekly market on Wednesday and 
an annual fair on the first Friday in November. 
The magistrates meet every Tuesday, and a 
court leet and baron js held at Eqster and at 
Michaelmas, by the steward of the manor of 
Tynemouth. 


Besides the chapel belonging to the estab- 
lished church, there are here two places of wor- 
ship belonging to the Methodists of the New 
Connexion, to the Primitive and Wesleyan 
Methodists, one each, to the Society of Friends, 
the Independents, the Presbyterians, the Uniteii 
Secession church, the Roman Catholics, and 
the Jews, one each. There is a free school on 
the Lancasterian plan and supported by sub- 
scription, at which about 300 children of both 
sexes receive the rudiments of learning, and 
there is another, founded and endowed 1825, 
by Mr Thomas Kettlowell, in which arc gratuit- 
ously instructed nearly 200 boys. There is a - 
mechanics* institution, liberally supported, a 
dispensary for the poor, and tenefit societies 
are numerous. Distance from London, 279 m.

N.R. Considerable portions 
of the population of North Shields are returned 
under the heads of Tynemouth, Preston, and 
Chirton, from which the returns afford no means 
of separating them; the population of what 
constitutes properly the town of North Shields, 
is supposed to bo upwards of 20,000. 

SHIELDS (South), a Bea-]>ort, township, 
and chapelry, in the parish of Jarrow', co— 
palatine of Durham. Living, a curacy in the 
archd. and dio. of Durham, certified at <£66 
8s. 4d. Church dod. to St Hilda. Patrons, 
the dean and chapter of Durham. South Shields 
stands on the south bank of the Tyne at its 
confluence with the German ocean, and like 
North Shields, from which it is divided by the 
river, has only of late years risen into importance. 
It consists principally of one long, narrow, and 
crooked street, nearly tw’o miles in length, run- 
ning along the line of the river. The higher 
and more modern part comprises spacious streets, 
elegant squares, and well built bouses, and is 
lighted with gas. In the large square, in the 
centre of the town, stands the town-hall, in 
which are held petty-sessions on the second and 
fourth Wednesdays of every month. It also 
serves as an exchange and as a public news- 
room. The under part, forming a colonnade, 
is used as a market-place for butter, eggs, 
poultry, &c. A small neat theatre was built 
hero in 1791, and literary, scientific, and me- 
chanics’ institutions, were cstaldished in 1826. 
Ship-huilding seems to constitute the principal 
employment of the inhabitants, but they have 
in addition to that, manufactories of all kinds 
of glass, soap works, brew'eries, roperies, fcc. 
The manufacture of salt, which was at one time 
the sole business of the inhabitants, is now very 
limited, not exceeding six tons per week. The 
trade of the port is principally centered in the 
article of coals ; a few vessels are engaged in 
the Baltic trade. The market-day is Wednes- 
day, and there are fairs June 24th and Septem- 
ber Ist. South Shields with Westoe now re- 
turns one member to parliament. 

The Independents, the Methodists of the 
New Connexion, the Primitive Methodists, and 
the Church of the United Secession, have each 
a place of worship here, and the Particular 
Baptists, the Wesleyan Methodists, and the 
Presbyterians, have each two placea of worship* 
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To the most of these places of worship, Sabhaih ' 
schools are attached, and there is a charity 
school attended by about 120 children. There 
is also a dispensary for the poor, and benefit 
societies arc numerous. The invention of the 
jifo boat originated hero with a Mr Orcathead, 
aided by some associates, who had ^1,200 bo> 
stowed upon them by a parliamentary grant. 
The floating light off Newark Sand on the Nor- 
folk coast, was also the invention of a native of 
this place, a Mr Marshall. Distance from Lon- 
don, 278 m.

Situated on the great road from London to 
Holyhead, Shiifnal is a considerable thorough- 
fare, but seems, with the exception of two paper 
mills, to have neither manufactures nor trade. 
The streets are indifierently paved, but not 
lighted. Excellent water is obtained by digging 
wells of a moderate depth. Coal and ironstone 
are abundant in the neighbourhood, and at 
Priors-Lee, a chapclry in the parish, are wrought 
to some extent [See PuroKS-LKK]. The mar- 
ket-day is Tuesday, and there are fairs the 1st 
Monday in April, August the 5tli, and Novem- 
ber 23d. The magistrates hold a petty-sessiem 
once a month and a court-lect annually. In 
the church is a monument to William Wakely, 
who w'as baptized here. May 1st, 1.591, and 
buried at Adbaston, November 8t.h, 1714; his 
age being upwards of 124 years. The cele- 
brated Dr Beddoes was a native of tliis town. 
Here are places of worship for the Baptists and 
Independents. Hero is a free school enclow'ed 
with about .£30 per annum, in which about 
130 children are taught upon tho national sys- 
tem.

SHREWSBURY, 

A liorough and market tow'n, having separate 
jurisdiction, locally situated in the liberty of 
Shrewsbury, co. of Salop. It comprises the 
parishes of St Alkmund, a discharged vicarage, 
rated at £6. — St Chad’s, a curacy not in charge. 
— St Giles, a curacy united to the vicarage of 
the Holy Cross, rated at £8. — St Julian, an- 
nexed to St Michael’s-in-the-Castle, rated at 
£21, returned at £130. — St Mary’s, a curacy 
not in charge : all, the last excepted, which is a 
royal peculiar, in tho archd. of Salop and dio. 
pf Lichfield and Coventry. The three first are 
in the i>atronage of the crown ; the fourth, in 
1829, in that of Lord Berwick; and the last in 
that of the corporation. The church of Sf 
Alkmund's, a cruciform structure of great anti. 


quity, was, with the exception of tho tower and 
spire, which are 180 feet in height, taken down 
and rebuilt in 1 795. It was made collegiate by 
king Edgar, who endowed it for ten canons* 
The old church of St Chad’s having fallen while 
it was under repair in 1 788, a new church was 
erected in 1 792, in the Grecian style of archi- 
tecture, with a handsome square tower, at an 
expense of £20,000. AH that remains of the 
old church, which was formerly collegiate and 
a royal free chapel, is the south aisle of the 
chancel, which was fitted up for the performance 
of the funeral service, and is at present appro- 
priatcMl to the use of the charity school. Tho 
chapel of St (Jilcs is part of the conventual 
church of the splendid abbey of Benedictines 
founded here (on the site of a religious houso 
established previously to tho conquest, with the 
revenues of which it w'as partly endowed,) in 
108.3 hy Uogcr de Montgomery, ded. to St Peter 
and St Paul. This w‘as a mitred abbey, con- 
taining tlic remains of St Winifred, whose shrine 
was honoured by the resort of many devout pil- 
grims. The walls of tho establishment includeil 
ten acres of ground, and the buildings, princi- 
pally in the Norman style, were not only exten- 
sive, hut magnificent. Tlie revenues at the dis- 
solution were estimated at £615 4s. 3d. Tho 
clia])cl of SL Giles belonged originally to the 
hospital of the al)bey church. It is used for di- 
vine. si'rvicc only twice in the year, and has nu- 
I thing remarkable about it hut high antiquity* 
St Julian's, with tlie exception of the tower, has 
liceii rohuilt with brick, ami contains a figure of 
St Julian richly enshrined in tabernacle work, 
and in tho ceiling is preserved a portion of tho 
ancient fret work. The east window is embel- 
lished with a painting of St James brought from 
Rouen during the French revolution. St Mary’s, 
an ancient cruciform structure, partly in tho 
Norman and })artly in the early liinglish stylo of 
architecture, having at the west end a tower 
surmounted by a lofty spire of tho finest pro- 
portions. The oast window of the chancel is 
filled with stained glass taken from the old 
church of St Chad, representing the genealogy 
of Christ from the root of Jesse. Each of the 
oval cuinparimcnts, which are numerous, is fill- 
ed with a king or a patriarch belonging to the 
ancestry of Joseph. Chapcls-of-case have been 
recently erected for the parishes of St Mary and 
St Chad, and there are places of worship for 
Baptists, Friends, Independents, Wesleyan and 
Welsh Methodists, Sandemanians, Unitarians, 
and Roman Catholics. 

Gemral Description,'] — Shrew'sbury is of great 
antiquity, having been built by the Britons on 
the ruins of an ancient city called Uriconium. 
It is pleasantly situated on two gentle eleva- 
tions on the north bank of the Severn, by one of 
tho serpentine windings of which it is nearly 
surrounded. The river is crossed by two ex- 
cellent stone bridges, called from their relative 
situations, the one the English and the other 
the Welsh bridge. The streets, in common 
with those of almost all our old cities, are irre- 
gularly formed, and often inconveniently narrow. 
In this respect, however, great improvements 
have been made of late years, and others ace 
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still in progress, whereby many obstructions will 
bo removed and the approaches to the town ren- 
dered easy and delightful. The houses in ge- 
neral have the characters of a high antiquity 
impressed on them, though often intermixed 
with those of modern erection, and of elegant 
appearance. The streets are well paved, light- 
ed with gas, and supplied with water from the 
river and from a fine spring at' about two miles 
distance, the water of which has been brought 
into the town by pipes ever since the year 1774. 
The river water company has been only recently 
formed. After the churches, which we have 
already noticed, there are few buildings here 
that merit particular description. Perhaps the 
principal is the military depot in the suburbs, 
called Abbey Foregate, erected from a design 
by Wyatt at an expense of .£10,000. It con- 
tains tw'o large depositories for ammunition, an 
armoury capable of containing 2.5,000 stand of 
arms, and neat houses for the storekeeper and 
the armourer. A beautiful Doric column, 
erected by subscription in 1814, in honour of 
Lord Hill, 182 feet in height, having on the toj) 
a statue of his lordship, stands at the entrance 
into the town by the London road. A public 
subscription library near St John’s hill, to which 
is attached a news room, contains upwards of 
5000 volumes in the various departments of li- 
terature. A mechanics’ institution has also 
been formed, in which lectures are occasionally 
delivered. A portion of the ancient palace of 
the princes of Powysland has been converted in- 
to a theatre, and assemblies are held monthly 
in a suit of rooms fitted up and appropriatc<l to 
that purpose. The shire hall has beeu recently 
erected, as also a spacious market-place, and 
the county jail and bridewell. Races arc held 
in September, and continued for three days. The 
course is on Bieton heath about two miles to the 
west of the town. On the south-west of the town 
is a field extending to upwards of 20 acres, known 
by the name of the quarry, and appropriated as 
a place of recreation fur the citizens. It has 
some fine avenues of full grown lime trees, and 
afibrds in every season of the year a delightful 
and healthful promenade. The remains of the 
ancient castle of Shrewsbury, once a place of 
great importance and of great strength, consist 
principally of the keep, a modernized structure 
of red stone, the walls of the inner court, and 
the great arch of the inner gateway, including a 
grassy area, upon which, though it is now pri- 
vate property, the knights of the -shire accord- 
ing to ancient usage are girt with their swords 
on being elected to servo in parliament. On 
the south side of this area, or court, is a lofty 
mount rising .abruptly from the river, which 
commands a delightful view of the picturesque 
vale of Shrewsbury, extending 30 miles in length 
from north to south, and 28 in breadth . from 
east to west, being nearly divided into two equal 
halfs by the majestic Severn, and surrounded 
by lofty mountains or beautiful wood-crowned 
hills. Among the former may be noticed the 
Wrekin, the Lawley, the Caradoc, Longmyred, 
Stipperstones, &c. ; among the latter, Grins- 
hills, Pymhill, Hawkftone, and Haughroond. 

Tnde-t |r^.] — The trade of Shrewsbury con- 


sists chiefly in iLtnel^ which are bought up 
;ln a rough state in the counties of Montgomery 
Merioneth, and Denbigh, brought here to 
flnished, and hence distributed to various 
places in the country. At a place hero called 
the Isle, is a mill for spinning and fulling upon 
a large scale, and adjoining the suburb called 
the Foregate, are two manufactories for thread, 
linen yarn, and canvass, which give cmployl 
ment to a great number of individuals. On 
the banks of the river at a short distance from 
the city, are the extensive iron foundries in 
which were cast the immense chain-work by 
which the suspension bridge over the Mtmai is- 
supported. The town is famous for brawn, and 
for a imrticular species of sweet cake known 
by the name of Shrewsbury cake. The Severn, 
besides supplying the town with great variety 
of excellent fish, affords every facility to the 
transmission of goods of every description to 
Worcester, Gloucester, Bristol, and other towns 
connected with these great marts of commerce. 
The Shrewsbury canal, by which the town is 
supplietl with excellent coal in great abundance, 
terminates near the Castle- Foregate, where con- 
venient wharfs have been constructed. The 
market-days are Wednesday and Satunluy, the 
latter principally for grain. The general mar- 
ket is held in the recently erected market- 
house, the com market in a stone-building 
erected in 1695, having the arms of Elizabeth, 
in alto relievo, above the principa, portal ; and 
on each side of the central arch, pillars sup- 
porting lions with shields on their breasts, well 
sculptured. The building is 105 feet in length 
by 24 feet in width, and over the ground floor 
is a room of the same dimensions, appropriated 
formerly by the Drapers’ company to the sale of 
flannels, now rented as a warehouse. Fairs are 
held Fei>ruary 2Hth, Saturday after March 15th, 
Wednesday after Easter week, Wednesday be- 
fore Whit-Sunday, July 3d, August 12th, Octo- 
ber 2d, and December 12th. 

Uovcrntnenf, §•<?.] — By charter from Richard 
L, improved and confirmed by Charles I., tbo 
government is vested in a mayor, recorder, stew- 
ard, 24 aldermen, and 48 common-councilmen, 
assisted by a town-clerk, chamberlain, &c. The 
mayor, ex-mayor, recorder, three senior alder- 
men, and the bishop of Lichfield and Coventr)’ 
are justices of the peace for the city and liber- 
ties. The corporation hold quarterly courts of 
session for all oflences not capital, and the 
mayor, assisted by some of the aldermen, holds 
a session every Tuesday and Friday, for deter- 
mining petty causes. A court of record is 
held every Tuesday, at which tho mayor and 
recorder preside, tho jurisdiction ot which ex- 
tends over the liberties, for recovering debts 
to any amount. Courts-lcet are held annually 
in May, at which constables and other inferior 
officers are appointed. Tho general quarter- 
sessions for tho county are held here, and tho 
assizes. The town has returned two members 
to parliament regularly since the time of 
ward I. Tho freedom of tho town is inherited 
partly by birth, or acquired by apprenticeship to 
a member of any of the corporated companies. 
Individuals born in the town or qualified by 
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apprenticesrbi|>f may demand their enrolment as 
freemen on paying £6 198. Id. ; sons or de- 
scendants of buigosses on paying dJl 38. 6d. 
The lord mayor is the returning officer. 

Schools, — Shrewsbury possesses a free 

grammar school founded by Edward VI. Its 
endowment, augmented by Queen Elizabeth, 
now produces ^3,000 per annum. It is under 
tho management of the bishop of Lichfield and 
(A>vontry, assisted by tho mayor of tho town 
and twelve trustees. The master and fellow’s 
of St John’s college, Cambridge, appoint tho 
nuu^ters, one of whom has a^ary of ^300 
per annum, and the other ;£']d0. The school 
is open for gratuitous instruction to all sons of 
Vmrgesses, and has long maintained a distin- 
guished rank among the schools of the country, 
belonging to it are four exhibitions of £70, 
and four of .£15 each per annum, to St John’s 
college, Cambridge ; four of £b0 each to 
Christ church college, Oxford; two of .£‘25 each, 
atnl one of .£23, to cither of the universities ; 
four scholarships of .£63, and t wo of .£40 each, 
with a boy fellowship of £126 per annum, in 
Magdalene college, Cambridge. It possesses 
in addition, three contingent exhibitions in the 
same college. Many eminent persons have 
hoen educated in this school, uinong which we 
find tho names of Sir Philip Sydney, and Lord 
Brooke, with those of W. Wycherly, and Am- 
brose Philips, the one celebrated for his drama- 
tic, and the other for his pastoral and didactic 
poetry. A school for instructing, clothing, and 
apprenticing poor children of the parish of St 
Julian, W'as founded 17*24; one w'as erected by 
sulwcription in 1778, in which upwards of 140 
boys and an eciual number of girls are instructed 
and clothed annually. The royal Lancasterian 
school, in which upwiirds of 300 children arc 
educated, was erected in 1812. In 1800, John 
Allat, chamberlain of the borough, founded 
and endowed a school in which are cducateil 
and clothed 20 Iwys and 20 girls. Coats and 
gowns are also distributed from this foundation 
annually, to a number of aged men and women. 
There are Sabbath schools in connexion with 
the diflerent congregations in the tow’ii. Of 
almslioiisos there are eleven in the parish of 
St Chad’s, sixteen in St Mary’s, and four in St 
Oiles’a, all of them in some degree endow’ed, 
though of some of them the endowment is small. 
In the suburb of Frankwcll is an hospital, 
founded 1734 by James Millington, for 12 single 
men or wromen, selected from poor house- 
keepers in the suburb, or from that part of the 
parish of St Chad which lies nearest to it. The 
establishment is a neat brick building with a 
‘‘mail chapel, which is also u.sed as a school- 
house in the centre. The master has a salaiy 
nf £.50, tho mistress of £40, and the chaplain 
of £25 per annum. Each of the inmates re- 
ceives £6 per annum with an allowance of 
coal and clothing ; 20 boys and 20 girls are 
clothed, educated, and apprenticed. Each of 
the boys on producing a certificate of his good 
conduct at the end of the first year of his ap- 
prenticeship, is presented with £d, and each 
of the girls receives £6 at the time of being 
apprenticed. There is here a large house of 


industry, and an infirmary, supported by sub- 
scription. Convents at one time existed hero 
of Grey, Dominican, and Augustine friars. 
Of the first and of the last some small remains 
may still be discerned. Of tho second, every 
vestige has disappeared. 

History, §*c.] — The history of Shrewsbury is 
closely connected with British history from a 
very early period.* It was tho residence of the 
princes of Powys, whom (Jffa, king of Mercia, 
cxpcllcfl in tho year 778, and to secure his con- 
quest, reared the rude bulwark, known by the 
name of (.MTa’s Dyke. After the Norman con- 
quest, it was bestowed on Roger do Mont- 
gomery, by whom tho castle was built. Ro- 
bert, tho son of Roger de Montgomery, having 
Uiken part with Robert duke of Normandy, in 
op|>osition to his brother Henry I., that inmi- 
areli came against him with an army of 60,600 
men, seized upon the e.^sllc, banished him to 
Normandy, ami forfeited his estates. Tho cas- 
tle of course bec.amo a roy.'d fortress. Tn 1116 
the nobles of tho realm assembled here to do 
hotn.'ige, and to take the oaths of .illegianeo to 
William, son of tho empnss Matilda. A coun- 
cil w'as assembled hero by King John, to con- 
cert measures for suppressing the inroads of tho 
Welsh ; and, in 121.5, Llewellyn, who had mar- 
rietl Joan, a natural daughter of that monarch, 
appeared lieforo Shrcw'shiiry with a numerous 
army, to whom the town and castle was sur- 
rendered. Henry 111. drove him speedily hack 
into his own country, hut in tho war with tho 
iMirons, Richard, carl of Pembroke, retiring 
into Wales, with tho assistance of Llewellyn, 
laid waste the intermediate district, seized upon 
the tow’n, w'hich ho plundered, and after put- 
ting the greater part of the inhabitants to the 
sword, set it on fire. Tho continued incur- 
sions of the Welsh, induced Edward 1., in 1277, 
to lix his residence in Shrewsbury, to which ho 
removed the courts of King’s Bench and Ex- 
chequer. Here, in 128.3, the same monarch 
jissembled his parliament, the lords being 
commodated in the castle, and the commons, 
who now, for tho first time, had a faint voice in 
tho national council, in .a barn belonging to 
one of tho citizens. Tho king and his court 
were accommodated at Acton-Biirnell, the scat 
of Bishop Burnell, who wiis lord-chancellor; 
hence the laws made by this parliament have 
been called tho statutes of Aeton-Biirnell. In tho 
year previous to this, David, prince of Wales, 
having been betrayed into the hands of tho em- 
issaries of Edw'ard, w’ns sent in chains to 
.Shrewsbury, brought to trial before the peers of 
England, condemned, hanged, draw’n, and 
quartered, a piece of savage barbarity that has, 
ever since that period, been exercised in a 
greater or lesser degree, on all who have had 
the misfortune to fall under the sentence of 
treason. The feeble and unfortunate Ed- 
ward II., celcbratetl here, in 1322, a grand 
tournament, which was attended by a numer- 
ous and splendid assemblage of knights and 
noblemen, llicliard II. held a parli.iment here 
in the month of January, 1397-8, called, from 
tho number of noblemen and others who at- 
tended, the Great Parliament. On tho 20th 
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of July, ]40d| a sanguinary Imttle was fought in 
tho immediate vicinity of the town between the 
forces of Henry IV. and tho carl of Northuin- 
horland, assisted by the earl of Douglas and a 
(considerable body of Scottish troops. It was 
here that the hero of Agincourt first distinguish- 
ed himself. The slaughter w-as immense con- 
sidering the number of the combatants, between 
8000 and {)000 being buried on the field, which 
still bears tho name of the Battlefield. With 
troops hastily levied in this towm and neighbour- 
hood, Edward, earl of March, afterwards Ed- 
ward IV., gained the victory of Mortimer’s Cross. 
On his elevation to the throne, Edward sent his 
queen to Shrewsbury for protection amidst the 
agitation of the times ; and there, in the convent 
of tho Dominicans, the princes Richard and 
George were born, the latter of whom died in 
childhood, tlic former, along with his elder bro- 
ther Edward, murdered in the Tower by his 
uncle the duke of Gloucester. Henry, earl of 
Richmond, on his inarch to Roswortli, was rein- 
forced by tho citizens of Shrewsbury under Earl 
Talbot, and in gratitude for their seasonable as- 
sistance, after his elevation to the throne, paid 
with his queen a visit to the town, where he cc- 
lobrat($d in tho church of St Chad tlie festival of 
iSt George, and bestowed upon tho citizens se- 
veral distinguishing privileges. Charles I., on 
the breaking out of the war lietween him and 
liis parliament, kept his court here for some 
time. Hero ho was joined by Ih’inco Rupert 
and many other noblemen and gentlemen, and 
liero establishing his mint, the plate of the uni- 
versities and of others who were foolish enough 
to bestow it upon him, was coined into money, 
and a considerable part of it expended in ex- 
tending and strengthening tho fortifications of 
the town. It was, however, some time after as- 
saulted by Colonel Mytton, taken by storm, and 
held for the parliament. It was summoned to 
surrender by Charles II., but rcfusiHl, and by 
tho battle of Worcester a few days after, was 
freed from all apprehensions of danger on his 
account. In lUHl, James 11. kept his court 
liere for a few days, w'hich seems to have been 
tho last time it hail tho honour of being the 
court residence. Among many eminent men, 
natives of this town, w'o may notice Churchyard 
the poet. Admiral Benbow, Hugh Farmer, cele- 
brated as a divine and critic, and Dr Charles 
Burney, the historian of music. Distance from 
London, 164 m. N.W. Pop., in 1801, 14,739; 
in 1831, 21,227. A. P., .£73,133.

promoting health and hilarity. Markets, well 
supplied, ore held on Tuesday and Saturday : 
and fairs are hold on Easter-Monday, and the 
third Monday in September. Petty sessions are 
held on the first Monday of every month, and 
a court loot and baron annually, at which two 
constables and tything-men are appointed. As- 
semblies and coifoerts are frequent during the 
season.

The town — situated in a fertile and beautiful 
valley near the river Aire — consists chiefly of 
two long and broad streets, ibo one at its ter- 
mination being crossorl by the other nearly at 
right angles. The paving of the streets is but 
indiflerent ; but there is an abundant supply of 
water, brought in pipes from a considerable 
distance. Tlie houses are of stone, which is 
fliuiid in the immediate neighbourhood, and 
very neatly built. Tho adjacent vale is one of 
the richest gra/.ing districts in Fhiglatid, and 
the surrounding heights aflbrd many finely pic- 
turesque views. For the purposes of trade the 
situation of the town is highly favourable, being 
skirted by the Leeds and Liverpool canal, by 
which it communicates with those great empo- 
riums of trade and tu)mmerce. Tlie principal 
manufactures carried on arc the spinning and 
weaving of cotton yarn, and there is a very ex- 
tensive brewery for porter and ale. The mar- 
ket-day is Saturday. Vast quantities of corn 
are brought to this market, chiefly from Knaros- 
horough- Forest. Every second Monday is a 
market for fat cattle ; and there are fairs, Martrh 
25th, Saturdays before Palm and Easter Sun- 
days, and 1st and 3(1 Tuesdays after Easter, 
Whitsun-evo, August .Mh, and Novemhor 2:id, 
chiefly for cattle and sheep. There is one, Sej)- 
teinlK^r 2:kl, for horses, A constable is ajjpoint- 
ed annually at the manorial court-leet, and the 
general (juarter-sessious for the W. R. are held 
here at midsummer. 

The ancient castle of Skipton, built in tbc 
reign of William the (k)nqueror by Robert de 
Romillc, now the property of the earl of Thanet, 
stands on an eminence near the church. This 
fortress, in time of the wars between Charles I. 
and his parliament, as well as tho town, was 
garrisoned for Charles, and in 1645 stood a 
vigorous siege. It was, how'ever, at length 
compelled to surrender to tho parliament, and 
in the following year was rendered untenable as 
a fortress, but has ever since continued a family 
residence. The summit of tho castle com- 
mands a prospect eminently beautiful. 

Besides the established clmrch there are hero 
places of worship for the Stjcicty of Friends, 
the Independents, and tlm Wesleyan IMctho- 
dists. Hero is a grammar school with an en- 
dowment of £600 per annum. The scholars 
on the foundation are generally about sixty. 
The school has two exhibitions in Christ collego» 
Cambridge, and the scholars are eligible to the 
exhibitions of Elizabeth Hastings, at Queen’s 
college, Oxford. The same benevolent indivi- 
dual, tho Rev. William Ermystoad, who en- 
dowed this school, endowed also another called 
Clerk's school, but the endowmient, a very lii>- 
oral one, has been, through the misinanagomenl 
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of the trustees, nearly lost. An excellent li- 
brary-bequeathed for the use of the inhabitants 
by Sylvester Pety t — is kept in the church. Tho 
same gentleman bequeathed upwards of ^‘24,000 
for charitable purposes.

A maritime co., hounded on the north-east, 
north, ami north-west, by Gloueestcrsliiro anti 
the Bristol channel ; on the east by Wilts and 
Dorsetshires ; anti on the south, south-west, 
and west, by Dorset and Devtmshires. Its ex- 
treme length from east to west is about G5 m., 
and its extreme breatlth from north to south 
about 45 m. Its superficies has been ealciilated 
at 1G42 square miles, or 1,050,880 statute acres, 
of which iibout 400,000 are supposed to he in 
tillage, and about 504,500 in pasturage, tho 
remainder being woods, waters, &c. 

DivisiouH .] — For tho sake of perspicuity this 
CO. has generally bcicn described as forming 
three divisions or districts ; the first compre- 
hending that division of the county lying he- 
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twolfen the harbours of Ujihill and Kin^road, on ' 
the north-west, and the towns of Bath and | 
Froino on the south-east, having the Avon for i 
its eastern, and the Mendip hills for its western ! 
boundary ; — the second, comprising the entire | 
middle portion of the co. from the confines of 
Wilts and Dorsetshires on the south, = to the 
Bristol channel on the north, having the Men- 
dip hills for its eastern, the Quantock hills and 
the forest of Ntsroehe for its western boundary ; . 
— and the third, that portion of the co. lying 
to the west of the Quantock hills and the 
Forest of Neroche. 

First Division ,'] — The aspect of the first 
division is for the most pvt ilelightiully varied 
by hills of considerable emvation, overlooking 
cultivated plains of tln^ richest fertility. There 
are, however, especially in the north-west cor- 
ner of this division, extensive tracts of what ! 
are called low moorlands, which are subject to : 
inundations, and that sometimes for months in 
succession. Upwards of tlOOO acres of this tle- 
scription — lying in the parishes of Congresbury, 
Churchill, Buxton, &c. — are under the inspec- 
tion of a commission of sewers, and discharge 
their waters into the small river Yeo. Cleared 
of stagnant water, the produce of this tract, 
especially in grass, is luxuriant beyond concep- 
tion. The dilficulty of keeping this tlistrict 
al>uvo water, will be readily apprehended by 
every reader when he is tohl that every ordinary 
spring-tide rises five feet above its level. To 
the M.N.K. of this, lie upwards of 4000 acres 
o(|ually subject to tbe watery element. This 
tract is defended from the inroads of the sea by 
a stone wall rising to the height of 10 feet , 
above the level of the lands. High tides fre- 
(piently flow ovtw this wall, and it is sometimes 
broken by the strength of the waves, and hun- 
dreds of acres laid at once under w'uter. I.and 
floods are also frequent. This tract discharges 
its w'aters by two small streams called the Yeos, 
the mouths of wliitdi are dcfende<l by sluices. 
•To the north-east of this low tract, l.eigh-Down, 
consisting of nearly OOOO acres, extends from 
the sea coast to Bristol ; and to the south of 
this lies a beautiful valt* of rich grass lands. 
The Mendip hills run along the west sale of 
this division in a direction N.N.W., from near 
Fromo on the S. to lilack Hock near l-phill on 
the Bristol channel, a disUuice of nearly yo in. 

Middle Division .] — Of the middle division 
the lands bordering on Wilts and Dorsetshires 
lie high, and are principally occujiied as sheep 
walks. A little more to the north, round tbe 
towns of Shepton, Bruton, Castlecary, llchester, 
Petherton, Bminster, Langiiort, and Somerton, 
the country is highly productive and finely laid 
out in rich corn fields, flourishing orchards, and 
luxuriant meadows. To the north lie the fen 
lands, divided by the Poldcn hills into tw'o dis- 
tricts, called the Brent and the BridgewaU?r, or 
the South Marshes. Of the Brent Marsh up- 
wards of *20,000 acres have been drained and 
converted into rich dairy lands. The water is 
carried off by the Bruc which flows through the 
middle of the marsh, and has a barrier against 
the tide with sluices at llighbridgc. Large 
tracts of turf hog still remain, upon which little 


improvement has yet been made. It is a curious 
fact that the jirincipal bogs of this extensive flat 
lying one on each side of the river a little ly 
the westward of Glastonbury, and extending f„ 
several thousand acres, are from five to six feet 
higher than the adjoining lands. They consist 
of a mass of porous earth, saturated with, anj 
floating in water. All divisions of land hero 
are made by ditches of about five feet <lc,.i)’ 
which discharge their waters into the river.' 
Sluices are occasionally formeil on them to keen 
l)ack the water in the time of drought, for ih,* 
use of the cattle. The Bridgewatvfr or South 
Marsh, is separated from the Brent Marsh i,v 
the l*olden hills, having tho Ham hill on tlj? 
south-east, the river Parrot on the soulli-wcst, 
and on the north-west, Bridgew’ater bay. Tin* 
]>rincipal drain of this marsh is the Parrot ; hut 
it has no barrier against tho tides, in cousc- 
{iience of which, in rainy seasons espcciallv, 
many thousand acres are laid under water, 
which destroys the herbage and imparts to tlu* 
atmosphere disagreeable and unwholesonu* 
(jualities. These tracts in tho early perioil of 
our history seem to have been subjected to con 
st.*intly recurring inundations of the sea. It 
the beginning of tho fourteenth century tlir; 
were placed under a commission of sewers 
with ))Owor to inspect the sea banks, ditches 
gutters, &c., to order whatever repairs the; 
sujvposcd necessary, and to assess tlu^ pro})rie 
tors to that effect. A commission of tin? stuiii 
kind still continues, and tracts in the souti 
marsh have been recently drained, exleiuliii: 
to upwards of *>(),()()() acres. 

Sout/i-urst Division .] — In tho soutii-wcs 
division lies tho rich vale of Taunton-1 lean 
comprising :U) parishes, with tho market-tewii 
of Taunton, Wellington, and Milverton. A 
the north of this vale, extending north-west ti 
tho Bristol channel, lie the (Quantock. hillr 
anil more to the westw’ard those of Breiuloii 
Grabbist, Winsford, Lucott, Staddon, iiiu 
Dunkerry-Beacon, all of them remarkable l» 
picturesque scenery, and tbe fine prospects t' 
be obtaineil from them. On the west lies lli 
dreary forest of Exmoor, which extends iiil 
Devonshire, a bleak and bleril region, in whir 
for many miles, only one dwelling house, Simons 
bath, surrounded with about 200 acres of eii 
closed land, is to bo mot with. A solitary re 
deer may bo sometimes seen, and though it h.' 
the namo of a forest, a thorn bush or a fc’ 
straggling willows on the m.argin of a brook, i 
all that it aifords in tho shape of trees. Th 
hills of this county are remarkable for a smool 
undulating outline, seldom ])resenting clifis i 
precipitous ascents except on tho sea coast. 
Some of their sides too arc finely wooded, au‘l 
on a few are bogs of a considerable extent. 
Dunkcrry-Beacon, the loftiest elevation in the 
county, is 1668 feet above the levgl G*® •*‘^**’ 
/fiaera.] — The rivers are nuu^^ui) though 
none of them arc very considerable, most of 
them having their rise and whole course withi» 
tho county. The principal is the Parret, which 
rising on the borders of Dorsetshire flow’s north- 
ward, being near Muchelney joined by tho lbs 
Langport by the Yeo or Ivel, and afterwanb

liv the Tone, and passing the town of Bridge- 
u^ter, falls by a winding course into the Bristol 
channel. The Brue has its source in the forest 
of Selwood, on the borders of Wiltshire, and 
passing by Bruton and Glastonbury, is augmented 
by a considerable stream from Shepton-Mailct 
and Wells, and falls into the Bristol channel a 
little to the north of the Parrot. The Ax 
has its source among the Alentlip hills, and pass- 
ing by Axbridge falls into the Bristol chatiiiel 
near Black Rock. The Exo has its source in 
the Forest of Exmf)or, but taking a southern 
direction enters Devonshire, of which it forms ; 
one of the ])rincipul rivers. A few inconsider- ! 
able streams fall into the Lower Avon, wliich j 
forms the boundary between this county and the ! 
county of Gloucester. The fish taken in those | 
rivers aro salmon, trout, pike, perch, roach, : 
dace, ccis, carp, and gudgeons. j 

Soii, §*c.] — Though this county stands pro- j 
einintmt in point of fertility, almost every j 
variety of soil may bo found within its limits. ' 
That of the moorlands of the; N.E. division, a ' 
marine deposit, is a deep and rich mixture of j 
clay and saml. That of the moors or marshes 
of the middle district is various. The most ! 
valuable is a strong dry clay of considerable 
depth. That wliich is supposed next in cpiality 
is a red earth, varying in depth from one to 
six feet. Black moory earth, having a sulmtra- 
tum of clay at various depths, is a thinl kind 
of soil found here ; and there is a fourth called 
turf-bog, porous and spongy, and so full of the 
fibrous roots of plants as to bo with dithculty 
cut with a spade ; under this lies a stratum of 
black earth, covering a bed of peat full of leaves 
and the stalks of rushes, together with bitumin- 
ous matter, and from threo to fifteen feet in 
depth. This .serves as the common fuel to the 
district. To the south of this level lies an 
elevated tract of grccit fertility, composed chiefly 
of sea sand and shells. The celebrated vale of 
Taiinton-Deaii is a rich loam interspersed in 
some )ihic.es with clay, in others with sand, a 
kind of soil that seems to predominate in the 
valleys of the western division. Of the downs 
and hills the soil is various ; that of Leigh and 
Broad fleld Downs is thin and gravelly, lying 
upon limestone that often approaches to within 
threo inches of the surface. On the White 
and Black Downs it is various, hut generally 
thin, resting on sand or gravel. On the Men- 
dip hills it is often a deep loam interspersed 
with light, spongy, and black tracts, and occa- 
sionally intermingled with gravel, clay, &c., by 
which its fertility is aifucted in various degrees. 
On the Polden and Ham hills the soil is thin 
and of a very inferior quality. On the Quan- 
tock hills it is also thin, resting in some parts 
.on a thin shclvy rock, and in others on lime- 
stone. Like the soil, the climate has consider- 
able w^ety. On the sea coast it is mild even in 
winteiv'and in the vale of Taunton, and the 
level districts towards the east and south, it is 
equally temperate. On the hills, especially 
thosef of Mendip, the winter is cold and stormy. 
In the marshes the air is moist, and the whole 
county is sometimes enveloped in dense fogs. 
In summer the air, especially on the hills, is 
HI. 


clear, salubrious, and invigorating. In tho 
vales the crops aro sometimes blighted by frosU 
in April and May, while on the hills they re- 
main uninjured. Yet tho harvest is nearly a 
month later on the hills than in the valleys. 
From the contiguity of the Bristol channel tho 
air on these eminences seems to imbilio in autumn 
a watery vapour, highly unfavourable for the 
ri|)cning c»f grain, and large tracts aro in con- 
sequence piisturod that might otherwise be more 
properly employed in tillage. 

The crops most comnioiily cultivated aro 
wiieat, barley, aiul oats, with heaiis and pease. 
The produce varies greatly in tho different dis- 
tricts. On the rising hinds to the south of 
Brill go wator-mariih wiieat is grown of a very su- 
perior quality. The same district is supposed 
to produce the host barley grown in the county. 
The potatoe is extensively cultivated in difler- 
ent districts, especially on the fertile soils in the 
neighbourhood of Castleeary, where the pro- 
duce is commonly 160 sacks per acre. Turnips 
are extensively cultivated in tho middle district. 
Flax and hemp are grown extensively in the 
rich tract extending along the south side of the 
county from Wincantoii by Yeovil to Crewkerne. 
Tciiscl, a plant somewhat resembling a thistle, 
the head of which, being composed of well 
turned hooks, is used in tho dressing of broad 
cloth, is extensively cultivated in the north- 
eastern district. It requires a strong rich clay 
soil, and the produce is very uncertain. Gar- 
dens arc numerous in the vitnnity of Somerton, 
from which tho surrounding markets, as far as 
Wells and Slioptun-Mallet, aro supplied with 
early pease, beans, potatoes, &e. Orchards are 
numerous, and those that have a northern as- 
pect and are sheltered from the westerly winds 
are generally very productive. Along the 
uortlierii biise of the Mendip iiiils tho fruit yields 
a strong and very palatable cider, and iti tho 
v.alc of Tauntun-Dean cider is made of the very 
best quality. The manufactures of Somerset 
and Wiltshire aro supplied principally from the 
parishes of Blagdon, Coinpton-Martin, Harptrcc, 
Wringtoii, and Uhley. Large quantitira are 
also sent into Yf)rkshire by Bristol. Turkey 
rhubarb is cultivated in a few places, but not 
extensively. In the vicinity of Keynsham-wood 
it is grown to some extent. Three or four crops 
arc commonly gathered in the season, the aver- 
age produce being about a ton and a half per 
aero. The quality is excellent. Tho artificial 
grasses most commonly cultivated are broad 
clover, white Dutch clover, sanfoin, marlgrass, and 
rye grass. Tho marl-grass grows spontaneously 
upon the marl soils, and has a striking resem- 
hlanco to broad, or red clover. Husbandry does 
not appear to lie in the most improved state. 
In the western parts of tho county corn is car- 
ried in from the fields upon horses’ backs, and 
manure is carried abroad in the same manner. 
The apology for this slovenly procedure is the 
unevenness of tho country and tho steepness of 
the hills — tho true reason most probably is, a 
blind adherence to ancient custom, known in 
Scotland by the name of *use and wont.* Lime 
is the principal manure, for which marl serves 
as a substitute where it is found of good quality. 
3 N 
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On the Dnio, t)in iniirsh farmers generally have 
o]iuningH c*ul in the liaiiks uf the river, by wiiieli 
they convey the muddy water descending from 
the hills over their lands, which is found to have 
an amazingly fertilizing influence. Corn, how'- 
over, is not produced in sufliicient quantity for 
tl^ supply of the county, many thousand (j^ar- 
tern being annually imported from the adjoining 
counties of Dorset and Wilts. Stone fences are 
common in those parts of the county where 
stone is abundant, but they are more generally 
white thorn, in some places beech, which is 
most beautiful to the eye, and aflbrds annually 
a considerable supply uf fuel. 

Though sf)mewhat deficient in corn, this 
county has a supcrabun^lance of cattle, and over- 
flows with the rich pnnlucts of the dairy. Al- 
most the whole of the immense and rich tracts 
of marshland are in grass, and when not chilled 
by excessive rains, or inundated by the tides, 
are in iHjrpotual verdure, feeding vast herds of 
oxen, many milk cows, and flocks of sheep. 
The sheep and oxen when fatted, with large 
t{iNintities uf butter and cheese produced 
from the cows upon the dairy farms, are sent 
chiefly to the llristul, Salisbury, and London 
markets. In the north-western part of the 
county, where the dairy system prevails, the 
cows are mostly of the short horned breed. In 
the vale of Taunton-Dean they arc of the north 
Devon breed, which is held in high esteem by 
the graziers. Of the whole western district the 
oxen are remarkable for symmetry, and almost 
all of a rod colour. They are put into the yoke 
at three years old, and generally worked till 
they are six, when they are sold to the graziers. 
The summer fattened oxen are all, or nearly all, 
of this brceil ; the winter fattened are uf an in- 
ferior kind, partly homo bred and partly im- 
])orted from Wales. Of sheep, the breeds here, 
like the cattle, are various. In the vicinity of 
Bath is a large breed, weighing, when fattenetd, 
from ao to 40 lbs. per quarter. On the Mcn- 
dip hills there is a native and hardy breed, 
easily subsisted, having fine wool, and affording 
most delicious mutton. In the middle district, 
especially the southern parts of it, are immense 
flocks of an improved sort, raised from the Dor- 
setshire breed. Of these, many are fed in the 
marshes along with some from the Mendip hills, 
and great numlmrs imported from Dorsetshire. 
The Dorsetshire breed are general in the vale 
of Taunton-Dean. A native breed, without 
horns, well made, and having a thick fleece 
weighing from 7 to 8 Ihs., is found about Dul- 
verton, l^mpton, and Wiveliscoml)e, and highly 
prized by the marsh graziers. Fattened, the 
carcase weighs generally about 25 lbs. per quar- 
ter. A smdl homed breed from Devonshire is 
preferred in the hilly {mrtions of the western 
district, where they are kept for years solely for 
the fleece, which is fine, but does not weigh 
above 4 lbs. These, when fattened, weigh 
from 14 to 18 lbs. per quarter. Hogs, in the 
dairy districts, are fed in immense numlxsrs, 
principally on whey, and their flesh is of a fine 
colour and delicate flavour. They are procured 
chiefly from the Bristol market, and are of all 
kinds to bo found in the invvbanding counties, 


many of them lH*ing brought from Wales. fVw 
or no horses, the ponies on Exmoor excepted, 
are bred in the county, the demand being suii- 
plied by the dealers from the great horse mar- 
kets in the northern counties. Innumerable 
geese are reared in the marsh districts, and the 
rearing and feeding of all kinds of fowls in the 
districts adjoining to Bath and Bristol especi- 
ally, form an important part of rural economy. 

Upwards of 20,000 acres of the county are 
occupied by wood, some of them of great value, 
and many thousand acres still lie uncultivateti 
w'astes. King’s-wood, chiefly oak, covers be- 
tween 200 and 800 acres, and on the northern 
declivity of the Mendip hills are a number of ' 
beautifully picturesque and thriving coppices. 
There are also several spread along the oppo- 
site declivity, but being exposed to the south- 
west wind, they are less thriving arid far less 
pieturcsfjue. The woods of Mells, Leigfi, £d- 
ford, Harwich, Compton, and Cameloy, are ex- 
tensive, and from their vicinity to the collieries, 
sources of much profit to the owners. The vales 
of the eiistern district are richly ailorned with 
detached elms, which grow to an immense size ; 
anti in the midland district a chain of wood- 
lands extends for several miles through the pa- 
rishes of Downhead, Claford, Whatley, &c. The 
forest of Selwood, on the borders of Wiltshire, 
which extended over a vale of 20,000 acres, has 
been cleared and cultivated, with the excep- 
tion of about 2000 acres, which continue in 
coppice woods, the chief sorts of timlier being 
oak and ash, the underwood hazel, alder, wil- 
low, and birch. The marsh lands have few 
trees of any kind. In the western district, on 
tho declivities of the hills, are numerous cop- 
pices, chiefly of oak, and in the hedgerows elms 
arc generally found of large size. The princi- 
pal wastes, or unenclosed commons, are Leigh- 
down, an extensivo tract to the west of Bristol, 
subject to a right of commonage and depastured 
cliicfly^with sheep ; Broadfield-down, and Lans- 
dovm, the former extending to 2000 acres, the 
latter to 1000, having a flno smooth surface, and 
considered os peculiarly fitted for sheep walks ; 
nearly one-half of the ancient royal forest of 
Mendip, extending to several miles, covered with 
heath and fern, and aflbrding subsistence to nu- 
merous flocks of sheep ; the forest of Neroche, 
near llminster, containing nearly 1000 acres, ori 
which different parishes have an unstinted right 
of commonage ; White-down, near Chard ; many 
thousand acres in the marshes ; part of Black- 
down and several hundred acres on the Quan- 
tock and Brandon hills ; and on the western 
extremity of tho county tho forest of Exmoor, 
extending to 20,000 acres, without a single house 
u|K>n it except Simonsbath, nearly in the centre 
of it, which is licensed as an inn, and has arourid 
it enclosures to. tho extent of 200 acres. On 
this bleak moor about 22,000 sheep b||^ging 
to farmers in the surrounding country, are de- 
pastured during the summer, and about 400 
small horses all the year round. When tho 
snow begins to lie deep, these hardy little ani- 
mals may be seen in droves traversing the nar- 
row valloys, and picking a scanty subsistence 
along the margin of the brooks and by the ud- 
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Trozcn springs, but tho sheep are all driven off 
iMsfore the severity of winter approaches. Of 
these line little ponies the forester has regularly 
a public sale every year at Simonsbatli, where 
also, in the month of Alay, he meets with tho 
farmers from the surrounding country to regis- 
ter tho number of sheep which each intends to 
send into the forest for the season. The hills 
of the Black-down are ]){i8tured during the sum- 
mer months with young cattle, the properly of 
the neighbouring fanners. 

Mineralst §•<;.] — The minersil productions of 
the county are coal, lead, copper, calamine, 
manganese, limestone, freestone, ironstone, fine 
grained slate, &c. Fuller’s earth and ochre are 
occasionally met with, and in the neighbour- 
hood of Chilcompton, a rich black marl in in- 
exhaustible abundance. The (‘oal beds of this 
county constitute the most southern dc])osit, and 
lie nearer to London than any that have yet 
been discovered in England. The most exten- 
sive collieries seem to lie those of the jiarishes 
of High-Littlcton, Timsbury, Poulton, Uadstock, 
and Midsuinmer-Norton, in which upwards of 
1500 men and boys arc constantly employed. 
The coal hero is of excellent (juality, of a firm 
and strong grain, making a clear and durable 
fire. Bath is the principal market for its con- 
sumption. There are also extensive collieries 
in the vicinity of Loigh-dow’ti, to the west of 
Bristol, whence that city is partly supplied with 
tho nec(‘ssary article of ftiel, and w hence con- 
siderable supplies are sent into Wales. 'J’ho 
Aleiidip hills, consisting of mountain limestone, 
are famous for their mines of lead and lapis 
cahiminaris. The former, however, have lieen 
nearly exhausted, or are so incumbered, ns to 
bo wrought with little advantage; tho latter 
seem to bo prosecuted with groat vigour, and 
to be as jirolitahle as ever. In the three pa- 
rishes of Uowberrow, Siiipliam, and Wiiiscombc, 
500 miners are constantly employed in raising 
that mineral, which is often found within a 
yard of the surface, and is seldom wurktMl dei^pcr 
than :)() fathoms. These mines are go\erned 
by regulations made in the reign of Edward IV., 
commonly called Lord Choke's laws. Acconl- 
ing to these, every miner is eniilled to turn 
upon the forest, in summer, us many cuw's as 
he can keep through the winter ; hut Ix^furc he 
breaks ground, he must have lieensc from the 
lord of the soil, or from his officers, and he 
must pay to tho said lord, a tenth part of the 
ore, and also a tenth part of the lca<l, if it is 
smelted on his territory. Every lord of the soil 
is required to hold a minor court twice in the 
year, and to sw'ear in 12 miners, who act as a 
jury, for tho redress of misdemeanors. The 
lord may issue arrests for strife between man 
and man respecting their w'orks, or for the pay- 
ment of their own dues ; and if a miner, by the 
falling in of tho earth, or any other accident, 
meets his death, his fellow miners aru obliged 
to bring him to Christian burial at their own 
proper cost and charges, no coroner or other 
officer being allowed to have any thing to do 
with him in any resjiecl. Iron ore, and ireds of 
ironstone, ahs found in various places ; and in 
the rocks near Porlock have been found small 


quantities of silver. Granite has been quarried 
a few miles to the N.E. of Taunton ; and at 
Coombe-Down, in raising a very lino freestone, 
the ground has been undermined for several 
miles. In a county possessing so many minerals, 
miticral springs must he frequently mot with. 
The most culebratotl are tho hot wells of Bath, 
for an account of which, see Bath. ** 

Manufactureg .'] — Tho principal manufactures 
are those of woollen and worsted goods, carried 
on chiefly at Frume, Taunton, Wellington, and 
Wiveliscombc ; gloves, at Yeovil, Alartock, and 
Stoke; lace, at Chard and Taunton; silk, at 
Bruton, Torringlon, and Shcpton-Alallct ; crape, 
chiefly at Taunton ; and stockings at Shepton- 
AJallct. Iron and copper mills are numerous 
on the low'cr Avon ; as also for spinning worsted 
and spinning and weaving cotton. At Aline- 
licad, l*orlock, and Watchet, are very produc- 
tive salmon and herring fisheries, which give 
cunployment to a number of the inliabitants. 
Off the coast, generally, are taken sand-dahs, 
flountlers, trakes, pipers, soles, plaice, skate, 
conger-eels, shrimps, prawns, crabs, muscles, 
and star-iish. 

JUstitri /.] — At the time of Ihe (^nn^nest, tin's 
county seems to have been u(‘(‘Upi(ul by tlio 
Be1ga>, who are supposed to have migrated 
hither out of Gaul, some three eeniuries before 
tho Christian era. Under the Uomans it was 
ineludod in Britannia prima. On the retreat 
of that people from the kingdom, this coiiiily 
became the scene of a protraeted and sanguin- 
ary contention between tin; Saxons and tho 
Britons, who were grailnally driven into tho 
mountain fastnesses of Walos. A battle, in 
845, W'as obstinately coiitesteil at Stoke-(,k»ur- 
cey, lH?twecn tho Saxons, eomnianded by Ela- 
tan, bishop of Sherborne, and the Danes, who 
were totally routed, hi the reign of Alfred, 
these savage marauders having nearly devasta- 
ted every other part of tho kingilum, extended 
their ravages into this coiiiily, where, in 87.‘J, 
they destroyed GJastonbury. In 877, Soinor- 
ton shared a similar fate. In this county Al- 
fred, being totally routed, took rel'iige, ikid for 
a time concealctl himself in (he eutlngc of a 
neatherd, situated on a small plat of ground at 
the confliienec of the Barret and the Tone, 
nearly surrounded with water and impassable 
marshes. Here ho eullectcMl a few faithful ad- 
herents, with whom he made frequent, sudden, 
and successful excursions upon the Danes, in 
consequence of which, a gein>ral rendezvous of 
the Saxons was a[ipoinlcd at Egla^rt’s-Stonc, on 
the east side of the Forest of Selw'ood, in the 
vicinity of Frome, whence they were led to tho 
great victory of Etliandune, in Wiltshire. Af- 
ter the suhjiigaling of those pagans, their leader, 
Guthriim, wits brought to the court of Alfred, 
at Aller, on the liariks of the Parret, where he 
received the rite of baptism in that year. In 
gratitude for his successes, Alfred, on the site 
of his hiding-place, called in Saxon Etheling- 
c^e, or the isle of the Nobles, now Athelney, 
ftiiiiidcd a monastery to the honour of our Sa- 
viour and his Apostle St Peter. In 9)8, Som- 
erset was again attacked by the Danes, bands 
of whom landed at Porlock and at Watchetft 
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whun they were bravely met by the inhabitants, 
and, with immense slaughter, driven on board 
their ships. Watehet was attacked and plun- 
dered by them in 987) and again in 997) when 
it was burned to the ground. With the same I 
insatiate plunderers several battles were fought | 
at Pen, in this county, in 1001, and 1016. In 
1052, Harold, afterwards king of England, re- 
turning from banishment, landed in this coun- 
ty, over a great part of which he carried fire 
and sword, after which ho returned to his ships 
with a great booty. During the insurrection 
against William Ruftis, headed by Odo, bishop 
of Baioux, in favour of Robert, duke of Nor- 
mandy, the city of Bath was taken and plun- 
dered by the insurgents. From this period 
nothing remarkable occurs in the history of 
the country till 1607, when a tract of country, 
24 miles in length, and 4 in breadth, was over- 
fiown by an irruption of thu sea, and many of 
the inhabitants drowned. In the struggle be- 
tween Charles 1. and his parliament, the royal 
party being strong in Somersetshire, it was the 
scene of active and long-continued warfare. It 
was also the scene of the ill-planned and feebly 
conducted attempt of the duke of Monmouth 
in 1685; and at Wincanton, shortly after the 
landing of the prince of Orange at Torl)ay in 
1688, a party of the royal guards were attacked, 
and a number of them put to the sword, lining 
one of the very few instances in which blood 
was shed in the progress of that singularly for- 
tunate revolution. 

Antiquities .'] — The remains of antiquity are 
numerous and of great variety. They will lie 
found deaeribed under the different parishes and 
townships in which they are situatc<l, as will 
also the different religious houses, 44 in all, 
that belonged to the county. 

Hundreds^ ^c.] — Somersetshire is co-exten- 
sivo with the diocese of Bath and Wells, and is 
divided into throe archdeaconries — Bath, Wells, 
and Taunton. It has 469 parishes, whereof 
241 are rectories, 138 vicarages, and the rc- 
« maindor curacies. It is divided into 4.3 hun- 
dreds, has two cities, Bath and Wells, and 27 
market-towns. By the reform act it sends four 
members for the county — two for the eastern 
and two for tho western division. Somerset is 
included in the western circuit. Tho summer 
assizes are held alternaUdy at Bridgewater and 
Wells, tho Lent, at Taunton. Quarter sessions 
are held at Wells in January and April, at 
Bridgewater in July, and at Taunton in Octo- 
ber.

SOMERSHAM, a market-town and parish 
in the hundred of Hurstingstone, co. of Hunt- 
ingdon. Living, a rectory with the curacies of 
Colne and Pidloy, in the archd. of Huntingdon 
and die. of Lincoln, rated at £40 4s. 7d., and 
annexed to tho rogius professorship of Divinity 
in Camliridgc. Church ded. to St John the 
Baptist. Somersham — supposofl to derive its 
name from having been a summer camp of the 
Romans — ^is situated in a pleasant and fertile 
county, abounding with springs remarkable for 
the purity and salubrity of their waters. It 
consists principally of one street, running cast 


and west, nearly a mile in length. The pre- 
paring of wicks for rush lights, which are ex- 
tensively transmitted to various places of the 
kingdom, furnish employment for a number of 
the inhabitants. The market, which was on 
Friday, has been long discontinued ; but there 
are fairs, June 23d and January 12th. Hero 
was at one time a splendid palace belonging to 
tho bishop of Ely : not a vestige of it now re- 
mains. There is a place of worship belonging 
to the Baptists, and a free school with a con- 
siderable endowment.

SOMERTON, a market-town and parish in 
the hundred of Somerton, co. of Somerset. 
Living, a vicarage in the archd. of Wells and 
dio. of Rath and Wells, rated at £16 Os.

Church — an ancient structure with an octagonal 
embattled tower — ded. to St Michael. Patron, 
in 1829, the earl of Ilchestcr. Tho very an- 
cient and once royal town of Somerton, is situ- 
ated near tho centre of the county, in a plea- 
sant and fertile spot a little to the west of the 
river Carey, over which it has a good stone 
bridge. Ina, with several of his successors, 
kings of the West Saxons, Jrequcntly held their 
courts here. Tho castle, which was tho rrjyal 
residence, was subsc(}uently converted into a 
state-prison, where many distinguished person- 
ages, and, among others, John, king of France 
in the reign of Edward III., have been reluc- 
tant residents. It is now the site of the gaol, 
which was constructed out of thu materials of 
the ancient edifice. The houses here are low, 
but they are built of stone, and the streets are 
well paved. There is a market here every 
Tuesday ; and there are fairs on the Tuesday 
in Passion week, and tho 3d, 6th, 9th, and 12th 
Tuesdays following, for cattle ; and for cattle, 
hogs, Sec. &c., on the :)0th of September and the 
8th of November. The town is governed by a 
bailiff and constables, chosen by the inhabitants. 
The Independents have here a place of worship, 
and there is an excellent free school, and an en- 
dowed almshouse for eight poor women.

Tlio houses are 
modern and handsomely built. Tlio market* 
which is well-supplied, especially with corn, 
is beld on Monday ; and there are fairs on 
Easter-Monday, tlie Monday after Holy Thurs- 
day, the 10th of July, the first Monday in 
Oct., and tlie first Monday in Lent. Soutliarn 
is one of the polling places in the election of nioni- 
bers for the southern division of the county. A 
head-borough and a constable are appointi-d 
annually at tho court-lcct of tlie lord of tin* 
manor. The monks of Coventry had hero an 
establishment, and at the July fair the proces- 
sion of the Lady Godiva is celebrated, in imi- 
tation of that of CAiventry. A cell of Black 
i canons, subordinate to the abbey of Rowcestor, 
subsisted for some time at ilaliwell in this ])arisli. 
It was carried back to tlie parent institution in 
tho 19lh of Edward 11. Tho Baptists have 
here a place of worship, and tliere is a free 
schmd endowed with upwards of £6U per ami. 
There is besides an endowment of £200 per 
annum for relieving the poor, and repairing tin 
' bridge ; a dispensary and an infirmary are sup- 
ported by subscription. Here are two mineral 
springs, one of them named Holywell, remark- 
able for intensely cold water. The Rev. Mi 
Holyouke, at one time rector of this parish, 
compiled and published the fust work in the 
form of a dictionary tlhat was printed in tlu 
English language.

SOUTHAMPTONSHIRE. 

A county, bounded on the N. by Berkshire ; or 
the E. by Surrey and Sussex ; on tlie W. hj 
Dorset and Wiltshires ; and on the S. by tlu 
English channel. It extends — including tlu 
isle of Wight — from 50'* 36 ' to 51'* 43' N. Lat 
and from 45' to 1" 53' W. Lon. ; comprising 
according to various calculations, an area of a 
least 1628 square miles, or 1,410,920 acres 
(^f these acres, exclusive of extensive forests 
not less than 100,000 lie waste. Exclusive u 
the isle of Wight, the form of this county ap 
proachos to a square, having a triangular projee 
tion at its south-west corner ; and in the repor 
prepared for the consideration of the Hon. thi 
Board of Agriculture, it is divided for the pur 
poses of accurate description, into five districts 
The first, denominated the woodland district 
occupies the space north of a line passing froii 
Farnham in Surrey to the south of Odihawi 
north of Basingstoke, and south of Kingsclcro 
' and Highclere, till it enters Berkshire near 
East Woodhay. This division includes the 
woodlands and wastes of Bagshot, with the 
commons of Cove, Aldershot, Famborough, 

I &c., and comprises an area of 103,944 acres, 
j The predominating soil is a strong brown and 
I grey loom, resting upon a tough blue or yellow 
j clay, generally wet and in some places boggy* 
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In the eastern part are traets ol'a dark etilourcHl 
saistly or gravelly mould of a good duptli, and 
resting upon a dry sulvsoil ; but oven those are 
intermingled with a strong wot and brown loam. 1 
Along the borders of the rivulets lie tracts of ‘ 
meadow and pasture land, the soil of which is 
a sandy loam resting on clay, loam, peat, and 
:fravel, and almunding in springs. Proceeding 
northward from tho woodlanil valley, the soil ! 
becomes by degrees of a lighter quality, till ! 
tho improvement is lost in a thin, sandy or 
gravelly mould, lying upon deep beds of white, 
red, and yellow sand and gravel, and a wet 
hungry loam upon a moist, loose, white and 
yellow clay. Along the south side of this dis. i 
trict the soil is of a mixed character, somt?- 
tiling liotwccn the heavy loams wc have just 
noticed, and the chalk, towards which on the 
south it is approatihing. The wastes of this 
district and some of the enclosed grounds, af- 
ford peat, which is cut annually to a largo ex- 
tent, on tho commons of Cove, Farnham, and 
Aldershot. Tho second district lies immediately 
to the south of that we have described, and like it 
extends, with the exception of a small district, 
across tho county from east to west, being 
hounded by a line drawn from tho north of 
Catheringtoii on the eastern, and passing to 
tho south of llishop's- Waltham, to the vicinity 
of SliertieliU English on the western border. 
Of this large and central division, computed 
to contain 454,295 acres, the higher portion 
has the appearance of an elevated plain, hroken 
into unequal portions and intersected hy hollows, 
through which numerous brooks and rivulets 
rising in these upland tracts, find their way, for 
the must part in a southerly direction, to the 
sea. In these hollows are found extensive tracts 
of meadow and pasture land, and almost all 
the habitations of the people, tho higher tracts 
Ixjing open and extensive sheep downs. The 
predominating soil on these ch)wns is a thin grey 
loam, resting on a firm bed of chalk. Particu- 
lar places have what is piovincially termed a 
hazel mould, being light, dry, and friable, 
resting upon chalk rubble mixed with flint. 
This yields a short thick grass affording excel- 
lent pasturage for sheep. A third soil met writh 
in these downs is a black vegetable mould, rest- 
ing on a substratum scarcely different from the 
preceding. A fourth soil is a strong and flinty 
loam, resting from one to eight an<l ten feet 
deep, on the firm chalk — this is found chiefly 
on the flat summit of the lesser eminences, the 
acclivities of which give a fifth description of 
Will, consisting chiefly of decomposed chalk. 
This yields large crops of turnips and sainfoin. 
In lower situations the soil is a strong grey or 
red loam, difficult to labour, but uncommonly 
productive, especially in wheat. In numerous 
hollows, 'exclusive of the valleys that are tra- 
versed by running streams, tho soil is termed 
shravo, formed of small flat flints, sometimes 
red pebbly gravel, combined with a small pro- 
portion of exceedingly tough loam, in a few 
places with dry sand or smidl gravel. Of the 
deeper valleys the soil is a black vegetable 
TOould, resting on calcareous loam ; large chasms 
occur which are occupied by masses of peat 


which is dug for fuel, and in which are found 
numerous trunks of large trees. Thu third 
district — including the forests of Woobiicr and 
Aliee-Holt, the hills of Uingfleld, Great and 
Little Wurldham, Kmpshot, and Solhnrne, with 
tho lower sides of tho chalk hills which sur- 
round and form the vale of I’etersfleld — extends 
to about 49,525 acres. The soil, for the most 
part, is what goes here hy the name of inahny, a 
grey sandy loam of goo»l stai)lu lying on a bottom 
of soft sandy rock. The vale of Petorsfleld is 
a tough, l)rown, flinty clay, with tracts inter- 
spersed of light sandy loam resting upon chalk. 
Ascending from this valley in a north or north- 
easterly direction, is an extensive tract of sand 
and gravel, lying along the border of Sussex* 
W'ithin and ujum the confines of Woolmer forest, 
wbieli has been planted with Scotch fir. A 
little further on in the s:une direction tlio sand 
is mixed with lo.irn, and is eonvcrtahle into 
fine lurnij) land. The valleys hero have a thin 
mossy soil, resting upon clay of different colours. 
Peat is found upon the wastes, and in the forests 
of Woolmer and Aliee-IIolt. Tho fourth dis- 
trict occupies the remaining part of tho county 
situated on the inainlami, a portion on the south- 
east excepted, and comprises an area of 4tkb4t)9 
acres. Besides extensive wastes and commons, 
this district includes the forest of Here, the 
New Forest ami Walthain-ch:ise. It has variety 
of soils, but light, sandy, and gravelly loams 
predominate. The heaths and commons com- 
prise tho higher lands betwoeii Gosport and 
Tichfleld, between Tichtield, Bursledon, and 
Bollcy, and betw'cen the two latter and the river 
lichen. Tho extensive commons of Shorley 
and Southampton also make largo inroads on 
the cultivated district lying to the north of 
Southampton, Millbrook, and Redbridge. T)e- 
scenfUng from the heaths tow'ards the south, 
the appearance of tho county is smooth and 
unbroken, except by Ilill-coininon and Tach- 
bury-mount, Ix^yond which lies a wide extent 
f>f flat low ground including Netlcy marsh, ex- 
tending thence towards Eliiig, and wpstward 
into the New Forest. Tho west liordcr of tho 
New Forest is broken into hills, and on tho 
w'est of the Avon tho country rises abruptly and 
spreads into extonsivo heaths and commons, 
large portions of which have been planted with 
forest trees. IHmt abounds on the heaths and 
in many of the wastes and low grounds. Thu 
islands of Hayling, Thorney, and Portsea, 
with tho tracts on the mainland opposite them 
— comprising aixmt 26,895 acres — form tho 
fllllh and last agricultural division. In tho is- 
lands and the low grounds of the mainkaiul the 
soil is in some places a strong flinty, and in 
others a light hazel coloured loam. On Ports- 
down hill tho soil is similar to tho chalk dis- 
trict which we have alre.ady described. Port- 
sea island is to a great extent occupied as 
gardens, and is very productive. Marshes lie 
along the east coast which are frequently over- 
flowed by the tides, and are chiefly appropriated 
as salterns. Along the south side tho soil is 
sandy, and on the south-east coast is an inex- 
haustible bed of shingles, atfording excellent 
materials for making and repairing tho high- 
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ways. The princi[ml olovations in the county, 
on the mainland, are Farley hill, Portsdown 
hill* on which a large fair » held annually, 
July 2(ith, Woyhill, on which also there is an 
annual fair held October 1 1th* Danebury hill* 
Sidon hill, and Eagleliurst cliff. From all of 
these places the views are delightful* and from 
some of them peculiarly picturesque. 

Rivers .’] — The rivers on the mainland are 
the Test, the Anton, the Itchen, tlie Avon* the 
Boldre, and the K\e. The Test has its sources 
near Whitchurch in the northern part of the 
county, is joined by the Anton which flows into 
it from the N. W. near Wherwell, whence flow- 
ing southwards by Stockbridgo, Romscy, and 
Redbriilgo, it expands into Southampton-water, 
an arm of the sea extending in a south-easterly 
direction from that town to the sound at Cal- 
shot-castlc. The Itchen rises about the middle 
of the county near Alresford, and being increased 
by the waters of a small stream called the 
Alne* flows westward to King's-Worthy, whence 
it pursues a southerly course by Winchester, 
Twyford* andBishop's-Stoke, falling into South- 
ainpton-wator aliout half a mile to the east of 
that town. This river expands considerably at 
its mouth, and it was brought into a regular 
channel and rendered navigable as far up as 
Winchester* by Godfrey de Lacy* bishop of that 
see, in the year 1215. The Avon enters the 
county from Wiltshire a little above Fording- 
bridge, and* augmented by numerous small 
streams, flows, fre(|uently in separate channels, 
south, along the borders of the New Forest by 
Ringwood and Clirist-chiireh, where it receives 
the waters of the Stour from Dorsetshire and 
immediately after falls into Christ-church Buy. 
It was in the reign of Charles 11. made naviga- 
ble to Salisbury* in Wiltshire; but the works 
have been destroyed by floods and the naviga- 
tion rendered iinpracticaide. The Boldre, ris- 
ing in the New Forset, flows to the south and 
falls into the sea below Lyniington ; it is an in- 
signifleant stream. The £xo, called also the 
Beaulieu river, rising also in the New Forest, 
flows south-east, and by a considerable estuary 
enters the sea below Exbury. A canal from 
Andover to the head of the Southampton-water, 
has heeii made along the valleys of the Test and 
Anton ; passing by Stockbridgo and Romsey, it 
terminate at Redbridge, in the parish of Mill- 
brook. From Redbridge a branch proceeds 
direct to Southampton, while another extends 
westerly up the valley between East Dean and 
Lockerley, and East Tytherley to Aderbury- 
common near Salisbury. Both these branches 
have become unnavigablc. This is the oldest 
canal in the kingdom, the act for its construc- 
tion having been obtained in the reign of Charles 
L It does not appear at any period to^ have 
realised the expectations of its projectors, pro- 
bably from these expectations having been un- 
reasonably sanguine. From Basingstoke a canal 
is carried directly eastward into Surrey, where, 
by the Weyt it communicates with the Thames. 
This canal is upwards of d7 miles in length, 
and was executed at an expense of ^100,000. 
In the neighbourhood of Odiham it ia carried 


through a hill by an arched tunnel* three, 
quarters of a mile in length. 

C/micrfe.j— In the northern* or what is called 
the woodland district of the county, the climate 
though mild* is considerably chilled by dami) 
exhalations. The most prevalent winds are 
from the south-west ; fogs are frequent, and 
often of several days* continuance. In the elc. 
vated and extensive chalk district the air is dr>’ 
thin, and healthy. Westerly winds are the most 
prevalent* and they sometimes blow with great 
violence. In the lower tracts approaching the 
coast* tho climate is exceedingly mild* though 
the coast winds are at times violent. Along 
tho borders of the Southampton-water — whicii 
are finely wooded and extremely beautiful, 
owing to the large tracts of midland that are 
overfiowed by every tide — agues are common, 
as they are from the same cause on the shores 
of Uayling and Portsea. 

Produce^ ^e. ] — Almost every kind of crop is 
successfully cultivated in one place of this countv 
or another. Wheat, if early* is universally 
eaten oft* by sheep in the month of March ; the 
produce varies greatly, but is in some places 
must abundant. Barley after turnips generally 
averagos 35 bushels an acre. Oats* cultivated 
principally for feeding horses* averages about 
30 bushels. The straw of both oats and barley 
is here considered a valuable addition to the 
stock of winter fooil for cattle. Rye is in must 
parts of the county sown for green food for cat- 
tle, where it is allowed to stand as part of the 
harvest crop* as is commonly tho case in the 
vale of Avon; it yields about 18 bushels per 
acre. Pease of various kinds are in general 
cultivation, but they are considered an uncer- 
tain crop. Beans are also considered precari- 
ous, though they are often to be met with. 
Turnips and tares are universally cultivated; 
coleseed* only for feeding sheep. - Cabbages 
are cultivatetl on an extonsivo scale* not for tho 
purpose of feeding cattle as in some other coun- 
ties, but for supplying the large towns and the 
numerous ships which frequent the southern 
coast. Potatoes are extensively cultivated for 
tho same purpose. Tho cultivated grasses arc 
broad clover* rye grass, trefoil* sanfoin, and 
lucern. Of the herbage on tho downs, burnet 
forms a large proportion ; a larger and stronger 
variety is found in the low grounds and upon 
the cold clay loams* where* as upon the downs, 
it appears, to be indigenous. Along tliat part 
of tho county which borders on Surrey, hops 
form a principal article of culture. They par- 
ticipate in the character of the Fornham hops : 
that town lying only a few miles to the east- 
ward. The manuroa chiefly employed are marl* 
which is found of different kinds and qualities 
in various districts, chalky clay, chalk, turf* 
peat, and coal ashes ; rack or sea weed is used 
where it can be procured alefig the coasts.

pute. Woods are numerous and often exten- 
sive in all parts of tho county. The coppices 
are cut at different ages, the proiluce being 
used for hop poles, rafter poles, making wattled 
hurdles, hoops, and bavins, and faggots. Large 
exports for hoops are made from tho southern 
districts to the West Indies. These coppices 
in tho northern district consist chiefly of birch, 
willow, alder, hazel, wild cherr>’, ash, and some- 
times oak; in the chalk district, of hazel, 
willow, ash, oak, maplo, white thorn, beech, 
and wild cherry ; in the southern yiarts of tho 
county, of hazel, willow, alder, birch, holly, 
ash, beech, and wild cherry. In the chalk dis- 
trict, bcecli flourishes with peculiar vigour, and 
in all the woodlands there seems to be a pretty 
large proportion of this timber. Ash is found 
only ill some places. Elm is scarce, but is occa^ 
sionally met with, especially in the southern 
districts. W^hcii found largo, they are in high 
demand at the royal dock yard, where they are 
used as keel pieces. Tho abele or aspen poplar, 
tho lime or linden tree, and tho Turin or Lom- 
bardy yioplar are common, and firs of almost all 
varieties flourish in mixed plantations. 

ForeatsJ ] — There are not less than 100,000 
acres of waste land in the county, exclusive of the 
forests, largo portions of which can be classed 
under no other denomination. Of these forests, 
the most extensive is the Now Forest, which 
owes its origin to William the Ckmqueror, who, 
says an old writer, “ took away much land from 
God and men, and converted it to the use of 
wild beasts and the sport of his dogs, by which 
ke demolished 36 mother churches, and drove 
away the poor inhabitants.” Originally this 
forest seems to havo embraced nearly, if not 
altogether, the whole south-west comer of the 
county, from the Southampton water to the sea 
on the south, and the Avon on the west. From 
the latest perambulation, in the 22d of Charles 
its extent seems still to be from Godshill, 
on the north-west, south-eastward to the sea, a 
distMce of 23 miles ; and from Hardley on the 
to Ringwood on the west, a distance of 
15, comprising not less than 92,365 stotute 
MM There were, however^ within the peram- 
bulation, manors, freeholds, copyholds, lease-

Bj- this act tho crown was empowered to in- 
close 6000 acres as a nursery for timber, till the 
trees should be superior to the chances of being 
I injured by deer or cattle, when these 6000 
I acres should bo thrown open, and another 6000 
inclosed, to l>o thrown open in the same man- 
ner as the former, followed by another inclo 
! sure, &c. &c. The crown, by this act, is also 
I emikowered to keep deer in the uninclosed part 
of the forest, at all times, and without any limi- 
tation. 

For local purposes, the New Forest is divid- 
I etl into nine Imiliwicks, which arc again divided 
I into 16 walks. . It is under the government of 
a lord-warden, appointed by letters patent un- 
der the great seal during his majesty's pleasure. 
Tho lord-warden enjoys, by patent, a grant of 
; the manor of Lyndhurst and the hundred of 
I Redbridge, with various other privileges and 
emoluments. A riding forester is appointed in 
tho same manner as the lonl-w'arden, whose 
I ofiico is to ride before the king when ho enters 
j tho forest. A bow-bearer and two rangers aro 
' appointed, during pleasure, by the lord-warden, 
and a woodward, during pleasure, by letters 
patent from the king. This officer acts by de- 
puty. Four verderers, judges of the swani- 
mote and attachment courts, aro chosen by tho 
freeholders of tho county in pursuance of the 
king's writ. A high and an under steward are 
ap{)ointed, during pleasure, by the lord-warden. 
The duty of the latter is to attend at, and en- 
rol the proceedings of the courts of attachment 
and Bwanimote, and to hold the court lect for 
tho hundred of Redbridge, and the courts baron 
for tho manor of Lyndhurst. Twelve rogarders 
aro chosen by the freeholders of the county. 

I There are, besides, nine foresters, or master- 
! keepers, and an indefinite number of under- 
for^sters, or groom-keepers. Thera is also a 
I naval purveyor for tho forest, whose duty is to 
assign timber for the navy, and to prevent any 
fit for that important use from being cut and ap- 
plied to other purposes. The forest courts are 
regularly held at Lyndhurst by the verderers, 
who preside in them. The New Forest affords 
many magnificent views of spreading woods, ex- 
I tendt^ lawns, and vast sweeps of wild heath, 
[ interspersed with rivulets, and terminating with 

3 o 
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•ecadonal glimpsei of tho far distant ocoan. 
Owing, it is supposed, to the nature of the 
soil, the oaks are mostly gnarled, and their 
branches are twisted into the most singular and 
picturesque forms. In point of convenience, 
having easy communication by water with the 
royal and private dock-yards, the New Forest is 
superior to every other in the kingdom. — The 
forest of Bore lies to the north of thePorts- 
down hills, and comprises 16,000 dcr^ of 
which about a third part is inclosed. It is di- 
vided into the East and Wbst walks, to each of 
which are annexed severat smaller divisions, 
called purlieus, all of them subject to the forest 
laws. Its officers are a warden, four verderers, 
two master-keeperaj' two under keepers, a 
ranger, a steward of the swanimott court, 12 
regarders, and two agistors. — To the N.W. of 
Bere forest lies the chase of Bishop*!- Waltham. 
It comprises about 2000 acres, and belongs to 
the see of Winchester. — On the eastern border 
of the county, approaching the confines of Sur- 
rey and Sussex, is the forest of Alice-Holt and 
Woolmer. It ii divided into two parta» by 
intervening' private property, and comprises 
15,493 acres, of which 8694 belong to the 
crown. 

Mtnerals,]-^The mineral productions of the 
county are not numerous They consist of 
ironstone, found near the mouth of the Beau- 
lieu river, washed up by the sea, and in the 
clifl! nbar Hordwell. The range of chalk hills 
crossing the county from east to west, and oc- 
cupying the centre of it, forms a portion of that 
vast formation which constitutes so remarkable 
a feature in the geology of England The chalk 
raised in the county Is of two kinds — ^whito and 
grey. Both are burned igto lime of good qua- 
lity. The latter forms an excellent cement un- 
der water, for which it is extensively employed. 
A hard red stone is found between Milton and 
Christchurch, which has been employed in the 
erection of various ancient structures in that 
part of the county. Potter’s clay, in great va- 
riety, is found in various parts of the county. 

TAe hh of Wight ,^ — The isle of Wight, 
which forms a part of the county, is separated 
from the mainland by a strait, formerly called 
the Solent Sea, now the Sound, or more com- 
*l&only the West Channel. This strait is at its 
west end about a mile across, at the oast end 
.nearly seven miles. The form of this fine ^ 
, Uuid is rhomboidal, its greatest length from e^t 
to west being 23^ and its breadth from north to 
south about 13 miles. The principal river is 
the Medina, which, rising at the bottom of St 
Catherine’s down, in the south corner of the is- 
land, flows directly northward, dividing it into 
two nearly equal parts, and falls into the sea at 
Co^ hu^ur. The interior streams are the 
Yar, the Wooten, and the Ear ; and the shores 
are indented by numerous ccegh^ and bays 
which add greatly to the beauty^ af the island 
and to the convenience of the inhabitants. Tim 
surface of the island is finely diversified. A 
range 4>f high hills runs through its centre 
from east to west, which command most de- 
lightthl viewsover evei 7 part of the island, with 
the wide ocean on the' south, and the beautiful 


shore of Hampshire on tlio north. — They aflbrd 
also fine pasturage for sheep. On the coast, 
particularly the south coast, the land is in some 
places very high, terminating in steep cliffs ; oh 
the north the ground slopes to the water in easy 
declivities. Towards the western extremity the 
rocks are bare, broken, and precipitous, rising 
in some places 600 feet above the level of the 
sea, and terminatings in what - are called the 
Needles, sharp pointed rocks that have Ijeen 
disjoined from these cliffs by the action of the 
waves, and rising to the height of 120 feet 
above low water mark. On€o( them, some 
years ago, being undermined- by the sea, fell, 
and totally disappeared. The highest point of 
land in the island is St Catherine’s hill, 750 feet' 
above the level of the sea. The soil and sub- 
strata of the island are very much varied. Of 
the inclosed and depastured marshes and low 
grounds bordering on the Yar, the Medina, 
&c. &c., Iho soil is a tender hazel coloured 
foam, lying ^on a blue or black clay, 
from whiej^ it is separated, in some places, 
by a bed of coarse sand approaching to gravel. 
The surface mould of the low grounds and mea- 
dows, bordering the higher parts of the courses 
of these streams, is various, aecording to the 
quantity and quality of the adventitious matter 
washed down by the rains from the surrounding 
hills. In the northern part of the island, and 
along its southern s^re, the prevailing soil is 
a rough strong clay, mixed in some places with 
a bluish argillaceous, and in others, with a pure 
white shell mark Of the remaining parts, the 
predominating soil is rod sand mixed with argil- 
laceous and calcareous marl, chalk, and its usual 
accompaniments, red loam mixed with flints, 
’fheso soils aro fruitful in the highest degree; 
but there are some heaths intermixed, and a 
few commons, of which fertility is by no means 
the distinctive character. Small tracts of mo- 
rass are to bo met with, especially on the wes- 
tern branch of the Medina, on the Yar, on the 
inlets of Shalfieet and Newton, and in Braden 
haven. Of these, large portions have been em- 
Imnked, and especially those of the parishes of 
Broding and Yaverland, form the richest feed- 
ing lands in the island. sAn attempt was made 
by Sir Bevis Thelwall, and Sir Hugh Middleton 
the opustructor'of the New River, to recover 
the whole of Brading marshes, by throwing an 
embankment across the narrow inlet by which 
they communicate with the sea. This they 
were fortunate enough to complete, but in a 
very wet season, when the inner haven was full 
of water, an unusually high spring-tide made a 
breach in the embankment, which has never 
been repaired, though, at low water, the gap or 
breach is not more than 20 yards in width. 
The marshes, of course, remain still in their an- 
cient state. The chalk downs of Brading and 
Arreton form on the east coast an unbroken 
rmige, from Culver cliff to the valley |y which 
they are separated from Staple’s-heath. A 
bigh^ cultivated valley, extending northward 
from Shorwell to Newport, separates those of 
Shorwell and Gatcombe from a range extending 
to the western exfremity of the iskind, brokeh 
only by three gaps, one of which foims theptf* 
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fRge flcom the head of Yarmouth river to the 
inner ^ve of Fj^^ater j^y. Towards the 
foutherii extremity of the Island, a tract, of 
downs termina^ abruptly towards the sea, in 
a precipice of limestone rock, which, , ^n at a 
distance, seems to bo an immense stone wall 
overhanging the bc^tifully Iromantic tract call- 
ed the under cliff, which stretches out towards 
the shore f distance of seireral miles. 

The same vtricty of climate is experienced in 
the isle of Wight as in the other parts of the 
county ; but, upon the whole, experience has 
demonstrated tte fact of its being highly favour- 
able to the^humim constitution. Its bland and 
salubrious character is especially apparent in 
the southern part of the island, which is annu- 
ally the resort of numerous valetudinaries, many 
of whom find their complaints, especially those 
of a pulmonary kind, greatly relieved by a few 
weeks’ residence! Strong, and oven violent 
westerly gales prov^l on the southern coast, 
from which the noilhern is wholly exempted, 
yet the crops on the former are always from 10 
to 14 days earlier than on thb latter. The 
agricultural produce does not appear to he dif- 
ferent from what we have already noticed as be- 
longing to the county. Orchards are here uni- 
versal, and almost every farmer makes annually 
some hogsheads of excellent cider, chiefly for 
the rise of his own famj^y. Aluch fine timber 
is grown in the islknd. The woods of Swain- 
ston, in the West Medina, are of considerable 
extent; and those of Wooton and Quarr, in the 
Eastern, occupy an area of 1000 acres. Park- 
hurst, or Carisbrook Forest,* to the north-west of 
Newport, called also the King’s Forest, includes 
alKJut 8000 acres, but it is now nearly destitute 
of trees. At tlio western extremity of tho is- 
land, the cliffs arc frequented by an immense 
number of sea-birds, such as puffin^, razor- 
bills, willcocks, gulls, cormorants, and Cornish 
choughs ; as also by daws, starlings, and wild 
pigeons. Of these, some remain only for a 
part of the season, others remain all the year 
rouAd. Vipers abound in the island, and vast 
numbers of them are caught every year for medi- 
cinal purposes. 

Of the isle of Wight, the numerous strata^ of 
various kinds and formations^ exhibiting great 
diversity of position, fonn an important field 
of study to the geologist. At the northern foot 
of the downs, in tho Western Medina, grist, or 
quarry stone, of a yellowish grey colour, and 
very porous, is dug up in detached masses, and 
often used for building; and in the southern 
side of the island, a strong liver-coloured build- 
' ing stone, rising in cubical masses, incrusted 
with a brown ochre, and inclosing specimens 
of very rich ironstone, frequently occurs. A 
rough calcareous free stone is frequently found 
in detached pieces at the bottom of marl pits ; 
and to tho north of Arreton-downs, a close 
grey Uiiestone is raised, the beds of which^are 
separated from each other by thin layem of ma- 
rine shells, cemented together by alum.^! Near 
&ndofim-fort, a plum-pudding stone & 'found 
in large quantities, and is in great request for 
paving and flooring. Ochres of divers colours 
and’qualiriesare found in various places, and at 


the north-w'est extremity of tho island is a vein 
of fine white, which is in high demand for the 
glass-houses of all the three kingdoms. 

Animfiils .] — Southamptonshire has no parfi- 
cular br^ of cattle. Those of all the neigh> 
bouring 'counties are indiscriminately met with 
in all situations. Many cows are kept for the 
sole purpose of suckling calves, which, when . 
fed, are sent to the markets of London, Ports- 
monCh, Chichester, Winchester, &c. &c. Sheep 
are kept in immense droves. Tho old Hamp- 
shire, or Wiltshiro breed, were formerly pre- 
ferred in tho woodland district. They are now 
often crossed, especially with the now Leicester. 
A great extent of the county, especially on the 
open chalk downs, both on the mainland and 
in the islu of Wight, is occupied by the South 
Down breed. In the isle of Wight tho Dorset- 
shire breed is sometimes preferred. Hogs are 
kept in great numbers, and in the end of au- 
tumn fed upon the mast |n tho woodlands and 
forests, from which eircnmstance, or rather, 
perhaps, from a superior moda of curing, the 
l)aoon of the county is famed for its exquisite 
taste and flavour. The native hog is a coarse, 
raw'-l)onc(l, flat-sided, ugly animal, but is now 
often sui^crscded by the Berkshire hog, or by a 
cross between that and different other breeds. 
Tho horses have a eoarso and heavy appearance. 
Light small horses, termed heath-croiq^rs, are 
bred upon the heaths, and in the forests, where 
they propagate indiscriminately, and where 
they succeed in maintaining an existence the 
whole year round. 

Manufactures .] — Tho manufactures of the 
county are various, hut not, if we except ship- 
building, extensive. In tho numerous creeks 
and harbours of the county, but especially in 
the royal dock-yard at Portsmouth, ship-build- 
ing is extensively carried on. Other produc- 
tions of the county are chiefly woollen goods, 
bedtick, sacking, light silk articles, leather, and 
a coarse kind of earthenware. Silk mills are 
carried on at Overton ; and in that neighbour- 
hood tlie young female peasantry are e^|ensive- 
ly employed in plaiting straw for bonnets, which 
arc manufactured in most of tho towns in the 
county. The making of paper is extensively 
carried on in some places, and at Lymington is 
a manufactory of salt. To set forth the faciltS- 
tics this county possesses for commerce, it is 
only necessary to name its roadsteads and har« 
hours. Hayling and Portsmouth harbour^ wit]|l ■ 
their numerous dependencies; Southanipfoni^'' 
Water, with the mouths of the Itchen^'and. 
Test ; their ship-yarfls, with the havens of Red- 
bridge, Eling, Hythe, Cadland, and Fawley. 
On the Hamblo, Humble, Botley, and Bursle- 
don. The Beaulieu, with its dependencies; 
the Boldre, with numerous creeks tbrougli the 
Salterns, including Keyhaven and CHristchurcb, 
with its branches, forming the mouth of the 
rivers Avon and Stour. In the isle of Wight 
tho harbours of Brading, Cowes, Hithe, and 
South Yarmouth. The roadsteads separating 
the isle of Wight from the main bodf of the 
county, are St Helens, Motherbank, Spithead, 
Cowes, Southampton bay, and Yannouth roads. 
This last is terminated westward by the Needles,. 
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(Iiui'liy a broid[ bank of thinglei thrown up by j 
tho seat which beats here with extreme 
leneot is contracted to the space of a mile in i* 
breadth. Upon the projecting south-egst point 
of this bank stands HursUcastle, built to com- 
mand the passage in the reign of Heiiry Vlll. 
Salmon are taken in all the rivers and creeks 
which discharge their waters into the sea. The 
fishery on the SouthampUA water is partiinlarly 
extensivot and the boats frequently mitke long 
coasting voyages ki quest of fish, wliich are not 
to be found in the Southampton water. The 
produce, except such as will not pay the car- 
riage, is all sent by light vans, kept for tho pur- 
pose, to the London market. On the flat and 
rooky shores of the isle of Wight, a number of 
persons are employed taking shrimps and 
prawns,— *crabs and lobsters are taken on its 
bolder shores. 

Hi»tory .'\ — At tho period of the Roman mn 
vasion, the southomjpart of this county seems 
to have been possesnd by the Hegni, the more 
northern by the Belgic Gauls, who had violently 
dispossessed the former inhabitants. By the 
Romans it was included in tho division, Britan- 
nia' Prime. ^The isle of Wight, by that people 
called VectiSi according to Suetonius, was 
conquered by Vespasian about the year 43. A 
few coins, however, are all the traces of Homan 
occupation that have ever been found in it. At 
a subsequent period this county was the scene 
of many bloody conflicts with the Saxons. On 
the first formation, by Cerdic, of the kingdom 
of Wessex, part of it was included in that king- 
dom, while its southern shores, with tho isle of 
Wight, was included in the kingdom of Kent. 
Preparatory to the establishment of this king- 
dom, was tho overthrow, in what now consti- 
tutes part of the New Forest, in 608, of Natan- 
leod, a British king, who, with 6000 of his 
subjsiats, fell in tho conflict. In 619, from 
which the Saxon chronicle dates the permanent 
reign of the West Saxon kings, Cerdic, and his 
son, Cynric, obtained another victory over the 
Britons at Cerdices-ford ; and in 630 they sub- 
dued the isle of Wight, with the slaughter of 
a great part of the inhabitants. Cerdic died in 
6^ only four years after this event. The 
operations of tliis active and enterprising chief- 
tain seem to have boon confined to this county, 
but he laid so firmly the foundations of his 
power, that his kingdom, under his successors, 
finally swallowed up the other kingdoms into 
Which the island was divided. Wulfere, king of 
.Muteia, in 661, conquered tho isle of Wight, 
and bestowed it upon thU king of the South 
Saxons, but it was reannexed to the, kingdom 
of Wessex, by Ceadwalla, a descendent of Cer- 
die, only 16 years after* In 860, the northern 
sea-kings mam a descent upon the coast, and 
ravaged the country as far as Winchester, at 
tliat time the capital of the united heptarchy. 
In returning to tlieir ships, however, heavily 
li^en with plunder, they were portal, ovei^ 
taken, and many of them cut off. Dpeviouily, 
these nMtfauders had seised upon Ae isle of 
Wight, which they converted into ai depot for 
the plundec they carried off from the neigh- 
bouring coAl, used as a place of retreat

tants. sffn the reign of Ethelred dl., 1001, they 
took and kept possession of it for many years? 
At Winchester the cruel a^ impolitic massacre 
of that people was comnmieed, by Ethelred’s 
orders, on the ISHi of Novenqto,iri002. la 
the reign of Edward the Confepor, the isle of 
Wight was twice ravaged by Earl Godwin ; and 
again by Earl Tosti, in the reign of Harold. 
Itetween 1066 and 1086, tbe.^sosfili- western 
part of the county was laid waste, ’■and 36 pa- 
rochial churches destroyed by William I.,- for 
the purpose of forming a royal chase, now 
known by the name of the New Forest. In 
this forest, in 1081, Richard, the son of Wil- 
liam 1., was dashed by his horse against a tree 
and killed. In the same forest, Richard, tho 
son of Duke Robert, aq4. nephew to William 
Rufus, was killed ; and, m tho same year, tho 
2d of August, 1100, William Rufus himself 
was in like manner killed by an arrow, inadver- 
tently shot by Walter Tyrrcl, knight of Pon- 
toise ; all which accidents were, by the people 
of those times, construed as immediate visi- 
tations from heaven for the iniquity of the mon- 
arch, not so much in taking the means of life 
from so many people in forming his royal chase 
or hunting grounds, but in taking down 36 
mother churches. On the death of William 
Rufus, Henry, his younger brother, hastened 
to Winchester, where he possessed himself of 
the royal treasure, and thence'to London, where 
he was proclaimed king. In the succeeding 
year, Robert, duke of Normandy, his elder 
brother, landed with an army at Portsmouth, 
for the purpose of disputing the succession, hut 
yielded at last to the mediation of the barons. 
The Empress Maud, and her brother, Robert, 
earl of Gloucester, in 1140, landed at the same 
place with only 140 attendants, designing to 
wrest the throne from tho usurper Ste{^n, 
and in the internal commotions that ensued, the 
eounty was tho scene of much bloodshed. To 
Odiham, in this county, John retired firom Ox- 
ford, when he found himself overmatched by 
his refractory barons, whence he repaired to 
Runymede, and on the 19th of Juno, 1215, 
signed and sealed Magna Charta, which ever 
since has been regarded as the palladium of 
British liberty, and to the isle of Wight the 
treacherous monarch retired after the signature 
of that celebrated document, whence he des- 
patched messengers to the po))e, who absolved 
him from the obligation of the deed, and to '* 
the contineat, to raise mercenaries whereby be 
might make a successftil war upon the infant 
liberties of his people. In the Mquel of this 
quarrel, the barons having invited to their aid 
a French army, under the commaad of Louis 
the Dauphin, in the year 1016, Odiham cas- 
tle was defended for John, fay only three oifi- 
eers aiid 16 men, against the Dauphin and bis 
whole army for 16 days.

The church 
of HolyroM i^ an ancient edifice, having a 
tower and spire, with a portico in front where 
tho elections arc held. Within, is a monuniont 
' to Miss £. Stanley, with an epitaph written by 
the author of the seasons, who has also paid 
A tribute to her memory in that divine work. 
Tho church of St John’s has been demolished. 
St Lawronco, to which it is united, is a small 
and very ancient stnicturo. St Mary's is mo- 
dem, with an extensive burying ground annexed. 
St Michael’s is a large and ancient fabric in the 
Norman stylo of architecture. It has a tower 
and spire rising between the navo ai|d chancel. 
W'ithin, is an old Roman font and i^oral an- 
tique monuments, and in tho chapel attached 
to it is a cenotaph to Chancellor Wriothesley, 
who passed sentence of death upon Ann Boleyn. 

Description *] — Southampton is delightfully 
situated on a peninsular tract of ground rising 
from tho north-eastern shore of the Southamp- 
ton-water ; bounded on the east by the lichen, 
over which is a bridge leading to Gosport ; and 
oh thh south and west by the fine estuary formed 
by the mputh of the Test The shores of this 
estuary ate richly clothed with wood, affording 


a rich succession of finely diversified leenery, 
the vicinity being enlivened by villages, villain 
and princely mansions. ^ The town, rising gra- 
dually from the margin of the bay, has a most 
beautifiil and imposing aspect and the appmach 
from the London ro^ through an avenue of 
fine old elms and a well-built suburb, is striking 
in no common degree. The principal entrance • 
is through Bar-gate> on the north front of 
which are two gigantic figures representing Sir 
Bevois of Southampton, and the giant Ascupart 
who, as tho legend goes, was slain by Sir Bevois 
in single combat. From this ancient gate, a 
spacious street upwards of half a mile in length, 
and surpassing most of the streets in the metro- 
polis, loads directly to the quay, for thq im- 
provement of which, what was called the Water- 
gate, has been taken down. A wall about a 
mile and a quarter in length, encompassed tho 
old town; consideral^le portions of this wall 
are still entire, but its circular towers are mostly 
in ruins. Of the ancient gates, l>esidcs that we 
have already mentioned, the west and south 
gates are still entire. The old and the new 
towns aro -distinguished in regard to their 
situations; with regard to Bar-gate by tho 
terms above and below, the new lining above, 
and tho old below Bar. The toVvn contains 
a number of fine streets, particularly one re- 
cently built from tho street Above Bar to the 
western shore, with a terrace which commands 
an exceedingly fine view of tho surrounding 
scenery. The streets are well-paved, lighted 
with gas, and supplied with water collected 
from springs on an adjoining common, which 
is conveyed from a general reservoir into public 
conduits and into many private houses. The 
public buildings are, a guild-hall, sessions-hall, 
audit house, prisons, &c., of which it w'ould be 
tedious to give a particular description. There 
ts also here an old castle, supposed tfi be of 
Saxon origin. On the ruins of the old keep, a 
round tower has been erected, which affords a 
delightful view of the surrounding ofittntry. 
The theatre, in French-street, is tastefully' d^ 
corated, and is occupied by a regular company 
at certain seasons. The botanic gardens, on 
the west bank of the Southampton-watcr, aro 
richly stocked with curious and rare plants, 
both indigenous and exotic, and they form a 
most agreeable promenade. There aro in the 
town several extensive libraries and well-furnisb- 
ed reading rooms, and there is a philosophical 
society established by a proprietary of SO mem- 
bers, and supported by an unlimited number of an- 
nual subscriters of £l Is. per annum. Lectures 
are delivered in this society at regular intervals^ . 
and the lecture room, during six months of thn^ 
year, in which it is unoccupied by the soeiet^^ 
serves os an exhibition room for the sale of x 
paintings, which, from the grokt resort of com- 
pany to the town, is very considerable. From 
tho salubrity of the air and the extremely beavr 
tiful scenery which every where surround^ it, 
Southampton is a favourite resort for aea-ba^ 
ing from all the surrounding e9iinty, iMld f 3 |othiiig ^ 
has been negleeted that ci^j||%&^-degri^ con-^ j 
tribnte to the comfort qr«|teienee of the 
viMtors.
